THE  FINDINGS  OF  A  PREVIOUS  CONFERENCE 

The  Findings  Committee  made  the  following  re- 
port: 

During  the  sessions  of  this  Conference  on  Home 
Missions,  we  have  become  largely  familiar  with 
these  and  similar  words  and  phrases:  Indifference, 
neglected  areas,  lack  of  information,  one  million 
two  hundred  thousand  unreached  souls  in  North 
Carolina,  contact,  prayer,  recanvass,  resources, 
evangelism,  new  strategy,  Bible  School,  sacrificial 
service,  Shorter  Catechism,  the  gospel  of  redemp- 
tion through  Christ,  dedication  to  Christ,  fulfill 
commission,  build  the  kingdom,  responsibility  to 
God  and  our  fellowman,  task  of  making  America 
Christian,  adequate  understanding  of  physical  and 
spiritual  needs   of   the   home   mission   fields;  in- 


creased  interest  in  and  support  of  our  home  mission 
work  and  workers  on  the  part  of  our  self-supporting 
congregations,  consciousness  that  from  little  mis- 
sions big  churches  grow,  constant  contact  with 
God,  the  source  of  life,  light  and  power,  come  to 
grip  with  sin  in  the  lives  of  those  who  do  not  be- 
lieve that  they  are  sinners,  preach  Christ  as  the 
eternal  Son  of  God,  our  one  Lord  and  one  Saviour; 
deal  with  the  individual,  declare  the  need  of  in- 
dividual regeneration,  a  vital  connection  with  Christ 
and  an  active  expeiience  in  Christ. 

Gathered  around  these  words  and  phrases  won- 
derful and  persuasive  truths  have  been  compelling- 
ly  presented.  We  believe,  as  has  been  so  truth- 
fully stated,  that  political  chicanery,  legislative 
enactments,  economic  theories  and  social  and  racial 
idealologies  have  not  solved  the  problems  of  the 
individual,  the  home,  the  community,  the  state  or 
the  world.  We  believe  that  the  church,  after  a 
period  of  somewhat  allying  herself  with  programs 
of  civic  righteousness,  social  justice,  and  mass 
movements  looking  toward  moral  improvement,  has 
to  some  extent  become  disillusioned  and  is  now 
ready  to  more  fully  accept  the  Lordship  of  Christ 
and  follow  His  program  for  regeneration  and  ad- 
vance. Further,  we  believe  that  our  own  and  the 
church's  reaction  to  the  present  violent  upheaval 
of  the  baser  elements  in  the  social,  economic,  civic 
and  international  relationships  of  man  provide  a 
peculiar  and  timely  basis  for  a  great  challenge  to 
every  Christian  to  a  greater  loyalty  to  Christ  and 
His  Church. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  by  this  group  here 
gathered  in  conference: 

1.  That  We  express  to  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D., 
our  Synod's  superintendent  of  Home  Missions,  and 
all  those  who  contributed  to  this  program,  our  most 
sincere  thanks  for  their  splendid  services;  that  we 
request  his  committee  to  arrange  a  similar  Confer- 
ence immediately  preceding  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  Synod,  and  that  there  be  conveyed  to  the 
Synod  in  the  annual  Home  Mission  report  the  wish 
that  the  Synod  would  challenge  every  church  of  every 
Presbytery  to  recanvass  their  fields  to  find  the  re- 
sources, the  needs,  the  opportunities  and  the  respon- 
sibilities. 

2.  That  the  Synod  challenge  every  self-support- 
ing church  to  become  more  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  Home  Mission  needs  and  opportunities  of 
their  Presbytery  and  Synod  and  show  a  more  active 
interest  both  in  sympathy  and  financial  support. 

3.  That  every  church  be  challenged  to  enter 
largely  into  the  evangelistic  campaign  proposed  by 
our  General  Assembly  with  the  goal  of  larger  en- 
listment in  service,  deeper  consecration  and  a  won- 
derful ingathering  of  souls  yielded  to  our  Lord. 

4.  That  the  Synod  set  apart  a  certain  period 
for  prayer,  during  its  sessions,  in  which  definite 
petitions  shall  be  humbly  made  to  God;  that  His  will 
may  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  done  in  heaven;  that 
peace  may  come  again  to  men  and  nations;  and  that 
the  church  may  be  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  fulfill 
more  perfectly  her  Divine  Mission. 


Belk  Catechism  Award 

Recognizing  the  great  importance  of  the  study  of 
the  catechisms  of  our  church  by  the  youth  of  today, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Belk  has  most  generously  provided  an 
"award"  for  the  perfect  recitation  of  either  the 
Child's  or  Shorter  Catechism.  One  dollar  will  be 
given  by  him  for  perfectly  reciting  the  Child's  Cate- 
chism and  two  for  perfectly  reciting  the  Shorter 
Catechism.  The  conditions  are  as  follows:  The 
Catechisms  must  be  PERFECTLY  recited  to  pastor, 
superintendent  of  Sunday  School  or  Sunday  School 
teacher.  The  names  must  be  sent  to  Rev.  E.  E.  Gil- 
lespie, P.  0.  Box  1124  Greensboro,  N.  C,  with  state- 
ment from  one  of  the  parties  mentioned  above  that 
the  recitation  was  perfect,  giving  the  name  of  church 
or  Sunday  School  attended.  We  are  having  pre- 
pared a  Certificate  of  Award  bearing  Mr.  W.  H. 
Belk's  name  which  will  be  given  with  the  "award". 

This  offer  is  not  limited  to  the  children.  Adults 
may  take  advantage  of  this  offer.  Quite  a  number 
have  been  heard  from.  Some  children  decide  to  make 
improvements  in  their  Sunday  class  room  and  con- 
tribute their  cash  "awards"  received  for  this  purpose. 


Work  Among  Our  Soldiers 

The  church  has  not  responded  as  generously  as 
the  Synod  meeting  in  special  session  in  Fayetteville 
anticipated  when  a  goal  of  $45,000  was  set  for  this 
work.  Up  to  the  present  about  $13,000  has  been 
given  by  the  churches  throughout  the  Synod.  Many 
churches  still  owe  some  on  their  apportionments  and 
some  churches  have  not  yet  presented  the  matter  to 
the  congregations. 

The  work  is  going  forward  in  a  very  encouraging 
manner.  Rev.  W.  I.  Howell  and  Rev.  C.  Rees  Jenkins 
have  been  employed  for  full  time  and  are  now  on 
the  job.  Dr.  G.  A.  Wilson  will  give  half  of  his  time 
to  the  work  beginning  October  1st  until  April  1st. 
He  may  then  be  secured  for  full  time  if  the  funds 
will  justify.  Another  man  for  full  time  will  be 
placed  at  Jacksonville  at  the  Marine  Base  and  a  short 
distance  from  Fort  Davis.  There  is  no  limit  to  the 
work  to  be  accomplished.  Churches  that  have  not 
responded  to  this  OVER  AND  ABOVE  emergency  ap- 
peal are  urged  to  do  so  at  ONCE. 


Fascination  of  the  Catechism 

The  following  letter  to  the  Editor  from  the 
Young  People's  worker  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Charlotte  explains  itself  and  is  very  much 
appreciated : 

Seeing  in  the  paper  something  of  your  promo- 
tional work  of  the  Catechism,  I  thought  you  might 
be  interested  in  some  work  we  did  in  our  Young 
People's  evening  services  this  summer.  I  enclose 
a  bulletin  giving  the  outline  of  the  course  studied. 

It  is  the  outline  used  by  Dr.  Wm.  C.  Robinson, 
our  supply  minister,  in  the  Vacation  Bible  School. 
The  Juniors  were  very  much  interested  in  his  clear, 
simple  method,  and  so  we  decided  to  adapt  it  to  the 
young  people  for  their  Sunday  evening  vesper  serv- 
ices. 

I  might  add  that,  somewhat  to  my  surprise,  they 
were  fascinated  with  the  study.  We  used  Steele's 
and  Boyd's  commentaries,  let  the  young  people  study 
the  questions  out  for  themselves  and  give  their  talks.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  following  paragraph  is  taken  from  an  ad- 
dress by  Rev.  Charles  E.  Diehl,  D.D.,  Moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Educational  Association  of  the  South: 

"The  church  college  furnishes  the  leadership 
for  the  church  and  for  society.  The  church  must 
provide  for  a  well-trained  ministry,  and  the  educa- 
tion furnished  by  the  right  sort  of  church  college 
is  the  best  preparation  that  our  young  ministers 
can  secure  for  entrance  to  the  theological  seminary. 
The  continuity  of  the  church  and  its  efficiency  de- 
pend upon  an  adequate  supply  of  capable,  worthy 
and  trained  leaders.  Under  the  influence  of  the 
moral  dynamic  of  the  church  college  many  young 
men  during  their  college  years  decide  to  devote 
their  lives  to  the  service  of  Christ  and  His  Church. 
It  is  a  basic  problem  of  the  Churcn  tc  proviue  for 
its  spiritual  leadership,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
exaggerate  the  importance  of  this  work.  However, 
it  is  not  only  ministers  who  are  needed,  but  lay- 
men who  must  be  qualified  to  become  intelligent 


officers  of  the  Church,  business  and  professional 
men  who  are  socially-minded  and  unselfish — men 
who  are  prepared  to  serve,  rather  than  to  raid  their 
neighbors  and  their  fellow  citizens.  We  need  men 
of  good  will,  who  may  be  raised  up  for  such  leader- 
ship in  the  Church,  and  for  citizenship  in  the  na- 
tion."

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UNION  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President 

The  Piesbyterians  of  North  Carolina  will  doubt- 
less be  interested  in  the  following  brief  appraisal 
of  their  Seminary  which  will  this  fall  enter  its 
One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  year. 

PHYSICAL  EQUIPMENT— With  a  central  semi- 
nary campus  of  eleven  acres  and  the  Westwood 
tract  of  approximately  thirty-nine  acres,  and  with 
several  residences  which  we  own  in  Ginter  Park, 
we  have  adequate  real  estate  for  our  future  develop- 
ment. While  some  of  our  buildings  need  repair 
and  our  dormitories  refurnishing,  and  there  are 
certain  alterations  contemplated  which  would  add 
moie  class  rooms  and  space  for  administrative 
needs,  including  a  more  adequate  book  store,  we 
are  in  the  main  well  equipped  for  our  administrative 
and  educational  needs.  The  chief  desideratum  is 
a  new  gymnasium  and  a  modernized  library.  We 
have  no  prospects  of  securing  the  former,  but  plans 
are  on  foot  for  a  new  library  unit  that  will  cost 
approximately  $150,000.00.  We  also  have  on  hand 
funds  for  small  dormitory  when  the  need  will  re- 
quire it.  When  built  it  will  probably  be  designed 
to  take  care  of  our  graduate  students. 

ADMINISTRATION— While  our  administrative 
staff  is  competent  we  need  another  full  time  man 
to  relieve  the  pressure  upon  our  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Norfleet.  The  oversight  of  our  in- 
vestments and  the  care  of  our  physical  plant  is 
too  large  a  job  for  one  man. 

THE  FACULTY— For  the  first  time  in  many 
years  all  of  the  chairs  of  the  seminary  are  oc- 
cupied. The  principal  urgent  need  is  for  a  field  man 
attached  to  our  Department  of  Pastoral  Theology, 
who  could  guide  the  men  in  their  practical  work, 
both  during  the  term  and  during  vacation.  Such 
a  man  might  also  be  of  assistance  to  our  graduates 
in  their  fh*st  pastorates  should  they  need  counsel, 
advice  and  encouragement  of  a  practical  nature. 

FINANCIAL — Additional  scholarships  and  fel- 
lowships would  be  of  great  help  to  undergraduate 
and  graduate  students.  Many  young  pastors  are 
eager  to  leave  their  fields  for  a  term  or  session 
and  refresh  their  minds  by  a  term  of  study  at  the 
seminary,  but  are  precluded  from  such  an  experi- 
ence because  there  are  not  sufficient  scholarships 
and  fellowships  to  assist  them  in  their  purpose. 

For  the  Seminary  to  carry  forward  its  present 
program  in  the  years  immediately  ahead  it  will  be 
necessary  for  us  to  secure  increased  endowment 
or  increased  contributions  from  the  churches. 

CANDIDATES— While  apparently  the  quality 
of  the  students  which  have  been  in  attendance  on 
the  seminary  of  late  years  has  been  the  equal  of 
that  of  previous  generations,  yet  the  church  needs 
at  present  a  larger  number  of  devoted  and  energetic 
men  enter. ng  the  ministry  than  are  at  present  offer- 
ing themselves.  This  is  a  paramount  need  which 
should  be  recognized  throughout  the  Church.

THE  BEST  NEWS 

THE  GOSPEL  of  salvation  for  man  from  sin  and 
death,  and  the  assurance  of  eternal  life  is  the 
best  news  that  has  ever  been  heard  in  the  world.

There  is  no  hope  of  salvation 
through  the  law. 

The  reborn  child  of  God,  however,  desires  to 
know  what  the  will  of  the  Father  is  as  to  the  kind 
of  life  he  ought  to  live.  We  are  not  saved  by  our 
endeavor  to  keep  the  commandments  but  we  desire 
to  keep  the  commandments  because  we  are  saved. 
As  Christ  put  it:  "If  ye  love  me  keep  my  command- 
ments." 

In  this  the  decalogue  which  Christ  taught,  stands 
us  in  good  stead.  It  gives  the  Christian  a  guide  for 
holy  and  thankful  living.  And  when  we  fail,  as  we 
daily  do,  we  need,  as  His  children,  to  come  daily  to 
Him  with  the  prayer:  "Forgive  us  our  debts  as  we 
for-give  our  debtors."  He  starts  us  off  again  every 
day  with  a  clean  slate.  How  happy  we  are  that  we 
are  believers.

Peace,  temper,  dili- 
gence, economy,  prosperity,  not  unfrequently  depend 
upon  it.  Confusion  is  the  foe  to  bliss,  and  disorder 
is  friendly  to  disease  and  pain.  Authority,  rightly 
shown,  is  often  a  boon,  and  subordination  the  best 
lesson  a  mortal  can  learn.  In  the  family  especially, 
"It  must  needs  be  that  offenses  will  come,"  and 
how  shall  they  be  disposed  of?  There  are  two  ex- 
tremes— too  much  severity  and  too  great  leniency. 
Let  the  father  be  the  tenderest  of  fathers,  but  a 
father  still.  Make  not  a  helpless  child  tremble  and 
retreat,  but  win  his  confidence  and  love  so  that  he 
will  run  to  your  arms  even  for  correction  and  re- 
proof. "And  ye,  fathers,  provoke  not  your  children 
to  wrath,  but  bring  them  up  in  the  nurture  and  ad- 
monition of  the  Lord."  "Chasten  thy  son  while  there 
is  hope."  Make  him  clearly  to  understand  his  du- 
ties and  privileges.  Keep  improper  books  and  com- 
panions away  from  him.  Supply  him  with  good 
books.  There  are  families  who  spend  a  hundred 
dollars  willingly  to  improve  their  stock  who  think 
that  ten  dollars  is  too  much  to  pay  for  good  reading 
for  their  children;  and  yet  they  wonder  why  their 
boys  will  leave  their  homes  for  bad  company.  "A 
home  without  books  is  like  a  room  without  win- 
dows." Teach  your  children  to  love  fine  and  good 
books.

The  attendance  and  interest  in  the  Sunday 
School  has  steadily  increased.  The  average  at- 
tendance now  is  150.

Mr.  Buchanan  entered  as  full-time  pastor  of  this 
field  the  first  of  June.  His  field  consists  of  Pine 
Hall,  Danbury,  and  Sandy  Ridge  churches.  The 
Sunday  School  at  Pine  Hall  has  an  average  attend- 
ance of  48  and  the  one  at  Sandy  Ridge  55.  Mr. 
Buchanan  has  greatly  endeared  himself  to  the  con- 
gregations of  this  field  and  the  future  promises  a 
pleasant  and  fruitful  ministry. 

COLORED  OUTPOST  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 
POSSIBLE 

Rev.  L.  F.  Oowan  has  established  an  interesting 
colored  outpost  Sunday  School  in  connection  with 
his  already  heavy  schedule  of  work  among  four 
churches  and  prison  work  activities.  It  would  be 
well  for  other  fields  to  embrace  this  manner  of 
reaching  the  colored  people  within  the  bounds  of 
their  fields.

ELIZABETH  CITY 

Rev.  Clayton  C.  Crawford,  Pastor 
We  had  a  splendid  Bible  School  in  Elizabeth 
City.  Our  people  were  skeptical  about  the  pros- 
pects due  to  the  fact  that  Bible  Schools  in  the 
past  were  not  very  successful,  but  we  had  a  grand 
school  and  the  results  will  pay  dividends  to  the 
church  for  some  time.  We  had  an  enrollment  of 
54,  a  fine  corps  of  teachers,  a  good  director  in  Miss 
Marjorie  Glenn  of  the  Training  School  and  a  fine 


spirit  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  This 
school  only  laid  the  foundation  for  future  and  bet- 
ter ones. 

We  have  just  placed  the  order  for  the  windows 
in  our  new  church.  This  was  a  difficult  hurdle 
to  pass.  We  hope  to  complete  the  church  free  of 
debt  by  next  spring.  Although  our  attendance  at 
Sunday  School  and  church  services  do  not  reflect 
it,  our  church  is  growing  steadily  and  substantially 
in  strength  and  morale.  And  our  accessions  will 
come  in  bunches  for  we  are  laying  the  groundwork 
to  win  many  souls  here  in  Elizabeth  City. 

During  the  summer  months  this  work  is  extreme- 
ly difficult  and  distressing  because  of  the  fact  that 
our  people  just  move  away  to  Nags  Head  and  are 
absent  from  church  and  all  its  activities  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end  of  the  summer.  The  prospects 
for  some  substantial  contributions  from  outsiders 
to  our  building  program  are  good  and  I  believe  we 
will  go  over  the  top  this  coming  winter.

For  two  weeks  a  Vacation  Bible  School  was 
held  at  Jason.

GETTING  ACQUAINTED 

with  the 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  MOVEMENT 

1.  What  is  this  Christian  Education  Movement? 

A  united  and  Assembly-wide  effort  to  help  every 
Presbyterian  to  understand  the  fundamental  im- 
portance of  Christian  Education  in  the  program  of 
our  Church  as  it  is  made  possible  in  our  Colleges 
and  Seminaries,  and  to  recognize  the  necessity  for 
adequate  moral  and  financial  support  of  these. 

2.  On  what  authority  is  the  Christian  Education 
Movement  based? 

The  Movement  was  endorsed  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  1940  and  again  in  1941.  Each  Synod 
has  endorsed  the  Movement  and  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee which,  in  cooperation  with  the  General  As- 
sembly's Committee  on  the  Christian  Education 
Movement,  will  plan,  direct  and  execute  the  pro- 
gram which  will  be  finally  adopted  by  the  Synod. 

3.  What  period  is  assigned  to  the  Movement? 

The  General  Assembly  in  1940  and  again  in  1941 
set  apart  the  Church  years  1941-42  and  1942-43 
as  periods  in  which  Christian  Education,  by  a  joint 
campaign  of  education,  should  be  laid  upon  the 
heart  and  conscience  of  the  Church — the  first  year 
to  be  devoted  to  informing  our  Presbyterians  and 
the  second  to  active  effort  to  build  up  adequate 
financial  resources  for  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries. 

4.  What  is  the  scope  of  the  Christian  Education 
Movement? 

The  1941  General  Assembly  called  upon  "the 
whole  Church  for  prayerful,  diligent,  and  earnest 
promotion  of  this  Christian  Education  Movement; 
for  full  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Committees  of 
each  Synod  and  Presbytery  and  cf  the  organizations 
of  each  congregation"  and  urged  "that  each  give 
sufficient  time  for  emphasis  and  full  information  re- 
garding the  Christian  Education  Movement."

5.  State  the  first  aim  of  the  Christian  Educat 
Movement  as  enunciated  by  the  1941  Assembly. 

"To  convince  the  members  of  the  Church  of 
fundamental  importance  of  our  own  educational 
stitutions  and  of  the  imperative  need  that  they 
properly  endowed  and  equipped,  and  provided 
thoroughly   trained,    spiritual  administrators 
teachers."

$5,500— to  cover  the  cost  of  $16,000. 

15.  What  are  two  underlying  principles  that 
have  guided  the  Church  in  its  work  of  higher  edu- 
cation? 

First,  that  religion  is  an  essential  part  of  educa- 
tion ;  and,  second,  that  education  is  necessary  for 
the  adequate  achievement  of  the  aims  of  the  Chris- 
tian Religion. 

16.  What  is  the  place  and  function  of  the  Ameri- 
can College? 

The  College  seeks  to  enrich  the  life  of  the  in- 
dividual student  and  to  provide  a  broad,  cultural 
foundation  upon  which  future  technical  and  profes- 
sional education  may  be  laid.  The  chief  function 
of  the  undergraduate  college  is  to  develop  men,  the 
professional  school  to  develop  specialists,  and  the 
graduate  school  to  develop  productive  scholars. 

17.  What  is  the  purpose  of  the  Christian  or 
Church-related  College? 

The  Christian  or  Church-related  College  is  an 
agency  of  the  Church  for  the  promotion  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  through  educational  processes. 
It  seeks  to  give,  in  the  matter  of  offering  a  broad, 
sound,  liberal  education,  all  that  the  best  liberal 
arts  colleges  offer,  and  in  addition  it  includes  Chris- 
tianity in  its  working  program — ever  seeking  to  in- 
corporate Christianity  in  its  spirit  and  atmosphere. 
It  endeavors  to  develop  well-rounded  personalities 
who,  in  individual  character  and  social  life,  are  like 
Jesus  Christ.  It  is  not  a  vocational  school  or  a 
reform  school,  but  it  receives  adolescent  boys  and 
girls  whose  Christian  education  was  begun  in  the 
home  and  in  the  church  and  helps  them  to  grow  into 
intelligent  Christians. 

18.  How  does  the  Church-related  College  seek 
to  accomplish  its  purpose? 

By  making  an  honest  effort  to  have  on  its  faculty 
only  those  who  are  genuine  in  their  allegiance  to 
Jesus  Christ,  by  requiring  a  sound  knowledge  of  the 
Bible,  that  Book  upon  which  our  civilization  is 
based,  by  creating  a  wholesome  atmosphere  of  rever- 
ence and  high  purpose,  and  by  endeavoring  to  in- 
culcate a  Christian  philosophy  of  life.  The  Church- 
related  College  does  not  concern  itself  primarily 
with  money  making  but  with  worthy  living,  with 
character,  culture,  and  competence.  It  is  important 
that  every  subject  be  taught  by  a  Christian  scholar. 
Many  mature  men  have  declared  that  in  their  col- 
lege days,  under  a  fine  Christian  professor  of  Mathe- 
matics, who  had  learned  "to  think  God's  thoughts 
after  Him,"  their  spiritual  lives  had  been  quickened 
even  more  than  in  their  courses  in  Bible  and  in 
Philosophy.  The  influence  of  an  attractive,  cultured, 
Christian  professor  upon  the  personality  of  a  stu- 
dent is  very  great.

We  had  planned  to  start  our  Bible  School  here 
August  12th,  but  were  advised  by  the  health  authori- 
ties not  to  do  so  because  of  an  epidemic  of  infantile 
paralysis.  We  have  planned  a  meeting  for  some 
time  this  fall  just  as  soon  as  it  is  considered  safe.

CHERRYVILLE  BIBLE  SCHOOL 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Oherryville 
held  its  Daily  Bible  School  in  July,  directed  by 
the  substitute  pastor,  Rev.  R.  J.  Hunter.  The 
15  helpers  as  teachers  were  all  members  of  the 
church.  One  hundred  and  sixty  were  enrolled  with 
an  average  attendance  of  102.  There  were  88  per- 
fect attendants.  Seven  certificates  and  Testaments 
were  given  to  small  children  for  reciting  the  Child's 
Catechism.  We  consider  the  school  a  success.  The 
congregation  was  pleased  with  the  work  and  with 
the  concluding  program.  The  substitute  minister 
was  very  much  pleased  with  the  whole  school.  My 
part  was  telling  Bible  stories  and  in  getting  the 
children  to  and  from  the  school. 

The  pastor  of  this  church  and  his  family  spent 
a  whole  week  here  in  the  manse  and  preached  twice 
to  his  congregation,  and  was  present  with  the  Ses- 
sion when  a  newly-married  couple  applied  for 
membership.  The  young  man  was  received  on  pro- 
fession and  his  wife  by  certificate  from  another 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  pastor  was  very  much  pleased  with  the 
report  of  the  Bible  School.  He  also  seemed  pleased 
with  the  work  of  the  substitute  minister.  He  stated 
that  he  had  applied  to  the  authorities  for  release 
from  the  government  service  as  chaplain  to  become 
effective  by  November  15th,  1941.  I  think  he  wishes 
to  return  to  his  pastorate  of  this  church. 


The  church  at  Harmony,  Iredell  County,  Rev.  F. 
A.  Barnes,  pastor,  had  a  meeting  July  21-27,  Rev. 
W.  C.  Cooper  of  Mocksville  preaching  twice  a  day. 
Many  reconsecrated  themselves  and  six  young  peo- 
ple made  professions.  Two  will  join  the  Methodist 
Church.    Two  others  come  to  us  by  letter. 

Bethany  Church,  Iredell  County,  had  only  night 
services  July  28-August  3,  Rev.  Earl  Thompson  of 
Statesville  preaching.  The  attendance  was  in- 
creased by  sending  around  a  small  truck  with  a 
home-made  frame.    One  night  it  brought  24  people. 

DAILY  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL 

A  most  successful  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 
was  conducted  at  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Rocky  Mount  from  June  16  through  June  29. 
The  enrollment  of  the  two  weeks  school  was  226, 
and  even  though  one  week  of  the  two  was  rainy 
weather  and  both  mumps  and  whooping  cough  got 
into  the  school  there  was  an  average  attendance  of 
134.  The  average  attendance  of  the  last  week  was 
about  145. 

There  were  16  helpers  of  the  local  church  who 
taught  the  various  classes  in  addition  to  some  of 
the  young  people  who  assisted  the  teachers  during 
the  handwork  period.  The  enthusiasm  and  willing- 
ness of  the  helpers  was  a  credit  to  the  local  church. 

One  of  the  high  spots  of  the  school  was  a  Bible 
School  picnic  which  was  held  at  the  Old  Country 
Club  near  the  city.  The  parents  of  the  children 
and  friends  brought  their  cars  to  transport  the 
crowd  to  the  picnic  grounds  and  enjoyed  with  them 
the  swimming,  various  games,  and  the  picnic  supper. 

The  Bible  School  came  to  a  close  with  a  com- 
mencement on  Sunday  morning,  June  29.  And  an 
hour  and  a  half  program  presented  by  the  various 
classes  showed  to  parents  and  friends  the  nature  of 
the  work  for  the  past  two  weeks  of  school  study. 
The  church  was  crowded  to  capacity. 

The  Bible  School  reached  a  new  peak  in  spirit, 
interest,  cooperation,  enrollment,  attendance  and 
the  quality  of  work  accomplished.  We  are  indeed 
grateful  that  the  Lord  has  showered  upon  us  such  a 
rich  blessing  and  feel  that  the  seed  planted  in  the 
young  hearts  will  grow  into  an  abundant  harvest.

GREENVILLE,  N.  C. 

The  two  outpost  missions  conducted  by  this 
church  had  fine  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  this 
past  summer.  The  first  school  at  Hollywood  School 
House  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Sindey  Crane,  the  stu- 
dent assistant  for  the  summer,  assisted  by  work- 
ers from  Greenville  and  mission  school.

Mr.  Clyde 
Carter  is  on  the  field  now  succeeding  Mr.  Crane 
and  Miss  Whitmore  and  the  winter  work  is  being 
planned.  The  Sunday  Schools  have  rallied  already 
from  the  summer  slump  and  the  attendance  is  most 
encouraging.  Evangelistic  meetings  will  be  held 
in  each  of  the  missions  some  time  during  the  fall 
months.  Two  groups  of  young  people,  one  at  each 
mission,  constitute  a  great  challenge  for  evan- 
gelism. Mr.  Crane  did  a  great  deal  of  visiting 
the  last  of  the  summer  and  a  young  people's  group 
was  organized  at  Hollywood  school  with  some  twenty 
on  the  roll.  The  interest  is  growing  in  this  group 
and  a  most  promising  work  is  seen.  The  Daily 
Vacation  Schools  were  financed  and  conducted  by 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Greenville  and  the 
missions. 

JOHNSTON  COUNTY  FIELD

Successful  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  were 
held  at  Oak  Grove,  Mizpah,  Center  Ridge,  Spring 
Hill  and  Fairview  churches  with  a  total  attendance 
of  pupils  and  workers  of  206.  Misses  Ruth  Webb 
and  Mary  Jean  Frances,  workers  in  Granville  Pres- 


bytery, helped  in  three  of  the  schools,  and  the  pas- 
tor and  his  family  conducted  two  schools. 

The  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Larger  Parish 
of  the  Johnston  County  group  met  on  June  29th 
at  the  Fairview  Church  with  about  300  in  attend- 
ance. All  the  churches  in  the  group  were  fully 
represented  except  one.  Center  Ridge  Church  won 
the  attendance  prize.  The  topic  for  the  meeting 
was,  "The  Church  at  Work,"  and  was  discussed  by 
representatives  from  the  churches.  Rev.  T.  B. 
Davis  of  Zebulon  was  the  main  speaker  of  the  occa- 
sion.   Dinner  was  served  at  the  church. 

The  summer  meeting  of  Granville  Presbytery 
was  held  at  the  Oak  Grove  Church  on  July  1st,  with 
about  300  present.

During  the  warm  summer  days,  the  young  peo- 
ple of  the  Spindale  Presbyterian  Church  have  been 
enjoying  out-of-door  meetings.

Since  the  beginning  of  the  church  year  evangel- 
istic services  have  been  held  at  Farmville  and  in  the 
two  outposts,  Ballard's  Cross  Roads  and  Carraway's 
Chapel.  During  the  month  of  April,  Rev.  J.  E. 
Cook,  of  Hopewell,  Virginia,  assisted  the  pastor 
in  a  series  of  meetings  at  Farmville.  Good  Gospel 
messages  were  delivered  and  the  services  were  in- 
spiring and  challenging.  There  was  a  good  re- 
sponse in  a  consecration  service  the  last  night  of 
the  meeting. 

From  May  18th  to  25th,  Rev.  J.  E.  Cook  assisted 
the  pastor  in  a  series  of  meetings  at  Ballards.  The 
messages  were  most  helpful  and  the  attendance 
unusually  good.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings 
twelve  members  were  received  into  the  Presby- 
terian Church.  Ten  came  by  profession  of  faith 
and  two  by  re-affirmation.  The  community  is  co- 
operating in  a  splendid  way  at  Ballards. 

Rev.  J.  Norton  Dendy,  of  Tarboro,  assisted  the 
pastor  in  a  series  of  meetings  at  Carraway's  Chapel, 
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June  23rd  to  July  3rd.  The  services  were  most 
helpful  and  were  attended  by  the  largest  congre- 
gations that  have  attended  at  this  place.  A  com- 
munity picnic  was  held  on  Saturday  evening  shortly 
before  the  evening  service  and  was  enjoyed  by 
all.  At  the  close  of  these  services  there  were  six 
who  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  three 
by  profession  of  faith  and  three  by  re-affirmation. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  F.  Baucom,  Miss  Yvonne  Smith 
and  other  Farmville  people  assisted  with  the  music 
during  these  services.  The  interest  that  was  taken 
in  these  services  gives  us  encouragement  in  the 
work  at  this  chapel. 

Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been  held 
in  each  church  and  outpost  of  this  group,  and  139 
children  were  enrolled  in  these  schools.  At  Farm- 
ville the  Methodists  and  Presbyterians  united  in 
the  Bible  School,  had  a  picnic  on  Friday  evening 
and  a  creditable  program  on  Sunday  at  the  close 
of  the  school. 

Miss  Marjorie  Glenn,  a  student  of  the  Assembly's 
Training  School,  served  efficiently  as  superintendent 
of  the  Vacation  Bible  School  at  Falkland.  This 
was  the  largest  school  that  has  been  held  in  this 
church. 

At  the  two  chapels,  Ballards  and  Carraways, 
the  pastor  served  as  superintendent  and  was  ably 
assisted  by  local  public  school  teachers  and  other 
helpers.  The  enrollment  and  attendance  at  both 
places  was  larger  than  last  year. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Farmville  Church, 
for  the  third  time,  sent  Lucy  Baker,  a  Negro  school 
teacher  of  Farmville,  to  the  Negro  Woman's  Con- 
ference at  Winston-Salem.  Since  she  returned  she 
conducted  the  third  Vacation  Bible  School  for  the 
colored  people  of  Farmville,  at  their  public  school 
building.  She  had  a  school  for  the  children  in  the 
mornings,  with  an  enrollment  of  165,  and  a  school 
for  the  adults  in  the  evenings,  with  an  enrollment 
of  44.  The  white  pastors  of  Farmville  assisted  her 
in  the  school  for  the  adults,  and  the  Woman's  Auxili- 
ary of  the  Presbyterian  Church  served  lemonade  to 
the  children  of  this  school  the  last  day  of  the 
school. 

Other  events  and  projects  of  interest  in  the 
group  are  as  follows:  At  Ballards,  with  the  help 
of  the  local  Grange  organization  the  building  has 
been  wired,  and  now  has  adequate  lighting  facili- 
ties. The  Grange  sponsored  a  picnic  and  program  at 
this  building  on  May  20th  which  was  enjoyed  by  all 
who  attended.  Lumber  has  been  purchased  to 
lay  a  new  floor  in  this  building,  and  will  be  laid 
by  the  local  people  at  an  early  date.  We  are  in- 
debted to  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  supervisor  of  the 
Church  and  Manse  Fund  of  the  Synod  of  N.  C.  and 
to  Mr.  K.  G.  Hudson  of  Hudson-Belk  Company  of 
Raleigh,  for  assistance  in  making  improvements  on 
this  building  at  Ballards.  It  is  hoped  that  soon 
some  used  church  pews  may  be  found  and  secured  to 
help  in  the  work  at  this  place. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  Dr.  R.  E.  Boyd  and 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Greenville  for  a 
donation  of  some  Church  pews  that  have  recently 
been  taken  from  the  Greenville  Church  and  placed 
at  Carraway's  Chapel.  We  still  need  a  few  more 
pews  at  this  chapel,  but  this  donation  has  been 
quite  a  help  in  seating  the  congregation  more  com- 
fortably. 


Six  young  people  from  the  Farmville  Church 
attended  the  Young  People's  Conference  at  Peace 
College,  July  7th  to  12th. 

Albemarle  Presbytery  held  its  mid-summer  ses- 
sion in  the  Falkland  Church  on  July  15th.  The 
Presbytery  was  favored  with  an  address  by  Rev. 
I.  S.  McElroy,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  American  Bible 
Society,  on  The  Bible  and  Evangelism.  Mr.  McElroy 
also  spoke  at  the  Falkland  Church  on  Sunday  eve- 
ning, July  13th. 

Twenty-two  members  have  been  received  into 
the  Farmville  Church  since  April  1st.

19.  What  is  a  Theological  Seminary? 

A  Theological  Seminary  is  a  schocl  where  min- 
isters receive  their  education  as  preachers  and  pas- 
tors. It  is  a  "professional  school"  on  the  order  of 
a  school  of  medicine  or  a  school  of  law.  Its  students 
are  supposed  to  have  completed  the  four  years  of 
high  school  and  the  four  years  of  college  work  be- 
fore they  are  eligible  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the 
theological  seminary.  Our  four  theological  seminar- 
ies are  owned  and  controlled  by  the  various  Synods 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

20.  Are  our  colleges  and  theological  seminaries 
important  to  the  Church? 

They  are  of  the  utmost  importance  in  developing 
the  leadership  of  our  Church.  One  of  our  greatest 
needs  is  an  adequate  supply  of  genuine,  attractive, 
capable,  soundly  educated  men  and  women  who  are 
well  equipped  to  carry  on  the  work  of  our  Lord. 
The  development  of  the  Church,  its  very  existence, 
depends  upon  these  institutions.  In  a  sense  these 
institutions  are  the  West  Point  and  the  Annapolis 
of  our  Church.  The  Church  could  not  wisely  turn 
over  to  any  outside  agency  or  organization  the  edu- 
cation of  the  leadership  of  its  life  and  work. 

21  Are  these  Institutions  needed  today? 

The  need  for  such  leadership  is  probably  recog- 
nized today  as  never  before.  Leaders  in  public 
education  and  business  men  of  our  own  and  other 
lands  are  increasingly  recognizing  the  fundamental 
place  of  religion  in  the  development  of  dependable 
character.  This  fact  was  fully  recognized  by  speak- 
ers from  many  lands  at  the  Congress  on  Education 
in  Democracy  held  at  Columbia  University  in  1939. 
The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  State  of  New  York 
in  1939  declared:  "We  place  first  on  our  list  of 
things  necessary  to  produce  'The  Schools  New  York 
State  wants'  a  deep,  true,  religious  understanding 
and  viewpoint."  Let  no  one  forget  the  stirring 
words  of  Dr.  W.  0.  Thompson,  for  25  years  President 
of  the  Ohio  State  University,  as  he  emphasized  the 
fact  that  the  Church  has  something  to  put  into  edu- 
cation which  can  come  from  no  other  source. 

22.  How  are  these  institutions  supported? 

There  are  three  sources  of  income:  tuition,  in- 
come from  endowment,  and  gifts.  The  right  sort  of 
higher  education  is  expensive,  whether  it  is  publicly 
controlled  or  privately  controlled.  No  student  pays 
the  full  cost  of  his  education.  If  this  were  required, 
only  the  rich  or  well-to-do  could  have  the  advantages 
of  higher  education.  In  the  state  institutions  higher 
education  is  supported  largely  by  public  taxation. 
In  the  church-related  college  and  privately  con- 
trolled institutions  the  difference  between  what  the 
student  pays  and  what  his  education  really  costs 
must  be  made  up  from  the  income  on  endowment  and 
by  gifts.  This  is  true  also  of  the  theological  semi- 
naries, where  little  or  no  tuition  fee  is  charged.  We 
must  face  the  fact  that  it  will  cost  the  members  of 
the  Church  money  to  maintain  these  institutions,  but 
what  they  give  is  worth  the  cost  and  they  are  essen- 


tial for  the  continued  existence  of  the  Church  and 
vital  to  the  welfare  of  our  country. 

23.  Are  the  colleges  and  seminaries  supported 
as  they  should  be? 

They  are  certainly  not,  neither  from  the  point  of 
view  of  patronage  nor  of  moral  and  financial  sup- 
port. Many  members  of  our  churches  do  not  seem 
to  appreciate  the  distinctive  advantages  offered  by 
our  own  institutions,  nor  do  they  seem  to  realize 
the  vital  importance  of  having  in  our  educational 
system  institutions  which  stand  for  the  Christian 
philosophy  of  life. 

24.  What  message  did  the  Presbyterian  Educa- 
tional Association  of  the  South  send  out  to  the 
churches  on  July  7,  1941? 

"We  reassert  our  faith  in  Christian  Education. 
Perhaps  there  has  never  been  a  time  when  the  need 
for  Christian  Education  has  been  more  evident.  In 
these  days  when  attention  is  fixed  upon  problems 
of  national  defense,  we  shall  be  wise  to  recall  that 
the  best  defense  of  democratic  ideals  is  to  be  found 
in  the  building  of  spiritual  resources.  It  was  out 
of  Christianity  that  democracy  sprang,  and  it  is  no 
accident  that  the  totalitarian  dictators  are  the  sworn 
enemies  of  Christianity  and  its  respect  for  the  in- 
dividual man  and  its  love  of  human  freedom.  A  free 
state  and  a  free  church  are  alike  dependent  on  a 
conception  of  God  and  of  man  found  explicit  in  the 
Christian  religion.  Our  church  colleges  with  edu- 
cational programs  centered  in  this  faith  are  among 
the  most  vital  factors  in  building  the  essential 
spiritual  defenses  of  our  freedom." 

25.  Is  there  an  urgency  in  this  Movement? 

Every  Presbyterian  should  have  a  sense  of 
urgency  in  meeting  the  imperative  needs  of  our 
colleges  and  seminaries.  It  may  soon  be  too  late. 
Millions  of  dollars  are  pouring  into  the  state  in- 
stitutions of  education.  The  increasing  number  of 
students  attracted  to  the  universities  has  unduly 
impressed  some  people  who  do  not  look  beneath  the 
surface,  and  who  have  not  given  careful  thought 
to  educational  facts.  The  bigness  of  these  institu- 
tions has  led  many  to  believe  that  for  this  reason 
they  are  superior — but  mere  bigness  is  not  great- 
ness. Years  ago  Timothy  Dwight,  who  for  twenty- 
two  years  was  President  of  Yale,  wrote:  "The  man 
who  can  convince  Christian  people  of  the  close  con- 
nection between  the  maintenance  of  Christian  Col- 
leges and  the  prosperity  and  growth  of  the  Church 
will  be  a  benefactor  of  the  race." 

26.  What  can  WE  do? 

We  can  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  facts  about 
our  educational  institutions,  their  excellences,  their 
shortcomings,  and  their  needs.  We  can  familiarize 
ourselves  with  the  distinctive  advantages  offered  by 
them,  we  can  see  that  others  know  these  facts,  and 
we  can  cooperate  wholeheartedly  for  the  welfare  of 
these  institutions  and  for  the  future  development 
of  our  Church.  Miss  Janie  W.  McGaughey  suggests 
we  can  all:  (1)  know  assuredly,  (2)  plan  and  train 
conscientiously,  (3)  counsel  wisely,  (4)  give  sacri- 
ficially  of  (a)  time,  (b)  talent,  (c)  substance;  and 
(5)  pray  unceasingly  and  expectantly.

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A  Message  to  Synods'  Committees  on 
the  Christian  Education  Movement 

It  is  now  evident  that  the  results  of  the  survey  of  the  educational  work  and  responsi- 
bility of  our  church,  which  is  now  being  made  by  Dr.  George  A.  Works,  will  not  be  avail- 
able until  September  1,  1942.  In  view  of  this  fact,  and  in  line  with  the  schedule  adopted 
by  the  General  Assembly,  the  Assembly's  Committee  on  the  Christian  Education  Move- 
ment respectfully  suggests  to  the  Synod's  Special  Committees  on  the  Christian  Educa- 
tion Movement  and  to  the  Presidents  and  Governing  Boards  of  our  Colleges,  Junior 
Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries: 

I.  Educational  Promotion  1941  -  1942 

That  united  and  intensive  efforts  be  continued  to  inform  all  the  members  of  the  church 
of  the  supreme  importance  of  Christian  Education  as  provided  in  the  educational  institu- 
tions of  our  church. 

That  careful  consideration  be  given  by  Synods,  Presbyteries  and  local  churches  to  the 
assigning  of  a  proper  proportion  of  the  budget  to  our  church  related  colleges  and  semi- 
naries and  a  determined  effort  be  made  to  secure  for  them  a  more  equitable  share  of 
the  benevolent  offerings  of  the  churches. 

That  renewed  efforts  be  made  to  reveal  to  parents  the  vital  advantage  of  the  small  col- 
lege with  Christian  instructors,  Christian  ideals,  Christian  atmosphere  and  to  guide  our 
young  people  to  these  institutions  of  our  church. 

II.  Financial  Promotion  1942  -  1943 

That  while  immediate  efforts  for  local  or  temporary  support  may  be  necessary  it  is  rec- 
ommended that  campaigns  for  permanent  funds,  which  are  not  now  organized  and  under 
way,  be  deferred  until  after  the  meetings  of  the  Synods  in  1942. 

To  Synods'  Committees  on  the  C.  E.  M.  and  the  Colleges  and  Seminaries. 

The  Assembly's  Committee  on  the  Christian  Education  Movement  presents  the  follow- 
ing suggestions  to  Synods'  Committees  and  to  the  Colleges  and  Seminaries: 

1.  Check  carefully  the  membership  of  Synod's   Committee — add   interested   members  if 
needed,  and  see  that  some  woman  is  selected  for  service. 

2.  See  that  a  clear  and  inspiring  presentation  of  Christian  Education  is  made  to  Synod, 
Presbyteries,  Synodical  Auxiliary,  Group  Conferences,  and  other  groups  of  men,  women 
and  young  people. 

3.  See  that  special  and  appealing  literature  concerning  the  institutions  of  your  Synod 
is  carefully  prepared.    Presbyterians  need  more  definite  knowledge  of  our  educational  work. 

4.  Begin  to  compile  lists  of  Presbyterians.  This  is  a  tedious  task  and  requires  tactful 
and  sustained  efforts.  Lists  should  include  (a)  parents  of  children  who  may  attend,  (b) 
boys  and  girls  who  will  help  decide  on  place  of  their  future  education,  (c)  men  and  women 
who  will  work,  or  pray  and  later  give. 

5.  Report  at  once  and  often  to  the  Assembly's  Committee  what  has  been  done  and  sug- 
gest ways  of  further  co-operation. 

6.  Prepare  a  budget  of  the  expense  of  your  committee  for  the  next  church  year  and  ask 
Synod  to  provide  the  money — this  is  their  work. 

7.  Use  the  literature  of  a  general  nature  prepared  and  being  prepared  by  the  Assem- 
bly's Committee.  The  following  leaflets  are  now  available:  (1)  A  Catechism:  "Getting 
Acquainted  with  the  Christian  Education  Movement,"  (2)  Minutes  of  the  1941  Meeting  of 
Presbyterian  Educational  Association  of  the  South,  (3)  Reprints  of  Addresses  by  President 
Jarman  and  President  Diehl.  In  course  of  preparation:  (1)  Source  Book  for  Ministers,  (2) 
Source  Book  for  Men,  Women,  and  Young  People,  (3)  A  Study  Booklet  for  the  entire 
Church,  (4)  Essays  by  Young  People,  (5)  Leaflets  on  various  phases  of  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  its  educational  institutions,  etc.

Recently  the  Bluff-Godwin  group  of  churches  voted  an 
increase  of  $216.00  (two  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars)  in 
pastor's  salary  for  year,  thus  beginning  Oct.  1,  the  field 
became  self  supporting.  The  Bluff,  Godwin,  McMillan  and 
Sunny  Side  churches  wish  to  thank  Synod's  and  Presby- 
tery's Committees  on  Home  Missions  for  aiding  the  field 
until  October  1.  Prior  to  Rev.  David  Blue's  coming  to  the 
field  on  February  20,  1941,  the  manse  located  at  Wade, 
N.  C,  was  reconditioned,  being  painted  inside  and  out- 
side and  some  plastering  was  done  and  a  bath  room  was 
built  on,  also  certain  rooms  were  connected  by  new  doors 
being  added  and  some  partitions  being  removed.  Shortly 
after  the  new  pastor  and  his  wife  moved  in  the  manse 
a  complete  water  system  was  installed  by  the  congrega- 
tions and  by  very  generous  gifts  from  friends  in  Fay- 
etteville,  N.  C. 

The  Bluff  Church  has  added  21  new  members  since 
April  1.  During  the  summer  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  was  held  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Lillian  John- 
son, a  senior  at  the  assembly  training  school.  We  had 
an  enrollment  of  85. 

The  last  week  in  July  Rev.  C.  I.  Calcote  from  Benson 
conducted  a  revival  meeting  in  the  Bluff  Church  and  a 
grand  congregation  was  present  to  hear  him  every  serv- 
ice; seven  new  members  were  added  during  the  meeting. 

The  congregation  a  short  time  ago  screened  the 
church;  and  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  furnished  supper  for 
40  soldiers  and  2  chaplains  recently  when  they  were  in- 
vited to  the  church  for  a  service.

A  young  people's  organization  was  formed  during  the 
summer. 

Godwin — The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  been  very  active 
during  the  summer;  being  responsible  for  the  grand 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  which  was  held  in  the  church 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Lillian  Johnson  a  senior  of 
the  assembly  training  school.  We  had  a  total  enrollment 
of  120.  The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  organized  and  certain 
members  drove   out  for  children  who  could  not  come, 


and  certain  ones  furnished  refreshments  for  the  children 
each  afternoon.  The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  has  helped  the 
newly  organized  young  people's  to  be  a  successful  one. 
During  the  summer  one  circle  put  up  screen  doors  to  the 
church  and  one  circle  has  ordered  an  outside  church 
bulletin  board.  The  auxiliary  sent  three  young  people  to 
the  young  people's  conference  at  Flora  MacDonald. 

The  congregation  is  looking  forward  to  a  revival 
meeting  which  is  to  be  conducted  by  Rev.  T.  A.  Guiton, 
pastor  of  Parkton,  Lumberbridge  and  Rex  churches.  One 
new  member  has  been  added  during  the  summer,  and 
several  infants  have  been  baptized.  The  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
recently  entertained  the  ladies  of  this  district  in  their 
district  conference. 

McMillan — A  most  enthusiastic  revival  meeting  has 
just  been  conducted  by  Rev.  Frank  Bain,  pastor  of  Gala- 
tia  Church  near  Fayetteville.  Fifteen  new  members  were 
added.  The  congregation  has  recently  had  the  church 
wired  and  bought  a  new  roof  for  the  church.  New  trus- 
tees and  new  elders  and  deacons  have  been  elected. 

Sunnyside — The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  recently  furnished 
supper  for  a  number  of  soldiers  from  Fort  Bragg  who 
were  invited  guests  for  an  evening  service. 

The  newly  organized  young  people's  has  been  very 
active,  three  pioneer  and  three  young  people  were  sent 
to  Flora  McDonald  College  in  June  to  the  young  people's 
conference. 

A  most  successful  daily  vacation  Bible  school  was 
held  during  the  summer  when  a  total  enrollment  of  55 
and  an  average  attendance  of  52  was  realized.  The  school 
was  held  at  night  with  an  adult  department  being  added, 
this  department  had  an  enrollment  of  26. 

Recently  four  new  members  were  added  in  a  revival 
meeting  conducted  by  Rev.  T.  A.  Guiton  of  Lumber 
Bridge. 

PINETOPS 

Rev.  H.  R.  McFadyen,  Pastor 
I  have  been  giving  my  time  and  forced  to  give  my 
thought  to  our  new  church  at  Pinetops.  We  are  about 
to  finish  the  job  and  it  looks  now  as  if  we  are  going  to 
have  about  $600  yet  to  raise  to  clear  up  everything.  We 
have  been  paying  as  we  go  and  that  has  made  it  a  slower 
process  than  otherwise.  I  think  we  are  going  to  be  able 
to  finish  without  debt  in  a  few  weeks. 

The  house  is  very  attractive,  specially  inside.  We 
have  four  class  rooms,  a  large  Woman's  Auxiliary  and 
Young  People's  room  with  fireplace,  a  pastor's  study  and 
auditorium  that  will  seat  175,  toilet  rooms  for  men  and 
women,  heated  with  hot  air  from  automatic  oil  furnace. 
This  is  costing  us  $11000  more  or  less.  The  congregation 
has  raised  this  past  year  and  now  raising  $7000  or  more. 
They  are  keeping  up  their  local  expenses  and  will  take 
care  of  the  mission  budget.  They  are  very  much  pleased 
and  already  making  full  use  of  the  church.

"As  A  Dean  Of  Students  Sees  It" 

Thelma  Albright,  Dean  of  Students 
Queens  College 

The  personnel  of  the  students  of  the  Christian 
college,  especially  in  the  South,  is  not  startlingly 
different  from  the  state  schools  except  probably  in 
size.  Usually  the  student  body  represents  a  cross 
section  of  good  average  American  communities  made 
up  of  merchants,  farmers,  manufacturers,  and  pro- 
fessional men  and  women.  For  the  most  part  these 
families  are  Protestant  in  belief.  In  a  number  of 
church  schools,  the  denomination  most  widely  rep- 
resented is  that  which  has  helped  to  establish  and 
to  maintain  the  college;  but  this  is  not  always  true. 
At  Queens  College,  however,  of  four  hundred  and 
eleven  students  enrolled,  there  are  one  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  Presbyterians.  Thirteen  religious  sects 
are  represented  and  only  four  are  non-professing 
Christians. 

Such  a  group,  from  the  standpoint  of  a  personnel 
staff,  is  easy  to  work  with.  Since  the  sections  of 
the  country  from  which  the  students  come  do  not, 
as  a  rule,  cover  a  wide  territory,  there  is  a  lack  of 
conflict  because  there  are  no  widely  divergent  view- 
points. Again  referring  to  Queens  College  as  an 
example,  there  are  12  states  represented  on  the 
campus,  including  Massachusetts  and  Missouri  to 
the  North  and  Florida  to  the  South.  This  furnishes 
enough  difference  in  student  life  to  stimulate,  but 
not  enough  to  antagonize.  Again,  in  a  school  of  this 
type,  there  are  no  maladjustments  because  of  the 
small  percent  of  foreign  population.  In  short,  to 
find  one's  place  in  the  community  of  a  Christian 
college  is  not  difficult.  Thus,  from  the  very  be- 
ginning, the  administration  has  fewer  major  prob- 
lems, because  of  the  ease  with  which  the  majority  of 
the  newcomers  adjust  themselves. 

The  faculty  in  the  Christian  college  is  also  of 
great  importance  to  those  of  the  personnel  depart- 
ment. There  are,  of  course,  problems  involving 
teacher-pupil  relations,  but  seldom,  if  ever,  does  a 
student  lose  his  faith  or  become  confused  in  his 
spiritual  thinking  because  of  any  hostile  or  skeptical 
attitude  of  the  faculty  towards  religion.  Because 
the  instructor  is  chosen  for  qualities  which  concern 
more  than  the  intellect,  he  is  naturally  more  sympa- 
thetic with  the  student  in  religious  matters.  There 
is  evident  on  the  campus  a  warm  cooperation  be- 
tween faculty  and  student  in  many  phases  of  spirit- 
ual activity.  This  emphasis  is  noted  in  various  pro- 
grams which  are  presented  regularly  before  the 
students.  Then,  too,  the  personal  guidance,  given 
by  each  faculty  member  to  smaller  groups,  en- 
courages each  one  to  come  to  the  advisor  for  help 
in  many  matters,  creating  a  respect  for  things  which 
can  not  always  be  stressed  in  other  types  of  educa- 
tional institutions.  This  guidance  prevents  many 
upsets  emotionally  and  spiritually.  More  important 
still  is  the  attempt  of  the  teachers  to  aid  the  student 
to  be  conscious  of  religion  in  his  everyday  exper- 
iences.   It  is  not  necessary  to  speak,  to  lecture,  to

Inauguration  of  Dr.  John  Rood  Cunningham 

Twelfth  President  of  Davidson  College

The  inauguration  of  Dr.  John  Rood  Cunningham 
as  the  twelfth  president  of  Davidson  College  marked 
another  important  and  progressive  experience  in  the 
long  life  of  that  historic  institution.  The  solemn 
service  of  inauguration  was  held  on  Saturday,  Octo- 
ber 18,  in  the  presence  of  three  former  presidents, 
fifty  visiting  college  presidents  and  deans,  a  great 
host  of  other  distinguished  educators,  and  hundreds 
of  alumni  and  friends.  President  Cunningham's 
inauguration  was  the  high  spot  of  a  week-end  of 
brilliant  academic  festivities  devoted  to  merited 
recognition  of  the  new  chief  official  of  Davidson. 

The  inauguration  program  was  officially  opened 
on  the  evening  of  Friday,  October  17,  with  a  formal 
banquet  in  honor  of  President  and  Mrs.  Cunning- 
ham, and  of  the  scores  of  official  guests.  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  C.  K.  Brown  presided  and  introduced 
the  speaker  of  the  occasion,  Dr.  Theodore  Meyer 
Greene,  Professor  of  Philosophy  in  Princeton  Uni- 
versity. Dr.  Greene's  eloquent  address  stressed  the 
value  of  such  education  as  Davidson  College  has 
been  furnishing  throughout  her  existence,  and  pre- 
dicted an  even  greater  need  for  the  same  type  of 
Christian  training  to  meet  the  problems  which  our 
civilization  must  inevitably  face  in  the  years  ahead. 

On  Saturday  morning  at  ten  o'clock  the  academic 
procession  was  formed  on  the  center  walk  of  the 
campus.  The  sombre  black  of  academic  robes,  re- 
lieved by  the  bright  hues  of  the  different  hoods, 
made  a  striking  scene  as  the  long  train  of  Faculty 
and  visiting  delegates  marched  with  stately  tread 
into  the  spacious  auditorium  of  the  Chambers  Build- 
ing. There  the  program  was  opened  with  the  sing- 
ing of  a  hymn,  after  which  appropriate  selections  of 
Scripture  were  read  by  Dr.  Charles  E.  Diehl,  Presi- 
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•dent  of  Southwestern  at  Memphis  and  Moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States.  Following  the  reading,  prayer 
was  offered  by  Dr.  Daniel  S.  Gage,  Professor  of 
Bible  and  Philosophy  in  Westminster  College,  Ful- 
ton, Missouri,  the  Alma  Mater  of  President  Cun- 
ningham. It  may  be  noted  that  Dr.  Gage  was  one  of 
Dr.  Cunningham's  best  loved  professors  in  the  days 
when  the  future  Davidson  president  was  receiving 
his  undergraduate  training. 

Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  President-Emeritus  of 
Davidson,  presented  Dr.  Cunningham  for  inaugu- 
ration. Dr.  Lingle,  in  well  chosen  words,  expressed 
both  happiness  and  confidence  in  presenting  one  so 
eminently  fitted  for  the  high  office  of  the  presidency 
of  the  college.  Dr.  Cunningham  then  arose  and 
faced  Dr.  J.  McDowell  Richards,  President  of  the 
Trustees,  who  propounded  the  solemn  questions 
which  embody  the  obligations  of  the  president  to  the 
College  and  to  the  Church.  These  questions  having 
all  been  answered  in  the  affirmative,  Dr.  Richards 
then  declared  Dr.  Cunningham  duly  inaugurated  as 
the  twelfth  President  of  Davidson  College. 

Immediately  upon  his  inauguration,  President 
Cunningham  delivered  a  magnificent  address  to  the 
large  audience.  The  new  President  chose  to  center 
his  thoughts  around  the  challenging  theme:  "To- 
morrow and  the  Church  College."  With  rare  insight 
he  outlined  the  obligations  of  the  Church-related 
College,  aptly  describing  its  fundamental  purpose  as 
"Christian  Education — education  with  a  soul — edu- 
cation which  looks  to  guiding  principles,  to  spiritual 
anchorage,  to  Christian  stability  and  integrity."  As 
regards  Davidson  College  in  particular,  Dr.  Cun- 
ningham stated:  "Davidson  is  seeking  to  acquaint 
her  students  with  the  ends  for  which  life  should 
be  lived  rather  than  with  the  means  by  which  it 
may  be  lived.  She  is  seeking  to  invest  her  students 
with  'a  disturbing  passion  to  live,  above  all  things 
else,  finely,  nobly,  usefully,  and  sacrificially'." 

President  Cunningham's  Inaugural  Address,  re- 
vealing as  it  did  the  high  spiritual  and  intellectual 
qualities  of  the  man,  was  not  merely  "well  received" 
by  those  who  heard  him  in  the  auditorium  and  over 
the  air.  Far  more  than  that,  it  served  to  give 
greater  confidence  and  hope  to  all  those  everywhere 
who  are  interested  in  the  future  of  education  under 
the  auspices  of  religion.  Dr.  Cunningham's  address 
will  later  be  published  and  given  the  wide  dissem- 
ination it  so  richly  deserves. 

The  next  part  of  the  program  was  reserved  for 
four  distinguished  visitors  who  delivered  brief  ad- 
dresses of  greeting  to  the  new  president.  These 
were:  Dr.  Daniel  S.  Gage,  who  brought  greetings 
and  expressions  of  affectionate  esteem  from  Dr. 
Cunningham's  Alma  Mater,  Westminster  College, 
Fulton,  Missouri;  Dr.  Henry  H.  Sweets,  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  representing  the  work  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States;  Dr.  Frank  P.  Graham,  Chapel  Hill,  President 
of  the  University  System  of  North  Carolina,  speak- 
ing for  the  University  and  for  the  North  Carolina 
College  Conference;  and  Dr.  John  R.  McCain,  Presi- 
dent of  Agnes  Scott  College  in  Decatur,  Georgia, 
representing  the  larger  educational  institutions.  The 
obviously  sincere  felicitations  of  each  of  these 
speakers  were  expressed  in  gracious  language  and 


received  the  deep  appreciation  of  all  who  love 
Davidson. 

The  occasion  of  the  inauguration  of  the  new" 
president  was  chosen  by  the  Faculty  and  Trustees- 
of  the  College  as  a  fitting  time  to  honor  certain 
men  of  high  achievement  with  honorary  degrees. 
Consequently,  Dean  C.  K.  Brown  presented  to  the 
President  the  following  persons  for  the  degree  of" 
Doctor  of  Laws:  Joseph  Melville  Broughton,  Gov- 
ernor of  North  Carolina;  Daniel  Shaw  Gage,  Pro- 
fessor in  Westminster  College;  Theodore  Meyer 
Greene,  Professor  in  Princeton  University;  Samuel 
Clay  Williams,  Christian  business  executive.  The- 
ceremony  of  the  investiture  of  these  degrees,  Presi- 
dent Cunningham's  first  official  action  after  his- 
inauguration,  added  color  to  an  hour  already  crowd- 
ed with  rare  pageantry. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  part  of  the  program,. 
Dr.  George  B.  Watts,  Chief  Marshal  of  the  Faculty,, 
came  forward  to  present  to  the  President  the  official, 
delegates  of  Educational  Institutions  and  Learned! 
Societies.  As  their  names  were  called  in  the  order 
of  the  seniority  of  their  institutions,  each  of  the 
one  hundred  and  twenty  delegates  moved  to  the  ros- 
trum and  presented  the  greetings  of  his  institution 
to  President  Cunningham. 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  President  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  pronounced  the  benediction  which  closed 
the  ceremonies  immediately  connected  with  the  n> 
auguration.  But  the  festivities  of  the  day  were  by 
no  means  ended!  Leaving  the  auditorium,  the 
audience  went  at  once  to  the  Banquet  Hall  of  the 
Chambers  Building,  where  the  annual  Homecoming 
Day  Luncheon  was  served  to  Alumni  and  guests. 

This  part  of  the  day's  activity  was  presided  over 
by  Mr.  Harllee  Branch,  of  Atlanta,  President  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association.  The  main  address  of 
the  hour  was  delivered  by  Governor  Broughton,  in- 
troduced in  most  happy  fashion  by  Professor  Archi- 
bald Currie.  Governor  Broughton  delighted  the 
Davidson  audience  with  his  expressions  of  appre- 
ciation of  Davidson's  part  in  the  building  of  the  Old 
North  State.  The  Governor  confessed  that  this- 
marked  his  first  visit  to  the  campus — those  who- 
heard  him  unite  in  hoping  that  it  will  not  be  his- 
last. 

On  the  stroke  of  two,  the  luncheon  audience- 
joined  the  outside  throng  in  the  stadium  of  the 
Richardson  Field  for  the  football  game  between 
V.P.I,  and  Davidson.  Though  defeated,  the  Wild- 
cats gave  their  supporters  no  cause  for  shame. 
Rather,  as  usual,  they  evoked  pride  by  their  spirited 
tenacity  in  the  face  of  insuperable  odds. 

When  the  final  whistle  blew,  almost  as  the  eve- 
ning star  composed  the  day  to  rest,  we  thought  of 
how  this  important  day  had  demonstrated  all  that 
for  which  Davidson  so  long  has  stood — the  develop- 
ment of  the  best  in  man,  physically,  intellectually, 
and  spiritually.  And  the  vesper  prayer  of  every 
Davidson  man  was  one  of  thanksgiving  that  God- 
had  brought  us  again  a  president  under  whose- 
leadership  Davidson's  work  may  continue  to  bless- 
the  world.

EXTRACTS   FROM   PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  TO 
BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES,  NOV.  17,  1941 

"May  I  be  allowed  to  express  greetings  to  the 
new  members  of  this  Board.  The  Presbyterians  of 
North  Carolina  have  made  you  stewards  of  this 
educational  enterprise.  By  its  charter  and  by  the 
expressions  at  its  founding,  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  is  intended  to  give  thorough  academic  train- 
ing plus  Christian  nurture.  We  are  to  conduct  a 
school  according  to  the  highest  standards  and  we 
are  to  seek  always  to  further  distinctively  Christian 
aims  and  ideals.  This  school  is  for  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  highest  good  of  youth.  We  must  build 
it  upon  sound  business  and  educational  principles, 
but  we  must  not  fail  to  see  this  as  more  than 
merely  a  business,  as  more  than  merely  a  place 
where  young  men  earn  credits.  It  is  an  agency  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  in  building  the  Kingdom 
of  God  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  young  people.  May 
I  again  call  attention  to  the  action  of  this  Board  of 
Trustees  at  the  first  meeting  at  which  I  was  pres- 
ent: 

"That  we,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  those  in 
charge  of  administration  and  teaching,  should  con- 
stantly seek  the  blessing  of  God  upon  our  efforts  at 
Presbyterian  Junior  College,  and  it  is  suggested 
that  we  should  agree  together  to  remember  to  pray 
daily  for  the  guidance  and  favor  of  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church  upon  all  our  efforts  for  and  decisions 
concerning  Presbyterian  Junior  College." 

In  this  report  we  will  glance  at  the  past  suffi- 
ciently to  help  us  get  our  bearings.  We  will  glance 
at  the  future  to  bring  to  mind  the  great  oppor- 
tunities and  challenges  which  confront  us.  Mostly 
we  will  deal  with  the  duty  of  the  present  as  we  are 
seeking  to  "do  with  our  might  what  our  hands 
find  to  do." 

Spiritual  Emphasis 

Before  the  opening  of  school  the  Student  Chris- 
tian Association  leaders  were  invited  to  the  Presi- 
dent's home  to  make  plans  for  the  opening  of  col- 
lege. The  students  were  greeted  on  arrival  and 
given  information  concerning  the  S.C.A.  program. 
Prayer  services  were  begun  in  the  dormitory  the 
first  night  of  school.  The  Maxton  Church  has  co- 
operated in  a  fine  way.  The  Young  People  gave  a 
party  for  the  new  students  at  the  Church  the  first 
week  of  school.  The  present  Moderator  of  Synod 
gave  the  address  at  the  opening  of  College.  Rev. 
Harry  K.  Holland  of  Raeford  led  the  fall  devotional 
services.  We  have  a  Chapel  period  alternating  with 
a  Bible  period  three  times  a  week.  (Three  Chapels 
and  three  Bible  periods  a  week.)  Eight  ministers 
have  spoken  to  the  students  this  fall  in  our  chapel 
programs,  and  several  others  at  the  Sunday  after- 
noon vespers. 

Dr.  John  T.  Faris  has  spent  the  past  week  in 
residence  on  the  campus  and  rendered  a  helpful 
ministry.  We  have  three  avowed  ministerial  stu- 
dents and  several  other  young  men  who  are  con- 
sidering the   ministry.

Administration  and  Faculty 

Peace  Junior  College  opened  its  seventy-first 
session  under  most  favorable  circumstances.  The 
school  has  an  enrollment  of  280  students,  152  of 
whom  are  boarding  students  and  138  Raleigh  stu- 
dents. The  boarding  department  is  filled  to  capa- 
city; in  fact,  several  students  had  to  be  placed  in 
the  infirmary  at  the  opening  of  school.  The  registra- 
tion was  completed  so  much  earlier  this  year  than 
heretofore. 

A  well  planned  orientation  program  was  ad- 
ministered. This  type  of  program  has  been  studied 
carefully  by  the  administration  and  faculty  for  the 
last  few  years  and  the  present  program  has  been 
developed  with  an  idea  of  its  being  of  real  value  to 
the  new  students  in  assisting  them  to  adjust  to 
college  life. 

There  are  three  new  faculty  members  this  year. 
Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Thomas  of  Fayetteville,  Arkan- 
sas, is  head  of  the  History  Department.  She  has 
graduate  degrees  from  the  University  of  Arkansas 
and  is  studying  for  a  doctorate  at  Duke  University. 
Miss  Louise  Manget  of  Newnan,  Georgia,  is  teaching 
Piano,  Harmony,  etc.  Miss  Manget  is  a  graduate  of 
Oberlin  Conservatory  in  Ohio.  Mrs.  Charles  Wil- 
liams is  head  of  the  Voice  Department.  Mrs.  Wil- 
liams is  a  graduate  of  Converse  College  and  has 
done  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Louisville 
and  has  studied  under  private  teachers. 

Improvements 

Several  most  attractive  improvements  have  been 
made  at  the  college  during  the  summer  and  the 
early  fall.  The  president's  home,  Wynne  Hall,  has 
been  repainted  and  some  necessary  carpentry  work 
done.  This  project  has  been  sponsored  by  the 
alumnae.  A  new  brick  walk,  encircling  the  fountain 
and  leading  up  to  the  front  door,  has  been  com- 
pleted. This  is  a  most  attractive  improvement.  The 
students'  living  room  was  done  over  during  the 
summer  and  considerable  papering  and  painting  was 
done  in  the  Main  Building.  The  East  Building  was 
painted  throughout.  The  boiler  room  has  been  al- 
most completely  overhauled,  with  the  purchase  of  a 
new  boiler  and  an  automatic  stoker. 

Program 

As  a  denominational  and  Christian  college,  Peace 
is  making  every  effort  to  provide  an  adequate  re- 
ligious education  program  for  its  students.  The 
Peace  Student  Christian  Association,  through  its 
Cabinet,  has  charge  of  the  vesper  programs  three 
Sunday  nights  a  month,  with  the  Administration 
providing  a  speaker  for  the  fourth  Sunday  night. 
The  students  have  not  only  provided  programs 
themselves  but  have  brought  students  of  recent 
years  to  the  campus;  among  them,  Miss  Helen  Clark 
of  Fayetteville  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Jenkins  of  Hen- 
derson. The  Administration  has  brought  Rev.  J.  W. 
Witherspoon  of  Lexington,  N.  C,  and  Rev.  Hugh 
Powel  of  Washington,  N.  C.

With  the  ending  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  school 
year  at  Flora  Macdonald  College,  there  is  every 
indication  of  one  of  the  most  successful  sessions 
in  the  history  of  the  college,  from  every  standpoint. 
Following  the  formal  opening  on  September  10,  the 
fall  months  of  the  1941-42  term  have  been  character- 
ized by  smoothly  running  schedules  and  an  ex- 
ceptionally fine  and  happy  student  body,  which  is 
full  to  capacity. 

There  are  a  few  changes  in  the  faculty.  Mrs. 
Lucille  Wilson  of  Sumter,  S.  C,  succeeds  Miss 
Mary  Johnston,  resigned,  as  Dean  of  Women.  Dr. 
E.  Ashby  Hammond,  of  Rowland,  replaces  Miss 
Elizabeth  Fain  as  professor  of  history.  Mrs.  Chris- 
tine Ewing  has  resumed  her  former  place  as  pro- 
fessor of  German  and  Spanish,  after  several  years 
absence  due  to  ill  health,  and  Mrs.  Cecil  Parsons, 
who  before  her  marriage  several  years  ago  was 
college  dietitian,  has  again  accepted  that  position, 
following  the  resignation  of  Miss  Jean  Tait. 

Physical  improvements  in  the  college  during  the 
summer  were  new  floors  in  West  and  East  dormi- 
tories, and  in  the  clothing  and  textile  department; 
the  rooms  in  West  and  Vardell  halls  were  painted, 
as  was  the  outside  woodwork  of  all  buildings;  new 
wiring  at  the  light  plant  and  improvements  made 
on  the  outdoor  swimming  pool.  The  flooring  was  a 
gift  from  a  generous  friend  of  the  college. 

Mr.  Edwin  Morgan,  of  Laurinburg,  has  accepted 
the  chairmanship  of  the  Board,  succeeding  Rev. 
A.  R.  McQueen,  D.D.,  who  resigned  after  twenty- 
seven  years  of  service  as  member  and  chairman  of 
the  Board. 

The  1941  White  Heather  (the  college  annual) 
was  dedicated  to  President  Emeritus  C.  G.  Vardell 
and  Mrs.  Vardell  (Dean  Emeritus  of  the  Conserva- 
tory of  Music).  This  was  peculiarly  fitting  in  that 
they  celebrated  this  year  (October  27)  their  fiftieth- 
wedding  anniversary.  The  reception  given  by  the 
college  in  their  honor  on  that  date  was  the  high- 
light of  social  affairs  at  the  college  during  the  fall. 

The  second  group  of  senior  members  of  the 
home  economics  class  has  recently  moved  into  the 
Home  Management  House,  where  for  six  weeks  they 
get  practical  experience  in  all  phases  of  man- 
aging a  home — cooking,  serving,  entertaining,  etc. 
Social  affairs  at  the  management  house  during  the 
fall  have  included  a  number  of  teas,  luncheons  and 
dinners. 

The  Women's  Auxiliaries  of  Fayetteville,  Orange 
and  Wilmington  Presbyteries  have  recently  pur- 
chased some  valuable  and  much  needed  equipment 
for  the  college  library — a  librarian's  desk,  a  charg- 
ing desk,  and  two  large  magazine  racks.  Though 
turning  their  energies  this  year  toward  a  recrea- 
tional center  for  the  students,  the  ladies  of  the 
Presbyteries  will  nevertheless  reserve  a  percent  for 
the  purchase  of  books  as  needed. 

The  Concert  and  Lecture  series  for  1941-42  ex- 
ceeds anything  yet  offered  in  one  season  at  Flora 
Macdonald.  Egon  Petri,  celebrated  Dutch  pianist, 
made  his  third  consecutive  appearance  in  October,

Among  the  students,  activity  has  been  at  a  peak. 
The  A  Cappella  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Prof. 
James  R.  Sydnor,  has  been  rehearsing  regularly  for 
their  appearance  at  the  Presbyterian  Student  Con- 
vention in  Memphis.  The  membership  of  forty  men 
and  women  was  chosen  through  competitive  try- 
outs. 

Practical  work  for  the   session   is   under  the 


The  school  opened  September  2  with  a  capacity 
enrollment  of  seventy-five  students,  and  a  few  boys 
were  turned  away  for  want  of  rooms. 

The  campus  and  farm  have  supplied  much  work 
for  the  boys  this  fall  and  we  have  had  many  busy 
days  since  school  opened.  The  big  project  was 
erecting  a  building  on  the  campus  to  be  used  as  the 
woodworking  shop.  With  the  aid  of  one  carpenter 
the  boys  constructed  the  building  within  a  short 
time.  The  building  is  twenty  by  thirty-six  feet  and 
houses  eight  wood-working  machines  and  several 
work  benches.  The  building  is  now  completed  and 
machines  installed  and  a  course  in  manual  training 
is  now  added  to  our  curriculum.  Last  year  Agricul- 
ture was  offered  for  the  first  time.  The  work  shop 
will  mean  a  great  deal  to  many  of  the  boys  and  will 
add  much  to  the  repair  of  our  furniture  and  enable 
us  to  build  tables  and  other  needed  articles  for  the 
class  and  living  rooms. 

While  some  of  the  boys  were  working  on  the 
shop  others  were  harvesting  corn  and  digging  more 
than  two  hundred  bushels  of  potatoes.  Well,  the 
boys  work,  but  we  must  not  forget  the  girls,  for  they 
will  have  to  peel  and  prepare  the  two  hundred  bush- 
els of  potatoes  and  do  many  jobs  in  the  boarding  de- 
partment, during  the  school  months. 

In  September  the  trench  silo  was  filled  and  hay 
harvested  to  feed  the  seven  dairy  cows  during  the 
long  winter  months.  One  hundred  and  fifty  bushels 
of  apples  were  picked  and  stored  in  our  basement 
for  the  boarding  department.  Vegetables  have  been 
canned  by  the  hundreds  of  quarts,  cabbage  and  tur- 
nips stored  in  the,  ground  to  be  dug  from  under  the 
winter  snows. 

Some  beef  cattle,  hogs  and  chickens  are  grown 
on  the  farm  and  the  boys  help  to  feed  and  care  for 
these.  We  average  butchering  one  hog  per  month 
during  the  session. 

The  fall  months  are  passing,  winter  is  coming 
and  most  of  the  fall  work  is  done,  but  more  work  to 
be  done,  the  boys  are  sharpening  saws,  grinding 
axes,  cutting  and  hauling  wood  for  the  two  furnaces 
which  will  consume  about  one  hundred  cords  of 
wood  each  during  the  winter. 

As  mentioned  above  our  shop  is  equipped  with 
machines  but  we  need  hand  tools,  small  saws,  ham- 
mers, small  planes,  paint  brushes,  chisels,  screw- 
drivers, files,  draw  knives,  small  squares  and  bits 
for  hand  braces.  Second-hand  tools  will  serve  just 
as  well  as  new  and  a  gift  of  any  hand  tools  will  be 
greatly  appreciated. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  our  friends  for  the 
donations  of  gifts  for  the  shop  building  and  ma- 
chines for  this  has  met  a  great  need  on  our  cam- 
pus.— E.  B.  Eldridge,  Superintendent.

Statistics  worked  up  by  our  Registrar  for  the 
survey  being  conducted  by  Dr.  George  Works  show 
the  following  denominational  distribution  of  stu- 
dents since  1929:  Presbyterian,  643;  Methodist, 
145;  Baptist,  89;  Episcopal,  13;  Roman  Catholic,  8; 
Christian  (Disciples)  5;  Lutheran,  3;  Moravian,  2; 
Quaker,  1;  A.R.P.  1. 

We  are  making  plans  for  Religious  .Emphasis 
Week  in  February. 

Academic  Activity 

New  professors  approved  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee are:  Edward  F.  Nolan,  Ph.D.;  Frank  S. 
Armfield,  Jr.,  M.A.;  Thomas  J.  Haigood,  B.S.  in 
Industrial  Arts;  Oscar  B.  McCormick,  B.  in  Music. 

We  are  in  general  meeting  the  requirements  of 
the  highest  accrediting  agencies  in  all  matters  ex- 
cept where  finances  limit  us.  Our  preparatory  de- 
partment is  so  small  that  it  is  not  admissible  to 
membership  in  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  In  other  ways  it  measures 
up.  We  need  to  increase  the  size  of  this  depart- 
ment of  work.  As  our  school  becomes  better  known 
the  size  will  increase. 

It  is  our  hope  that  as  a  result  of  the  Christian 
Education  Movement  the  conditional  offer  of  one  of 
the  trustees  may  be  accepted,  and  the  endowment 
be  so  built  up  that  we  may  have  full  membership  in 
the  highest  accrediting  agencies  for  both  the  pre- 
paratory and  the  junior  college  departments.  In 
the  meantime  we  are  fully  accredited  by  the  state 
and  our  credits  transfer  to  colleges  all  over  the 
country. 

The  Counseling  Program 

Mr.  Norman  Burns,  of  University  of  Chicago  De- 
partment of  Education,  who  has  made  the  prelim- 
inary survey  for  Dr.  George  Works,  was  generous  in 
his  praise  of  the  counseling  program  at  P.J.C.  The 
central  idea  is  to  find  out  everything  possible  about 
each  student,  and  then  to  seek  to  apply  all  the  wis- 
dom and  knowledge  available  in  helping  that  par- 
ticular individual  student  develop  himself  in  de- 
sirable ways.  Questionaires,  aptitude  tests,  per- 
sonal interviews  are  all  used  to  yield  information 
about  the  student.  By  guidance  in  selection  of 
courses  and  activities,  and  by  personal  counsel,  the 
student  is  helped  to  achieve  a  well-rounded  Chris- 
tian personality. 

Each  professor  has  about  fifteen  students  to 
whom  he  is  faculty  advisor.  Each  professor  is  also 
responsible  for  coaching  the  members  of  his  classes 
if  there  is  need  for  personal  attention. 

Extra-Curricular  Activities 

The  organization  of  the  P.J.C.-Community  Glee 
Club  is  a  step  forward.    Half  of  the  salary  of  the 


director  has  been  promised  by  Maxton  people.  On 
December  18  the  first  concert  will  be  given.  It  will 
be  a  Christmas  program. 

The  students  themselves,  without  any  sugges- 
tions from  the  administration  of  the  college,  decided 
to  name  the  Literary  Society  the  W.  H.  Belk  Literary 
Society.  Prof  Armfield  has  had  a  most  successful 
experience  as  a  debate  coach,  and  he  is  of  great 
help  in  providing  an  excellent  program  of  training 
in  public  speaking.  The  Literary  Society  has  begun 
the  publication  of  a  mimeographed  paper  as  a  week- 
ly. 

The  school  arranges  for  some  form  of  social 
activity  about  once  each  month.  The  Freshman 
Reception,  the  annual  Hallowe'en  party,  and  Home- 
coming Day  have  been  happily  observed  this  fall. 
An  innovation  is  the  entertainment  by  advisors  of 
their  groups  of  students.  The  closeness  of  Flora 
Macdonald  is  an  asset  to  our  social  program. 

Library 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  before  us  is  the 
strengthening  of  our  library.  We  have  made  some 
real  progress  in  the  past  two  years.  Refinishing, 
some  new  furniture,  a  trained  librarian,  and  the 
gift  of  some  books  are  items  of  progress.  Two 
young  ladies  are  helping  in  the  library  this  year, 
and  are  thus  earning  their  college  expenses.  We 
need  to  have  funds  with  which  to  purchase  books. 

Preparatory  Department 

We  are  convinced  there  is  a  real  need  for  the 
preparatory  department.    We  believe  it  will  grow. 

Aviation  Courses 

When  twelve  colleges  lost  their  C.P.T.  units  this 
fall  we  were  able  to  retain  ours.  For  this  we  are 
grateful.  It  is  hoped  we  may  continue  to  retain  the 
units  of  both  primary  and  secondary  courses.  In 
order  to  meet  the  requirements  it  was  necessary  to 
enlarge  the  aviation  laboratory.  The  C.P.T.  is  an 
excellent  vocational  course.  The  government  is 
counting  upon  it  to  produce  ground  and  flight  in- 
structors. Two  of  our  graduates  have  already  taken 
positions  as  instructors  with  a  pay  rate  about  $250 
per  month. 

Enrollment  and  Student  Selection 

The  admission  blank  has  been  revised  this  year 
so  as  to  require  character  references  and  a  pledge 
by  the  student  to  cooperate  in  the  school  program. 
There  has  been  a  new  matriculation  blank  put  in  use 
which  gathers  full  information  about  each  student. 
During  the  summer  we  try  to  have  some  member  of 
the  faculty  visit  in  the  homes  of  all  nearby  new 
students  in  order  to  know  the  students'  back- 
grounds. 

Physical  Matters 

Physical  Training  and  Athletic  Program.  A 
physical  examination  of  each  student  was  given  at 
opening  of  college  by  our  coach,  college  physician, 
and  the  county  health  officer.  Football  results  have 
been  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  college:  two 
wins,  one  tie,  and  one  loss.  A  tennis  tournament 
has  been  held,  under  the  direction  of  the  new  tennis 
coach,  Prof.  Frank  S.  Armfield.  Intra-mural  touch 
football  teams  have  been  organized  and  basketball 
practice  has  begun.    The  gymnasium  roof  was  re- 
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paired  during  the  summer.  We  have  a  promise  of 
30  loads  of  dirt  to  fill  in  the  athletic  field  without 
cost. 

Campus  Planning  and  Landscaping 

The  landscape  consultant  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  has  visited  us.  We  need  to  con- 
sult a  landscape  architect,  but  no  funds  are  avail- 
able. An  alumnus  who  is  in  the  nursery  business 
has  promised  to  spend  a  day  on  the  campus  soon  in 
consultation.  The  Junior  Woman's  Club  has  do- 
nated $50  to  campus  improvement,  and  some  prog- 
ress is  being  made  through  the  student  work  pro- 
gram. 

Building  Improvement 

Shortly  after  August  1,  after  consulting  with 
the  Chairman  of  this  Board,  we  decided  to  get  ahead 
of  rising  prices  and  priority  restrictions  and  do 
some  of  the  repair  work  which  had  been  so  badly 
needed  for  so  long.  I  believe  this  was  wise  because 
we  have  saved  considerable  money.  I  hope  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  will  have  time  to  inspect  the 
plant  and  note  both  the  improvements  made  and  the 
pressing  needs  for  further  renovation. 

In  order  to  retain  the  aviation  unit,  we  had  to 
enlarge  the  aviation  laboratory.  This  meant  mov- 
ing the  physics  laboratory.  The  result  is  a  great 
improvement,  but  an  over-spent  repair  budget.  We 
need  to  secure  $2,200  before  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
year,  in  order  to  end  the  year  without  a  deficit. 
There  has  been  considerable  success  in  securing 
gifts  for  this  purpose  recently,  and  I  hope  we  will 
not  have  to  ask  your  Executive  Committee  to  allow 
us  to  make  a  short  time  loan  to  carry  over.  May  I 
earnestly  ask  the  help  of  the  Board  members  in  se- 
curing the  interest  of  friends  who  may  wish  to  help 
pay  for  the  improvements  which  have  been  made. 
Now,  before  the  income  tax  period  ends,  is  an  ex- 
cellent time  to  mention  the  college's  needs  to  friends 
of  Christian  education. 

The  Audited  Report  of  the  fiscal  year  just  past 
is  before  us.  It  shows  an  increase  in  surplus  of 
$4,329.33.    Also  attached  is  the  report  of  the  busi-

SHOULDERS  TO  THE  WHEEL! 

At  the  request  of  Synod's  Committee  on  Soldier 
Work,  because  of  an  emergency  need,  the  Synodical 
Executive  Board  recommended,  and  the  Synodical 
Auxiliary  voted  to  adopt  the  following: 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  apportionments 
approved  for  soldier  work  at  the  meeting  of  Synod 
in  Fayetteville,  and  later  in  Barium  Springs,  have 
not  yet  been  met;  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
greatest  need  for  this  work  at  the  present  time  is 
the  enlarging  and  equipping  the  church  at  Jackson- 
ville, in  Onslow  County: 

"The  Synodical  Auxiliary  of  North  Carolina 
agrees  to  undertake  to  raise  $5,000  by  January  1, 
1942,  for  enlarging  and  equipping  the  church  at 
Jacksonville,  N.  C." 

It  is  understood  that  all  sums  thus  given  shall 
be  credited  to  the  various  auxiliaries,  Presbyterials, 
and  the  Synodical,  and  shall  apply  toward  Synod's 
askings  of  the  individual  churches.  Care  must  be 
taken  to  see  that  this  emergency  gift  shall  not  inter- 
fere with  the  regular  benevolent  causes  of  the 
Church.

Dear  Friends : 

Synod  apportioned  to  the  local  Churches  "A 
Special"  to  raise  for  Soldier  Work.  A  few  raised 
their  quotas,  now  Synod's  Committee  has  come  ask- 
ing us,  the  Synodical — mothers  and  sisters  of  Boys 
in  the  Service — to  help  complete  these  askings.  (The 
Churches  that  have  already  met  their  quotas  won't 
mind  raising  some  more,  surely).    All  you  can  give 


will  be  applied  on  your  Church's  quota.  This  money 
is  to  go  for  remodeling  and  equipping  our  weak 
Church  at  Jacksonville,  Onslow  County.  This,  of 
course,  is  an  "over  and  above"  gift — not  to  inter- 
fere with  the  Orphanage  or  Joy  Gift. 

This  Church  with  a  small  mission  point  is  the 
only  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  county.  Since  the 
county  is  very  rural  and  with  no  large  town — 
Jacksonville's  population  was  1,000 — all  the  denom- 
inations are  weak.  Be  it  said  to  the  credit,  however, 
of  our  Church  there  with  its  twenty-five  active  mem- 
bers, that  they  are  doing  valiantly,  but  they  need 
to  have  the  Church  enlarged  so  that  this  winter 
they  can  really  become  a  church  home. 

Jacksonville  Church  has  only  two  class  rooms 
and  nowhere  for  the  young  people  to  gather  in  the 
winter.  Perhaps  a  mother  or  father  or  a  Sunday 
School  Class  would  like  to  give  some  money  in  honor 
of  a  boy  who  has  gone  out  from  your  Church.  The 
Marine  Base,  right  at  Jacksonville,  includes  only 
four-year  volunteers,  ages  16  to  22.  Fine  young  men, 
with  high  morale,  who  swarm  into  Jacksonville, 
week-ends  especially,  seeking  recreation.  The  Devil 
is  already  on  the  job — a  liquor  store  invites,  dance 
halls  have  been  erected  and  all  forms  of  vice  are 
on  the  job  there  now.  Surely  the  Church  cannot 
fail  to  become  militant  and  now  bend  its  every 
effort  to  do  its  part  to  offer  that  which  will  uplift 
and  inspire. 

Pray  earnestly  for  our  boys  in  camp.

Dear  Co-Workers: 

Dr.  A.  L.  Robinson  said,  "We  are  not  in  danger 
of  too  much  Education,  but  Education  without  God 
is  defective  Education  and  is  the  surest  possible  way 
to  make  criminals,  men  and  women  without  a  sense 
of  responsibility,  who,  like  the  unjust  judge  of  old 
fear  not  God  nor  regard  man."  It  was  Lord  Mc- 
Auley  who  said,  "Nine  tenths  of  all  the  calamities 
that  have  befallen  humanity  have  no  other  origin 
than  the  union  of  high  intelligence  with  low  de- 
sires." If  this  be  true  the  most  essential  element 
in  Education  is  that  which  the  Church  alone  is 
qualified  to  contribute.  To  make  this  contribution 
the  Church  must  at  any  cost  maintain  and  strength- 
en her  schools  and  colleges.  Our  church-controlled 
colleges  need  not  attempt  to  rival  state  institutions 
in  providing  professional  and  technical  training, 
neither  need  they  hope  to  compete  with  highly  en- 
dowed universities  by  offering  facilities  for  post- 
graduate work.  However,  they  can  render  a  price- 
less service  to  society  as  well  as  to  the  Church  by 
bringing  a  select  group  of  young  men  and  women 
under  the  influence  of  teachers  who  combine  sound 
scholarship  with  Christian  faith,  and  whose  high  en- 
deavor is  to  help  their  students  integrate  all  secular 
knowledge  they  can  acquire  with  a  knowledge  of 
God  which  is  spiritually  acquired,  and  thus  bring 
these  young  people  under  the  influence  of  the  Mas- 
ter Teacher,  Christ  Jesus. 
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The  final  plans  for  the  Christian  Education  Move- 
ment in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  are  in  the 
making.  Pray  earnestly  and  very  definitely  for  its 
success.

Therefore,  EQUIPPING  AND  ENLARGING  the 
church  at  Jacksonville  will  serve  a  threefold  pur- 
pose: 

1st.  It  will  provide  facilities  for  Presbyterian 
Service  to  men  with  the  colors  in  the  MARINE 
BASE  at  Jacksonville,  in  CAMP  DAVIS,  21  miles 
to  the  south,  and  in  the  AIRPLANE  BASE  at  Cherry 
Point,  40  miles  to  the  north. 

2nd.  It  will  help  to  establish  a  strategic  base  of 
operations  at  the  center  of  the  COASTAL  TRAIN- 
ING CAMP  AREA. 

3rd.  It  will  help  to  build  up  a  strong  Presby- 
terian Church  in  a  community  that  is  rapidly  chang- 
ing from  a  rural  village  to  a  hustling  city. 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH  in  Jacksonville 
has  about  25  active  members.  Its  frame  building 
is  well  located  in  the  heart  of  the  town,  occupying 
less  than  half  of  the  lot  owned  by  the  church.  There 
is  a  fair  auditorium  and  two  Sunday  School  rooms. 


With  $5,000  it  can  be  made  into  an  attractive  plant 
well  equipped  to  meet  immediate  needs. 

Additional  Sunday  School  rooms  and  a  social  hall 
with  kitchen  are  imperatively  needed  for  minis- 
tering to  men  in  camps  and  to  new  people  coming 
into  the  community;  also,  paint,  water  installation, 
and  some  repairs  are  needed. 

Funds  have  been  provided  for  a  full  time  worker 
at  Jacksonville.  This  will  give  him  equipment  for 
effective  work. 

Funds  supplied  by  the  Auxiliaries  of  the  Synod 
will  be  used  for  this  purpose.  They  will  be  credi- 
ted on  the  $45,000.00  asked  by  the  Synod,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  following  action  of  Synod: 

1.  "That  the  congregations  be  urged  to  complete 
their  askings  for  this  work  in  cash  or  usable  ma- 
terials before  the  end  of  the  year." 

2.  "That  such  necessary  physical  equipment  for 
the  work  as  will  not  have  been  provided  out  of  the 
receipts  of  this  fiscal  year  be  put  in  the  budget  of 
this  work  for  next  year." 

Jacksonville  has  been  a  county  seat  town  of 
about  1,500  inhabitants.  It  now  has  several  thous- 
and. It  will  probably  grow  to  at  least  10,000,  Be- 
cause 

The  great  MARINE  BASE  now  V:i~  b".r't  -Iff  t 
at  it  will  be  PERMANENT  and  it  wiil  be  the  LARG- 
EST MARINE  BASE  IN  THE  WORLD. 

A  Division  of  Marines  is  now  in  camp  there, 
quartered  in  tents.  Thousands  of  Marines  will  be 
permanently  stationed  there  after  the  permanent 
barracks  are  completed.  Marine  officers  and  their 
families  will  live  in  attractive  and  substantial  homes 
on  Government  property.  A  Government  housing 
project  for  families  of  Non-Commissioned  Officers  is 
now  under  construction  five  miles  from  the  town 
limits.  A  water  and  sewage  plant  is  being  built  by 
the  Government  at  a  cost  of  nearly  half  a  million. 
A  Community  Hospital  to  cost  perhaps  a  quarter  of 
a  million,  will  be  built  by  the  Government.  Private 
and  Government  construction  of  a  permanent  charac- 
ter is  going  up  in  and  all  around  the  place. 

Money  spent  to  establish  a  strong  PRESBY- 
TERIAN CHURCH  in  Jacksonville  NOW  is  an  in- 
vestment that  will  bring  large  immediate  returns 
in  Christian  Service  to  MEN  WITH  THE  COLORS, 
and  will  continue  to  bring  in  returns  through  the 
years  to  come.

"As  a  Dean  of  Students  Sees  It"

emphasize  Christian  virtues  as  such,  but  un- 
consciously, every  day  living  can  reveal  most  clear- 
ly the  worth  of  the  spiritual. 

Now,  because  of  a  Christian  student  body  and 
faculty,  one  must  conclude  that  the  campus  is  a 
place  where  no  problems  exist.  Personnel  workers 
are  acutely  conscious  of  some  major  difficulties 
which  are  a  challenge  to  the  best  efforts  of  the 
faculty  and  students.  Some  hopeful  parents  do  ex- 
pect too  much  from  the  college  in  too  little  time. 
When  the  student  arrives,  he  or  she  has  had  already 
approximately  seventeen  years  of  training;  the  twig 
is  decidedly  bent.  According  to  most  application 
blanks  received  at  Queens  College,  the  students  are 
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from  Christian  homes.  Yet  we  have  the  problem  of 
coordinating  our  program  with  many  varied  types 
of  home  training.  How  difficult  it  is  to  confer  with 
a  young  student  about  cei'tain  aspects  of  social  con- 
duct to  be  told  that  "Father  does  not  object;" 
"Mother  has  allowed  me  to  do  this."  Surprising 
indeed  are  the  numbers  of  girls  from  Christian 
homes  who  have  never  seen  their  fathers  or  mothers 
pray!  Certain  rules  of  Sabbath  observance  have 
been  questioned  by  students  because  they  have  not 
habitually  observed  these  principles  at  home.  Some 
liberties  which  are  reserved  for  upper  classmen  are 
also  desired  by  the  newcomers  who  not  infrequently 
tell  us  that  they  enjoyed  these  privileges  as  high 
school  students  and  have  been  treated  differently 
back  home.  Now,  what  is  the  Christian  college  to 
do? 

Ideally,  the  happiest  and  most  successful  college 
year  is  merely  a  continuation  of  home  life  as  much 
as  possible,  the  only  major  difference  being  the 
enlargement  of  the  circle.  There  should  not  be 
such  a  tremendous  difference  between  a  Christian 
home  and  a  Christian  school  that  the  Freshman  has 
to  adapt  himself  to  an  entirely  new  procedure.  Yet, 
when  there  are  brought  to  the  Christian  college 
community  various  concepts  of  Christian  living,  our 
problem  of  coordinating  previous  training  with  the 
standards  of  a  Christian  college  is  serious.  Some 
schools  have  had  to  change  standards  because  of 
the  attitudes  of  the  community  and  home.  And, 
sometimes  this  is  good;  but  change  should  in- 
vigorate, and  inspire — not  merely  adapt  to  the  easy- 
going standards  of  the  world.  Sometimes  these 
changes  involve,  too,  not  only  the  social  program, 
but  also  the  curriculum  of  the  college. 

The  various  young  Christians  who  come  to  the 
campus  in  the  fall  thus  find  themselves  mixing  with 
boys  and  girls,  frequently  members  of  the  same 
faith,  but  with  different  ideas  about  living  accord- 
ing to  their  faith.  Somehow,  we  on  the  campus 
must  help  the  strong  to  encourage  the  weak.  Those 
who  come  to  us  with  the  highest  standards  must 
not  become  discouraged  because  of  the  less  worthy 
conceptions  of  Christian  living  they  find  in  a  few. 
The  well-integrated  Christian  personality  must  help 
those  who  do  not  have  the  same  well-defined  concep- 
tion of  a  good  campus  citizen.  The  parents  back 
home  can  also  help  the  Dean  of  Instruction  and  the 
Dean  of  Students  by  lending  full  cooperation  to  the 
plan  of  living  as  outlined  by  the  college. 

Thus,  with  a  wholesome  majority  of  students 
from  active  Christian  homes;  with  a  faculty  of  pro- 
fessing Christians;  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
strong  students  with  the  weak,  with  the  staunch 
support  of  the  parents,  those  on  the  staff  of  the  di- 
rector of  personnel  feel  that  much  can  be  accom- 
plished. At  the  outset,  we  stated  that  there  was 
actually  little  difference  in  the  make-up  of  the  stu- 
dent body  of  the  Christian  and  non-sectarian  school. 
But  it  is  not  presumptuous  to  hope  and  wrong  to 
believe,  that  with  the  support  of  all  interested  in 
and  concerned  with  Christian  education,  the  stu- 
dent will  receive  something  in  the  course  of  his  four 
years  at  a  church  school  which  will  make  him 
different  from  one  educated  in  an  institution  where 
Christian  education  cannot  be  emphasized.

school  classes  in  the  fire  stations,  orphanages,  and 
Richmond  churches,  personal  work  among  the  armed 
forces  at  Camp  Lee,  radio  programs,  and  various 
other  types  of  work  which  give  the  students  wide 
experience. 

The  Town  and  Country  Ministers  Institute  was 
held  on  the  Seminary  campus  November  10-14,  with 
many  of  the  students  participating.  A  highlight  of 
the  institute  was  an  address  by  Dr.  George  Gilbert, 
author  of  "Forty  Years  A  Country  Preacher."  The 
institute  was  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Henry 
W.  McLaughlin,  D.D.,  of  the  department  of  Country 
Church  Work. 

The  first  term  will  be  concluded  on  December  18, 
and  the  January  term  will  open  on  January  6.  A

HOME  MISSIONS  OUR  ONLY  HOPE 

A  United  States  Judge  recently  declared  from  the 
bench  that  the  hope  of  the  world  today  is  in  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ.  The  Dean  of  Law  in  one  of  our  large 
universities  made  a  similar  statement  in  an  address  be- 
fore a  large  group  of  ministers  and  laymen  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  As  the  Church  is  a  child  of  Home 
Missions,  more  than  90  percent  of  them  having  been 
organized  through  home  mission  agencies  and  constantly 
strengthened  and  enlarged  by  a  stream  of  recruits  of 
material  for  ministers,  elders,  deacons  and  members  ever 
flowing  from  our  rural  organizations  and  home  mission 
fields,  there  rest  upon  all  of  our  home  mission  agencies 
a  grave  responsibility  in  this  hour  of  world  crisis.  The 
home  fires  must  be  kept  burning.  Production  of  new 
churches  must  be  stepped  up  to  100  percent  efficiency. 
This  is  our  task.  We  are  confident  every  Presbytery, 
Synod,  and  the  General  Assembly  will  measure,  up  to 
this  imperative  home  mission  responsibility.        '  J 


THREE  THINGS  NEEDED 

First,  we  should  face  the  fact  of  increased  living 
expenses  and  provide  for  our  faithful  home  mission 
workers  an  adequate  salary  that  they  may  have  "all 
proper  support"  and  that  they  "may  be  free  from  worldly 
cares  and  avocations."  This  means  an  increase  in  our 
benevolences  for  our  present  income  will  not  enable  us 
to  make  this  much  needed  provision.  Second,  many  of 
our  fields  are  too  large  to  be  efficiently  worked  by  one 
man.  A  division  should  be  made  of  territory  and  an 
additional  worker  placed  in  the  field.  Where  a  whole 
time  minister  cannot  be  provided,  a  trained  woman  work- 
er may  be  employed  to  good  advantage.  Third,  careful 
attention  should  be  given  to  improvement  of  working 
equipment.  The  day  of  the  one-room  building  for  all  the 
activities  of  a  church  is  a  back  number.  With  very  little 
outlay  Sunday  School  rooms  can  be  had  by  wise  plan- 
ning. Much  has  been  done  along  this  line  within  our 
bounds  during  the  past  year. 

*    *  * 

CHURCH  COLONIZATION 

There  are  two  distinct  schools  of  thought  in  the  field 
of  church  extension,  centralization  and  colonization.  The 
former  favors  the  building  up  of  large  central  organ- 
izations and  drawing  the  people  from  outlying  commun- 
ities to  them  that  they  may  enjoy  better  preaching, 
working  facilities,  etc.,  than  they  could  in  small  churches 
scattered  over  a  number  of  neighborhoods.  The  latter 
advocates  the  method  of  the  honey  bee.  When  her  house- 
hold increases  where  efficiency  is  sacrificed  by  numbers,  a 
swarm  goes  forth  in  a  body  and  a  new  unit  of  influence 
and  production  is  established.  Instead  of  enlarging  the 
hive  each  season  business  is  carried  on  at  the  old  stand 
and  at  several  additional  points  which  in  turn  repeat  the 
process,  until  the  hillsides  are  covered  with  hives  and 
all  doing  a  thriving  business.  We  have  always  favored 
the  colonization  rather  than  the  centralization  method  of 
church  growth  though  there  is  much  to  be  said  on  both 
sides,  as  in  the  consideration  of  any  big  question.  A  fine 
illustration  of  the  colonization  plan  is  found  in  the  work 
of  Dr.  W.  McC.  White  in  Raleigh,  N.  C.  When  he  be- 
came pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  it  was  the 
only  Presbyterian  church  in  the  county  of  Wake.  His 
church  had  421  members.  He  proceeded  to  send  out  from 
his  church  members  to  aid  in  the  organization  of  other 
churches  until  today  there  are  in  Raleigh  the  West  Ral- 
eigh church  with  275  members,  First  VanGuard,  300 
members;  North  VanGuard,  230  members;  Ernest  Myatt, 
150  members;  making  a  total  membership  of  955  mem- 
bers while  the  Mother  church  instead  of  being  impover- 
ished reports  a  growth  in  membership  from  421  to  1375. 

In  addition  to  these  results  of  his  labors,  Dr.  White 
pressed  out  into  rural  districts  and  Varina,  Mt.  Pleasant, 
Willow  Springs,  Fellowship  and  other  church  centers 
sprang  into  existence  as  a  fruitage  of  his  faithful  and 
energetic  efforts. 

There  is  being  manifested  in  Charlotte  today  the 
same  method  of  advancing  the  Kingdom.  On  January 
12,  1941,  a  new  Presbyterian  church  was  organized  in 
the  Oakhurst  community  with  31  charter  members.  This 
work  was  sponsored  by  Dr.  C.  R.  Nisbet  and  his  church, 
the  Caldwell  Memorial.  Rev.  H.  L.  Reaves  is  now  in 
charge  of  this  promising  organization  known  as  the 
Commonwealth  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  December  of  1941  The  Selwyn  Presbyterian  Church 
was  organized  and  now  has  54  members  with  a  Sunday 


School  of  74.  This  new  organization  has  been  sponsored 
by  the  Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church  of  which  Rev. 
James  A.  Jones  is  pastor.  Rev.  J.  M.  Gettys  of  the 
Queen  College  faculty  is  supplying  for  the  present.  The 
new  church  is  located  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter  from 
Myers  Park  Church.  Steps  have  been  taken  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  efficient  church  plant  costing  approxi- 
mately $12,000.00. 

This  shows  what  can  be  done  where  there  is  a  will 
to  work  and  each  one  shoulders  his  share  of  the  re- 
sponsibility.

EVANGELISM 

The  alarming  decrease  in  additions  to  our  church  on 
profession  of  faith  throughout  the  whole  General  As- 
sembly last  year,  should  cause  us  to  put  forth  renewed 
effort  in  soul  saving.  While  we  deplore  this  falling  off 
in  our  self-supporting  churches  yet  we  rejoice  that  in 
our  home  mission  fields  in  this  Synod  there  was  an  aver- 
age of  one  brought  to  Christ  for  every  12  members 
against  an  average  of  over  twice  that  number  in  the 
church  at  large.  Our  Synod's  Committee  has  recom- 
mended the  holding  of  an  evangelistic  meeting  in  every 
church  and  outpost  during  the  church  year.  If  this  is 
carried  out  we  are  confident  that  the  reports  at  the  close 
of  the  year  will  tell  quite  a  different  story  from  that  of 
the  previous  year. 

The  following  on  Jesus  and  Personal  Work  is  taken 
from  the  Plan  Book  of  the  Northern  Presbyterian  Church 
and  is  a  very  helpful  Seminar  on  this  subject.

He  saw  a  man,  named  Matthew,  sitting  at  the 
receipt  of  custom:  and  he  saith  unto  him,  Follow  me. 
And  he  arose,  and  followed  him."  Matthew  9:9. 

VII.  He  Spoke  to  Men  at  Their  Work. 

"And  Jesus,  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two 
brethren,  Simon  called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother, 
casting  a  net  into  the  sea:  for  they  were  fishers.  And 
he  saith  unto  them,  Follow  me,  and  I  will  make  you 
fishers  of  men."  Matthew  4:18-19. 

VIII.  He  Forgot  His  Own  Suffering  in  Personal  Work.

turned  into  money  to  keep  the  pledge  made  to  the  church. 
It  has  been  found  wise  where  this  method  is  used  to 
have  a  committee  to  market  the  produce  or  the  handi- 
crafts, as  it  is  not  always  possible  otherwise  to  find  a 
ready  sale  for  such  materials.  Such  a  committee  also 
prevents  confusion  on  projects,  and  the  glutting  of  the 
market  by  producing  too  much  of  one  kind. 

Where  the  committee  handles  the  matter  construc- 
tively and  advertises  the  type  of  produce  offered  for 
sale,  the  turnover  is  prompt  and  efficient.  Interest  in 
the  church  throughout  the  community  and  larger  areas 
can  be  enlisted  in  helping  such  worthy  projects. 

An  example  of  this  is  found  in  the  case  of  a  widow 
left  practically  penniless.  She  steadily  refused  to  give 
up  contributing  to  the  church,  although  she  was  pressed 
for  funds.  She  affirmed,  "So  long  as  I  own  my  home  and 
have  food  to  eat,  I  will  do  something  to  find  a  way  to 
keep  my  pledge."  Being  a  good  cook,  she  began  to  bake 
bread,  cookies  and  rolls,  and  sold  them  to  her  friends. 
A  notice  posted  in  a  public  hall  and  in  the  post  office, 
as  well  as  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  church,  spread 
the  sales  so  that  she  soon  realized  not  only  enough  to 
meet  her  pledge  but  to  provide  her  own  support. 

(d)  Boys  and  Girls  May  Learn  to  Help 

Many  a  boy  and  girl  gives  the  eggs  laid  on  Sunday. 
Or  they  may  have  a  quart  of  milk  a  week  to  exchange 
for  cash  to  meet  their  pledge  to  the  church  or  the  Sunday 
School.  Others  use  a  portion  of  land  to  raise  fruit  or 
berries.  They  regard  this  as  a  sacred  obligation,  and 
when  the  product  is  marketed,  bring  the  cash  to  the 
service  in  the  systematic  giving  envelopes. 

(e)  Collective  Giving 

In  some  cases  groups  till  the  soil  of  a  separated  area. 
They  give  the  profits  from  the  sales  at  harvest  time  to 
the  church.  This  is  known  as  collective  giving.  It  may 
also  apply  to  cutting  wood  for  the  fuel  of  the  church. 
An  entire  winter's  supply  may  be  cut,  delivered  and 
stacked  in  a  day's  work.  The  men  of  the  congregation 
through  such  collective  efforts  gain  a  valuable  sense  of 
unity.  They  recognize  that  their  united  effort  is  meet- 
ing a  pressing  need. 

2.  Long  Range  Planning 

If  churches  are  to  continue  to  live,  long  range  plan- 
ning must  occupy  a  large  place  in  solving  the  problems 
of  the  situation.    There  are  two  phases  to  this: 
(1)  The  Presbytery's  Part 

The  presbytery's  part  is  on  the  basis  of  "the  strong 
ought  to  bear  the  infirmities  of  the  weak."  Where  the 
power  of  a  presbytery  is  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  needy 
church,  remarkable  results  follow.  This  is  done  usually 
through  the  every-member  canvass  committee  of  the 
presbytery.  In  other  words,  actual  help  is  given  to 
churches  having  trouble  in  financing.    A  successful  can-

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THE  HEART  OF  THE  STEWARDSHIP 
IDEA 

Serving,  giving,  ministering  was  the  very  substance 
•of  the  life  of  our  Lord.  "To  this  end  I  was  born."  "Not 
to  be  ministered  unto  but  to  minister  and  to  give." 
"I  am  among  you  as  he  that  serveth."  "He  saved  others, 
^himself  he  cannot  save." 

We  too,  if  we  are  Christ's,  have  come  not  to  be 
-ministered  unto,  but  to  minister  and  to  serve.  This  is 
-our  high  calling  in  Christ.  "I  have  given  you  an  example 
that  ye  should  do  as  I  have  done."  Giving,  serving, 
ministering  is  not  the  Christian's  avocation,  but  his  voca- 
tion. "By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my 
•disciples." 

In  Dickens'  "Christmas  Carol,"  Jacob  Marley  strives 
to  save  old  Scrooge  from  disaster.  As  Marley  wrings 
his  hands  deploring  his  past  sins,  Scrooge  says,  "But 
.you  were  always  a  good  man  of  business,  Jacob." 

"Business!"  cried  the  ghost.  "Mankind  was  my  busi- 
iness.  The  common  welfare  was  my  business;  charity, 
mercy,  forbearance,  benevolence  were  all  my  business. 
The  dealings  of  my  trade  were  but  a  drop  of  water  in 
-the  comprehensive  ocean  of  my  business." 

Everything  else  to  the  Christian  is  incidental  to  his 
main  business — serving  as  his  Lord  served. 

Stewardship  makes  service  the  primary  motive  in, 
and  the  final  meaning  of,  all  vocations,  and  interprets 
-the  world  not  as  a  "battleground  for  possessions,  but  a 
field  of  honor  for  chivalric  action."  It  requires  that  all 
-the  processes  of  every  business  serve  the  common  need. 
It  dedicates  all  possessions,  all  talents,  training,  privileges 
^ind  social  advantages  to  the  common  good.  That  is  the 
Christian  meaning  of  having.  To  have  is  not  to  own, 
but  to  owe.  God  gives  us  gifts.  They  are  merely  the 
-tools  with  which  we  serve  all  His  children.  "Each  one 
receives  his  manifestation  of  the  Spirit,  for  the  common 
good." 

Stewardship  puts  the  cross  into  the  daily  experience 
of  Christians.  "If  any  man  will  come  after  Me,  let  him 
■deny  himself  and  take  up  his  cross  daily."  Most  Chris- 
tian living  is  merely  negative. 

"I  never  cut  my  neighbor's  throat, 
My  neighbor's  gold  I  never  stole, 
I  never  took  his  house  or  lands — 
But  God  have  mercy  on  my  soul 
For  all  the  good  I  have  not  done!" 

— Marguerite  Wilkinson. 

Life  in  Christ  must  be  positive,  eager,  self -bestowing, 
■seeking  to  do  someone  some  good.  It  is  the  deliberate, 
voluntary,  active,  costly  service  of  every  need  of  man. 
The  cross  is  the  symbol  of  love  giving  itself. 

Stewardship  calls  for  full  and  faithful  use  of  all  life 
and  possessions  in  their  daily  dedication  of  love  and 
service  for  Christ.  This  is  not  a  restricting  asceticism 
but  an  enriching  trusteeship. 

Stewardship  seeks  to  give  rather  than  to  get.  It  re- 
members that  Jesus  said,  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive."  It  thinks  of  money  not  as  something 
sordid,  but  as  something  precious  because  it  is  "minted 
manhood,"  "coined  life  blood,"  "stored  up  life."  Today 
it  is  possible  "for  each  of  us  to  take  some  of  our  own 
nerve  and  sinew  reduced  in  wages  to  the  form  of  money, 
and  through  our  gifts  be  at  work  wherever  the  sun 
shines."  The  miracle  of  money  will  occur  in  the  life 
of  each  Presbyterian,  when  every  church  gives  the  full 
meaning  of  stewardship  to  its  members. 

Stewardship  gives  thrift  a  Christian  interpretation. 
Christian  stewards  do  not  hoard  just  to  have  and  to  keep. 
They  save  only  to  make  possible  a  larger  living  in 
Christ  and  a  larger  giving  to  their  fellows. 


Stewardship  results  in  carefully  planned  living.  When 
life  is  budgeted  on  a  Christian  basis,  its  whole  content 
is  used  joyful!;  and  intelligently  for  a  divine  intent,  the 
will  of  God. 

Are  Presbyterians  pampering  themselves?  Could  not 
life  be  made  more  truly  satisfying  if  men  were  to  plan 
to  live  more  simply?  Would  not  life  be  richer  if  we 
planned  more  for  what  we  might  do  for  others  rather 
than  for  what  we  might  get  for  ourselves? — Selected. 

STEWARDSHIP  IN  THE  RURAL  CHURCH 

James  F.  Riggs. 

The  situation  confronting  the  small  town  and  country 
church  is  serious  enough  to  warrant  the  most  careful 
thinking  and  the  most  constructive  planning.  Since  more 
than  40  percent  of  the  American  people  live  in  villages, 
small  towns,  or  the  open  country,  rural  America  is  im- 
portant. Without  this  area  of  life,  the  strength  of  our 
country  would  be  gone.  Here  is  produced  not  only  the 
food  of  the  nation — and  to  a  degree,  the  food  of  the 
world — but  also  the  fiber,  raw  materials  essential  to  our 
economic  and  social  life. 

Every  religion  which  is  growing  today  teaches  the 
stewardship  conception  of  life  and  resources.  Steward- 
ship derives  its  power  from  the  fact  that  it  touches  the 
conscience — motivating  the  will  to  act.  It  may  be  defined 
as  the  use  of  what  we  are  and  have  for  the  Kingdom  of 
God.  This  experience  makes  God  more  real  to  the  giver, 
as  well  as  to  the  receiver.  As  a  Christian  ideal  it  has 
tremendous  impact  on  conduct.  The  desperate  condition 
of  the  world  today  demands  stewardship.  The  local  church 
must  do  its  part  in  the  teaching  and  practice  of  this 
essential  element  in  Christian  experience. 

There  are  two  especially  important  factors.  The  first 
of  these  is:  Practical  Plans;  and  second,  Long  Range 
Planning. 

1.    Practical  Plans 

After  a  study  ef  local  giving,  which  should  be  as 
painstaking  and  constructive  as  possible,  plans  should  be 
considered,  adopted  and  set  in  motion  to  better  the  situa- 
tion. 

(a)  Youth  Budget  Plan 

Included  in  these  should  be  the  effort  to  spread  the 
base  of  giving.  One  of  these  is  the  Youth  Budget  Plan. 
This  method  is  winning  its  way  to  splendid  results — in 
more  intelligent  and  purposeful,  as  well  as  more  sys- 
tematic giving.    It  begins  at  the  right  point,  with  youth. 

It  is  amazing  to  see  how  much  young  people  can  give. 
In  some  churches  they  have  actually  contributed  as  much 
as  their  elders.  The  Youth  Budget  Plan  is  a  form  of 
stewardship  in  action  and  proves  valuable  training  on 
the  principle  of  "learning  by  doing." 

(b)  Giving  "In  Kind" 

Where  money  is  scarce,  giving  may  be  "in  kind," 
such  as  farm  produce,  or  handicrafts  worked  out  in 
leisure  time.  Potatoes,  cabbages,  beans,  beets,  etc.,  may 
be  given;  or  a  portion  of  land  may  be  set  aside,  and  the 
crop  raised  upon  it  devoted  to  the  support  of  the  church 
and  its  benevolences.  This  may  be  an  acre,  or  a  garden 
plot. 

The  principle  involved  of  using  labor  and  time  for 
the  Lord  is  character  forming,  as  well  as  helpful  to  the 
cause  supported. 

(c)  "The  Work  of  our  Hands" 

Where  spare  time  activities  are  used  for  the  making 
of  handicrafts  like  porch  boxes,  rustic  chairs  and  tables, 
toys,  hooked  rugs,  etc.,  this  always  produces  a  spirit  of 
constructive    generosity.     These    gifts    when    sold  are

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GRANVILLE  PRESBYTERY,  REV.  J.  CECIL 
LAWRENCE 

Rev.  J.  D.  Withrow  began  his  work  in  Granville 
Presbytery  on  the  1st  of  February.  As  you  know,  he 
has  accepted  the  work  which  Mr.  Allen  had.  We  are 
suggesting  that  you  send  from  the  Synod's  Committee 
$33  per  month  to  Mr.  Withrow.  The  churches  and  the 
Presbytery's  Committee  will  take  care  of  the  remainder 
of  his  salary.  I  will  notify  Mr.  Withrow  that  he  may 
expect  this  amount  from  your  committee  each  month. 
Mr.  Withrow  will  receive  his  mail,  Kenly,  Rt.  2. 

We  are  making  plans  to  build  a  manse  for  that  group 
of  churches  near  the  Glendale  High  School.  We  are 
hoping  that  work  will  begin  on  this  within  a  few  days. 
If  you  have  any  suggestions  as  to  where  we  might  secure 
some  gifts,  we  shall  appreciate  knowing  it.  Perhaps 
the  Manse  Erection  League  could  help  us  out  a  bit.  The 
people  in  the  churches  are  furnishing  the  timber  and 
labor,  however,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  additional 
funds  for  finishing  things  which  they  cannot  finish  them- 
selves. 

Dr.  Gillespie,  some  six  months  ago  we  started  an  Out- 
post-Sunday School  below  Mt.  Pleasant.  We  discovered 
a  great  opportunity.  This  work  has  grown  so  rapidly 
that  we  have  gone  right  ahead  in  the  erection  for  a 
place  of  worship  for  them.  Today  the  structure  is  al- 
most ready  for  occupancy.  I  am  enclosing  two  pictures, 
one  showing  the  Sunday  School  meeting  under  a  tree  and 
the  other  being  a  picture  of  the  building  which  we  are 
constructing. 

The  following  are  the  outstanding  fall  and  winter 
activities  in  the  Farmville  Group. 

Special  Evangelistic  Services  were  held  at  Falkland 
in  the  early  fall,  in  which  the  pastor  was  assisted  by 
Rev.  Fred  E.  Manning,  of  LaGrange,  N.  C.  Good  Gospel 
messages  were  delivered,  and  the  services  well  attended. 
Eight  members  were  received  into  the  Church  at  the 
close  of  the  meeting,  and  another  a  little  later. 

Farmville  Church  was  favored  with  a  Conference  for 
Sunday  School  workers,  led  by  Mrs.  William  C.  White, 
Representatives  from  Falkland  and  Fountain  churches 
also  attended  this  Conference. 

A  new  floor  has  been  laid  in  the  auditorium  at  Bal- 
lards  and  material  purchased  for  a  new  floor  and  other 
improvements  in  the  Sunday  School  rooms.  A  fish  and 
oyster  supper  was  served  at  Ballards  and  the  proceeds 
used  toward  the  improvement  of  the  building. 

Union  Thanksgiving  service  was  held  in  Farmville 
with  the  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  preaching 
in  the  Methodist  Church.  Later  in  the  day  a  Thanks- 
giving service  was  held  at  Carraway's  Chapel,  followed 
by  a  picnic  lunch  on  the  grounds,  and  a  delightful  fellow- 
ship hour.  In  the  evening  a  Thanksgiving  service  was 
held  at  Falkland.    The  Rev.  John  Everington,  of  Orlando, 


Fla.,  who  was  visiting  the  pastor  at  that  time,  preached 
in  the  two  last  named  services. 

Special  Christmas  services  were  held  at  the  Farm- 
ville and  Falkland  churches  and  at  Ballards'  and  Carra- 
way's chapels.  The  Joy  Gift  at  Farmville  was  the  largest 
received  during  the  present  pastorate  of  nine  years. 

The  Farmville  church  was  represented  at  Presbytery's 
Evangelistic  Conference,  held  at  Greenville  by  the  pastor 
and  two  members.  One  of  the  members,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Hob- 
good,  was  one  of  the  speakers  on  this  program. 

A  circle  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  been  organized 
at  Ballards,  and  at  Carraway's  a  circle  has  been  organ- 
ized for  over  a  year. 

The  young  people  of  Farmville  meet  with  Mrs.  Wilson 
at  the  manse  on  Thursdays,  and  the  pastor  meets  with 
the  young  people  of  Ballards,  on  Saturday  evenings. 

The  Farmville  church  has  appointed  committees  for 
raising  funds  and  making  improvements  on  the  church 
and  adding  needed  Sunday  School  rooms,  and  funds  are 
being  raised  for  this  purpose. 

The  pastor  of  this  group  has  accepted  a  call  to  the 
Bayless  Memorial  Church,  in  Concord,  N.  C,  and  expects 
to  take  up  the  work  there  April  1.  In  the  meantime 
a  Communicants'  class  will  be  held  in  the  Farmville  com- 
munity, with  the  hope  that  some  interested  young  people 
may  be  prepared  for  church  membership  and  received 
into  the  Church.  Thirty-four  members  have  been  received 
in  this  field  since  April.

What  Your  Church  Means 
To  a  Soldier 

A  few  months  ago  I  came  to  Fort 
Bragg  directly  from  a  civilian  life 
which  had  been  to  say  the  least, 
pleasureable  and  satisfying.  I,  and 
the  others  like  me,  have  had  to  be- 
come accustomed  to  many  new  con- 
ditions, but  the  physical  differences 
have  not  been  the  most  difficult  we 
have  experienced.  The  disarrange- 
ments in  our  relationships  to  other 
people  and  institutions  which  were  a 
part  of  our  former  lives  have  caused 
us  most  concern.  For  many  of  us  the 
leaving  of  our  usual  places  of  wor- 
ship to  Almighty  God  was  a  most 
unwelcome  change. 

To  all  of  us,  no  matter  of  what 
denomination,  the  lofty  spire  and 
clear  ringing  bells  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Fayetteville  beck- 
oned. We  answered  their  call  and 
found  awaiting  us  hands  warm  in 
friendliness  and  hearts  sympathetic 
in  Christian  understanding.  Here 
among  people  who  are  continually 
going  out  of  their  way  to  do  things 
for  us,  in  a  setting  hallowed  by  long 
years  of  worship  to  God,  we  have 
been  able  to  find  a  closeness  to  Him 
who  can  smooth  the  roughest  way 
and  to  realize  anew  that  His  pres- 
ence can  fill  the  void  caused  by  ab- 
sent earthly  friends. 

Here  we  have  thought  together  in 
discussion  periods,  felt  together  in 
inspirational  services,  and  played  to- 
gether on  social  occasions.  In  the 
pastor  and  other  workers  of  the 
church  we  have  found  able  counsel- 
ors and  true  friends  sincerely  inter- 
ested in  our  welfare. 

I  and  my  associates  know  not  what 
lies  ahead;  but  those  of  us  who  have 
been  fortunate  enough  to  have  made 
the  contacts  that  have  been  presented 
to  me  by  the  church,  go  ahead  to 
whatever  may  be  with  faith,  strength 
and  courage  which  even  the  hell 
through  which  we  may  pass  cannot 
shake.

In  making  a  survey  of  the  work 
accomplished  by  this  office  in  1941, 
one  phase  with  which  you  are  con- 
cerned, I  thought  it  would  be  in 
order  to  let  you  know  just  how  much 
help  you  have  been  to  us  in  the  large 
job  of  providing  recreation  and  civil- 
ian contacts  for  the  men  of  the 
Fourth  Regiment. 

First,  in  going  over  the  charts,  I 
find  that  in  the  three  months,  Octo- 
ber, November  and  December,  we 
were  able  to  send  a  total  of  816  men 
to  various  churches  and  communities 
throughout  this  area  for  spiritual 
fellowship  and  recreation  through 
your  kind  and  untiring  assistance  to 
us  in  your  work  of  coordinating  re- 
lationships between  the  army  and  the 
churches  with  which  you  are  direct- 
ly concerned.  This  figure  represents 
approximately  twenty  per  cent  of  our 
strength. 

This  is  only  the  initial  figure  for 
many  men  we  sent  made  such  favor- 
able impressions  upon  the  church 
members  and  the  communities  that 
they  have  been  repeatedly  invited 
back  again  and  have  made  fast 
friends  with  the  churches  and  their 
members. 

To  place  a  value  upon  the  services 
you  have  rendered  this  Regiment 
alone  would  be  impossible.  I  hope  that 
you  will  take  our  expression  of  gen- 
uine thanks  for  your  services  to  con- 
vey all  that  we  mean  to  express. 
Such  a  kindly,  friendly  work  as  yours 
deserves  the  highest  praise,  both 
from  the  army  and  civilians,  and  we 
only  hope  that  during  the  coming 
year  our  fine  relationship  will  grow 
and  continue.

Church.  Each  of  these  churches  will- 
broadcast  once  a  month. 
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A  front  view  of  the  Chapel  at  Honeycutt 
Place.    The    basement   of   this   chapel  is 
almost    ready    for    use    by    the  Sunday 
School. 


HONEYCUTT  PLACE 

Honeycutt  Place  is  a  brand  new 
community,  just  completed.  Those 
living  there  are  the  families  of  the 
non-commissioned  officers  at  Fort 
Bragg  and  the  civilian  workers  on 
the  Fort.  It  is  situated  on  the  Fort 
Bragg  road  just  inside  the  recently 
extended  corporate  limits  of  Fayette- 
ville.  About  twenty-six  hundred  peo- 
ple live  in  this  community. 

As  soon  as  this  community  was 
projected,  Dr.  John  M.  Alexander, 
chairman  of  Synod's  Soldier  Work 
Committee,  secured  a  splendid  loca- 
tion for  a  chapel  and  a  manse  ad- 
jacent to  the  project  area  and  locat- 
ed on  the  Fort  Bragg  Road.  Largely 
because  of  a  lack  of  sufficient  funds, 
the  work  of  constructing  both  manse 
and  chapel  has  progressed  slowly. 
Rev.  C.  Rees  Jenkins,  Soldiers  Home 
pastor,  who  is  in  charge  of  work  at 
Honeycutt  Place,  hopes  to  begin  Sun- 
day school  in  the  chapel  about  the 
middle  of  February. 

Personal  visitation  in  the  homes 
has  revealed  a  distinct  spiritual  hun- 
ger on  the  part  of  many.  Husbands 
and  fathers  are  beginning  to  leave 
for  the  battlefields,  leaving  behind 
them  bewildered  wives  and  mothers 
and  children  who  need  the  comfort 
and  consolation,  the  hope  and  peace 
which  only  faith  in  Christ  can  give 
them.  Before!  the  work  started,  non- 
commissioned officers  were  asking 
their  chaplains  when  some  religious 
work  would  begin  for  their  families. 
Our  work  there  is  an  answer  to  that 
Macedonian  Call. 

As  the  fast  growing  town  of  Fay- 
etteville  is  expanding  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Fort  Bragg,  there  is  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  for  this  new 
chapel  to  develop  into  a  self-support- 


ing church.  But  our  primary  ob- 
jective is  to  extend  the  help  and 
comfort  of  the  Gospel  to  these  fam- 
ilies of  the  men  in  the  service  of  our 
nation.

is  transient — can  hear  the  message 
of  Christ,  and  His  power  to  save. 
There  is  a  golden  opportunity  here 
for  giving  the  gospel  to  many  who 
are  distressed  and  scattered  as 
sheep  having  no  shepherd. 

A  series  of  special  evangelistic 
services  is  being  planned  for  some- 
time in  the  spring,  with  the  Synod's 
Evangelist,  Mr.  R.  K.  Davenport, 
assisting  Mr.  Jenkins.  We  ask  the 
prayers  of  God's  people  everywhere 
that  here  at  the  gates  of  one  of  the 
nation's  largest  military  posts,  a  real 
spiritual  revival  may  come  as  God 
pours  upon  us  the  Gift  of  His  Spirit. 
Would  that  here  God  might  show 
this  nation  that,  "not  by  might,  nor 
by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,"  that 
salvation  both  temporal  and  spiritual 
comes.

SPRING  LAKE  CHAPEL 

Spring  Lake  is  a  fast  growing 
community  just  outside  the  main  en- 
trance to  Fort  Bragg.  It  is  inhabited 
by  the  families  of  the  noncommis- 
sioned officers  and  the  civilian  work- 
ers at  Fort  Bragg,  and  also  by  those 
who  run  beer  joints  and  other  like 
forms  of  amusements.  To  this  com- 
munity, which  has  a  population  of 
about  fifteen  hundred,  the  Presby- 
terian Church  is  the  only  one  which 
is  carrying  the  gospel, 
i,  The  work  started  several  years  ago 
when  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Fayetteville  built  a  chapel  and  be- 
gan holding  regular  services  for  the 
people.  The  national  emergency  has 
resulted  in  a  great  expansion  of  Fort 
Bragg,  and  of  this  community  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Fort.  Therefore  it 
seemed  best  that  the  Soldier's  Work 
Committee  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  should  take  over  this  work 
and  place  it  under  the  direction  of 
the  Soldier's  Home  pastor,  Rev.  C. 
Rees  Jenkins.  This  was  done  in  June, 
1941. 

The  people  who  live  at  Spring  Lake 
are  of  every  denomination  under  the 
sun.  But  this  has  not  prevented 
them  from  looking  on  this  chapel, 
which  was  established  by  the  Pres- 
byterians, as  their  spiritual  home. 
They  appreciate  the  fact  that  some- 
one is  caring  for  their  souls. 

On  the  best  days,  the  Sunday 
school  attendance  is  about  one  hun- 
dred, and  the  evening  worship  is  at- 
tended by  more  than  fifty.  This  is  a 
considerable  increase  over  what  it 
was  last  summer,  when  Mr.  Jenkins 
took  charge.  Besides  these  two  serv- 
ices, a  Young  People's  service  is  held 
each  Sunday  evening.  Our  aim  is  to 
make  the  service  of  this  chapel  en- 
tire'y  evangelistic,  so  that  anyone 
who   passes  by — and  the  population 
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CAMP  DAVIS 

Men  began  coming  into  Camp 
Davis  in  May,  1940,  and  by  the  mid- 
dle of  the  summer  the  Camp  was 
pretty  well  filled  up.  A  maximum  of 
22,500  men  were  in  the  Camp.  Since 
December  7,  these  men  have  been 
moved  out  to  other  places,  leaving 
only  one  regiment  of  white  troops. 
Others  are  now  being  moved  in,  and 
it  is  expected  that  the  Camp  will 
soon  be  filled  to  its  capacity.  Work 
is  already  underway  for  enlarging, 
perhaps  doubling,  the  size  of  the 
Camp. 

The  churches  in  Wilmington,  and 
other  churches  within  reach  of  the 
camp,  were  organized  for  service  to 
these  men  in  accordance  with  Syn- 
od's plan.  A  joint  meeting  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Churches  was 
called,  and  the  work  was  launched 
as  a  united  effort  of  the  Presbyte- 
rians of  this  vicinity. 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Wilmington,  anticipating  the  coming 
of  the  soldiers,  placed  in  her  budget 
for  1941-42  the  salary  of  an  assis- 
tant for  Dr.  A.  D.  P.  Gilmour.  They 
secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Wm.  T. 
Manson,  graduate  of  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  for  this  position, 
with  the  understanding  that  he  would 
have  as  his  special  responsibility  the 
work  with  soldiers  and  sailors  in 
and  around  Wilmington.  The  sick- 
ness of  Dr.  Gilmour  placed  a  heavy 
responsibility  on  Mr.  Manson.  He 
has  done  a  great  work  of  attracting 
service  men  to  the  church,  both  for 
services  and  fellowship.  Mr.  Man- 
son  has  resigned  to  enter  the  army 
as  a  chaplain. 

It  was  soon  recognized  that  the 
young  officers  had  been  left  out  of 
the  planning  and  had  no  contact  with 
the  people  of  Wilmington.  The 
Church  of  the  Covenant  did  Yeo- 
man's service  by  inviting  a  group  of 
young,  unmarried  officers  from  Camp 
Davis  to  a  social  evening  at  the 
church,  which  served  as  an  opening 
into  social  life  of  Wilmington  to 
these  men. 

The  nearest  church  to  Camp  Davis 
is  the  Presbyterian  Mission  church 
at  Topsail,  under  the  leadership  of 
Rev.  C.  C.  Myers.  The  Topsail  Con- 
gregation has  done  fine  work  with 
the  soldiers.  Many  convoys  of  sol- 
diers have  enjoyed  the  worship  serv- 
ices, as  well  as  the  fish  fries,  water- 
melon feasts,  dinners,  and  other  so- 
cial occasions  at  the  church. 

The  Woodburn  Church,  seven 
miles  out  of  Wilmington  in  the  oppo- 
site direction  from  Camp  Davis,  has 
instituted  a  unique  service  to  sol- 
diers. Thirty  or  more  soldiers,  who 
expect  to  be  away  from  camp  over 
a  week-end  are  invited  to  the  com- 
munity. They  are  met  at  the  bus 
station  in  Wilmington,  taken  to  the 
Woodburn  Church,  where  they  are 
met  by  people  who  take  them  to  their 
homes.    On  Sunday  they  attend  all 


the  services.  Sunday  evening  they 
are  taken  back  to  the  bus  station  in 
Wilmington. 

In  Wilmington,  as  well  as  in  other 
communities,  they  have  adopted  the 
plan  of  inviting  all  soldiers  who  at- 
tend the  morning  services  to  the 
homes  of  the  church  members  for 
Sunday  dinner.  This  custom  has 
caused  much  favorable  comment  from 
soldiers  and  their  parents  back  home. 

Since  Dr.  G.  A.  Wilson  began  his 
work  as  director  in  this  area,  Octo- 
ber 1,  he  has  established  personal 
contact  with  all  the  chaplains  in  his 
area.  He  also  has  made  many  pleas- 
ant contacts  with  both  enlisted  and 
officer  personnel  in  this  area.  He 
enjoys  free  access  to  all  parts  of  the 
camps  and  stations  in  the  Coastal 
region,  which  speaks  volumes  for  the 
splendid  Christian  impression  he  has 
made  on  the  Army,  Marine,  and 
Naval  authorities.  Plans  for  en- 
larged and  more  intensified  work 
among  the  Camp  Davis  men  is 
planned,  as  soon  as  the  camp  is  re- 
filled. 

Mrs.  Harry  Wettig,  of  Wilming- 
ton, has  been  engaged  for  full  time 
service  as  church  visitor  in  the  homes 
of  soldier  families.  She  will  work 
through  the  Immanuel  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  is  conveniently  located 
to  the  soldier  housing  projects  and 
also  the  Defense  workers  engaged  in 
shipyards  at  Wilmington.  Mrs.  Wet- 
tig  began  her  work  on  February  1, 
1942. 


MARINE  BASE 

There  is  a  more  challenging  op- 
portunity for  service  at  the  Marine 
Base  than  at  Camp  Davis  because 
the  facilities  both  for  worship  and 
for  recreation  are  far  less  than  those 
provided  at  Camp  Davis.  Some  ten 
thousand  Marines  are  camped  in 
tents.  There  are  no  chapels  or  recre- 
ational halls.  Such  services  as  are 
held  are  held  in  the  mess  halls.  There 
are  only  three  Chaplains,  two  Protes- 
tant and  one  Catholic.  There  are  at 
least  three  separate  encampments, 
and  in  one  of  these  known  as  the 
post  headquarters,  there  is  no  chap- 
lain. The  men  are  off  duty  from 
four  until  ten  P.  M.,  and  they  crowd 
into  the  little  town  of  Jacksonville. 
Since  October  1,  services  have  been 
conducted  twice  each  Sunday  in  the 
Jacksonville  Church  with  Sunday 
school  in  the  morning  and  young  peo- 
ple's meeting  in  the  evening.  Special 
invitations  have  been  extended  to  the 
men  to  attend  these  services  by 
means  of  placards  posted  around  the 
town,  announcements  through  the 
papers,  and  personal  invitations 
printed  on  cards  distributed  to  in- 
dividuals. Some  Marines  have  been 
to  all  of  the  services  and  numbers 
varying  from  three  or  four  to  about 
twenty-five  or  thirty  attend.  At  one 
communion  service  held  on  the  last 


Sunday  night  in  January,  there  was 
a  good  attendance  of  Marines  and 
the  majority  of  them  took  commun- 
ion. One  young  man,  a  Corporal,  has 
been  attracted  to  these  services  and 
has  expressed  a  desire  to  enter  the 
Presbyterian  ministry,  as  a  result  of 
it.  He  is  a  member  of  another  de- 
nomination. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  North- 
ern Church,  one  of  the  strongest 
preachers  of  that  denomination  is 
being  sent  to  Jacksonville  each  month 
to  work  with  the  Marines.  This  ar- 
rangement went  into  effect  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  when  Rev.  W.  T.  Hanzsche, 
D.D.,  of  the  Prospect  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Trenton,  New  Jersey, 
came  and  spent  the  month  of  Janu- 
ary. Dr.  Hanzsche  preached  twice 
each  Sunday  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  Arrangements  were  made 
for  him  to  conduct  chapel  services 
regularly  at  nine  o'clock  on  Sunday 
morning  in  the  mess  hall  at  the  post 
headquarters  camp,  and  this  arrange- 
ment will  continue  indefinitely.  Dr. 
Hanzsche,  by  special  invitation, 
preached  to  practically  the  entire 
regiment  of  the  11th  Marines  in  the 
picture  show  tent.  He  established 
most  cordial  relations  with  the 
Chaplains  and  other  officers.  Ar- 
rangements were  made  with  the  Ons- 
low County  Ministerial  Association, 
under  which  this  worker  from  the 
Northern  Church  who  is  working  un- 
der our  Synod's  committee,  will  offi- 
cially represent  all  protestant  de- 
nominations of  the  county  in  the  Ma- 
rine Base  work. 

At  the  request  of  Chaplain  Ditt- 
mar,  of  the  11th  Marines,  Dr.  Wil- 
son has  arranged  by  invitations  for 
a  number  of  the  men  to  go  to  various 
churches  for  the  Sunday  morning 
service  and  for  dinner  in  the  homes 
of  the  congregation.

Chaplain 
Tower  has  taken  men  to  Kenansville 
and  Hallsville  Churches.  Invitations 
have  been  extended  for  other  Sun- 
days during  the  month  of  February. 

Plans  are  underway  for  establish- 
ing a  social  center  at  New  Bern  in 
connection  with  New  Bern  Church, 
and  Mrs.  Sara  Marriner  has  been 
employed  to  give  her  full  time  as 
hostess  at  New  Bern  and  at  Jack- 
sonville. The  Rev.  Carl  B.  Craig  has 
signified  his  intention  of  accepting 
the  work  as  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Jacksonville,  and  is  expected  to  be  on 
the  field  by  the  first  of  March.  The 
Rev.  R.  Dale  Le  Count,  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Col- 
lege Hill,  Cincinnati,  has  succeeded 
Dr.  Hanzsche  at  Jacksonville  for  the 
month  of  February.

Dr.  Pritchard  says  further:  "Doors  of  opportunity  are 
opening  on  every  side.  Defense  industries  and  enlarging 
manufacturing  centers  are  bringing  thousands  of  new  peo- 
ple into  our  Southland.  The  work  already  begun  must  be 
strengthened  and  new  enterprises  must  be  launched  as 
funds  will  permit.  Only  an  all-out  effort  to  claim  America 
for  Christ  will  meet  the  challenge  of  this  hour." 

Our  special  Synodical  Defense  project,  the  Jacksonville 
church,  is  in  a  true  sense,  a  Home  Mission  project,  as  well 
as  a  soldier  undertaking.  Synod  is  supplying  a  visitor  to 
work  for  a  while  in  Jacksonville,  and  Rev.  Carl  Craig  has 
been  employed  as  a  full-time  pastor.  Thus  our  investment 
should  bring  in  maximum  returns.  Concord  Presbyterial 
has  met  her  amount  in  full,  and  has  gone  20  per  cent 
above.  Each  Auxiliary,  I  am  sure,  will  want  to  have  the 
privilege  of  making  their  contribution  to  this  splendid 
church  building.

An  official  of  Davidson  College  has  said,  "If  bombs 
were  falling  on  Mecklenburg,  we  would  even  then  feel 
the  imperative  of  maintaining  our  high  Educational 
Standards  and  of  keeping  the  College  intact.  ...  To 
euch  a  task  was  she  called  and  she  will  not  be  moved 
from  a  supreme  effort  to  carry  on — come  what  may." 

But  this  is  by  no  means  to  infer  that  Davidson  is 
unconcerned  or  indifferent  to  the  prosecution  of  the  vic- 
tory program.  The  facts  indicate  an  earnest  desire  plus 
a  genuine  effort  to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  in  the  prose- 
cution of  an  all-out  effort.  Among  faculty  members  and 
students  alike  and  in  the  village,  the  sentiment  is  unani- 
mous and  positive.  Definite  progress  has  been  made  since 
the  re-opening  of  the  college  on  January  2. 

A  program  of  acceleration  has  been  adopted  whereby 
the  summer  school  has  been  extended  to  a  12-weeks' 
session.  The  student  may  now  gain  12  semester  hours 
toward  graduation  by  attending  the  full  12  weeks.  For 
the  first  time  in  her  history,  Davidson  is  thus  on  virtually 
a  year-round  basis.  It  is  now  possible  for  the  student  to 
continue  his  studies  straight  through  and  to  graduate 
in  three  calendar  years.  Young  men  now  enrolled  for 
the  Freshman  class  next  September,  are  being  notified 
that  by  entering  in  June,  they  c*n  take  advantage  of  this 
opportunity,  without  creating  any  academic  irregularity. 

Perhaps  Davidson's  greatest  and  most  sustained  con- 
tribution to  the  war  program  is  through  the  local 
R.  O.  T.  C.  For  over  20  years  this  unit  has  been  turning 
out  young  men,  trained  in  the  art  and  science  of  modern 
warfare.  Some  700  have  received  commissions  in  the  Re- 
serve Corps,  and  many  of  these  are  now  in  active  service. 
This  year's  class  of  about  40  men  will  be  commissioned 
into  the  regular  army.  For  13  years  the  Davidson 
R.  0.  T.  C.  unit  has  been  given  a  rating  of  "Excellent" 
and  on  the  last  inspection  was  awarded  the  grade  "Su- 
perior," the  highest  obtainable. 

Although  the  course  in  Military  Science  and  Tactics 
may  be  aptly  termed  Davidson's  fundamental  "Defense 
Course,"  yet  other  courses  of  importance  to  defense  may 
be  mentioned.  The  Davidson  student  may  become  trained 
in  Meteorology,  Advanced  Physics,  including  Electricity 
and  Radio  Communication,  and  Advanced  Chemistry 
which  includes  Industrial  Chemistry.  He  may  elect 
courses  in  Geology  and  Geography,  which  will  give  him 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  natural  resources  and  their 
conservation.  In  the  field  of  Mathematics,  courses  are 
offered  in  Surveying  and  Descriptive  Geometry;  and  a 
special  course  in  Spherical  Trigonometry  is  now  given 
in  which  the  students  solve  military  problems,  sent  to  our 
Mathematics  Department  by  the  United  States  Military 
Academy  at  West  Point.  In  the  Department  of  Business 
Administration  classes  are  given  in  Taxation,  Finance, 
Statistics,  and  Accounting.  In  the  fields  of  Law  and 
Political  Science,  Davidson  offers  careful  training  in 
Theories  of  Government,  as  well  as  in  Constitutional 
and  International  Law.  Of  course,  all  the  more  prom- 
inent Modern  languages  are  taught  and  the  specialist  in 
foreign  languages  is  always  in  a  position  to  offer  dis- 
tinctive service  to  his  country. 

To  meet  the  emergency  in  the  field  of  Physical  Edu- 
cation and  development  Davidson  has  recently  broadened 
her  program.  Whereas  a  well  organized  department  of 
Physical  Education,  which  includes  all  forms  of  ath- 
letics, has  long  been  emphasized  and  nurtured,  the  new 
plans  are  designed  to  include  all  students  not  already 
engaging  in  a  definite  athletic  activity.  There  are  two 
group  meetings  daily,  with  a  varied  assortment  of  exer- 
cises and  physical  contests  to  suit  the  proclivities  of 
each  individual.    This  expansion  of  athletics  has  as  its 


QUEENS  COLLEGE  AND  THE  WAR 

We  are  patriots  at  Queens  College.  We  wish  to  take 
our  proper  part  in  winning  this  war  and  in  winning  the 
greater  victory  of  a  righteous  peace  when  the  battles  end. 

What  is  this  college's  part  now?  Well,  a  college  for 
women  can  scarcely  set  up  an  R.  O.  T.  C.  As  well  as  our 
young  women  might  fly  airplanes,  so  long  as  we  are  not 
to  have  flying  fighters  from  among  the  girls  it  is  im- 
practical to  set  up  a  flying  corps  of  women,  for  the 
planes  are  all  needed  for  the  men  who  are  actually  pre- 
paring to  fight  in  the  air.  There  are  some  things  that 
obviously  Queens  College  should  not  attempt  to  do. 

But  there  are  some  things  that  we  are  doing.  First, 
it  is  noticeable  on  this  campus  that  students  are  making 
the  most  of  their  courses  as  never  before.  In  a  serious 
world  such  as  ours  a  student  is  ashamed  to  fail.  Study- 
ing, as  well  as  fighting  and  producing  armaments,  is  a 
war  measure.  Our  nation  needs  the  best  intellects  which 
youth  can  equip,  and  needs  them  now. 

The  young  women,  perhaps  largely  of  the  Americas, 
must  transmit  the  cultural  heritage  of  the  race.  If  there 
are  long  years  of  war  ahead,  their  brothers  and  sweet- 
hearts through  military  necessity  may  be  denied  an  op- 
portunity to  complete  their  education.  Four-fifths  of  the 
youth  of  our  world  are  already  out  of  school.  If  the 
finer  intellectual  things  of  our  inheritance  are  to  bo 
passed  on  to  the  rising  generation,  then  it  is  largely  up 
to  our  young  women  to  do  so.  If  a  girl  was  ever  obli- 
gated to  make  the  most  of  college  and  her  parents  to 
give  her  this  opportunity,  surely  they  should  feel  that, 
obligation  today. 

The  faculty  at  this  college  must  do  a  better  job. 
They  have  been  doing  their  work  well  in  the  past,  but 
we  are  agreed  that  we  must  do  it  better.  As  the  lights 
of  learning  are  being  put  out  over  the  world,  we  who 
still  have  the  priviiege  of  teaching  must  trim  our  lamps 
that  we  may  send  more  light  out  into  a  dark  world. 
Never  did  men  need  knowledge  more.  In  the  days  to 
come  we  will  need  thinkers  who  can  think  and  think  and 
think. 

If  it  is  to  amount  to  anything,  it  must  be  Christ- 
guided  thinking.  Education  alone  cannot  save  mankind. 
We  might  train  a  thinker  who  could  outwit  Hitler  and 
all  his  gang,  but  if  his  ethical  ideas  and  motives  were 
no  better  than  Hitler's,  he  might  become  even  a  deadlier 
demon  of  evil.  We  need  Christian  thinkers  to  plan  and 
create  a  better  world. 

Herein,  do  our  colleges  have  their  supreme  oppor- 
tunity. The  days  ahead  will  be  financially  difficult  for 
all  church  colleges.  Unless  men  and  women  of  discre- 
tion rally  to  their  support,  colleges  such  as  Queens  can- 
not fulfill  their  obligation  to  God  and  man. 


sole  purpose  the  proper  body  conditioning  of  every  stu- 
dent at  Davidson  College. 

The  town  of  Davidson  has  caught  the  spirit  of  Pre- 
paredness and  is  working  closely  with  the  College  to 
effect  an  efficient  and  reliable  Civilian  Defense  Organ- 
ization. All  elements  of  the  community  and  College  are 
coordinated  under  responsible  committees.  Nineteen  such 
committees  have  been  appointed,  each  headed  by  a  citizen 
of  the  town  or  member  of  the  College  faculty.  The  con- 
servation committee  has  already  gathered  over  six  tons 
of  waste  paper  and  several  tons  of  metal.  Dr.  George  B. 
Watts,  professor  of  French,  is  serving  as  one  of  two

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Flora  Macdonald  College 
held  its  mid-winter  meeting  in  the  office  of  the  president 
of  the  college  on  Tuesday,  February  17,  with  a  good 
attendance.  Mr.  Edwin  Morgan,  the  chairman,  presided. 

President  H.  G.  Bedinger  reported  an  increased  at- 
tendance over  last  year,  the  enrollment  numbering  332, 
of  whom  278  are  boarding  students,  49  day  students,  and 
5  special  students.  The  dormitories  are  filled  and  the 
overflow  placed  in  private  homes.  The  present  graduat- 
ing class  numbers  57.  While  a  few  students  dropped  out, 
others  entered  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester, 
making  a  net  loss  of  only  ten  students. 

Dr.  Bedinger  reported  only  two  changes  in  the  fac- 
ulty, and  that  the  college  on  the  whole  is  doing  excellent 
work.  Eight  members  of  the  faculty  did  advanced  work 
in  summer  school  during  the  past  summer.  The  faculty 
was  re-elected  for  next  year  without  change,  and  most 
of  them  are  expected  to  return. 

The  summer  school  was  continued  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Mary  Conoly.  Under  the  accelerated  pro- 
gram, by  attending  summer  school,  students  can  graduate 
in  three  years. 

A  number  of  improvements  in  the  physical  plant, 
which  have  added  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  students,  were  reported.  The  college  is  operating 
on  a  balanced  budget. 

In  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  operating  the  col- 
lege, the  charges  for  next  year  were  increased  by  $25 
for  boarding  students,  and  $19  for  day  students.  This 
will  make  the  charges  for  boarding  students  $375,  plus 
fees  and  books. 

The  students  are  greatly  interested  in  defense  activ- 
ities. Most  of  them  are  enrolled  in  extra-curricular 
courses  in  health  nutrition,  home  nursing,  first  aid,  and 
motor  mechanics. 

Mr.  Edwin  Morgan,  chairman  of  the  Association  for 
the  Liquidation  of  the  Debt,  reported  that  $10,000  is  in 
hand  to  apply  upon  the  debt,  and  that  the  movement 
will  be  continued  until  the  debt  is  paid.  Sincere  appre- 
ciation was  expressed  to  all  who  contributed  to  this  fund. 

The  trustees  voted  to  participate  in  the  General  As- 
sembly's Education  Movement.  The  extent  of  participa- 
tion in  plans  of  the  Synod's  Special  Committee  on  the 
Education  Movement  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

It  was  reported  that  the  proceeds  from  the  F.  O. 
Hawley  estate,  establishing  the  Margaret  McKinnon  Haw- 
ley  Memorial  scholarship,  amounted  to  $5,000 ;  also  that 
the  receipts  from  the  bequest  of  the  late  Mr.  John  W. 
McLaughlin  had  amounted  to  $2,000  to  which  more  will 
be  added.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  appreciation  of  the 
long  and  valuable  services  of  Mr.  McLaughlin  as  trustee 
of  the  college,  voted  to  set  up  $1,000  of  this  amount  as 
a  memorial  scholarship  in  his  honor. 

The  plan  of  a  special  committee  in  regard  to  adding 
women  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  approved  and  for- 
warded to  the  controlling  Presbyteries  as  a  recommenda- 
tion. Under  this  plan,  each  Presbyterial  will  select  one 
trustee  to  be  elected  by  its  Presbytery.  The  Alumnae 
Association  will  select  two  women  for  election  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Fayetteville  as  trustees-at-large. 

The  committees  of  the  Board  were  requested  to  meet 
and  study  various  phases  of  the  progress  of  the  college, 
and  report  at  the  May  meeting. 

The  Flora  Macdonald  College  Advisory  Board,  which 
consists  of  women  representing  the  three  Presbyterials 
of  the  college,  also  held  their  annual  meeting  Wednesday, 
with  eleven  members  present.    After  sitting  with  the

The  faculty  and  students  of  this  Seminary  have  en- 
tered into  the  final  term  of  work  during  the  current 
session,  and  are  now  looking  toward  the  summer,  during 
which  seniors  will  be  accepting  calls  to  permanent  work 
and  underclassmen  will  be  securing  appointments  for 
practical  work.  The  spring  term  opened  on  Thursday 
morning,  February  12.  The  Rev.  Prof.  Ernest  Trice 
Thompson,  D.D.,  Litt.D.,  professor  of  church  history,  is 
on  sabbatical  leave  during  this  term.  The  Rev.  Robert  W. 
Kirkpatrick,  Th.M.,  is  resuming  his  special  work  in  the 
speech  department  after  a  period  of  absence  during  the 
January  term. 

The  Mid-winter  Course  for  Ministers  closed  January 
31,  following  a  very  successful  term.  Statistics  issued 
by  Dr.  Donald  W.  Richardson,  dean  of  the  graduate  de- 
partment, indicated  that  there  have  already  been  101 
students  enrolled  for  residence  or  non-residence  graduate 
study  this  session.  Of  this  number,  35  are  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Th.D.,  64  are  candidates  for  the  de- 
gree of  Th.M.,  and  two  are  special  students. 

During  the  January  term  the  regular  faculty  was 
augmented  by  the  Rev.  Prof.  Emeritus  Edward  Mack, 
Ph.D.,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  who  taught  an  elective  course  in 
Messianic  Prophecy.  It  was  a  source  of  great  joy  and 
inspiration  to  have  Dr.  Mack  again  in  our  midst. 

The  Sprunt  Lecture  Series  for  1942  was  declared  by 
many  of  the  "old-timers"  to  be  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful in  the  history  of  that  very  distinguished  foundation. 
Lecturers  were  the  Rev.  Holmes  Rolston,  Th.D.,  D.D.,  of 
Charlotte,  N.  C,  a  son  of  this  Seminary  and  one  of  the 
youngest  men  ever  selected  to  deliver  a  series  of  lec- 
tures on  the  Sprunt  lectureship;  the  Rev.  Clarence  E. 
Macartney,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Litt.D.,  distinguished  and  beloved 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Pittsburgh;  and 
Bishop  Edwin  Holt  Hughes,  S.T.D.,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  senior 
prelate  of  the  Methodist  Church.  The  lectures  were 
characterized  by  their  uniformity  of  attractiveness, 
practicality,  and  scholarship. 

A  highlight  of  the  week  was  the  annual  alumni  ban- 
quet held  in  the  refectory  of  Richmond  Hall  on  Feb- 
ruary 5.  New  officers  of  the  association  are  the  Rev. 
James  G.  Patton,  Jr.,  D.D.,  Waynesboro,  Va.,  president; 
the  Rev.  J.  E.  Agsten,  Ronceverte,  W.  Va.,  vice  president; 
and  Dr.  J.  Gray  McAllister,  Richmond,  Va.,  secretary- 
treasurer.  The  address  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  J.  E. 
Cousar,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  class  of  1919,  minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Covington,  Va.  The  group  stood 
in  a  moment's  silence  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Dr.  A.  P. 
Hassell,  president  of  the  association,  whose  death  occur- 
red since  the  last  meeting. 

The  following  students  have  been  designated  as  the 
holders  of  fellowships  during  the  1942-43  session:  John 
Osman,  Clinton,  S.  C,  re-elected  to  the  Thomas  Cary 
Johnson  Fellowship  in  Systematic  Theology;  Wade  H.

The  administration,  faculty,  and  students  of  Peace 
Junior  College  are  giving  serious  thought  to  the  place 
Peace  Junior  College  can  play  in  the  National  Defense 
program  of  today.  The  National  Emergency  has  brought 
adjustments  to  all  of  the  colleges  and  even  though  Peace 
is  distinctly  a  woman's  college,  it  has  been  necessary  to 
study  any  change  of  policies  that  should  be  made  and 
which  are  necessary  to  meet  current  conditions. 

In  the  defense  program  as  now  being  operated  at 
Peace: 

(1)  The  academic  work  of  students  stands  as  its  first 
line  of  defense.  Students  are  urged  te  take  advantage 
of  the  educational  opportunities  that  are  being  offered 
them  in  the  classroom,  laboratories,  and  in  the  library, 
in  order  to  be  more  thorough  and  efficient.  This  should 
result  in  the  reduction  of  academic  failures  in  the  col- 
lege. The  commercial  students  are  particularly  urged  to 
complete  their  standards  of  work  as  there  is  a  great 
demand  for  well-trained  commercial  people.  A  large 
number  of  both  the  first-  and  second-year  students  in  this 
department  here  are  standing  Civil  Service  or  North 
Carolina  Merit  examinations  and  we  are  making  every 
effort  to  have  them  prepared  for  these  examinations. 

(2)  Individual  health  of  students  is  being  emphasized. 
Students  are  being  urged  to  study  their  own  physical 
condition  from  a  constructive  point  of  view.  The  poor 
physical  condition  of  the  men  who  have  seen  selected  for 
induction  into  the  Army  has  made  health  of  individuals 
a  more  definite  problem  and  a  matter  of  interest.  A 
more  elaborate  physical  education  program  is  in  opera- 
tion at  the  present  time  in  the  college. 

(3)  The  curriculum  is  being  modified  to  meet  mod- 
ern demands.  Pre-vocational  courses,  in  addition  to  the 
commercial  courses,  are  being  emphasized;  among  these 
are  the  pre-nursing  courses,  courses  for  laboratory  tech- 
nicians, etc.  The  Home  Economics  courses  in  sewing  and 
dietetics  are  also  being  emphasized. 

(4)  First-aid  courses  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Raleigh  Red  Cross  have  been  arranged. 

(5)  A  knitting  and  sewing  program  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  local  Red  Cross  has  been  instituted.  Consid- 
erable knitting  and  sewing  for  the  Red  Cross  is  being 
done.  A  beginner's  class  in  knitting  is  available  for  stu- 
dents who  wish  to  learn  to  knit. 

(6)  The  sale  of  defense  stamps  is  being  promoted. 
Practically  every  girl  in  school  has  her  defense  stamp 
book  and  is  making  her  financial  contribution  to  the  wai 
by  denying  herself  some  of  her  usual  extravagancies  or 
luxuries. 

Other  adjustments  and  plans  will  be  made  in  line 
with  the  needs  as  the  war  continues. 

Peace  this  year,  as  in  other  years,  has  been  affiliated 
with  the  Raleigh  Civic  Music  Association,  giving  the 
boarding  students  tickets  to  this  rather  than  running 
individual  lecture  and  concert  series  at  the  college.  Re- 
cent concerts  which  the  Peace  girls  have  attended  have 
been  those  given  by  Sergei  Rachmaninoff,  Gladys  Swarth- 
out,  Lauritz  Melchoir  and  Lotte  Lehmann,  and  Nathan 
Milstein  and  Luboshutz  and  Nemenoff.  This  has  been  an 
unusual  series  of  concerts. 

The  Peace  Student  Christian  Association  has  had 
speakers  in  January  and  February,  Rev.  Kelsey  Regen, 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Durham  and 
Mrs.  George  Carver,  a  returned  Baptist  missionary  from 
China,  who  is,  at  present,  living  at  Wake  Forest.

REPORT   OF   PRESIDENT   TO  EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE 
February  13,  1942 

Brethren: 

The  author  of  Proverbs  has  written,  "If  thou  faint 
in  the  day  of  adversity,  thy  strength  is  small."  Prov. 
24:10.  The  world  has  come  upon  days  of  adversity,  and 
it  would  be  willful  blindness  on  our  part  not  to  recognize 
these  as  difficult  times  for  our  college.  The  war  is 
changing  many  things,  and  already  it  has  affected  Presby- 
terian Junior  College  in  many  ways.  We  must  look  facts 
calmly  in  the  face,  without  wincing.  We  must  meet 
conditions  and  seek  to  adjust  to  them  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible. However,  we  must  not  fail  in  faith,  nor  be  weak 
in  purpose.  Anticipation  of  difficulties  is  often  much 
worse  than  their  realization.  We  must  not  "faint  in  the 
day  of  adversity."  Surely  Christian  Education  is  more 
needed  in  the  world  today  than  ever  before.  If  the 
Chinese  evacuated  their  colleges  to  the  interior,  and  there 
operate  them  in  bomb  shelters,  clearly  we  must  prize  our 
work  of  Christian  education.  When  the  Poles  have  or- 
ganized a  sub-rosa  system  of  education  to  preserve 
Polish  culture  in  spite  of  the  Nazi  oppressor,  certainly 
we  should  not  think  of  retreat  in  our  work  of  Christian 
education,  but  should  face  the  front  and  press  on  in  the 
battle  to  build  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the  hearts  and 
lives  of  men.  Men  need  the  message  of  Christian  edu- 
cation today.  Recently  after  preaching  a  sermon  on  the 
poise  to  be  found  in  strong  faith,  I  was  introduced  to  an 
Englishman  who  was  visiting  relatives  in  America,  while 
he  recuperated  from  injuries  received  in  the  battle  of 
Crete.  He  expressed  agreement  with  the  thesis  in  the 
sermon,  and  said,  "When  one  is  in  a  fix  like  we  were  in 
Crete,  that's  all  there  is  to  hold  on  to." 

We  must  not  forget  the  bright  colors  in  the  pictui'e. 
There  is  much  cause  for  sincere  gratitude  to  our  heaven- 
ly Father,  in  this  Christian  educational  enterprise  at 
Presbyterian  Junior  College. 

Students 

Upon  the  declaration  of  war  there  was  widespread 
■concern  lest  there  be  a  wholesale  exodus  of  students.  We 
have  lost  25  students  since  college  opened.  However, 
there  were  more  new  students  the  second  semester  than 
<ever  before;  17  young  people  enrolled.  So  our  present 
student  body  is  94,  which  is  exactly  the  average  enroll- 
ment for  the  first  semester,  as  the  average  is  figured  on 
a  financial  income  basis.

The  executive  commit- 
tee of  Peace  is  planning  to  promote  a  family  campaign 
in  the  interest  of  the  college  during  1942  and  to  partici- 
pate in  the  general  united  campaign  of  the  colleges  in 
1943. 


Faculty  and  Staff 

The  war  has  been  felt  most  acutely  in  the  effect  upon 
our  faculty.  Professor  F.  H.  Ponish  became  an  aviation 
instructor  last  fall.  Professor  R.  Mack  Robinson,  Jr., 
was  about  to  be  drafted,  and  became  an  instructor  in  an 
army  air  corps  camp.  Professor  Frank  Armfield,  Jr.,  is 
entering  government  service  in  Washington.  Professor 
Oscar  B.  McCormick  has  been  called  into  military  serv- 
ice. War  time  made  it  necessary  for  Dr.  R.  N.  LeFevre 
to  drop  the  physics  courses.  One  janitor  was  drafted. 
Professors  Brown  and  Paine  were  called  by  their  draft 
boards  but  they  were  deferred.  At  one  time  it  looked  as 
if  our  whole  organization  might  be  disrupted.  We  are 
thankful  that  these  problems  have  been  solved.  Their 
solution  required  expenditure  of  considerable  effort,  time, 
and  some  money.  Miss  Myrtle  Edwards,  M.A.,  a  former 
teacher  of  mathematics  at  Bowden  State  College,  is 
teaching  mathematics.  Professor  Ferrene,  at  the  cost  of 
great  personal  inconvenience,  has  taken  over  the  physics 
department.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  Pro- 
fessor Armfield's  successor.  Mr.  Jesse  B.  McArthur  is  to 
be  Coordinator  of  aviation.  Next  fall  Professor  Jamie 
P.  Snipes  will  help  with  the  teaching. 

We  would  record  appreciation  of  the  faithfulness  and 
cooperation  of  the  faculty  and  staff. 

Curriculum 

According  to  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee 
on  January  2,  plans  are  going  forward  for  cooperating 
with  the  Government  by  accelerating  the  educational  pro- 
gram through  having  a  double  summer  school. 

Extra-Curricular  Activities 
We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  a  large  number  of 
visiting  ministers  and  missionaries  speak  to  the  students 
during  the  session.  Religious  Emphasis  Week  is  to  be 
observed  February  16-20.  Rev.  Irving  M.  Ellis,  pastor 
of  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Gastonia,  N.  C,  will  speak 
twice  daily.  Five  students  are  attending  the  Presby- 
terian Students  Association  meeting  at  Davidson.  The 
Glee  Club  work  has  been  particularly  gratifying  this  ses- 
sion. The  literary  society,  student  council,  Bagpipe 
staff,  and  Student  Christian  Association  have  been  active. 
Athletics  have  been  carried  under  Coach  Brown.  The 
students  are  publishing  a  weekly  paper,  "The  Sandspur." 

Library 

Conforming  to  the  recommendations  of  the  survey 
made  by  Dr.  George  Works,  we  have  been  making  efforts 
to  improve  the  library. 

Christian  Education  Movement 

Plans  have  not  been  fully  worked  out,  and  since  this 
is  a  cooperative  effort,  we  cannot  make  decisions  alone. 

Conclusion 

There  may  be  many  factors  in  the  current  situation 
which  will  enable  our  college  to  do  an  increasingly  use- 
ful work  in  the  future.  More  prospective  students  have 
money  with  which  to  attend  college.  There  may  be  a 
greater  desire  for  college  education  on  the  part  of  young 
men  who  know  they  will  face  military  training  at  the 
age  of  twenty.  Perhaps  in  time  of  crisis,  people  with 
means  may  think  of  essential  values  more  seriously,  and 
gifts  to  the  college  may  increase.  It  seems  to  me  we 
should  seek  to  be  faithful  in  carrying  on  the  work  of 
Christian  Education  for  which  this  school  was  founded. 
We  should  seek  to  go  forward  with  greatest  economy 
consistent  with  proper  maintenance  of  the  educational 
program.  With  gratitude  for  the  interest  and  self- 
sacrificing  contribution  of  time  and  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  trustees,  I  am,

to  make  a  donation  to  the  emergency  fund  of  the  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society.  The  budget  is  raised  through  volun- 
tary contributions  from  the  faculty  and  student  body. 

Work  on  the  Edward  D.  Latta  Memorial  Building,  a 
new  unit  of  the  library,  is  progressing  on  schedule,  a 
great  deal  of  the  exterior  work  having  been  completed. 
Meanwhile,  the  library  is  being  housed  in  a  small  portion 
of  the  Spence  Library  Building  and  in  the  basement  of 
Richmond  Hall.  Thanks  is  due  to  Librarian  Henry  M. 
Brimm  and  his  assistants,  Mrs.  Mary  Ella  Osman  and 
Ernest  White,  who,  with  the  help  of  a  capable  corps  of 
student  assistants,  are  doing  a  splendid  job  of  making 
library  facilities  available  in  spite  of  the  difficult  condi- 
tions under  which  they  must  work.  Barring  any  unfor- 
seen  delays,  the  new  building  should  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy sometime  during  the  next  session. 

For  the  first  time  in  recent  years,  Union  Theological 
Seminary  will  this  summer  operate  a  summer  session, 
running  from  August  4  through  September  1.  Courses 
will  be  offered  to  graduate  and  special  students  by  four 
•of  the  regular  faculty  members.  Information  concerning 
the  summer  session  may  be  obtained  by  writing  Dr.  John 
Newton  Thomas,  director. 

Today  the  Seminary  feels  more  than  ever  before  the 
serious  and  important  responsibility  which  it  has  in  pre- 
paring young  men  to  proclaim  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
in  a  world  which  is  hungry  for  peace  and  concord.

vass  director  agrees  through  this  committee  to  give  a 
day  to  a  needy  church  in  setting  up  an  efficient  canvass. 
If  more  time  is  necessary,  other  leaders  in  the  same  field 
may  be  called  upon.  The  purpose  is  to  enable  churches 
to  get  on  their  feet.  Such  help  should  continue  to  be 
given  so  long  as  it  is  needed. 

(2)  Stewardship 

The  real  background  for  giving  is  devotion.  To 
separate  a  man  from  his  money  cannot  be  called  giving 
in  any  worthy  sense  of  that  word.  To  cultivate  true 
benevolence  in  the  local  church  is  the  task  of  the  pastor 
and  his  officers.  But  it  is  also  the  responsibility  of  all 
members.  They  are  to  be  stewards  and  will  respond  to 
the  best  of  their  ability  if  they  are  developed  in  the 
graces  of  stewardship.  Thus  the  needs  of  the  local 
church  and  the  world-wide  service  it  renders  will  be  met. 

Through  sermons,  addresses,  discussion  groups,  and 
schools  of  stewardship,  the  attitude  of  the  church  is  lifted 
and  the  level  of  giving  is  increased. 

Where  There  is  a  Will  There  is  a  Way 

In  the  support  of  the  local  church,  the  old  saying, 
"Where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way,"  still  holds  good. 
Love  for  the  church  and  refusal  to  let  it  down  conquers 
obstacles  to  giving.  Such  a  spirit  finds  satisfaction 
through  the  constructive  methods  indicated.  If  America 
is  to  remain  Christian  and  democratic,  the  Church  in 
rural  areas  must  be  supported — not  in  a  miserly  fashion 
but  as  a  strong  aggressive  force  for  righteousness.

and  gives  his  Saturdays  each  week  to  this  activity.  On 
Monday,  February  16,  more  than  500  men  between  the 
ages  of  20  and  44  were  registered  at  the  College,  which 
was  the  center  for  north  Mecklenburg.  Approximately 
100  students  and  faculty  members  were  among  the  regis- 
trants. Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham,  president  of  Davidson 
College,  was  the  principal  speaker  at  a  county-wide 
Youth  Rally,  held  at  the  Dilworth  Methodist  Church, 
Charlotte,  N.  C,  on  Thursday  night,  February  12.  Dr. 
Cunningham  discussed  the  subject  of  "Christ  and  Youth 
in  Our  Modern  World,"  emphasizing  the  essential  part 
that  youth  must  play  in  re-vitalizing  Christianity  for 
World  salvation. 

Belief  that  the  goal  of  education  is  preparation  for 
effective  living  in  a  Democratic  Society  was  stressed  by 
Dr.  P.  H.  Gwyn  of  Davidson  College,  in  a  lecture  at  Cen- 
tral High  School  in  Charlotte,  Monday  afternoon,  Feb- 
ruary 9.  This  occasion  marked  the  second  in  a  series 
of  lectures  sponsored  by  the  Charlotte  University  Women 
and  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  of  Mecklenburg 
County.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  ADVANCE 

The  launching  of  the  United  Christian  Educa- 
tion Advance  for  Presbyterians  by  the  1942  Gen- 
eral Assembly  should  be  an  inspiration  to  all  who 
are  interested  in  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  church. 
In  times  like  these  Religious  Education  will 
strengthen  the  individual  Christian,  and  as  each 
individual  develops,  so  grows  our  church.  "The 
world  at  its  worst  requires  the  church  at  its  best." 

Let  us  as  individuals  consider  some  ways  in 
which  the  women  may  help  carry  out  the  religious 
education  program: 

First,  let  us  think  about  the  children.  The  Va- 
cation Bible  School  is  the  best  medium  to  reach 
the  child,  who  in  turn  will  influence  the  family. 
Make  the  Vacation  Bible  Schools  evangelistic,  and 
seek  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  work  done  in 
the  school. 

Have  a  Junior  Choir.   Music  builds  morale. 

Let  us  strive  to  have  the  Bible  taught  in  all  of 
the  high  schools  and  elementary  schools,  including 
the  Negro  schools.  Since  our  birthday  gift  this 
year  goes  for  work  among  the  Negroes,  we  will  be 
more  conscious  of  their  needs.  We  can  conduct 
morning  devotionals  for  them  in  their  schools,  and 
seek  always  to  witness  for  the  Master  in  a  way 
that  will  influence  them.  Especially  should  we 
strive  to  give  spiritual  uplift  to  those  who  work 
in  our  homes. 

Soon  it  will  be  Conference  time  for  youth.  Give 
as  many  young  people  as  possible  the  wonderful 
opportunity  to  attend  these  conferences,  for  many 
a  youth  is  touched  at  this  period  of  life  never  to 


return  to  the  former  way  of  thinking  and  living. 

And  the  adult  advisors.  They  need  the  sort  of 
refreshment  and  inspiration  that  can  be  gotten  in 
the  courses  given  at  the  Montreat  Leadership  Train- 
ing School  each  summer. 

And  don't  forget  the  college  boys  and  girls  when 
they  come  home.  Remember  "We  use  them  or  we 
lose  them." 

Lastly,  the  adult  membership  is  large  and  needs 
the  best  in  the  way  of  Religious  Education.  They 
make  the  home,  and — the  church.

OUR  CHURCH  COLLEGES 

As  a  church  we  are  too  apt  to  take  our  colleges 
for  granted.  But  it  was  neither  by  chance  nor  hap- 
hazard planning  that  our  church  colleges  came  into 
being,  when  they  did  or  where  they  are. 

That  our  state  has  three  Senior  Presbyterian 
Colleges  and  three  Junior  Colleges  is  cause  for 
just  pride  and  calls  for  commensurate  support. 

The  hearts  and  minds  of  many  of  our  Presby- 
terian constituency  are  turning  eagerly  at  this  sea- 
son to  our  colleges  as  these  institutions  are  gradu- 
ating our  young  men  and  women. 

Not  for  a  long  time  have  these  colleges  needed 
our  thought  and  practical  support  as  now.  They 
are  faced  with  new  problems  incident  to  the  war. 
Increased  demands  are  made  upon  administration, 
faculty  and  students.  Classes  and  curricula  have 
been  speeded  up,  though  with  the  determination  that 
educational  standards  shall  not  be  lowered. 

The  Christian  cJ  Education  Movement,  initiated 
two  years  ago,  by  our  General  Assembly  has  re- 
ceived cooperation,  as  to  organization.  Committees 
have  been  set  up  by  Presbyteries  and  Synods,  as 
asked  by  the  Assembly. 

Now,  in  the  second  year  of  this  Movement,  the 
work  of  these  committees  is  largely  educational. 
These  committees  are  concerning  themselves  with 
vital  questions  about  our  church  related  colleges. 
Do  we  have  too  many?  Do  we  have  enough?  Are 
they  fulfilling  the  purpose  for  which  they  were 
established?  Are  they  Christian  in  deed  as  in  name? 
How  can  we  decrease  the  indebtedness  which  is  on 
some  of  them?  How  can  we  increase  the  endowment 
of  all  of  them?  The  prayers  and  thoughtful  inter- 
est of  our  whole  church  are  asked  for  this  movement. 

The  Synodical  Committee  on  Synod's  Educa- 
tional Institutions,  composed  of  three  women,  pre- 
pared a  tentative  program  on  the  three  Senior  Col- 
leges and  the  three  Junior  Colleges  of  our  North 
Carolina  Synod. 

This  program  was  sent  to  every  Auxiliary  in  our 
Synodical,  with  the  request  that  it  be  presented, 
during  the  month  of  April,  in  each  Auxiliary  and  in 
the  Sunday  School. 

This  program  was  sent  out  with  the  hope  of  fix- 
ing the  attention  of  parents  and  prospective  stu- 
dents upon  our  church  colleges.  There  is  a  mutual 
need  between  our  church  and  its  colleges.  Send  for 
catalogs  and  strengthen  our  church  by  supporting 
its  colleges.

The  Religious  Education  Advance  is  a  movement 
in  which  the  forty-one  Protestant  denominations 
have  agreed  to  unite  and  intensify  their  efforts 
to  "Reach  Every  Person  With  Christian  Teaching." 
This  Advance  has  received  the  approval  of  our  Gen- 
eral Assembly  last  year  and  is  being  officially 
launched  this  week  at  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly 
in  Knoxville,  Tenn. 

This  movement  is  not  the  device  of  some  official 
boards  but  seems  to  have  been  born  in  the  hearts  of 
Christian  people  of  all  denominations,  born  out  of 
the  realization  that  this  present  breakdown  in 
Christian  civilization  came  about  through  the  fact 
that  our  Christian  nurture  has  been  too  thin  and 
too  ineffective  to  support  a  vigorous  type  to  Chris- 
ian  faith  and  that  spiritual  recovery  could  come 
only  by  a  united  and  vigorous  effort  to  strengthen 
our  Christian  training  and  extend  it  to  the  60  per 
cent  of  our  population  which  is  now  unreached  and 
neglected.

ECHOES  FROM  THE  CAMPS 

Rev.  Carl  B.  Craig  who  has  charge  of  the  church 
at  Jacksonville  and  is  out  from  this  base  reaching 
"Trailer"  camps,  Camp  Davis  and  other  points.  I 
quote  from  a  letter  written  soon  after  reaching 
Jacksonville: 

"I  have  made  from  50  to  60  visits  a  week, 
preaching  three  times  a  Sunday.  Besides  this  I 
have  met  hundreds  of  Marines.  I  play  checkers 
with  them  at  Community  Center  opposite  U.  S.  O. 
building,  and  on  the  streets  and  everywhere  talk 
with  them  and  invite  them  and  they  are  most  re- 
sponsive and  are  coming  right  along  to  services. 
They  are  eager  to  talk  with  some  older  man  and 
the  thing  that  strikes  me  about  them  is  what  fine, 
clean,  upstanding  boys  they  are,  for  the  most  part. 
I  like  them  and  they  seem  to  like  me  and  are  pouring- 
into  the  church  here.  They  all  say  that  the  services 
at  post  are  not  spiritual  enough  and  they  like  the 
church  services  better.  They  soon  begin  to  talk  of 
serious  things  and  they  say  something  like  this : 
'Preacher,  this  is  no  time  for  foolishness.  I  think 
the  whole  world  needs  most  now  to  pray  and  to  get 
back  to  God.'  They  are  such  fine  chaps.  They  go  to 
my  heart.  They  are  mostly  just  big,  lonesome,  home- 
sick boys,  who  are  soon  going  away,  and  many  going 
to  die,  and  they  know  it  and  fully  realize  it. 

"A  few  Sunday  nights  ago  a  score  of  them  came 
out  of  church  with  tears  coming  down  their  cheeks, 
gripped  my  hand  and  said,  'Preacher,  we  needed 
your  message  tonight.  We  are  going  away  next 
week,  we  don't  know  where,  but  we  will  remember 
what  you  said  always.' 

"Sunday  night  week  two  boys  met  me  outside  and 
said,  'We  want  to  join  the  church.'  I  couldn't  find 
the  regular  elders,  so  I  borrowed  some  elders  in 
the  church  who  were  elders  elsewhere.  We  ex- 
amined them  and  they  were  true  and  earnest.  I 
received  and  baptized  them.  One  was  from  Atlanta, 
the  other  from  Warsaw,  Indiana.  I  sent  certificates 
of  membership  and  wrote  letters  to  the  parents  of 
both  and  received  most  grateful  letters  from  them. 


"Last  Sunday  we  received  a  doctor's  wife  here 
and  a  fine  young  business  man.  We  have  restored 
three  to  active  roll  who  have  not  come  for  years 
and  are  all  enthused  now.  I  have  sent  for  the  let- 
ters of  two  who  have  lived  here  six  years  and  are 
working  with  me  right  along.  I  sent  for  the  letter 
of  another,  a  Baptist  from  Atlanta,  the  other  night. 
This  church  is  going  to  grow,  with  the  help  of  God, 
if  I  can  make  it  grow. 

"I  found  a  score  of  trailers  about  a  mile  from 
town.  Practically  every  woman  in  them  was  a  col- 
lege or  university  graduate.  Outside  of  Mrs.  Mar- 
riner who  visited  them  and  I,  not  one  soul  had  been 
there  in  a  year.  They  are  bringing  their  babies  to 
be  baptized  Sunday — Lutherans,  United  Brethrens, 
Presbyterians,  A.R.P's.  and  what  not. 

"Right  in  Jacksonville  I  have  found  sections 
where  no  preacher  of  any  denomination  has  been, 
fine  people,  Presbyterians  and  others.  They  are 
most  responsive  and  come  to  church  right  along." 

FORT  BRAGG 

Rev.  C.  Rees  Jenkins  has  charge  of  our  new 
chapel  at  Honeycutt  place  and  Spring  Lake.  He  is 
much  encouraged  at  the  progress  of  the  work  but  is 
greatly  in  need  of  better  equipment.  The  Chapel 
MUST  be  completed  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  He 
writes,  "I  feel  that  if  I  could  get  this  chapel  here 
completed  we  could  better  reach  these  people.  The 
work  at  Spring  Lake  is  very  encouraging.  We  are 
planning  for  our  Vacation  Bible  Schools  in  both 
chapels." 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Mother's  Day  offering  will 
make  possible  the  immediate  completion  of  the 
chapel  Mr.  Rees  Jenkins  refers  to  in  his  letter 
quoted  above.

Marriner.  She  says,  "We  are  doing  nicely  at  the 
Recreative  Center.  Last  week  end  we  had  about 
forty  service  men  who  enjoyed  our  'CENTER'  to 
say  nothing  of  the  'hot  dogs'  and  coffee  that  we 
served.  I  find  that  they  love  the  kitchen  and  it  is 
hard  matter  to  get  them  out  once  they  get  in  there. 
I  visit  the  new  comers  to  our  city  in  the  after- 
noons when  I  am  not  busy  at  the  Recreative  Cen- 
ter. I  have  found  quite  a  number  of  Presbyterians 
among  them.  Saturday  is  our  biggest  day  at  the 
Recreative  Center.  Last  Saturday  Mr.  McClure  and 
Mr.  Lyle  Smith,  who  is  a  member  of  our  church, 
donned  their  aprons  and  toasted  'hamburgers'  for 
the  boys,  and  they  really  were  good,  and  the  boys 
seemed  to  enjoy  them  thoroughly."

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AS  I  VIEW  GIVING 

By  Austin  Crouch 

"Can't  I  ever  get  away  from  the  call  to  give?" 
asked  one  coming  out  of  church  after  an  appeal 
for  money.  The  answer  is  emphatically  "No!"  The 
necessity  for  giving  is  perennial  and  will  be  to  the 
end  of  the  age.  Just  why,  pray  tell  me,  should  a 
Christian  desire  to  get  away  from  a  call  to  give? 
Evidently,  because  he  has  a  wrong  conception  of 
giving. 

1.  I  look  upon  giving  as  a  duty 

Some  may  consider  duty  as  an  old-fashioned 
word  suggesting  an  old-fashioned  virtue.  But  duty 
is  not  obsolete.  It  still  belongs  in  the  Christian's 
vocabulary.  It  is  still  in  the  Bible.  And  one  of  the 
duties  listed  in  the  Bible  is  the  duty  of  giving. 

When  a  young  man  I  became  convinced  that  it 
was  my  duty  to  give  for  the  support  of  the  Lord's 
cause — to  give  according  to  my  ability  and  to  give 
to  every  phase  of  the  Lord's  work.  That  conviction, 
deep  and  abiding,  came  from  a  careful  and  earnest 
study  of  the  Bible  on  the  subject  of  giving. 

Duty  is  not  a  cold,  hard  word.  It  is  a  high  and 
holy  word.  It  is  involved  in  the  most  sacred  and 
most  tender  relationships  of  life.  Husbands  have 
duties  to  their  wives,  and  wives  to  husbands.  Par- 
ents have  duties  to  their  children,  and  children  to 
parents.  Our  relation  to  God  and  to  Christ  bind  us 
w'th  strong,  tender,  and  abiding  ties.  Both  reason 
and  revelation  prove  that  this  relationship  imposes 
duties  upon  us,  and  one  of  those  duties  is  giving. 
"Duty,"  said  Lacardaire,  "is  the  grandest  of  ideas, 
because  it  implies  the  idea  of  God,  of  the  soul,  of 
liberty,  of  responsibility,  of  immortality."  Giving 
is  a  duty,  but  it  is  more  than  a  duty. 

2.  I  look  upon  giving  as  a  privilege 

The  beneficent  enterprise  of  God  projected  for 
and  among  men  is  the  greatest  and  the  most  glori- 
ous of  which  the  imagination  of  man  can  conceive. 
It  i's  the  greatest  in  territorial  extent  for  it  takes  in 
the  whole  world,  and  it  is  the  greatest  in  the  realm 
of  time  for  it  includes  all  the  ages,  both  of  time  and 
of  eternity.  It  is  shown  to  be  the  most  glorious  of 
all  enterprises  because  of  the  issues  involved — the 
salvation  of  men  and  the  glory  of  Christ. 

By  giving  of  my  money  I  can  have  a  part  in 
furthering  this  enterprise  of  God.  Yes,  by  my  gifts  I 
can  be  a  co-worker  with  God.  What  a  privilege  is 
mine!  To  be  granted  such  a  favor  is  more  than  the 
edicts  of  all  the  presidents,  kings  and  potentates  of 
earth  could  give.  Such  a  privilege  angels  might  well 
covet. 

3.  I  look  upon  giving  as  a  pleasure 

To  know  that  one's  act  pleases  God  and  calls 
forth  His  love  brings  joy.  He  who  gives  gladly  has 
the  assurance  both  that  he  pleases  God  and  that  God 
loves  him;  "For  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver." 

Our  Lord  said :  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive."  All  know  from  experience  that  it  is  a 
pleasant  thing  to  receive,  but  "to  give,"  as  Doctor 
Broadus  puts  it,  "is  a  far  pleasanter  thing  than  to 
receive,"  and  the  pleasure  that  comes  from  giving  is 
not  a  temporary  pleasure,  but  a  pleasure  that  gives 
permanent  satisfaction. 


Giving  should  not  be  looked  upon  as  a  sacrifice. 
It  is  true  that  one  may  do  without  something  in 
order  to  give.  But  doing  without  something  that  one 
wants  in  order  to  do  something  he  wants  more 
should  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  called  a  sacrifice.  Giv- 
ing to  help  the  sick,  the  needy,  and  the  lost  brings 
a  pleasure  far  surpassing  that  of  self-indulgence. 
Nothing  should  give  a  Christian  more  joy  than  to 
do  good.  This  he  may  do  in  a  large  way  and  in  many 
lands  by  giving  of  his  silver  and  his  gold.  Giving — 
glad  giving — is  a  pleasure,  but  giving  is  more  than 
a  pleasure. 

4.  I  look  upon  giving  as  an  act  of  worship 

Worship  is  an  expression  of  reverence,  of  love, 
of  gratitude,  of  honor.  Dr.  John  Hall  says :  "To  wor- 
ship God  is  to  recognize  in  appropriate  ways  the 
worth  that  is  in  him."  There  are  various  ways  in 
which  one  may  give  expression  to  his  feelings 
toward  God,  and  giving  is  one  of  them. 

In  the  Bible  giving  is  frequently  referred  to  in 
connection  with  worship,  and  is  evidently  a  part  of 
it.  Three  times  a  year  all  the  males  of  Israel  were 
required  to  appear  before  the  Lord  in  the  appointed 
place  of  worship;  "And  they  shall  not  appear  before 
the  Lord  empty:  every  man  shall  give  as  he  is  able, 
according  to  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  thy  God  which 
he  hath  given  thee."  The  Psalmist  exhorted:  "Give 
unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due  unto  his  name;  bring  an 
offering,  and  come  into  his  courts."  When  the  wise 
men  came  into  the  presence  of  the  infant,  Jesus, 
they — "fell  down,  and  worshipped  him:  and  when 
they  had  opened  their  treasures,  they  presented  un- 
to him  gifts;  gold,  and  frankincense  and  myrrh." 

God  takes  knowledge  of  giving.  "When  thou 
doest  alms — That  thine  alms  may  be  in  secret:  and 
thy  Father  which  seeth  in  secret  himself  shall  re- 
ward thee  openly."  To  Cornelius  it  was  said:  "Thy 
prayers  and  thine  alms  are  come  up  for  a  memorial 
before  God."  The  right  kind  of  giving  honors  God. 
It  expresses  love  and  gratitude  to  God,  and  is  in- 
spired by  the  love  of  God.  The  old  statement  is  true : 
"You  can  give  without  loving;  but  you  cannot  love 
without  giving."  Giving  is  an  act  of  worship;  there- 
fore, "Honor  the  Lord  with  thy  substance."

WORK  NEAR  IMMANUEL  CHURCH, 
WILMINGTON 

Mrs.  Harry  Wettig  is  our  worker  at  this  point. 
I  quote  from  a  report  recently  received: 

"During  the  three  months  past,  I  have  made 
around  600  calls.  I  have  found  the  attitude  of  the 
people  friendly  and  they  seem  to  appreciate  hav- 
ing someone  from  the  church  visit  them.  We  have 
noticed  a  decided  increase  in  the  church  attendance 
at  Immanuel,  and  a  very  good  increase  in  the  Sun- 
day School.

On  May  12  the  seminary  completed  another  suc- 
cessful year.  During  the  entire  year  the  faculty 
and  students  have  shared  many  rich  experiences 
together. 

The  school  has  had  the  privilege  of  hearing 
many  prominent  speakers  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  spring  session.  On  Tuesday,  March  24,  the 
Right  Rev.  James  Hutchison  Cochburn,  the  present 
moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland, 
was  a  visitor  on  the  campus.  He  made  two  ad- 
dresses: one  to  a  luncheon  group  of  students  and 
Richmond  ministers  and  one  to  a  public  meeting 
in  Schauffler  Hall  on  the  subject,  "The  War  and 
the  Church." 

The  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry,  a  student  or- 
ganization, sponsored  two  special  speakers  during 
the  spring.  On  March  5,  the  Rev.  Walter  B.  Pas- 
siglia,  head  of  the  Ybor  City  Italian  Mission  of 
Tampa,  Florida,  addressed  the  students,  and  on 
April  23  Dr.  Robert  A.  Lapsley,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  gave  the  society's  annual 
missionary  address. 

Also  during  this  season  the  administration  spon- 
sored a  series  of  convocations  of  the  faculty  and 
student  body.  The  first  convocation  was  held  on 
March  18  with  the  special  speaker  being  Dr.  John 
Stewart  Bryan,  president  of  the  College  of  William 
and  Mary  and  publisher  of  Richmond  Newspapers, 
Inc.  The  second  convocation  speaker  was  Dr.  F.  W. 
Boatwright,  the  president  of  the  University  of  Rich- 
mond. The  third  in  the  series  was  held  on  April  15, 
at  which  time  Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger,  the  president  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  addressed  the 
faculty  and  students  on  "The  Relation  of  Clergymen 
to  Hospital  Patients."

WHY  GLADE  VALLEY?

Why  Glade  Valley?  Why  any  Christian  institu- 
tion? Why  the  Church  and  why  Christianity  itself? 
Answer  these  and  you  have  the  answer  to  "Why 
Glade  Valley."  The  school  fervently  teaches  Chris- 
tian principles  and  tries  to  live  what  it  teaches. 
Some  of  our  inspiration  comes  through  Bible 
courses,  Chapel  devotions,  Prayer  Groups,  Vesper 
services,  Young  People's  League,  Sunday  School, 
Church  sermons,  and  Evangelistical  meetings.  Such 
a  program  could  not  live  without  devout  teachers 
and  responsive  children.  It  does  live  and  last,  as  cur 
first  paragraph  shows,  but  may  I  quote  a  brief  ar- 
ticle from  one  of  our  student  publications? 

"Sunday  night  as  we  gathered  around  a  large 
bonfire  a  reverent  hush  seemed  to  fall  upon  us.  We 
sat  upon  the  grass  with  the  shadows  from  the  tall 
pine  trees  reaching  their  arms  up  to  God,  and  grace- 
fully swaying  in  the  breeze  that  swept  over  us,  as 
Mr.  Rhodes  gave  an  impressive  talk,  challenging  us 
with  this  question:  'Is  your  life  like  an  eversharp 
pencil,  sharpened  through  service  for  God  and 
man  ?' 

"The  fire  shot  a  million  tiny  sparks  into  the  air 
as  though  they  sought  the  sky  that  they  might  turn 
to  stars. 

"After  the  service  everyone  was  given  a  lighted 
candle  and  we  went  back  to  our  dormitory  feeling 
that  God  had  spoken  to  each  of  us."  (Iris  Brooks). 

Yes,  this  is  the  spirit  at  Glade  Valley.  Do  you 
stili  ask  why  such  a  school?  Sixty  per  cent  of  our 
graduates  have  completed  their  formal  education 
when  they  leave  our  campus,  and  most  of  them 
return  to  their  home  communities  to  become  Chris- 
tian leaders.  And  it  is  an  interesting  fact  that,  in 
so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  check,  not  one  per- 
son of  the  yearly  forty  per  cent  who  go  to  college 
has  ever  been  discharged  from  an  institution  for 
any  dishonorable  action. 

So,  the  real  question  is  not  "Why  Glade  Valley?" 
but  "Why  is  not  Glade  Valley  (and  all  other  Chris- 
tian schools)  better  supported?" 


GRACIOUS  REVIVAL

North  Carolina  ranks  11th  among  the  states  in 
total  population  increasing  611,153  or  23.9  per  cent 
d'  ring  the  last  ten  years,  as  compared  with  16.1 
per  cent  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  Only  six  states 
experienced  a  higher  percentage  of  gain.  (1930 
census) . 

The  state  is  first  in  per  cent  of  native  born  white 
population  (99.7) ;  and  first  in  size  of  the  average 
family  (4.9  persons).  Per  cent  of  the  population 
white,  70.5;  negro,  29;  and  other  races,  0.5. 

Of  the  state's  total  population,  the  Census  Bu- 
reau classifies  70.4  per  cent  as  rural  and  29.6  per 
cent  as  urban;  50.4  per  cent  or  1,597,200  live  on 
farms;  25.5  per  cent  or  809,847  in  cities  of  2,500  or 
more;  and  24.1  per  cent  to  towns  of  less  than  2,500. 

One  hundred  twenty-five  mountain  peaks  are 
5,000  or  more  feet  in  elevation,  forty-three  of  these 
being  above  6,000.  Thirty  are  higher  than  Mount 
Washington,  New  Hampshire. 

North  Carolina  has  about  320  miles  of  shore 
line;  more  than  1,500  miles  of  inland  waterways, 
including  rivers  and  excavated  channels;  and  ap- 
proximately 3,000  square  miles  of  coastal  sounds. 
Pamlico,  the  largest,  contains  1,860  square  miles. 

North  Carolina  has  the  largest  hosiery  mill, 
towel  factory,  overall  plant,  cordage  and  twine 
mill,  hand  weaving  establishment,  denim  mill, 
demask  mill,  underwear  factory,  second  largest 
aluminum  reduction  plant  in  the  world,  and  one  of 
the  largest  pulp  paper  mills  and  rayon  mills  in  the 
United  States. 

Tobacco.  North  Carolina  ranks  first  among  the 
states  in  the  value  of  manufactured  tobacco,  pro- 
ducing about  70  per  cent  of  the  cigarettes,  30  per 
cent  of  the  smoking  tobacco  and  chewing  tobacco, 
and  10  per  cent  of  the  small  cigars. 

Textiles.  North  Carolina  ranks  first  among  the 
states  in  the  number  of  cotton  mills,  in  the  number 
of  cotton  spindles  in  place,  in  the  consumption  of 
cotton,  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  goods,  and  in 
the  production  of  hosiery  (quantity).  Value  of  cot- 
ton goods  (1935)  $233,736,776;  value  of  knit  goods, 
$75,318,473;  value  of  all  textile  products,  $403,- 
062,344. 

Furniture.  North  Carolina  produces  more  wooden 
bedroom  and  dining  room  furniture  than  any  other 
state  and  ranks  sixth  in  the  production  of  all  furni- 
ture. All  furniture  produced  in  the  state  was 
valued  at  $34,738,693  in  1935.  This  was  twice  the 
output  of  the  second  leading  southern  state. 

Parks,  State  and  Federal 

North  Carolina  contains  six  state  parks,  these 
units  of  the  park  system  totaling  about  10,066  acres. 
The  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park  lies 
partly  in  North  Carolina,  a  total  of  229,469  acres 
having  been  acquired  in  Swain  and  Haywood 
counties.

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PRE-SYNOD  HOME  MISSION  CONFERENCE 

The  Fifth  Pre-Synod  Home  Mission  Conference 
convenes  at  Queens  College,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  Sep- 
tember 7-8,  1942.  A  strong  program  has  been  pre- 
pared and  interest  subjects  will  be  discussed.  The 
four  former  Conferences  were  unusually  good,  but 
the  fifth  promises  to  excell  all  that  have  gone  be- 
fore. Plan  to  be  present.  Pray  for  God's  richest 
blessing  upon  all  the  sessions. 


HOME  MISSION  EMERGENCY  FUND 

The  last  General  Assembly  authorized  the  putting 
on  "of  a  special  campaign  for  $250,000  per  year  for 
five  years,  to  be  conducted  during  the  annual  Home 
Mission  season  of  each  of  the  five  years,  to  be 
known  as  the  Home  Mission  Emergency  Fund."  The 
following  overture  sent  up  to  the  Assembly  by  the 
Assembly's  Home  Mission  Council  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Assembly. 

"1.  To  authorize  a  Home  Mission  Emer- 
gency Fund  of  $25,000.00  per  year  for  five 
years,  this  Emergency  Fund  to  be  used  for 
investment  in  additional  workers  and  equip- 
ment to  meet  the  immediate  emergency  de- 
mand of  our  denominational  Home  Mission  en- 
terprise and  to  undergird  the  whole  work  of 
our  Church. 

"2.  To  designate  the  Assembly's  Executive 
Committee  of  Home  Missions  to  administer  this 
Emergency  Fund  with  the  advice  of  the  Assem- 
bly's Home  Mission  Council,  it  being  under- 
stood that  each  Synod  may  retain  as  much  as 
25  per  cent  of  the  amount  which  it  raises  for 
the  same  type  of  work  within  its  bounds. 

"3.  To  fix  the  Assembly's  Home  Mission  sea- 
son, October  and  November,  1942  (and  the 
same  season  each  year  during  the  five-year  pe- 
riod) as  the  time  for  the  raising  of  this  Home 
Mission  Emergency  Fund,  the  same  to  be  over 
and  above  the  regular  annual  Home  Mission 
self-denial  offering.  In  order  to  assure  the 
regular  budget  needs  of  the  Assembly's  Home 
Mission  Committee,  an  amount  equal  to  the 
average  Home  Mission  Week  Self-denial  Offer- 
ing for  the  budget  years  1940-41  and  1941-42 
should  be  designated  for  the  Assembly's  Execu- 
tive Committee's  regular  budget  needs. 

"4.  To  authorize  the  Assembly's  Home  Mis- 
sion Council,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Home 
Mission  Committees  of  the  Presbyteries,  Syn- 
ods and  Assembly,  to  begin  plans  and  to  push  it 
with  all  possible  enthusiasm  and  energy." 

Dr.  Robert  D.  Bedinger  has  been  chosen  as  Di- 
rector of  the  campaign  and  all  of  the  Home  Mission 
agencies  of  the  Church  at  large  and  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  are  to  be  used  as  agencies  for  conducting 
the  campaign.  The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has 
been  assigned  a  quota  of  $61,000.00  and  this  amount 


has  been  apportioned  to  the  several  Presbyteries. 
Each  Presbyterial  Home  Mission  Committee  is  to 
be  responsible  for  the  raising  of  its  quota  by  meth- 
ods and  means  it  mav  deem  best  to  employ.  The  time 
is  SHORT,  so  it  is  of  VITAL  importance  that  plans 
be  completed  IMMEDIATELY  for  the  raising  of  the 
quota  assigned  to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and 
MORE  if  possible.  This  is  no  easy  task.  Much 
PRAYER  and  earnest  endeavor  will  be  required  to 
accomplish  our  objective.  But  it  CAN  be  DONE  by 
PRAYER  and  EFFORT. 


UNITED  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATIONAL  ADVANCE 

The  United  Christian  Education  Advance  is  a 
concerted  movement  of  Protestant  educational  forces 
to  make  available  to  every  person  and  every  home 
opportunities  for  Christian  growth.  Through  the 
Advance,  Christian  educational  forces  reaffirm  their

LOYALTY  TO  THE  BENEVOLENT  BUDGET 

We  have  all  agreed  that  the  Budget  System  is 
the  best  way  to  handle  the  benevolences  of  our 
church.  In  accordance  with  this  agreement  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  hands  down  to  the  Synods  and  Pres- 
byteries the  amount  it  has  determined,  through  its 
finance  committee,  will  be  needed  for  the  Assembly's 
causes.  Not  only  so,  but  the  Assembly  says  by 
official  action  what  percentage  of  this  amount  each 
of  the  causes  is  to  receive.  After  the  Synod  and  its 
Presbyteries  have  added  the  amounts  needed  for 
their  causes,  each  Presbytery  by  official  action  de- 
termines what  percentage  of  the  whole  budget  each 
cause,  both  Assembly's  and  local,  is  to  receive.  Hav- 
ing officially  decided  how  the  benevolences  contrib- 
uted by  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery  shall  be 
divided,  the  simple  and  business-like  way  to  pro- 
ceed would  be  to  place  all  benevolent  contributions 
in  the  hands  of  a  central  treasurer  and  let  him 
carry  out  the  action  of  Presbytery,  dividing  all  funds 
according  to  the  percentages  adopted  by  Presbytery. 
In  this  day,  each  issue  will  receive  its  part  of  the 
total  contributed.  This  would  be  right  and  just  for 
the  Presbytery  has  so  ordered.  If  the  whole  budget 
is  raised,  each  cause  would  receive  100  per  cent  of 
what  it  was  in  the  budget  for.  If  one-half  of  the 
Budget  is  raised  then  each  would  receive  50  per 
cent  of  what  it  was  in  the  budget  for.  Each  cause 
would  share  alike. 

If  the  budget  is  more  than  raised,  each  cause 
would  have  a  corresponding  increase.   But  we  are 
not  LOYAL  TO   THE  BUDGET.    As  a  matter  of 
fact,  regardless  of  the  amount  of  budget  raised,  one

Would  you  marry  a  wife  with- 
out knowing  how  you  were  to  support  her? 

Neither  has  God  overlooked  the  necessity  of  financing  His 
Work. 

Abraham  paid  tithes  400  years  before  there  was  a  Jewish 
nation  or  a  written  law. 

The  Jews  oaid  the  first  tithe  every  year  to  the  support  of 
the  Temple  Service.  The  Jews  set  aside  a  second  tithe  every 
year  for  the  expense  of  attending  three  set  feasts  at  Jerusalem. 
The  Jews  paid  a  third  tithe  every  third  year  for  the  support  of 
the  poor. 

The  first  born  male  of  a  Jewish  family  was  holy  to  the  Lord. 
The  first  born  of  the  cattle  was  the  Lord's.    The  first  fruit 

of  the  land  was  made  an  offering  to  the  Lord. 

Besides  these  the  Jews  made  Free  Will  Offerings  after  all 
the  other  tithes  and  offerings  were  made. 

God  gave  no  such  command  to  Abraham  or  to  the  Jewish 
nation  as,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to 
every  creature/' 

Surely  one-tenth  is  the  smallest  proportion  any  follower  of 
Jesus  today  should  set  aside  to  carry  out  this  world-wide  com- 
mand.

BEAR  GRASS  CANNING  CLUB 

For  some  years  now  our  church  at  Bear  Grass 
has  had  a  beautiful  community  house  in  which 
classes  for  the  public  school  young  people's  meet- 
ings, Sunday  school  classes,  auxiliary  meetings,  gas- 
oline rationing,  primary  balloting,  book  club,  public 
library  and  many  others  activities  have  been  con- 
ducted. In  this  community  house  a  small  kitchen 
was  provided.  A  few  months  ago  we  conceived  the 
idea  of  using  this  kitchen  for  canning  purposes 
during  the  emergency  and  later.  To  do  this,  how- 
ever, a  cook  stove  was  needed,  also  a  pressure  cooker. 
A  few  friends  were  written  to  and  they  gave  us  the 
sum  of  $75  with  which  the  stove  and  cooker  were 
purchased.  With  the  balance  left  over  the  windows 
were  screened. 

During  the  summer  we  have  had  a  number  of 
canning  days  which  in  spite  of  the  prolonged  drought 
resulted  in  many  hundreds  of  quarts  of  perishable 
food  being  saved.  We  are  grateful  to  our  friends 
for  this  equipment  and  feel  that  as  the  years  pass 
by  this  will  become  a  very  valuable  part  of  our 
church's  service  throughout  the  community. 


DAILY  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOLS 

Vacation  Bible  schools  were  held  in  all  our 
churches  this  summer.  The  results  were  very  grati- 
fying. Poplar  Point  had  its  largest  enrollment  in 
history.  There  were  78  pupils  and  six  teachers. 
Four  girls  learned  the  Child's  Catechism  and  many 
others  most  of  it. 

Roberson's  Chapel  had  an  enrollment  of  126.  Of 
this  number  12  were  teachers.  One  young  girl, 
Betty  Ray  Leggett,  recited  the  Shorter  Catechism.

We  are  planning  to  build  two 
rooms  in  the  form  of  a  T  across  the  back  just  as  soon 
as  the  crops  are  in.  Over  40  persons  have  been 
received  into  the  church  on  profession  since  this 
•chapel  was  built  a  few  years  ago. 

The  Williamston  Church  has  had  three  infant 
baptisms  in  recent  weeks,  and  has  received  into  its 
membership  two  adults.

FROM  BIBLE  SCHOOL  TO 
CHURCH 

In  Granville  Presbytery,  five  miles  from  Mount 
Pleasant  Presbyterian  Church,  a  community  was 
surveyed,  with  the  idea  of  opening  a  chapel.  Miss 
Isabella  Robertson,  who  had  just  finished  her  first 
year's  work  at  the  General  Assembly's  Training 
School,  and  was  working  under  the  direction  of  the 
Religious  Education  Committee  of  Granville  Presby- 
tery, was  secured  to  make  the  survey.  This  task 
was  splendidly  done,  and  the  survey  revealed  un- 
limited opportunities. 

The  First  Bible  School 

Miss  Robertson  began  a  Bible  school  there  on 
June  23,  1941,  which  continued  for  one  week,  with 
classes  being  conducted  both  in  the  morning  and 
night.  One  hundred  and  eight  were  enrolled.  Of 
this  number  fifty  came  every  day.  The  teachers  of 
the  community  who  assisted  in  the  teaching  were 
Miss  Thelma  Woodall,  Miss  Myrline  Stephenson  and 
Miss  Ruth  Watson. 

During  the  first  school  three  pupils  recited  the 
Child's  Catechism.  Before  the  summer  had  ended 
twenty  of  this  group  had  recited  the  Child's  Cate- 
chism and  three  recited  both  the  Child's  and  the 
Shorter  Catechisms. 

The  First  Sunday  School 

The  Bible  school  was  con- 
cluded on  Friday,  June  27. 
Immediately  plans  were  made 
to  have  the  first  Sunday  school. 
Miss  Louise  Miller,  who  at 
that  time  was  working  in 
South  Wake  County,  went  out 
and  arranged  to  have  the  first 
service  on  Sunday  afternoon 
of  June  29  at  the  home  of 
Mrs.  Etta  Watson.  Mr.  S.  F. 
s.  f.  lee  Lee,    superintendent   of  the 

Willow  Springs  Sunday  school, 
went  out  to  conduct  this  service.  When  Mr.  Lee 
arrived,  fifty-nine  children,  young  people  and  adults 
had  already  assembled. 

The  people  there  asked  Mr.  Lee  to  act  as  their 
superintendent,  and,  of  course,  he  agreed  to  do  so. 
The  following  teachers  were  elected  from  those 
present  to  teach:  Miss  Thelma  Woodall,  Miss 
Myrline  Stephenson,  Mrs.  Herman  Gardner,  and 
Miss  Katherine  Stephenson. 

Mrs.  Watson  invited  the  Sunday  school  to  meet 
at  her  home. 

Throughout  the  summer  and  winter  the  Sunday 
school  attendance  averaged  seventy-six. 

The  First  Building 

Miss  Kitty  Stephenson  offered  to  give  a  very 
beautiful  lot  on  which  to  erect  a  place  for  worship, 
which  was  accepted.  The  following  were  elected  as 
members  of  the  Building  Committee:  Mr.  Willie 
Woodall,  Mr.  Preston  Stephenson,  Mr.  Myatt  Stephen- 
son, Miss  Kitty  Stephenson,  and  Mrs.  Ed  Jones.  Mr. 
Willie  Woodall,  a  member  of  the  committee,  learned 
that  a  Presbyterian  Church  in  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery was  not  being  used.  Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence 
immediately  contacted  the  Home  Mission  Commit- 
tee of  that  Presbytery  and  secured  the  building. 


The  people  of  the  community  set  about  at  once 
to  remove  it  to  the  lot  that  had  been  given,  and, 
within  a  very  short  time,  and  without  much  cost, 
every  piece  had  been  placed  in  the  new  abiding 
place. 

One  carpenter  was  employed  to  have  charge  of 
putting  up  the  building.  The  men  of  the  community 
came  as  often  as  they  could  to  assist  him.  Every- 
body cooperated  beautifully. 

The  Sunday  school  met  for  the  first  time  in  the 
new  building  on  Sunday,  March  15,  1942. 

The  First  Meeting 

Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  superintendent  of  Home  Mis- 
sions for  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  agreed  to 
assist  the  Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence  in  a  meeting.  Dr. 
Gillespie  began  a  one  week's  meeting  there  on  Sun- 
day, June  14,  1942.  The  congregations  were  pleas- 
ingly large,  and,  after  the  first  three  nights  there 
was  not  room  enough  to  accommodate  all  who  came. 
There  were  thirty-eight  professions  during  the  week, 
and  on  the  closing  night  thirty-five  united  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church  on  profession  of  faith  and  bap- 
tism. 


WHITE  MEMORIAL 


On  the  last  day  of  the  meeting,  the  Sunday  school 
officers  and  teachers  met  in  the  afternoon  to  decide 
upon  a  name  for  the  church.  They  were  reminded 
of  the  outstanding  work  done  by  Rev.  W.  McC.  White, 
D.D.,  pastor  for  many  years  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Raleigh.  Therefore,  in  honor  of  this 
man  who  was  sent  from  God,  and  who  did  so  much 
to  advance  His  Kingdom,  they  unitedly  named  the 
church  "White  Memorial". 

During  the  week  of  the  meeting,  Miss  Isabella 
Robertson,  who  is  now  director  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion, conducted  a  Bible  school.  (Just  one  year  since 
the  first  school.)  The  following  served  as  teachers 
with  Miss  Robertson:  Miss  Thelma  Woodall,  Miss 
Myrline  Stephenson,  Miss  Eloise  Coats,  and  Mrs. 
Nolan  Smith.  The  assistants  were  Miss  Beatrice 
Stephenson,  Miss  Louise  Stephenson,  Miss  Alice 
Honeycutt,  and  Miss  Ida  Grimes.  The  total  enroll- 
ment of  the  school  was  sixty-three,  and  the  aver- 
age daily  attendance  was  forty-nine.  During  the 
week  three  children  recited  the  Child's  Catechism. 

Mrs.  0.  L,  Morton  of  the  Varina  Presbyterian 
Church  gave  much  of  her  time  in  raising  money 
to  put  up  the  building,  and,  as  the  results  of  her 
labors  there  are  no  unpaid  bills  on  the  structure. 


Mr.  S.  F.  Lee  has  done  a  fine  work.  He  not 
only  serves  as  superintendent  of  the  Willow  Springs 
Sunday  school,  but  goes  out  in  the  afternoon  to 
carry  on  the  work  in  the  new  church.  Needless 
to  say,  he  is  one  of  the  happiest  men  around. 

There  are  other  places  which  offer  opportunities 
as  great.  "The  fields  are  white  unto  the  harvest." 
Yes,  it  will  call  for  sacrifice!  Does  not  Christ  mean 
enough  to  you  to  go  out  and  sacrifice?  Sunday 
school  superintendents,  teachers,  elders,  there  is 
much  to  be  done!

Yanceyville  Religious  Education  Building 
Will  Be  Dedicated  November  8,  1942 

The  new  religious  education  building  at  Yancey- 
ville will  be  dedicated  November  8,  1942.  The  con- 
gregation will  also  celebrate  the  tenth  anniversary 
of  the  present  pastorate  on  this  occasion.  Rev.  W. 
Taliaferro  Thompson,  professor  of  religious  educa- 
tion in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va., 
will  deliver  the  dedicatory  sermon  at  11  o'clock. 

Lunch  will  be  served  to  the  congregation  and 
their  friends  and  a  brief  dedication  service  will 
take  place  in  the  new  building  when  Dr.  E.  E.  Gil- 
lespie, superintendent  of  Home  Missions  in  the 
Synod,  will  speak. 

The  New  Building 

The  new  building  is  constructed  with  hand-made, 
over-sized  brick  to  match  the  ones  in  the  old  build- 
ing which  are  one  hundred  and  ten  years  old  and 
were  brought  over  from  England.  The  original 
building  consists  of  one  room,  with  beautiful  an- 
tique furniture  and  chandelier,  and  old  slave  bal- 
conies. The  new  building  is  designed  to  preserve 
the  architectural  beauty  of  the  old.  It  consists  of 
a  large  auditorium,  church  parlor,  full-length  base- 
ment, and  eight  class  rooms.  The  woodwork  and 
furniture  are  in  dark  oak  finish  to  match.  It  is 
furnished  with  Venetian  blinds  which  match  the 
walls  and  has  celotex  overhead.  The  huge  basement, 
when  completed  later,  will  be  used  for  recreation. 
The  building  was  under  construction  a  little  over 
a  year  and  is  free  from  debt.  The  total  estimated 
cost  will  be  about  $15,000.  The  Building  Commit- 
tee consisted  of  T.  E.  Steed,  chairman;  S.  M.  Bason, 
secretary,  and  C.  C.  Cole,  treasurer.  The  project 
was  made  possible  by  a  challenge  from  the  Synod's 
Home  Mission  Committee  through  Dr.  Gillespie  and 
from  the  Belk  Fund  through  Mr.  Karl  Hudson. 

Other  improvements  are  planned  by  the  officers. 
This  historic  church  has  been  done  over  inside  and 
put  back  as  near  as  possible  into  its  original  de- 
sign. Memorial  windows  have  been  installed  and 
many  improvements  made,  including  a  modem  heat- 
ing plant  for  both  buildings.  The  Yanceyville 
church  has  received  80  members  during  the  present 
pastorate  and  has  an  enrollment  of  115.  The  church 
property  has  increased  from  $2,500  to  $25,000  in 
value.  A  beautiful  colonial  type  manse  was  built  in 
1933  in  the  center  of  town  and  is  valued  at  $7,500. 

All  of  the  organizations  of  the  church  have  had 
a  part  in  this  work.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  is 
efficiently  headed  by  Mrs.  C.  V.  McKinney.

Work  of  the  Group 

The  Yanceyville  church  is  part  of  a  group  of 
churches  which  includes  Bethesda,  Griers  and  Pleas- 
ant Grove.  When  the  present  pastor  came  in  1932, 
the  membership  was  250.  It  has  grown  to  503.  Dur- 
ing these  ten  years  370  members  have  been  received. 
One  hundred  and  twenty  have  been  lost  by  death, 
letter,  and  removal.  There  has  been  a  net  gain  of 
100  per  cent.  The  physical  properties  of  all  the 
churches  have  been  done  over  inside  and  out.  A 
new  pipe  organ,  memorial  windows,  electric  lights, 
steam  heat,  etc.,  have  been  installed  at  the  Bethesda 
Church.  The  properties  owned  by  these  churches 
were  valued  at  $10,000  in  1932  and  are  valued  to- 
day at  $46,000.  In  1932  there  were  28  officers  on  the 
field.  Now  there  are  50.  The  salary  in  1932  was 
listed  as  $671.  Today  it  is  $2,100  and  has  been 
raised  to  $2,400.  This  group  of  churches  have  three 
wide-awake  women's  auxiliaries,  four  enthusiastic 
young  people's  groups,  and  one  group  of  Pioneers. 
They  are  now  self-supporting  and  maintain  a  pro- 
gram of  prayer  services  and  visiting  in  two  un- 
evangelized  outpost  sec' ions.

whom  we  share  with  the  Training  School  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Public  Speaking  and  Voice,  and  the  fol- 
lowing professors  who  devote  their  entire  time  to 
teaching:  Doctors  W.  T.  Thompson,  E.  T.  Thomp- 
son, J.  Gray  McAllister,  D.  W.  Richardson,  J.  E. 
Bear,  Howard  T.  Kuist,  John  Bright  and  J.  N. 
Thomas.  In  addition,  Dr.  Edward  Mack,  Professor 
Emeritus,  taught  a  course  last  session  in  Messi- 
anic Prophecy. 

The  change  in  instruction  in  the  undergraduate 
department  and  "the  development  of  the  graduate 
department  have  placed  a  heavy  burden  upon  the 
library.  Even  before  we  commenced  to  erect  the 
Edward  D.  Latta  Library  unit,  Mr.  Brimm  and  his 
associates  had  brought  the  Spence  Library  to  a 
high  state  of  efficiency  in  serving  the  Seminary, 
the  Training  School  and  the  local  ministry,  and  in 
providing  books  through  his  extension  department 
to  ministers  throughout  the  Church.  The  remodel- 
ing of  a  part  of  the  Spence  Library  and  the  addi- 
tion of  the  Latta  Library  will  result  in  a  library 
combination  which  for  functional  efficiency  will 
doubtless  have  no  superior  among  theological  li- 
braries on  this  continent.  With  a  generous  re- 
sponse from  our  Presbyterian  friends  in  North 
Carolina,  together  with  those  of  the  Synods  of 
Virginia,  Appalachia  and  West  Virginia,  we  hope 
that  by  the  first  of  the  year  this  magnificent  li- 
brary will  be  complete  and  equipped,  ready  to  serve 
the  Presbyterian  denomination  and  the  Church  of 
Christ  for  many  years. 

I  wish  that  I  had  time  to  tell  you  something  of 
our  present  students  who  are  our  pride  and  joy. 
They  are  busily  engaged  in  various  types  of  re- 
ligious work  during  their  vacation.  We  expect  to 
enroll  a  class  equally  as  large  as  the  one  which 
was  graduated  in  May.  In  this  grave  hour  we  are 
conscious  of  the  need  of  men  of  God  to  lead  the 
people  of  God,  and  we  covet  your  prayers  as  we 
labor  here  as  your  representatives  at  this  impor- 
tant task.

Faculty  Maintained:  We  have  lost  several  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  to  the  military  services,  but 
excellent  teachers  have  been  secured  to  replace 
losses.  The  addition  of  two  full-time  aviation  in- 
structors will  make  the  faculty  larger  than  ever 
before.

The  Army,  Navy,  U.  S.  Army  Air  Force,  and 
the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps  have  approved  Presbyte- 
rian Junior  College  for  pre-induction  training  for 
young  men  who  wish  to  become  officers.

Peace  Junior  College  will  open  its  71st  session 
the  week  of  September  14.  Raleigh  students  regis- 
ter on  this  date.  New  boarding  students  will  arrive 
on  September  15,  and  go  through  a  general  orienta- 
tion program  the  next  several  days.  Old  students 
will  arrive  on  September  17,  and  regular  classes 
will  begin  on  the  18th. 

Members  of  the  Student  Council  and  of  the 
Peace  Student  Christian  Association  Cabinet  will 
arrive  at  the  college  by  6 :00  p.  m.  on  Saturday  the 
12th.  This  will  give  them  an  opportunity  to  spend 
two  days  making  plans  for  the  year's  work,  and  for 
assisting  in  welcoming  the  new  girls. 

A  capacity  attendance  of  boarding  students  is 
anticipated  and  the  usual  large  number  of  day  stu- 
dents is  also  expected.  An  enrollment  of  between 
275-285  is  anticipated. 

There  are  more  faculty  changes  than  usual  due 
largely  to  the  present  war  situation.  New  faculty 
members  are  Miss  Tora  Larsen,  M.  A.,  Columbia 
University,  Shorthand;  Miss  Delia  Margaret  Cort- 
ner,  M.A.,  Columbia  University,  English;  Miss  Max- 
alyn  Mourane,  M.A.,  University  of  North  Carolina, 
French;  Miss  Helen  Scoggins,  A.B.,  Flora  MacDon- 
ald  College,  special  student  under  Edwin  Hughes, 
Piano;  Miss  Elizabeth  Gearhart,  M.A.,  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  University  of  Rochester,  Voice  and 
Dramatics;  Miss  Ruth  Gatlin,  M.A.,  Duke  Univer- 
sity, Psychology  and  History.  A  physical  director 
and  teacher  of  science  will  be  announced  later. 

The  school  report  to  the  Synod  meeting  in  Char- 
lotte on  September  8-9  shows  that  1942  was  an 
unusually  fine  school  year.  The  "Family  Campaign" 
in  Raleigh  and  among  alumnae  and  friends  has 
netted  around  $40,000  in  pledges.  A  large  per- 
centage of  this  amount  has  been  in  cash.  The 
campaign  will  continue  for  the  next  few  months, 
furnishing  alumnae  and  friends  an  opportunity  of 
showing  their  interest  in  the  college,  and  in  its 
educational  and  religious  program. 

The  church  years  1942-43  have  been  set  aside 
by  the  General  Assembly  and  by  the  Synod  for  the 
promotion  of  the  Christian  Education  Movement. 
All  of  our  Presbyterian  Colleges,  including  Peace, 
are  working  together  to  make  this  a  most  worth- 
while effort  for  the  colleges  and  for  our  church, 
and  to  make  a  success  of  this  movement  in  spite  of 
the  uncertainty  of  the  times.  Peace  Junior  College 
appeals  to  the  Presbyterians  of  our  Synod  to  rally 
wholeheartedly  to  the  call  of  our  colleges  at  this 
time.

Commencement,  1942,  marked  the  end  of  46 
years  of  service  for  Flora  Macdonald  College. 
Thousands  of  young'  women  have  enjoyed  the  bene- 
fits of  a  Christian  education  within  its  walls  and 
have  gone  forth  into  the  homes,  churches,  schools, 
and  the  social  and  business  life  of  the  South  and 
the  nation  to  live  happy  and  useful  lives.  Who  can 
measure  the  influence  of  their  lives?  God  has 
richly  owned  and  blessed  the  investment  of  life 
and  money  which  has  made  this  achievement  pos- 
sible. Those  who  have  the  progress  of  Flora  Mac- 
donald College  at  heart  have  every  reason  to  take 
courage  and  go  forward. 

The  year  1941-42  was  very  successful.  A  ca- 
pacity enrollment  filled  the  dormitory  and  over- 
flowed into  private  homes.  The  total  enrollment  was 
334;  only  a  few  short  of  the  largest  registration. 
Diplomas  were  granted  to  57  graduates.  The  en- 
rollment in  the  business  course  was  61.  Nearly  all 
of  the  graduates  prepared  themselves  to  teach  and 
have  secured  positions  in  the  public  schools  where 
the  influence  of  Flora  Macdonald  will  be  felt  in  the 
Christian  influence  of  these  fine  young  women. 

The  college  also  made  progress  financially.  It 
operated  upon  a  balanced  budget.  The  Debt  Li- 
quidation Association  paid  $12,000  to  the  college 
for  debt  liquidation.  The  Alumnae  added  gifts  to 
the  Vardell  Loyalty  Fund,  making  the  total  now 
$17,000,  of  the  $80,000  which  is  their  goal. 

The  prospects  for  1942-43,  at  this  writing,  are 
favorable.  The  dormitories  will  probably  be  filled. 
The  trend  toward  business  training  filled  this  de- 
partment to  capacity  several  weeks  ago  and  many 
applications  for  admission  have  been  returned. 

The  college  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  well- 
qualified  professors  to  replace  those  who  were  called 
into  army  service  or  other  occupations.  Those  at 
present  in  war  service  are  Dr.  A.  B.  Stump,  Mr. 
J.  E.  Dovell,  Dr.  Margaret  Stirewalt;  also  two 
former  professors,  Dr.  E.  A.  Hammond,  and  Mr. 
A.  H.  McLeod.  A  number  of  former  students  are 
also  in  foreign  service  and  in  training  with  the 
W.A.A.C. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  was  host  during  the 
summer  to  the  young  people's  conferences  of  Fay- 
etteville  Presbytery.  Both  the  Pioneer  and  the  Sen- 
ior conferences  were  unusually  successful,  having 
excellent  programs  and  good  attendance.  The  Pion- 
eer group  overtaxed  the  capacity  of  the  college, 
numbering  270  boys  and  girls  beside  a  large  staff 
of  counselors  and  teachers.  It  was  probably  the 
largest  Pioneer  conference  ever  held  in  the  South- 
ern Presbyterian  Church.  , 

A  very  attractive  program  has  been  prepared  for 
the  concert  and  lecture  course  this  year:  Lucille 
Brown,  Mezzo  Soprano,  October  5;  Dr.  Alfred 
Ncyes,  November  16;  Maurice  Duesnil,  pianist,  De- 
cember 7;  Maurice  Eisenberg,  cellist,  February  8; 
Arthur  C.  Pillsbury,  science  lecturer,  March  22. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  is  looking  forward  with 
great  hopefulness  to  the  Christian  Education  move- 
ment in  the  interest  of  all  of  the  colleges  in  the

Summer  School 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  insti- 
tution, Mitchell  College  held  a  summer  school  ses- 
sion of  twelve  weeks.  This  was  done  in  order  to 
cooperate  with  the  speeded  up  program  instituted 
by  the  colleges  and  universities  for  the  duration  of 
the  war. 

Army  and  Navy  Pre-Induction  Training  Program 

Mitchell  College  is  cooperating  in  the  Army  and 
Navy  enlisted  reserve  program.  This  is  for  the 
benefit  of  the  young  men  of  Statesville  and  Iredell 
County  who  are  interested  in  advance  training  for 
military  service. 

Plant  Improvements 

As  a  result  of  a  special  campaign  in  Concord 
Presbytery  and  Statesville,  $25,000  was  raised  to 
extend  the  program  of  the  college.  New  equipment 
has  been  added  to  the  library,  laboratories,  and 
classrooms,  lockers  have  been  installed  for  the  day 
students.  One  wing  of  the  administration  building 
has  been  remodeled  for  the  enlarged  commercial 
department. 

New  Commercial  Courses 

Mitchell  has  enlarged  its  business  department 
to  a  two-year  program  offering  advanced  business 
courses  including  comptometry,  machine  bookkeep- 
ing and  accounting,  voice  writing  (ediphone  and 
dictaphone),  office  practice  and  procedures,  and 
commercial  law. 

Dean  of  Students 

Miss  Mary  Ballantyne  is  to  be  the  dean  of  stu- 
dents for  the  coming  year.  She  was  born  in  India, 
has  served  seven  years  in  Japan  as  dean  of  a  girls' 
school,  and  has  had  teaching  experience  in  the 
schools  of  Kentucky.  She  holds  an  A.B.  degree  from 
Western  College,  Oxford,  Ohio,  and  a  Master  of 
Arts  degree  from  Biblical  Seminary,  New  York  City. 

Pre-School  Retreat 

Campus  student  leaders  and  faculty  members 
will  assemble  for  conference  group  meetings  the 
week-end  before  the  opening  of  college  on  Septem- 
ber 8.  Dr.  W.  L.  Lingle,  former  president  of  Dav- 
idson College,  and  Mr.  Robert  Williams,  pastor's 
assistant  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Statesville,  will  be  the  guest  counselors. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week 

Dr.  R.  A.  Forrest,  president  of  Tocca  Falls  In- 
stitute, will  speak  twice  daily  to  the  students  dur- 
ing the  week  of  September  14-18.

A  LETTER  TO  OUR  FRIENDS  IN  NORTH 
CAROLINA 

July  30,  1942 

My  dear  fellow  Presbyterians : 

Since  we  have  no  publicity  man  this  summer  to 
prepare  an  article  for  the  September  issue  of  The 
Presbyterian  News,  I  shall  write  you  a  simple 
letter  from  the  Seminary. 

On  July  1,  1926,  I  assumed  the  responsibilities 
of  the  presidency  of  this  divinity  school.  Sixteen 
years  have  passed  and  sixteen  new  classes  have  en- 
rolled, and  sixteen  Senior  classes  have  been  grad- 
uated. The  requirements  for  admittance  have  been 
stiffened  so  that  while  during  these  16  years  there 
has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  total  number  of  under- 
graduate students,  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  regular  students  pursuing  the  B.D. 
course.  Therefore,  while  one  cannot  definitely  say 
that  the  quality  of  the  Presbyterian  ministry  has 
been  improved,  one  can  say  that  the  quality  of  their 
preparation  is  today  of  a  higher  grade. 

At  the  same  time  there  has  been  a  steady  and 
healthy  growth  in  the  Graduate  Department.  After 
the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Richmond,  Va., 
had  established  the  Moses  D.  Hoge  Fellowship  here 
in  1901,  Dr.  Moore  and  his  colleagues  dreamed  of 
the  day  when  many  young  pastors  throughout  the 
country  would  return  to  Union  to  pursue  graduate 
studies.  This  dream  was  realized  under  Dr.  Edward 
Mack,  who  shortly  after  entering  the  faculty  in- 
augurated a  Graduate  Department  which  has 
grown  with  the  years.  The  establishment  here  in 
turn  of  four  additional  Fellowships,  namely,  the 
Charles  D.  Larus,  the  Salem  Church,  the  Thomas 
Cary  Johnson  and  the  Walter  W.  Moore  Fellow- 
ships, gave  impetus  to  this  movement.  More  re- 
cently from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Mary  McNair  Jones 
of  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  has  come  a  bequest  of  $5,- 
000.00,  the  interest  on  which  is  to  be  used  to 
establish  scholarships  for  graduate  study  by  pastors. 

For  many  years  younger  pastors  have  urged 
our  Southern  Seminaries  to  hold  summer  terms. 
This  year,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Malcolm  Perkins  of  Richmond,  Va.,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  inaugurate  such  a  term.  Dr.  J.  N.  Thom- 
as is  the  Summer  School  director,  and  Dr.  Richard- 
son shares  in  the  administrative  work  as  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  Department.  Both  of  these  professors 
will  conduct  classes,  as  will  also  Doctors  E.  T. 
Thompson  and  J.  E.  Bear.  At  the  present  date,  28 
ministers  have  enrolled  and  from  our  correspon- 
dence we  were  assured  that  many  more  would 
have  come  were  it  not  for  the  shortage  of  house- 
keeping apartments  and  the  difficulty  of  trans- 
portation attendant  upon  gas  and  tire  rationing. 
We  hope  that  this  experiment  will  be  a  successful 
one  and  that  the  Summer  School  can  be  a  fixed 
part  of  our  program. 

The  manpower  of  the  Seminary  consists  of  a 
staff  of  twelve,  including  in  addition  to  the  presi- 
dent, the  secretary  and  treasurer,  Rev.  M.  W.  Nor- 
fleet,  Jr.,  Mr.  Henry  M.  Brimm,  who  has  profes- 
sorial rank  as  librarian,  Mr.  James  R.  Sydnor,

Glade  Valley  has  a  spiritual  program  of  which 
we  are  all  very  proud.  Surely  pride  gained  from 
spirituality  is  the  sweetest  pride  of  all. 

There  is  something  so  extremely  different  about 
an  institution  where  God  is  praised,  and  one  where 
His  glory  is  never  spoken  of.

All 
the  prayer  groups  meet  in  the  parlor  for  a  service 
of  unison  prayers.  This  usually  lasts  about  half 
an  hour. 

On  Saturday  night  we  begin  our  Literary  So- 
ciety with  a  hymn,  scripture  and  prayer.  This  be- 
ginning is  always  effective. 

We  attend  Sunday  school  weekly.  Two  Sundays 
out  of  the  month,  Mr.  Berry  brings  us  a  message 
at  the  little  church.  On  these  respective  nights  the 
young  people  conduct  a  religious  program.  When 
our  pastor  is  absent  from  us  the  religious  service 
is  vice-versa.   He  speaks  to  us  at  night. 

Each  school  day  we  are  present  in  chapel.  This 
program  is  held  15  minutes  before  lunch. 

Last,  but  not  least,  we  find  that  many  of  the 
students  talk  with  God  at  night,  kneeling  beside 
the  bed  or  window  seat.  Surely  this  pleases  Him.

There  is  no  area  of  life  which  war  does  not 
touch;  its  fingers  sink  deep  into  human  experience. 
And  yet,  though  others  may  suffer,  it  is  the  youth 
who  must  die;  and  so  their  concern  at  the  sight  of 
this  sweeping  conflagration  is,  rightfully,  more  in- 
timate and  more  intense  than  that  of  any  other  sec- 
tor of  our  people. 

Take  the  young  college  man,  who  for  years  has 
built  a  future  on  carefully  meditated  steps  into 
his  manhood.  The  demands  of  a  nation  at  war  strike 
at  his  present,  that  is  true;  though  for  him  the 
hardest  blows  are  aimed  at  tomorrow,  as  dreams  and 
ambitions  are  shelved  for  the  duration,  perhaps 
forever. 

At  Davidson  College  nearly  700  of  these  young 
men  are  gathered;  young  men,  who,  even  as  recently 
as  December  6,  were  being  driven  to  competent 
scholarship,  and  adequate  physical  exercise,  and 
that  most  vital  task  of  all,  character  building,  by 
the  promise  of  tomorrow,  and  tomorrow's  careers 
in  medicine,  business,  law,  science,  the  ministry, 
and  education.  But  war  is  here,  and  a  nation,  des- 
perately pushed  into  action  by  the  most  powerful 
armies  of  all  history,  cries  to  them  for  help.  It  is 
no  time  to  pause;  one  step  lost,  all  may  be  lost; 
these  men  must  go,  today  or  tomorrow,  and  risk  for 
themselves  all  things  that  youth  holds  dear  to  its 
heart,  so  that  a  way  of  life  which  gave  them  19  or 
20  glorious  years  of  free  living  may  be  preserved 
for  their   children,  and  their  children's  children. 

What  happens  to  these  men?  Are  they  discour- 
aged, do  they  lose  hope,  does  character  falter  and 
industry  fail  them?  At  a  glance  we  look  at  the  cam- 
pus and  see  that  the  answer  is  "No."  For  with"  no 
prospect  surer  for  many  of  them  than  a  last  wild 
dive  to  earth  in  the  flaming  coffin  of  a  riddled 
bomber,  they  yet  find,  somewhere  deep  within  them, 
a  faith  which  transcends  the  clatter  of  chaos  echo- 
ing from  the  press  and  radio,  a  faith  which  turns 
hopelessness  into  strength  and  lets  them  know, 
above  the  wail  of  the  world  sob  that  God's  in 
his  heaven  .  .  ."  and  so  in  their  wills  they  resolve 
that  the  day  will  come  when  "all's  right  with  the 
world." 

Davidson  is  grim  today,  for  the  students  of 
Davidson  are  grim.  They  have  been  transformed,  by 
the  shock  of  quickly  precipitated  war,  into  men  with 
a  mission.  For  come  blood  and  hell,  tomorrow,  the 
actual  days  which  stretch  ahead,  are  theirs,  be- 
longing to  those  who  shall  live,  and  those  who  shall 
come  after.  And,  being  intelligent  men,  they  know 
full  well  that  neither  misery  nor  peace  comes  to  this 
earth  without  cause;  and  it  is  in  this  knowledge 
that  they  make  their  clear  resolve  to  build,  though 
with  blood,  sweat,  and  tears,  an  international  de- 
cency which  will  spring  from  themselves  as  the 
cause. 

The  Y.M.C.A.  has  never  been  more  active,  with 
Wednesday  night  prayer  meetings  on  every  hall  of 
the  campus's  six  beautiful  dormitories  attended 
voluntarily  by  a  large  majority  of  the  student  body. 
The  chapel  services  have  increasingly  become  a

In  the  middle  of  August,  as  this  article  is  being 
written,  there  are  only  four  available  spaces  for 
boarding  students  and  all  of  our  dormitory  room 
will  shortly  be  filled.  Our  day  students  from  the 
Charlotte  area  do  not  enroll  as  early  as  the  boarding 
students  but,  at  this  writing,  some  125  are  regis- 
tered. We  hope  that  by  September  15  the  enrollment 
will  be  up  to  capacity. 

It  has  not  seemed  wise  to  us  as  yet  to  accelerate 
our  program,  for  we  believe  that  the  colleges  for 
women  can  render  a  larger  service  by  maintaining 
educational  standards  during  the  war  period.  After 
the  war  in  1918  the  colleges  for  women  rendered  a 
great  educational  service  in  being  in  position  to  help 
all  colleges  get  back  into  the  approved  program  of 
higher  education. 

In  the  coming  school  year  the  business  adminis- 
tration of  educational  institutions  will  have  many 
problems.  It  will  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  balance 
budgets  with  the  increasing  cost  of  all  articles  which 
colleges  use.  Friends  of  church  colleges  who  believe 
in  Christian  Education  should  remember  this  and 
plan  to  be  more  generous  in  their  support  of  such 
institutions.  If  the  church  college  ever  needed  finan- 
cial help  it  will  be  needed  tenfold  more  in  the  years 
which  lie  ahead.  Unless  the  supporters  of  church 
colleges  rally  to  the  aid  of  their  schools,  many  of 
these  colleges  may  not  be  able  to  survive. 

It  will  be  very  necessary  to  guard  preciously  all 
equipment,  for  war  priorities  practically  make  it 
impossible  to  secure  replacement  for  many  neces- 
sities. At  Queens  College  we  are  somewhat  fortun- 
ate in  that  our  development  program  called  for 
three  years  of  improving  the  buildings,  the  equip- 
ment, and  the  campus.  When  the  college  opens  in 
September  the  physical  condition  of  the  college  will 
be  probably  in  the  best  condition  in  the  history  of 
the  college.  By  careful  management  we  hope  to 
maintain  the  plant  until  the  end  of  the  war  without 
too  great  deterioration.

OUR  DEFENSE  SERVICE  IN  NEW  BERN 

Mrs.  Sarah  H.  Marriner  who  has  charge  of  the 
work  at  this  point  writes  encouragingly  of  the 
service  rendered  and  the  deep  appreciation  of  the 
men  for  what  is  being  done  for  them.  We  quote 
from  a  recent  report:  "Our  center  in  New  Bern 
is  growing  all  the  time.  The  boys  begin  coming  in 
before  one  o'clock  p.  m.  and  10:30  we  have  to  close 
up  with  some  of  them  still  there.  At  7  p.  m.  every 
Sunday  we  have  a  Song  Fest  which  has  proven 
extremely  popular.  The  boys  request  their  favorite 
hymns — the  most  popular  of  all  being,  'The  Old 
Rugged  Cross'.  It  seems  they  never  tire  of  this 
one.  I  think  I  can  safely  say  that  three  fourths 
of  our  boys  come  from  Catholic  families,  but  you 
would  be  surprised  to  hear  them  sing  out  these 
gospel  hymns.  Our  pastor,  Rev.  R.  E.  McClure, 
usually  leads  these  services,  however,  he  has  asked 
one  of  the  boys  who  has  a  very  good  voice,  to  lead 
on  one  occasion,  and  last  Sunday  night,  Miss 
Catherine  Latta,  one  of  our  Presbyterian  girls,  who 
has  a  very  wonderful  voice,  was  at  home  on  vaca- 
tion, and  Mr.  McClure  requested  her  to  lead  the 
singing.   The  boys  were  carried  away  by  her  voice. 

Several  of  these  boys  who  have  especially  good 
voices  sing  special  selections  for  us.  One  of  these 
Catholic  boys  asked  me  if  I  had  a  pocket  Testament 
that  I  could  give  him.  His  request  was  granted  and 
told  me  afterwards  that  he  reads  it  every  night. 
His  whole  life,  he  said  had  been  changed  since 
he  had  been  coming  to  our  place.  Drinking  had  been 
given  up  and  other  forms  of  dissipation.  This  boy 
left  New  River  Marine  Base  on  Friday  for  'Parts 
Unknown.' 

"We  are  planning  to  keep  our  Center  open  every 
night  instead  of  three  nights  in  the  week.  I  have 
received  many  letters  from  these  boys  and  their 
parents,  expressing  their  appreciation  of  what  we 
are  doing  for  these  boys."

cause  receives  50  per  cent,  another  60  per  cent,  an- 
other 75  per  cent,  another  95  per  cent,  another  125 
per  cent  of  the  percentage  it  is  in  the  budget  for. 
This  is  caused  by  "SPECIALS"  and  organized  effort 
to  secure  from  the  churches  an  amount  greater  than 
what  the  Presbytery  has  said  should  go  to  that 
cause.  If  special  pressure  is  brought  upon  a  church 
causing  it  to  increase  its  gifts  to  benevolences  $100 
or  $5,000,  this  should  not  go  to  any  one  cause  but 
to  the  benevolences  as  a  whole  from  that  church 
and  each  cause  should  receive  its  percentage.  No 
representative  of  any  cause  should  seek  to  secure 
from  any  church  a  larger  percentage  of  its  benevo- 
lences than  the  Presbytery  has  decreed.  Benevo- 
lences as  a  WHOLE  are  greater  than  the  gifts  of 
one  cause.  If  the  percentage  division  adopted  by 
Presbytery  is  wrong,  have  it  changed,  but  do  not 
violate  the  action  of  Presbytery  by  acting  independ- 
ent of  its  mandates.  Some  churches  and  pastors 
are  wisely  and  loyally  standing  by  the  budget,  caus- 
ing all  gifts  to  benevolences  to  be  distributed  as 
designated  by  the  Presbytery.  It  will  be  a  great  day 
for  the  church  when  this  is  universally  done.

MAN  once  wrote  a  letter  to  a  friend  at 
Christmas  time,  in  which  he  said :  "Your  best 
gift  to  the  world  is  the  gift  of  yourself.  I 
want  to  thank  you  for  being  you,  and  for 
being  my  friend."  It  is  quite  true  that  the 
most  valuable  part  of  a  man  is  that  mysteri- 
ous center  of  thought  and  feeling  and  activity  which 
he  calls  himself.  This  is  the  bewildering,  potential 
part  of  him.  Here  personality  is  found  on  its  throne 
of  power.  It  is  of  this  that  we  must  speak  when  we 
talk  of  man  adequately.  It  is  related  to  all  sorts  of 
external  things,  but  personality  is  the  matter  of 
strategy. 

When  we  see  stewardship  in  its  largest  relations, 
we  must  see  how  all  its  other  aspects  come  at  last  to 
center  in  its  relations  to  personality.  Man  is  a  king 
under  God.  And  as  a  king  he  is  responsible  for  the 
realm,  for  the  throne,  and  for  the  man  who  occupies 
the  throne.  The  beginning  of  stewardship  lies  in  the 
fact  that  we  owe  life  and  all  we  possess,  and  the  world 
in  which  we  live,  and  everything  about  it,  to  God.  He 
made  it  all,  and  in  that  sense  we  owe  it  all  to  him.  He 
constantly  sustains  it  all,  and  in  that  sense  it  is  a 
constant  gift  from  Him.  All  this  is  the  basis  for  a 
great  religious  stewardship.  Ic  is  only  a  part  of  the 
basis  for  specifically  Christian  stewardship. 

The  typical  Christian  is  a  man  who  owes  every- 
thing to  the  cross.  His  conscience  has  found  rest 
there.  He  has  there  found  deep  repose  in  spite  of 
the  memory  of  hated  sins.  The  great  energies  of  the 
new  life  have  been  set  free  in  his  heart  as  he  accepted 
the  Christ  and  the  message  of  Calvary.  Everything 
which  makes  life  full  of  meaning  and  opportunity  and 
richness  and  infinite  hope 
come  from  the  cross.  It  is 
the  profound  sense  of  ever- 
lasting indebtedness  to  the 
great  sacrifice  that  makes 
the  deepest  motive  for 
Christian  stewardship.  Life 
is  to  be  lived,  talents  are  to 
be  invested,  everything  is  to 
be  done  in  the  light  of  the 
cross.  Into  this  sense  of 
the  mastery  of  all  life  by 
the  great  redemption  is 
brought  the  added  sense 
that  because  of  creation  and 
the  constant  upholding  of  all 
life  by  the  presence  of  God, 
it  all  belongs  to  Him.  So 
stewardship  is  a  matter  of 
ownership  thrice  enforced. 
By  the  creation,  by  the  sus- 
taining of  the  world  and 
life,  and  by  redemption,  God 
is  the  owner  of  our  lives  and 
all  that  we  possess. 

We  are  stewards  of  em- 
bodies. With  all  the  inti- 
macy of  association  which 
makes  them  seem  very  life 
of  our  life,  they  do  not  be- 
long to  us.

to  God.  We  are  to  use  them  for  Him.  The  defile- 
ment of  the  body  is  not  the  misuse  of  what  is  our  own. 
It  is  the  destruction  of  the  property  of  God. 

We  are  stewards  of  the  mind.  Here  we  come  to 
something  more  intimate  and  personal  than  the  body. 
Even  here  we  cannot  say  "Mine."  God  has  made  our 
minds.  No  mental  activity  would  be  possible  without 
the  present  sustainment  of  God.  And  this  mental  life 
of  ours  has  new  vistas  of  meaning  which  open  before 
it  since  the  great  reconciliation  of  the  cross.  Our 
minds  are  to  be  used  for  God.  They  are  the  servants 
of  God.    Our  thoughts  belong  to  Him. 

Our  emotions  belong  to  God.  Surely  nothing  seems 
much  more  definitely  our  own  than  our  feelings.  But 
God  holds  the  secret  of  our  emotional  life,  even  as  he 
holds  the  secret  of  our  mental  life.  He  made  his  or- 
ganism with  its  capacity  for  feeling.  He  continually 
keeps  it  in  activity.  The  great  work  on  Calvary  has 
one  of  its  supreme  outcomes  in  the  cleansing  and 
making  completely  healthful  of  the  emotional  life. 

We  are  stewards  of  our  wills.  Here  we  may  be 
inclined  to  hesitate.  Is  there  nothing  which  is  our 
very  own?  The  will  is  the  last  citadel  of  the  per- 
sonality. If  it  is  surrendered,  all  is  gone.  The  an- 
swer is  that  all  must  go.  There  must  be  nothing  left. 
All  belongs  to  God.  Stewardship  which  does  not  in- 
clude the  surrender  of  the  will  to  God  misses  the  very 
central  implication  of  our  being  God's  possession. 

We  are  stewards  of  our  activities.  What  we  do  is 
never  done  merely  by  our  own  effort.  Every  deed  is 
possible  because  we  live  in  a  world  God  has  made  for 
deeds,  and  because  He  helps  us  at  the  moment  of  our 
activities.    Some  deeds  disintegrate  and  some  upbuild. 

Calvary  is  the  great  creator 
of  noble  deeds.  By  creation, 
by  God's  present  co-opera- 
tion in  our  activity,  and  by 
redemption,  our  deeds  be- 
long to  God. 

We  are  stewards  of 
our  possessions.  Personality 
finds  no  surer  way  of  ex- 
pressing itself  than  through 
our  use  of  material  values. 
It  is  not  merely  that  a  little 
of  what  we  have  belongs  to 
God.  All  we  have  belongs 
to  God.  He  made  it  all.  He 
keeps  it  a  part  of  our  ex- 
perience. The  experience  of 
new  life  which  He  has  given 
is  a  kind  of  occupancy  of  us 
by  God  which  demands  the 
consecration  of  all  our  pos- 
sessions. All  that  we  are. 
all  that  we  think,  all  that  we 
feel,  all  that  we  do,  all  that 
we  possess  belongs  to  God 
We  must  remember,  how- 
ever, that  God  does  not  de- 
sire us  to  have  a  slave's 
sense  of  being  property  We 
belong  to  God,  to  be  sure:

Do  Enlisted  Men  Appreciate  Religious 
Services? 

An  answer  to  this  inquiry  is  found  in  the  follow- 
ing release  from  the  Bureau  of  Public  Relations: 

Chaplains'  reports  show  that  52,758  church  serv- 
ices were  held  for  United  States  Army  troops 
throughout  the  world  during  July,  1942,  with  a 
total  attendance  of  2,667,793,  the  War  Department 
announced  today.  The  average  number  of  men  at- 
tending each  service  was  50.57. 

There  are  still  211  reports  which  have  not  reached 
the  Office,  Chief  of  Chaplains,  and  no  statistical 
compensations  have  been  made  for  these. 

When  the  soldier  could  not  come  to  church  the 
church  came  to  him  wherever  he  was; — on  the  march, 
in  camp,  or  at  an  isolated  gun  position.  Chaplains 
have  become  accustomed  to  covering  hundreds  of 
miles  of  territory  in  jeeps  or  station  wagons  to 
bring  church  services  to  the  soldiers.  In  the  last 
year  outdoor  worship  has  become  a  regular  occur*- 
rence. 

Sacraments  were  administered  on  34,523  oc- 
casions during  July  with  321,759  participants.  A 


total  of  316,103  pastoral  and  community  activities 
were  recorded  at  which  3,892,798  people  were  pres- 
ent. 

Chaplains  made  40,690  hospital  and  guardhouse 
visits  during  the  month. 

In  addition  Chaplains  solemnized  3,221  mar- 
riages, officiated  at  650  baptisms,  heard  5,359  pro- 
fessions of  religion,  including  adult  baptism,  and 
distributed  95,082  testaments  and  Bibles.

Evangelistic  Meeting  Near  Fort  Bragg 

A  very  successful  tent  meeting  was  held  at 
Spring  Lake  (Postoffice,  Manchester,  N.  C.)  Novem- 
ber 1  -  November  22,  by  the  Rev.  Dan  Graham,  of 
Blountville,  Tenn.,  evangelist  of  Holston  Presby- 
tery. Spring  Lake  is  a  community  bordering  Ft. 
Bragg,  which  is  generally  considered  to  be  the 
largest  military  camp  in  the  country.  Spring  Lake, 
a  community  of  about  two  thousand  people,  is  in- 
habited by  soldiers  and  their  families,  civilian 
workers  at  the  fort  and  their  families,  and  the 
proprietors  of  beer  joints,  etc.  Spring  Lake  Chapel, 
the  only  Protestant  chapel  in  the  community,  was 
built  by  the  men  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Fayetteville  several  years  ago  as  a  mission  point. 
With  the  coming  of  the  war  emergency  it  was  turned 
over  to  Soldier  Work  Committee  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  and  C.  Rees  Jenkins  put  in  charge 
of  the  work. 

Although  the  weather  was  not  very  favorable  for 
a  tent  meeting,  a  good  many  people  at  various  times 
attended  the  meetings,  and  over  one  hundred  decis- 
ions for  Christ  were  made.  Some  of  these  were 
made  by  soldiers  at  the  Fort  and  others  by  citizens 
of  the  community,  most  of  them  transient  residents. 
Everyone  was  impressed  by  the  preachers  fearless 
denunciation  of  present  day  evils,  especially  that 
of  intemperance,  which  is  so  sorely  sabotaging  our 
war  effort.  The  call  to  repentance  and  faith  was 
clear  and  unequivocal.  Assisting  Mr.  Graham  were 
Mr.  Rhea  Anderson  of  Blountville,  Tenn.;  Rev.  W.  G. 
Somerville,  of  McConnellsville,  S.  C;  Rev.  Alston 
Boyd,  of  Atkinson,  N.  C;  Mr.  Keller,  of  Blountville, 
Tenn.,  the  pastor  of  the  work  at  Spring  Lake  with 
the  Christian  people  of  that  community.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  many  friends  in  Christ  who  made 
it  possible  for  Mr.  Graham  to  come  and  do  this 
work.

The  Castanea  Church,  reorganized  four  years 
ago,  dedicated  its  new  church  building  erected  of 
native  stone  on  Sunday,  September  20.

.as  soon  as  possible.  Rev.  C.  H.  Little,  a  former 
pastor,  preached  for  us  the  last  week  in  October. 
The  prospects  for  growth,  especially  in  the  Castanea 
field  are  unusually  bright.

Spend  the 
rest  of  the  day  at  home  reading  the  Bible  and  pray- 
ing. 

Special  petitions  we  are  asked  to  use  in  prayer 
BEFORE  GOD  ON  THIS  DAY. 

1 —  Humble  ourselves  and  ask  God  to  forgive 
•our  sins,  the  sins  of  our  church,  and  the  sins  of 
our  nation. 

2 —  Ask  God  to  keep  us  from  being  so  cold  and 
careless  about  His  work. 

3 —  Pray  God  that  He  will  be  a  refuge  to  the 
men  in  service — keeping  them  from  temptation  and 
danger,  and  if  God  sees  fit  to  call  them,  they  shall 
be  ready  to  go. 

4 —  Pray  for  the  leaders  of  our  nation  that  they 
will  lead  the  people  of  the  United  States  according 
to  the  teachings  of  Christ. 

5 —  Pray  for  a  righteous  peace  upon  earth. 

.  .  Give  yourselves  to  fasting  and  prayer."  I

DUNCAN'S  CREEK  AND  LORD'S  ACRE  PLAN

Most  of  our  members  had  some  Lord's  Acre 
Project.  The  Young  People's  League  worked  a 
cotton  patch  on  a  vacant  lot  by  the  church.  The 
congregation  rented  three  acres  from  a  neighbor. 
We  have  already  realized  $204  for  the  church  treas- 
ury on  two  bales  of  cotton  and  several  other  projects 
are  not  reported  yet.  The  young  people  raise  pop 
corn  and  peanuts,  enough  on  their  Lord's  acre  pro- 
ject to  supply  refreshments  for  all  winter  socials 
held  in  the  Community  House  or  church  grounds. 
Rev.  D.  Clark  of  Ashville,  came  on  harvest  day 
and  worked  in  the  Lord's  Acre  fields  with  the  various 
groups  of  church  workers.  We  always  close  the 
day's  work  in  the  field  with  a  song  and  dedication 
prayer.  Duncan's  Creek  has  kept  up  the  Lord's 
Acre  work  for  15  years.  It  has  paid  financially,  but 
the  spiritual  returns  and  fine  fellowship  created 
through  this  phase  of  dedicated  church  work,  is 
even  greater. 
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Ruling  Elder,  Frank  McFarland's  children,  Joan, 
10,  and  Frank  Jr.,  4,  worked  eight  rows  of  cotton  as 
their  Lord's  Acre  Project  this  year  for  Duncan's 
Creek  Church.  They  marked  the  plot  with  Lord's 
Acre  signs.  They  pose  for  picture  beside  the  pile 
of  cotton  which  brought  ten  dollars.  Each  child 
put  $5.00  in  the  collection  last  Sunday.

GREENVILLE 

Rev.  R.  S.  Boyd,  D.D.,  Pastor 
A  New  Presbyterian  Church,  Greenville.  N.  C. 
On  Sept.  20,  1942,  the  Meadowbrook  Chapel  was 
organized  into  the  Meadowbrook  Presbyterian  Church 
with  a  charter  membership  of  forty-eight  members. 
The  new  church  was  the  outgrowth  of  an  Out  Post 
Sunday  School  started  by  the  Men's  Bible  Class  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Greenville,  N.  C, 
some  three  years  ago.  It  was  organized  by  a  com- 
mission of  Albemarle  Presbytery  which  came  to 
the  field,  met  some  of  the  leaders  who  signed  a 
petition  requesting  the  organization,  and  directed 
the  new  congregation  in  electing  two  elders  and 
three  deacons.  These  officers  were  examined,  or- 
dained and  installed  October  4th  by  the  Session  of 
the  Greenville  Church.  Dr.  Robert  S.  Boyd,  modera- 
tor and  pastor  of  the  church.  This  new  church  has 
a  splendid  Sunday  school  which  meets  each  Sunday 


morning,  an  active  young  people's  organization,  and 
a  circle  in  the  auxiliary  of  the  Greenville  Church 
ready  for  organization  into  its  own  auxiliary.  This 
is  what  an  active  Men's  Bible  Class  can  do  when 
they  get  the  vision.  A  community  about  four  miles 
west  of  Greenville  is  ripe  for  another  such  under- 
taking. We  are  praying  that  God  may  give  the 
same  Bible  class  another  vision  of  service  for  that 
field. 

SALUDA 

"Rev.  W.  M.  Elliott,  D.D.,  Pastor 

November  1st  marks  the  beginning  of  our  fifth 
year  of  service  here.  We  have  served  the  Saluda 
people  the  best  we  could.  About  two  years  ago  we 
started  two  outposts,  one  about  two  miles  from 
town,  the  other  about  15  miles  out. 

The  outpost  two  miles  out  now  has  a  borrowed 
building;  we  need  one  of  our  own  and  we  think 
we  will  get  it.  We  have  services  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  first  and  second  Sundays  of  each  month  and 
a  prayer  service  Wednesday  evenings.  We  also 
need  a  building  out  at  the  other  outpost.  We  are 
trying  to  get  one.  Our  Sunday  school  out  there  has 
been  called  off  because  there  is  no  home  in  the 
community  large  enough  to  hold  the  Sunday  school. 
There  are  about  40  pupils  in  it.  I  preach  out  there 
in  some  home  every  second  and  fourth  Sunday  after- 
noon. 

We  have  now  16  members  in  one  outpost  and 
18  members  in  the  other,  and  more  to  come  in.. 
We  started  with  nothing.  Our  membership  now  in 
the  Saluda  church  is  85;  we  began  with  30  mem- 
bers. We  have  lost  some.  We  have  received  69 
members  into  the  Saluda  church,  including  the  out- 
post, since  we  came.  We  had  a  week's  meeting  out 
at  one  of  the  outposts  and  a  ten-day  meeting  here 
in  Saluda  in  September  and  October.  We  have  re- 
ceived 18  members  since  the  last  Sunday  in  Au- 
gust; 13  of  those  in  October.  Our  son,  Rev.  John 
F.  Elliott,  pastor  in  Birmingham,  Ala.,  did  the 
preaching  during  our  ten-day  meeting  in  town,  and 
Mrs.  John  F.  Elliott  did  the  solo  work. 

It  looks  as  though  the  gathering  in  has  just 
begun.  We  thank  God  that  He  can  so  use  us  that 
His  name  may  be  glorified. 


FLOW-HARRIS 

Rev.  J.  K.  Parker,  Jr.,  Pastor 
I  don't  know  of  any  special  news  from  the  Flow- 
Harris  field  right  now.  The  people  are  working  to- 
gether mighty  well  right  now,  and  a  fine  spirit  is 
being  shown  all  around.  Our  building  program  is 
progressing  steadily,  and  we  are  now  raising  money 
for  our  pews,  hoping  that  by  spring  we  will  be  able 
to  occupy  our  new  auditorium.  We  are  stressing  the 
United  Religious  Education  Advance.  The  congre- 
gation has  committed  itself  to  the  program,  and  a 
number  of  the  members  have  already  taken  some 
part  in  the  work.  We  have  taken  a  religious  census 
of  this  community,  and  have  also  appointed  five 
teams  to  visit  people  who  ought  to  be  in  our  church. 
Some  of  these  teams  have  already  done  some  visit- 
ing. Also  we  had  our  Rally  Day  program,  and  prior 
to  this  each  Sunday  school  teacher  made  an  effort 
to  visit  all  the  members  of  his  or  her  class.  The 
results  were  splendid. 
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ROCKY  MOUNT  SECOND  -  EVANGELISTIC 
SERVICES

A  series  of  evangelistic  services  were  conducted 
at  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Rocky  Mount, 
N.  C,  from  September  27  through  October  4.  Rev. 
H.  N.  McDairmid,  who  was  serving  in  Home  Mis- 
sion work  in  Rocky  Mount  during  the  time  of  the 
organization  of  the  Second  Church  and  was  the 
church's  first  pastor,  and  who  is  now  Promotional 
Secretary  of  Home  Missions  in  Albemarle  Presby- 
tery, was  the  guest  evangelist.  The  whole  com- 
munity was  blessed  through  his  ministry  in  these 
special  services.

During  the  time  he  has  been  here  he  has  held  four 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  and  five  meetings,  doing 
the  preaching  in  four  of  the  meetings  and  teaching 
in  three  of  the  D.V.B.S's.  The  meeting  at  Berea 
Church  resulted  in  four  additions  by  letter  and 
four  on  confession  of  faith  in  Christ.  While  at 
Providence  Church,  four  were  received  on  Confes- 
sion of  faith  in  Christ,  and  three  by  letter.  He 
preached  a  week  at  the  Spencer  Church  but  there 
were  no  additions  to  the  church.  During  the  meet- 
ing at  Four  Oaks  Church,  Rev.  C.  D.  Calcote  of 
Benson,  N.  C,  preached  for  us.  There  was  one  ad- 
dition on  confession  of  faith  in  Christ.  Since  the 
meeting  at  Berea  another  was  received  into  the 
church  by  letter. 

Mr.  Robertson,  with  his  efficient  helper,  Miss 
Margaret  Stephenson,  opened  up  a  new  work  in  the 
Holland-Dupree  neighborhood.  He  held  a  meeting 
there  the  first  week  in  June  without  any  confessions 
or  additions.  At  the  same  time  he  and  Miss  Ste- 
phenson carried  on  a  D.V.B.S.  with  the  help  of  Miss 
Martha  McLeod  of  Aberdeen,  a  volunteer  D.V.B.S. 
worker  for  the  summer;  and  the  Misses  Inez  and 
Berneice  Johnson  and  Miss  Lois  Massengill.  These 
last  three  with  Miss  Stephenson  are  members  of 
Providence  Church.  The  people  in  the  neighbor- 
hood wanted  us  to  hold  Sunday  school  and  build  a 
church,  so  on  Sunday  afternoon  of  June  7,  we  or- 
ganized a  Sunday  school   with  77  enrolled;  from 


then  until  Nov.  8,  the  average  attendance  was  54. 
About  two  or  three  weeks  back  we  began  a  cam- 
paign to  raise  funds  for  a  new  church  building,  and 
Miss  Margaret  Stephenson,  with  Mrs.  Jarvis  Pleas- 
ant of  the  neighborhood,  have  gathered  over  $300, 
mostly  in  cash,  in  the  community.  Mr.  Lester  Angh- 
born  gave  an  acre  of  land,  and  we  are  to  start  the 
foundation  tomorrow,  Nov.  10,  1942.  Presbytery 
and  other  interested  friends  are  helping.  We  ex- 
pect to  put  up  the  building  free  of  debt. 

The  Rev.  Dixon  McDonald,  the  former  pastor  of 
the  Providence  group,  is  assisting  Mr.  Robertson 
in  the  new  work.  He  is  able  to  teach  Sunday  school, 
and  expects  to  preach  at  the  outpost  twice  a  month. 

A  petition  to  organize  a  church  was  presented 
to  the  meeting  of  Presbytery,  meeting  in  Fayette- 
ville,  Nov.  2,  and  a  commission  was  appointed  to 
organize  if  the  way  be  clear.

"Is  that  all  the  wood  we  have?"  one  of  the  girls 
asked  me. 

"Is  what  all  the  wood  we  have?" 

"That  little  patch  in  front  of  Rush's  store,"  she  re- 
plied.   "That's  where  the  boys  are  working  today." 

"After  all,  my  dear,  that's  a  pretty  big  woods,  but 
I  imagine  the  boys  are  cutting  there  today  because  it  is 
easier  to  get  into  in  the  snow.  You  know,  the  school 
owns  125  acres  in  all,  a  good  part  of  which  is  covered 
with  forest." 

It  was  Monday,  holiday  and  work-day  combined.  Soon 
after  breakfast  the  snow  had  begun  to  fall  in  big  feath- 
ery flakes.  Snow,  when  one  is  well  wrapped-up,  is  not 
so  cold,  and  besides  it's  fun.  Heavily  clad  in  tall  boots, 
extra  jackets  and  toboggans  (though  they  may  be  out 
of  fashion  elsewhere)  a  group  of  boys  hacked  busily 
with  axes  and  cross-cut  saws  at  the  trees  assigned  them. 
Mr.  Eldridge  was  there  too,  in  the  midst  of  the  labor. 
With  reddened  faces  and  chapped  hands,  the  boys  worked 
on  until  the  cry  rang  out,  "We've  got  a  load  now.  Let's 
go."  While  the  mules  slowly  jog  along,  pulling  their 
wagon-load  of  fuel  for  colder  days  ahead,  there  is  time 
out  until  the  next  drive. 

"It's  a  good  thing  we  have  wood,  isn't  it?"  asked 
Willie  Mae,  continuing,  "especially  since  coal  is  so  hard 
to  get  this  year."  ,  , 

Yes,  we  are  fortunate  to  have  both  wood  and  young 
people.  As  long  as  I  have  been  with  them  it  gives  me  a 
new  thrill  every  Monday  to  see  these  boys  and  girls 
busy  at  work  or  play. 

But  I  must  be  on  my  way.  I  never  step  out  this  way 
without  glancing  towards  the  carpentry  work  going  on 
in  the  cow  lot  about  200  yards  distant.  It  is  a  new  dairy 
barn,  Grade  A,  that  is  going  up  so  fast.  Though  Harry, 
who  helped  lay  the  concrete  floor,  has  since  been  called 
to  the  army,  progress  has  been  remarkable  until  the  last 
week  of  snow.  Ted  Wyatt  is  our  A-No.-l  foreman  on  the 
job,  as  well  as  on  the  farm.  He  and  his  wife,  Alene,  both 
finished  school  at  Glade  Valley.  At  present  she  is  in  the 
kitchen  directing  the  girls  in  their  Monday  chores,  but 
more  of  that  later. 

With  the  valuable  gift  of  five  guernsey  cows,  namely 
Sue,  Linda,  Eudora,  Evelyn  and  Sylvia,  it  seemed  worth- 
while to  provide  proper  milking  quarters,  so  the  project 
is  being  carried  out  according  to  North  Carolina  state 
specifications  for  Grade  A  dairy  barns.  Of  course,  all 
this  would  be  impossible  were  it  not  for  our  good  friends. 
Mr.  Hutton,  pastor  of  Reynolda  Church  and  his  congre- 
gation of  Winston-Salem  were  responsible  for  the  five 
new  cows  (we  have  five  other  milking  cows).  Gifts  from 
individuals  and  groups  have  made  the  barn  possible. 
For  the  first  time  we  can  furnish  A  grade  milk  for  the 
students  at  the  table  and  for  cooking. 

We  were  rather  touched  by  the  gift  of  one  former 
student,  a  boy  who  never  could  have  finished  school.  In 
spite  of  this  fact,  he  found  his  calling  and  is  now  doing 
tree  surgery  work.  He  sent  a  donation  of  $5  for  the 
new  building. 

Another  graduate  sent  $52  of  his  tithing  money  to 
Glade  Valley.  He  happens  to  be  working  in  the  ship- 
yards at  Newport  News. 

As  I  approach  my  own  dormitory  two  girls  emerge 
behind  great  bundles  of  clothes.  They  are  on  their  way, 
across  the  snow,  to  the  wash-house  where  a  warm  fire 
is  heating  water  for  Monday's  laundry. 

Of  course  clothes  can't  be  hung  outside  while  the  snow 
falls,  so  all  the  railings  upstairs  are  covered  with  sheets, 
towels  and  personal  articles  of  apparel.  But  even  though 
the  bathroom  too  is  full  of  girls  singing  or  whistling 
as  they  wash,  everybody  can't  be  doing  the  same  job. 

The  big  black  range  in  the  roomy  kitchen  is  covered 
with  pots  and  pans  of  simmering  contents  while  savory 
odors  are  wafting  through  the  air  Around  one  long  work 
table  girls  chatter  and  peel  apples.  Somebody  else  is 
shredding  cabbage  for  slaw.  Scrubbing  is  going  on  in 
every  nook  and  corner. 

Yet  by  11:30  o'clock  I  have  a  group  of  perhaps  a 
dozen  girls  through  with  their  work  and  ready  to  go  on 
a  walk  in  the  snow.  Now  matter  how  often  it  comes, 
this  white  softness  is  always  a  symbol  of  great  fun  and 
frolic  for  some.  Riding  pants,  slacks  or  most  anything 
serve  as  snowsuits  and  by  the  time  galoshes,  head  muf-

The  1943  Sprunt  Lecture  series  will  begin  on 
Sunday,  January  31,  and  will  end  Saturday,  Feb- 
ruary 6.  This  year's  Sprunt  lecturer  will  be  Rev. 
John  S.  Bonnell,  D.D.,  the  pastor  of  the  Fifth  Ave- 
nue Presbyterian  Church,  New  York  City,  and  the 
author  of  Pastoral  Psychiatry.  The  special  lecturers 
will  be, Rev.  Arthur  J.  Moore,  D.D.,  L.L.D.,  bishop 
of  the  Atlanta  Area  of  the  Methodist  Church ;  and 
Rev.  Charles  L.  King,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Houston,  Texas.  This  lecture- 
ship was  created  in  1911  by  Mr.  James  Sprunt  of 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  with  the  double  purpose  of  af- 
fording means  of  still  fuller  training  to  the  students 
for  their  future  ministry  and  of  creating  a  powerful 
and  permanent  Christian  literature. 

The  registrar  of  the  seminary  announces  that  the 
fall  enrollment  totals  97  men.  Of  this  number  31 
are  juniors,  26  are  middlers,  31  are  seniors,  and 
nine  are  special  students.  Eighteen  states  and  one 
foreign  country  are  represented  in  the  student 
body.  North  Carolina  has  17  men  in  the  seminary, 
being  second  only  to  Virginia.  '

for  occupation  before  spring.  Efforts  are  soon  to  be 
made  to  bring  the  needs  of  our  library  to  the  atten- 
tion of  all  Presbyterians  in  North  Carolina  in  or- 
der that  our  new  building  may  be  completed  and 
equipped.

Presbyterian  Junior  College  Program  Accelerates 
Education  Before  Military  Service 

"When  will  my  son  have  to  enter  military  serv- 
ice?" is  a  question  in  the  minds  of  many  parents 
of  sons  today.  Educational  plans  must  now  be  made 
to  fit  into  the  demands  of  war.  When  a  boy  becomes 
eighteen  he  is  subject  to  military  service.  Many  par- 
ents wish  to  provide  every  educational  advantage 
possible  for  their  sons  before  military  service  be- 
gins. To  meet  this  need  for  acceleration  Presbyte- 
rian Junior  College  has  inaugurated  a  year-round 
program  in  both  the  preparatory  and  college  depart- 
ments. By  attending  high  school  and  college 
classes  all  year  much  more  rapid  educational  prog- 
ress is  possible. 

For  example,  take  a  boy  fifteen  years  of  age  in 
the  tenth  grade,  with  nine  high  school  units  credit 
at  the  end  of  this  session.  At  the  ordinary  rate  of 
progression  in  public  high  school  this  boy  will 
graduate  from  high  school  in  the  12th  grade  in 
June,  1945,  and  he  will  be  17  years  of  age.  He  would 
have  time  to  take  one  year  of  college  work  before 
being  called  into  military  service.  Now  suppose 
this  boy  enters  preparatory  department  at  Presby- 
terian Junior  College  when  the  second  semester  be- 
gins on  January  21.  At  the  end  of  this  session  he 
may  have  nine  and  one-half  high  school  units.  By 
attending  the  first  term  of  preparatory  department 
summer  school  beginning  June  7  and  also  the  sec- 
ond term  beginning  July  19,  this  young  man  may 
have  earned  altogether  eleven  and  one-half  units. 
By  June,  1944,  the  student  will  graduate  from  high 
school  with  a  diploma  carrying  16  high  school  units, 
and  he  will  have  completed  three  semester  hours  of 
college  work.  At  the  end  of  the  two  terms  of  sum- 
mer school  in  the  summer  of  1944  he  will  have  com- 
pleted 15  semester  hours  of  college  work.  By  June, 
1945,  when  in  the  regular  high  school  program,  he 
would  be  graduating,  the  student  taking  the  year- 
round  accelerated  program  may  have  earned  51 
semester  hours  college  credit,  which  will  give  rank 
as  a  sophomore.  Another  summer  school  and  reg- 
ular session  will  bring  our  accelerated  student  to 
June,  1946,  when  he  is  18  years  old  and  subject  to 
military  duty,  and  he  may  have  completed  by  then 
87  semester  hours,  which  means  that  over  half  the 
semester  hours  in  the  Junior  year  of  college  have 
been  finished. 

When  the  student  reaches  18,  provided  he  has 
completed  his  sophomore  class,  he  may  be  deferred 
from  military  service  until  he  has  completed  his 
professional  training  in  many  critical  professions 
such  as  medicine  and  engineering.  To  help  supply 
the  men  needed  for  these  professions  in  which  there 
is  a  critical  shortage,  the  government  will  lend  a 
student  up  to  $500  per  year  for  the  last  two  years 
of  his  college  work.  Also,  when  the  student  enters 
the  army  the  loan  is  cancelled.  Thus  it  is  evident 
that  it  is  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  student 
who  is  preparing  for  one  of  the  professions  to  ac- 
celerate his  education  so  as  to  complete  the  sopho- 
more year  before  being  called  to  Military  service. 


Enrollment — Peace  has  a  total  enrollment  this 
year  of  240  students;  of  these,  153  are  resident  stu- 
dents, filling  our  dormitories  to  capacity. 

The  first  term  has  just  been  completed.  In  many 
respects,  it  has  been  an  unusually  fine  one  in  spite 
of  changed  conditions  resulting  largely  from  the 
war. 

Peace  and  the  War — Peace  is  making  every  effort 
to  adjust  herself  to  the  demands  being  made  by  the 
war  conditions.  Students  are  being  reminded  that 
it  has  become  a  patriotic  duty  to  put  their  best 
efforts  into  their  academic  and  vocational  work, 
and  that  it  is  also  a  patriotic  duty  to  keep  physically 
fit,  insofar  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  A  general  edu- 
cational program  emphasizes  consumer  education, 
such  as  the  rationing  needs ;  the  principles  of  de- 
mocracy; the  appreciation  of  our  allies;  the  de- 
mands of  post-war  reconstruction.  Our  safety  pro- 
gram, including  fire  drills,  is  being  carried  out 
methodically.  Sewing  of  a  simple  type  is  being  done 
under  the  direction  of  the  local  Red  Cross  Unit. 

The  Peace  "Family  Campaign" — Our  alumnae 
and  friends  will  be  interested  in  the  report  to  date 
from  the  campaign  being  made  for  Peace,  which  is 
the  forerunner  of  the  general  Synodical  Campaign 
that  is  to  be  made  for  the  Presbyterian  colleges  of 
the  State.  The  field  representatives  of  this  "Family 
Campaign"  were  dismissed  July  1,  but  the  work  is 
still  progressing  by  correspondence  and  other  ap- 
proaches. The  fund  today,  in  subscriptions  and 
cash,  has  reached  a  total  of  $40,152.95.  This  is  ap- 
proximately $25,000  short  of  the  $65,000  goal  that 
was  set  to  pay  off  all  the  indebtedness  on  the 
school,  and  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  campaign.  Peace 
is  grateful  to  everyone  who  has  made  any  contri- 
bution to  this  fund,  and  wishes  to  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunity  to  express  again  its  appreciation  to 
all  those  who  have  helped  to  lower  so  substantially 
the  school  debt,  approximately  all  of  which  was  in- 
curred as  the  purchase  price  of  the  school  when  it 
was  taken  over  from  private  ownership  by  the  Pres- 
byteries of  the  State.  If  there  are  any  among  our 
readers  who  have  not  contributed  to  the  "Family 
Campaign,"  we  trust  they  will  make  contributions 
now. 

We  should  like  to  repeat  the  suggestion  already 
made,  that  by  buying  a  war  bond  for  Peace,  the 
donor  will  be  assisting  two  very  worthy  causes — 
the  fight  for  democracy  and  the  cause  of  Christian 
Education.  Such  a  gift,  up  to  15  per  cent  of  one's 
income,  and  up  to  ten  per  cent,  may  be  deducted 
from  the  income  tax  assessments  by  the  Federal 
Government  and  the  State  Government,  respectively. 

If  any  of  our  readers  know,  or  know  of,  any 
people  of  wealth  who  could  be  asked  for  substantial 
aid  in  helping  us  to  wipe  out  this  debt,  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  the  project  would  greatly  ap- 
preciate it  if  these  friends  would  help  the  commit- 
tee to  get  in  touch  with  such  persons.  This  com- 
mittee may  be  reached  through  Mr.  Karl  Hudson, 
chairman  of  our  board  of  trustees,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  or 
Dr.  W.  C.  Pressly,  president  of  Peace.

The  enrollment  thus  far  is  275  students,  of 
whom  250  are  boarders.  This  represents  a  decrease 
of  14  per  cent  over  last  year  which  is  much  less 
than  many  women's  colleges  suffered  in  attendance. 
The  senior  class  numbers  61  which  is  larger  than 
usual.  Of  this  number  29  will  graduate  in  Home 
Economics.  All  the  graduates  will  be  in  great  de- 
mand as  teachers,  war  workers,  etc.  The  music  de- 
partment has  more  students  this  year  than  last. 
There  is  also  a  large  business  class  which  will  be 
ready  to  fill  many  useful  positions  in  June. 

The  students  and  faculty,  in  addition  to  their 
regular  work,  have  participated  in  a  number  of 
war  activities.  International  Student  Day  was  ob- 
served in  November  with  appropriate  chapel  exer- 
cises by  the  students.  A  stamp  and  bond  sale  was 
promoted  among  the  students  and  faculty  members 
with  pleasing  results.  The  professors  and  students 
have  assisted  rationing  committees,  knitted  and 
made  bandages  for  the  Red  Cross,  have  taken  First 
Aid  courses,  and  entertained  groups  of  soldiers. 

A  number  of  visitors  at  chapel  laid  special  em- 
phasis upon  the  importance  of  preparation  through 
the  regular  college  courses  and  the  great  need  for 
trained  women  in  the  post-war  world.  Dr.  E.  R. 
Kellersberger,  secretary  to  the  Lepers  Board  Mis- 
sion in  America,  presented  an  impressive  illustrat- 
ed lecture  on  this  great  work.  Rev.  W.  A.  Linton 
represented  the  Candidate  Department  of  the  For- 
eign Mission  Committee.  Miss  Mary  Louise  Wood- 
son and  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Garrison  represented  the 
Synod's  and  General  Assembly's  Student  Work. 
Miss  Winnie  Coxe,  a  former  graduate  and  superin- 
tendent of  nurses  at  the  Columbia  Hospital  (S.  C.) 
spoke  on  the  importance  of  nursing  as  a  profession 
for  women.  All  of  these  speakers  brought  impres- 
sive messages  in  regard  to  the  important  place  of 
women  in  the  world  today. 

Another  very  impressive  chapel  program  was 
provided  by  the  public  school  Bible  teachers  in  con- 
nection with  a  meeting  of  the  Eastern  District 
Bible  Teachers  at  the  college.  Miss  Janet  Robinson 
made  the  principal  address.  Flora  Macdonald  offers 
courses  which  prepare  graduates  for  this  important 
work.  Misses  Flora  McQueen  and  Miss  Alice  Mc- 
Connell,  graduates  of  Flora  Macdonald  College,  were 
among  the  delegates  present. 

The  fall  series  of  religious  services  sponsored 
by  the  Christian  Association,  was  conducted  by 
Rev.  Carl  Pritchett  of  Davidson,  who  made  a  deep 
impression.  This  was  his  second  visit  to  Flora 
Macdonald  campus  and  he  was  warmly  welcomed. 

The  first  three  numbers  of  the  Concert  and  Lec- 
ture Course  were  excellent.  Lucille  Browning  of 
the  Metropolitan  Opera  presented  a  splendid  pro- 
gram. Dr.  Alfred  Noyes  delivered  an  unusually 
fine  lecture.  Max  Rosen,  a  world-famous  violinist, 
presented  a  brilliant  program.  Many  friends  from 
nearby  towns  were  present  in  spite  of  the  gas  and 
tire  rationing.  They  had  the  opportunity  to  meet 
these  artists  at  a  reception  after  the  performances. 

The  Music  Department  has  made  the  usual  en- 
joyable contribution  to  the  fall  program.  On  No- 
vember 23,  Miss  Lellon  Warren  of  Clinton,  a  talent- 


In  spite  of  the  disturbing  world  conditions  and 
the  heavy  decline  in  enrollment  in  many  men's  col- 
leges in  America,  Dr.  Cunningham  announces  that 
Davidson  is  continuing  this  fall  with  a  full  enroll- 
ment. Many  more  of  the  students  than  usually  are 
participating  in  military  training  offered  by  the 
ROTC.  A  number  of  students  will  be  graduated  at 
the  end  of  the  first  semester,  and  a  number  of  fresh- 
men will  enter  at  that  time. 

The  religious  life  of  the  college  takes  on  a  se- 
riousness which  is  natural  in  such  a  crisis  as  young 
men  must  face  in  this  era.  The  fall  services  were 
conducted  by  The  Reverend  Jas.  A.  Jones,  D.D., 
pastor  of  the  Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church,  of 
Charlotte.  A  fine  spirit  pervaded  these  meetings 
as  vital  gospel  messages  were  presented  to  the  fac- 
ulty and  the  students. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  YMCA  Cabinet  and 
the  local  pastor,  The  Reverend  Carl  R.  Pritchett,  the 
most  of  the  students  who  had  never  made  a  pro- 
fession of  faith  have  been  won  to  that  conclusion 
during  the  fall.  On  a  recent  Sunday  morning,  14 
young  men  stood  together  in  the  church  to  assume 
their  vows  as  believers  in  Christ  and  to  unite  with 
the  Church.  The  rite  of  baptism  was  administered 
to  nine  of  that  number.  Others  have  decided  to 
unite  with  their  home  churches  during  the  Christ- 
mas holidays. 

The  Otts  Lectures  were  given  early  in  Decem- 
ber by  President  John  A.  Mackay  of  Princeton  The- 
ological Seminary.  He  chose  as  his  subjects  for  the 
four  lectures  "Heritage  and  Destiny"  and  showed 
cleai-ly  and  convincingly  that  the  heritage  of  the 
individual  of  society  and  of  the  nation  must  be  in 
God,  or  else  it  has  no  abiding  life. 

Davidson  is  engaged  this  fall  in  a  campaign  to 
secure  $250,000  for  the  erection,  when  priorities 
permit,  of  a  new  gymnasium  on  the  campus.  Neces- 
sary physical  education  makes  such  an  equipment 
one  of  Davidson's  foremost  needs  at  this  time.  The 
alumni  has  sponsored  the  project  and  are  inviting 
friends  of  the  college  to  participate  with  them  in 
their  effort.

Opportunities  in  Collegiate  Nursing  Education 

Never  in  the  history  of  nursing  education  has 
there  been  such  a  demand  for  professionally  trained 
nurses.  This  demand  may  be  expected  to  continue 
even  after  the  war  is  concluded.  For  administra- 
tive positions  in  nursing  there  is  a  particular  need 
for  graduates  from  collegiate  schools  of  nursing. 

Through  nursing,  college  women  have  unusual 
opportunity  to  express  their  intelligence  and  spirit 
in  service  to  their  fellow  man.  Through  it  they 
implement  their  academic  and  scientific  knowledge 
with  constructive  and  effective  action.  Nursing 
schools  with  programs  of  a  collegiate  nature  are 
anxious  to  meet  the  present  emergency  by  admitting 
an  increasing  number  of  students. 

One  of  the  few  schools  of  this  type  within  the 
South  is  the  coordinate  program  between  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  Queens 
College.  The  hospital  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Hospital  Association,  the  American  College  of  Sur- 
geons and  the  Carolina-Virginia  Hospital  Associa- 
tion. Its  School  of  Nursing  has  the  approval  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners, 
and  its  graduates  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
Red  Cross,  Army,  and  Navy  Nursing  Services. 
Queens  College  is  fully  accredited  by  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

The  coordinate  program  consists  of  a  five-year 
course  leading  to  the  nursing  diploma  and  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Science.  This  course  meets  in 
full  the  academic  nursing  requirements  for  execu- 
tive and  supervisor  positions  in  the  nursing  field. 
It  is  designed  to  equip  nurses  with  a  high  type  of 
professional  training  and  with  an  enriched  cultural 
background.  The  effectiveness  of  the  coordination 
is  maintained  by  a  permanent  standing  committee 
from  the  college  faculty  and  from  the  Nursing 
School  faculty. 

Students  enrolling  in  this  five-year  course  are 
encouraged  to  participate  in  a  full  program  of  stu- 
dent activities,  both  on  the  campus  of  the  college 
and  of  the  Nursing  School. 

In  addition  to  the  training  of  nurses,  the  com- 
bined program  is  so  organized  that  courses  in  teach- 
ing, supervision  and  administration  may  be  offered 
to  graduate  nurses  who  wish  to  return  for  further 
training. 

The  satisfaction  which  each  indivdual  may  find 
in  nursing  will  depend  upon  her  vision,  personality, 
temperament,  and  initiative.  The  future  leaders 
among  nurses  will  be  those  who  possess  a  liberal 
professional  education.  When  such  an  education  is 
used  by  the  nurse  in  relation  to  society,  she  will 
lead  a  useful  life,  filled  with  enduring  relationships, 
varied  experiences,  and  constructive,  creative  work. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  on 
February  8,  there  will  be  a  few  places  available  in 
the  college  for  students  who  may  graduate  from 
high  school  in  the  middle  of  the  year.  By  entering 
college  in  February  and  attending  at  least  two  sum- 
mer school  sessions,  students  will  be  able  to  ac- 
celerate their  college  courses  and  graduate  in  three 
and    one-half    years.    Since    available    places  in 


Mitchell  College  opened  for  the  regular  fall 
term  on  September  8,  following  a  successful  sum- 
mer school  session  instituted  in  cooperation  with 
the  general  acceleration  policy  of  colleges  and  uni- 
versities throughout  the  country. 

During  Religious  Emphasis  Week,  September  14- 
18,  Dr.  R.  A.  Forrest,  president  of  Toccoa  Falls  In- 
stitute, was  the  inspirational  speaker.  Other  guest 
speakers  during  the  session  have  been  Dr.  Harold 
Skeen,  who  gave  a  scientific  presentation  of  the  al- 
cohol problem;  Miss  Sophie  Graham  of  China;  and 
Mr.  C.  Shaw  Smith,  General  Secretary  of  the  YMCA 
at  Davidson  College.  A  series  of  lectures  on  arch- 
eology and  the  Bible  were  given  by  Mrs.  Margaret 
Russell  of  Mobile,  Ala. 

Miss  Helen  Summerville  of  McConnellsville, 
S.  C,  and  Miss  Kate  Callaway  of  Johnson  City, 
Tennessee,  represented  Mitchell  at  the  assembly  of 
Presbyterian  students  held  at  Peace  Junior  College. 
Miss  Summerville  was  elected  secretary  of  the 
Presbyterian    Students'  Association. 

A  retreat  for  the  cabinet  of  the  Student  Chris- 
tian was  held  on  Lake  Hickory,  November  6-8.  Miss 
Sophie  Graham  was  the  visiting  counselor  and  Bible 
teacher  during  the  conference. 

"Sentence,"  a  temperance  play,  was  presented 
in  Charlotte  at  the  state  convention  of  the  Women's 
Christian  Temperance  Union  by  a  group  of  Mitchell 
students. 

Although  inter-collegiate  athletic  contests  have 
not  been  scheduled  because  of  gasoline  and  tire  ra- 
tioning, intramural  and  local  games  are  being 
played  by  the  enthusiastic  athletes — both  boys  and 
girls. 

A  new  feature  of  Mitchell's  accelerated  program 
is  the  night  commercial  school.  A  series  of  short 
term  courses  will  continue  through  out  the  year. 

Mitchell  College  is  proud  of  her  55  "co-eds"  who 
are  representing  her  in  the  armed  forces  of  our 
country.  In  honor  of  these  boys,  the  Historical  So- 
ciety presented  to  the  college  in  an  impressive 
chapel  program  on  November  11,  a  service  flag  on 
which  each  of  these  students  is  represented. 

A  number  of  the  Mitchell  boys  have  enlisted  in 
the  Reserve  Corps  of  Army,  Navy,  and  Marines. 
Other  members  of  the  student  body  have  been  con- 
tributing their  efforts  toward  victory  by  picking 
cotton,  knitting,  and  collecting  scrap  metal. 

Mitchell  was  hostess  to  the  District  Federation 
of  Music  Clubs  wich  met  in  Shearer  Hall  on  No- 
vember 7. 

A  Christmas  cantata  will  be  given  by  the  A  Cap- 
pella  Choir  in  Shearer  Hall,  on  Sunday,  December 
13.  This  program  will  be  concluded  with  the  sing- 
ing of  the  familiar  Christmas  Carols.

Presbyterian  Students  and  the  Church 

Perhaps  a  bit  concerning  the  development  of 
work  among  students  in  our  Synod  in  recent  years 
will  interest  you.  At  its  fall  meeting,  1938,  Synod 
passed  the  following  resolution:  "That  the  religious 
work  among  Presbyterian  students  in  the  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  within  the  bounds  of  Synod 
be  henceforth  under  the  direction  of  Synod's  com- 
mittee of  Religious  Education."  Acting  in  accord- 
ance with  that  resolution  a  sub-committee  on  stu- 
dent work  was  appointed  by  Synod's  Committee  of 
Religious  Education,  of  which  Reverend  S.  H.  Ful- 
ton of  Laurinburg  was  the  first  chairman.  There 
seemed  to  be  at  least  two  well-defined  phases  of 
student  work  to  be  served  by  such  a  committee — 
first  that  of  keeping  before  the  Churches  of  the 
Synod  the  claims  of  students  and  student  work  both 
as  to  finances  and  the  financing  of  student  pastors 
and  workers  at  State  and  other  institutions,  and  as 
to  ministry  to  students  through  their  home 
Churches.  Secondly,  the  work  among  and  with  Pres- 
byterian students,  themselves,  in  the  activities 
which  might  enrich  and  strengthen  them  in  their 
personal  and  church  relationships. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  bears  the  distinc- 
tion of  having  more  of  our  own  Presbyterian  Col- 
leges within  its  bounds  than  any  other,  there  being 
three  Senior  and  three  Junior  Colleges.  Besides  the 
work  being  done  with  students  in  our  six  Presby- 
terian institutions  there  is  a  rather  extensive  work 
being  done  by  our  Synod  at  State  and  privately 
owned  institutions.  Synod's  sub-committee  on  stu- 
dent work,  through  financial  assistance  and  a  gen- 
eral oversight  of  the  work,  is  busy  at  five  such  in- 
stitutions. These  colleges  and  universities  are  able, 
thereby,  to  have  the  services  of  a  part-time  or  a 
whole-time  student  worker,  or  a  student  pastor,  de- 
pending on  the  situation.  The  following  are  the 
centers :  Women's  College  at  Greensboro  where  Mrs. 


Edgar  Allred  is  the  student  worker;  State  College 
Church  (which  is  called  the  West  Raleigh  Presby- 
terian Church)  with  Dr.  John  H.  Grey,  Jr.,  as  pas- 
tor with  the  assistance  of  part-time  workers  who 
are  students;  Eastern  Carolina  Teachers  College  at 
Greenville,  N.  C,  which  work  is  handled  by  an  as- 
sistant to  the  pastor  of  First  Church,  and  who  is 
Reverend  Clyde  Carter;  Duke  University,  which  has 
a  part-time  student  pastor,  Reverend  Charles  M. 
Ramsay;  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel 
Hill,  Reverend  Charles  M.  Jones  is  pastor  of  the 
church  and  is  assisted  by  part-time  helpers  who 
are  students.  The  sub-committee  on  Student  Work 
for  the  Synod,  of  which  Reverend  Watt  M.  Cooper 
is  chairman,  maintains  a  budget  of  $4,200  per  year, 
most  of  which  goes  into  the  maintenance  of  student- 
pastors  and  workers  at  these  centers.  These  stu- 
dent-pastors and  workers  are  ever  desirous  of  hav- 
ing local  pastors  send  them  names  of  students  en- 
tering their  institutions. 

The  other  phase  of  student  work  in  the  Synod 
has  to  do  with  the  activities  of  the  students  them- 
selves. For  years  past  the  students  within  our 
own  Presbyterian  institutions  in  the  Synod  have 
maintained  a  fellowship  known  as  "The  Student 
Christian  Association"  which  meets  annually  pre- 
ceding the  opening  of  school  for  the  purpose  of 
planning  a  program  for  the  year  ahead,  and  again 
in  the  summer  at  the  Synodical  Young  People's 
Conference  at  Davidson. 

In  the  spring  of  1939,  the  sub-committee  on 
Student  Work  authorized  the  first  meeting  of  Pres- 
byterian students  from  both  church-related  and 
State  institutions,  which  drew  students  from  13 
colleges  and  universities  in  the  Synod.  Since  that 
year  the  Presbyterian  Student  Association,  as  this 
group  is  called,  has  met  annually,  and  is  gradually 
expanding  its  ministry  BY  students  TO  students 
through  an  enlarging  program  of  work.

The  main  thought  was  that 
Thanksgiving  is  not  just  a  time  of  feasting,  but  a  sym- 
bol of  praise,  love  and  freedom." 

"You'll  never  realize  until  you  get  away  how  much 
Glade  Valley  really  does  mean  to  you."  It  was  Peggy 
Haverland,  a  '42  graduate,  who  spoke  these  words  in 
response  to  a  toast  to  the  alumni.  You  see,  Thanksgiving 
is  also  homecoming  day  with  us.  Peggy,  now  a  working 
girl  in  Burlington,  North  Carolina,  was  just  about  the 
happiest  girl  I  ever  saw. 

Julia  Lee  Brown,  a  Flora  Macdonald  College  fresh- 
man, had  suffered  cuts  in  grades  and  extra  expenses  to 
be  present  for  only  a  few  hours  that  day. 

Letters  from  service  boys  overseas  and  in  distant 
parts  of  the  nation  assured  us  that  many  alumni  were 
present  in  spirit  while  necessity  kept  them  bodily  away. 

We  don't  mean  to  boast.  We  are  only  proud  and 
happy  that  a  Christian  boarding  high  school  can  serve 
boys  and  girls  who  might  not  otherwise  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  such  an  education. 

It  is  a  fact  that  there  is  a  certain  magnetic  quality 
about  Glade  Valley  High  School.    It  certainly  couldn't 


be  the  buildings,  for  we  are  working  under  many  diffi- 
culties from  that  source.  Perhaps  it  is  a  spirit  of  sac- 
rifice and  devotion,  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eldridge  have  cer- 
tainly given  themselves  to  the  call  of  young  people  as 
have  Mr.  Ervin,  our  principal  and  Mrs.  Guerrant,  our 
dean.  These  members  of  the  faculty  have  been  here 
longest. 

Perhaps  it  was  not  so  difficult  to  get  teachers  here 
this  year  as  it  was  elsewhere,  for  all  of  last  year's  group 
returned.  Only  one  of  us  was  absent  during  the  first 
quarter,  but  as  soon  as  necessary  arrangements  were 
made,  I  too  could  stay  away  no  longer. 

We  are  offering  the  regular  courses  for  an  accredited 
high  school  plus  three  courses  in  Bible,  home  economics 
and  shop  work.  Seventy  students  are  enrolled.  Among 
these  43  come  from  mountain  homes  in  Home  Mission 
territory.  Fourteen-day  students  pay  ojnly  tuition  and 
walk  from  their  homes  in  this  community. 

Literary  society,  socials,  Christian  Association  and 
church  work  continue  as  usual. 

The  community  church  is  small  but  it  has  always 
been  a  place  of  inspiration  and  worship  for  Glade  Val- 
ley students.  A  recent  article  fcr  "Plain  Tales  From 
The  Hills,"  our  school  paper,  expressed  an  urgent  desire 
that  this  sacred  spot  should  be  kept  in  order  and  re- 
pair for  church  services.  Mr.  Berry  preaches  only  two 
Sundays  a  month,  but  our  young  people  conduct  a  wor- 
ship service  in  the  church  on  the  other  Sabbath  mornings.

It  rejoices  our  hearts  that  40 
denominations,  including  our 
own,  are  uniting  in  a  great  Re- 
ligious Education  Advance, 
which  has  for  its  stirring  pur- 
pose during  the  next  four  years 
the  reaching  of  every  person 
with  Christian  teaching.  The 
impetus  of  this  undertaking 
should  touch  and  quicken  every 
mrs.  e.  c.  heins,  Jr.  phase  of  the  Church's  life  and 
work. 

Indeed  each  department  of  the  church  ties  into 
Religious  Education  in  a  very  real  way.  Does  not 
the  training  of  youth  and  adult  feed  the  work  of 
Foreign  Missions,  and  of  Home  Missions?  Do  not 
our  church  colleges  reach  back  into  the  Christian 
home  for  both  student  and  faculty?  Evangelism 
itself  counts  heavily  on  the  products  of  religious 
training. 

Truly  it  is  time  for  us  to  come  alive  to  these 
values,  and  unite  our  prayers  and  efforts  for  the 
success  of  this  great  movement. 

"The  public  school  must  be  redeemed  from  se- 
cularism; families  must  fulfill  their  primary  and 
indispensable  function  in  the  moral  and  religious 
education  of  children;  churches  must  come  to 
fuller  realization  of  their  responsibility  in  the  mat- 
ter of  Christian  teaching." 

It  was  recommended  by  the  Woman's  Advisory 
Committee  at  its  July  meeting: 

"That  every  woman  of  the  church  take  her  place 
in  the  United  Religious  Education  Advance,  and 
that  she  encourage  each  member  of  her  family  to 
face  its  challenge;  and  that  Synodical,  Presbyte- 
rial,  and  local  auxiliaries  study  the  objectives  of 
the  Advance,  and  test  their  program  by  these  ob- 
jectives." 

The  United  Religious  Education  Advance,  this 
great  movement  that  has  in  it  so  much  promise, 
now  gives  to  us  as  Auxiliary  members  the  renewed 
opportunity  to  be  about  our  Father's  business.  And 
surely  if  every  person  is  to  be  reached  with  Chris- 
tian teaching,  we  must  all  (not  only  pastors,  Sunday 
school  teachers,  and  church  leaders),  but  we  all  who 
bear  His  name  must  give  much  time  in  being  about 
His  business.  If  the  Advance  is  to  mean  what  we 
hope  it  will  mean  to  our  church,  we  must  all  exer- 
cise our  glorious  privilege  to  lift  up  the  Crucified 
Lord  as  the  only  way  for  this  world  in  chaos. 

To  do  this,  we  must  turn  to  the  Book  of  books 
and  be  able  to  say  with  Paul  that  the  end  and  ob- 
ject of  our  life  is  "to  know  Him  and  the  power  of 
his  resurrection."  We  can  witness  to  others  only 
what  we  know  ourselves,  and  unless  we  know  Him 
we  have  no  testimony  to  hear.  This  should  bring 
us  to  a  realization  that  we  must  search  the  Scrip- 
tures to  learn  more  of  Him.  It  should  bring  us  to 
our  knees  often  that  we  may  know  Him  thru  prayer 
and  communion.  It  should  bring  us  to  a  rededication 
of  self  that  we  may  be  channels  thru  which  He 
can  work.  The  Advance  movement  should  mean  to 
every  woman  in  each  local  auxiliary  an  occasion 
for  a  definite  advance  in  every  phase  of  spiritual 


growth  and  service.  It  is  ours  to  see  that  the  whole 
plan  and  program  is  undergirded  with  strong  spir- 
itual defenses. 

Let  us  pray  and  work  that  every  child  and  youth 
and  adult  within  reach  of  our  churches  may  know 
in  its  fulness  that  "God  so  loved  the  world — that 
whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should  not  perish,  but 
have  everlasting  life."  That  is  the  high  purpose  of 
our  United  Religious  Education  Advance.  May  it 
summon  us  all  to  a  more  complete  loyalty  to  the 
Christ  and  His  Church.

The  Religious  Education  Advance  may  appear  to 
be  a  domestic  matter,  working  especially  with  the 
men  and  women  of  our  Southland,  it  can  and  will 
have  a  tremendous  influence  on  our  work  abroad. 
If  we  get  our  neighbors  to  live  each  day  in  a  Christ- 
like fashion,  which  is  an  avowed  purpose  of  the 
Advance,  they  will  show  more  and  more  of  our 
Lord's  zeal  for  extending  the  benefit  of  the  Gospel 
to  all  areas  of  the  earth.  If  our  friends  near  at 
hand  find  Christ  as  Saviour,  they  will  soon  follow 
Him  as  Master  and  will  obey  His  command  to  "Go^ 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature."  As  the  Advance  succeeds  in  the  local 
church  and  throughout  the  Assembly,  a  new  and 
enthusiastic  concern  for  and  support  of  Foreign 
Missions  will  arise,  for  one  cannot  at  the  same  time 
be  genuinely  Christian  and  be  indifferent  to  the 
extension  of  the  Christian  Gospel  to  all  the  lands 
of  the  world. 

Foreign  Missions  can  help  the  Advance.  Today 
serious  men  and  women  are  looking  for  light  and 
truth  that  will  prevail  not  only  at  home,  but  also 
abroad.  The  work  of  Foreign  Missions  is  an  evi- 
dence of  the  fact  that  when  a  man  commits  himself 
to  the  service  of  Christ  in  the  homeland,  he  is  be- 
coming a  part  of  that  community  which  is  world- 
wide, and  which  holds  the  hope  for  the  coming  of 
a  better  day  of  justice,  peace,  and  brotherhood 
among  all  nations.  Foreign  Missions  has  demon- 
strated that  the  Christian  Gospel  is  a  Gospel  for  all 
people,  and  is  able  to  save  all  sorts  and  conditions 
of  men.  If  we  have  so  great  faith,  then  we  can 
advance  at  home,  assured  that  as  we  make  progress 
in  the  Kingdom  here,  we  are  hastening  the  day 
when  the  Kingdoms  of  this  world  shall  become  the 
Kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Foreign  Mission  work  of  the  Church  and  the 
program  of  the  Religious  Education  Advance  are 
closely  allied  because  both  have  the  same  pur- 
pose: Proclaiming  the  truth  and  grace  of  God.  If 
the  Advance  really  "advances,"  then  the  work  of  our 
church  in  her  missionary  program  abroad  will  ad- 
vance also. 

As  we  enter  into  our  Foreign  Mission  season, 
may  this  love  be  manifested  in  us,  the  whole  effort 
be  undergirded  by  pur  sincere  and  earnest  inter- 
cession.  Only  as  we  humble  ourselves  before  God

The  Effect  of 

Stewardship 

Upon  Character 


f  OHE  character  effects  of  stewardship  upon 
^■^any  particular  person  will  depend  very 
largely  upon  what  is  embraced  in  stewardship  in 
the  thinking  of  that  person.  If  stewardship  be  nar- 
rowly visualized,  if  it  be  interpreted  as  merely  a 
sort  of  mechanical  manipulation  of  material  pos- 
sessions, then  the  effect  can  be  but  trifling.  If,  how- 
ever, stewardship  be  widely  visualized  as  involving 
an  obligation  to  employ  all  one's  powers  and  pos- 
sessions according  to  gospel  standards  of  conduct, 
to  recognize  the  validity  of  the  spiritual  heritage 
and  pass  it  to  others,  then  the  effect  upon  his  own 
character  must  inevitably  be  vast  and  far-reaching. 

To  gain  complete  emancipation  from  a  wrong  set 
of  one's  mind,  especially  if  that  set  has  become 
firmly  established,  is  always  difficult.  Often  some 
boisterous  boaster  of  complete  freedom  from  the 
thrall  of  every  sort  of  superstition  betrays  even 
while  he  boasts  that  he  is  still  bound  by  some  fet- 
ter of  that  superstition  which  he  so  vigorously  dis- 
avows. At  least  two  popular  miscoHceptions  have 
wrought  harm.  The  first  has  interpreted  steward- 
ship very  largely,  if  not  wholly,  as  a  religious  de- 
vice to  squeeze  money  from  unwilling  pockets.  Thus 
a  matter  that  should  be  purely  incidental  has  been 
made  basic  and  fundamental — a  subordinate  item 
on  the  periphery  has  been  transferred  to  the  center 
and  given  an  altogether  undue  distinction. 

A  second  popular  misconception  of  stewardship 
develops  logically  from  the  first.  This  regards  stew- 
ardship as  a  joyless  burden  to  be  borne — an  irksome 
sacrifice  to  be  made.  And  to  those  who  narrow  it 
to  a  standardizing  of  material  gifts  without  any  un- 
dexiying  spiritual  dynamic  to  motivate  and  make 
the  giving  a  joy  almost  akin  to  a  sacrament,  stew- 
ardship will  prove  a  defeatist  movement  lacking  po- 
tency to  bless  the  giver  or  to  lay  any  substantial 
foundations  upon  which  to  build  character. 

But  a  careful  reading  of  the  New  Testament  set- 
ting of  stewardship  as  Jesus  presented  it  reveals  this 
not  as  something  narrow  and  constricted,  but  as  a 
matter  of  wide  reaches  and  far  horizons.  Its  high- 
way leads  not  to  national  mints  where  money  is 
coined,  but  to  the  divine  heart  where  alone  Chris- 


tian character  is  inspired.  It  is  not  a  material  de- 
sign to  get  something  from  folks,  but  a  spiritual  de- 
sign to  contribute  something  to  folks — an  adventure 
with  one's  own  life  in  going  on  a  spiritual  mission 
for  Jesus  with  a  dower,  for  the  faithful  distribu- 
tion of  which  we  are  held  responsible. 

Disciples  of  Jesus  are  more  than  stewards  of 
coin.  They  are  stewards  of  the  good  news;  of  the 
mysteries  of  grace;  of  the  greatest  deposit  of  bless- 
ing the  world  has  known.  Jesus  was  God's  Steward 
to  reveal  the  love  lying  in  the  heart  of  the  heavenly 
Father.  When  Jesus'  earthly  stewardship  was  draw- 
ing to  a  close,  He  entrusted  that  stewardship,  ad- 
venture, and  enterprise  to  human  hands  and  hearts. 
"Ye  are  my  witnesses" — sent  forth  as  stewards  of 
God — His  representatives,  entrusted  with  His  mes- 
sage, His  plans,  His  purposes.  Stewardship  then  in- 
volves not  a  segment  of  life,  but  the  whole  of  life. 

Are  these  mysteries  of  grace  still  valid?  Does 
human  society  still  need  good  stewards  of  the  mys- 
teries of  the  grace  of  God?  Or  have  the  mysteries, 
and  the  stewardship  of  the  mysteries,  become  out- 
grown in  this  age  of  material  and  scientific  prog- 
ress? Let  George  Bernard  Shaw  make  reply,  who 
says:  "I  am  no  more  a  Christian  than  Pilate  was, 
or  than  you  are,  gentle  reader.  Yet  I  am  ready  to 
admit  that  after  studying  the  world  of  human  mis- 
ery for  sixty  years,  I  see  no  way  out  of  the  world's 
trouble  but  the  way  Jesus  would  have  found  had 
He  undertaken  the  work  of  a  modern,  practical 
statesman." 

Put  the  plant  of  genuine  Christian  stewardship 
at  the  center  of  any  soul,  and  it  must  follow  as  the 
night  the  day  that  that  plant  will  speedily  flower  and 
fruit  in  beautiful  symmetrical  and  stalwart  character. 
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THE  EVERY-MEMBER  CANVASS 

March  7  is  the  day  appointed  for  the  Every-Mem- 
ber  Canvass  in  all  of  the  churches  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  canvass  should  be,  THOROUGH. 
EVERY  member  should  be  seen  and  given  an  oppor- 
tunity of  making  a  pledge.  A  faithful  and  untiring 
"follow-up"  committee  is  of  prime  importance.  If 
•ever  the  Church  needed  the  loyal  financial  support 
of  its  members,  this  is  the  hour.  Our  ONLY  hope 
is  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ.  May  this  Every  Mem- 
ber Canvass  reveal  a  sacrificial  devotion  to  the  Lord 
never  witnessed  before.

EVANGELISM  OUR  SUPREME  OBJECTIVE 

A  leading  business  man  was  in  our  office  a  few 
weeks  ago  discussing  the  work  of  the  church.  It  was 
extremely  interesting  to  note  his  reaction  as  he  lis- 
tened to  a  review  of  the  several  activities  in  which 
the  church  is  engaged.  When  the  subject  of  Evan- 
gelism was  mentioned  and  we  remarked  that  the 
saving  of  souls  was  really  the  supreme  objective  of 
all  of  our  endeavors,  his  face  beamed  with  a  per- 
sonal interest  and  enthusiasm,  as  he  exclaimed, 
"Well,  that  is  the  thing  that  challenges  me."  This 
friend  was  a  shrewd  cotton  mill  executive.  I  could 
almost  see  what  was  going  on  in  that  business  brain 
of  his.  He  was  doubtless  thinking  that  if  I  had  a 
group  of  mills  and  25  per  cent  or  more  of  them  were 
non-productive  I  would  ask  no  better  task  than  to 
tackle  the  job  of  discovering  the  cause  and  applying 
the  remedy.  While  this  is  a  surmise  on  my  part  as 
to  what  he  was  thinking,  the  encouraging  fact  is 
he  assured  me  that  he  was  ready  to  very  substan- 
tially share  in  this  important  work. 

The  Appalling  Need 

In  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  there  were  fewer 
accessions  on  profession  of  faith  than  the  previous 
year.  There  were  160  churches  representing  a  mem- 
bership of  10,395  members,  with  a  Sunday  school  en- 
rollment of  8,352,  having  511  Ruling  Elders  and  489 
Deacons  that  did  not  report  a  SINGLE  accession  to 
these  churches  on  profession  of  faith  during  the 
whole  of  last  year.  In  the  General  Assembly  last 
year  there  was  one  profession  for  every  29  professing 
Christians.  In  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  it  took 
32  professing  Christians  to  reach  one  unsaved  per- 
son. When  Jesus  came  to  the  fig  tree  and  found 
nothing  but  leaves,  he  was  greatly  disappointed. 
Profound  must  have  been  His  disappointment  as  he 


approached  these  barren  fig  trees  52  Sundays  in  the 
year  and  found  no  fruit  thereon.  As  he  spared  the 
barren  fig  tree,  so  He  would  encourage  us  to  re- 
newed effort  by  prayer  and  work  to  make  fruitful 
the  barren. 

A  Suggested  Remedy 

.When  Jesus  saw  the  multitudes  as  sheep  with- 
out a  shepherd,  He  said,  "Pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  that  he  thrust  laborers  into  the  harvest." 
Let  us  pray  and  seek  to  answer  our  prayers  for  la- 
borers in  all  of  the  inviting  fields  of  our  Synod. 

A  list  is  being  prepared  of  evangelists,  pastors 
and  laymen  of  special  evangelistic  gifts  who  are 
willing  to  respond  to  a  call  to  conduct  an  evan- 
gelistic meeting  in  one  of  the  160  churches  report- 
ing no  additions  on  profession  of  faith  and  at  other 
points.  Our  "business"  friend  is  going  to  help  in 
the  financial  department  of  the  program. 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  of  each  Presby- 
tery is  invited  to  heartily  cooperate  and  supervise 
all  meetings  within  its  bounds,  making  appointments 
and  directing  theeefforts  of  the  visiting  minister  as 
though  he  were  your  own  Presbyterial  evangelist.

HISTORY  OF  MT.  BETHEL  PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH 

Mt.  Bethel  Presbyterian  Church  is  about  five 
years  old.  It  has  passed  its  early  helpless  days  and 
now  is  able  to  crawl.  It  needs  the  help  of  every 
loyal  Presbyterian  to  place  it  on  its  feet  and  en- 
able it  to  walk  alone. 

This  church  is  the  only  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Durham  County,  outside  of  the  city  limits  of  Dur- 
ham. What  has  been  done  in  this  section  can  and 
should  be  done  in  every  section  of  the  county. 
This  church  is  not  only  a  challenge,  but  it  pre- 
sents a  challenge  in  every  part  of  the  county. 

The  church  was  called  Bethel,  meaning  the 
House  of  God.  It  has  been  built  for  His  glory  and 
the  best  interest  of  the  residents  of  this  part  of 
Durham  County. 

The  church  has  a  membership  of  76  with  a  Sun- 
day school  enrollment  of  100,  with  an  average  at- 
tendance since  moving  into  the  new  church  of  at 
least  75.  We  have  two  elders  and  two  deacons.  An 
Auxiliary  with  two  circles  and  the  young  people 
of  the  church. 

The  church  plant  when  completed  will  not  only 
demand  the  respect  of  this  community,  but  the  re- 
spect of  every  Presbyterian  in  the  denomination. 
The  church  is  located  in  a  grove  of  almost  two 
acres.  Some  of  the  trees  near  the  church  have 
taken  about  100  years  to  grow.  The  plant  itself 
will  cost  about  $8,000  when  completed.  We  still 
need  one  thousand  dollars  or  over  to  complete  the 
plant. 

About  one  hundred  Presbyterians  in  Durham 
have  had  some  part  already  in  the  church.  About 
1500  have  had  no  share  in  this  splendid  work.  The 
Inter-city  League  could  do  nothing  better  than 
make  this  work  your  project  in  Home  Missions  this 
year.  The  small  membership  of  Mt.  Bethel  have 
obligated  themselves  to  the  extent  of  $2,000  and 
this  means  they  must  pay  $30  per  month  for  six 
years  to  pay  their  part.  To  ask  them  to  assume  a 
greater  responsibility  would  greatly  hinder  the 
work. 

Please  bear  in  mind  that  Mt.  Bethel  is  not  an 
outpost  of  Blacknall  Memorial,  nor  of  the  first 
church  or  any  one  church  in  Durham,  but  it  is 
a  work  of  all  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  Dur- 
ham, and  all  the  churches  of  the  city  should  feel 
responsible  for  its  completion  and  growth. 

We  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the  member- 
ship of  Mt.  Bethel  has  already  made  great  sacri- 
fices, and  most  of  them  receive  small  salaries. 
Their  loyalty  cannot  be  doubted  in  carrying  on  the 
work  of  the  church. 

Our  prospect  for  new  members  is  very  encour- 
aging. Eight  families  are  attending  the  services. 
Many  of  the  young  people  of  this  community  are 
not  members  of  any  church.  We  have  enough 
children  in  this  community  to  fill  the  Sunday  school 
to  overflowing.  The  possibilities  at  Mt.  Bethel  are 
very  encouraging.  I  feel  that  most  of  the  parents 
of  these  eight  families  will  join  the  church  with 
their  children  soon. 

The  work  in  Wake  and  Johnson  counties  has 
proven  that  if  the  county  is  churched  with  Pres- 


byterians, these  churches  become  feeders  to  the 
city  churches.  The  city  churches  of  Raleigh  are 
taking  in  more  than  twice  the  members  the  Dur- 
ham churches  receive  in  each  decade,  especially  in 
the  last  decade.  Our  city  is  almost  three  times- 
larger  than  Raleigh  and  our  growth  is  much  more 
rapid.  The  increase  in  membership  of  the  city 
churches  should  be  much  larger  than  Raleigh.  I 
feel  this  is  true  because  we  have  paid  little  atten- 
tion to  the  rural  section  of  Durham  County. 

Rev.  H.  P.  Ruppenthall  was  the  promoter  of  this 
project  and  deserves  much  credit  for  bringing  it 
to  completion.

THE  PINK  HILL  GROUP  OF  PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCHES 

This  group  is  now  vacant.  It  was  formerly 
served  most  efficiently  by  Rev.  J.  Ray  Dickens, 
now  pastor  of  Gilwood  church  in  Concord  Presby- 
tery. 

The  work  of  this  group  of  churches  is  going 
along  in  a  fine  way.  During  the  past  year  the 
Pleasant  View  Church  has  added  four' class  rooms, 
a  porch  and  a  steeple  to  its  building.  In  addition 
to  this  it  has  been  painted  on  the  inside  and  out- 
side. This  work  has'  been  paid  for  by  the  Lord's 
Product  Plan  and  a  gift  from  Mrs.  K.  G.  Hudson. 
A  successful  Bible  school  has  been  held  during 
the  summer  with  an  enrollment  of  50.  The  Sun- 
day school  is  making  progress  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Durham  Grady,  our  superintendent.  The 
church  services  are  well  attended.  THE  SMITH 
CHURCH  is  also  making  progress.  The  church  has 
recently  elected  and  ordained  two  new  officers  to 
assist  in  the  leadership  of  this  work.  A  Bible  school 
was  held  during  the  summer  with  an  enrollment  of 
25.  Mr.  H.  E.  Page  has  been  recently  elected  su- 
perintendent, and  under  his  leadership  the  Sunday 
school  is  making  progress,  in  attendance  and  in- 
terest. The  HARPER-SOUTHERLAND  CHURCH 
is  raising  money  to  complete  its  building  when  the 
war  is  over.  The  money  raised  is  being  placed  in 
War  Bonds.  The  people  of  this  little  church  are 
showing  much  interest.  Attendance  at  Sunday 
school  and  church  services  is  good.

THE  JACKSONVILLE  FIELD 

Sometimes  dreams  come  true,  especially  if  they 
.are  backed  by  prayer,  purpose,  and  consecration  of 
life,  talents  and  means  of  many.  Such  a  dream  is 
•coming  true  at  Jacksonville,  N.  C. 

When  war  became  a  certainty  and  America  be- 
gan feverishly  to  prepare  its  armed  forces,  a  tract 
•of  200  square  miles  on  New  River  was  purchased 
for  establishing  our  largest  Marine  base.  Thou- 
sands of  Marines  were  housed  in  tents  for  training. 
15,000  workmen  were  assembled  to  build  this  per- 
manent base  with  beautiful  buildings  of  brick 
and  steel,  air  fields,  parachute  towers,  a  $10,000,- 
•000  hospital  of  15  wings,  beautiful  officers'  homes 
at  Paradise  Point,  700  homes  at  Midway  Park,  and 
•countless  other  projects. 

Our  far-seeing  leaders  envisioned  the  spiritual 
needs  of  this  great  base  extending  to  the  limits  of 
Jacksonville.  They  dreamed  of  providing  the  small 
•church  there  with  all-time  service  and  a  place  of 
recreation  for  marines.  The  Synodical  undertook 
financing  a  recreational  building  as  its  special  1942 
project.  Under  the  able  leadership  of  its  president, 
Mrs.  E.  C.  Heins,  Jr.,  their  $5,000  goal  was  reached. 

Jacksonville  two  years  ago  was  a  village  of  some 
900  inhabitants.  Its  churches  were  small  with  al- 
ternating services.  The  Presbyterians,  served  by  a 
non-resident  pastor,  had  less  than  fifty  members 
with  services  twice  a  month.  For  thirty  years  a 
small  but  loyal  congregation  carried  on,  but  un- 
aided, they  could  not  cope  with  supplying  full- 
time  services  or  minister  to  thousands  of  marines 
•and  other  thousands  of  transient  families  suddenly 
in  their  midst.  Even  a  year  ago,  Jacksonville  was 
the  scene  of  utter  congestion  with  every  room  filled 
•and  thousands  more  living  in  shacks  and  trailer 
•camps,  the  strangers  outnumbering  old  residents, 
four  or  five  to  one.  Several  hundreds  of  homes  have 
been  built  and  although  10,000  workmen  have  left 
the  Marine  Base,  there  are  from  3,000  to  4,000  new 
residents  in  Jacksonville  proper.  The  dream  of 
leaders  of  Synod  and  Synodical  has  already  come 
true.  Work  began  in  August  despite  priorities  and 
seemingly  insuperable  difficulties  and  now  a 
most  handsome  and  commodious  recreational  build- 
ing is  complete.  It  comprises  a  large  recreation 
hall  and  stage,  study,  kitchen,  two  bathrooms,  and 
furnace  room.  Chairs,  tables,  game  tables,  writing 
•desks,  dishes,  and  many  other  furnishings  are  yet 
to  be  procured  but  we  hope  they  will  materialize 
soon.  In  fact,  this  building  is  now  being  used  for 
worship  while  the  church  auditorium  nears  com- 
pletion. 

Synod,  Defense  Service  Council,  Presbytery  of 
Wilmington  and  the  local  church  all  made  possible 
the  employment  of  an  all-time  minister  in  Jackson- 
ville field,  last  March.  We  too  dreamed  of  a  beau- 
tiful church  within  and  without.  That  dream  is 
nearing  fruition.    Instead  of  cracked  plaster  and 


dark  interior,  beautiful  celotex  walls  and  ceiling 
with  indirect  lighting  and  light  woodwork  within, 
painted  roof  and  spire,  painted  walls  without,  lev- 
eled grounds,  landscaped  with  shrubs  and  flowers, 
and  concrete  walks  are  all  coming  true.  This  re- 
modeling is  provided  by  Jacksonville  Church  itself 
and  friends,  $1250  of  our  $1500  goal  having  already 
been  raised. 

After  all,  a  church  is  not  wood  or  stone,  but 
people.  Our  aim  is  to  minister  to  thousands  of 
marines  who  throng  our  streets  and  thousands  of 
civilians  who  have  come  from  everywhere.  These 
are  mostly  transient  but  many  will  be  permanent. 
Already  we  have  half  as  many  again  in  membership 
as  last  year.  Four  of  these  are  nonresident  marines 
now  overseas.  With  use  of  the  recreational  build- 
ing we  expect  to  reach  multitudes  more. 

In  Jacksonville  field  are  also  Antioch  Church  and 
King  Chapel,  a  mission  of  Jacksonville  Church. 
Preaching  service  is  held  twice  monthly  at  each 
point  and  Sunday  school  each  Sunday  afternoon. 
Antioch  Sunday  school  now  averages  over  thirty 
with  still  larger  attendance  on  preaching  Sundays. 
King  Chapel,  built  about  two  years  ago,  has  re- 
cently acquired  comfortable  pews,  replacing  boards 
used  for  seats.  During  February  we  plan  a  two- 
weeks  meeting. 

Through  support  by  Synod's  Religious  Education 
Committee,  Miss  Lillian  Johnson  came  in  September 
as  Sunday  school  extension  worker  and  is  rendering 
valuable  service.  We  earnestly  hope  she  may  be 
continued  also  as  hostess  in  the  recreational 
building. 

Jacksonville  Church  has  a  tremendous  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  several  agencies  and  many  friends 
by  whose  support  this  work  is  made  possible.  It  is 
actively  expressing  its  gratitude  by  quadrupling  its 
pastoral  support  over  last  year,  vastly  increasing 
its  benevolence,  and  renovating  the  church  building. 
When  all  is  complete  and  the  recreational  building 
is  dedicated  we  trust  that  many  of  the  friends 
throughout  the  Synod  will  come  and  rejoice  with 
us.  Meanwhile  we  urge  you  to  write  us  any  in- 
formation as  to  marines  or  civilians  whom  we  might 
reach  and  we  extend  a  cordial  invitation  to  all  to 
visit  us  and  see  the  work. — Carl  B.  Craig.

From  the  $31,553.43  Home  Mission  Emergency 
Fund  there  was  deducted  North  Carolina's  part 
of  the  expense  of  the  campaign,  viz.:  $1,425.93  and 
the  Synod's  part  of  the  $70,000.00  Self-Denial  offer- 
ing, viz.:  $13,481.00,  making  a  total  deduction  of 
$14,906.93,  leaving  a  net  amount  of  $16,646.50.  Of 
this,  25  per  cent,  or  $4,161.62  was  returned  to  the 
Synod  to  be  allotted  to  the  Presbyteries  by  the  ra- 
tion of  their  contributions  to  the  campaign.  One 
half  of  the  remaining  75  per  cent  was  allocated  to 
the  Synod,  viz.:  $6,242.44  to  be  administered  by 
Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee  by  distribution 
among  the  Presbyteries  according  to  the  merit  of 
application  in  compliance  with  the  policy  of  the 
Council  as  follows:  "The  Emergency  Fund  is  to  be 
distinguished  from  regular  budget  funds  for  sus- 
tentation  work.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Council  to 
limit  appropriations  of  funds  to: 

1.  Any  adjustment  of  grouping  made  to  meet  new 
situations,  and  requiring  new  workers. 

2.  Workers  needed  for  advance: 

(a)  Home  Mission  pastors 

(b)  Sunday  school  missionaries 

(c)  Evangelists 

3.  Equipment  needed  for  advance: 

(a)  Chapels 

(b)  Sunday  School  Buildings 

(c)  Churches 

(d)  Manses  in   such  investment  areas  where 
ministers  cannot  be  secured  without  one. 

(e)  Building  sites 

4.  Allocations  may  be  made  on  a  conditional  basis 
to  meet  local  situations  not  specifically  named  in 
this  statement."

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HOW  AMERICA 

READS  HER  BIBLE 

More  than  four  million  say  they  are 
reading  it  more  frequently,  but- 


ln  harmony  with  the  emphasis  on  reading 
the  Bible  in  the  promotion  of  last  Bible  Sunday, 
the  editors  of  the  Bible  Society  Record  asked 
Dr.  George  Gallup,  director  of  the  American 
Institution  of  Public  Opinion,  to  make  a  survey 
of  American  Scripture-reading  habits,  with  spe- 
cial regard  to  any  changes  in  them  brought 
on  by  the  war.  The  following  paragraphs  are 
taken  from  the  Institute's  release  of  December 
11,  1942: 

"The  survey,  taken  from  coast  to  coast,  re- 
veals that,  whereas  10  in  every  100  persons 
interviewed  say  they  read  the  Bible  every  day, 
41  out  of  every  100  frankly  admit  that  they 
have  not  looked  into  the  Bible  within  the  last 
year. 

"Translated  into  terms  of  the  adult  popula- 
tion, this  means  that  about  eight  and  one-half 
million  people  say  they  read  their  Bibles  daily, 
that  about  35,000,000  say  they  have  not  read 
it  within  a  year. 

More  reading  Bible 

"Five  in  every  one  hundred — or  a  little  more 
than  four  million  persons — say  they  are  reading 
the  Bible  more  often  today  than  they  did  be- 
fore the  war. 

"On  the  other  hand,  a  small  percentage  say 
they  are  not  reading  the  Bible  as  much  as  they 
did  before  the  war  because  of  the  pressure  of 
extra  work  since  Pearl  Harbor. 

"Many  of  those  who  said  they  were  not 
reading  the  Bible  any  more  frequently  than 
heretofore  point  out  that  they  are  reading  it 
more  seriously  now,  either  because  they  have 
come  to  depend  upon  their  religion  more  than 
before  the  war  or  because  they  hope  to  get  a 
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better  understanding  of  the  war  and  the  future 
of  the  world  from  their  reading. 

"More  than  twice  as  many  women  as  men 
read  the  Bible  daily.  More  men  than  women 
have  not  looked  into  the  Bible  within  the  past 
year. 

"Moreover,  farmers  and  residents  of  small 
communities  are  more  given  to  daily  reading 
of  the  Bible  than  are  those  who  live  in  large 
cities. 

"And  more  than  three  times  as  many  per- 
sons who  are  50  years  of  age  or  over  read 
the  Bible  daily  as  men  and  women  who  are 
between  the  ages  of  21  and  29.  More  than 
half  of  the  younger  people  have  not  looked 
at  the  Bible  within  the  past  year,-  while  this 
is  true  of  only  29  per  cent  of  those  50  or  over. 

Most  popular  Scriptures 

"In  answer  to  a  question  concerning  which 
of  the  books  or  parts  of  the  Bible  people  find 
most  interesting,  10  out  of  every  100  said  "all 
of  it";  while  among  those  who  had  special  pref- 
erences, more  persons  mentioned  the  New  Tes- 
tament than  the  Old  Testament. 

"In  the  New  Testament,  one  or  more  of  the 
Gospels  came  as  first  choice  among  those  ques- 
tioned; and  Revelation  came  second.  Also  fre- 
quently mentioned  were  Paul's  Letters,  Life  of 
Christ,  and  Luke. 

"The  Psalms  were  first  choice  of  those  who 
mentioned  the  Old  Testament.  Next  came  Gen- 
esis,- then  the  Ten  Commandments.  Other  books 
and  parts  of  the  Old  Testament  mentioned  most 
frequently  were  the  Proverbs,  Ruth,  Job,  and  the 
Prophets."

THE  STAFF 

REV.  J.  0.  MANN  is  the  Director  of  the  Synod's 
work  and  in  general  supervision  of  the  whole  pro- 
gram. His  salary  is  paid  by  the  Committee  in 
Richmond. 

MISS  MARY  LOUISE  WOODSON  is  in  charge 
of  the  Young  People's  Division,  her  salary  being 
paid  by  the  Synod's  Committee. 

MRS.  WILLIAM  WHITE  is  our  part-time  worker 
in  the  Children's  Division. 

MISS  LILLIAN  JOHNSON  is  temporarily  em- 
ployed in  Sunday  School  Extension  work  in  defense 
areas.  The  salaries  of  both  are  paid  by  the  Synod's 
Committee. 

MR.  C.  E.  BEMAN,  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  is  our 
most  efficient  treasurer.  All  funds  not  sent  through 
the  Central  treasurers  should  be  sent  to  him. 

Services  Rendered 

We  list  below  a  few  of  the  services  rendered  by 
your  committee  and  some  of  the  activities  on  which 
your  money  is  spent. 

1.  STUDENT  WORK 

We  have  something  over  3,000  Presbyterian  stu- 
dents in  the  Colleges  and  Universities  in  the  State. 
Approximately  half  of  the  committee's  funds  are 
spent  in  services  to  these  students,  paying  pastors 
and  student  workers  to  minister  to  them  and  main- 
taining a  Presbyterian  Student  Association  in  which 
they  may  find  Christian  fellowship  and  enrichment 
of  their  Christian  lives.  The  funds  spent  are  listed 
below : 

University  of  North  Carolina  $1,500.00

2.  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOLS 

This  past  summer,  your  committee  gave  special 
training  to  37  young  women  and  sent  them  out  to 
conduct  Vacation  Bible  Schools  in  the  smaller 
churches.  This  work  has  grown  in  the  past  seven 
years  from  an  enrollment  of  5,000  to  an  enrollment 
of  over  30,000.  Who  can  tell  the  far-reaching  re- 
sults of  30,000  children  having  two  weeks  of  addi- 
tional and  intensive  study  in  the  word  of  God  and 
in  Christian  living? 

3.  HELP  FOR  TEACHERS 

Mrs.  William  White,  our  children's  worker,  has 
spent  a  large  part  of  her  time  visiting  and  giving 


guidance  and  training  to  teachers  in  the  smaller 
churches.  She  has  reached  and  helped  in  this  way 
some  200  of  our  teachers,  thus  enabling  them  to 
do  a  better  job. 

Mr.  Mann  and  Miss  Woodson  are  constantly  do- 
ing this  sort  of  work  and  are  available  to  churches 
and  groups  of  churches  for  such  help. 

4.  BIBLE  IN  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

Your  committee  has  given  much  time  and  had 
a  large  part  in  the  aroused  interest  in  securing  the 
teaching  of  the  Bible  in  the  public  schools  of  our 
state.  Over  75  towns  and  communities  now  have 
provision  for  such  instruction.  We  are  constantly 
being  called  on  to  give  information  and  help,  as  to 
plans  and  teachers,  etc. 

5.  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  EXTENSION 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  half  a  million 
people  have  moved  into  certain  areas  of  our  State 
for  defense  and  military  purposes.  Your  committee 
is  endeavoring  to  do  all  it  can  to  help  meet  the 
spiritual  needs  of  these  people,  especially  the  chil- 
dren who  are  growing  up  there  with  very  little 
provision  for  their  spiritual  growth.  For  the  last 
six  months  we  have  employed  Miss  Lillian  Johnson 
to  do  this  work  in  the  Jacksonville  area,  near  the 
New  River  Marine  base.  We  are  planning  to  put 
several  workers  in  these  areas  during  the  summer 
months. 

6.  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

On  the  work  of  young  people,  your  committee 
places  great  stress.  The  summer  conference  phase 
of  it  alone  is  quite  far-reaching.  During  the  sum- 
mer of  1942,  seventeen  conferences  were  held — one 
Synod  conference,  nine  Presbytery  and  seven  Pion- 
eer camps  and  conferences  for  Intermediates.  Along 
with  this,  your  Young  People's  Director  works  con- 
stantly with  nine  Presbytery  Young  People's 
Leagues  and  the  Synod  program  of  contacts  and 
guidance  for  groups  of  youth  in  local  churches  by 
correspondence  and  contact  as  well  as  through 
rallies  and  conferences. 

The  group  of  Youth  Officers  for  each  League  is 
called  a  Council.  The  combined  Councils  of  all 
Presbyteries  and  Synod  number  150  young  people. 
With  this  group  Miss  Woodson  works  constantly, 
both  individually  in  small  groups  and  in  regular 
meetings. 

Another  service  which  your  committee  makes 
available  for  local  churches  is  the  leadership  of 
the  Young  People's  Director  in  training  Sunday 
school  teachers  and  adult  advisers  for  their  work,

SYNOD'S  HOME  MISSIONS 

(From  page  A) 

Poplar  Tent.  Rev.  J.  T.  Barham,  the  new  pastor 
of  this  church,  has  greatly  endeared  himself  to  this 
good  people  and  is  doing  a  fine  work.  Rev.  E.  E. 
Gillespie,  superintendent  of  Home  Missions  of  the 
Synod,  recently  presented  this  cause  to  this  church 
at  the  morning  service  and  presented  the  Home 
Mission  Work  in  moving  pictures  at  the  evening 
service. 


Small,  Church-related  colleges  in  America  are 
seriously  affected  by  the  war.  Especially  is  this 
true  of  colleges  which  confine  themselves  to  the 
training  of  young  men.  Now  with  the  lowering  of 
the  draft  age  to  18  years,  the  problem  has  become 
more  acute. 

Davidson  had  a  normal  enrollment  during  the 
first  semester  and  was  able  to  maintain  fairly  nor- 
mal procedures  throughout  the  semester.  But  with 
the  coming  of  the  second  semester  which  began 
February  1,  changes  are  occurring  in  many  direc- 
tions. One  half  the  student  body  is  eligible  to  call 
to  active  duty.  Most  of  these  students  are  in  the 
Enlisted  Reserve  Corps.  This  order  touches  par- 
ticularly the  Freshmen  and  Sophomores,  since  these 
young  men  have  not  reached  the  point  where  they 
are  taking  the  Advanced  ROTC  training.  Juniors 
and  Seniors  who  are  taking  Advanced  ROTC  work 
are  deferred  until  the  end  of  this  school  year.  In 
addition,  Pre-Medical,  Pre-Dental  and  Pre-Theolog- 
ical  students  are  also  deferred. 

Within  recent  days,  announcement  has  been 
made  by  the  Army  that  it  has  approved  Davidson 
College  for  Aviation  Cadet  Training,  and  plans  are 
now  moving  to  completion  for  the  sending  of  500 
young  men,  all  under  22,  and  all  possessing  high 
school  training  or  its  equivalent,  to  the  college. 
These  units  will  continue  here  until  their  training 
is  completed  and  then  other  like  units  will  follow. 
The  college  will  -enter  a  contract  with  the  Army  for 
housing,  feeding  and  instructing  such  units  as  they 
send  to  it.  This  contract  will  mean  much  to  the 
life  of  the  college.  It  will  permit  the  faculty  to 
continue  intact.  It  will  provide  a  flow  of  students 
through  the  college  for  the  duration.  It  will  enable 
the  institution  to  render  a  valuable  service  to  the 
cause  of  the  nation  in  this  perilous  time.  It  will 
create  problems,  but  we  trust  that  through  prayer, 
faith,  and  courage  we  may  be  able  to  maintain  the 
standards  and  traditions  of  the  college  even  under 
these  conditions. 

Alongside  the  Aviation  Cadet  unit — a  War  Col- 
lege— Davidson  will  continue  its  regular  civilian 
college  program.  We  estimate  the  approximately 
300  regular  students  will  continue  their  prepara- 
tion. The  Summer  School  will  begin  in  June  and 
run  through  most  or  all  of  the  summer  months. 

A  notable  bequest  has  come  to  Davidson  in  re- 
cent days  in  the  will  of  Capt.  James  Park  Gray  of 
Bristol,  Va.  Having  given  the  college  its  beauti- 
ful new  Library  a  year  ago,  he  desired  to  bequeath 
to  the  institution  enough  to  provide  for  its  complete 
endowment.  His  will  takes  care  of  this  purpose 
in  a  generous  manner.  It  is  a  thorough  and  under- 
standing provision  he  has  made  for  his  Alma 
Mater.  The  college  is  grateful  to  God  for  this  great 
blessing. 

The  religious  life  of  the  college  has  been  deep- 
ened this  year.  When  college  opened  in  September 
there  were  27  young  men  who  were  not  professing 
Christians  in  the  student  body.  Through  the  fine 
work  accomplished  by  our  pastor,  Rev.  Carl  R. 
Pritchett,  the  YMCA,  and  others,  most  of  that  num-

A  new  kind  of  war  course  is  being  offered  at 
Queens  College,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  during 
the  spring  semester.  Entitled  "War  and  Social 
Organization,"  it  will  present  both  to  students  and 
to  the  general  public  an  opportunity  to  study  the 
war  from  the  perspective  of  a  liberal  arts  back- 
ground. Speakers  for  the  weekly  class  meetings 
will  come  from  the  faculty,  from  Charlotte,  and 
from  Fort  Bragg. 

"Historical  Types  of  Social  Organization  for 
War"  was  the  subject  of  the  first  lecture,  given  by 
A.  C.  Lovelace,  of  the  college  faculty.  Following 
this  survey  of  war  philosophy  and  organization  in 
other  generations  will  be  a  discussion  of  the  mod- 
ern organization  of  the  United  Nations  for  war  and 
for  international  cooperation  when  peace  comes. 

Other  topics  for  consideration  include:  Contem- 
porary military  organization  in  the  United  States; 
the  role  of  women  in  the  armed  forces  and  as  civ- 
ilian workers;  the  coordination  of  industry;  civil- 
ian defense;  the  economic  problems  of  inflation  and 
rationing;  war,  taxes,  and  bonds;  the  conservation 
of  clothing;  special  problems  in  nutrition;  the  new 
geography;  the  place  of  humanities  as  a  basis  for 
understanding  the  war;  the  significance  of  the  sci- 
ences; and  the  position  of  the  psychologist  in  the 
war  effort.  Dr.  Hunter  B.  Blakely,  president  of  the 
college,  will  conclude  the  series  with  a  discussion 
of  the  way  in  which  Christianity  can  help  in  the 
remaking  of  the  world. 

Tracing  the  development  of  war  organization 
in  primitive  society,  in  Assyria,  in  Greece,  in  Rome, 
and  in  the  Middle  Ages,  Mr.  Lovelace  contributed 
the  background  for  the  whole  study.  The  struggle 
between  totalitarianism  and  democracy  is  not  a 
new  one,  he  found.  "What  distinguishes  this  crisis 
from  all  preceding  ones  is  on  one  hand  its  universal 
scope,  and  on  the  other  its  decisive  character." 

The  Spartan  city-state  the  speaker  called  an 
ancient  prototype  of  Nazism.  "There  was  imposed 
upon  the  Spartan  people  a  rigid  military  com- 
munism in  which  art,  literature,  wealth,  individual 
freedom,  family  life,  free  foreign  intercourse,  the 
comforts  and  refinements  of  civilization,  and  even 
the  very  elements  of  culture  were  deliberately  sac- 
rificed to  the  end  of  creating  a  perfect  military 
machine." 

In  conflict  now  with  "the  true  Western  man, 
professing  a  deep  faith  in  man  and  his  potentiali- 
ties," is  the  Nazi  spirit.  Four  principal  trends 
have  contributed  to  the  development  of  this  spirit: 
Prussianism,  glorifying  will  power;  romanticism, 
fostering  an  interest  in  the  barbaric  past;  racial- 
ism, insisting  that  "the  superior  man"  is  a  law  unto 
himself;  and  Nietzscheanism,  scorning  "the  musty 
concepts  of  ethical  goodness  or  truth." 

The  college  feels  that  those  who  follow  the 
course  each  week  will  be  better  equipped  to  dis- 
cuss intelligently  the  actual  waging  of  the  war  and 
to  help  in  the  planning  of  a  new  world  when  the 
present  struggle  is  ended. 


One  of  the  interesting  events  of  the  college  year 
was  the  launching  of  the  S.  S.  FLORA  MACDON- 
ALD, in  the  Wilmington  harbor,  on  January  30, 
1943,  named  for  the  Scottish  heroine.  This  63rd 
Liberty  vessel  to  be  launched  in  the  Wilmington 
shipyards,  is  a  10,000-ton  freighter,  and  is  said  to 
be  the  third  war  cargo  ship  in  the  nation  named 
for  a  woman.  Miss  Sue  McPherson,  president  of  the 
student  body,  sponsored  the  ship,  at  the  invitation 
of  the  shipbuilding  company,  with  the  vice  presi- 
dent and  senior  class  president  for  her  maids  of 
honor. 

The  time  honored  "mail  call"  is  history  now  in 
college  annals.  With  funds  given  by  the  class  of 
1943  an  up-to-date  post  office  has  been  installed 
on  second  floor  rotunda. 

During  the  winter,  students  and  faculty  have 
continued  to  carry  on  their  defense  work. 

The  spring  meeting  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery 
will  be  held  at  the  college  on  April  13.  At  the  fall 
meeting  held  in  Laurinburg,  President  Bedinger 
was  one  of  four  delegates  elected  to  represent  the 
Presbytery  at  the  General  Assembly  meeting  in 
Montreat  next  May. 

The  college  loses  a  very  valuable  trustee  in  the 
departure  of  Rev.  E.  L.  Barber  to  Georgia,  where 
he  will  be  superintendent  of  Home  Missions  in 
Savannah  Presbytery. 

On  January  7,  the  committee  on  the  College 
Debt  Liquidation  met  in  President  Bedinger's  office 
with  Chairman  Edwin  Morgan  presiding.  The  treas- 
urer, Mr.  R.  D.  McMillan,  Jr.,  who  was  entering 
the  Navy,  resigned,  and  Dr.  C.  T.  Johnson  was  elect- 
ed in  his  place.  He  reported  that  collections  have 
been  remarkably  good  during  the  year.  $17,000  has 
been  contributed  by  friends  of  the  college  for  pay- 
ment of  the  debt. 

A  very  entertaining  chapel  speaker  recently  was 
Major  Sakhnoffsky,  a  famous  Polish  Count,  but  now 
of  the  Intelligence  Department  in  the  U.  S.  Army 
located  at  the  Maxton  Air  Base.  He  spoke  on  de- 
signing. He  is  a  contributor  to  Esquire,  the  Ameri- 
can, and  Fortune  magazines. 

On  February  8  and  9,  the  famous  Cellist,  Mau- 
rice Eisenberg,  was  the  highlight  of  the  late  winter 
musical  event.  Since  returning  from  ten  years 
abroad,  Mr.  Eisenberg  has  appeared  as  guest  solo- 
ist with  most  of  the  famous  symphony  orchestras 
Of  this  country  and  given  numerous  concert  en- 
gagements in  large  cities  and  colleges.  We  were 
indeed  fortunate  in  securing  so  eminent  an  artist, 
and  his  exquisite  playing  left  nothing  to  be  desired 
by  appreciative  audiences. 

Piano  lovers  are  eagerly  anticipating  the  ap- 
pearance of  Maurice  Dumesnil  on  April  12-15.  An 
internationally  known  concert  pianist  and  teacher, 
Mr.  Dumesnil  will  be  here  four  days  and  will  give 
two  evening  concerts  and.  one  afternoon  recital. 
He  will  also  conduct  a  master  class  and  a  clinic  for 
students. 

The  senior  recital  which  took  place  February  13 
was  given  by  Miss  Carolyn  Vidal,  a  talented  violin 
major.

Civilian  Pilot  Training 

Designation  of  Presbyterian  Junior  College  for 
assignment  of  an  Air  Crew  Training  Program  was 
announced  in  Washington  on  February  6.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  voted 
on  February  8  to  cooperate  in  the  program.  It  will 
be  necessary  for  the  college  to  arrange  its  facilities 
and  meet  government  inspection.  One  visit  of  offi- 
cers has  been  made  to  the  college,  but  at  present 
writing  no  contract  has  been  signed.  It  is  hoped 
the  plan  will  develop  satisfactorily  because  it  will 
afford  an  opportunity  for  the  college  to  render  a 
vital  service  to  the  nation  and  will  insure  its  full 
operation  during  the  war  period.  It  is  understood 
the  government  contract  will  be  negotiated  so  as 
to  restrict  price  to  operating  costs  plus  a  fair 
rental. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  bill  drafting  18-year- 
olds  last  fall,  about  20  per  cent  of  our  students 
have  dropped  out  of  college  to  enter  military  serv- 
ice, or  to  take  war  jobs.  However,  several  new 
students  have  entered  in  the  second  semester,  so 
that  total  attendance  is  almost  equal  to  that  in 
the  first  semester.  About  twenty  students  are  in  the 
Enlisted  Reserve  Corps  and  may  be  called  at  any 
time.  About  25  are  in  the  Navy  V-l  program  and 
will  be  called  at  the  end  of  the  present  semester. 
The  college  needs  the  interest  and  gifts  of  its  con- 
stituency to  help  it  through  these  difficult  days. 

The  regular  junior  college  and  preparatory 
programs  will  continue.  Whether  or  not  an  Air 
Crew  training  quota  is  assigned,  the  college  will 
carry  on  its  regular  program.  We  are  founded  to 
be  an  agency  for  promoting  Christian  education. 
We  will  not  lose  our  aim.  We  will  not  fail  to  be 
faithful  to  our  trust.  The  greatest  need  of  the 
world  at  war  and  in  the  peace  which  will  follow 
is  Christian  character.  Prayerfully  we  hope  to 
keep  a  faithful  witness  to  our  Lord. 

The,  accelerated  program  is  operating  in  both 
college  and  preparatory  departments.  The  purpose 
is  to  provide  all  possible  training  to  a  young  man 
before  he  must  enter  military  service.  As  last  year 
there  will  be  two  terms  of  summer  school,  extend- 
ing 12  weeks.  By  attending  college  or  preparatory 
school  all  but  37  days  in  the  year  a  student  may 
make  approximately  one-third  more  rapid  progress. 
No  days  are  left  out  and  standards  are  fully  main- 
tained. A  young  man  may  enter  college  on  June 
7,  July  19,  or  September  9. 

Parents  of  boys  in  high  school  should  consider 
sending  their  sons  to  summer  school  in  the  prepara-

Peace  College  has  just  completed  its  first  half- 
year  of  school  work  and  opens  a  new  semester  with 
a  capacity  school.  The  Administration  has  been 
greatly  pleased  because  of  the  stability  of  the 
school.  With  varying  and  changing  conditions,  the 
college  has  been  able  to  hold  its  enrollment.  Among 
the  new  courses  that  are  being  offered  the  second 
semester  is  a  course  in  Nutrition.  This  course  is 
offered  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  which  gives  a  certificate  upon  its  successful 
completion.  The  Administration  is  planning  to  cor- 
relate all  courses  in  Home  Economics  with  the  Red 
Cross  and  other  war  courses  that  are  being  made 
possible. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week  was  observed  at  Peace 
the  week  of  February  1-6.  These  services  are  spon- 
sored jointly  by  the  Administration  and  the  Peace 
Student  Christian  Association.  The  guest  speaker 
this  year  was  Rev.  Calvin  Reid,  D.D.,  Ph.D.,  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Columbus, 
Georgia.  In  addition  to  his  excellent  preaching,  Dr. 
Reid  conducted  several  open  forums,  held  individ- 
ual conferences,  and  advised  with  religious  lead- 
ers on  the  campus.  Dr.  Reid  made  the  week  a  most 
worth-while  one. 

The  college  literature  for  1943-44  is  available. 
We  shall  be  glad  to  send  literature  to  any  of  our 
Presbyterian  or  other  young  women  who  are  inter- 
ested in  finding  out  more  about  the  college.  We 
are  depending  upon  our  secretaries  of  Christian 
Education  and  Educational  Institutions  in  our  Aux- 
iliaries and  Presbyterials  to  assist  us  in  securing 
Presbyterian  students  for  Peace.  With  transporta- 
tion a  serious  problem,  a  great  many  of  our  North 
Carolina  girls  will,  in  all  probability,  be  more  in- 
terested in  North  Carolina  schools  than  heretofore. 
We  shall  be  glad  to  be  advised  of  any  who  are  in- 
terested in  our  college.  We  are  confident  that  the 
small  church  college,  the  type  of  Peace  College, 
can  provide  the  right  type  of  education  for  our 
young  women  for  the  chaotic  time  in  which  we  are 
now  living.  We  are  putting  forth  every  effort  to 
make  our  Religious  Education  program  more  ade- 
quate for  the  times  and  for  the  new  order  which 
is  bound  to  follow  the  war.  We  ask  for  the  prayer- 
ful support  of  all  of  our  denominations.

Because  of  a  burned-out  furnace,  our  repair 
costs  have  been  high  this  year.  We  need  gifts  to 
help  defray  this  extra  expense.

GLADE  VALLEY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Prof.  E.  B.  Eldridge,  Supt.  Glade  Valley,  N.  C. 


Why  a  school  like  Glade  Valley?  It  is  the  only 
Presbyterian  boarding  high  school  in  the  state  now, 
while  there  are  numerous  public  high  schools  well- 
equipped  and  quite  capable  of  fulfilling  present-day 
requirements  in  education. 

Joe,  one  of  our  high  school  seniors,  said  the 

other  day:  "Miss  —  ,  I  don't  know  what  I  would 

have  done  without  Glade  Valley." 

Joe  hasn't  a  home  really.  Both  he  and  his  soph- 
omore brother  had  roamed  until  they  had  wander- 
lust. A  Presbyterian  preacher  sent  them  to  us. 
Now  Joe  is  president  of  our  Christian  Association 
and  Byron  is  chief  promulgator  on  the  campus  of 
classical  music. 

In  a  mountain  Bible  school  last  summer  I  found 
four  elementary  school  graduates  without  access  to 
any  high  school.  By  the  efforts  of  the  home  mission 
worker  these  two  boys  and  two  girls  were  sent  to 
Glade  Valley  this  fall.  However,  it  is  sometimes 
easier  to  provide  funds  for  cases  like  this  than  to 
convince  the  parents  of  the  necessity  of  any  educa- 
tion for  their  children.  Two  of  these  eighth  grad- 
ers did  not  return  after  Christmas. 

From  Florida  a  girl  came  to  us  last  year  with 
asthma.  The  mountain  climate  worked  wonders  but 
we  sometimes  wondered  just  how  much  we  were 
doing  for  Evelyne.  She  is  married  now  but  here  is  a 
paragraph  from  a  letter'  that  she  wrote  to  Mr. 
Eldridge,  recently: 

"I  will  never  forget  the  spiritual  training  that 
I  got  at  Glade  Valley.  It  has  helped  me  in  many 
ways  and  will  stick  with  me  through  the  years.  I 
suppose  it  is  just  human  nature  not  to  appreciate 
things  until  after  you  are  gone.  One  other  thing  I 
learned  there  that  I  am  grateful  for,  and  that  is 
to  stick  to  the  job  no  matter  what  comes  and  goes. 
Try  to  give  the  students  this  year  even  more  moral 
and  spiritual  training  than  you  did  last  year  be- 
cause they  are  going  to  need  it  at  a  time  like  this." 

Another  former  student  had  been  in  the  army 
less  than  a  year  when  he  had  his  neck  broken  last 
Christmas  a  year  ago.  Unfit  for  military  duty  he 
has  been  given  another  job.  This  is  what  he  wrote 
about  it  to  his  Glade  Valley  Bible  teacher: 

"Now  I  am  in  charge  of  a  small  P.X.  or  store 
down  at  the  golf  club.  The  work  is  not  hard  and 
I  get  $20  extra  a  month.  That  is,  I  will  if  I  keep 
the  job.  Now  here  I  come  with  my  trouble,  but 
before  I  tell  it,  let  me  say  right  here  that  I  am 
giving  it  up  as  soon  as  they  can  get  someone  to 
take  charge.  I  have  to  work  seven  days  a  week 
which  is  not  in  case  of  necessity.  And  to  top  it 
off,  the  worst  of  all,  selling  beer. 

Some  of  the  boys  think  I  am  crazy  giving  up 
that  much  money  and  such  an  easy  job  for  nothing 
more  than  selling  beer.  Don't  you  think  I  am  doing 
the  right  thing?  I  don't  believe  anyone  can  be  a 
true  Christian  and  have  any  dealings  with  strong 
drink  whatsoever,  in  any  way.  I  have  not  forgot- 
ten what  I  learned  in  your  Bible  classes,  and  I 
must  try  to  be  a  true  Christian  no  matter  what  I 
have  to  give  up."

UNION  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

John  Anderson,  Jr. 


The  second  term  of  the  seminary  year  closed 
in  a  sleet  storm  which  damaged  most  of  the  trees 
on  the  campus.  Some  were  ruined  completely,  but 
most  will  survive  after  the  prompt  treatment  of  our 
campus  crew.  Electrical  power  was  cut  off  for  sev- 
eral days  during  examinations,  causing  us  to  have 
neither  heat  nor  lights.  Study  for  examinations 
was  rendered  extremely  difficult,  but  the  term  was 
finished  on  time  after  slight  change  in  hours  of 
several  of  the  tests. 

The  third  term  was  inaugurated  by  the  Sprunt 
lectures  week.  Dr.  John  S.  Bonnell,  pastor  of  the 
Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  New  York  City, 
was  the  Sprunt  lecturer  for  this  year.  He  present- 
ed a  masterful  series  on  "Spiritual  Counselling." 
Two  other  special  lecturers  were  also  heard.  Dr. 
Arthur  J.  Moore,  bishop  of  the  Atlanta  Area  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  delivered  a  group  of  inspira- 
tional sermons;  and  Dr.  Charles  L.  King,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Houston,  Texas,  and 
a  Union  graduate  of  the  class  of  1918,  presented  a 
series  of  expository  sermons  on  the  Book  of  James. 
The  fine  attendance,  especially  the  unexpected  pres- 
ence of  so  many  out-of-town  pastors,  was  most  grati- 
fying— especially  in  view  of  the  severe  weather  im- 
mediately preceding  and  during  the  lecture  series. 

We  hope  to  have  Dr.  Bonnell's  lectures  pub- 
lished soon.  This  will  mean  that  all  of  the  Sprunt 
Lectures  since  the  founding  of  the  lectureship  in 
1911,  have  been  published  except  those  of  1926-27, 
by  Dr.  Maitland  Alexander  and  those  of  1940-41, 
by  Dr.  Robinson.  We  are  expecting  Dr.  Robinson's 
volume  on  "Christ,  the  Hope  of  Glory"  at  an  early 
date. 

Nearly  all  of  our  men  are  participating  in  one 
or  more  of  the  various  endeavors  of  the  student 
body  practical  religious  work.  This  is  largely  under 
the  direction  of  our  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry, 
the  student-faculty  evangelistic  organization  which 
has  the  distinction  of  being  the  oldest  missionary 
society  in  the  South,  having  been  founded  in  1818. 
The  work  of  the  society  includes:  teaching  of  reg- 
ular Sunday  school  classes,  a  substitute  S.  S.  teach- 
ers' bureau  for  Richmond  churches,  gospel  teams  to 
several  large  factories  of  the  city  at  Monday  noon- 
hour,  a  Monday  afternoon  devotional  radio  pro- 
gram on  Station  WRNL,  preaching  at  fire  stations 
on  Sunday  afternoons,  devotions  for  servants  every 
morning,  classes  and  preaching  at  the  jail,  the  state 
penitentiary,  the  tuberculosis  sanitarium,  state  in- 
dustrial school  for  girls,  the  mental  hospital,  the 
juvenile  home,  and  the  home  for  incurables. 

Visitors  go  to  St.  Philip's  Hospital  (negro)  every 
Sunday  afternoon,  and  a  man  is  responsible  for 
going  to  the  armory  to  get  men  in  the  armed  serv- 
ices to  go  with  him  to  church  and  to  dinner  at  the 
seminary  on  Sunday.  Various  men  are  sent  to  the 
USO  center  of  Richmond  to  help  serve  the  men  and 
make  further  contacts  among  the  armed  forces. 
The  special  project  of  the  society  is  the  17th  Street 
colored  mission,  where  groups  of  men  have  been 
going  to  visit  in  the  homes  and  to  teach  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.

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MEETING  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

Dr.  D.  W.  Richardson,  the  Moderator  of  the  83rd 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  held  in  Montreat 
in  the  Anderson  Auditorium,  May  27 -June  1,  made 
an  impartial,  considerate  and  efficient  presiding 
officer. 

*    *  * 

Dr.  Henry  H.  Sweets  announced  his  retirement 
as  Executive  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  and 
Ministerial  Relief,  having  reached  the  retiring  age 
of  70  years.  Dr.  W.  H.  Boggs  of  Shreveport,  La., 
was  elected  his  successor.  Dr.  Boggs'  ability  and 
fitness  for  this  responsible  office  assure  us  of  a 
successful  and  efficient  administration.  The  General 
Assembly  fittingly  expressed  its  appreciation  of  Dr. 
Sweets'  long  and  efficient  term  of  service  by  a  ris- 
ing vote.  One  of  the  outstanding  accomplishments 
of  Dr.  Sweets  was  the  inauguration  of  the  Minis- 
ters' Annuity  Fund.  He  justly  claimed  the  love  and 
esteem  of  the  whole  church. 

The  Assembly  adopted  a  budget  for  Assembly 
Causes  of  $1,800,000  which  is  an  increase  of  a  little 
over  $100,000  over  the  gifts  to  Assembly's,  Causes 
last  year.  The  church  gave  to  benevolences  and  all 
other  causes  including  all  local  causes,  the  grand 
total  of  $14,116,066.00,  which  was  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  $1,032,364. 

The  300th  Anniversary  of  the  Westminster  Con- 
fession of  Faith  was  celebrated  by  the  Assembly. 
Three  strong  addresses  constituted  the  program. 
Dr.  W.  L.  Lingle  presented  the  Historical  Back- 
ground of  the  Assembly,  Dr.  J.  McDowell  Richards 
presented  the  Westminster  Assembly  as  the  True 
Founder  of  Democracy,  and  Dr.  J.  N.  Thomas  spoke 
on  the  Contribution  of  the  Westminster  Assembly  to 
Christian  Thought.  These  three  addresses  will  ap- 
pear in  the  next  number  of  the  Union  Seminary  Re- 
view, Richmond,  Va. 

The  Presbyterian  Radio  Hour  is  to  be  a  new 
feature  of  church  publicity.  The  Assembly  appro- 


priated $1,000  for  its  establishment.  The  commit- 
tee in  charge  consists  of  Dr.  John  M.  Alexander  of 
Fayetteville,  Dr.  R.  A.  Lapsley  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  and 
Dr.  W.  V.  Gardner  of  Atlanta,  Ga. 

All  of  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Assembly 
made  encouraging  financial  reports.  Obligations  met 
in  full  and  a  gratifying  surplus  in  hand  to  start 
the  new  year  and  to  meet  new  opportunities  of  the 
hour  and  open  doors  of  the  future. 

The  General  Assembly  provided  the  sum  of  $10,- 
000.00  for  the  use  of  the  Permanent  Committee  on 
Evangelism  for  the  ensuing  year.  There  was  s 
decrease  in  accessions  to  the  church  on  profession 
of  faith.  The  committee  pledged  the  church  to  an 
effort  to  arouse  the  church  afresh  to  evangelism 
as  "The  Church's  principal,  primary  and  permanent 
task." 


OUR  SECOND  HOME  MISSION  EMERGENCY 
CAMPAIGN 

We  are  encouraged  by  the  results  of  the  first 
Home  Mission  Emergency  Campaign  to  expect  a  more 
liberal  response  to  our  second  appeal.  Before  con- 
sidering this  second  campaign  it  might  be  well 
to  take  brief  survey  of  the  results  of  the  Emergency 
Campaign  of  last  year.  The  Annual  Report  on 
Home  Missions  to  the  last  Assembly  gives  the 
following  summary: 

"The  results  of  the  first  year's  Emergency  Fund 
Campaign  were  gratifying  both  in  amount  contri- 
buted and  in  the  things  accomplished.  This  united 
effort  of  the  Assembly's  H  me  Mission  Council  is 
a  forceful  demonstration  of  the  fact  that  the  various 
home  mission  agencies  of  the  church  can  advance 
their  own  work  by  co-operating  in  a  program  to 
advance  the  whole   denominational  enterprise. 

The  contributions  sent  to  the  central  treasurer 
were  $239,049.50.  Six  Presbyteries  with  large  needs, 
after  contributing  their  quota  to  the  general  fund 
raised  additional  amounts  for  special  projects  with- 
in the  Presbytery.  Three  Presbyteries,  besides  con- 
tribufing  their  quota  to  the  general  fund,  used  the 
inspiration  of  the  united  campaign  for  debt  pay- 
ments on  mission  church  buildings,  and  certain 
congregations  used  the  Emergency  Fund  Campaign 
as  an  occasion  to  raise  funds  to  pay  off  their  loans. 
If  to  the  amount  sent  to  the  central  treasurer  is 
added  the  amount  raised  during  the  Assembly's 
Home  Mission  Season  and  chargeable  to  the  Home 
Mission  Emergency  Fund,  the  TOTAL  AMOUNT 
secured  for  the  Home  Mission  enterprise  exceeds  by 
$20,147.15  the  $320,000.00  annual  goal  fixed  by  the 
General  Assembly. 


"Sent  to  the  central  treasurer,  $239,049.50;  ex- 
tra raised  for  Presbyterial  Projects,  $55,847.65; 
raised  for  Mission  Church  debt  payments,  $45,- 
250.00. 

"From  this  TOTAL,  according  to  the  Assembly's 
action,  $70,000.00  which  represents  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Week  Offering  for  the  Executive  Committee's 
regular  budget  needs  was  deducted. 

Method  of  Distribution 

"The  application  for  emergency  aid  for  two  types 
of  need,  temporary  and  permanent,  were  far  in 
excess  of  the  amount  available  for  appropriation. 
It  was  necessary  in  justiee  to  all  interests  to  find 
a  principle  of  distribution  that  would  be  satis- 
factory to  all.  It  was  agreed  that  after  deducting 
the  campaign  expenses,  and  the  amount  of  the 
annual  Home  Mission  Week  Offering  as  directed  by 
the  General  Assembly  in  approving  the  campaign: — 
that  62y2%  of  each  Synod's  contribution  should  be 
returned  to  the  Synod  for  specific  emergency  needs 
within  its  bounds  for  which  application  had  been 
made  in  the  Council.  In  every  case  the  Synod  received 
from  the  fund  an  amount  in  proportion  to  its 
contribution  to  the  fund.  After  the  payment  of  the 
62y2%  to  the  Synods,  $59,502.56  the  balance  of  the 
Emergency  Fund,  was  appropriated  for  twenty  in- 
viting church  extension  opportunities  without  refer- 
ence to  synodical  boundaries,  which  had  an  As- 
sembly-wide appeal  and  t  which  all  Synods  were 
glad  to  make  '  contribution." 

Plans  For  Second  Campaign 

The  Home  Mission  Council  met  in  Atlanta  on  the 
15th  of  June  and  formulated  plans  for  the  second 
campaign.  Rev.  S.  B.  Lapsley  was  elected  as  Cam- 
paign Director  and  the  financial  goal  as  fixed  by  the 
Assembly  is  $335,000.00.  This  goal  includes  $250,- 
000.00  for  Emergency  Fund  and  $85,000.00  for  the 
Home  Mission  Week  Offering.  The  following  rules 
were  adopted  relative  to  the  financial  part  of  the 
campaign : 

1.  That  an  Expense  Account  shall  be  provided 
which  shall  not  be  more  than  5%  of  the  total  goal 
sought. 

2.  That  the  Home  Mission  Special  Offering  and 
the  Expense  Account  shall  be  the  first  charge 
against  the  total   amount  raised. 

3.  That  the  balance  raised  in  each  Synod,  after 
deduction  of  the  amounts  for  the  Home  Mission 
Special  Offering  and  the  Expense  of  the*  Campaign, 
25%  shall  be  returned  to  each  Synod  for  the  "same 
type  of  work  within  its  bounds,"  in  accord  with  the 
Assembly's  action. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  above  25%  returnable,  all 
over  75%  of  the  quota  raised  in  any  Synod  for  the 
Emergency  Fund  Proper  shall  also  be  returned  for 
similar  work. 

5.  That  all  funds  not  allocated  by  the  above 
recommendations  shall  be  appropriated  without  refer- 
ence to  Synod  lines,  solely  upon  the  basis  of  the 
larger  needs  of  the  church  as.  a  whole.

Organization  for  1943  Campaign 

1.  That  the  Synods  and  Presbyteries  'adhere 
strictly  to  the  principles,  methods  and  plans  out- 
lined by  the  Assembly's  Home  Mission  Council 
and  its  Campaign  Committee. 

2.  That  a  Campaign  Committee,  composed  of 
the  Home  Missions  and  the  Stewardship  Committees 
be  organized  in  each  Synod. 

3.  That  the  Home  Mission  Council  representa- 
tive of  each  Synod  be  responsible  for  the  promotion, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Campaign  Committee  as 
outlined  in  No.  2  above,  of  the  Home  Mission 
Emergency  Fund  Campaign. 

4.  That  the  Home  Mission  Council  representa- 
tive call  a  meeting  of  the  Synod's  Campaign  Com- 
mittee (Home  Mission  and  Stewardship)  at  an  early 
date  for  the  purpose  of  apportioning  the  Synod's 
quota  among  the  the  several  Presbyteries,  and  of 
planning  for  presentation  of  the  Home  Mission 
Emergency  Fund  Campaign  to  the  meetings  of  Synod, 
Presbytery,  and  Auxiliary  group  conferences,  and 
of  securing  the  cooperation  of  all  pastors,  Sessions 
and  Home  Mission  Secretaries  of  Presbyterials, 
local  Auxiliaries,  Sunday  Schools,  Young  People's 
and  Men's  organizations. 

5.  That  Presbytery's  Home  Mission  Committee 
and  the  Stewardship  Committee  form  a  Campaign 
Committee  for  the  Presbytery,  and  that  a  director 
elected  by  this  joint  Committee  be  responsible  for 
the  promotion  of  the  Emergency  Fund  Campaign  in 
all  the  churches.  That  this  Campaign  Committee 
meet  as  early  as  possible  for  apportionment  of 
Presbytery's  quotas  to  the  churches  and  enlistment 
of  every  organization  in  each  church. 

6.  That  the  Director  of  the  Home  Mission  Emer- 
gency Fund  Campaign  in  each  Presbytery  prepare 
a  select  list  of  men  and  women  to  be  personally 
solicited  for  special  gifts  and  that  a  copy  of  said 
list  be  furnished  the  Directors  of  the  Home  Mission 
Emergency  Fund  Campaign  of  the  Synod  and  of 
the  Council. 

7.  That  in  both  Presbyteries  and  Synods  weekly 
reports  on  the  progress  of  the  Campaign  be  released 
to  the  public  press,  and  where  practicable  ranking 
of  Synods  and  Presbyteries  be  indicated.  Also  that 
copies  of  these  reports  be  sent  to  the  Council's 
Director.

Joint  Committee  on  War  Emergency  Areas 

There  has  been  set  up  in  the  Assembly  and  in  each 
Synod  a  "Joint  Committee  on  War  Emergency  Areas." 
The  Assembly's  Committee  is  composed  of  one  repre- 
sentative each  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  Home 
Missions,  the  Executive  Committee  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation, the  Woman's  Work  Committee,  and  the  Defense 
Service  Council  of  our  General  Assembly.  Some  of  the 
duties  of    the    Assembly's   Committee   are   as  follows: 

1.  Offering  suggestions  to  Synods'  and  Presbyteries' 
Committees  of  Home  Missions  Religious  Education,  Syn- 
odical  and  Presbyterial  Auxiliaries,  the  Defense  Service 
Councils,  regarding  practical  steps  to  be  taken  in  se- 
curing a  united  approach  to  a  more  effective  preaching 
-and  teaching  ministry  in  War  Emergency  areas. 

2.  Offering  guidance  by  way  of  literature,  correspon- 
dence, and  personal  visits  to  churches  or  groups  in  war 
emergency  areas. 

3.  Offering  suggestions  to  Assembly  Agencies  regard- 
ing special  needs  at  particular  points  in  which  financial 
assistance  or  professional  personnel  are  essential,  or 
may  be  employed  for  limited  periods  to  special  advan- 
tage. 

4.  Developing  a  constantly  growing  church-wide  in- 
terest in,  and  support  of  work  in  War  Emergency  Areas. 

The  Synod's  Joint  Committee  is  composed  of  the  rep- 
resentative on  the  Assembly's  Home  Mission  Council, 
the  chairman  of  Religious  Education,  Synod's  Chairman 
of  the  Defense  Service  Committee,  the  President  of  the 
Synodical,  the  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions,  the  Re- 


gional Director  of  Religious  Education,  the  Chairman  of 
Synod's  Home  Missions  and  the  field  representative  of 
the  Defense  Service  Council  of  the  Synod,  making  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  the  following:  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie 
(chairman),  Rev.  0.  C.  Williamson,  Rev.  John  M.  Alex- 
ander, Mrs.  E.  C.  Heins,  Jr.,  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann,  Rev. 
J.  W.  Witherspoon,  Rev.  G.  A.  Wilson. 

This  committee  is  working  in  close  cooperation  with 
the  Assembly's  Committee  in  formulating  an  adequate 
program  of  service  to  these  unreached  areas. 


Castanea-Stanley  Group 

Rev.  R.  H.  Ratchford,  Pastor.  The  work  in  the 
Castanea-Stanley  field  has  made  steady  progress  during 
the  year.  During  the  year,  28  were  added  to  the  two 
churches — 13  on  Confession  and  15  by  reaffirmation  and 
letter.  During  the  year  the  new  church  building  of 
native  stone  at  Castanea  was  dedicated  and  a  new  heat- 
ing system  added  since  its  dedication.  Also  a  well- 
located  and  convenient  manse  was  added  to  the  material 
equipment  of  the  field.  It  was  purchased  for  $3600  and  is 
practically  all  paid  for.  For  the  past  few  months  the 
emphasis  has  been  upon  the  need  for  religious  training 
in  the  home.

This  young  lady  has  charge  of  jthe  work  among  the 
young  people  in  Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence's  field,  consist- 
ing of  Varina,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Willow  Springs,  Fellow- 
ship and  White  Memorial  churches  and  the  following  is 
a  report  of  recent  accomplishments: 

The  five  Bible  schools  in  Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence's 
field  in  Granville  Presbytery  were  held  during  May  and 
June.  Each  school  lasted  one  week.  The  courses  that 
were  taught  were:  For  Beginners,  "Jesus  Our  Friend;" 
for  Primaries,  "Stories  of  Jesus;"  for  Juniors,  "We 
Would  See  Jesus;"  and  for  Pioneers,  "Jesus,  Hero  of 
History."  The  Beginners  and  Primaries  made  scrap- 
books  of  the  life  of  Jesus  to  be  given  to  children  who 
do  not  have  pictures  of  Jesus.  Wall  friezes  were  made 
by  Primaries  and  Juniors  to  make  their  rooms  attrac- 
tive. The  Junior  and  Pioneers  made  notebooks  of  the 
life  of  Christ.  On  the  Sunday  morning  following  the 
Bible  school  at  each  church  the  commencement  was  held. 
At  this  time  certificates  were  given  to  all  those  who  at- 
tended each  day. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Mary  McC. 
Templeton  of  Mooresville  to  assist  in  our  schools.  Mrs. 
J.  Cecil  Lawrence  also  taught  for  us.  At  each  church  the 
ladies  and  young  people  helped  in  the  teaching. 

The  attendance  for  each  school  was  very  good.  At 
Varina,  85  were  enrolled  and  the  average  daily  attend- 
ance was  73.  Fifty-six  was  the  total  enrollment  at 
Mount  Pleasant  with  an  average  attendance  of  37.  The 
Willow  Springs  school  enrolled  39  and  33  was  the  aver- 
age attendance.  At  White  Memorial,  43  were  enrolled 
and  the  average  daily  attendance  was  34.  Fellowship 
school  enrolled  77  and  the  daily  attendance  was  60. 


Williamtson,  Albemarle  Presbytery 

Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff,  who  has  rendered  a  most  con- 
structive service  in  this  field,  has  been  called  to  the 
chaplaincy  of  the  armed  forces.  His  successor,  Rev. 
Gower  Crosswell,  Jr.,  has  been  ordained  and  installed  by 
Albemarle  Presbytery  and  is  now  on  the  job  doing  a 
most  excellent  work.  He  is  being  assisted  for  the  sum- 
mer by  Rev.  R.  E.  Cogswell.  An  agressive  and  fruitful 
summer's  work  is  expected.

This  church  has  been  vacant  for  several  months.  A 
call  has  been  extended  to  Rev.  E.  Coates,  Jr.,  of  Mc- 
Coll,  S.  C,  and  we  feel  sure  he  is  going  to  accept  the 
challenge  this  field  offers  him  for  a  fruitful  pastorate.

Manly  Group,  Fayetteville  Presbytery 

This  group  consists  of  Manly  and  Lakeview,  but  the 
pastor,  Rev.  T.  D.  Mullis,  is  supplying  the  Culdee 
church  in  addition  to  the  many  duties  of  his  own  field. 
The  Manly  Sunday  school  already  passed  the  $100  mark 
in  contributions  to  Barium  Springs  and  rejoices  that 
their  membership  in  the  $100  club  is  secure.  Special 
stress  is  being  placed  upon  evangelism  and  the  goal  set 
is  to  give  every  unsaved  person  in  the  community  a 
personal  invitation  to  accept  Christ  and  unite  with  the 
church. 

At  Lakeview  sufficient  funds  were  raised  in  one  day, 
$140,  to  put  a  new  roof  over  the  Sunday  school  rooms. 
At  Culdee  a  most  fruitful  evangelistic  meeting  was  held 
by  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport,  resulting  in  46  additions  to- 
the  church,  33  on  profession  and  13  by  letter. 

Campbellton,  Fayetteville  Presbytery: 

Miss  Marie  Gibert  has  charge  of  the  work  among 
the  young  people  in  this  congregation  and  during  the 
long  vacancy  of  the  church  has  been  responsible  for 
the  whole  task.  She  has  faithfully  sown  the  gospel  seed 
and  was  rejoiced  to  see  some  of  the  fruits  of  her  labors 
by  seeing  nine  persons  joining  the  church  on  professioa 
of  faith  and  witnessing  the  baptism  of  three  infants. 
She  supervises  socials  for  the  young  people  each  month, 
meets  with  the  children  on  a  week  day  for  special  ac- 
tivities such  as  Bible  stories,  memory  work,  songs  and 
games.  Conducts  prayer  service  each  Wednesday  eve- 
ning for  the  community.  When  Miss  Gibert  went  to 
this  community  the  first  thing  she  did  was  to  make  a 
religious  survey  that  she  might  have  first-hand  informa- 
tion as  to  who  is  who  in  the  community.  She  was 
amazed  to  find  so  many  adults,  parents,  who  have  made- 
no  profession,  also  many  young  people.  Such  faithful 
work  as  Miss  Gibert  is  doing  will  bring  its  reward.

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Dr.  Vardell's  Two  Maxims 

LIFE-TIME  RULES  TOLD  BY  PRESBYTERIAN  LEADER 


"All  my  life  I  have  followed  two  maxims,"  said 
Dr.  Charles  G.  Vardell,  president-emeritus,  in  his 
response  to  the  eulogies  paid  him  at  his  83rd  birth- 
day dinner  held  at  Flora  Macdonald  college,  Red 
Springs,  N.  C.  (Feb.  12,  1943.) 

"I  would  like  to  impress  upon  you  young  people 
here  tonight,  the  truth  of  these  two  maxims,"  said 
Dr.  Vardell,  in  his  earnest  voice.  "You  will  find 
them  of  great  help  in  your  own  lives  if  you  adopt 
them,  too. 

"One  is:'Whatever  is  necessary,  is  possible.'  The 
second  is:  'Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother  that 
thy  days  may  be  long  in  the  land  which  the  Lord, 
thy  God,  giveth  thee.'  Of  the  first,  he  recalled  that 
sometimes  he  had  been  faced  with  difficulties  which 
were  seemingly  impossible  of  overcoming. 

"But  I  held  to  that  truth,"  he  added,  "and  the 
road  smoothed  out  before  me." 

Also,  in  connection  with  the  first  maxim,  al- 
though Dr.  Vardell  did  not  refer  to  it  in  his  birth- 
day dinner  talk,  might  be  mentioned  his  work  in 
planning  and  creating  the  buildings  which  have  so 
nobly  housed  the  college  for  nearly  half  a  century 
and  are  as  sufficient  and  attractive  today  as  when 
they  were  constructed.  Dr.  Vardell  was  not  an  ar- 
chitect and  yet  he  did  the  job  of  an  architect  of  a 
highly  gifted  kind. 

His  work  has  met  the  praise  not  only  of  laymen 
but  of  builders  themselves.  One  day  an  outstand- 
ing architect  who  was  looking  over  the  college,  said, 
"Dr.  Vardell,  I  don't  know  how  you  did  it,  but  in 
plan  and  proportion,  the  buildings  are  architec- 
turally correct." 

Frequently,  Dr.  Vardell  attests  today  that  he 
could  not  have  built  the  college  without  the  aid  of 
Providence.  He  feels  that  unseen  powers  directed 
his  insight  and  his  foresight,  bringing  about  such 
successful  building  that  not  once  has  there  been 
required  any  change  in  the-  group  of  structures. 
There  has  been  subsequent  improvements  and  there 
will  always  be  room  for  additions,  improvements 
and  beautification,  and  routine  repairs.  But  the 
main  core  of  the  college  has  been  built  of  a  style 
and  of  proportions  which  have  been  adequate  for 
nearly  fifty  years  and  will  be  so  for  many,  many 
years. 

Dr.  Vardell  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  not  a  man 
was  injured  during  the  construction  of  the  whole 
plant.  Whenever  there  was  some  dangerous  work 
to  be  done,  he  was  on  hand  to  see  that  certain 
precautions  were  observed  and  not  even  a  slight 
accident  occurred. 

His  second  rule  was  adhered  to  fixedly:  Honor 
thy  father  and  thy  mother  that  thy  days  may  be 
long  in  the  land  which  the  Lord,  thy  God,  giveth 
"thee.  This,  too,  has  brought  him  reward  and  sat- 
isfaction in  life.  He  let  that  rule  guide  him  in  com- 
ing to  the  post  of  president  of  Flora  Macdonald 
college. 


"I  was  preaching  at  Newbern,  N.  C.,  when  the 
call-  came  to  me  to  take  charge  of  the  college  at 
Red  Springs.  I  turned  it  down;  they  called  me 
again  and  again.  I  did  not  wish  to  leave  Newbern. 
They  were  a  dear  people  there. 

"I  never  bought  a  meal  in  Newbern.  They  did 
all  that  a  church  could  for  a  young  minister  just 
starting  out.  Later  they  urged  me  to  marry.  Mrs. 
Vardell  and  I  were  engaged  at  that  time  but  I  felt 
that  I  could  not  yet  provide  a  suitable  home  for  her. 

"My  members  at  Newbern  insisted  on  knowing 
why  we  did  not  wed.  I  told  them  that  as  soon  as  I 
could  get  a  packing  box  and  two  kegs  that  we  would. 
That  settled  it  .  .  .  They  told  me  to  go  ahead  and 
marry  the  girl.  One  man  furnished  the  kitchen;  a 
group,  the  dining  room,  and  others  provided  other 
things  for  us,  making  us  a  complete  and  liveable 
home.  There  was  nothing  left  for  me  to  buy  except 
the  matting  for  the  floor  and  shades  for  the  win- 
dows. 

"So  when  the  call  came  soon  afterward  from  Red 
Springs,  I  felt  that  it  would  be  unfair  to  my  church 
at  Newbern  for  us  to  leave. 

"I  thought  of  my  father  and  of  what  he  would 
advise'  me  to  do.  My  father  was  a  Presbyterian 
minister  and  my  wife's  father  was  a  Presbyterian 
minister.  We  thought  that  perhaps  her  father 
would  approve  the  change  to  the  college  post. 

"I  said  to  Linda:  'Father  will  think  that  I  should 
certainly  stay.  He  will  say  that  a  minister  belongs 
to  the  pulpit.' 

"But  -falling  back  on  the  maxim  I  had  followed 
all  my  life,  I  said  that  I  must  write  to  my  father 
and  ask  his  advice  and  that  I  would  write  an  iden- 
tical letter  to  my  wife's  father. 

"We'll  see  what  they  say,"  I  said,  "but  we  must 
agree  now  in  advance  that  whatever  they  say  that 
we  shall  abide  by  what  my  father  says." 

"In  due  time,  the  replies  came.  To  our  surprise, 
they  were  exactly  the  opposite  of  what  we  had  ex- 
pected. 

"My  father  wrote:  'Go  to  Red  Springs.  You  can 
make  a  success  of  that  kind  of  work.  Those  girls 
need  you.' 

"So  we  came  to  Red  Springs.  Mrs.  Vardell  took 
charge  of  the  Conservatory  of  Music  and  I  began 
the  erection  of  these  buildings  which  we  have  today. 

"Now  we  are  happy  to  be  here  still  and  see 
others  carrying  forward  the  great  work  which  is 
here  for  us  in  this  good  state  of  North  Carolina. 
I  love  you  girls  and  appreciate  your  love.  In  fact, 
I  could  not  get  along  without  it. 

"We  did  not  succeed  here  without  the  help  of 
many  fine  men  and  women,"  commented  Dr.  Var- 
dell. "There  have  been  many  others  who  have  loved 
Flora  Macdonald  college  and  have  stood  by  us  and 
aided  us  in  every  way.  Many  of  these  sit  at  this 
table  tonight."

The  Christian  Home 

By  Anne  Love  Patterson* 

From  the  beginning  of  recorded  history,  the  family 
has  been  the  unit  upon  which  God  placed  the  primary 
duty  of  instructing  the  individual  member  in  righteous- 
ness to  the  end  that  he  might  perform  his  duty  in  the 
home,  church,  community,  and  in  the  world  at  large. 
The  Christian  home  is  one  of  God's  eternal  verities,  part 
of  His  eternal  plan  for  the  redemption  of  the  race  and 
blessed  by  Him  in  every  successful  generation. 

The  demands  of  the  global  war  in  which  we  find 
ourselves  involved  have  practically  stopped  the  building 
of  dwelling  houses  in  America.  This  does  not  mean, 
however,  that  we  should  stop  trying  to  build  homes,  not 
homes  of  stone,  wood,  or  brick,  but  homes  in  which  the 
lamps  of  love,  faith,  hope,  and  peace  abide,  a  setting 
for  a  rare  gem — happiness. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  greatest  need  of  America 
today  is  religion,  religion  which  centers  in  the  home, 
the  practicing  of  the  Jesus  way  of  thinking,  feeling,  and 
doing  in  daily  living.  Our  church,  with  forty  other  de- 
nominations, has  realized  this  need  and  has  launched 
a  great  campaign  known  as  "The  United  Religious  Edu- 
cational Advance,"  the  objective  of  which  is  to  reach 
every  person  with  Christian  teachings.  The  greatest 
channel  through  which  it  hopes  to  accomplish  this  pur- 
pose is  through  the  Christian  home. 

The  responsibility  for  making  the  home  Christian 
rests  largely  upon  parents.  Their  example  of  living,  the 
Christian  nurture  given  their  children,  and  the  atmos- 
phere they  create  will  largely  determine  the  influence 
of  the  home.  The  home  is  a  school  of  living  and  touches 
life  in  the  early  and  formative  years.  Usually  its  gradu- 
ates go  out  to  be  in  mature  life  the  kind  •  of  persons 
they  learn  to  be  as  children;  therefore  the  home  which 
exerts  a  positive  and  attractive  Christian  influence  both 
within  and  without  the  family  circle  becomes  the  great- 
est school  in  religious  education  and  the  most  saving  and 
uplifting  agency  for  the  building  of  God's  Kingdom  in 
the  world. 

In  the  home  in  which  Christ  is  the  center,  discus- 
sions affecting  the  welfare  and  interests  of  the  home 
will  be  made  in  the  light  of  Christian  idealism;  first 
things  will  be  placed  first  in  the  matters  of  amusement, 
reading  entertainment,  social  customs  and  the  making  of 
family  budgets.  The  chief  aim  will  be  to  conserve  and 
build  Christian  character  rather  than  to  seek  comfort, 
pleasure,  or  to  excel  in  worldly  goods.  The  Christian  home 
might  well  have  for  one  of  its  mottos  the  words  of 
Jesus  Himself,  "But  seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  His  righteousness  and  all  these  things  shall  be 
added  unto  you." 

It  is  the  bounden  duty  of  Christian  parents  to  cul- 
tivate the  worship  of  God;  to  teach  their  children  to 
pray  and  to  pray  with  their  children.  Nothing  is  more 
pathetic  or  tragic  than  the  countless  numbers  of  chil- 
dren in  the  so-called  Christian  homes  who  have  never 
heard  the  voices  of  their  fathers  or  mothers  lifted  to 
God  in  prayer.  A  mother  misses  the  highest  privilege 
and  sacred  obligation  of  life  if  she  fails  to  have  a  quiet 
time  of  prayer,  reading  of  God's  Word,  and  Bible  Story 
telling  with  her  children,  teaching  them  diligently  the 
truth  of  the  presence,  love,  and  power  of  God. 

Some  time  ago  a  Professor  in  a  great  Mid-Western 
State  University  said  that  one  of  his  associates  had  told 
him  that  he  had  watched  the  careers  of  students  at  this 
university  through  many  years  and  had  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  College  and  University  life  did  not  make 
men  and  women,  but  tested  them;  that  the  making  had 


been  done  long  ago  in  the  homes.  Therefore,  it  is  not 
in  brilliant  conceptions  or  strokes  of  genius  we  shall 
find  the  chief  reliance  of  our  Church  and  Country,  but 
in  the  Christian  home. 

Since  it  is  in  the  home  the  deepest  and  most  lasting 
influence  in  human  life  centers,  it  is  there  that  the  foun- 
dations of  personal  faith  must  be  laid.  In  establishing 
such  foundations,  the  power  of  the  family  altar  is  uni- 
versally recognized  among  Christians.  The  influence  of 
a  true  family  altar  will  abide  for  safety  and  strength. 
It  will  serve  as  a  tie  to  bind  the  members  closer  to- 
gether. It  will  develop  a  family  unity,  and  oneness 
which  will  lead  to  loyalty,  cooperation,  and  deepened 
affections.  What  a  blessed  heritage  is  the  memory  of  a 
family  altar  where  daily  thanks  for  benefits  are  made 
and  petitions  offered  for  guidance  and  blessing  for  the 
individual  members  of  the  family.  Dr.  Conrad  Clever, 
writing  with  the  memory  of  a  Christian  home  which  keeps 
his  heart  tender  and  his  spirit  serene  and  true,  declares 
that  a  home  without  a  family  altar  is  like  a  body  with- 
out a  heart,  a  temple  without  a  shrine,  and  a  Creed  with- 
out God.  Not  only  do  children  need  to  have  the  memory 
of  Christian  parents  themselves  engaged  in  worship,  but 
parents  themselves  need  daily  worship  in  order  to  have 
the  spiritual  and  dynamic  strength  to  meet  the  problems 
which  confront  them  in  this  changing  age. 

The  home  which  blesses  those  who  dwell  in  it  be- 
comes a  stream  of  influence  flowing  out  to  bless  the 
world.  It  must  be  built  upon  the  great  foundation  prin- 
ciples which  are  found  in  the  word  of  God  which  have 
proved  through  all  the  centuries  to  be  the  highest  ideals 
a  man  can  know. 

A  father's  honest  faith  and  a  mother's  prayers  are 
the  greatest  stabilizers  of  the  family.  If  parents  wish 
their  children  to  be  religious,  first  of  all,  they  them- 
selves must  take  a  genuine  interest  in  religion,  follow 
in  the  steps  of  Jesus,  and  thus  reveal  Christ-like  living 
day  by  day. 

Our  deepest  and  most  urgent  call  today  is  to  sur- 
round our  homes  and  young  people  with  a  battlement 
of  prayer.  Our  only  hope  for  a  Christian  Nation  is  to 
make  our  homes  Christian.

"The  Church's  Principal,  Primarv  and  Permanent 
Task" 

The  report  of  the  standing  committee  on  EVANGEL- 
ISM to  last  Assembly  closed  with  the  significant  words 
of  the  heading  of  this  article.  The  reference  was  to 
EVANGELISM.  The  committee  faced  the  fact  that  in 
1940,  25,513  were  reported  by  the  Assembly  added  to 
the  church  on  profession  of  faith,  that  in  1941  the  num- 
ber dropped  to  16,168,  then  in  1942  there  was  a  slight 
gain  over  1941,  the  number  being  18,334  while  this  year, 
1943,  the  number  reported  was  only  16,705,  a  decrease 
of  1,629  from  the  low  number  of  the  previous  year.  The 
question  is  being  asked,  what  is  to  be  done?  The  an- 
swer is  given  by  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest,  when  He  saw 
the  multitudes  as  sheep  without  a  shepherd,  He  was 
moved  with  compassion  and  said,  "PRAY  YE  THE 
LORD  OF  THE  HARVEST  that  He  send  forth  labor- 
ers into  the  harvest." 
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The  Religious  Education  Advance" 


A  review  of  the  Sunday  school  reports  from  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina going  up  to  the  General  Assembly  this  year,  reveals  the  fact  that 
248  churches  report  as  having  officially  enlisted  in  the  Advance,  106 
report  that  they  have  not  enlisted  and  93  do  not  give  any  answer  what- 
ever. We  feel  that  a  really  good  start  has  been  made  on  this  proposed 
five-year  program  and  that  if  we  continue  to  unite  earnestly  and  whole- 
heartedly in  this  effort  which  has  been  planned,  that  this  movement  may 
result  in  a  real  spiritual  awakening  and  a  revitalizing  of  our  whole 
church  life  and  program.  We  feel  also  that  the  year  that  is  just  ahead 
which  will  center  our  efforts  on  Christian  teaching  in  the  home  and  the 
development  of  a  Christian  home  life,  ought  to  be  our  very  best  year. 

PLANNING  THE  SECOND  YEAR 

Churches  are  now  ready  to  begin  planning  for  the  next  year.  The 
second  year  program  will  be  launched  during  Religious  Education  Week, 
September  26  -  October  3,  1943.  The  following  preview  is  offered  for 
prayerful  consideration : 

1.  CHRISTIAN  TEACHING  IN  THE  HOME  is  the  emphasis  for  the 
second  year.  Plans  will  be  centered  around  building  and  strengthening 
Christian  family  life.  This  is  not  a  new  thought,  but  the  urgent  need 
for  more  and  better  Christian  homes  is  more  pressing  than  ever. 

2.  PARTICULAR  OBJECTIVES  to  be  sought  are: 

(a)  Acknowledging  and  re-emphasizing  the  Scriptural  conception 
of  the  Christian  home  as  the  most  powerful  influence  in  molding 
Christian  character. 

(b)  Magnifying  the  place  of  the  family  group  in  the  life  of  the 
church,  and  enlisting  their  support  of  its  program. 

(c)  Awakening  the  church  to  its  responsibility  for  helping  fam- 
ilies make  the  adjustments  necessitated  by  this  war-time  emergency. 

(d)  Extending  the  church's  teaching  program  so  as  to  reach 
more  homes  with  better  Christian  teaching. 

(e)  Preparing  parents  to  do  a  better  job  as  heads  of  Christian 
families. 

(f)  Arousing  Christian  families  to  their  responsibility  for  min- 
istering to  both  their  Christian  and  non-Christian  neighbors  in  the 
name  of  Christ. 

3.  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  will  launch  the  second-year  program 
at  its  meeting  in  Montreat  beginning  May  27,  1943.  Specific  plans  and 
materials  will  be  announced  immediately  thereafter  upon  approval  by 
the  Assembly. 

4.  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  WEEK,  September  26  -  October  3,  will 
be  observed  by  special  program  in  every  congregation.  New  materials 
will  be  available  for  use  in  homes  and  churches,  and  the  Rally  Day 
program  will  be  related  to  the  Home  emphasis. 

5.  SECOND  YEAR  ADVANCE  literature  will  be  available  early  in 
the  summer.  Probably  less  material  will  be  published  this  second  year 
than  was  necessary  for  the  first  year.  The  Advance  is  not  a  "literature 
campaign;"  it  is  a  campaign  for  work  and  prayer.  Let  us  dedicate  our- 
selves today  to  the  finest  job  our  Church  has  ever  undertaken  in  the 
development  of  truly  Christian  homes! 


TO  MISSIONS,

At  the  Commencement  exercises  on  May  31  sixty-two 
young  men'  were  graduated  with  their  degrees.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  number,  twenty-four  were  graduated  at  a 
mid-year  Commencement,  February  1.  Most  of  these 
young  men  will  go  at  once  into  military  service,  with  a 
considerable  proportion  of  them  ready  for  their  com- 
missions in  the  Army,  having  done  the  advanced  R.O.T.C. 
work  at  the  College.  The  Baccalaureate  sermon  was  de- 
livered on  May  30  by  the  Reverend  Patrick  D.  Miller,  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  San  Antonio,  Texas. 
Honorary  degrees  were  conferred  on  the  following  per- 
sons: Doctor  of  Divinity,  Rev.  C.  Grier  Davis  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Asheville,  North  Carolina; 
and  Rev.  J.  H.  Marion,  Jr.,  of  the  Grace  Covenant  Church 
in  Richmond  Virginia;  Doctor  of  Laws,  Mr.  Henry  Dwire, 
Vice  President  of  Duke  University;  and  Doctor  of  Science, 
Dr.  Joseph  T.  Wearn. 

One  year  ago  announcement  was  made  that  the 
Trustees  had  approved  an  effort  to  secure  from  the 
Alumni  and  other  friends  $250,000  for  the  erection  at  the 
close  of  the  war  of  an  adequate  gymnasium.  During  the 
intervening  months  Alumni  meetings  have  been  held 
all  over  the  eastern  part  of  the  nation.  Dr.  Cunningham 
announced  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion on  May  29  that  this  effort  has  been  successfully 
concluded.  The  realization  of  this  goal  has  brought 
a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  and  delight  to  the  whole 
College  family.  Other  goals,  including  a  new  church 
on  the  campus,  and  added  endowment  are  contemplated  in 
the  effort  which  continues  throughout  this  year  for  a 
total  amount  of  $500,000. 

Davidson  is  now  under  way  with  the  training  of  500 
Aviation  Cadets.  This  program  has  become  adjusted 
with  a  minimum  of  difficulty.  Added  facilities  and  per- 
sonnel have  been  necessary  for  the  feeding  and  instruct- 
ing of  that  number  of  young  meh  in  addition  to  the 
400  regular  students  who  have  continued  through  the 
year.  The  cadets  remain  at  Davidson  for  a  period  of 
five  months  after  which  they  are  ordered  to  camps  and 
others  take  their  place.  The  Commandant,  Major  J.  L. 
Bonner,  is  appreciative  of  Davidson's  ideals  and  standards 
and  is  in  every  way  cooperative.  He  and  Mrs.  Bonner 
have  added  to  the  life  and  spirit  of  the  campus. 

The  Administration,  Faculty  and  community  are  not 
overlooking  their  opportunity  for  a  Christian  and  patriotic 
service  in  these  trying  times.  Any  institution  now  which 
deals  with  young  men  of  college  and  military  age  has 
a  unique  challenge.  Davidson  covets  the  earnest  prayers 
of  the  people  of  the  church  that  she  may  be  given  the 
wisdom  and  power  to  do  her  task  well.

We  will  come  to  the  end  of  this  session  with  only 
about  sixty  students  in  school.  However,  we  will  grant 
more  diplomas  this  Commencement  than  ever  before. 
Fifteen  are  candidates.  There  are  three  others,  called 
to  the  army,  who  hope  to  complete  work  for  diplomas 
by  correspondence  before  September.  Six  of  these  are 
high  school  diplomas. 

Summer  school  will  begin  June  7  and  the  second 
term  on  July  19.  Enrollments  for  Summer  School  are 
better  than  ever  before. 

But  let  us  be  grateful  that  the  college  has  come  to 
this  good  day  under  the  Providence  of  God.  We  are 
solvent.  Endowment  has  increased  to  $17,283.73,  which 
is  $9,239.94  more  than  this  date  last  year.  We  have 
served  237  students  of  all  kinds  so  far  this  year,  which 
is  18  more  than  for  the  12  months  period  last  year. 


Students  drilling  on  the  back  campus,  faculty  mem- 
bers knitting  sweaters  for  the  Red  Cross*  townspeople 
studying  how  to  draw  maps — those  are  just  some  of  the 
changes  which  the  war  has  brought  to  Queens  College. 

The  students  themselves  asked  to  have  drilling  periods 
once  each  week,  and  the  Charlotte  Air  Base  at  Morris 
Field  agreed  to  send  out  a  colonel  and  some  lieutenants 
and  WAACS  to  supervise  their  exercise.  They  were 
enthusiastic  too  about  taking  part  in  the  second  war 
loan  drive  and  bought  stamps  and  bonds  amounting  to 
$6,454.36.  To  raise  that  sum  they  enlisted  faculty  help, 
elected  a  War  Bond  Queen,  held  a  Bond  Rally  featur- 
ing the  band  from  Morris  Field,  and  sold  rides  on  a 
"peep"  lent  them  for  two  afternoons. 

The  Red  Cross  has  sponsored  projects  throughout 
the  year.  In  the  fall  seventy-eight  sweaters  were  taken 
out  to  be  knitted,  and  more  than  a  dozen  students  signed 
up  as  blood  donors.  The  modern  language  department 
contributed  money  to  feed  French  prisoners  of  war;  the 
food  is  shipped  and  distributed  through  the  international 
Red  Cross. 

Not  all  adjustment  to  the  war,  however,  has  been 
made  in  student  activities.  The  curriculum  too  has  been 
revised  and  expanded  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  time. 
Particularly  helpful  has  been  the  course  in  "War  and 
Social  Organization,"  designed  to  stress  the  relation- 
ship of  the  liberal  arts  to  the  solution  of  wartime 
problems.  Required  of  all  students,  the  class  has  met 
once  each  week  to  hear  members  of  the  faculty  and 
special  lecturers  in  certain  fields.  The  study  of  such 
topics  as  historical  types  of  organization  for  war,  causes 
of  inflation,  and  the  role  of  science  in  the  war  effort 
has  made  clear  the  virility  of  the  liberal  arts  curriculum 
for  now  and  the  future. 

The  regular  courses  of  the  curriculum  have  also 
been  adapted  to  the  needs  of  wartime.  In  addition  to  the 
major  work  already  offered  in  such  important  fields 
as  chemistry,  nurses  training,  home  economics,  and  Bible, 
the  college  has  added  courses  in  home  nursing  and  map 
drawing.  Beginning  the  second  semester  an  accelerated 
course  in  business  has  been  available  for  those  who 
wish  to  prepare  for  immediate  secretarial  work. 

The  first  summer  school  in  its  history  will  be  the 
college's  newest  contribution  to  the  war  effort.  A  con- 
densed business  course,  similar  to  the  one  offered  this 
semester,  and  classes  in  the  languages  and  sciences  will 
provide  a  six-weeks'  opportunity  for  students  to  continue 
their  studies  during  the  summer. 

The  church  college  faces  today  a  critical  time  in 
its  history.  Like  other  such  colleges,  Queens  works  to 
justify  its  existence  not  only  as  an  important  part  of 
the  present  war  effort,  but  also  as  a  builder  of  Christian 
character  for  the  world  to  come  after  the  war.  Cer- 
tainly essential  in  this  aim  are  emphasis  on  the  liberal 
arts  and  on  their  application  to  modern  life,  some  train- 
ing in  practical  skills,  and  definite  encouragement  to 
the  students  in  their  extra-curricular  work  for  the  war.

trol  desk  and  catalogue  cabinets  were  installed  in 
the  main  lobby.  The  library  staff  held  an  after- 
noon reception  for  the  members  of  the  East  Han- 
over Presbyterial  on  May  5,  when  several  hundred 
women  were  conducted  through  the  library  build- 
ing. •  The  Board  of  Trustees  directed  the  Professors 
to  make  such  arrangements  as  they  see  fit  for  the 
dedication  of  the  new  building,  which  will  probably 
take  place  in  the  fall.

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FLORA  MACDONALD  COLLEGE

Flora  Macdonald  College  has  completed  forty- 
seven  years  of  useful  service  to  the  church  and  is 
now  preparing  to  celebrate  her  semi-centennial  in 
1946.  The  present  year  was  marked  by  many  en- 
couraging features. 

The  enrollment,  while  smaller  than  usual,  filled 
the  dormitory.  The  graduating  class  was  larger  than 
usual,  number  sixty-three.  Twenty-nine  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  thirty  Bachelor  of  Science  (Home  Eco- 
nomics), and  four  Bachelor  of  Music  degrees  were 
granted.  There  was  also  a  large  class  of  business 
students.  All  of  these  young  women  are  well  prepared 
for  responsible  positions. 

The  prospects  for  next  year  are  good. 

Definite  improvement  was  made  in  the  financial 
condition  of  the  college.  Larger  contributions  than 
last  year  were  received  from  the  supporting  churches, 
auxiliaries,  alumnae,  and  other  friends.  The  Debt 
Liquidation  Association  received  $10,000  to  apply 
on  the  debt.  Alumnae  gifts  have  increased  the  Birth- 
day Loyalty  Fund  to  nearly  $20,000.  Their  goal  is 
$80,000  for  endowment  and  scholarship  in  honor  of 
Dr.  Charles  G.  Vardell. 

A  semi-centennial  celebration  committee  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Dr.  Vardell,  at 
the  age  of  eighty-three,  proposed  that  he  with  the 
help  of  the  alumnae  and  other  friends,  raise  a  semi- 
centennial fund  of  $100,000  through  contributions 
of  war  bonds  and  stamps  for  endowment  and  scholar- 
ship funds  as  their  contribution  to  this  occasion; 
also  to  prepare  a  catalogue  of  the  alumnae  with 
their  achievements.  The  trustees  heartily  endorsed 
this  plan. 

The  Work's  Survey  of  educational  institutions, 
especially  as  related  to  Flora  Macdonald  College, 
was  given  special  study  by  the  trustees.  While  Dr. 
Works  recommended  the  merging  of  other  institu- 
tions he  said  this  in  regard  to  Flora  Macdonald 
College  and  Presbyterian  College  of  South  Caro- 
lina: "It  is  recognized  that  Flora  Macdonald  and 
Presbyterian  are  colleges  that  do  not  clearly  belong 
in  any  one  of  the  foregoing  categories.  They  are 
institutions  in  which  the  Survey  Staff  recommends 
that  a  tentative  attitude  be  taken  by  the  church,  as 
it  may  well  be  that  in  the  next  few  years  it  will  be 
possible  to  delineate  their  futures  more  clearly  than 
is  practicable  at  the  moment." 

This  clearly  implies  that  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege has  a  well  deserved  place  in  the  educational 
system  of  the  church  but  that  its  future  will  depend 
upon  securing  sufficient  financial  resources  for  its 
task.  A  special  committee  of  trustees  and  members 
of  the  faculty  appointed  at  the  mid-winter  meeting, 
after  careful  study  of  the  Works'  Survey,  made  a 
report  with  recommendations. 

These  are  among  those  approved  by  the  Board : 
Continued  control  by  Presbyteries  rather  than  by 
the  Synod;  intensified  efforts  to  increase  financial 
resources;  retain  present  number  of  trustees;  main- 
tain a  well  balanced  curriculum  and  a  well  qualified 
faculty;  meet  the  personal  needs  of  individual  stu- 
dents more  fully;  and  consistently  pursue  the  policy 
best  designed  to  fully  attain  the  aims  and  purposes 
of  the  college.  » 


PEACE,  A  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  for  WOMEN

Peace  College,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  The 
71st  Session  of  Peace  College  will  end  on  May  31, 
1943.  There  are  44  graduates  this  year.  Rev.  J. 
McDowell  Richards,  President  of  Columbia  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  will  deliver  the  Baccalaureate  Ser- 
mon on  May  30,  1943,  and  Hon.  Graham  Barden  of 
Newbern,  N.  C,  Congressman  from  the  2nd  N.  C. 
Congressional  District,  will  deliver  the  address  to 
the  graduation  class. 

In  spite  of  the  war  and  the  general  confusion 
of  the  times,  Peace  has  had  an  unusually  fine  school 
year.  The  school  opened  with  a  capacity  attendance 
of  Boarding  students,  and  is  closing  with  practically 
the  same  number  of  students.  This  fact  is  fully  ap- 
preciated in  view  of  the  necessary  decreasing  at- 
tendance at  our  Men's  College.  Our  registration  for 
1943-44  is  progressing  most  satisfactorily  and  com- 
pares well  with  that  of  other  years  at  this  time  of 
the  year.  We  are  desirous  of  increasing  our  per- 
centage of  Presbyterian  Students,  and  especially  of 
having  at  Peace  those  who  are  particularly  inter- 
ested in  availing  themselves  of  these  special  ad- 
vantages which  Peace  has  to  offer: 

(1)  Those  of  a  well  balanced  educational  pro- 
gram with  proper  emphasis  upon  Bible  and  religious 
training  through  individual  participation  and  gen- 
eral experience  in  religious  activity. 

(2)  The  association  with  Christian  faculty  mem- 
bers and  students,  which  provides  a  wholesome 
Christian  environment  in  which  a  student  finds  a 
sympathetic  approach  to  solving  her  moral  problems, 
and  from  which  s^ie  receives  real  assistance  and  a 
challenge  to  constructive  Christian  leadersrhip. 

A  limited  amount  of  financial  assistance  is 
available  for  worthwhile  students  who  need  some 
aid.  Those  who  are  interested  in  applying  for  such 
aid  should  communicate  with  Dr.  W.  C.  Pressly, 
President,  as  early  in  the  year  as  is  possible. 

One  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  year  has 
been  the  organization  of  an  orchestra  composed  of 
students  from  the  Women's  Colleges  of  Raleigh 
(Meredith  College,  St.  Mary's,  Peace).  This  orches- 
tra is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Alden, 
Violin  Teacher  in  the  three  colleges.  North  Caro- 
lina State  College  also  cooperates  with  Peace,  mak- 
ing it  possible  for  Peace  students  to  take  advanced 
science  courses.  This  year  students  have  taken 
Physics,  Quantitative  and  Qualitative  Chemistry  at 
State.  We  feel  that  such  an  arrangement  provides 
an  unusual  opportunity  for  Peace  girls  who  wish 
to  do  advanced  work  in  Science. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  made  it  pos- 
sible for  our  commercial  students  to  stand  the  civil 
service  examination  at  the  college.  We  have  a  large 
percentage  of  our  commercial  students  who  are 
standing  these  examinations  and  who  are  qualified 
to  hold  down  excellent  positions.  An  added  feature 
this  year  has  been  the  presence  at  the  school  of  pros- 
pective employers  who  have  been  having  interviews 
with  the  commercial  students.  This  is  a  new  ar- 
rangement, but  a  very  satisfactory  and  profitable 
one.

Mrs.  W.  B.  Ramsay's  Resignation 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  W.  B.  Ramsay  as  presi- 
dent of  Mitchell  College  has  been  accepted  regret- 
fully. Her  14-year  administration  has  been  one  of 
the  most  successful  that  Mitchell  has  enjoyed  dur- 
ing its  87-year  history.  During  the  administration 
of  Mrs.  Ramsay,  the  enrollment  has  increased  75 
per  cent,  $75,000  has  been  spent  in  modernizing  the 
college  plant,  and  the  $23,000  indebtedness  has  been 
lifted.  It  was  during  her  term  as  president  that 
the  college  was  made  coeducational,  a  nine-months 
night  school  in  the  business  department  was  offered, 
a  gymnasium  built,  and  a  12-weeks  summer  school 
approved  by  the  state  authorities  was  set  up.  A 
second-year  commercial  course  was  also  added  to 
the  curriculum.  The  college  dormitories,  Shearer 
Hall,  several  classrooms,  reception  rooms,  and  the 
dining  room  have  been  redecorated. 

Mrs.  Ramsay  plans  to  spend  some  time  in  study 
at  the  Biblical  Seminary  in  New  York. 

As  incoming  president,  the  board  has  elected 
Mr.  R.  S.  Arrowwood,  who  has  been  pastor  of  the 
McKinnon  Church,  Concord,  N.  C,  for  the  past  18 
years.  Under  his  leadership  Mitchell  College  is 
expecting  another  successful  administration.

Extracts  From  the  Report  of  the  President  to  the 
Trustees  of  Presbyterian  Junior  College,  May  17,  1943 

In  times  of  confusion  like  these,  war  days,  we  need 
to  keep  our  aims  clearly  before'  us.  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  is  set  to  be  a  Christian  college.  It  must  seek 
to  be  true  to  the  Christian  witness,  in  its  teaching,  in 
its  genuineness  and  thoroughness,  in  its  efficiency  and 
faithful  service.  It  seeks  to  integrate  the  lives  of  stu- 
dents, whether  they  be  taking  business  courses  or  war 
training  courses,  in  the  Way,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life. 

The  year  since  your  meeting  last  May  has  been  filled 
with  crises.  Probably  most  educators  will  agree  that  no 
school  year  since  1917-18  has  been  so  clouded  with  un- 
certainty and  filled  with  change.  We  faced  the  summer 
with  the  prospect  of  a  heavy  deficit  by  the  end  of  the 
financial  year  on  July  31.  However,  we  opened  our 
rooms  to  college  students  who  wished  to  work  helping 
to  build  the  air  base  and  this  income,  together  with  the 
largest  enrollment  ever  in  summer  school,  enabled  us 
to  end  without  an  operating  deficit  and  with  an  increase 
in  surplus  of  $4,145.79.  During  the  summer  four  mem- 
bers of  our  faculty  and  staff  were  called  to  military 
service  and  two  others  went  into  war  work.  We  were 
able  to  fill  all  vacancies  with  excellent  personnel  and 
the  college  program  has  been  carried  through  without 
break  in  routine.  Prospects  for  enrollment  last  fall  were 
poor,  but  we  opened  school  with  only  ten  less  than  the 
previous  year.  In  November  came  the  draft  for  young 
men  of  18  and  over.  About  20  per  cent  of  our  students 
dropped  out  by  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester. 
However,  almost  as  many  new  students  came  in  the  sec- 
ond semester  to  get  in  the  Navy  V-l  program.  We  knew 
about  the  possibility  of  a  government  program  and  filled 
out  applications  and  began  to  get  ready  to  try  to  meet 
requirements.  We  were  inspected  on  February  6,  and 
approved  for  100  Air-Crew  Cadets.  A  telephone  call 
from  Maxwell  Field  said  we  would  have  to  take  250 
Cadets  by  March  1.  I  told  them  we  would  get  ready. 
We  began  work  on  a  program  of  added  facilities.  An- 
other inspection  took  place  on  February  23.  We  had 
been  told  in  the  meantime  that  we  would  not  be  needed 
until  April  1.  These  inspectors  wanted  me  to  set  a  date 
when  they  could  move  in  and  I  set  March  15.  On  March 
12  a  wire  said  our  facilities  would  not  be  used  for  the 
Air-Crew  Cadets.  In  the  meantime  we  had  been  chosen 
for  one  of  four  secondary  C.A.A.  War  Training  Service 
programs  in  the  southeast.  We  still  have  the  possibility 
of  use  by  some  program  on  our  campus.  A  representa- 
tive of  the  Engineering,  Science,  and  Management  War 
Training  has  promised  to  visit  the  campus  in  about  a 
week.  Perhaps  we  may  be  able  to  operate  an  uninter- 
rupted program  of  education  on  our  campus  with  our 
distinctive  emphasis  upon  Christian  character.  Perhaps, 
due  to  the  disruption  of  other  colleges  because  of  war 
training  programs,  we  may  have  an  unexpected  increase 
in  students  next  session.  I  know  of  one  college  which  is

The  Seminary  has  had  a  full  and  interesting 
Spring  Term.  It  began  with  the  Sprunt  Lectures 
Week  on  January  30,  and  ended  in  commemorable 
Commencement  Exercises  on  May  11.  The  Annual 
Address  to  the  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry  was 
delivered  by  one  of  the  outstanding  Negro  theo- 
logians of  America,  the  Rev.  Howard  Thurman,  D.D., 
a  professor  in  Howard  University,  Washington,  D.C. 

The  Commencement  Exercises  began  with  a  bac- 
calaureate sermon  by  the  Rev.  S.  E.  Howie,  D.D., 
pastor  of  the  Westminster  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Memphis,  Tenn.  Two  members  of  Dr.  Howie's 
church  were  among  those  receiving  their  B.D.  de- 
grees, and  two  others  were  outstanding  students  of 
the  Junior  Class.  Graduation  Exercises  on  Tuesday 
at  11 :30  were  featured  by  a  brief  but  very  effective 
address  by  President  John  R.  Cunningham  of  David- 
son College,  and  an  informal  ceremony  marking  the 
announcement  of  the  election  of  Dr.  J.  Gray  McAl- 
lister as  Professor  Emeritus.  In  addition  to  an  ex- 
change of  happy  remarks  between  the  President  of 
the  Board,  Dr.  E.  T.  Wellford,  and  Dr.  McAllister, 
there  was  the  presentation  of  a  gift  from  the  Stu- 
dent Body  to  their  beloved  Professor  who  at  this 
time  was  retiring  from  active  teaching.  Everyone 
at  the  Seminary  is  happy  that  Dr.  and  Mrs.  McAl- 
lister have  purchased  a  house  in  Ginter  Park  and 
will  continue  to  make  their  home  near  the  campus. 

Degrees  and  awards  were  made  to  31  undergrad- 
uate students  and  to  15  graduate  students.  These 
latter  consisted  of  eight  who  received  the  Th.M.  de- 
gree and  seven  who  received  the  Th.D.  degree. 

Seven  Fellowships  which  have  been  awarded  to 
members  of  the  graduation  class  were  announced. 
Not  all  of  these  men  will  enter  into  their  Fellow- 
ship studies  next  year,  and  the  four  who  will  return 
will  in  all  probability  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
do  some  teaching  in  connection  with  their  fellow- 
ship.

We  are  giving  you  a  picture  and  sketch  of  the  grad- 
uates of  Class  '43  and  may  you  get  a  mental  picture 
of  what  Glade  Valley  has  meant  to  these  15  girls  and 
boys.  Imagine  their  joy  as  they  received  diplomas  and 
Bibles  as  their  last  gifts.  Each  one  a  Christian  and 
several  have  accepted  Christ  and  united  with  the  Glade 
Valley  Church  during  their  stay  here.  At  the  opening 
of  school,  only  one  was  not  a  church  member  and  she 
accepted  Christ  and  united  with  the  church  five  weeks 
before  graduating. 

Three  were  on  the  honor  roll  with  an  average  above 
95  and  five  for  one  quarter  or  more.  Seven  had  honor- 
able mention  with  an  average  above  90  for  one  or  more 
quarters.  Three  made  100  on  deportment  for  the  year 
and  all  seniors  averaged  from  95  to  98  on  deportment 
for  the  year.  The  Music,  Recitation  and  two  room  awards 
went  to  four  senior  girls. 

Class  members  did  outstanding  work  in  Sunday 
school  and  Young  People's  League  and  we  feel,  as  they 
go  back  to  their  homes,  communities,  and  into  service 
for  their  country,  their  influence  for  Christian  leader- 
ship will  be  felt. 

Here  is  a  message  from  one  boy  who  left  for  serv- 
ice in  the  navy  as  soon  as  he  graduated.  "I  want  to 
write  and  tell  you  how  much  my  three  years  at  G.  V. 
really  are  helping  me  in  the  navy.  First  of  all  the 
Church  has  meant  more  to  me  than  anything  else.  It 
means  so  much  to  be  able  to  pray  night  and  day.  My 
education  at  G.V.  is  going  to  be  the  next  most  impor- 
tant thing  ..." 

You  note,  he  puts  Christian  training  first. 
May  we  turn  aside  from  the  seniors  and  get  other 
pictures  of  student  life  on  the  campus.  Each  year  when 
school  opens,  we  find  many  new  students  are  not  pro- 
fessed Christians  and  we  feel  our  responsibility  toward 
influencing  these  for  Christ.  Therefore,  in  addition  to 
influences  of  Sunday  School,  Y.  P.  League,  Chapel, 
Prayer  Groups,  Bibie  Study  and  Preaching  Services  a 
revival  meeting  is  held  sometime  during  the  session.  A 
minister  is  invited  to  assist  our  pastor  in  the  meeting. 
This  spring  Rev.  Marion  G.  Bradwell,  new  pastor  of 
Reynolda  Church,  helped  in  the  meeting.  He  gave  us 
some  wonderful  Gospel  messages  and  we  had  a  great 
meeting.  Several  of  the  students  accepted  Christ  and 
six  united  with  our  church. 

Another  picture  we  would  like  for  you  to  see  is  the 
new  grade  A  dairy  barn  erected  last  fall  by  the  boys 
under  the  direction  of  an  expert  carpenter;  and  the  five 
registered  Guernsey  cows,  donated  by  Rev.  C.  D.  Hutton 
and  his  congregation  of  Reynolda  Church,  and  five  other 
grade  cows  parade  into  the  nice  clean  barn  to  be  milked. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  gift  of  cows  and  donations 
from  friends  for  the  barn.  We  would  not  forget  to  thank 
all  our  friends  for  the  liberal  support  given  the  Glade 
Valley  work  this  year.

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Stewardship  Questions  Answered 

J.  E.  DILLARD 

1.  What  is  meant  by  a  Steward? 

A  steward  is  one  who  handles  the  property  or  affairs 
of  another  (Luke  16:1). 

2.  What  is  meant  by  Bible  stewardship? 

Bible  stewardship  means  the  acknowledgment  of  God's 
ownership;  the  acceptance  of  our  trusteeship,  and  the 
administration  of  the  same  according  to  the  will  of  God 
(I  Cor.  4:1,2;    I  Tim.  6:20). 

3.  What  is  the  difference  between  stewardship  and  tith- 
ing? 

Stewardship  includes  the  whole  of  our  personalities, 
powers,  and  possessions;  tithing  means  the  payment  of 
a  tenth  of  our  income  in  acknowledgment  of  our  steward- 
ship. Stewardship  includes  and  goes  beyond  tithing  (I  Cor- 
6:20). 

4.  What  are  the  elementary  principles  of  stewardship? 

(1)  God  is  the  creator,  owner,  and  giver  of  all  things 
(Gen.  1:1).  (2)  All  we  are  and  have  wa  have  received 
as  a  trust  (I  Cor.  4:7;  Jas.  1:17).  (3)  We  must  acknowl- 
edge our  stewardship  by  devoting  a  portion  to  the  Lord's 
work  (Lev.  27:30,32).  (4)  We  must  render  a  final  ac- 
count (Rom.  14:12). 

5.  Give  some  phases  of  stewardship. 

The  stewardship  of  personality,  talents,  time,  oppor- 
tunity, possessions,  etc. 

6  What  is  meant  by  the  larger  stewardship? 

The  stewardship  of  life  as  a  whole  instead  of  merely 
a  part  of  our  time  and  money. 

7.  Were  there  stewardship  ideas  and  practices  apart  from 
our  Bible? 

Yes,  primitive  peoples  and  people  who  never  saw  our 
Bible  offered  sacrifices  expressing  their  gratitude  and 
obligations  for  blessings  received.  If  the  heathen  did 
this,  how  much  more  should  we! 

8.  What  is  meant  by  "first  fruits?" 

The  firstlings  of  flocks  and  herds,  and  the  first  fruits 
of  field  and  garden  were  given  by  the  Jews  for  the 
support  of  the  sanctuary  (Ex.  23:16;  34:22;  Deut.  18:4). 

9.  What  is  meant  by  the  tithe? 

The  tithe  is  the_  tenth.  The  Jews  were  required  to 
give  a  tithe  of  their  increase  for  the  support  of  their 
religious  work  (Num.  18:21). 

10.  Was  the  tithe  ever  practiced  outside  the  Jewish  race? 
Yes  tithing  was  practiced  among  Babylonians,  Phone- 

cians,  Persians,  Egyptians,  Carthaginians,  and  many  other 
ancient  peoples. 

11.  What  were  the  purposes  of  the  tithe? 

To  acknowledge  God's  ownership,  express  gratitude, 
and  provide  for  the  support  of  religion. 

12.  Were  the  Levites  required  to  tithe? 

Yes,  see  Numbers  18:26. 

13.  Were  the  Jews   required    to    give   more   than  one 
tithe? 

Yes,  there  are  three  tithes  mentioned:  (1)  "holy" 
tithe  required  of  all  (Lev.  27:30,32);  (2)  the  festival 
tithe  for  the  family  feasts  (Duet.  14:23);  (3)  a  charity 
tithe  every  third  year  for  the  needy  (Deut.  14:28,29). 

14.  Did  Jesus  approve  of  the  tithe? 

He  certainly  did,  but  He  taught  that  we  should  do 
more  than  tithe  (Matt.  23:23;  Luke  11:42). 


15.  Does  the  New  Testament  teach  tithing? 

It  takes  it  for  granted  just  as  it  does  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments; Jesus  said  He  came  not  to  destroy  the  law 
but  to  fulfil  it  (Matt.  5:17).  The  New  Testament  teach- 
ing goes  beyond  the  tithe — the  tithe  is  the  minimum  of 
Christian  giving    (Matt.  5:20). 

16.  Should  a  Christian  contribute  more  than  a  tithe? 

Certainly,  if  he  can.  Love  and  gratitude  never  ask 
"how  much  must  I  do?"  but  "how  much  can  I  do?" 
Think  of  the  Mary  who  gave  her  precious  gift,  of 
Zacchaeus  who  ga"e  half  of  his  goods,  and  of  the  widow 
who  gave  her  all. 

17.  How  should  we  determine  the  tithe? 

The  tithe  is  one  tenth  of  your  income.  If  you  have 
a  legitimate  expense  in  addition  to  your  living  expenses 
in  earning  your  income,  then  subtract  this  extra  ex- 
pense from  your  income  and  tithe  the  rest.  The  farmer 
would  subtract  from  his  income,  the  expense  of  raising 
his  crop,  then  add  to  this  an  estimate  of  what  he  had 
consumed  off  the  farm  in  his  living  expenses  and  tithe 
this  total. 

18.  Should  a  Christian  tithe  if  he  is  in  debt? 

Yes,  we  should  not  pay  our  debts  with  the  tithe 
which  is  "holy  unto  the  Lord."  You  will  probably  get 
out  of  debt  sooner  and  easier  by  dealing  fairly  with 
God. 

19.  What  is  meant  by  Christian  stewardship? 

Christian  stewardship  goes  beyond  Old  Testament 
stewardship  (Gal.  3:24);  it  is  based  upon  love  rather  than 
law  (Rom.  13:10);  it  is  the  expression  of  gratitude  rather 
than  compulsion  (2  Cor.  9:7;  I  Peter  5:2);  it  is  entering 
into  partnership  with  God  rather  than  seeking  to  drive 
a  bargain  (2  Cor.  6:1);  it  thinks  of  God  as  our  loving 
Father  and  not  as  merely  our  creator  and  judge  (Matt. 
6:8);  it  seeks  to  be  faithful  in  all  of  life  and  not  merely 
in  the  giving  of  a  part  of  our  time  and  money  (Rom. 
14:8);  it  seeks  to  emulate  the  example  of  Christ,  the 
great  Steward,  who  did  the  will  of  God  in  all  things 
(John  13:15).  It  puts  the  Kingdom  of  God  first  (Matt. 
6.33). 

20.  What  is  the  relation  of  stewardship  to  evangelism? 

Christian  stewardship  begins  and  ends  in  evangelism 
(I  John  4:19;  John  14:23.  It  is  the  expression  of  the 
love  and  gratitude  of  the  regenerated  heart  and  it  looks 
to  the  winning  of  others  to  Christ  (John  14:15).  An 
evangelism  that  does  not  result  in  stewardship  is  partial 
and  unsatisfactory;  a  stewardship  that  does  not  look  to 
the  winning  of  a  lost  world  to  Christ  is  short-sighted  and 
unchristian. 

21.  Should  the  tithe  be  paid  through  a  church? 

Yes,  (Mai.  3:10)  but  if  the  church  does  not  contri- 
bute a  fair  proportion  of  its  receipts  to  the  world-pro- 
gram of  Christ  then  I  would  designate  a  definite  part 
of  my  tithe  through  my  church  for  missions  and  bene- 
volences as  included  in  the  Co-operative  Program. 

22.  What  are  some  blessings  of  being  a  good  steward? 
The  approval  of  your  own  conscience;  the  setting  of 

a  good  example;  a  worthy  sharing  in  the  work  of  your 
church;  helping  win  a  lost  world  to  Christ;  laying  up 
treasures  in  heaven;  putting  first  things  first;  a  partner- 
ship with  God  and  hearing  His  welcome  and  approval  at 
last.  "Prove  me  now  herewith  saith  the  Lord"  (Mai 
3:10). 

23.  How  can  a  pastor  promote  stewardship  in  his  church? 

By  practicing  it  himself;  by  preaching  it  tactfully 
by  advocating  it  in  his  pastoral  visits;  by  teaching 
classes  in  stewardship;  and  by  enlisting  persons  who  wil 
give  it  an  honest  trial  (1  Tim.  4:12;  Titus  1:7;  I  Peter 
5:2).

Not  a  New  Campaign 
This  is  no  NEW  campaign  upon  which  we  are 
entering.  It  is  but  the  SECOND  step  toward  the 
realization  of  the  FIVE-year  Emergency  Appeal  al- 
ready endorsed  by  the  Assembly,  the  Synods  and 
the  Presbyteries.    The  FIRST  effort  was  a  great 


success  and  the  SECOND  promises  to  be  equally 
as  good  if  not  better. 

Same  Machinery  Employed 

The  same  machinery  used  in  the  FIRST  step 
will  be  employed  in  the  SECOND.  No  NEW  com- 
mittees are  to  be  "set  up"  but  the  existing  efficient 
agencies  of  the  Synod  and  Presbyteries  are  to  func- 
tion in  the  promotion  of  this  SECOND  phase  of 
the  Home  Mission  Emergency  Fund.  It  is  true 
there  may  be  some  replacements  of  new  parts  here 
and  there  and  some  of  the  true  and  tried  old  parts 
may  need  a  little  brushing  up  and  oiling  a  bit  but 
as  a  whole  you  have  your  "set-up"  practically  com- 
plete to  start  with,  your  cause  endorsed  and  you 
are  "ready  to  go". 

The  Suggested  "Set-up" 

1.  IN  SYNOD:  The  chairman  of  Synod's  Home 
Mission  Committee,  the  superintendent,  the  chair- 
man of  Synod's  Stewardship  Committee,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  SynoJical,  the  secretary  of  Assembly's 
Home  Missions  and  secretary  of  Synod's  and  Pres- 
bytery's Home  Missions  of  the  Synodical,  together 
with  any  others  these  may  select  from  committees 
or  at  large. 

2.  IN  PRESBYTERY:  The  chairman  of  Presby- 
tery's Committee  of  Home  Missions,  the  chairman 
of  Presbytery's  Stewardship  Committee,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Presbyterial,  the  secretary  of  Assem- 
bly's Home  Missions  and  the  secretary  of  Synod's 
and  Presbytery's  Home  Missions  in  the  Presbytery, 
together  with  any  others  these  may  select.  In  Pres- 
byteries where  there  are  superintendents  or  secre- 
taries, they  are  to  be  members  of  this  promotion 
committee.  In  SEVEN  of  the  Presbyteries  we  are 
fortunate  in  having  such  an  officer  to  help  promote 
this  campaign. 

3.  IN  LOCAL  CHURCH:  The  Session  should 
appoint  THREE  picked  men,  the  president  of  the 
Local  Auxiliary,  the  secretary  of  Assembly's  Home 
Missions  and  the  secretary  of  Synod's  and  Presby- 
tery's Home  Missions  as  a  committee  to  promote  the 
campaign  in  the  local  congregation. 


STEWARDSHIP 

and  .  .  . 

Accountability 

IN  THE  fifteenth  chapter  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  Luke, 
aptly  described  as  the  chapter  of  the  "lost," 
Jesus  addresses  Himself  to  the  Pharisees  a<nd 
indicates  to  them  how  God  is  not  only  anxiously 
awaiting  the  return  of,  but  also  actively  seeking,  lost 
sinners  that  in  Him  they  may  find  salvation  and  se- 
curity. Here  we  see  God's  mercy  and  lovingkind- 
ness  in  operation.  When  we  accept  that  loving- 
kindness  and  mercy  of  God  we  do,  however,  not  only 
become  His  children,  but  we  also  become  stewards 
of  His  grace,  and  it  is  concerning  that  stewardship 
and  its  consequent  accountability  that  Jesus  speaks 
to  all  Christians,  in  the  words  of  Luke  16:1-9. 

.Even  though  the  history  of  our  Christian  tradi- 
tion now  dates  back  almost  two  thousand  years,  we 
must  nevertheless  admit  that  we  have  not  yet 
learned  fully  to  observe  the  principles  laid  down 
for  us  by  our  Master,  and  this  is  apparent  most  of 
all  in  the  realm  of  our  stewardship.  Influenced  by 
the  world  at  large  we  have  become  so  accustomed  to 
its  enormous  waste  that  our  sensitiveness  no  longer 
reacts  properly  against  this  flourishing  evil.  Money 
is  wasted  in  high  and  low  places  alike  for  the  pur- 
pose of  satisfying  selfish  desires  or  to  obtain  some 
ulterior  motive.  Today  the  world  is  sacrificing 
greater  sums  than  ever  before  on  the  altar  of  the 
god  of  war,  certainly  not  to  insure  peace  but  to 
make  the  waste  of  human  lives  in  the  next  war  still 
more  appalling. 

!  This  waste  is  appalling  and  should  awaken  us 
to  a  sober  inquiry  both  as  to  its  causes  and  its  con- 
sequences. We  may  speak  of  selfishness  and  greed, 
and  certainly  these  are  in  evidence;  we  may  men- 
tion folly  and  ignorance,  and  these  also  play  a  part 
in  this  tragedy  of  waste.  Below  these,  however,  we 
find  an  even  deeper  principle  in  the  fact  that  we 
have  lost  our  sense  of  stewardship  and  accountabil- 
ity before  God.  Let  us  remark  here  that  the  prin- 
ciple of  stewardship  in  its  real  implications  deals 
not  only  with  money  and  material  goods,  but  with 
every  aspect  of  life,  and  we  make  bold  to  add  the 
statement  that  if  this  sense  of  stewardship  would  be 
present  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  of  the  world 
today,  there  would  be  less  waste  of  goods  and  de- 
struction of  human  lives.  Then  God  and  not  self 
would  be  paramount  in  their  thinking,  and  they 
would  then  also  realize  that  brotherly  love  and  ar- 
bitration are  better  than  hatred  and  war. 

The  world  calls  itself  "Christian."  We  are  a 
part  of  it  and  must  assume  our  proper  share  of  the 
responsibility  for  what  it  does.  Have  we,  who  are 
members  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  set  such  high  stand- 
ards of  life  and  have  we  in  such  manner  discharged 
our  obligation  of  stewardship  that  we  have  consti- 
tuted an  influence  for  good  in  the  world? 

Any  Christian  will  on  a  mature  and  serious  con- 
sideration acknowledge  himself  guilty  on  two  counts, 
namely,  that  he  has  wasted  time,  money  and  talent 


that  should  have  been  consecrated  to  the  use  of 
God,  and  that  he  has  not  displayed  enough  energy 
and  wisdom  in  connection  with  his  office  as  a  stew- 
ard. 

We  know  of  some  church  members  who  give  evi- 
dence of  no  small  degree  of  faith  and  loyalty  when 
it  comes  to  the  support  of  the  church  either  in 
financial  matters  or  by  personal  work.  Yet  not  even 
these  have  done  all  that  could  have  been  required, 
and  what  shall  then  be  said  of  the  great  number 
who  under  duress  of  constraint  do  only  the  mini- 
mum and  that  not  without  grumbling  and  complaint. 
The  church  faces  a  constant  financial  problem, 
barely  able  to  maintain  the  present  status  of  its 
work  and  unable  to  enlarge  its  sphere  of  influence 
in  a  world  that  so  greatly  needs  the  gospel  of 
Christ.  Drives  and  the  like  may  help  the  situation 
temporarily,  but  the  solution  of  the  problem  will  not 
come  until  Christians  be  driven  to  their  knees  in 
humble  confession  before  God  and  permit  them- 
selves to  be  driven  and  directed  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  unjust  steward  is  commended,  not  for  his 
unfair  dealings,  but  for' the  energy  and  the  wisdom 
with  which  he  attacks  the  problem  at  hand.  We  may 
speak  of  the  secret  of  success,  but  this  term  usually 
is  a  misnomer.  Success  is  something  that  is 
achieved  through  persistent  application  of  energy 
and  talent. 

Many  of  our  youth  are  now  eagerly  seeking  by 
means  of  study  and  application  better  to  equip 
themselves  for  their  callings  in  life,  and  this  in  it- 
self certainly  is  to  be  commended.  But  while  this 
is  true,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  there 
is  a  higher  realm  of  life  that  should  also  demand 
our  attention.  If  we  as  Christians  would  practice 
the  same  virtues  of  application  that  the  world  em- 
ploys to  obtain  its  lesser  aims  and  ends,  not  only  our 
own  individual  lives  but  the  world  itself  would  soon 
be  entirely  revolutionized.

New  Church  of  Pinetops 

Rev.  H.  R.  McFadyen  is  an  outstanding  con- 
structive home  mission  worker.  He  found  the  Pine- 
tops  Presbyterian  church  inadequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  community  and  in  a  dilapidated  condition.  In 
less  than  three  years  this  building  has  been  replaced 
with  a  beautiful  modern  structure  with  all  the  fa- 
cilities for  -meeting  efficiently  the  needs  of  a  growing 
congregation.  His  other  church,  Macclesfield  has 
been  destroyed  by  fire  and  he  is  now  engaged  rais- 
ing funds  for  the  erection  of  an  adequate  plant  for 
the  Macclesfield  congregation.  Mr.  McFadyen  is  a 
great  builder.  At  my  request  he  has  given  the  fol- 
lowing statement  of  his  efforts.

Before  beginning  our  effort  in  1940,  some  of  us 
at  least,  had  come  to  realize  that  we  must  have  an 
adequate  and  more  attractive  building  at  Pinetops 
if  we  were  going  to  bring  any  honor  to  our  Lord 
or  ourselves.  A  lesser  number  believed  that  the 
time  had  come  for  us  to  make  the  effort.  There 
were  many  lions  in  the  way  and  apparently  they 
were  not  chained.  However  we  began  to  stir  the 
matter  and  finally  won  an  agreement  to  have  an 
expert  meet  with  us  for  consultation  and  advice. 
With  the  help  of  these  we  overcame  the  hurdle  of 
repairing  the  old  church  building.  We  feared  the 
cost  of  dismantling  the  old  building.  It  would  cost 
several  hundred  dollars.  When  it  came  to  the  act- 
ual work,  the  pastor  and  two  High  school  boys,  with 
the  help  at  critical  points  of  a  few  more  experi- 
enced men,  took  the  house  down  for  some  $75.00. 
The  boys  did  their  work  so  well  that  we  saved  al- 
most everything.  The  asphalt  shingles  were  taken 
off  and  sold  to  be  used  again.  The  flooring  was  so 
carefully  taken  up  that  it  was  used  again  in  the 
educational  department  of  the  new  building. 

The  ceiling  beams  in  our  church  are  eight  by 
eight  solid  oak.  These  beams  had  to  be  twenty  four 
feet  long.  One  of  our  men  agreed  to  furnish  us  all 
the  beams  we  would  need  and  to  saw  them  out  on 


his  light  mill  he  has  on  his  farm.  The  logs  were 
too  large  and  too  long  and  too  everything  for  his 
light  machinery.  Even  to  get  these  forest  giants 
to  the  mill  was  a  job  for  a  pyramid  builder.  But 
the  thing  has  been  done  and  the  beams  are  in  place 
and  to  me  they  are  beautiful  because  of  what  is 
back  of  them.  I  sometimes  look  at  this  brother  as 
he  sits  worshipping  in  the  new  church  and  he  sees 
these  beams  above  him,  and  I  know  he  must  have 
a  lively  memory  of  the  biggest  thing  and  the  most 
long  lasting  he  ever  did  in  his  life. 

We  think  that  the  interior  of  our  church  is  very 
attractive.  The  plastering  is  beautifully  done.  The 
contractor  for  this  work  sent  one  negro  man  with  a 
helper  to  do  all  the  finishing  work.  The  contractor 
said  that  he  would  need  no  supervision.  He  is,  I 
believe,  the  only  man  who  worked  on  the  building 
who  is  a  Presbyterian. 

Our  church  has  cost  us  some  eleven  thousand 
dollars,  maybe  more.  We  hesitate  to  mention  large 
givers  because  of  the  evident  liberality  and  joyous- 
ness  of  so  many  who  gave  just  as  generously  if  not 
so  largely.  The  Albemarle  Presbytery  gave  a  thous- 
and dollars;  the  Belk  Fund,  five  hundred;  the 
Howard  Memorial  Church  at  Tarboro,  the  mother 
church  gave  the  same.  Mr.  Henry  A.  Walker  did 
the  same.  After  these  large  gifts  came  to  us  early 
in  our  effort,  we  could  not  fail. 

For  our  people  this  building  experience  has  been 
a  happy  one.  We  have  given  more  largely  than  we 
thought  it  possible  for  us  to  give  and  friends  have 
arisen  to  help  us  from  most  unexpected  quarters. 
The  causes  of  the  cChurch  and  local  support  have  not 
suffered  because  of  our  building  program.  The  Lord 
has  done  great  things  for  us  whereof  we  are  truly 
glad. 

Our  congregations  hold  up  well  with  quite  a 
number  of  outsiders  coming  to  our  services  and  so 
showing  an  interest  in  us.  There  are  some  pros- 
pects among  them.  A  great  number  of  our  people 
have  moved  away,  going  to  defense  centers,  and 
practically  all  our  young  people  are  gone.  We  have 
completely  paid  for  our  attractive  new  church  at  a 
cost  of  near  $12,000.00.  This  house  was  built  with- 
out incurring  any  debt.  This  year  the  congregation 
increased  its  support  of  the  pastor  $300.  A  new 
garage  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  $200  and  the  manse 
has  been  newly  painted  and  repaired.  Our  property 
is  now  much  more  attractive  than  it  has  ever  been. 
*    *  * 

Macclesfield 

This  congregation  lost  its  little  church  building 
by  fire  in  March  and  since  has  been  forced  to  meet 
in  various  places.  A  beautiful  new  location  with 
ample  grounds  has  been  bought.  On  the  new  site 
stands  a  small  dwelling  that  can  be  arranged  for 
our  services  until  we  are  able  to  get  our  new  church. 
We  used  this  building  the  first  time  August  1  and 
found  it  very  satisfactory.  Dr.  E.  M.  Conover  has 
visited  us  and  looked  over  our  location  and  is  giv- 
ing us  good  help  in  deciding  on  a  suitable  building. 
We  are  having  our  plans  drawn  and  expect  to  begin 
work  as  soon  as  the  authorities  grant  us  priorities. 
We  expect  to  put  between  seven  and  eight  thousand 
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dollars  in  a  building.  We  have  raised  something 
over  six  thousand.  Our  people  are  very  much  in- 
terested in  getting  a  worthy  church  building.  Con- 
gregations are  about  the  same.  Sunday  school  is 
gaining.  We  had  fourteen  in  our  beginners  class 
our  last  meeting.  Rev.  J.  D.  Henderson  is  to  come 
to  us  for  a  meeting  October  3  to  continue  for  two 
weeks. 

News  of  My  Churches 

Rev.  L.  F.  Cowan,  Pastor 
Asbury 

A  short  time  before  the  revival  meeting  began, 
the  people  of  the  Asbury  Church  painted  the  church 
on  the  inside  and  also  stained  the  benches  which 
greatly  improved  the  appearance. 

The  annual  revival  was  conducted  by  Rev. 
Marion  Bradwell  of  the  Reynolda  Presbyterian 
Church.  During  each  day  he  also  taught  the  Book 
of  Romans  to  an  adult  class  which  enrolled  25 
pupils.  Miss  Clara  Pou,  who  is  from  Rev.  Bradwell's 
church,  helped  in  the  teaching  of  the  children.  She 
also  helped  greatly  not  only  as  the  pianist  in  the 
Bible  school,  but  also  in  the  meeting  each  night. 
The  total  for  the  entire  Bible  school  enrollment  was 
84.  The  Bible  school  each  day  and  the  preaching 
each  night  were  thoroughly  enjoyed  and  did  much 
to  strengthen  the  church  in  the  work  of  God's  king- 
dom. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  special  offer- 
ing taken  up  for  the  meeting  was  the  best  in  the 
history  of  the  church. 

Collinstown 

Rev.  R.  L.  Berry  of  Sparta,  N.  C,  did  the  preach- 
ing in  the  meeting  at  Collinstown.  There  was  nearly 
a  church  full  every  night  to  hear  some  interesting 
and  inspiring  sermons.  In  spite  of  a  very  busy  time 
we  enrolled  20  in  Bible  school.  Several  reconse- 
crated their  lives  to  Christ  believing  that  there 
will  be  visible  results  of  the  meeting  in  the  future. 

Dan  River 

The  Dan  River  revival  was  conducted  by  two 
young  seminary  students — Mr.  Ralph  Ritchie  and 
Mr.  Bill  Summers.  They  also  helped  in  the  Bible 
school  which  was  held  in  the  Francisco  High  School 
building  with  an  enrollment  of  60  pupils.  The  old 
as  well  as  the  young  fell  in  love  with  these  young 
men  and  came  to  Bible  school  as  well  as  to  the 
church  each  night.  There  were  11  professions  of 
faith  and  50  or  more  reconsecrations.  The  special 
offering  proved  a  great  deal  of  interest  because  it 
was  the  best  that  could  be  remembered  ever  taken 
for  a  meeting.  This  was  one  of  the  best  attended 
meetings  and  one  of  the  most  fruitful  in  many 
years. 

This  church  has  increased  the  pastor's  salary 
80%  over  last  year  and  about  125%  over  two  years 
ago. 

Hills 

The  meeting  at  Hills  was  held  the  first  of  June 
which  was  my  first  meeting  this  year.  Mr.  Ralph 
Ritchie  and  Mr.  Bill  Summers,  who  was  with  me  in 
the  meeting  at  Dan  River  the  first  of  July,  were 
the  preachers.  Since  the  people  at  Hills  had  had 
some  students  before,  they  gave  the  new  ones  this 
year  a  warm  welcome.  They  not  only  took  time 
about  preaching  but  also  taught  in  the  Bible  school 


each  day  in  which  there  were  enrolled  22  pupils. 
The  people  cooperated  splendidly  in  providing  good 
meals  and  places  to  stay.  There  were  two  who 
made  profession  of  faith  in  Christ.  The  attend- 
ance was  not  so  large  but  there  was  fine  interest 
on  the  part  of  those  who  did  come.  The  meeting 
surely  was  worthwhile.  Plans  are  underway  for 
covering  the  church  and  in  the  near  future  we  hope 
to  build  Sunday  school  rooms. 


Harmony 

Rev.  F.  A.  Barnes,  Pastor 

Harmony  joined  the  other  denominations  in  a 
Bible  school,  May  31-June  4. 

In  July,  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport,  Synod's  evangelist, 
preached  twice  a  day  for  eight  days.  There  were 
two  additions  on  profession.  At  Tabor  he  preached 
once  a  day  for  a  week.  The  attendance  was  good 
and  two  came  in  by  profession. 

At  Bethany,  Rev.  R.  S.  Arrowood,  president  of 
Mitchell  College,  has  just  ended  an  eight-day  meet- 
ing preaching  to  more  young  people  than  have 
attended  Bethany  in  years.  There  was  one  addi- 
tion by  letter. 

The  field  has  just  had  the  manse  painted  and 
otherwise  improved  at  an  expense  of  $200. 

Johnson  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church 

Rev.  J.  W.  Walkup,  Pastor 

A  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  has  been  shown  by 
the  members  of  the  Johnson  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church  enabling  the  work  to  go  forward  and  give 
promise  for  the  future.  Rev.  J.  W.  Walkup  was 
installed  as  pastor  in  May.  Since  that  time  Sunday 
school  and  preaching  services  have  been  held  regu- 
larly every  Sunday  morning.  Due  to  an  increase 
in  attendance  two  new  classes  have  been  formed. 

The  officers  of  the  church  are  making  further 
plans  for  developing  a  program  which  will  meet 
the  need  of  the  community. 

In  an  effort  to  overcome  conditions  resulting 
from  gas  rationing,  a  church  family  night  is  held 
each  month.  After  a  brief  period  of  worship,  the 
group  separates  into  departments  for  study  and 
instruction.  The  women  use  this  time  for  their 
Auxiliary  program.  The  young  people  meet  for 
a  planned  program  and  Bible  study.  The  men 
assemble  for  Bible  study  and  a  discussion  period 
facing  some  problem  or  need  of  the  local  church. 
A  story  hour  is  held  for  the  children. 

The  church  is  looking  forward  to  an  evangelistic 
meeting  to  be  held  in  September. 

Runnymede  Chapel 

The  people  of  Runnymede  have  shown  a  coopera- 
tive spirit  in  the  work  of  the  church.  Attendance 
has  been  good  at  all  services  of  the  church,  includ- 
ing the  mid-week  prayer  service.  Rev.  J.  W.  Walk- 
up,  gives  half-time  to  this  work  as  stated  supply. 

A  daily  vacation  church  school  was  held  dur- 
ing June.  Seventy-two  students  were  enrolled. 
Twenty-nine  certificates  of  merit  were  awarded  for 
perfect  attendance  and  required  work  completed. 
Particular  emphasis  was  placed  upon  learning  Bible 
verses  and  catechism.  One  of  the  best  features  of 
the  school  was  the  number  of  new  songs  learned 
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by  the  children.  The  work  of  the  Bible  school  is 
being  continued  by  a  period  of  worship  and  in- 
struction each  week  for  the  children. 

The  women  of  Runnymede  Chapel  are  organized 
into  an  active  circle  of  the  Auxiliary  of  Howard 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church.

Kenly,  N.  G. 

Rev.  Howard  F.  Newman,  Student  Pastor 
This  year  Kenly  had  the  largest  and  most  suc- 
cessful Bible  school  in  its  history.    We  would  like 
to  share  with  you  some  of  the  unique  features  of 
the  school. 

First  let  us  tell  you  a  few  facts  about  our  school. 
There  were  a  total  of  130  in  the  school,  117  pupils 
and  13  members  of  the  staff.  The  average  daily 
attendance  was  97.  Our  school  was  under  the  di- 
rection of  Howard  F.  Newman,  who  is  serving  as 
student  pastor  of  the  Kenly  Presbyterian  Church, 
assisted  by  Miss  Annabel  Jcnes,  a  summer  worker 
in  the  Presbytery. 


Kenly  Bible  School 


In  preparing  for  a  daily  vacation  Bible  school 
your  first  duty  is  to  secure  an  able  staff  of  teach- 
ers. It  is  surprising  how  much  you  can  use  this 
"sales  talk"  in  your  pre-Bible  school  visiting.  Care 
should  be  taken  to  place  at  least  one  public  school 
teacher  and  one  pianist  in  each  department  where- 
ever  possible.  The  teachers  in  cur  school  were: 
Beginners — Mrs.  Grace  Corbitt,  Mrs.  Gilbert  Boy- 
ette,  and  Miss  Jean  Renfrow.  Primary — Miss  Ruth 
Alford,  Mrs.  Ruth  Grady,  and  Mrs.  P.  D.  Grady, 
Jr.  Junior — Mrs.  Clifton  Lewis  and  Mrs.  Joe  Al- 
ford. Intermediate — Miss  Annabel  Jones,  Miss 
Josephine  Watson,  and  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Pitt- 
man. 

Now  let  us  introduce  you  to  some  of  the  most 
successful  features  of  our  school.  First,  each 
morning  we  met  together  for  devotions  led  by  the 
departments.  The  pulpit  was  decked  with  flowers 
with  an  appropriate  picture  in  the  middle  (fur- 
nished each  morning  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary). 
This  created  a  worshipful  atmosphere.  Secondly, 
where  did  the  flowers  come  from?  The  pupils 
brought  them,  and  enjoyed  it.  For  every  morning 
we  would  have  a  contest  to  see  which  department 
had  the  most  people  bringing  flowers.  After  the 
opening  devotions  all  those  bringing  flowers  came 
forward,  and  took  their  flowers  into  their  own 
departments. 

A  third  feature  of  interest  was  our  "penny 
offering".    Every  morning  the  principal  appointed 


two  deacons  or  deaconesses  to  take  up  the  offering. 
The  pupils  thoroughly  enjoy  it;  and  isn't  it  much 
better  to  develop  stewardship  in  the  boys  and  girls 
than  to  let  their  parents  give  the  offering  on  com- 
mencement night?  Our  fourth  unique  feature  was 
daily  refreshments  to  all  the  pupils,  perhaps  ice 
water,  a  half  sandwich,  or  lemonade  and  a  cookie. 
The  parents  were  very  eager  to  assist.  Lastly,  we 
were  greatly  interested  in  our  large  Intermediate 
department.  Rather  than  have  a  "project  period", 
we  substituted  a  "music  period"  which  met  with 
most  favorable  response. 

This  same  "pattern"  has  been  used  in  two  other 
schools,  one  in  a  rural  section  and  one  in  a  larger 
town,  with  equal  success.  It  is  our  hope  that  these 
suggestions  will  prove  helpful  as  you  plan  your 
next  school.

Selma,  N.  G. 

Rev.  Howard  F.  Newman,  Student  Supply 
Rev.  A.  Leslie  Thompson,  pastor  of  the  North 
Vanguard  Presbyterian  Church  in  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
conducted  our  evangelistic  services  in  Selma.  Our 
services  began  on  Monday  evening,  August  9,  and 
concluded  on  Sunday,  August  15. 

The  week  prior  to  the  revival  meetings  we  had 
cottage  prayer  meetings  in  the  homes  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation.  Posters  were  placed 
throughout  the  city,  and  circulars  delivered  into 
each  home,  to  advertise  the  meeting.  The  topics 
for  the  sermons  were  secured,  and  special  music 
was  planned  to  fit  into  the  general  theme  of  the 
service. 

Throughout  the  week  we  afforded  our  visiting 
speaker  many  contacts  with  people  of  the  church 
and  community.  Our  visiting  minister  stayed  in 
a  private  home,  aftd  went  out  to  two  meals  each 
day,  spoke  to  the  young  people  of  the  church,  guest 
speaker  at  the  Kiwanis  Club,  and  made  many  other 
contacts  which  resulted  in  greater  attendance  at 
the  meetings. 

On  Thursday  evening  the  communion  service 
was  most  impressive  and  inspiring.  For  several 
nights  before  we  had  been  inviting  members  of  the 
congregation  to  give  us  a  list  of  the  shut-ins,  or 
those  who  were  sick  at  the  time.  Before  the  eve- 
ning service,  the  visiting  minister,  the  local  pas- 
tor, and  a  member  of  the  session  went  tc  these 
homes  and  administered  the  communion.  In  this 
way  the  entire  church  felt  it  had  a  part  in  the 
service. 

Since  the  Selma  Church  has  a  student  supply, 
two  deacons  were  ordained  during  the  revival  serv- 
ices. This  ceremony  helped  to  create  the  proper 
atmosphere  for  the  service. 

Three  infant  children  in  the  church  were  bap- 
tized in  an  impressive  ceremony  on  Sunday  eve- 
ning. The  parents  were  presented  with  a  copy  of 
the  helpful  pamphlet,  "The  Baby  is  Baptized," 
which  contains  a  certificate  of  baptism  and  also 
explains  the  meaning  of  infant  baptism,  including 
the  scriptural  grounds  and  the  responsibility  of 
the  parents.

SARDIS.  (1816)  This  historic  church  has  been 
refinished  on  the  interior  and  is  considered  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  village  churches  in  the  state. 
The  original  pulpit  and  seats  are  still  in  use  and 
have  been  painted  white  enamel,  the  ends  of  the 
seats  painted  patio  red  (mahogany)  suggestive  of 
Williamsburg,  Va.,  restoration.  The  floor  is  select 
long  leaf  pine  which  has  been  restored  to  its  na- 
tural beauty  by  sanding  and  waxing.  The  walls 
are  done  in  ivory  Texolite  and  reflect  a  pinkish 
glow  under  both  daylight  and  artificial  light.  The 
frames  and  wainscoating  are  in  white  enamel. 
The  ceiling  is  ivory  Masonite  tile  board  which  has 
auded  more  than  50%  to  the  coolness  of  the  audi- 
torium, and  will  add  as  much  to  the  comfort  in 
winter.  The  windows  to  the  rear  of  the  pulpit  are 
covered  with  rich  re,d  draperies  which  harmonize 
with  the  pulpit  and  aisle  carpets  producing  a  very 
pleasing  effect.  Overhead  on  each  side  wall  there 
are  a  number  of  large  brackets  which  support  the 
ceiling  now  painted  in  patio  red  which  causes  them 
to  stand  out  in  strong  contrast  and  ruggedness 
against  the  two-tone  walls  and  ceiling  in  ivory 
finish.  The  rare  charm  of  this  old  interior  will  be 
complete  when  we  will  have  installed  a  large  glass 
chandelier  in  the  center  of  the  auditorium  and  an 
old  lantern  type  cathedral  light  over  the  pulpit. 
These  lights  are  the  gifts  of  long-time  family  mem- 
bers of  this  church.  Two  beautiful  and  valuable 
imported  chairs  have  been  given  for  use  in  the 
pulpit  and  a  bell  of  rare  tone  which  has  called 
people  to  worship  for  almost  a  hundred  years  has 
been  installed  in  the  imposing  steeple. 

The  present  church,  a  reproduction  of  a  very 
old  church  in  Philadelphia,  was  built  of  brick  in 
1916,  100  years  after  the  founding  of  the  original 
Sardis,  1816. 

While  we  are  pleased  and  proud  of  our  church 
beautification,  we  are  happy  that  the  membership 
has  shown  good  spiritual  improvement,  deeper  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  the  church,  larger  attendance 
and  the  Sunday  school  has  more  than  doubled  in 
enrollment. 

WESTMINSTER.  Westminster  Church  is  lo- 
cated six  miles  south  of  Linden  in  a  rich  farming 
section.  The  entire  membership  is  composed  of 
these  prosperous  farmers  and  their  families.  This 
church  has  recently  been  refinished  on  the  inside, 
new  carpets  laid,  making  this  a  beautiful  and  in- 
viting country  church.  A  promising  future  can  be 
seen  for  this  church. 

PALESTINE.  This  church  is  located  on  the 
Raleigh-Fayetteville  Highway,  12  miles  south  of 
Linden.  The  work  and  attendance  has  been  very 
encouraging  in  spite  of  gasoline  and  tire  shortage. 
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These  people  are  loyal  and  interested  and  plan  to 
build  a  suitable  entrance  to  the  church  this  winter. 
Under  normal  conditions  the  average  church  and 
Sunday  school  attendance  is  around  fifty  persons. 

GILMORE.  Just  off  the  same  highway  nestled 
in  an  oak  grove  you  will  find  this  little  church. 
Many  of  her  fine  young  men  have  entered  the  armed 
forces  of  their  country,  but  the  others  are  bravely 
carrying  on.  The  loyal  members  here  deserve  much 
praise. 

The  manse  for  this  group  of  churches  is  located 
in  Linden  at  the  northern  end  of  Cumberland 
County  and  close  to  the  banks  of  Little  River.  Lin- 
den has  long  been  known  for  her  fine  families  and 
beautiful  farms  which  surround  the  town.  Just 
before  the  present  pastor  began  his  work,  the  manse 
was  refinished  in  every  detail.  The  floors  are  made 
from  beautiful  native  white  oak,  sanded  and  waxed 
to  a  beautiful  polish,  all  woodwork  done  in  white 
enamel  and  mahogany  finish.  In  many  respects 
this  is  one  of  the  most  comfortable  and  beautiful 
manses  in  the  state. 

Bayless  Memorial 

Rev.  H.  M.  Wilson,  Pastor 

A  daily  vacation  Bible  school,  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  46  was  held  in  June.  During  this  school 
four  young  people  recited  the  Child's  Catechism 
and  two  others  have  since. 

Beginning  during  the  Bible  school  a  series  of 
revival  meetings  was  held.  The  pastor  was  assisted 
in  these  services  by  Rev.  J.  T.  Barham,  who  preached 
most  acceptably  and  helpfully.  Due  to  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Barham  was  assisting  in  a  series  of  meet- 
ings in  Ashe  County  he  was  not  with  us  the  first 
two  evenings.  Rev.  J.  Kenton  Parker,  Jr.,  from 
the  Flow-Harris  Church,  preached  the  first  evening 
and  Rev.  Fowler,  pastor  of  Kerr  Street  Methodist 
Church,  preached  for  us  the  second  evening.  While 
there  were  not  any  additions  to  the  church  during 
these  services,  they  were  most  helpful  to  the  church. 
Mr.  Harry  Arrowood  of  Concord  led  the  singing 
during  these  meetings  and  was  a  great  help  to  us. 

Great  improvement  has  recently  been  made  up- 
on the  manse.  Using  a  fund  that  was  raised  through 
the  Mother's  Day  bulletins  and  assisted  by  the 
friends  of  the  First  Church,  Concord,  two-thirds 
of  the  manse  has  been  sheet-rocked  and  the  wood 
work  throughout  painted. 

Good  progress  is  being  made  in  paying  off  the 
manse  debt.  Presbytery's  Home  Mission  Commit- 
tee contributed  toward  this  cause  $106.53,  which 
was  the  part  of  the  Home  Mission  Emergency  Offer- 
ing that  came  back  to  the  Presbytery.  We  greatly 
enjoyed  a  visit  from  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie  one  Sun- 
day in  July  and  he  offered  to  pay  one-half  cf  the 
remaining  debt  on  the  manse,  or  $225,  if  the  church 
would  raise  an  equal  amount  within  ninety  days. 
Encouraged  and  challenged  by  this  generous  offer 
the  contributions  toward  the  manse  debt  have  in- 
creased, and  the  offering  August  1  taken  in  the 
Sunday  school  amounted  to  over  $52.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  by  the  end  of  this  month  this  fund  will 
be  raised  and  the  debt  cn  the  manse  entirely  paid. 

When  this  debt  is  eliminated  the  church  will 
begin  to  lay  aside  a  fund  for  the  erection  of  a 
church  auditorium,  and  we  believe  that  by  another 
year  the  church  will  become  self-supporting. 


Two  young  people  from  this  church  attended  the 
Young  People's  Conference  at  Queens  College  in 
June. 

Four  ladies  from  this  church  attended  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary   Training  School   at  Mcntreat. 

First  Presbyterian  Church,  Saluda,  N.  G.

Summer  is  a  busy,  happy  season  for  the  Saluda 
Presbyterian  people.  Our  congregations  are  large- 
ly composed  of  "guests"  who  spend  most  all  season 
in  their  summer  homes.  This  year  many  changes 
have  taken  place,  partly  on  account  of  world  con- 
ditions. Some  of  the  familiar  faces  will  be  with 
us  no  more,  but  many  new  friends  are  with  us  for 
the  first  time.  We  welcome  visitors  at  all  seasons. 

Although  several  men  from  both  outposts  have 
gone  into  active  service  for  their  country,  the  work 
is  progressing  nicely. 

In  the  "Presbyterian  Chapel"  two  miles  from 
town,  we  hope  to  soon  be  in  our  own  home.  For 
the  past  two  years  we  have  been  worshiping  in 
a  borrowed  building.  A  friend  gave  us  an  acre 
of  land,  splendidly  located  on  the  highway,  in  a 
thickly  settled  community,  where  there  is  no  other 
church.  On  the  land  are  almost  enough  legs  to 
build  the  chapel.  A  few  hundred  dollars  will  be 
needed  from  somewhere  to  complete  the  building. 
The  men  of  the  congregation  in  the  neighborhood 
are  cutting  the  logs  and  will  do  all  of  the  work. 
Very  comfortable  benches  have  been  given  by  a 
Baptist  friend. 

The  members  of  the  other  outpost  are  very 
anxious  for  a  building  of  their  own.  We  have  been 
worshiping  in  homes  in  the  community  for  several 
years.  A  lot  has  been  given,  if  we  can  build  a  good 
building.  ,

Grassy  Creek  Group

In  the  northwest   corner  of   Granville  County 
there  is  a  group  cf  small  Presbyterian  churches, 
Grassy  Creek,  Oak  Hill,  Goshen  and  Hebron. 

Fourteen  months  ago  I  accepted  the  call  of  this 
group  and  began  work  with  and  among  these  fine 
people.  Although  it  cannot  be  said  of  us:  "These 
that  have  turned  the  world  upside  down  are  come 
hither  also,"  there  was  a  bit  of  progress  made  last 
year. 

During  the  year  ending  March  31,  1943,  three 
revivals  were  held.  Six  persons  were  added  to  the 
church  by  profession  of  faith  and  six  by  letter. 
Three  daily  vacation  Bible  schools  were  held  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  145.  One  Sunday  school  was 
renewed  and  one  new  Sunday  school  organized. 

Two  of  the  one-room  church  buildings  in  the 
group  are  very  small  and  very  old,  with  no  equip- 
ment for  Sunday  school  work,  hence,  the  wind  work 
of  a  new  building  at  Goshen  is  completed  and  the 
most  of  the  rough  lumber  is  sawed  and  stacked  on 
the  church  yard. 

All  but  one  of  the  churches  went  over  the  top 
of  Presbytery's  askings  for  benevolence  for  the 
year,  and  have  subscribed  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  pastor's  salary,  thus  taking  a  step  toward  self- 
support. 

Please  pray  for  us  here  in  this  part  of  our  Mas- 
ter's work. 
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Beattie  Memorial  Group

There  goes  the  bell;  and  the  children  scurry  to 
get  in  line  as  they  start  to  march  in  in  an  orderly 
manner  for  the  opening  exercises  of  that  day's  ses- 
sion of  Bible  school.  They  sing  grand,  old  church 
hymns  which  they  have  memorized,  as  well  as  the 
children's  choruses  they  have  learned.  Prayer  is 
offered;  maybe  a  short  period  is  given  over  to  a 
"sword  drill,"  as  the  girls  try  to  beat  the  boys 
in  finding  first  the  verse  the  leader  calls  out.  Then 
they  go  to  their  classes  where  the  individual  teacher 
hears  the  Bible  memory  work  assigned  for  that  day. 
Bible  stories  are  retold  and  questions  are  asked 
and  answered  on  things  that  many  a  grown-up  per- 
son would  be  unable  to  discuss.  Each  class  has 
a  chance  to  sing  during  an  individual  period.  And 
so  it  goes,  with  many  other  activities  as  well.  Even 
the  recreation  during  recess  is  supervised. 

This  might  be  the  picture  in  any  one  of  Rev.  B. 
B.  Shankel's  Home  Missions  churches:  Beattie  Me- 
morial, Fairview,  Setzer's  Gap  Church;  or  in  a  little 
church  in  a  colored  section  of  the  outskirts  of 
Lenoir,  N.  C.  This  year  the  smallest  school  en- 
rolled 45  pupils,  and  others  very  close  to  100. 

These  children  are  not  only  blessed  themselves, 
(some  of  the  olders  ones  find  the  Lord  Jesus  as  their 
Saviour  and  unite  with  the  church)  but  the  blessing 
is  taken  home  to  the  parents.  Also  all  that  attend 
the  commencement  exercises  hear  about  as  much 
Bible  talked  about  and  recited  as  is  ever  found  on 
a  single  program.  One  person  made  the  remark 
coming  from  one  of  the  programs  that  they  be- 
lieved that  just  about  the  whole  Bible  had  been 
learned  by  those  children.  That  is  not  quite  true, 
but  they  do  get  a  knowledge  of  certain  passages  of 
Scripture  that  will  bless  them  all  of  their  lives. 

A  great  number  of  children  are  reached  by  this 
work  done  every  summer.  All  that  attend  do  not 
always  belong  to  the  particular  church  in  which 
the  Bible  school  is  held.  Mr.  David  Sholin,  recently 
taken  under  care  of  the  Concord  Presbytery,  has 
been  the  pastor's  assistant  for  the  past  two  sum- 
mers and  has  had  charge  of  this  work. 

He  also  has  taught  the  special  Bible  study  given 
in  the  Women's  Auxiliary  meetings.  This  year  it 
has  been  the  book  of  Acts.  The  whole  church  was 
invited  and  the  attendance  was  good  with  some  of 
the  men  turning  out  in  good  number;  especially 
the  officers  of  the  church.  As  Luke's  second  book 
was  read  and  taught  it  was  a  time  of  fellowship 
in  the  Lord  and  spiritual  blessing  for  all  who  were 
able  to  be  present.

This  year  in  Kenly,  N.  C,  we  decided  to  have 
a  union  revival.  Aside  from  all  the  numerous  ad- 
vantages of  saving  transportation,  being  able  to 
secure  a  better  speaker,  etc.,  the  whole  community 
felt  this  year  especially  a  need  of  Christians  coming 
together  and  sharing  our  common  experiences.

Flow-Harris

During  the  past  year  we  have  received  into 
the  membership  of  our  church,  one  by  letter,  four 
by  profession  of  faith;  and  there  have  been  six 
baptisms.

One  class  produced  a 
full-sized  replica  of  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant  as  a 
part  of  its  handwork.

THE  1943  ANNUAL  MEETING

Woman's  Auxiliary,  Synod  of

of  Synodical  Standing  Committees;  two  delegates, 
or  their  alternates,  from  each  of  the  nine  Presby- 
terial  Auxiliaries.  Visitors  are  always  cordially 
welcome. 


ECHOES  FROM  MONTREAT 

"The  largest  gathering  of  Presbyterians  in  an 
organized  group  was  the  woman's  Auxiliary  Train- 
ing School,  held  in  Montreat,  July  7-14,  when  more 
than  1500  women  assembled  from  all  sections  of 
the  South,  where  the  women  have  2,604  local  auxili- 
aries in  the  17  synods  of  the  church,  with  a  member- 
ship of  194,733. 

"The  women  gathered  every  morning  in  Gaither 
Hall  at  Montreat  for  the  devotional  exercises  to  give 
a  spiritual  tone  to  the  day's  program.  Then  the  en- 
tire body  gathered  at  11:30  each  morning  in  a  Bible 
study  conducted  by  Dr.  Manford  G.  Gutzke  of  Colum- 
bia Seminary,  who  expounded  the  Second  Epistle  of 
the  Corinthians  to  the  edification  of  the  great  audi- 
ence that  gathered  daily  in  Anderson  auditorium. 


"The  vespers  brought  the  women  together  just 
before  the  evening  service.  These  services  were  de- 
votional in  character,  but  brought  out  the  service 
features  of  the  work  as  well.  One  evening  was  de- 
voted to  foreign  missions,  and  missionaries  at  home 
from  the  field  told  of  their  work,  and  the  period 
was  closed  with  the  recitation  of  John  3:16  in 
foreign  tongues  and  in  English,  all  in  unison. 

"The  greater  portion  of  each  day  was  used  in 
classwork.  The  women  studied  training  in  evangel- 
ism, teaching  Bible  classes,  building  programs  for 
auxiliary  meetings,  and  all  the  various  phases  of  the 
women's  local  work.  And  there  were  a  number  of 
special  classes. 

"A  total  of  607  credits  were  given  on  the  regular 
units  of  auxiliary  work,  and  26  women  received  cer- 
tificates for  completing  eight  units  of  work,  which 
requires  attendance  at  four-year  sessions. 

"The  outstanding  financial  interest  of  the  train- 
ing school  was  learning  the  amount  of  the  annual 
Birthday  Offering  last  May  for  Christian  literature 
for  Mexican  women.  Miss  Mary  Quidor,  Atlanta, 
the  treasurer  of  Women's  Work,  announced  that 
$66,043  was  collected.  The  gift,  which  was  the 
largest  birthday  gift  on  record,  was  received  by 
the  executive  committee  of  foreign  missions,  which 
will  administer  the  money  for  literature  in  Mexico 
which  is  just  now  in  a  five-year  Presbyterian  pro- 
gressive movement.  The  grand  total  for  all  gifts 
for  the  year  was  $1,500,620." 

We  are  indebted  to  an  article  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Garth, 
in  the  Charlotte  Observer,  for  the  paragraphs  above. 

Our  hearts  are  lifted  in  Thanksgiving  that,  in 
this  difficult  year,  so  many  women  could  gather  at 
Montreat  for  further  preparation  for  service. 

"It  is  thrilling  to  believe  that  such  enthusiasm, 
interest  and  concern  represent  the  devotion  of  the 
over  2,600  local  auxiliaries,  and  become  a  powerful 
motive  force  in  the  churches  of  the  denomination." 


of  the  schools  were  held  at  night,  and  drew  large  and 
appreciative  congregations  of  parents  and  friends. 
These  exercises  would  have  done  credit  to  regular 
schools  of  much  longer  duration. 

The  Religious  Census  of  the  whole  Piedmont  area 
was  carried  out  with  the  help  of  a  large  group  from 
the  First  Church.  The  small  committee  who  did  the 
ground-work  and  made  the  preparations  for  the 
Census,  did  a  remarkably  fine  piece  of  work.  They 
not  only  made  a  thorough  survey  of  the  whole  sit- 
uation and  plotted  the  map  for  the  assignment  of 
clearly  defined  territory  to  each  "team"  who  was  to 
do  the  actual  canvassing,  but  they  also  provided 
each  team  with  a  map  of  Burlington,  with  the  Pied- 
mont area  specially  indicated,  and,  on  a  card,  gave 
full  instructions  as  to  the  exact  streets  and  parts 
of  streets  and  sides  of  streets  each  team  was  to 
cover,  and  to  make  the  instructions  complete,  they 
drew  on  the  card  a  small  map  of  the  exact  section 
the  team  was  to  cover,  marking  streets  clearly  so 
they  could  see,  at  a  glance,  just  where  to  go.  It  was 
the  most  thorough  preparation  I  have  ever  seen 
made  for  such  a  Census. 


Twenty-seven  teams  went  out  one  Sunday  after- 
noon and  in  the  course  of  about  three  hours,  carried 
out  the  census.  Most  of  the  census-takers  reported 
a  very  cordial  reception  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
the  whole  section.  One  team  reported  that  in  a  block 
of  thirty  families,  all  of  them  newcomers,  hardly  a 
person  showed  any  interest  at  all  in  anything  re- 
ligious, and  some  would  not  even  answer  the  ques- 
tions on  the  cards  used.  This  was  very  unusual  and 
a  definite  exception  to  the  rule.  One  lady  in  that 
group  told  the  census-taker  that  her  husband,  who 
was  at  work,  was  a  member  of  some  sort  of  a  church, 
she  did  not  know  what,  and  that  she  was  not  a  mem- 
ber of  any  church  and  did  not  care  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  a  religious  census,  nor  with  religion  In 
general.  She  was  certainly  a  contrast  to  the  types 
ordinarily  met. 

The  Religious  Census  shows  that  we  have  a  tre- 
mendous challenge  in  the  Piedmont  area.  It  shows 
also  that  the  conquest  of  that  section  is  not  going 
to  be  easy.  Very  few  Presbyterians  were  found  and 
very  few  who  expressed  a  preference  for  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  in  the  large  group  of  unchurched. 
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Many  were  in  some  "holiness"  organization  or  were 
inclined  that  way.  However  the  opportunity  is  here, 
and  we  earnestly  ask  for  the  special  prayer-help 
of  all  those  who  are  interested  in  seeing  the  Lord's 
Work  go  forward  here. 


Forest  City

Due  to  the  generosity  of  some  of  our  members, 
we  were  able  to  buy  a  lovely  electric  organ  (Orga- 
tron),  which  has  helped  the  church  greatly.  Hymn 
books  have  been  bought  also. 

Our  church  basement  has  been  completed,  repre- 
senting an  expenditure  of  over  $1,000 — the  Sunday 
School  now  meets  down  there.  Recently  100  chairs 
were  purchased,  thus  making  ample  accommodations 
for  the  school. 

The  church  debt,  which  is  now  only  $200,  will 
be  paid  off  in  October  if  our  plans  materialize. 
When  that  is  done,  we  plan  to  lay  aside  money  on  a 
manse  fund. 

Self-support  is  one  of  our  objectives.  As  soon 
as  conditions  improve,  we  hope  to  make  definite 
plans  in  that  direction. 

Pittsboro  Group

PITTSBORO.  We  have  two  services  each  month 
here.  We  average  about  twice  our  membership  at 
each  service  as  the  members  of  the  other  churches 
in  the  town  are  very  good  about  worshipping  with 
us.  We  have  36  members  with  nine  of  our  boys  in 
the  service.  During  the  year  that  I  have  been  here 
we  have  had  two  Bible  Schools  and  one  week  of 
special  services  at  which  I  did  the  preaching.  We 
have  had  six  additions  by  letter  and  one  on  pro- 
fession and  baptism.  Seventy-five  new  copies  of 
Hymns  for  Christian  Worship  were  given  the  church 
in  memory  of  the  late  Elder  R.  M.  Connell  by  some 
of  his  family.  The  total  contributions  for  the  year 
ending  March  31  averaged  $26.59  per  member. 

MT.  VERNON  SPRINGS.  We  have  two  services 
per  month  here.  We  have  now  51  members  and  an 
average  church  attendance  of  60.  We  have  had 
during  the  past  year  ten  additions  on  profession  and 
baptism,  two  by  letter,  one  by  restatement,  two  in- 
fant baptisms.  We  have  held  two>  Bible  schools  with 
two  of  the  girls  reciting  the  Shorter  Catechism  and 
three  of  the  children  reciting  the  Child's  Catechism. 
I  held  one  week  of  special  services  and  did  the 
preaching  myself.  The  members  raised  funds  and 
bought  51  copies  of  the  Hymnal  for  Christian  Wor- 
ship. I  held  an  adult  Bible  study  class  each  night 
for  the  week  this  summer,  closing  with  an  appeal  to 
increase  the  Sunday  school  enrollment.  The  attend- 
ance has  doubled  since  then. 

GOLDSTON.  We  have  added  a  service  at  this 
church  each  month  so  it  too  has  two  per  month. 
We  now  have  24  members.  One  was  added  on  re- 
statement and  one  by  profession  and  baptism.  The 
attendance  at  the  preaching  services  has  been'  very 
good,  often  45-60  attending.  The  weakest  point  of 
the  work  there  is  the  Sunday  school,  which  we  are 


DAVIDSON  COLLEGE

Davidson  College  is  encouraged  with  the  prospect 
of  a  renewed  interest  in  and  emphasis  upon  Christian 
Education  throughout  the  churches  of  our  Assembly. 
The  colleges  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  are 
convinced  that  the  time  is  squarely  before  us  when  a 
re-evaluation  of  the  fundamental  importance  of  the 
Church  College  is  essential.  The  recent  annual  meeting 
of  the  Presbyterian  Educational  Association  of  the  South, 
with  the  Works'  Survey  clearly  before  it,  took  strong  ac- 
tion in  the  direction  of  needed  adjustments  and  of  seek- 
ing to  present  the  cause  to  the  local  churches.  A 
strong  Committee  of  Five  composed  of  President  J.  R. 
McCain  of  Agnes  Scott,  Chancellor  O.  C.  Carmichael  of 
Vanderbilt,  Dr.  Guy  E.  Snavely  of  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges,  Mr.  S.  Clay  Williams  of  Winston- 
Salem,  and  Dr.  Felix  Gear  of  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church,  Memphis,  were  appointed  to  serve  the  colleges 
of  the  Church  in  an  advisory  capacity,  giving  to  the 
controlling  body,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Ad- 
ministration of  any  or  all  of  our  institutions  the  best 
counsel  they  could  form  regarding  the  program  for 
a  particular  institution. 

Davidson  has  recently  concluded  a  twelve-weeks  Sum- 
mer School  with  about  160  students  in  attendance.  Formal 
Commencement  exercises  were  held  on  August  27.  The 
regular  fall  term  begins  September  15.  The  civilian 
enrollment  of  the  College  will  be  somewhat  less  than 
half  its  usual  number.  Meanwhile,  the  quota  of  Aviation 
Cadets  training  at  Davidson  would  indicate  a  total  num- 
ber of  students  on  the  campus  about  equal  to  the  regular 
enrollment. 

The  successful  completion  of  the  campaign  for  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  for  a  new  Gymnasium  has 
brought  a  great  deal  of  encouragement  to  the  College. 
The  formulation  of  plans  for  the  new  structure  will  be 
under  way  shortly.  It  is  not  assumed  that  construction 
can  begin  until  the  close  of  the  war. 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  interest  to  a  good  many  David- 
son friends  that  Colonel  F.  M.  Cochran  died  suddenly 
of  a  heart  attack  in  Davidson  on  Tuesday,  August  10. 
Colonel  Cochran  was  Assistant  Professor  of  Military 
Science  and  Tactics  from  August  1930,  to  July,  1936. 
From  here  he  was  transferred  to  the  25th  Infantry 
(colored)  at  Ft.  Huachuca,  Arizona,  and  served  with 
that  regiment  until  August,  1939.  He  then  went  to  Los 
Angeles,  California,  serving  with  the  Organized  Reserves 
until  his  retirement  on  September  30,  1940.  Since  then 
he  has  been  living  in  Davidson. 


trying  to  strengthen  now.  I  have  preached  at  two 
series  of  special  services  there  with  many  helpful 
results  coming  to  the  church.  I  have  held  two  Bible 
Schools  with  large  crowds  for  so  small  a  church. 
We  have  an  ambitious  budget  of  $350  for  the  com- 
ing year.

QUEENS  COLLEGE

Flora  Macdonald  College  begins  the  48th  session 
September  13,  1943,  with  good  prospects  considering  the 
war  situation.  Many  young  women  are  going  to  college 
to  prepare  for  greater  usefulness  after  the  war,  in  spite 
of  the  high  salaries  and  diverting  influences  of  the 
present.  Trained  Christian  workers  are  always  needed. 
They  will  be  especially  needed  in  the  reconstruction  days 
ahead. 

College  trained  women  are  greatly  needed  just  now. 
It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  sixty-two  graduates 
and  forty-eight  business  students  of  last  year's  class 
have  found  useful  positions.  This  is  a  gratifying  con- 
tribution to  the  need  of  the  present  emergency.  Oc- 
cupations include  pastor's  assistant,  teaching,  dietitians, 
army  translator,  chemists  and  matrimony.  Some  go  on 
for  graduate  study.  The  business  students  have  secured 
employment  in  offices  and  war  work. 

Dr.  A.  B.  Stump,  popular  Biology  professor,  after 
service  in  the  Pacific  area,  has  been  discharged  from 
the  army  and  returns  to  his  position.  Dr.  H.  R.  Meade, 
acting  professor  in  his  place,  has  gone  to  Erskine  Col- 
lege. 

Mrs.  M.  L.  Sanderson,  English  professor  for  twenty- 
six  years;  Mrs.  C.  W.  Ewing,  German  and  Spanish  pro- 
fessor for  twenty-three  years  have  retired;  and  Miss 
Zoulean  Anderson,  professor  Bible  for  sixteen  years, 
resigned  to  accept  another  position.  These  professors 
have  rendered  valuable  services  which  are  greatly  ap- 
preciated. 

Dr.  Esther  V.  Lee  of  Murfreesboro,  Tennessee  and 
Miss  Natalie  Moffett  of  the  China  Mission  have  been 
secured  for  the  English  and  Bible  positions,  respectively. 
Miss  Edna  Shelton  of  Greensbor©  will  teach  the  Fresh- 
man English. 

When  the  auditor,  Mr.  George  W.  Wilson,  completed 
his  report  for  the  year  closing  June  30,  he  remarked, 
"This  is  the  best  financial  statement  I  have  ever  made 
for  Flora  Macdonald  College." 

The  audit  shows  all  accounts  receivable  collected,  no 
accounts  payable  an  operating  surplus,  the  net  debt 
reduced  to  $53,000,  the  endowment  $179,000,  and  the 
largest  contributions  from  churches,  auxiliaries  and  in- 
dividuals in  years.  For  all  of  this  we  are  deeply  grateful. 

Two  major  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  plant 
during  the  summer.  East  Hall  Dormitory  has  been  re- 
decorated within,  and  a  new  artesian  well  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  feet  deep  provided  to  replace  the  one 
driven  thirty  years  ago,  which  has  failed  due  to  dis- 
integration of  the  pipe. 

The  Concert  &  Lecture  Course  attracts  many  visitors 
who  enjoy  it  with  the  college  family.  These  occasions 
afford  excellent  entertainment  as  well  as  pleasant  social 
contacts  at  the  receptions  in  the  parlors  after  the  pro- 
grams. The  course  this  year  includes  lectures  by  Ed- 
ward Weeks,  Editor  of  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  and  Judge 
Edward  Louis  Fischer;  and  concerts  by  Richard  Bonelli, 
baritone  and  Abram  Chasins,  pianist.  Ministers  and 
their  wives  are  invited  to  be  guests  of  the  college  on 
these  occasions. 

The  college  entertained  two  summer  conferences  in 
June.  A  regional  conference  of  Young  People  from 
Fayetteville  and  Wilmington  Presbyteries  met  June  14-19. 


QUEENS  COLLEGE  CURRICULUM  AND  THE  WAR 

Queens  College  had  developed  several  courses  of 
study  which  had  particular  value  after  Pearl  Harbor. 
Since  the  declaration  of  war,  the  College  has  had  to 
make  only  a  few  minor  changes  to  equip  these  courses 
for  war  service.  Already  a  large  number  of  young 
women  who  have  finished  their  training  in  one  of  these 
programs  are  serving  in  a  direct  way  in  the  war 
effort. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing,  a  combined  educational  program  has  been 
developed  which  is  graduating  nurses  with  college  de- 
grees. These  young  women  are  capable  of  assuming 
places  of  leadership.  A  number  of  them  are  now  serving 
with  the  armed  forces. 

A  science  major  combined  with  practical  training 
in  a  clinic  setting  is  provided  for  young  women  who 
wish  to  become  laboratory  technicians.  The  war  has 
apparently  stimulated  an  increase  in  the  enrollments 
in  this  field. 

By  adding  a  course  in  mechanical  drawing  to  the 
art  department,  a  number  of  young  women  have  been 
prepared  for  work  in  the  engineering  division  of  air- 
craft companies.  Some  of  the  Home  Economics  majors 
are  also  working  in  industrial  laboratories.  Chemistry 
and  mathematics  majors  are  serving  in  the  laboratories 
of  a  number  of  organizations. 

The  shortage  of  trained  secretaries  has  created  a 
demand  for  secretarial  administration  majors.  Queens 
College  is  graduating  a  number  of  these  majors  each 
year,  many  of  whom  have  enrolled  in  war  work. 

Teacher-training  has  always  been  one  of  the  important 
functions  of  Queens  College.  With  the  present  scarcity 
of  teachers,  the  College  is  making  every  effort  to  pre- 
pare new  teachers  and  to  help  former  ■  teachers  to  re- 
new their  teaching  certificates.  The  College  has  also 
been  active  in  training  Bible  teachers  for  high  school 
positions. 

The  Curricula  of  Queens  College  have  not  been  limited 
to  the  making  of  a  practical  contribution  to  the  war 
effort.  It  has  been  regarded  as  equally  important  to 
provide  an  understanding  of  current  history  in  the  light 
of  the  past.  A  course  for  the  entire  student  body  was 
conducted  last  year  to  help  them  in  understanding  the 
economic  problems,  the  food  and  clothing  problems, 
the  social  problems,  and  many  other  phases  of  the  war 
world.  A  liberal  arts  college  may  bring  all  of  its  sub- 
jects to  bear  on  the  challenge  of  increasing  understand- 
ing of  today's  problems  in  the  perspective  of  man's  ac- 
cumulated experience  over  centuries. 


It  was  largely  attended,  overcrowding  the  dormitories 
with  309  boys  and  girls.  The  Pioneers  from  Fayetteville 
came  the  following  week.  Both  conferences  were  quite 
successful  from  every  point  of  view.  The  splendid  corps 
of  pastors  and  other  workers  deserve  the  praise  and 
the  gratitude  of  the  churches  and  the  parents. 

The  college  will  be  host  to  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina. The  last  meeting  here  was  in  1933.  The  Pre- 
Synod^  Home  Mission  conference  will  be  held  before 
the  meeting  of  Synod  as  usual.  The  colleges  have  be- 
come the  meeting  places  for  the  Synod  with  mutual 
benefit  to  themselves  and  the  churches.

Thirty-nine  years  ago  Elise  Academy  opened  its  first 
session.  Our  preparatory  department,  now  a  senior  high 
school,  is  still  called  Elise  Senior  High  School.  Fourteen 
years  ago  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  opened  the 
Junior  College  department,  moving  it  from  Hemp  to 
Maxton.  Presbyterian  Junior  College  opens  this  year 
with  a  smaller  student  body  than  usual  due  to  the  loss 
of  almost  the  entire  student  body  to  the  army  at  the  end 
of  last  session.

A  strong  faculty,  all  but  one  of  whom  were  with  us 
last  session,  sets  out  propitiously  for  another  school 
year. 

Accelerated  Education: 

Our  accelerated  year-round  program,  using  all  but  52 
Sundays  and  37  holidays  during  the  year  enables  a 
student  to  make  one-third  more  rapid  educational  progress 
without  shortening  hours  or  lowering  standards.  A 
student  in  the  last  year  of  the  preparatory  department 
may  begin  college  work  while  completing  high  school 
graduation.  This  saves  valuable  time.  This  is  important 
to  boys  who  face  induction  into  military  service. 

High  school  under  college  professors  offers  distinctly 
superior  education.  This  is  the  theme  of  an  article  in 
the  August  "Parents"  magazine. 

When  a  student  can  accelerate  his  high  school  and 
college  program  so  that  when  he  is  18  years  old  he 
lacks  only  24  months  of  completing  his  college  course,  he 
may  be  deferred  by  his  Selective  Service  Board  if  he  is 
preparing  for  a  field  of  work  in  which  there  is  a  critical 
shortage.  Call  this  to  the  attention  of  boys  still  in  high 
school  and  suggest  that  they  investigate  the  accelerated 
program  at  Presbyterian  Junior  College. 

We  are  Thankful. 

The  last  twelve  months  have  given  those  of  us  who 
are  interested  in  Presbyterian  Junior  College  cause  for 
gratitude. 

1.  More  young  people  were  served  than  in  any 
previous  year;  29  Sophomores,  69  Freshmen,  5  Special 
Students,  17  High  School  students,  31  Night  School  stu- 
dents, and  46  Summer  School  Students.  Total  served: 
196  Students.    Last  year  156. 

2.  The  1943  Summer  School  was  larger  than  ever 
before.  While  only  46  attended  that  is  to  be  compared 
with  38  in  1942  and  7  in  1941. 

3.  No  deficit  for  the  year's  operations.  When  a 
check  due  from  the  government  arrives  there  will  be  no 
deficit  in  the  year's  operation. 

4.  Plant  improved.  During  the  last  twelve  months 
about  $4,500  has  been  spent  on  repairs  and  improvements 
and  new  equipment. 

5.  Small  loss  in  faculty.  In  the  face  of  tempting 
offers,  our  faculty  has  largely  returned.   When  so  many

THE  INFLUENCE  OF  WORSHIP 

Have  you  ever  been  included  in  a  prayer  group  of 
teen-age  girls?

In  fact,  it  was  in  one  of  these  meetings  with  only  about 
eight  girls  present  that  I  saw  the  deep  inner  devotion 
to  their  God  an  earnest  spirit  of  worship,  and  a  thrilling 
sincerity  of  purpose  such  as  I  had  never  experienced 
among  young  people  before.  That  was  during  my  first 
year  at  Glade  Valley.  I  watched  those  girls  grow,  I 
saw  them  graduate,  and  though  they  are  scattered 
across  the  nation,  I  can  still  see  the  moving  influence  of 
those  moments  of  prayer. 

Today  from  army  camps  and  naval  bases  word  comes 
to  us  that  Glade  Valley  boys  are  keeping  up  the  fight 
against  temptation  and  sin.  They  used  to  meet  for 
prayers  too  and  along  with  the  girls  they  formed  the 
church-going  habit. 

For  most  of  them  Sunday  was  a  happy  day.  No  doubt 
the  fact  that  boys  and  girls  could  walk  to  church  to- 
gether was  one  element  conducive  to  especial  celebration. 
I  feel  it  right  that  it  should  have  been  that  way,  that 
they  should  feel  the  fellowship  of  Christian  worship 
with  one  another. 

Their  young  people's  meeting  that  evening  was  an 
experience  to  be  shared.  More  often  it  seemed  that  a 
boy  was  elected  as  president  of  the  League  but  there 
was  always  a  dependable  girl  who  shouldered  as  much 
of  the  responsibility  for  putting  on  the  program.  It 
worked  well  that  way.  We  hope  that  some  valuable 
Christian  leadership  was  developed  for  it  is  sorely  needed 
in  the  world  today. 

These  are  the  girls  and  boys  that  Glade  Valley  is 
sending  out  to  fight  for  liberty,  to  build  Christian  homes 
in  America,  to  bring  up  another  generation  who  shall 
know  the  Lord  out  God  and  keep  His  precepts.  Surely 
the  young  shall  lead  us  and  those  who  keep  the  law 
of  God  shall  be  great  leaders.

Peace  College  will  open  its  seventy-second  session 
the  week  of  September  13,  1943.  At  this  time,  August 
5th,  both  dormitories  are  filled.  The  college  has  not 
been  able  to  accept  as  students  an  unusually  large  num- 
ber of  those  who  have  applied  for  admission. 

There  have  been  several  faculty  changes.  The  school 
will  have  a  full-time  nurse  for  the  first  time  in  history. 
Ordinarily,  the  nurse-housekeeping  position  has  been  com- 
bined but  this  year  the  positions  have  been  separated. 
Mrs.  A.  C.  Bethune  of  Raeford,  N.  C,  will  be  nurse, 
and  Mrs.  Lula  Beattie  of  Montreat  will  be  housekeeper. 

The  major  change  at  Peace  will  be  the  institution 
of  a  Chair  of  Bible  and  Religious  Education  by  which 
means  Bible  and  Religious  Education  will  become  a 
fulltime  position.  In  addition  to  the  College  Bible  which 
has  previously  been  offered,  a  new  course  will  be  available 
in  the  College  this  year  for  those  who  desire  it,  and 
a  new  high  school  course  in  Bible  will  be  offered  to  all 
high  school  students.  All  of  these  courses  will  be  taught 
by  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  who  is  also  faculty  advisor  for 
the  Peace  Student  Christian  Association  and  who  has 
been  such  a  successful  teacher  of  Bible.  This  additional 
emphasis  upon  Bible  is  announced  by  the  College  Ad- 
ministration with  real  gratitude  to  God  and  with  a  reali- 
zation of  the  great  spiritual  blessing  it  will  make  pos- 
sible to  Peace  girls.  We  feel  that  the  present  is  the 
time  to  make  Bible  study  the  real  foundation  of  our 
work  at  the  College,  and  we  rejoice  that  a  recent  sub- 
stantial gift  to  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  College  has 
made  possible  this  enlarged  program. 

In  the  report  to  Synod,  Peace  shows  that  since  July  1, 
1942,  the  College  has  paid  $18,000.00  on  the  debt  of 
the  College  and  has  increased  the  Endowment  Fund  by 
about  $12,000.00.  The  program  of  the  College  calls  for 
the  payment  of  the  debt  just  as  soon  as  possible  and  the 
raising  of  the  Endowment  Fund  to  $100,000.00.  God  had 
blessed  Peace  richly  during  these  years.  We  ask  the 
Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  to  continue  to  assist 
Peace  in  accomplishing  her  objectives. 


3.  We  need  funds  to  complete  the  dressing  room  for 
the  gymnasium  and  for  finishing  the  third  floor  of  the 
dormitory. 

4.  We  must  build  up  endowment.  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk 
has  offered  to  give  $5000  when  the  sum  of  $95,000  is 
secured.  This  will  enable  us  to  attain  membership  in 
the  highest  accrediting  agency  in  addition  to  the  state 
accrediting  already  merited.  We  still  lack  $77,210.52. 
Your  gift  of  a  war  stamp  or  bond  (Series  F  &  G)  will 
help. 

5.  We  need  gifts  of  books  for  the  library. 

6.  We  need  the  interest,  support,  and  prayers  of 
the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina.

fession  and  baptism.  Our  budget  for  this  year  is 
$377. 

SUMMARY.  During  the  year,  I  have  had  seven 
Bible  Schools  and  five  special  revival  services  and 
one  adult  Bible  class  for  a  week.  We  have  had  28 
additions.  We  have  grown  in  every  way,  spiritually 
and  financially.  We  need  work  done  on  the  Pittsboro 
Church  and  many  improvements  on  the  manse.  We 
need  a  mimeograph  machine  so  that  we  can  do  a 
larger  work  in  the  field  with  visiting  limited  so 
much.  We  could  use  to  tremendous  advantage  to 
the  work  of  the  kingdom  a  full-time  Sunday  school 
worker  to  do  much  that  a  pastor  with  four  churches 
scattered  over  a  whole  county  cannot  do  even  though 
he  willingly  tries. 

With  a  mimeograph  machine  we  would  print 
regular  Sunday  Bulletins  and  send  out  additional 
news  letters  to  the  service  men.  There  could  be 
hardly  a  more  useful  gift  to  a  home  mission  field 
right  now  than  this.  Let  each  one  search  his  heart 
to  see  whether  or  not  God  desires  him  to  do  this 
wonderful  thing.

The  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  May  meeting  confirmed 
the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  securing  the 
services  on  our  faculty  of  Rev.  Balmer  H.  Kelley,  ThM., 
and  the  Rev.  Donald  G.  Miller,  PhD.  Mr.  Kelly  is  a 
B.A.  of  King  College,  and  a  B.D.  and  ThM.  of  our 
Seminary.  In  his  previous  experience  in  teaching  here 
and  at  King  College  he  has  demonstrated  his  marked 
ability.  He  has  completed  his  residence  work  toward  a 
PhD.  at  Princeton  University  and  Seminary,  and  has 
been  working  upon  his  dissertation  in  our  library  this 
summer.  Mr.  Kelly  takes  the  place  of  Dr. -John  Bright, 
who  has  been  given  a  leave  of  absence  in  order  to  serve 
as  Chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  Army.  Dr.  Bright  has  been 
ordered  to  report  to  the  Chaplains'  School  at  Harvard 
University  on  August  18.  Dr.  Donald  G.  Miller  is  a 
graduate  of  Biblical  Seminary  of  New  York  City,  and 
of  New  York  University,  from  which  latter  institution 
he  holds  the  PhD.  degree.  He  has  served  on  the  faculties 
of  the  Biblical  Seminary  and  of  Gettysburg  Seminary 
For  the  past  three  years  he  has  been  the  associate  pastor 
of  the  Biblical  Seminary  and  of  Gettysburg  Seminary. 
Texas.  He  comes  to  his  work  here  well  equipped  acad- 
emically and  experimentally  for  his  task.  Dr.  Miller 
will  handle  the  courses  formerly  taught  by  Dr.  Kuist, 
who  has  resigned  to  accept  a  call  to  Princeton  Theol- 
ogical Seminary.

Dr.  Henry  M.  Brimm,  our  Librarian,  and  his  two 
assistants,  Mrs.  John  Osman  and  Mr.  Ernest  M.  White, 
are  making  the  Latta  Library  a  most  efficient  item  in 
the  development  of  the  Summer  School.  Much  of  the 
essential  furniture  for  the  Lobby  and  Reading  Rooms 
has  already  been  secured.  In  response  to  our  efforts  to 
secure  $50,000  for  completing  and  equipping  the  library 
we  have  to  date  received  approximately  $34,500.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  before  the  close  of  1943  we  shall 
have  all  of  this  money  in  hand. 

The  readers  of  the  PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS  are 
undoubtedly  acquainted  with  the  many  efforts  which 
have  been  made  in  the  past  to  reduce  the  number  of 
our  Seminaries,  and  the  fact  that  the  "Work's  Survey" 
recommended  such  a  step.  For  a  while  it  was  thought 
that  our  Seminary  would  not  be  involved,  but  when  it 
was  discovered  that  plans  to  consolidate  other  Seminaries 
had  fallen  through,  our  Board  of  Trustees  invited  the 
Board  of  the  Louisville  Theological  Seminary  to  appoint 
a  Negotiating  Committee  to  meet  with  a  like  Committee 
from  our  Board  to  study  the  question  of  a  possible 
merger  of  these  two  institutions.  These  committees  have 
met  and  have  made  considerable  progress,  and  the  legal 
aspects  of  the  case  are  now  being  worked  out  by  the 
attorneys  of  the  two  institutions. 

It  now  appears  that  our  enrollment  for  the  fall 
will  be  more  than  we  had  anticipated,  but  apparently 
after  the  1943-44  session  the  supply  of  ministers  will 
be  largely  cut  off  with  the  drafting  of  18-year-old  stu- 
dents. It  is  believed  and  hoped  that  many  of  the  men 
now  serving  in  our  Armed  Forces  will  hear  the  call 
to  the  ministry  and  that  there  will  be  an  increase  of 
candidates  at  the  close  of  the  war.    If  not,  our  church

Just  Another  "Movement"  That  Fades   Into   Futility  (?) 
-  or  - 

A   Movement   of    Dynamic   Spiritual    Reconstruction  (?) 

The  answer  to  the  above  question  of  course  depends 
primarily  on  the  attitude  of  the  ministers  of  our  church, 
whether  we  look  on  this  as  just  a  call  to  another  "Cam- 
paign," or  whether  we  look  on  it  as  a  call  to  do  some- 
thing that  must  be  done  if  our  Protestant  Christiap 
Faith  is  to  survive  in  strength. 

Surely  it  becomes  evident  as  we  look  at  our  world 
that  something  like  the  Religious  Education  Advance 
must  take  place,  call  it  what  you  will,  but  something 
must  take  place  that  will  make  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
known  and  believed,  and  lived  if  there  is  to  be  any  se- 
curity for  our  world.   It  is  our  only  hope. 

This  year  it  has  been  agreed  that  our  emphasis  will 
be  on  the  home,  and  this  presents  us  with  a  special 
challenge  and  opportunity.  The  time  is  ripe  for  it.  Peo- 
ple are  thinking  about  the  home,  and  the  home  ties  and 
relationships  are  meaning  more  to  us  than  ever  before, 
both  to  those  who  remain  and  those  who  have  gone 
away  to  war.  An  appeal  to  strengthen  the  home  life 
touches  many  hearts. 

Then,  on  the  other  hand,  home  life  is  under  a  peculiar 
strain  and  treat.  At  least  5,000  families  in  North 
Carolina  have  moved  into  defense  areas,  are  living  an 
abnormal  life  and  represent  a  dislocated  element  of  our 
population.  Other  thousands  of  homes  are  disrupted 
because  its  members  work  in  plants  on  different  shifts 
and  in  many  cases  growing  children  are  left  without  nor- 
mal care  and  supervision. 

This  whole  situation  as  regards  our  families  has 
caused  grave  concern  to  even  our  leaders  who  have  no 
interest  in  the  Christian  Religion  and  from  the  head  of 
the  F.B.I,  on  down  to  local  law  enforcement  officers  who 
have  watched  this  situation  getting  out  of  hand  in  an 
alarming  way,  they  are  saying  that  our  difficulty  roots 
after  all  back  in  the  home. 

Surely  it  is  opportune  then  and  urgently  important 
that  the  church  should  call  its  people  back  to  the  all- 
important  first  task  of  helping  our  people  build  and 
maintain  a  Christian  pattern  of  home  life  and  give  that 
Christian  teaching  and  guidance  in  the  home  that  will 
build  Christian  faith  and  character. 

Some  steps  to  be  taken  in  the  advance: 

1.  Pastors  should  preach  on  the  subject  in  such  a 
way  as  to  make  people  aware  of  the  facts  in  the  situa- 
tion, the  meaning  of  those  facts  to  our  Christian  faith 
and  so  as  to  inspire  their  people  to  do  something  about  it. 

2.  They  should  study  with  their  leaders  their  own 
situation  and  also  study  the  Manual  of  the  Second  Year 
Advance  and  plan  definitely  what  they  can  do  in  their 
own  situation. 

3.  They  should  especially  plan  carefully  for  the  ob- 
servation of  Religious  Education  Week,  Sept.  26-Oct.  3. 
It  will  mean  much  to  the  success  of  the  whole  year  if 
this  week  can  be  used  in  such  a  way  as  to  impress  the 
people  with  the  vital  importance  of  this  matter  and 
enlist  them  in  a  whole-hearted  effort  that  will  center 
around  the  building  of  a  better  home  life. 

4.  Pastors  should  not  only  exhort,  but  give  practical 
help  to  parents  through  their  own  personal  guidance,, 
and  through  suitable  literature  selected  from  the  list; 
in  the  Manual.  Parents  are  interested  in  wanting  to 
know  how  to  go  about  building  a  Christian  home  life 
and  teaching  religion  to  their  children.

Clarion  Call  of  Evangelism 

The  reports  of  the  last  Assembly  showing  a 
great  decrease  in  additions  to  our  church  on  pro- 
fession of  faith  should  be  a  challenge  to  all  of  us 
to  do  all  within  our  power  to  make  the  reports 
next  year  show  a  most  gratifying  increase.  A  sur- 
vey should  be  made  NOW  to  ascertain  the  fruitless 
churches  in  each  Presbytery  and  a  concerted  effort 
should  be  put  forth  to  reach  the  unsaved  within 
their  bounds. 

Throughout  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  EVAN- 
GELISM has  been  stressed  in  a  special  way  since 
the  Assembly  last  met.  Synod's  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee has  had  a  full-time  Evangelist  in  the  field, 
the  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport,  who  since  the  first  of 
April,  has  conducted  19  evangelistic  meetings  in 


which  there  were  166  professions  of  faith.  Of  these 
156  united  with  the  Presbyterian  church  and  41 
others  were  received  by  letter. 

By  the  generous  assistance  of  a  good  layman 
of  our  church,  Synod's  Committee  on  Home  Missions 
was  enabled  to  put  'on  a  special  campaign  of  soul- 
winning.  Several  Seminary  students  were  employed 
for  the  summer  and  pastors  of  evangelistic  gifts 
were  selected  and  invited  to  hold  evangelistic  serv- 
ices for  a  week  or  more  at  strategic  points  in  our 
Presbyteries.  The  pulpits  of  these  pastors  were 
supplied  by  a  small  honorarium  our  committee  was 
able  to  offer.  Since  April  the  first  this  campaign  has 
resulted  in  the  employment  of  44  ministers  holding 
one  or  more  meetings  each.  The  Seminary  students 
spent  three  months  in  the  service.  Sixty-three  meet- 
ings were  held,  669  sermons  were  preached,  hun- 
dreds of  calls  in  homes  were  made,  resulting  in 
visible  results  of  379  professions  of  faith,  231  ad- 
ditions to  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  1395  re- 
consecrations.  The  faithful  seed  sowing  will  con- 
tinue to  yield  fruit  throughout  the  years  to  come. 
These  encouraging  results  in  soul-saving  are  largely 
due  to  the  prayers  and  financial  assistance  of  one 
good  layman  of  our  church  who  is  too  modest  to  let 
his  name  be  mentioned,  but  he  has  the  Master's  com- 
mendation, "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant." 

Home  Mission  Emergency  Campaign 

We  trust  each  church  has  met  its  quota  in  full 
to  this  important  cause  and  has  forwarded  all  funds 
for  this  object  to  Dr.  B.  K.  Tenney,  treasurer,  573 
West  Peachtree  St.,  NE.,  Atlanta,  Ga.  If  for  any 
reason  the  contribution  was  not  taken  in  your 
church,  please  take  steps  at  once  to  have  your  quota 
met  in  full. 

From  reports  thus  far  received  the  outlook  is 
very  encouraging.  Many  churches  have  gone  beyond 
their  quotas.  The  need  is  great  and  a  generous  re- 
sponse to  this  worthy  appeal  will  greatly  promote 
the  work. 

Every-Member  Canvass 

Stewardship  committees  of  the  several  Presby- 
teries should  be  making  their  plans  for  the  annual 
every-member  canvass.  Personal  effort,  the  fine 
literature,  radio  addresses,  conferences,  etc.,  should 
be  employed  to  help  make  our  efforts  a  great  suc- 
cess. On  the  back  page  of  THE  PREL " YTERIAN 
NEWS  may  be  found  the  recommendations  of  Synod. 
Let  us  all  pull  together  100  per  cent  and  our  GOAL

JOHNSON  MEMORIAL  GROUP,  Rev.  J.  W.  Walkup, 
Pastor. 

The  work  at  Johnson  Memorial  has  been  going 
forward  in  a  fine  way.  Our  people  were  richly 
blessed  by  the  evangelistic  services  held  by  Rev. 
R.  K.  Davenport.  Each  evening  found  large  crowds 
in  attendance.  Fourteen  persons  united  with  the 
church  on  profession  of  faith,  and  three  by  certifi- 
cate. Since  the  church  was  without  a  pastor  last 
year,  the  program  of  the  Advance  was  not  carried 
out.  The  session  appointed  a  planning  committee 
and  definite  goals  have  been  accepted.  The  Rally 
Day  program  was  given  with  a  record  attendance 
and  participation  by  many  families.  The  church 
is  seeking  to  enrich  the  Christian  teaching  in  the 
home.  A  fine  response  was  received  during  Church 
Paper  Week.  Eight  new  subscriptions  to  the  church 
paper  were  received.  The  church  has  met  its  quota 
for  the  Home  Mission  Emergency  Fund.  A  Sunday 
school  library  with  40  new  books  has  been  pur- 
chased. 

RUNNYMEDE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHAPEL 

The  Runnymede  congregation  has  shown  a  fine 
spirit  of  cooperation  in  all  phases  of  the  work  of 
the  church.  Two  new  teachers  have  been  elected 
from  the  Sunday  school  to  lead  two  new.  classes. 
Since  the  time  for  preaching  services  has  been 
changed  from  afternoon  to  evening  the  attendance 
has  almost  doubled.  A  new  pulpit  Bible  has  been 
given  by  the  members  of  the  congregation.  Bibles 
for  the  pews  will  be  secured  with  funds  already 
in  hand.  Fifteen  new  subscriptions  for  the  church 
paper  was  the  result  of  our  participation  in  the 
observance  of  Church  Paper  Week.  A  generous  offer- 
ing was  received  for  the  Home  Mission  Emergency 
Fund.  Our  congregation  is  looking  forward  to  a 
revival  meeting  to  be  held  by  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport 
during  late  November. 

CALVARY-SPRING  LAKE,  Rev.  C.  Rees  Jenkins, 
Pastor. 

The  work  at  both  of  these  places  has  gone  on 
under  God's  guidance  and  sustaining  grace  despite 
serious  obstacles  and  set-backs.  The  population  in 
both  places  is  a  constantly  changing  one.  As  soon 
as  we  get  a  good  working  group  in  each  chapel, 
some  of  them  are  transferred  to  other  places,  and 
the  group  has  to  be  organized  all  over  again.  Fur- 
thermore, the  minds  of  the  people  in  these  centers 
are  so  set  on  things  other  than  spiritual  things  that 
it  is^  difficult  to  reach  them:  The  work  at  the  Fort 
goes  on  on  Sundays  as  well  as  other  days,  requiring 
that  civilian  workers  as  well  as  soldiers  neglect  the 
worship  of  God.  Also  we  have  had  to  face  the  com- 
petition of  the  great  Baptist  church.  In  Honeycutt 
place  alone,  the  Baptists  have  placed  three  full-time 
workers.  Our  church  has  placed  one  worker  in  both 
of  these  places  together,  except  for  the  three  sum- 
mer months,  during  which  time  a  woman  worker 
has  been  on  the  job  in  Spring  Lake.  Despite  these 
obstacles,  however,  there  have  been  evidences  of 
the  Lord's  blessings  on  the  work,  and  despite  these 
obstacles  there  is  the  need  of  carrying  on  the 
work  and,  ministering  to  these  wandering  migrants 


in  the  spirit  of  Christ  who  "when  he  saw  the  multi- 
tudes had  compassion  on  them."  Our  greatest  need 
is  for  more  workers  to  carry  on  in  His  name. 

Last  November  at  our  invitation  the  Rev.  Dan 
Graham  of  Blountville,  Tenn.,  evangelist  for  Hol- 
ston  Presbytery,  came  down  to  Spring  Lake  to  con- 
duct a  meeting  in  a  large  tent.  Although  the 
crowds  were  not  as  large  as  we  had  hoped  for,  on 
account  of  the  chilliness  of  the  weather  perhaps, 
over  100  people  made  decisions  for  Christ.  Among 
these  were  soldiers  at  Fort  Bragg,  some  were  from 
the  surrounding  countryside,  but  most  of  them  were 
people  who  were  temporarily  located  in  Spring  Lake. 
It  was  a  work  calculated  to  advance  the  Kingdom  of 
God  at  large  therefore  rather  than  to  build  up  a 
local  church,  but  we  feel  that  after  all  that  is  the 
most  that  we  can  hope  to  do  with  this  constantly 
shifting  population,  to  sow  seed  that  might  be 
reaped  by  others.  Mr.  Graham  came  without  putting 
the  Home  Mission  committee  or  the  Defense  Service 
Council  to  any  expense.  His  work  was  underwritten 
by  his  own  Presbytery.  We  feel  that  more  evangel- 
istic meetings  of  this  kind  would  help  in  building  up 
the  Kingdom  of  God  at  Spring  Lake,  which  is  just 
outside  of  Fort  Bragg,  and  elsewhere.  But  no 
others  have  volunteered  to  come  at  their  own  ex- 
pense. A  special  fund  for  evangelistic  work  of  this 
kind  would  be  a  great  help. 

We  have  a  Sunday  school  at  Spring  Lake  which 
is  entirely  run  by  local  residents  of  Spring  Lake, 
most  of  them  people  of  other  denominations  who 
are  grateful  for  the  opportunity  that  the  Presby- 
terian church  is  giving  them  and  their  children  to 
have  a  place  to  worship.  These  people  are  banded 
together  in  an  unofficial  chapel  membership.  At 
present  they  are  planning  to  make  a  financial  can- 
vass to  raise  funds  to  paint  the  chapel.  From  time  to 
time  they  make  up  a  purse  to  give  to  the  preacher. 
There  have  been  some  very  earnest  Christians,  sol- 
diers and  others  who  have  been  in  this  fellowship 
while  they  were  located  at  Ft.  Bragg.  One  of  these 
said  to  me  once,  "Preacher,  I  guess  I  will  have  to 
kill  all  of  the  Japs  I  see,  but  I  will  pray  for  them 
while  I  do  it."  The  enrollment  of  the  Sunday  school 
is  over  100,  with  an  average  attendance  of  around 
80.  A  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  this  year 
which  had  an  enrollment  of  about  70.  Our  chapel 
is  the  only  Protestant  chapel  having  work  for  the 
young  people.  The  only  other  Protestant  work  is 
that  done  by  the  Holiness,  which  consists  of  two 
services  a  month.  Besides  the  Sunday  school  serv- 
ice we  have  a  service  every  Sunday  evening,  and  a 
Bible  study  and  prayer  service  every  Wednesday 
night.  The  Baptist  church  is  making  plans  to 
start  work  at  Spring  Lake. 

Miss  Sara  Du  Bose  has  been  working  at  Spring 
Lake  since  May  20.  Besides  helping  with  the  Sun- 
day School  and  Vacation  Bible  School,  she  visits 
regularly  in  the  homes,  looking  "for  cases  that  need 
special  help  and  inviting  people  to  the  services. 
She  is  working  with  the  ladies  of  the  chapel  in 
preparing  a  religious  census'  of  the  community. 

We  were  handicapped  at  Calvary  Chapel,  Honey- 
cutt Place,  by  not  being  able  to  get  into  the  mair 


auditorium  for  so  long  a  time.  However,  on  Sunday, 
November  15,  1942,  the  first  service  was  held  in  the 
auditorium.  At  about  the  same  time,  an  informal 
chapel  organization  was  formed  of  soldiers  and 
their  families,  and  civilian  workers  at  Fort  Bragg. 
Most  of  the  people  in  the  original  organization  have 
already  been  transferred  to  other  places.  We  have  a 
Sunday  school  enrollment  here  of  about  70,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  about  45.  This  Sunday 
school  also  is  manned  entirely  by  people  from  the 
-surrounding  community.  We  have  a  workers'  meet- 
ing once  a  month,  and  a  social  gathering  once  a 
month.  One  of  the  Chaplains  from  the  Fort  whose 
:family  attends  the  chapel,  has  been  holding  Sunday 
.night  services  in  the  chapel.  For  many  months  a 
Bible  discussion  group  was  held  by  the  pastor's  wife 
in  the  chapel. 

Just  a  few  days  ago,  one  of  the  soldiers  who  at- 
tended the  chapel  while  he  was  living  in  the  com- 
munity, sent  a  money  order  for  $25  for  the  work  of 
the  chapel.  This  money  order  came  from  North 
Africa.  Presbyteries  from  other  churches  in  Fay- 
■etteville  have  been  very  generous  in  making  con- 
tributions for  the  finishing  of  the  chapel.  Several 
months  ago,  a  gift  for  $500  was  made.  This  gift 
•enabled  us  to  do  much  toward  finishing  the  interior 
■of  the  auditorium.  As  yet  we  have  no  pews. 

Our  greatest  need  here,  as  at  Spring  Lake,  is 
tfor  workers.  With  more  workers  we  could  reach 
out  into  the  surrounding  community  with  much  more 
•effectiveness  and  under  the  guidance  and  help  of 
the  Lord  build  up  a  permanent  Presbyterian 
■Church. 

SPINDALE  -  Rev.  J.  W.  Hassell,  Pastor. 

The  Spindale  Presbyterian  church  has  recently 
•undergone  extensive  improvements.  Due  to  the  gen- 
erosity of  one  of  the  local  mills,  it  has  been  painted 
inside  and  out.  This  brick  building  has  also  had  a 
mew  heating  system  installed  at  a  cost  of  $800 
which  was  paid  by  special  subscriptions  from  its 
membership,  now  numbering  over  100. 

In  addition  to  these  improvements,  friends  have 
•contributed  funds  for  a  communion  table  and  the 
•order  placed.  It  is  hoped  that  this  beautiful  addition 
to  the  church's  furnishings  will  be  here  by  the  next 
•quarterly  Communion  service. 

New  hymn  books  have  also  been  bought  to  meet 
the  increasing  need  at  our  worship  service. 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  church  officers,  it  was 
recently  announced  that  another  of  the  local  mills 
nad  presented  a  check  of  $1,000  to  the  church.  The 
•officers  voted  to  wipe  out  the  entire  debt  resting 
upon  the  church  and  to  begin  a  building  fund  for  a 
much  needed  educational  building. 

The  church  property  extends  back  of  the  main 
auditorium  several  hundred  feet  which  gives  ample 
space  for  the  new  building.  Already  the  fund  has 
.grown  to  $750. 

These  are  but  an  indication  of  the  spirit  of 
progress  which  is  conspicuous  in,  this  organization. 
Under  God's  guidance  it  is  the  earnest  hope  and 
•expectation  of  the  congregation  to  assume  self- 
support  in  the  not  far-distant  future. 
■CASTANEA  GROUP  -  Rev.  R.  H.  Ratchford,  Pastor. 

The  third  Sunday  in  September  was  Home-coming 
Day.  at  Castanea.  At  the  morning  hour,  Dr.  E.  E. 
"Gillespie  brought  a  timely  message  to  a  full  house 
and  in  the  afternoon  a  former  beloved  pastor,  Rev. 


C.  H.  Little,  was  the  speaker.  At  the  afternoon 
service  a  liberal  offering  was  received  to  begin  a 
fund  to  build  a  hut.  The  Home  Mission  committee 
of  Synod  plans  to  aid  in  the  project. 

After  the  showing  of  the  pictures  of  Home  Mis- 
sion work  in  the  State  by  Dr.  Gillespie  at  the  Stanley 
Church,  in  the  evening  a  brief  service  at  the  manse 
dedicated  it  to  the  service  of  God's  work.  Dr.  Gil- 
lespie and  Rev.  Jonas  Barclay  each  had  part  in  this 
service. 

At  the  River  Bend  plant  of  the  Duke  Power  Co., 
four  of  the  nearby  ministers  are  each  preaching 
once  a  month.  There  is  much  interest  in  these  serv- 
ices. Rev.  R.  H.  Ratchford  of  Stanley  preaches  on 
the  fourth  Sunday  evening. 

The  Stanley  Church  was  renovated  during  the 
summer  months.  At  present  a  heating  plant  is  being 
installed. 

EAST  BURLINGTON  -  Rev.  J.  S.  Walkup,  Pastor. 

The  East  Burlington  Presbyterian  Church  has 
enjoyed  a  happy  summer,  joining  in  the  city-wide 
Bible  school  and  following  that  with  a  school  in  the 
local  church.  The  Rev.  J.  Alston  Boyd  of  Atkinson, 
N.  C,  began  a  series  of  revival  services  on  August 
23.  Stirring  Gospel  messages  were  brought  nightly 
for  eleven  nights.  A  splendid  re-dedication  service 
was  conducted  the  closing  night  at  which  the  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  the  church  rededicated 
their  lives  to  the  Master.  During  and  since  the 
meeting,  14  by  profession  and  five  by  letter  and 
statement  have  united  with  the  church. 

The  drive  for  funds  for  the  purchasing  of  a 
manse  continues.  The  members  of  the  church  have 
been  very  liberal  and  are  hoping  to  find  a  suitable 
house  soon. 

OLD  FORT  GROUP  -  Rev.  Thos.  B.  Ruff,  pastor. 

The  Home  Mission  Emergency  Fund  campaign 
in  Old  Fort,  Siloam,  and  Landis,  has  reached  $89. 
Through  the  fine  interest  of  a  friend  each  dollar 
will  be  matched,  making  the  group  about  $175. 
Thank  God  for  the  response  for  such  a  worthy  ap- 
peal. 

DALLAS-HEPHZIBAH  GROUP  -  Rev.  J.  Hector 
Smith,  Pastor. 

As  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  Dallas 
Church  is  an  adequate  building  with  which  to  carry 
on-  the  work,  we  are  building  up  a  building  fund 
for  the  time  when  restrictions  are  removed.  This 
fund  has  about  $3,000  already  invested  in  war 
bonds  and  is  growing  weekly.  Our  plan  is  to  get 
every  man,  woman  and  child  to  contribute  weekly 
to  this  fund. 

This  church  is  situated  in  the  midst  of  a  great 
Spiritual  need.  Almost  every  day  the  pastor  finds 
some  family  untouched  by  any  church  in  the  com- 
munity and  many  new  children  are  being  reached 
for  instruction,  hoping  to  reach  the  parents  through 
them. 

Bible  schools  and  evangelical  services  have  been 
held  in  both  churches.  Rev.  R.  H.  Ratchford  preached 
at  both  services  this  year  and  brought  strong  mes- 
sages is  both  meetings. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  know  that  this  field 
has  reached  the  third  largest  number  on  confession 
of  faith  of  the  churches  in  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery, in  the  year  1942-43  and  this  present  year, 
Hephzibah  Church  has  added  nine  on  confession  and 
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two  by  statement.  This  church  now  has  the  largest 
membership  of  its  history,  notwithstanding  we  have 
lost  many  through  removal  and  death. 

TRYON-COLUMBUS  GROUP,  Rev.   E.  P.  Horger, 
pastor. 

You  wrote  for  news.  They  say  "no  news  is  good 
news,"  but  I  know  that  does  not  go  with  you  or 
anyone  else  who  is  interested  in  the  church. 

I  gave  you  the  best  news  last  month.  Six  were 
added,  by  letter,  to  the  Tryon  church.  We  have  a 
printed  bulletin  every  Sunday  to  hand  each  member 
and  visitors  for  the  Tryon  church.  This  has  in- 
creased interest  in  the  church.  I  ordered  twelve 
"Men  in  Local  Church — A  Unified  Plan  of  Men's 
Work"  for  the  officers  of  both  Tryon  and  Columbus 
churches  to  read  so  that  they  would  be  better  pre- 
pared to  talk  about  organizing  every  available  man 
in  the  churches  for  some  specific  work.  We  want  to 
plan,  before  the  year  ends,  for  at  least  a  year  ahead. 
In  the  meantime,  we  shall  carry  on  the  best  we  can. 
I  am  anxious  to  put  these  churches  to  work.  I  am 
very  much  interested  in  the  evangelistic  phase  of 
the  work  of  the  church. 

PIEDMONT-SHILOH  GROUP  -  Rev.  W.  C.  Mc- 
Lachlin,  Pastor. 
In  connection  with  the  meetings  recently  held 
in  the  Piedmont  Church,  we  did  a  great  deal  of 
personal  visitation  in  the  area  covered  by  that 
congregation.  We  were  amazed  at  two  things  which 
became  more  prominent  the  more  homes  we  visited, 
namely,  the  large  number  of  older  people  who  live 
in  that  section,  who  have  never  made  any  public 
profession  of  faith  in  Christ,  and  also  the  large 
number  of  residents  who  have  been  so  long  away 
from  the  churches  of  which  they  are  members  that 
they  have  lost  connection  completely  with  them.  We 
found  many  who  were  fifty,  sixty,  seventy,  and  even 
around  eighty  years  of  age,  who  had  never  confessed 
Christ.  With  few  exceptions,  these  men  and  women 
were  glad  to  talk  about  the  claims  of  Christ  on 
them,  but  it  was  exceedingly  difficult  to  get  any 
sort  of  decision  from  them.  They  would  admit  that 
they  should  make  an  early  decision  for  Christ,  but 
they  would  not  make  the  decision.  This  emphasized 
for  us  very,  very  clearly  that  we  should  redouble 
our  efforts  to  reach  the  young  with  the  Gospel  before 
they  get  hardened  in  the  groove  of  unbelief.  With 
all  the  distractions  of  present-day  living  it  is  hard 
enough  to  reach  the  young  and  bring  them  to  a 
clear-cut  decision  for  Christ;  but  it  is  infinitely 
harder  to  reach  the  ones  who  have  grown  old  with- 
out Christ. 

We  found  large  numbers  of  indifferent  church 
members  who  had  been  so  long  away  from  their 
home  churches  that  they  no  longer  maintained  any 
connection  with  them.  It  does  not  always  take  a 
very  long  period  of  time  to  wean  members  from  the 
church,  in  these  days  of  mass  migration  to  defense 
work  areas.  One  family  we  visited  had  been  first 
to  the  Norfolk  area,  then  to  Baltimore,  then  to 
Burlington,  but  their  church  connection  was  in  Tex- 
as, and  it  had  grown  to  be  a  very  thin  connection. 
They  had  evidently  not  been  touched  by  the  church 
during  their  stays  in  "Norfolk  and  in  Baltimore,  and 
it  is  not  going  to  be  easy  to  get  them  interested  now. 
Church  attendance  belongs  to  life  back  in  Texas, 
for  them    If  they  had  been  reached  by  the  church 


at  the  time  they  first  left  their  Texas  home,  the 
story  would  no  doubt  be  different.  This  shows  the 
urgency  of  the  work  in  all  defense  work  areas,  in- 
cluding Burlington.  The  real  hope  is  to  get  them 
before  they  become  indifferent. 

In  this  same  visiting  we  found  some  homes  in 
which  every  member  of  the  family  was  an  unbe- 
liever. In  our  home  we  found  a  mother  and  daughter 
who  had  come  from  Arkansas  for  work  in  Burling- 
ton. Neither  mother  nor  daughter  were  members 
of  any  church.  The  mother  told  me  that  she  had 
three  sons  in  the  armed  forces  of  our  country,  not 
one  of  whom  was  a  member  of  any  church.  She  also 
had  three  daughters,  who  with  their  families,  were 
living  in  the  western  states,  and  not  one  of  them 
was  a  member  of  any  church.  Not  until  I  came  to 
Burlington  did  I  begin  to  realize  the  significance  of 
the  fact  that  not  even  half  the  people  of  our  own 
land  of  America  are  even  nominal  Christians.  Sure- 
ly the  Church  needs  to  awake  out  of  sleep! 

Our  Piedmont  Evangelistic  meetings,  conducted 
by  Rev.  Frank  S.  Jones,  showed  increased  interest 
and  increased  attendance  day  by  day.  During  the 
services  there  were  eleven  who  professed  faith  in 
Christ  and  there  were  many  who  definitely  took  a 
stand  for  reconsecration.  At  the  last  meeting  the 
spontaneous  offering  of  $72.30,  which  was  later 
made  up  to  $75,  showed  that  many  had  received  a 
genuine  spiritual  blessing.  The  spiritual  effect  of 
the  meetings  will  continue  to  be  felt  for  a  long 
time. 

The  coming  of  Miss  Margaret  Sells,  accompanied 
by  her  mother,  Mrs.  George  Sells,  gives  us  great 
encouragement.  Miss  Sells  is  here  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  Synod's  Committee  on  Religious  Ed- 
ucation, and  she  is  making  the  work  at  Kirkpatrick 
Heights  take  on  new  life  already.  Mrs.  Sells  is  doing 
a  much  needed  and  a  fine  constructive  piece  of  work 
by  teaching  a  Young  Adult  Bible  Class  in  the  Pied- 
mont Sunday  school. 

SPEEDWELL  GROUP  -  Rev.  Robert  Knox,  Pastor. 

The  evangelistic  meetings  in  Speedwell,  led  by 
Rev.  W.  S.  Hurke,  resulted  in  nine  professions  of 
faith  and  seven  of  them  were  received  by  baptism 
into  Speedwell  church. 

The  meetings  in  Greenwood,  led  by  Rev.  N.  N. 
Fleming,  resulted  in  one  profession  of  faith  and 
this  one  received  by  baptism  into  Greenwood 
Church.  There  were  also  thirty  rededications  to 
fuller  Christian  life. 

The  meetings  in  Wentworth  resulted  in  seven 
professions  of  faith  and  four  of  these  were  received 
by  baptism  into  the  Wentworth  Church.  Fifteen 
promised  to  read  the  Bible  every  day. 

In  the  meetings  at  Smyrna  this  summer,  led  by 
Rev.  J.  S.  Cork,  there  were  four  additions  to  the 
church  by  profession  of  faith. 

This  makes  a  total  of  21  additions  to  my  four 
churches  by  profession  of  faith  and  baptism. 

NOTES  ON  HOME  MISSIONS  IN  WILMINGTON 
PRESBYTERY 

The  problem  of  vacancies  has  been  largely  solved 
in  this  Presbytery  for  the  present.  The  Lake  Wac- 
camaw  group,  left  vacant  when  Rev.  Charles  W. 
Worth  went  into  the  Chaplaincy  in  May,  has  secured 
Rev.  C.  R.  Blain,  D.D.,  as  pastor.  Dr.  Blain  came 
to  the  field  the  first  of  September.   The  Woodburn 
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and  Acme  group  were  left  vacant  in  June,  when 
Mr.  Ghselin  moved  to  Fayetteville  Presbytery.  The 
Woodburn  Church  asked  for  a  full-time  pastor  and 
increased  its  salary  payment  to  make  this  possible. 
Rev.  L.  F.  Cowan  has  accepted  the  call  to  this  church 
and  Dr.  Blain  is  temporarily  supplying  Acme.  The 
Pink  Hill  group,  left  vacant  the  first  of  January 
by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  J.  Ray  Dickens,  has 
called  Rev.  N.  P.  Farrior  of  Frostproof,  Florida. 
The  Chinquapin  group,  left  vacant  when  Re,v.  B.  L. 
Rose  went  into  the  Chaplaincy  two  years  ago,  in- 
stalled the  Rev.  R.  R.  Gammon  as  their  pastor.  He 
came  to  the  field  the  first  of  June.  Southport,  New 
Hope,  and  Maple  Hill  are  the  only  churches  in  the 
Presbytery  receiving  Home  Mission  aid  now  without 
regular  pastoral  service,  and  these  are  served  by 
temporary  supplies. 

A  new  field  has  been  opened  near  the  shipyards 
where  housing  facilities  have  been  built  for  about 
20,000  people.  Rev.  Phillip  M.  Cory  came  to  this 
work  in  May  and  immediately  began  to  put  up  a 
building.  The  building  is  not  yet  completed,  but 
it  was  opened  for  services  on  October  17  and  has 
been  crowded  for  two  church  services  and  Sunday 
school  ever  since. 

The  Carolina  Beach  Presbyterian  Church  was 
organized  by  a  Commission  of  Presbytery  on  Sun- 
day, November  7.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
to  worship  temporarily  with  the  Methodists  in  their 
new  church  building  which  is  near  completion,  and 
pastoral  services  will  be  rendered  temporarily  by 
the  Camp  Pastor  of  the  U.  S.  A.  Church.  Plans  are 
being  worked  out  for  erecting  a  building  and  secur- 
ing a  permanent  pastor. 

At  Jacksonville  the  work  is  going  forward  stead- 
ily under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Carl  B.  Craig,  as- 
sisted by  Miss  Lillian  Johnson  and  the  Camp  Serv- 
ice Pastor  of  the  U.  S.  A.  Church.  A  fine  meeting 
was  held  by  a  former  pastor,  Rev.  William  M.  Currie, 
of  Belmont,  closing  November  3. 

At  Morehead  City  the  Camp  Service  Pastor  is 
holding  services  every  Sunday  night  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church  with  special  emphasis  on  men  in 
the  Armed  Forces. 

The  Home  Mission  churches  have  greatly  bene- 
fited by  Synod's  evangelistic  campaign.  Under  the 
arrangement  made  by  Synod's  Committee,  Rev.  Frank 
Jones,  of  Asheboro,  held  meetings  during  the  sum- 
mer, at  Woodburn  and  Acme  Churches.  Both  result- 
ed in  additions  to  the  church,  and  in  strengthening 
the  morale  and  deepening  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
congregations.  Rev.  0.  V.  Caudill  of  Elkin  held  a 
meeting  in  the  Harper-Southerland  Church  of  Pink 
Hill  group  that  resulted  in  ten  additions  to  the 
church  and  reviving  the  whole  congregation.  Rev. 
J.  E.  Flow,  D.D.,  came  to  the  Presbytery  following 
the  meeting  of  Synod  and  has  conducted  meetings 
with  marked  success  at  New  Hope,  Rocky  Point,  Pink 
Hill,  and  Pollocksville,  and  has  others  scheduled. 
Meetings  by  ministers  in  the  Presbytery  have  been 
held  in  other  Home  Mission  fields. 

The  Westminster  Church  at  Whiteville,  which  is 
without  a  pastor,  has  gone  forward  with  the  es- 
tablishment of  an  outpost  Sunday  School  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Brunswick,  four  miles  from  Whiteville.  This 
is  a  vigorous  and  growing  work,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mr.  W.  M.  Boyce  and  other  workers  from 
the  Westminster  Church.  Plans  are  underway  for  a 
building  on  a  fine  lot  that  has  been  secured. 


The  developments  around  Wilmington  and  other 
war-time  congested  areas  are  still  challenging  both 
the  Home  Mission  Committee  and  the  Defense  Serv- 
ice Council.  In  addition  to  work  already  underway 
at  Jacksonville,  at  the  shipyards,  and  at  Carolina 
Beach,  the  Home  Mission  Committee  is  planning 
other  projects.  A  Planning  Committee  with  repre- 
sentatives from  all  the  churches  of  the  city  of  Wil- 
mington and  New  Hanover  County  has  been  organ- 
ized and  is  cooperating  in  this  effort.  With  help  from 
the  Home  Mission  Emergency  Fund,  these  projects 
should  be  launched  within  the  next  twelve  months. 

JACKSONVILLE  -  Rev.  Carl  B.  Craig,  pastor. 

The  beautiful  recreational  building,  the  gift  of 
North  Carolina  Synodical,  was  put  in  operation  as  a 
full-time  project,  October  5.  New  furnishings  ar- 
rive almost  daily  to  make  this  building  still  more 
attractive  and  serviceable.  Miss  Lillian  Johnson 
is  our  permanent  hostess.  More  and  more  marines, 
both  men  and  women,  soldiers,  coast  guards,  and 
Waves  are  finding  their  way  to  the  building  and 
liking  it.  During  the  past  month  members  have  been 
received  each  Sunday,  a  total  of  ten.  Six  others 
are  uniting  by  profession  on  Sunday.  A  ten-day 
meeting  has  just  been  concluded  with  Rev.  W.  M. 
Currie,  Belmont,  N.  C,  a  former  pastor,  preaching 
to  capacity  audiences  each  night.  There  were  also 
scores  of  reconsecrations.  It  was  a  splendid  meet- 
ing and  the  whole  community  was  blessed  and 
strengthened  by  it. 

JACKSONVILLE  -  Rev.  W.  M.  Currie  writes: 

Fifteen  years  ago  I  was  pastor-evangelist  of 
Onslow  County,  with  headquarters  at  Jacksonville, 
N.  C.  For  the  past  ten  days  it  has  been  my  privi- 
lege to  assist  in  an  evangelistic  meeting  in  the 
Jacksonville  Church.  The  Lord  is  blessing  us  and 
we  are  having  a  good  meeting. 

But  what  a  change  has  come  over  this  part  of  the 
state.  Jacksonville  was  formerly  a  quiet  court- 
house town  of  700  people.  Now  there  must  be  6,000 
within  the  city  limits  and  as  many  more  just  out- 
side. This  is  all  civilian  population  and  does  not 
include  the  vast  military  reservation  with  their  tens 
of  thousands  of  soldiers  and  marines.  Yet  with  ad- 
dition of  a  small  Episcopal  Church  and  a  Catholic 
mission,  the  Jacksonville  churches  which  formerly 
served  the  community,  are  crying  to  meet  the  spir- 
itual needs  of  all  these  people.  In  my  judgment, 
Onslow  County  furnished  the  greatest  mission  chal- 
lenge in  our  entire  Assembly. 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  as  our  represen- 
tative at  Jacksonville,  Rev.  C.  B.  Craig,  with  an 
aggressive  evangelistic  spirit  together  with  the  ma- 
ture judgment  gained  from  successful  pastorates. 
He  has  done  and  is  doing  a  magnificent  work.  How- 
ever, he  has  more  calls  and  opportunities  than  any 
two  men  could  meet.  It  would  be  wise  church  states- 
manship to  put  another  worker  in  Onslow  County 
immediately. 

In  addition  to  the  Jacksonville  community,  there 
is  in  the  county  a  great  home  mission  opportunity. 
Already  Mr.  Craig  preaches  at  Antioch  Church  and 
King  Chapel.  The  Northeast  Mission,  which  former- 
ly flourished,  is  awaiting  reopening.  Other  chapels 
could  be  opened  in  the  country.

THE  1943  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Evangelism  was  the  keynote  of  the  thirty-first  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Synodical  Auxiliary  which  was  held 
in  the  First  Church,  High  Point,  October  19-21.  Every 
period  of  the  program  was  arranged  to  accent  this  key- 
note and  to  reflect  the  way  in  which  evangelism  per- 
meates and  motivates  every  department  of  work  in  the 
church.  Thoughtfully  chosen  hymns  and  periods  of  earn- 
est prayer  served  to  deepen  the  emphasis. 

Ar^ong  the  speakers  who  were  heard  with  interest 
and  attention  were  Rev.  John  R.  Williams,  Spartanburg, 
S.  C;  Dr.  John  L.  Fairly,  and  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  Richniond, 
Va.;  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  Greensboro;  Rev.  J.  W.  Wither- 
spoon,  D.D.,  Lexington;  Rev.  Carl  Craig,  Jacksonville; 
Rev.  E.  S.  Currie,  China;  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  Raleigh;  and 
Mr.  W.  E.  Price,  Charlotte,  moderator  of  the  Synod.  The 
work  of  the  church  in  every  department  was  ably  pre- 
sented by  these  speakers  who  sounded  the  challenge  of 
the  present  day  and  suggested  in  various  ways  how  that 
challenge  may  be  met  by  the  church  and  especially  by 
church  women. 

Mr.  Price  called  attention  to  some  figures  regarding 
church  membership  and  Sunday  school  enrollments  which 
should  be  given  much  thought  and  prayer.  He  said  Sun- 
day school  attendance  in  North  Carolina  has  shown  a  de- 
crease in  the  past  ten  years.  In  1924  Presbyterian  Sun- 
day schools  decreased  2,875.  With  a  population  of  3,571,- 
623  in  the  state  there  are  only  1,428,650  persons  who  are 
affiliated  with  religious  faiths  of  any  kind.  There  are 
728,000  children  between  the  ages  of  5  to  17  who  are 
not  enrolled  in  any  Sunday  school. 

A  worship  service  at  the  opening  session  led  by  Dr. 
0.  C.  Williamson,  pastor  of  the  hostess  church,  and  two 
devotional  messages  on  the  topics,  "Seek  Him"  and  "Serve 
Him"  led  by  Mrs.  S.  H.  Fulton,  Synodical  Spiritual  Life 
Secretary,  were  an  enriching  part  of  the  program.  Mrs. 
Fulton  used  the  motto  of  the  meeting:  "In  humility,  re- 
pentance and  prayer,  seek  the  Lord  that  the  excellency  of 
His  power  may  shine  through  us"  as  the  basis  of  her 
messages. 

A  happy  surprise  feature  was  the  presentation  of  an 
Honorary  Life  Membership  to  Mrs.  Charles  M.  Norfleet, 
past  president  of  the  Synodical.  The  presentation  was 
made  in  a  lovely  and  loving  way  by  Mrs.  George  Patter- 
son, also  a  past  president. 

Reports  of  officers  furnished  much  interesting  in- 
formation. There  are  now  419  local  Auxiliaries  in  the 
nine  presbyterials  which  comprise  the  Synodical  Auxiliary. 
These  have  31,685  members.  The  total  gifts  for  the 
church  year  ending  March  31,  1943,  were  $242,092,  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $14,594.  The  Birthday 
Gift  was  $9,596.85. 

When  Mrs.  E.  C.  Heins,  Jr.,  concluded  her  annual  re- 
port as  president,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Hamilton,  Davidson,  gra- 
ciously expressed  the  gratitude  and  admiration  of  the 
Synodical  body  for  one  "who  has  endeared  herself  by  her 
utter  devotion  as  well  as  her  efficiency"  and  the  Auxiliary 
stood  in  appreciation  of  Mrs.  Heins'  splendid  service.

The  High  Point  Church  and  Auxiliary  extended  its.

The  Session  of  1943-44  opened  September  1  with  a 
larger  enrollment  than  was  expected,  as  several  of 'the 
older  boys  were  called  into  the  armed  services,  some 
volunteered  and  others  placed  on  farms.  However,  we 
enrolled  more  new  students  than  for  several  years  past 
and  if  all  the  junior  and  senior  boys  had  been  able  to 
return  we  would  have  been  forced  to  turn  away  some 
of  the  new  applicants.  In  spite  of  this  fact,  the  total 
enrollment  is  only  ten  less  than  our  capacity  in  the  board- 
ing department. 

Forty-five  of  the  students  are  from  Home  Mission 
fields  of  our  immediate  mountain  counties  and  the  others 
from  nearby  counties.  Thirty  girls  and  boys  are  aided 
with  work  and  scholarships  fifteen  of  this  number  are 
orphans  with  one  or  both  parents  dead.  Twenty-six 
members  of  the  student  body  are  not  professed  Chris- 
tians. This  is  a  larger  number  than  usual  due  to  more 
new  students  being  enrolled  this  session. 

Herein  lies  our  great  responsibility  in  the  Christian 
training  of  these  unsaved  young  people.  We  hope  and 
pray  that  before  the  session  closes  all  these  will  know 
Christ  as  their  personal  Savior.  We  are  planning  to 
hold  our  revival  the  first  week  in  December.  Remember 
the  services  and  all  the  students  in  your  prayers. 

Some  of  our  boys  enrolled  this  session  are  becoming 
of  draft  age  and  will  only  be  able  to  remain  in  school 
for  a  few  months.  We  want  them  to  be  soldiers  for 
Christ  above  all.  We  have  received  many  letters  from 
our  graduates  already  in  the  service  of  their  country  and 
they  tell  us  how  much  the  Christian  training  at  G.  V. 
means  to  them  now  as  they  are  many  miles  from  home. 

In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  teachers  in  many  schools 
we  have  a  full  faculty  of  consecrated  teachers.  However, 
we  may  lose  one  man  teacher  before  the  end  of  the  year 
as  he  will  probably  be  called  to  the  service  of  his  country. 

We  are  having  much  difficulty  in  getting  coal  and  wood 
for  our  heating  plants  as  there  is  a  shortage  of  coal 
and  unable  to  get  labor  for  cutting  wood.  The  boys  are 
cutting  wood  during  their  spare  time  and  we  hope  to 
keep  it  cut  as  needed.  It's  rather  difficult  to  operate  the 
boarding  department  with  a  shortage  of  food  supplies  but 
with  our  own  milk  and  butter  and  some  meats,  with  plenty 
of  vegetables  grown  in  our  garden,  we  hope  to  get  along 
and  be  thankful  for  what  we  have.  May  God  give  us 
wisdom  to  carry  on  in  these  difficult  times  and  may  we 
have  your  prayers  and  support. 

Thanking  all  our  friends  for  the  interest  and  support 
given — many  happy  returns  during  the  Christmas  season.

Maybe  we  have 
helped  some  young  man  prepare  to  render  a  great  service 
in  some  future  day.  How  much  was  it  worth  to  China 
and  to  the  world  of  today  to  have  a  church  college  train 
the  father  of  Madame  Chieng  Kai-Shek? 

A  gift  to  a  church  college  is  an  investment  in  Chris- 
tian civilization.  We  cannot  maintain  the  Christian  Church 
in  the  years  ahead  except  as  somebody  thinks  it  is  worth 
while  sacrificing  for  today.  Our  civilization  is  moving 
toward  secularization  rapidly.  We  must  keep  our  church 
colleges  and  make  them  bulwarks  of  Christian  truth  and 
practice  and  examples  of  educational  excellence.

The  132nd  session  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia  began  on  September  15  with  an  enrollment  of 
ninety-three  undergraduates.  This  year  there  are  twenty- 
eight  seniors,  thirty-two  middlers,  twenty-seven  juniors 
and  six  specials. 

At  the  opening  of  the  term,  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  Jr., 
the  president  of  the  seminary,  announced  several  changes 
in  the  faculty.  The  Rev.  Donald  G.  Miller,  Ph.D.,  a 
former  teacher  of  Biblical  Seminary  in  New  York,  and 
of  the  Gettysburg  Theological  Seminary,  has  come  as  the 
acting  professor  of  New  Testament  Interpretation.  He 
replaces  Dr.  Howard  T.  Kuist  who  this  fall  took  up 
his  duties  on  the  faculty  of  Princeton  Theological  Semi- 
nary. Prior  to  his  coming  to  Richmond,  Dr.  Miller  was 
associate  pastor  of  the  Highland  Park  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Dallas,  Texas. 

The  Rev.  Balmer  Kelly,  Th.M.,  a  graduate  of  Union 
Seminary,  has  returned  to  become  acting  professor  of 
Hebrew  in  the  place  of  Dr.  John  Bright,  who  is  now  in 
the  Chaplains  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army.  Mr.  Kel- 
ly taught  at  Union  in  1939-40  as  the  Larus  Fellow.  The 
next  year  he  taught  at  King  College,  and  the  last  two 
years  did  graduate  work  at  Princeton  Seminary.  Dr.  J. 
Gray  McAllister,  who  at  the  May  meeting  of  the  Trustees 
was  made  Professor  Emeritus,  will  continue  to  edit  "The 
Union  Seminary  Review,"  and  is  this  fall  teaching  a  short 
course  in  Biblical  Geography. 

The  annual  Day  of  Prayer  was  observed  on  October 
14.  Classes  were  suspended  as  faculty  and  students  par- 
ticipated in  a  series  of  discussion  groups,  prayer  meet- 
ings, and  worship  services.  The  speaker  for  the  occa- 
sion was  Dr.  A.  L.  Currie,  pastor  of  the  Second  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Richmond.  The  observance  was  under 
the  direction  of  the  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry,  which 
has  the  distinction  of  being  the  oldest  missionary  group 
in  the  South,  having  been  organized  in  1818. 

The  Sprunt  Lecture  Series  this  year  will  begin  on 
Sunday,  January  30,  and  continue  through  Saturday, 
February  5.  The  Sprunt  lecturer  will  be  Dr.  D.  Maurice 
Allan,  Professor  of  Philosophy  and  Psychology  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  College.  The  subject  of  the  lectures  will  be 
"Science  Personality,  and  Christianity."  The  special  lec- 
turers will  be  Dr.  Joseph  L.  Hromadka,  guest  professor 
in  the  Stuart  Chair  of  Apologetics  and  Christian  Ethics 
at  Princeton  Seminary,  and  Dr.  Francis  P.  Gaines,  Presi- 
dent of  Washington  and  Lee  University.  Dr.  Hromadka, 
who  is  the  former  Dean  of  John  Huss  Seminary  at  the 
University  of  Prague,  will  speak  on  "Our  Civilization's 
Doom  and  Resurrection."  The  title  of  the  series  to  be 
given  by  Dr.  Gaines  is  "A  Literary  Approach  to  the  Bible." 

Thus  the  work  of  your  seminary  continues  to  thrive  in 
spite  of  the  difficulties  necessitated  by  the  national  emer- 
gency. Both  the  students  and  the  faculty  covet  your 
prayers  and  support.  By  the  grace  of  God  and  with  the 
help  of  His  people,  we  have  given  a  powerful  witness  for 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  for  132  years.  We  only  hope 
and  pray  that  His  blessing  will  be  increased  during  the 
next  132  years.

FOREIGN  MISSION  SEASON 
January-February 

Perhaps  never  before  in  the  history  of  our  church  have 
we  approached  the  Foreign  Mission  Season  with  hearts 
so  filled  with  a  deep  sense  of  the  goodness  and  mercy 
of  God  as  we  look  back  over  the  past  year  and  trace  the 
course  of  our  Foreign  Mission  enterprize  down  to  this 
day. 


The  entire  constituency  of  Davidson  College  has  been 
saddened  this  fall  by  the  passing  of  one  of  the  institu- 
tion's most  loyal  friends  and  faithful  servants.  Presi- 
dent Emeritus  W.  J.  Martin  passed  away  on  September 
7.  His  funeral  was  conducted  from  the  Davidson  Col- 
lege Presbyterian  Church  on  Thursday  morning,  Septem- 
ber 9,  with  burial  in  the  Davidson  cemetery.  Dr.  Mar- 
tin's father,  Colonel  W.  J.  Martin,  was  for  many  years 
an  outstanding  professor  in  the  Faculty  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege. Dr.  Martin  followed  in  his  footsteps  as  a  Profes- 
sor of  Chemistry  until  he  was  called  to  the  Presidency 
of  the  college  in  1912.  He  retired  from  the  Presidency 
in  1929.  He  served  as  President  longer  than  any  person 
has  ever  done  in  the  106  years  of  Davidson's  history. 
He  made  a  lasting  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  insti- 
tution. "He  being  dead,  yet  speaketh." 

With  the  united  approval  of  the  Trustees,  and  with 
the  cooperation  of  a  special  committee  of  six  persons  of 
that  body,  President  John  R.  Cunningham  announces  the 
beginning  of  an  effort  to  be  carried  through  this  winter 
to  secure  gifts  to  enable  the  building  of  a  beautiful  new 
church  on  the  campus  when  building  restrictions  have 
been  lifted.  For  this  purpose  a  sum  of  $250,000  is  being 
sought.  A  gift  of  $50,000  has  been  made  on  condition 
that  the  other  $200,000  is  raised.  For  years  notice  has 
been  taken  again  and  again  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina of  this  great  need.  Until  it  is  provided  many  people, 
very  close  to  Davidson,  feel  that  the  college  lacks  the 
one  structure  which  is  most  important  on  the  campus. 
If  Davidson  is  to  continue  to  provide  the  Church  with  as 
large  a  share  of  its  leadership  as  heretofore  it  is  highly 
imperative  that  the  church  building,  which  is  not  only  the 
symbol  of  Davidson's  devotion,  but  also  the  work-shop  and 
the  place  of  worship  for  the  students,  be  adequate. 

The  second  semester  which  opens  January  31  is  the 
next  day  for  the  enrollment  of  new  students.  High 
school  seniors  who  are  completing  their  work  at  that 
time,  or  those  who  wish  to  take  examinations  for  admis- 
sion, are  invited  to  keep  this  date  in  mind.

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  splendid  new 
recreational  building  which  has  recently  been  given 
the  Jacksonville  Church  by  the  Synodical  of  North 
Carolina.  It  was  an  inspiring  sight  Sunday  night 
to  see  a  group  of  Marines,  both  men  and  women, 
join  in  a  Discussion  Group  under  the  leadership  of 
Miss  Lillian  Johnson.  Few  churches  have  the  op- 
portunity of  influencing  as  many  men  and  women 
in  military  service  as  the  Jacksonville  Church.  Now 
with  its  new  equipment,  more  and  more  marines 
and  soldiers  will  be  reached. 

When  the  Synodical  announced  the  gift  of  the 
recreational  building,  the  Jacksonville  Church  un- 
der the  wise  leadership  of  their  pastor,  met  the 
challenge  by  ' remodeling  the  inside  and  outside  of 
their  church  building  at  the  cost  of  $2500.  They 
now  have  a  beautiful  sanctuary.  The  outlook  for  the 
work  in  Jacksonville  and  Onslow  County  is  exceed- 
ingly bright.

Flora  Macdonald  College  has  completed  the  first  quar- 
ter of  its  forty-eighth  year  with  the  prospect  of  an  excel- 
lent year  in  every  way.  The  enrollment  numbering  284 
students  has  passed  expectations  the  dormitory  being 
filled.  A  fine  spirit  is  noticeable  in  all  phases  of  the 
college  activities. 

This  spirit  was  deepened  by  the  fall  religious  services 
lead  by  Rev.  John  A.  Redhead,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  sponsored  by 
the  Flora  Macdonald  Christian  Association.  It  has  also 
been  noticeable  in  other  religious  services  and  in  the 
attitude  of  the  students  toward  their  preparation  for 
future  usefulness. 

In  October,  Dr.  Edward  Weeks,  editor  of  the  Atlantic 
Monthly,  contributed  to  this  spirit  by  an  impressive  lec- 
ture on  his  observations  during  a  recent  visit  to  England. 
It  was  an  inspiring  message  and  was  deeply  appreciated 
by  a  large  audience. 

The  next  number  in  the  Concert  and  Lecture  course  is 
Abram  Chasins,  a  brilliant  American  pianist,  on  Decem- 
ber 6. 

The  Conservatory  has  contributed  a  number  of  enjoy- 
able programs  introduced  by  a  splendid  faculty  recital 
on  September  27,  followed  by  a  duo-piano  recital  by  Dean 
and  Mrs.  Eberly  on  November  1,  and  a  sonata  recital  by 
Mrs.  Robeson,  violinist,  and  Mr.  Eberly,  pianist,  on  No- 
vember 22.  Other  members  of  the  conservatory  faculty 
will  appear  in  recital  later.  This  year  the  conservatory 
has  enrolled  the  largest  class  in  many  years.  The  in- 
creased interest  in  the  study  of  music  is  very  gratifying. 
Two  new  music  professors  are  Miss  Lois  J.  Lambie,  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  who  received  her  M.A.  from  Eastman 
School  of  Music  professor  of  public  school  music,  and 
Miss  Clara  Bailey,  of  Greenwood,  S.  C,  a  graduate  of 
the  Juilliard  School  of  Music,  professor  of  voice.  Both 
have  proved  themselves  splendidly  qualified  for  their  posi- 
tions. 

Since  college  opened  the  Debt  Liquidation  Association 
has  been  making  steady  progress.  Funds  received  and 
on  hand  have  reduced  the  net  debt  to  about  $35,000. 
Trustees  and  other  friends  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
Edwin  Morgan,  of  Laurinburg,  chairman,  and  Dr.  C.  T. 
Johnson,  of  Red  Springs,  treasurer,  are  actively  engaged 
in  securing  additional  funds  for  the  reduction  of  the 
debt.  The  prospect  of  the  college  free  from  this  burden 
is  indeed  gratifying.  Contributions  for  this  purpose  are 
being  gratefully  received. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Charles  G.  Vardell,  presi- 
dent emeritus,  the  alumnae  and  women  of  the  Auxiliaries 
are  making  progress  toward  securing  a  semi-centennial 
fund  of  $100,000  for  the  endowment.  A  semi-centennial 
celebration  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
has  as  its  goal  the  elimination  of  the  debt  and  the  endow- 
ment increased  to  at  least  $300,000  as  a  part  of  the 
celebration  of  this  important  event.  Dr.  Vardell  is  also 
preparing  a  catalogue  of  all  former  students  numbering 
about  five  thousand.  A  survey  of  the  Presbyterian  col- 
leges in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  three  years  ago 
showed  that  in  the  preceding  decade  Flora  Macdonald  had 
more  alumnae  from  North  Carolina  than  any  other  of 
these  colleges.  This  indicates  the  service  this  college 
is  rendering  the  state  and  the  Synod.  Many  of  the 
students  at  Flora  Macdonald  come  from  Eastern  North 
Carolina,  especially  from  the  large  Presbyterian  popula- 
tion of  the  Cape  Fear  section.  Eight  states  are  repre- 
sented in  the  student  body.  Fayetteville,  Orange,  and 
Wilmington  Presbyteries  own  and  control  the  college. 


Christian  associations  in  colleges  all  over  the  country 
are  finding  this  year  unusual  opportunities  to  serve  the 
church  and  the  world.  The  Student  Christian  Associa- 
tion at  Queens  College  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  has 
chosen  as  its  special  project  to  aid  two  valuable  enter- 
prises: Fairview  Homes,  Charlotte  negro  settlement,  and 
the  World  Student  Federation  Fund. 

The  Fairview  Homes  are  for  those  negroes  of  the 
city  who  have  found  it  necessary  to  move  to  the  out- 
skirts of  Charlotte.  Their  minister  is  handicapped  by  a 
lack  of  Bibles  and  of  helpers  and  material  for  teaching 
Sunday  school.  These  things  the  SCA  hopes  to  furnish 
through  pledges  made  by  faculty  and  students. 

The  World  Student  Federation  Fund  was  begun  in 
China  in  1937  to  help  the  students  of  that  country  who 
had  lost  everything  in  the  war.  It  spread  to  Europe  in 
1940  and  later  that  year  was  combined  with  the  China 
movement.  A  non-political  organization,  the  Federation 
seeks  to  aid  students  of  all  countries  and  all  faiths  who 
are  honestly  searching  for  truth. 

The  Queens  Christian  Association,  however,  does  much 
more  than  sponsor  one  philanthropic  project  during  the 
year.  Including  in  its  membership  every  Queens  stu- 
dent, it  is  the  coordinator  for  all  religious  activities  on 
the  campus.  Its  purposes — to  lead  students  to  faith  in 
God  through  Jesus  Christ;  to  lead  them  into  membership 
and  service  in  the  Christian  Church;  to  promote  spiritual 
growth,  especially  through  daily  Bible  reading  and  prayer; 
to  influence  them  to  devote  themselves  in  united  efforts 
with  other  Christians  to  extend  the  Kingdom  of  God 
throughout  the  world — are  achieved  through  varied  acti- 
vities. Speakers  come  for  regular  chapel  programs  or 
for  special  Religious  Emphasis  Week  services;  a  Fellow- 
ship Group  meets  regularly  to  encourage  students  to 
devote  their  lives  to  full-time  Christian  service;  there 
are  carols  and  a  pageant  for  Christmas,  and  sunrise 
services  for  Easter. 

The  Student  Christian  Association  began  as  a  part 
of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association.  In  the 
early  1920's  the  Queens  branch  decided  to  become  a 
local  organization,  devoting  its  activities  and  money  to 
campus  and  community  affairs,  or  to  some  large  project 
selected  by  the  group. 

Representatives  from  the  boarding  students  and  day 
students  of  each  class  meet  with  officers  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  form  the  SCA  Cabinet.  Through  special  commit- 
tees this  Cabinet  organizes  for  the  general  student  body 
the  religious  work  on  the  campus. 

A  Christian  Association  always  has  an  important  work 
to  do.  In  a  church-related  college  it  has  an  especially 
challenging  opportunity  for  encouraging  students  to  un- 
derstand more  fully  the  organization  and  work  of  the 
church  and  to  prepare  themselves'  for  that  work.  Today 
more  than  ever  the  SCA  can  realize  the  seriousness  of 
its  job:  to  inspire  some  students  to  enter  church  work 
as  young  people's  workers,  choir  directors,  or  secretaries; 
to  give  to  all  students  an  understanding  of  the  Chris- 
tian ideals  upon  which  we  must  build  a  new  w<?rld  after 
the  war. 
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MITCHELL  COLLEGE 

Statesville,  N.  C.  Rev.  R.  S.  Arrowood,  Pres. 


For  a  period  of  eighty-seven  years,  Mitchell  College 
has  kept  the  lamp  of  knowledge  burning  on  a  hill  in  the 
heart  of  the  city  of  Statesville.  Her  work  has  been  done 
modestly,  but  well.  No  fanfare  of  trumpets  has  called 
attention  to  her  undertakings,  yet  her  influence  has  been 
felt  in  numberless  homes  of  this  and  other  Southern 
states. 

From  the  time,  during  the  Civil  War,  when  the  North- 
ern troops  pitched  their  tents  on  the  Mitchell  campus, 
and  the  Director  of  Music  disappeared  over  the  back 
fence,  thro'  the  period,  when  the  young  ladies  brought 
their  own  grand  square  pianos  for  practice,  down  to  the 
present,  music  has  had  a  vital  part  in  the  campus  life. 

That  the  founders  of  the  city  of  Statesville  were 
lovers  of  good  music  has  been  proven  by  a  number  of 
handsome  gifts  to  the  music  department. 

In  1907,  a  group  of  interested  friends  gave  the  build- 
ing known  as  Shearer  Music  Hall.  It  was  named  for 
Dr.  J.  B.  Shearer,  then  President  of  Davidson  College, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Mitchell  Col- 
lege. This  building  houses  a  very  comfortable  auditorium, 
a  practice  hall,  and  a  large  dormitory  space. 

A  few  years  later,  Mr.  C.  E.  Mills,  long  a  leader 
in  the  music  of  Statesville,  gave  an  Estey  pipe  organ 
for  the  auditorium.  This  instrument  has  furnished  the 
means  for  training  church  organists  for  the  whole  dis- 
trict  surrounding  Mitchell  College. 

Still  later,  young  Parker  Bennett  finished  the  course 
in  piano,  and  left  for  another  school.  Parker  lost  his 
life  in  an  auto  accident.  The  Bennett  family  made  a 
large  gift  in  recordings  for  use  in  the  Music  Apprecia- 
tion course.  The  auditorium  is  wired  for  sound,  so  that 
these  recordings  are  in  constant  use. 

Another  student  from  Mitchell  College,  Harry  Knox, 
was  a  scholarship  student  at  Juilliard  Institute  of  Music 
for  a  period  of  five  years.  After  graduation  Harry  was 
placed  on  the  faculty  of  this  institution.  Harry  has  given 
two  recitals  at  Mitchell,  the  proceeds  going  towards  the 
purchase  of  a  new  grand  piano  for  the  auditorium.  He 
plans  to  give  another  such  concert  in  February.  Mr.  Knox 
would  welcome  any  help  interested  persons  may  give  to 
hasten  the  realization  of  this  gift. 

Many  outstanding  teachers  have  left  their  mark  on 
the  music  work  at  Mitchell.  Katherine  Gaines,  organizer 
of  the  MacDowell  Music  Club,  was  a  teacher  of  Piano. 
The  MacDowell  Club  is  now  twenty-eight  years  of  age. 
Louise  Siddall  is  remembered  by  a  host  of  friends.  Karel 
Bondam,  the  celebrated  Dutch  pianist,  did  an  outstanding 
bit  of  work.  Hobart  Whitman  and  others  contributed 
their  part. 

E.  B.  Stimson,  the  present  head  of  the  music  depart- 
ment, is  a  graduate  in  Voice,  Piano  and  Organ  of  the 
Cincinnati  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  holds  a  degree 
in  Voice  from  the  same  institution.  He  enjoyed  post- 
graduate work  under  Herbert  Witherspoon,  and  Oscar 
Saenger.    Also  work  at  Chicago  Musical  College. 

Under  Mr.  Stimson,  the  Mitchell  College  a  cappella 
choir  came  into  being.  This  organization  has  enjoyed  a 
steady  growth  of  interest  and  appreciation  from  the 
people  of  this  state  and  throughout  the  General  Assem- 
bly. The  choir  has  sung  for  most  of  the  churches  through 
the  central  part  of  the  state,  and  has  been  heard  at  the 
State  Federation  of  -Music  Club  conventions.  It  gave  two 
programs  before  General  Assembly. 

This  year,  the  department  is  filled  to  overflowing,  a 
number  of  students  being  turned  away.  Although  the 
choir  has  been  grounded  for  lack  of  transportation,  the 
work  goes  on  with  the  same  interest.  Letters  are  re- 
ceived, daily,  from  boys  in  service  at  home  and  abroad. 


PEACE,  A  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  for  WOMEN

We  shall  complete  the  first  quarter  of  our  1943-44 
school  on  December  4.  The  current  school  has  been  a 
most  satisfactory  one  in  almost  every  respect.  The 
enrollment  of  240  students  is  practically  the  same  as  of  a 
year  ago.  We  accepted  practically  160  resident  students 
this  year.  This  number  filled  the  dormitories  to  capacity 
and  is  the  largest  number  of  boarding  students  Peace 
has  had.  The  day  student  attendance  is  about  the  same 
as  of  last  year. 

We  have  had  more  faculty  changes  than  usual  the 
past  year  or  so;  however,  we  have  been  fortunate  in 
securing  teachers  of  the  type  best  suited  for  a  small 
church  college  which  emphasizes  academic  thoroughness, 
individual  attention  to  students,  social  efficiency,  and 
spiritual  growth  and  opportunity. 

We  have  observed  several  interesting  factors  regard- 
ing the  interest  of  the  students  this  year.  First,  the 
students  in  general  seem  to  be  more  responsive  to  the 
academic,  social,  and  religious  opportunities  offered  by 
the  college;  second,  they  are  availing  themselves,  in- 
dividually, of  the  opportunity  of  taking  the  additional 
courses  in  Bible  being  offered  in  the  college  and  in  the 
high  school  department;  third,  more  students  are  taking 
music — organ,  voice,  and  piano — than  at  any  time  in  re- 
cent years;  fourth,  all  students  are  taking  an  additional 
hour  in  physical  education  weekly;  fifth,  they  have  shown 
a  particular  interest  in  promoting  war  activities  by  their 
campaign  for  the  war  fund  drive  in  Raleigh,  by  a  large 
number  assisting  with  the  gas  rationing  in  Raleigh,  by 
their  cooperation  with  the  college  where  food  and  other 
rationing  are  concerned,  and  in  many  other  ways  too 
numerous  to  mention  in  detail. 

We  have  had  several  interesting  speakers  and  pro- 
grams this  fall.  In  the  Civic  Music  Series,  which  every 
student  attends  as  a  guest  of  the  college,  we  have  had 
Alexander  Brailowsky  pianist,  and  the  Don  Cossacks 
Choir,  with  Vivian  Delia  Chiesa,  soprano,  the  Ballett 
Theatre,  and  the  Cleveland  Symphony  Orchestra  to  fol- 
low. The  girls  have  also  had  opportunity  of  attending 
concerts  by  Jeannette  McDonald  and  Sigmund  Romberg. 

For  the  monthly  Peace  Student  Christian  Association 
speakers,  we  have  had  Miss  Ruth  Stuart,  Director  of 
Religious  Education  at  the  First  Vanguard  Church  in 
Raleigh,  Rev.  Thomas  P.  Hamilton  of  Kinston,  N.  C,  and 
Mr.  James  Sydnor,  Director  of  Music  at  the  Assembly's 
Training  School  and  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond. The  latter  addressed  the  students  on  some  phases 
of  hymnology  and  then  led  the  group  in  singing  many 
hymns,  a  most  interesting  and  profitable  experience  for 
all. 

Peace  College  Loyalty  Week  will  be  observed  the 
week  of  December  6-13.  The  celebration  of  this  week 
by  Peace  girls  throughout  the  state  and  nation  has  be- 
come a  tradition.  Each  Peace  alumna  is  asked  to  make 
a  contribution  to  Peace.  This  year,  the  alumnae  officers- 
are  asking  alumnae  to  contribute  war  stamps,  bonds,  or 
cash — all  to  go  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  Friends  of 
Peace  also  join  with  the  alumnae  in  demonstrating  their 
interest  in  the  college. 


These  letters  speak  of  the  big  choir  Mitchell  is  to  have, 
when  the  boys  get  the  job  over  and  come  back  home. 

Beside  the  heed  for  a  new  grand  piano,  a  number  of 
practice  pianos  are  needed.

For  this  reason  we  wish  to  introduce  to  you  our  staff 
and  ask  you  to  have  them  in  your  prayers  and  give  them 
the  opportunity  of  being  of  the  greatest  possible  service 
to  you  and  your  local  churches  and  to  the  organizations 
of  your  Presbytery. 

OUR  REGIONAL  DIRECTOR,  REV.  J.  0.  MANN,  is 
the  executive  officer  charged  with  the  over-all  supervi- 
sion and  administration  of  the  whole  program.  His  salary 
is  paid  by  the  Assembly's  Committee  in  Richmond  and  he 
is  their  field  representative  in  our  area. 

The  Director  is  available  to  all  groups  and  all  churches 
who  feel  the  need  of  advice  and  counsel  in  the  organiza- 
tion and  administration  of  .their  work.  He  gives  much 
time  to  conferences  with  the  pastors  and  superintendents 
in  connection  with  their  local  problems.    He  is  also  avail- 


able for  the  teaching  of  Leadership  classes,  especially  the 
unit  in  Improving  Your  Sunday  School  and  the  unit  on 
the  Christian  Family.  All  his  visits  for  such  purposes 
are  made  without  any  expense  to  the  local  church.  He 
is  especially  responsible  for  helping  and  advising  with 
the  Presbytery  Committees  in  the  planning  and  carry- 
ing out  of  their  program.  Since  the  direction  of  the 
whole  work  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Mann,  those 
churches  or  groups  who  wish  the  help  or  the  advice  of 
the  other  members  of  the  staff  are  asked  to  make  their 
arrangements  through  Mr.  Mann,  whose  office  is  in  the 
Myers  Park  Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

The  other  members  of  the  staff  are  listed  below: 
MISS  MARY  LOUISE  WOODSON,  DIRECTOR  OF 
YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK.  Miss  Woodson's  work  has 
to  do  with  helping  and  guiding  the  young  people's  coun- 
cils of  the  Synod  and  the  young  people's  councils  of  all 
the  Presbyteries  as  they  study  their  work  and  make  their 
plans  and  carry  out  their  activities  from  time  to  time. 
She  is  especially  interested  in  giving  help  to  the  Adult 
Advisers  of  the  local  young  people's  groups  and  she  is 
also  available  to  local  churches  in  helping  them  to  plan 
their  work  and  carry  it  out  more  effectively.  She  is  also 
available  for  a  limited  number  of  leadership  training 
classes,  especially  in  those  units  that  have  to  do  with  the 
young  people's  work.

CANVASS? 

March  4  was  the  time  appointed  for  the  Every- 
Member  Canvass  in  all  of  our  churches  and  the 
amount  expected  to  be  raised  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  was  $663,627.  We  trust  the  full  goal  has 
been  met  but  if  for  any  reason  the  canvass  has  not 
been  made  it  should  be  put  on  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date.  It  should  be  thorough.  EVERY  member 
should  be  seen  and  given  an  opportunity  to  make 
a  pledge.  There  are  always  many  absent  on  the  day 
the  canvass  is  made.  A  list  of  these  should  be  made, 
each  one  interviewed  and  given  the  privilege  of 
contributing  to  the  benevolent  cause  of  our  church. 
This  after  work  of  the  canvass  is  known  as  the 
"follow  up"  of  the  campaign  and  many  times  means 
the  success  or  failure  of  your  efforts. 

A  THROUGHOUT-THE-YEAR  CAMPAIGN 

There  should  be  a  committee  appointed  to  see  all 
new  members  as  they  come  into  the  church  from 
Sunday  to  Sunday  during  all  of  the  year.  In  some 
cases  new  members  are  not  given  the  opportunity 
of  making  a  pledge  until  the  next  Every-Member 
Canvass  a  year  hence.  When  children  are  received, 
this  committee  should  see  each  one  and  give  each  a 
package  of  envelopes  and  secure  a  pledge  on  the 
weekly  basis;  even  if  it  is  small  this  means  of  grace 
should  be  cultivated  from  childhood.  In  the  eyes 
of  some  treasurers  it  may  seem  too  small  a  business 
to  be  crediting  a  penny  or  nickel  per  Sunday  but 
there  is  much  more  than  the  money  value  at  stake. 
This  is  a  means  of  WORSHIP  that  should  be  cul- 
tivated most  tenderly  just  as  the  grace  of  PRAYER 
is  nurtured  from  earliest  childhood. 

MOTHER'S  DAY  OFFERING 

May  14  is  MOTHER'S  DAY.  This  date  has  been 
designated  by  our  General  Assembly  as  Defense 
Service  Council  Day  which  means  that  on  this  day 
the  churches  of  the  Assembly  are  asked  to  contrib- 
ute to  this  important  cause  the  sum  of  $191,600.

PRE-SYNOD  HOME  MISSION  CONFERENCE 
FOR  1944 

The  Pre-Synod  Home  Mission  Conference  last 
year  was  conceded  by  all  attending  to  be  the  best 
we  have  yet  held.  As  we  believe  in  improvement, 
it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Synod's  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee to  make  our  SEVENTH  conference  which  will 
be  held  at  Barioun  Springs  the  very  best  of  all.  A 
strong  Program  Committee  has  been  appointed,  head- 
ed by  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone  as  chairman.  It  is  not  too 
soon  to  be  arranging  to  be  present.  All  pastors  as 
well  as  all  home  mission  workers  are  invited  to  be 
present  as  well  as  the  ruling  elders  elected  to  rep- 
resent their  churches  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  at 
Barium  Springs.  A  full  account  of  this  conference 
will  appear  in  the  June  issue  of  THE  PRESBYTE- 
RIAN NEWS. 

CONFERENCE  ON  EVANGELISM 

Rev.  H.  H.  Thompson,  D.D.,  field  representative 
of  the  General  Assembly's  Permanent  Committee  on 
Evangelism,  has  held  several  most  helpful  confer- 
ences on  Evangelism  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  His  itineracy  brought  him  in 
contact  with  many  leaders  in  the  several  Presby- 
teries. The  meeting  in  Orange  Presbytery  was  held 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Burlington  of 
which  Dr.  Chester  Alexander  is  pastor.  A  splendid 
representation  of  the  churches  of  the  Presbytery 
was  present,  composed  of  pastors,  elders,  deacons 
and  officers  and  teachers  of  Sunday  schools.  The 
Auxiliaries  and  Young  People's  organizations  were 
also  represented.    After  an  interesting  address,  a 


free-for-all  conference  was  held  and  many  helpful 
suggestions  came  out  of  the  discussions. 

FOUR  DAVIDSON  PROFESSORS  RETIRING  ' 

Dr.  James  M.  Douglas,  for  the  past  43  years  pro- 
fessor of  Physics;  Dr.  Mark  E.  Sentelle,  for  41  years 
Cannon  professor  of  Bible  and  Philosophy;  Dr.  C.  M. 
Richards,  for  26  years  a  teacher  at  the  college  and 
for  18  years  professor  of  Bible,  Church  History  and 
Government;  and  Dr.  Frazer  Hood,  professor  of 
Psychology  for  the  last  24  years.  Under  the  whole- 
some influence  of  these  godly  men  more  than  3,000 
students  have  come  during  the  grand  total  of  135 
years  of  Christian  teaching  at  Davidson.  Their 
places  will  be  hard  to  fill.  It  must  be  with  a  feel- 
ing of  grateful  satisfaction  that  they  retire  from 
responsibilities  so  courageously  met  and  so  faith- 
fully discharged. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  INTERRACIAL  COMMISSION 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  D.D.,  is  the  State 
Chairman.  He  needs  no  introduction  for  he  is  wide- 
ly known,  deeply  appreciated  and  universally  loved. 

Aims  of  the  Commission 

1.  The  correction  of  injustices  and  inequalities 
growing  out  of  the  relations  of  white  and  negro 
people  in  the  South. 

2.  The  elimination  of  those  attitudes  which  pro- 
duce racial  friction  and  racial  discrimination. 

Creed  of  the  N  C.  Commission 

"We  believe  in  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the 
Brotherhood  of  man. 

"We  believe  in  the  common  American  ideals  of 
democratic  government. 

"We  believe  that  participation  in  the  duties  and 
benefits  of  democratic  citizenship  should  not  depend 
upon  race,  creed,  or  color. 

"We  believe  that  the  welfare  of  the  States  rests 
upon  the  welfare  of  all  of  its  citizens  who  compose 
the  State  and  that  a  large  class  of  underpriviliged 
people,  white  or  colored,  is  a  menace  to  the  welfare 
and  solidarity  of  the  whole  group." 

Fair  Employment  Practice  Committee 

The  "FEPC"  exists  to  defend  the  economic  rights 
of  minorities  including  13,000,000  Negroes,  the  larg- 
est of  these  groups.  The  first  Executive  Order  con- 
tained this  paragraph: 

"All  contracting  agencies  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  shall  include  in  all  contracts 
hereafter  negotiated  by  them  a  provision  obligating 
the  contractor  not  to  discriminate  against  any  em- 
ployee because  of  race,  creed,  color  or  national 
origin."  The  above  "Executive  Order"  proved  to  be 
ineffective  so  in  May  this  paragraph  was  revised 
and  included  in  his  Executive  Order  9346  which  he 
considered,  as  revised,  "water-tight."  The  "italics" 
were  added  by  the  president. 

"All  contracting  agencies  of  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  shall  include  in  all  contracts 
hereafter  negotiated  or  renegotiated  by  them  a  pro- 
vision obligating  the  contractor  not  to  discriminate 
against  any  employee  or  applicant  for  employment 
because  of  race,  creed,  color  or  national  origin 
and  requiring  him  to  include  a  similiar  provision 
in  all  sub-contracts." 

In  a  concrete  case  the  Comptroller  General  Lind- 
say C.  Warren  interpreted  the  word  "SHALL"  in 
the  above  "Executive  Order"  as  not  mandatory — 
"that  industries  and  trade  unions  could  comply  or 


not  comply  with  the  President's  order  as  they  saw 
fit."  In  November  the  President  publicly  declared 
that  his  Executive  Order  No.  9346  was  MANDA- 
TORY. 

Need  of  Clear  Definition  of  Terms 

By  NOT  knowing  what  the  President  meant  by 
one  word  he  used,  the  Comptroller  General  placed  a 
wrong  interpretation  on  the  Executive  Order  rela- 
tive to  employment  discrimination.  Not  only  this 
question  of  labor  discrimination  but  the  questions 
of  political,  social,  military  and  religious  discrim- 
inations are  the  live  topics  of  the  day  in  Church 
and  State.  In  all  discussions,  "terms"  used  should 
be  clearly  defined.  They  should  mean  the  same  thing 
in  the  thinking  of  each  person  considering  a  matter. 

BELK  CATECHISM  AWARD 

We  receive  many  inquiries  as  to  the  continua- 
tion of  the  Belk  Catechism  Award.  We  are  glad  to 
say  our  good  friend  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk  has  discontinued 
his  generous  offer.  We  repeat  the  following  state- 
ment: 

Recognizing  the  great  importance  of  the  study  of 
the  catechisms  of  our  church  by  the  youth  of  today,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Belk  has  most  generously  provided  an  "award" 

  for    the    perfect    recitation  of 

either  the  Child's  or  Shorter 
Catechism.  One  dollar  will  be 
given  by  him  for  perfectly  re- 
citing the  Child's  Catechism  and 
two  for  perfectly  reciting  the 
Shorter  Catechism.  The  condi- 
tions are  as  follows:  The  Catech- 
isms must  be  PERFECTLY  re- 
cited to  pastor,  superintendent 
of  the  Sunday  school  or  Sunday 
school  teacher.  The  names  must 
be  sent  to  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie, 
P.O.  Box  1124,  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
with  statement  from  one  of  the 
parties  mentioned  above  that  the 
recitation  was  perfect,  giving  the  name  of  church  or 
Sunday  school  attended. 

This  offer  is  not  limited  to  the  children.  Adults  may 
take  advantage  of  this  offer.  Quite  a  number  have  been 
heard  from.  Some  children  decide  to  make  improvements 
in  their  Sunday  class  room  and  contribute  their  cash 
"awards"  received  for  this  purpose. 

ARRANGE  FOR  EVANGELISTIC  MEETINGS 

Our  Synod's  Evangelist,  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport, 
has  been  supplying  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Goldsboro  during  the  few  months  of  the  winter 
since  it  was  not  convenient  for 
many  churches  to  hold  pro- 
tracted services  at  this  time. 
Mr.  Davenport  is  now  holding 
meetings  and  is  open  for  dates 
in  any  Presbytery  desiring 
his  services.  You  should  apply 
for  date  as  early  as  possible 
that  he  may  include  you  in  his 
schedule  for  the  year.  The 
earnest  presentation  of  the 
gospel  by  Mr.  Davenport  has 
been  most  fruitful  during  the 
past  year  and  the  indications 

are  that  the  hearts  of  the  people  are  turning  more 
and  more  to  God  as  they  face  the  world  crisis  and 
we  are  confident  this  year  will  witness  a  larger 
number  accepting  Christ  as  a  personal  Saviour  than 
last  year.

Not  only  our  faithful 
church  members  but  many  from  other  denominations 
and  non-church  members  are  attending.  In  one  meet- 
ing last  week  we  had  a  Christian,  a  Brethren,  an 
Episcopalian,  a  Methodist,  some  Presbyterians  and 
three  non-church  members.  Last  Wednesday  night 
our  two  cottage  meetings'  attendance  totaled  40. 
Our  average  attendance  in  February  was  32. 

The  work  on  our  church  building  has  been  very 
.slow  due  to  the  weather  conditions.  However,  the 
Lord  willing,  we  hope  to  be  finished  by  April  1. 

EL  BETHEL 

You  will  notice  that  our  worship  services  for 
this  month  show  a  happy  increase  and  that  despite 
the  adverse  weather  conditions  and  the  difficulty  in 
traveling  which  is  natural  in  the  country  section. 

We  are  thinking  of  starting  an  out-post  Mission 
Sunday  school  about  three  miles  west  of  El  Bethel. 
There  is  a  former  school  building  in  the  community 
in  which  a  Primitive  Baptist  minister  holds  a  serv- 
ice once  month.  Quite  a  number  of  people  from 
this  community  attend  our  services  in  El  Bethel  and 
I  am  wondering  what  effect  this  project  will  have 
on  their  attendance  at  the  church.  I  do  not  want  to 
decrease  the  attendance  at  El  Bethel  if  I  can  help 
it.  However,  this  new  work  may  increase  it.  Could 
you  offer  me  some  counsel  in  this  matter?  I  would 
appreciate  your  help. 

The  work  on  this  church  building  improvements 
is  nearly  finished.  You  will  not  recognize  the  new 
El  Bethel.  We  are  all  pleased  with  the  improve- 
ments, both  within  and  without,  beyond  words. 

Rev.  John  P.  LaForte  is  pastor  of  Riverview  and 
El  Bethel  churches. 

IMMANUEL  CHURCH,  Rev.  J.  A.  Ricks,  Pastor. 

There  are  two  things  I  want  to  report,  of  especial 
interest: 

(1)  We  are  having  a  campaign  by  the  elders  in 
which  we  are  trying  to  get  every  family  in  the  con- 
gregation to  have  family  prayers  every  day.  We 
have  visited  in  most  of  the  homes  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two  or  three  they  have  all  started  family 


prayer.  The  team  of  elders  visited  in  each  home, 
making  suggestions  as  to  how  to  begin  family 
prayer:  Start  with  the  Lord's  Prayer  being  joined 
in  by  all ;  then  in  about  a  week  each  to  have  a  sen- 
tence prayer,  after  the  Scripture;  then  it  would  not 
be  long  before  each  would  be  able  to  have  a  prayer 
of  his  own. 

(2)  Our  Church  has  pledged  to  pay  half  of  my 
salary  for  the  coming  church  year,  said  amount 
being  $800.  We  feel  that  is  not  bad  for  a  church 
just  a  little  over  two  years  old. 

EDENTON,  Rev.  D.  C.  Crawford,  Jr.,  Pastor. 

During  the  process  of  building  their  new  church, 
the  services  have  been  held  in  homes  and  the  Epis- 
copal Parish  house.  Just  recently  a  nice  new  brick- 
fronted  store  has  been  rented  to  be  used  as  long  as 
necessary  for  services.  With  the  cooperation  of  all 
the  congregation  and  friends  with  the  minister,  the 
store  very  shortly  was  transformed  into  a  very  re- 
spectable, worshipful  little  church.  The  entire  at- 
mosphere has  changed.  The  Sunday  school  roll  has 
picked  up  and  attendance  doubled.  And  each  person 
feels  like  it's  his  church,  and  is  more  encouraged 
to  attend  and  bring  others. 

CHERRYVILLE,  Rev.  J.  W.  Cobb,  Supply-Pastor 

Dr.  Cobb  is  doing  a  most  excellent  job  at  Cherry- 
ville.  All  phases  of  church  work  reflect  the  guiding 
hand  of  a  wise  and  experienced  leader.  The  holding 
of  joint  sessions  of  Auxiliary  and  the  men  of  the 
church  is  an  excellent  idea.  Dr.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage, 
our  missionary  from  Kwangju,  Korea,  recently  visit- 
ed this  congregation  and  delivered  several  addresses 
in  the  community.  Upon  request  of  Dr.  Cobb  he 
prepared  the  following  paragraph  embodying  the 
gist  of  his  discourses: 

"We  have  heard  of  the  atrocities  of  the  Japan- 
ese; they  are  true  but  not  all  the  truth;  these  re- 
cent reports  are  mild  compared  with  the  atrocities 
in  China.  They  are,  however,  but  the  natural  out- 
growth for  the  heathen  life  with  restraints  removed. 
When  people  worship  the  dead  or  a  useless  idol  there 
are  no  moral  principles  proclaimed.  It  is,  I  know, 
the-  common  understanding  of  Americans  that  other 
religions  besides  Christianity  proclaim  or  preach 
righteousness;  but  not  once  in  33  years  of  residence 
in  the  far  East,  during  which  time  I  traveled  about 
much,  have  I  heard  of  a  talk  on  righteousness  in  a 
heathen  religious  ceremony.  As  Paul  says,  the 
heathen  have  the  law  written  on  their  consciences, 
as  they  show  by  judging  others;  but  this  has  no 
connection  with  their  heathen  religious  worship. 
1ft  every  other  particular  heathen  religions  are  con- 
trary to  Christianity.  Their  gods  are  local;  Christ 
is  everywhere.  Theirs  are  many;  ours  is  one.  Their 
gods  are  consulted  when  needed;  Christians  live 
with  Christ.  Christ  binds  men  together  in  peace  and 
love;  the  heathen  gods  divide  men  by  continued 
selfishness.  Compare  the  treatment  received  by  the 
missionaries  from  the  Japanese,  those  with  whom 
Christ  lived,  and  the  treatment  received  by  our  sol- 
diers, many  of  whom  blasphemed  Christ  day  and 
night.  Pray  that  our  soldiers  may  take  Christ  as 
their  Saviour  and  live  with  Him.  If  so,  the  heathen 
Japanese  will  not  have  a  chance." 
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SPINDALE,  Rev.  J.  W.  Hassell,  Pastor 

The  program  of  general  religious  instruction 
carried  on  in  this  community  is  certainly  unique. 
The  cooperation  between  the  leading  churches  in 
promoting  public  school  Bible  instruction,  and  the 
cooperation  of  the  school  authorities  in  the  enter- 
prise leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  We  are  now 
in  the  second  year  of  Bible  teaching  in  our  local 
high  school.  Over  200  students  are  enrolled. 

A  budget  of  over  $1200  has  just  been  pledged  for 
the  employment  of  a  second  teacher,  who  will  teach 
the  Bible  in  three  elementary  schools.  This  work 
is  expected  to  begin  with  the  fall  term.  We  are  now 
in  search  of  a  qualified  instructor. 

In  connection  with  this  Bible  teaching,  ministers 
of  the  churches  sponsoring  the  Bible  program,  are 
conducting  a  preaching  service  once  a  week  in  each 
of  the  seven  schools  of  this  district.  In  this  way, 
all  the  school  children  and  high  school  students  are 
having  a  preaching  service  each  week.  These  num- 
ber 2,500.  This  feature  of  our  program  was  sug- 
gested and  urged  by  the  school  superintendent.  We 
are  looking  for  great  things  to  come  from  this 
set-up. 

PIEDMONT-SHILOH  GROUP 

Rev.  W.  C.  McLauchlin,  Pastor 

Just  at  this  time,  word  comes  that  the  fire  out 
at  Kirkpatrick  Heights,  which  destroyed  part  of  the 
Community  House  where  we  have  been  conducting 
our  Sunday  school,  did  much  more  serious  damage 
than  was  at  first  thought.  We  thought  it  would  be 
only  a  question  of  days  before  we  could  get  the  Sun- 
day school  going  as  usual  in  the  main  room  and  other 
smaller  rooms  at  the  Community  House.  Now  it 
appears  that  it  may  be  weeks  before  the  repairs  can 
be  completed.  The  most  serious  damage  was  to  the 
heating  plant,  which  has  been  completely  put  out 
of  commission.  Uncle  Sam  often  takes  quite  a  while 
to  act  on  such  things,  so  it  may  be  some  weeks  be- 
fore the  repaired  building  can  be  heated  even  after 
it  is  ready  for  use.  We  will  have  to  make  other  ar- 
rangements for  the  Sunday  school,  to  provide  for  it 
until  the  Community  House  is  again  available.  It 
is  entirely  too  promising  a  work  to  be  abandoned 
or  even  allowed  to  lapse  for  a  few  weeks.  The  peo- 
ple out  there  appreciate  it,  and  it  is  the  only  hope 
most  of  them  have  of  getting  their  children  into 
any  Sunday  school. 

The  fire  out  at  Kirkpatrick  Heights  only  empha- 
sizes a  fact  we  have  been  facing  all  along,  that  is, 
that  we  need  a  building  of  our  own  out  there.  There 
are  many  handicaps  connected  with  the  use  of  a 
Government  owned  building  for  carrying  on  a  pro- 
gram of  church  work.  One  of  our  fine  Presbyterians 
has  offered  us  a  lot  out  in  the  Kirkpatrick  Heights 
neighborhood.  It  is  a  well-located,  large,  high,  gofod 
lot.  If  some  other  fine  Presbyterians  would  provide 
the  funds  for  putting  up  a  proper  building,  the  work 
ouc  there  could  make  great  progress  now. 

The  epidemic  of  flu  and  pneumonia  in  our  con- 
gregations seems  to  be  on  the  wane  now.  At  one 
time,  about  seventy  per  cent  of  the  homes  in  the 
Shiloh  and  Piedmont  congregations  had  one  or  more 
cases  of  liu,  pneumonia,  or  some  other  serfous  di- 
sease. We  are  looking  for  a  continuance  of  regular 
increase  in  the  size  of  our  congregation  which  has 
been  interrupted  by  the  unusual  incident  of  illness 
in  the  two  congregations. 


JOHNSON  MEMORIAL  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

Rev.  J.  W.  Walkup,  Pastor. 

The  membership  of  Johnson  Memorial  Presby- 
terian Church  has  shown  a  fine  interest  in  the  ben- 
evolent work  of  the  church,  especially  the  causes  for 
emphasis  during  the  fall  and  winter  months.  The 
Sunday  school  presented  a  Christmas  program  and 
treat  which  was  enjoyed  by  all  the  members.  The 
Sunday  School  Library  is  now  being  used  by  a 
number  of  young  people  and  adults.  The  Women's- 
Auxiliary  assisted  by  the  young  people  of  the  church, 
presented  a  program  on  Foreign  Missions  for  the 
joint  meeting  of  the  three  groups,  women,  men,  and 
young  people.  Interest  in  all  phases  of  the  work 
has  grown  steadily.  One  of  our  young  people  has 
recited  both  Catechisms  and  has  received  the  awards 
from  Mr.  Belk  and  a  New  Testament  and  Bible. 

RUNNYMEDE  CHAPEL,  Rev.  J.  W.  Walkup,  Pastor 
The  Runnymede  congregation  has  greatly  in- 
creased its  gifts  to  the  causes  of  the  church.  The 
membership  of  the  church  has  shown  a  fine  interest 
in  the  benevolent  work  of  the  church.  A  series  of 
revival  services  was  held  by  Rev.  R.  K.  Davenport, 
Evangelist  of  the  Synod.  The  spiritual  messages 
were  heard  by  a  large  number  of  people.  The  other 
churches  of  the  community  showed  a  good  spirit  of 
cooperation  and  interest.  Two  adults  were  received 
on  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ.  The  Sunday 
school  gave  a  program  and  treat  during  the  Christ- 
mas season.  The  intermediates  presented  a  program 
on  Foreign  Missions  for  the  whole  church.  At  the 
close  of  the  service  an  offering  was  received  for  this- 
cause.  The  church  is  making  an  effort  to  improve 
the  work  of  the  Sunday  school.  The  teachers  and 
other  interested  workers  have  joined  in  the  study 
of  a  first  series  course  in  leadership  training  taught 
by  the  pastor. 

ELISE  CHURCH,  Rev.  J.  E.  Ratchford,  Pastor 

On  Sunday,  February  6,  1944,  the  enlarged  and 
redecorated  Elise  Church  was  dedicated.  The  Rev, 
L.  A.  McLaurin  of  Mullins,  S.  C,  preached  for  the 
occasion.  The  original  church  was  built  in  1924, 
but  so  far  as  anyone  knows  it  was  never  dedicated. 
At  the  same  time  new  pews  which  were  purchased 
and  installed  this  past  year  were  also  dedicated. 
The  session  of  the  church  is  planning  to  ask  the 
congregation  to  raise  the  pastor's  salary  $175  for 
the  next  church  year.  Eight  persons  have  been 
added  to  the  membership  of  this  church  during  the 
present  church  year. 

ELIZABETH  CITY,  Rev.  Clayton  C.  Crawford. 

By  request,  Mr.  Crawford  sent  to  the  Presbyte- 
rian News  the  following  about  the  work  being  done 
for  our  armed  forces  by  his  church:  This  work  is 
by  far  the  most  valuable  contribution  that  our 
church  is  making  to  the  Kingdom  at  a  time  like  this. 
Almost  every  single  bit  of  effort  expended  in  this- 
direction  pays  rich  dividends.  For  example,  this 
letter  came  to  me  last  week  from  a  young  man  in 
the  Navy  awaiting  embarkation  to  the  combat  zone, 
I  will  quote  but  one  or  two  paragraphs. 

"Comes  now  the  time  for  me  to  thank  you,  and 
through  you  those  who  make  up  your  flock,  for  the 
way  I  was  taken  in  and  made  to  feel  that  I  be- 
longed. You  know  the  way  of  a  sailor,  while  not  al- 
wavs  hard,  is  beset  on  all  sides  by  many  alluring 
temptations.  I  hope  that  I  would  have  mastered  these 
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in  any  event,  but  you  made  it  so  easy.  You  have 
cleared  the  way  for  me  wherever  I  may  go.  You, 
and  your  people  have  really  made  my  life  for  me. 
If  I  possibly  can,  I'll  pass  on  a  bit  of  what  you 
gave  me,  and  if  I  help  anyone  to  be  more  like  the 
man  his  mother  wants  him  to  be,  will  that  be  re- 
paying you?  I  hope  so.  It  may  be  quite  a  few 
days  before  I  hear  the  chimes  from  the  tower  of  our 
church.  I'm  sure  I'll  be  many  more  miles  away  than 
I  am  now  before  that  time  does  come.  None  the  less, 
that  day  will  come  and  when  it  does,  I  want  you  in 
the  pulpit,  Lillian  at  the  organ,  'Goss'  in  his  cor- 
ner in  the  choir  and  that  wonderful  man,  Mr.  Melick, 
in  his  pew  near  the  front.  When  I  see  that  again, 
I'll  be  home  again." 

It  might  seem  that  this  is  an  unusual  letter  and 
I  suppose  that  it  is,  but  you  would  be  surprised  at 
the  many  such  letters  in  my  files. 

Two  lads  said  something  like  this  to  me  in  the 
same  week  some  time  ago.  "I  just  cannot  under- 
stand this — for  years  my  mother  has  been  urging 
me  to  take  this  step,  but  without  success — here  I 
am,  a  thousand  miles  from  home,  making  a  pro- 
fession of  faith  in  a  strange  town  and  in  a  strange 
church — it  doesn't  make  sense,  does  it?  I  guess  this 
church  and  program  and  the  urgency  of  getting 
right  with  God  must  explain  it." 

Every  week  letters  come  to  me  from  all  parts  of 
the  United  States,  from  Canada,  from  England,  Aus- 
tralia, New  Zealand,  India,  from  the  mothers  of  our 
own  boys,  from  the  mothers  or  other  relatives  of 
R.  A.  F.  boys  whom  we  have  served  while  stationed 
here,  or  from  the  boys  themselves.  In  one  mail  re- 
cently there  were  three  letters,  two  from  Australia 
and  one  from  New  Zealand.  One  of  these  letters,  the 
one  from  Auckland,  New  Zealand,  was  from  a  re- 
tired Presbyterian  minister  in  his  84th  year.  He 
thanked  me  for  the  interest  I  had  taken  in  his  grand- 
son who  had  been  stationed  here  for  a  week  or  two 
in  the  R.  A.  F.  Ferry  Command  and  then  told  me 
he  was  trying  to  reciprocate  by  serving  our  Ameri- 
can boys  of  whom  there  are  some  thousands  in 
Auckland  camps. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  sights  is  to  look  down 
from  my  pulpit  and  note  that  half  of  my  congrega- 
tion is  in  uniform.  In  our  last  issue  of  "On  The 
Home  Front"  which  was  mailed  to  you  recently, 
you  will  note  that  on  a  recent  Sunday,  three  of  the 
four  men  in  our  choir  were  service  men,  four  of  the 
eight  women  were  service  men's  wives  and  one  was 
a  Spar.  Fully  half  the  congregation  that  night  were 
men  or  women  in  uniform.

Jacksonville  Presbyterian  Church  and

The  Educational  Building  erected  by  the  Synod- 
ical  of  North  Carolina  is  now  completed  and  ren- 
dering excellent  service  to  the  enlisted  men.  This 
picture  gives  a  view  of  the  Jacksonville  church  and 
the  Educational  Building  in  the  rear.  Not  only 
have  the  good  women  of  the  Synodical  paid  nearly 
$6,000  toward  the  construction  of  this  building  but 
have  also  practically  furnished  it.  The  next  thing 
I  expect  to  hear  is  that  these  good  women  are  going 
to  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  this  Hos- 
pitality House  of  their  creation.  It  will  be  just  like 
them  to  do  it.  How  would  we  get  along  without  the 
valuable  assistance  of  our  wonderful  working  wom- 
en of  our  church! 

THE  LEGEND  OF  THE  DOGWOOD 

At  the  time  of  the  Crucifixion  the  dogwood  at- 
tained the  size  of  the  oak  and  other  forest  trees. 
So  strong  and  firm  was  the  wood  of  it  that  it  was 
chosen  for  the  timber  of  the  cross. .  To  be  thus 
user!  for  such  a  cruel  purpose,  greatly  distressed  the 
tree,  and  Jesus  smiled  upon  it,  sensed  this,  and,  in 
His  gentle  pity  for  sorrow,  said  to  it: 

"Because  of  your  regret  and  pity  for  my  suffer- 
ing, I  make  you  this  promise:  Never  again  shall  the 
dogwood  tree  grow  enough  to  be  used  for  a  cross. 
Henceforth  it  shall  be  slender  and  bent  and  twisted, 
and  its  blossoms  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  cross — 
two  long  petals  and  two  short  petals,  and  in  the 
center  of  the  outer  edge  of  each  petal  there  will 
be  nail  prints,  brown  with  rust  and  stained  with 
blood.  And  in  the  center  of  the  flower  there  will  be 
an  image  of  the  crown  of  thorns  and  all  who  see  it 
will  remember  that  it  was  upon  a  dogwood  tree  I 
was  crucified,  and  this  tree  sha'll  not  be  mutilated 
or  destroyed,  but  cherished  as  a  reminder  of  my 
death  upon  the  cross."

BIBLE  STUDY  FOR  1944-1945 

"Search  the  Scriptures  daily." — Acts  17:11. 
II  Corinthians  has  been  selected  for  our  Auxil- 
iary Bible  study  for  the  year  1944-1945.  I  am  sure 
there  are  many  spiritual  blessings  in  store  for  those 
of  us  who  enter  into  a  deep,  en- 
riching study  of  this  epistle.  It 
is  my  hope  and  prayer  that  there 
will  be  an  ever-increasing  number 
of  our  women   who   "search  the 
scriptures  daily"  as  we  study  to- 
gether this  year,  II  Corinthians. 

A  professor  of  Bible  in  one  of 
our  seminaries,  upon  hearing  of 
the  scripture  which  had  been 
chosen  for  study  in  the  Auxiliary 
in  the  coming  church  year,  said 
that  he  had  encouraged  his  stu- 
dents in  a  plan  of  Bible  Study  and  reading  which 
he  had  found  profitable.  His  plan  is  to  start  with 
one  of  the  gospels,  then  go  to  the  Acts  of  the  Apos- 
tles and  from  there  go  to  one  of  the  epistles. 

The  Auxiliary  study  for  1944-1945  will  complete 
just  such  a  three-year  cycle.  In  1943-44  we  studied 
the  Gospel  of  Luke;  during  the  present  year  we 
have  been  studying  the  Book  of  Acts  and  next  year 
we  will  study  Paul's  second  letter  to  the  Corin- 
thians. 

II  Corinthians  has  been  chosen  as  our  study 
for  three  reasons.  First,  it  is  desirable  to  follow 
the  study  of  Acts  with  an  epistle;  second,  it  sur- 
passes all  of  the  epistles  in  presenting  Paul's  ac- 
count of  his  experiences  as  an  ambassador  for 
Christ;  and  third,  it  presents  emphases  which 
Christians  need  especially  to  consider  anew  today. 

The  guide  for  the  intensive  study  in  five  lessons 
has  been  prepared  by  Dr.  Manford  G.  Gutzke.  The 
material  for  personal  study  is  found  in  a  "Guide 
Book  for  the  Individual."  The  Circle  Bible  medita- 
tions are  found  in  the  book  with  the  title,  "Circle 
Leader's  Booklet."  All  of  these  are  available  from 
the  Committee  on  Woman's  Work,  Henry  Grandy 
Bid?.,  Atlanta  3,  Ga.

that  in  1943  accidents  took  a  toll  of  94,500  persons 
killed  and  9,700,000  injured.  The  cost  in  dollars  was 
$5,000,000. 

A  total  of  41,500  workers  lost  their  lives  off  and 
on  the  job.  It  has  been  estimated  that  the  time  lost 
because  of  mishaps  was  equivalent  to  a  complete 
shutdown  for  a  full,  year  of  war  plants  employing 
150,000  persons.  Although  the  fatalities  in  1943 
were  iy2  per  cent  under  those  for  1942,  nevertheless 
the  accidents  were  three  per  cent  greater  in  1943 
than  in  1942. 

Motor  car  accidents  were  responsible  for  23,300 
deaths  and  this  was  almost  5,000  under  the  total 
for  1942  and  the  smallest  number  since  1925. 


CHRISTIAN  CONFERENCE  OF  NEGRO  WOMEN 

Although  the  d,ates  for  the  one-week  Christian 
Conference  of  Negro  Women  have  not  yet  been  set, 
this  will  serve  to  remind  you  that  this  event  in  our 
church  year  is  not  far  off  and  it  is  not  a  bit  too 
soon  to  begin  making  plans  for  sending  a  delegate. 
As  you  make  up  your  budgets  for  the  new  year, 
inciude  the  expense  of  one  or  more  delegates — 
several  small  auxiliaries  often  share  the  expense  of 
a  delegate  and  others  contribute  materials  for  hand- 
work thereby  enjoying  the  feeling  of  having  a  part 
in  this  important  work. 

In  choosing  a  delegate,  remember  it  is  wiser  to 
send  a  mature  woman  and  always  send  one  who  is  a 
leader  in  her  church  or  community  or  one  who  has 
leadership  potentialities.  Like  ourselves,  our  negro 
friends  may  need  a  good  bit  of  time  for  preparation 
for  such  a  trip,  so  do  not  wait  until  the  last  minute 
to  make  your  choice. 

The  date,  expenses  and  other  information  relat- 
ing to  the  Conference  will  be  in  the  hands  of  your 
Presbyterial  President,  and  perhaps  your  local  pres- 
ident, some  time  in  April  and  all  the  plans  can  be 
completed  well  in  advance  of  the  date. 

1944  BIRTHDAY  OBJECTIVE 

"The  two-fold  objective  for  the  Auxiliary  Birth- 
day Gift  of  1944  will  make  a  direct  appeal  to  the 
heart  of  every  woman  in  the  church,"  writes  Mrs. 
F.  R.  Crawford,  chairman  of  Assembly's  Commit- 
tee On  Woman's  Work.  Continuing,  she  says,  "The 
Presbyterian  School  for  Mexican  Girls  at  Taft,  Tex- 
as, is  one  in  which  the  women  of  the  church  have 
a  particular  interest,  as  the  Auxiliary  was  instru- 
mental in  starting  this  school  twenty  years  ago.  We 
are  also  interested  as  good  neighbors  and  friends 
to  these  at  our  southern  door. 

"Furthermore,  this  gift  will  be  a  natural  sup- 
plement to  the  1943  gift  for  Christian  literature  in 
Mexico,  since  these  girls,  many  of  them,  will  receive 
their  training  in  this  school,  and  return  to  their  own 
land  and  be  used  in  teaching  or  perhaps  in  prepar- 
ing such  literature. 

"The  second  objective  is  one  in  which  the  whole 
Church  has  direct  responsibility,  but  the  women  of 
the  Auxiliary  will  welcome  the  opportunity  to  share 
their  Birthday  Gift  with  this  cause  so  near  to  the 
heart  of  each  one  at  this  particular  time.  For  this 
part  of  the  gift  will  be  used  by  the  Defense  Service 
Council  to  further  the  spiritual  life  of  those  in  the 
armed  forces,  and  also  to  help  in  maintaining  the 
tie  with  the  home  church.  It  will  also  aid  the  small 
churches  in  areas  near  the  camps  and  defense  cen- 
ters in  carrying  out  a  greatly  enlarged  program  due 
to  the  present  conditions. 

"Both  of  these  objectives  are  worthy  of  sacri- 
ficial giving,  as  they  are  primarily  devoted  to  the 
task  of  building  Christian  character,  and  thereby 
strengthening  the  Church  both  now  and  for  the 
future.  So  let  us  not  only  prepare  to  give,  but  be- 
gin now  to  pray,  that  the  money  needed  for  these 
worthy  causes  may  be  given  and  may  be  used  for 
the  upbuilding  and  advancement  of  His  Kingdom."

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  EXTENSION,  by  Rev.  0.  C.  Wil- 
liamson, D.D.,  chairman  of  Synod's  Committee  of 
Religious  Education. 

Due  to  the  liberality  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Price,  an  elder 
in  the  Caldwell  Memorial  Church,  Charlotte,  who 
offered  to  give  $1200  a  year  towards  the  support  of 
a  full-time  worker,  our  Synod's  committee  has  been 
able  to  take  a  forward  step  in  the  field  of  Sunday 
School  Extension.  We  secured  Miss  Margaret  Sells, 
one  of  bur  missionaries  home  from  China,  due  to  the 
emergency,  who  gave  us  three  months  service  in  the 
defense  areas  around  Burlington,  before  enlisting  in 
the  WAVES  to  teach  Chinese  to  Naval  officers.  We 
have  just  secured  Miss  Claudia  Fraser  to  take  her 
place  for  three  months,  and  she  will  begin  her  serv- 
ices in  the  area  around  Hickory,  where  the  local 
church  has  plans  for  opening  two  outpost  Sunday 
schools. 

We  feel  very  fortunate  in  having  secured  the 
services  of  Miss  Sara  Little,  a  member  of  Amity 
Presbyterian  Church  near  Charlotte,  a  graduate  of 
Queen's  College  and  this  year's  president  of  the 
student  body  at  A.  T.  S.,  who  will  come  as  full-time 
Extension  Worker  the  first  of  June. 

There  are  many  opportunities  for  out-post  Sun- 
day schools  throughout  our  Synod.  The  shifting  of 
population  into  defense  areas,  and  the  suburbs  of 
nearly  every  town  in  the  state  offer  golden  oppor- 
tunities that  other  denominations  are  taking  advan- 
tage of  in  every  section.  According  to  the  records 
of  March  31,  1943,  our  Synod  had  only  72  outposts 
while  Virginia  had  119,  and  Appalachia  had  108. 
These  outposts  in  our  Synods  were  divided  among 
our  Presbyteries  as  follows:  Albemarle,  10;  Concord, 
6;  Fayetteville,  14;  Granville,  2;  Kings  Mountain,  7; 
Mecklenburg,  11;  Orange,  7;  Wilmington,  11;  and 
Winston-Salem,  4. 

According  to  a  recent  pamphlet  sent  out  by  the 
Department  of  Sunday  School  Extension  in  Rich- 
mond, taking  the  entire  population  of  our  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church  area,  only  23  per  cent  of  the 
population  is  enrolled  in  any  Sunday  school  of  any 
denomination,  with  a  possible  two  per  cent  enrolled 
in  some  other  form  of  Bible  Study,  leaving  25  per 
cent  of  the  entire  church  membership  unenlisted, 
and  another  50  per  cent  of  the  total  population  en- 
tirely untouched  by  any  church,  making  a  total  of 
75  per  cent  of  the  people  in  our  Southland  who  are 
receiving  no  Bible  teaching.  The  commission  ap- 
pointed by  President  Roosevelt  to  study  the  youth 
problem  of  the  nation  reported  that  one-half  of  all 
children  and  youth  of  school  age  were  without  any 
religious  instruction.  Further  investigation  has 
proved  that  95  per  cent  of  our  criminals  are  coming 
from  this  neglected  half. 

If  there  is  to  be  a  permanent  advance  in  Sunday 
school  enrollment  and  evangelism,  our  people  must 


The  mid-year  Commencement  Exercises  were 
held  in  the  Davidson  College  Auditorium  on  Janu- 
ary 28,  at  noon.  The  address  was  delivered  by  Rev. 
John  A.  Redhead,  D.D.,  of  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte.  Nine  students  were  awarded 
their  degrees  at  that  time.  Four  of  the  number  are 
accepted  for  various  medical  schools  in  the  country; 
three  of  them  having  already  undertaken  their  work. 
Two  of  the  nine  are  entering  the  ministry;  another, 
Mr.  Edgar  Patterson  of  Charlotte,  is  retained  at 
Davidson  to  serve,  temporarily  at  least,  as  YMCA 
secretary;  and  still  another,  Mr.  H.  P.  Royster,  is 
retained  for  work  as  an  instructor  of  Aviation 
Cadets  in  Physics. 

The  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Dav- 
idson College  was  held  on  Wednesday,  February  16. 
A  number  of  important  matters  looking  to  the  future 
policies  of  Davidson  College  were  discussed  and 
decided. 

The  enrollment  of  civilian  students  in  the  col- 
lege for  the  second  semester  is  approximately  160. 
Of  this  number,  16  are  freshmen  who  were  admitted 
on  January  29,  after  accelerated  preparatory  and 
high  school  courses.  Five  hundred  Aviation  Cadets 
continue  their  training  on  the  campus. 

The  college  is  deeply  interested  in  the  effort  to 
secure  the  funds  this  year  for  the  erection  of  an  ade- 
quate church  building  when  building  restrictions 
have  been  lifted;  $250,000  is  being  sought  for  this 
purpose.  Approximately  half  the  amount  has  been 
subscribed  during  the  fall.  It  is  a  matter  in  which 
the  Administration  of  Davidson  College  feels  that 
the  whole  Assembly  should  be  concerned,  but  es- 
pecially the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  The  original 
structure  was  provided  largely  by  the  churches  of 
the  Synod.  One  could  hardly  think  of  any  place 
in  the  entire  Assembly  where  an  adequate  church 
plan  is  more  important  than  on  the  Davidson  cam- 
pus. The  present  structure  is  manifestly  inadequate 
and  suffers  dreadfully  by  comparison  with  the  beau- 
tiful new  structures  which  house  other  departments 
of  the  college's  life.

The  Program  of  Development  of  Queens  College 

Christian  colleges  are  now  in  the  hour  of  their  op- 
portunity. Our  world  drifted  along  in  material  pros- 
perity, forgetting  that  spiritual  foundations  alone  can 
be  an  adequate  basis  for  an  enduring  civilization.  Men 
failed  to  see  that  even  material  welfare  is  built  upon 
qualities  of  character,  courage,  and  initiative.  The  grim 
realities  of  today  are  causing  some  thoughtful  men  and 
women  to  realize  that  unless  we  strengthen  our  spiritual 
foundations,  all  is  lost. 

The  Presbyterian  church  has  talked  much  about  edu- 
cation and  church  colleges,  but  has  done  very  little  about 
it.  Boasting  that  we  are  a  people  who  believe  in  educa- 
tion, we  have  permitted  other  denominations  to  run  rings 
around  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  their  educational  pol- 
icy and  planning.  In  the  South,  Presbyterians  no  longer 
stand  first  in  education,  but  have  dropped  at  least  to  a 
poor  third.  It  is  high  time  that  Presbyterians  wake  up 
and  do  something  about  it. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens  College  is  seeking 
to  face  realistically  our  Presbyterian  problem  and  begin 
to  do  something  about  it.  For  some  years  a  carefully 
thought-through  program  of  development  has  been  for- 
mulated. The  projected  development  calls  for  an  expendi- 
ture of  $1,250,000  for  additional  buildings  and  $2,000,000- 
00  for  additional  endowment  to  support  the  educational 
program  before  the  college  reaches  its  first  century  in 
1957. 

The  year  1943  saw  the  beginning  of  the  actual  effort 
to  obtain  these  funds.  In  November  a  Charlotte  campaign 
began  as  the  first  phase  in  the  Queens  College  develop- 
ment program.  The  funds  were  to  be  earmarked  for 
buildings  in  the  total  program  which  would  enable  the 
college  to  make  the  greatest  progress — a  new  heating 
plant  and  an  auditorium-music  building.  At  a  report 
meeting  on  January  14,  $141,164.55  in  cash  and  pledges 
was  reported.  At  the  Board  of  Trustees  meeting  on  Jan- 
uary 25,  plans  were  adopted  to  carry  forward  the  fund 
raising  program,  and  before  1944  ends,  it  is  hoped  that 
substantial  additional  sums  may  be  added  to  the  building 
fund. 

The  year  1943  also  brought  to  Queens  College  a  help- 
ful legacy.  Captain  James  Parks  Grey  of  Bristol,  Vir- 
ginia and  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  bequeathed  ten  per 
cent  of  a  perpetual  trust,  estimated  to  be  worth  $500,- 
000.00  to  the  college.  The  one-tenth  interest  has  added 
conservatively  $50,000  to  the  value  of  the  Queens  College 
endowment  Captain  Grey  has  also  set  a  splendid  ex- 
ample to  Presbyterian  laymen,  for  his  will  not  only  re- 
membered Queens  College,  but  King  College  and  David- 
son College.  If  more  Presbyterians  will  project  their 
lives  into  the  Christian  education  of  the  ongoing  stream 
of  youth,  a  new  day  will  come  to  our  Presbyterian  col- 
leges. 

These  accomplishments  at  Queens  are  but  a  begin- 
ning. Although  approximately  $200,000  has  been  added 
to  the  college  assets,  still  if  the  goal  is  attained,  more 
than  $3,000,000  must  be  raised  before  1957.  In  these  days 
when  church  colleges  have  great  opportunities,  we  believe 
that  Presbyterians  can  and  will  enable  their  colleges  to 
keep  up  with  those  of  other  denominations. 

Queens  College  seeks  to  serve  more  efficiently  in  the 
education  of  young  women.  In  the  South  we  have  not 
provided  for  young  women  equal  educational  advantages 
as  for  young  men.  Is  there  anything  more  important 
than  the  education  of  young  women,  for  "If  you  educate 
a  man,  you  educate  an  individual.  If  you  educate  a  wom- 
an, you  may  educate  a  whole  family"? 


THE  PRINCIPAL  AIM  -  by  Dean  Hazel  Morrison

The  founding  fathers  of  Flora  Macdonald  College 
placed  the  development  of  earnest  Christian  character  as 
the  principal  aim  of  the  institution.  This  they  felt  could 
be  secured  only  by  linking  sound  scholastic  instruction 
with  positive  Christian  training — a  combination  which 
Scotch  Presbyterians  have  ever  considered  essential.  To 
this  end  the  faculty  is  selected  not  only  for  superior 
scholarship,  but  also  for  sympathetic  cooperation  in  the 
carrying  out  of  this  purpose. 

On  this  foundation  has  been  built  a  superstructure  of 
cultural  influences.  Its  historic  background  and  the 
beauty  and  scientific  value  of  its  gardens  give  the  college 
an  indefinable  charm.  Personal  contacts  between  faculty 
and  students  and  a  democratic  atmosphere  aid  in  estab- 
lishing attitudes  of  mutual  helpfulness  and  sympathetic 
cooperation  The  typical  Flora  Macdonald  student  has 
something  which  defies  analysis  but  which  is  character- 
ized by  sincere  friendliness,  deep  earnestness  of  purpose 
and  a  great  desire  to  be  of  service  to  her  generation. 
In  this  way  she,  herself,  becomes  an  important  educa- 
tional factor.  We  believe  Flora  Macdonald  supplies  one 
of  the  most  vital  needs  of  the  world  today — the  oppor-

The  Great  Commission  for  Christian  Education 

In  the  great  commission  which  our  Lord  committed 
to  His  church,  He  not  only  laid  upon  the  hearts  of  His 
followers  the  task  of  evangelizing  the  world,  but  also  of 
teaching  the  world.  "Go  ye  and  teach  all  nations — 
teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you."  That  is  the  educational  program  that 
Christ  left  to  His  disciples. 

While  here  on  earth,  our  Lord  was  the  Master  teacher. 
He  took  men  who  were  spiritually  illiterate  and  for  three 
years  taught  them  by  precept  and  example  till  they  were 
prepared  to  go  out  as  apostles  of  their  Lord.  He  instructed 
individuals;  He  spoke  to  great  crowds;  up  and  down  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  land  He  went.  He  taught  in 
the  Temple,  by  the  seashore,  in  the  mountains,  by  the 
wayside,  in  private  homes.  The  people  heard  Him  gladly. 
In  wonder  they  said,  "No  man  ever  so  spake." 

When  Christ  was  leaving  the  earth  He  left  the  duty 
of  evangelizing  and  teaching  to  those  who  should  believe 
on  His  name.  It  first  came  to  the  Apostles  and  the 
others  who  were  on  the  mountain  in  Galilee.  It  has 
been  passed  on  to  others  in  successive  generations.  The 
message  comes  to  pastors,  parents,  Sunday  school  teach- 
ers, even  to  all  Christians,  "Go  teach." 

The  educational  task  is  a  great  one.  Christ  said  to 
teach  all  nations.  His  view  included  the  two  billion  peo- 
ple in  the  world,  every  color,  race  and  language;  none 
were  to  be  left  out.  We  have  begun  the  task  in  the  United 
States.  Twenty-six  million  children  are  in  our  secondary 
schools.  In  our  state  colleges  and  universities'  we  have 
690,000.  The  Church  colleges  have  almost  as  many.  The 
church  must  seek  to  matriculate  each  one  of  these  in 
the  school  of  Christ.  If  the  principles  which  have  made 
America  great  and  free  are  to  prevail  throughout  the 
earth,  Christ  must  be  known  unto  them. 

We  recognize  the  fact  that  a  secular  education  is 
very  important.  Daniel  Webster  has  said,  "On  the  dif- 
fusion of  education  among  the  people  rests  the  preserva- 
tion and  perpetuation  of  our  free  institutions."  But  we 
know  too  that  secular  education  is  not  enough.  Germany 
has  always  trained  well  the  intellects  of  her  people.  But 
the  principles  of  Christ  have  been  repudiated.  So  a 
ruthless  war  was  begun.  So  the  helpless  Jews  were  mis- 
treated. Herbert  Spencer  has  well  said,  "To  educate  the 
reason  without  educating  the  desire  is  like  placing  a 
repeating  rifle  in  the  hands  of  a  savage.  By  no  alchemy 
can  you  get  golden  conduct  from  leaden  instincts."  In  the 
last  bright  gleams  from  his  luminous  mind,  Woodrow 
Wilson  said,  "Our  civilization  cannot  survive  materially 
unless  it  is  redeemed  spiritually."  Calvin  Coolidge  well 
said,  "Mere  intelligence  is  not  enough.  Enlightenment 
must  be  accompanied  by  that  moral  power  which  is  the 
product  of  the  home  and  religion."  So  if  the  world  is  to 
be  saved,  it  must  be  enrolled  in  the  school  of  Christ. 

The  curriculum  of  the  school  of  Christ  includes  all  of 
His  commands.  We  can  but  mention  a  few  of  them.  "If 
a  man  serve  me,  let  him  follow  me."  "Repent:  for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand."  "Ye  must  be  born 
again."  "Let  your  light  so  shine."  "Go  and  do  thou 
likewise  "  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all 
thy  heart,  and  thy  neighbor  as  thyself."  "It  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  "Forgive  and  ye  shall 
be  forgiven."  "If  any  man  will  come  after  me  let  him 
deny  himself  and  take  up  his  cross  and  follow  me."  "If 
ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments."  "Be  ye  therefore 
perfect,  even  as  your  Father  in  Heaven  is  perfect." 

These  and  many  more  commands  Jesus  gave  to  His 
disciples  and  through  them  to  us.  They  are  not  only  to 
be  taught  us  that  we  may  know  them,  they  are  to  be

The  Seminary  has  just  received  the  sum  of  $25,000  for 
the  establishment  of  the  Mattie  Glover  Hocker  Memorial 
Scholarship  Fund.  This  is  the  largest  scholarship  fund 
in  the  possession  of  the  Seminary,  and  comes  to  us 
through  the  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mattie  Glover 
Hocker,  who  in  her  will  made  provision  that  her  brother, 
Mr.  Joseph  Glover,  an  elder  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  should  designate  the  bene- 
ficiary of  a  bequest  of  $25,000  for  a  religious  or  charitable 
foundation. 

The  principal  sum  of  $25,000  is  to  be  held  in  per- 
petuity and  the  income  from  it  is  to  be  used  annually 
in  the  education  of  Seminary  students.  It  is  expected  that 
there  will  be  at  least  one  Mattie  Glover  Hocker  scholar 
in  each  class  and  others  will  be  appointed  when  the 
revenues  from  the  foundation  justify  such  additional  ap- 
pointments. 

There  is  already  established  in  Montgomery  Presby- 
tery in  the  Synod  of  Virginia  a  Home"  Mission  Fund  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Hocker's  sister,  Miss  Irene  Glover.  It 
is  most  appropriate  that  an  endowment  in  memory  of  one 
sister  should  be  used  for  the  preparation  of  men  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry  while  an  endowment  in  memory  of 
another  sister  provides  funds  for  the  support  of  some  of 
these  men  in  the  Home  Mission  Fields  after  their  grad- 
uation. 

The  33rd  Sprunt  Lecture  Week,  January  30  -  Febru- 
ary 5,  1944,  was  a  memorable  one.  The  Sprunt  Lecturer, 
Dr.  D.  Maurice  Allan,  Professor  of  Philosophy  and  Psy- 
chology at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  presented  a  series 
of  seven  vital  lectures  on  "Science,  Personality,  and 
Christianity."  President  Francis  P.  Gaines  of  Washing- 
ton and  Lee  University,  delivered  four  lectures  on  "A 
Literary  Approach  to  the  Bible,"  and  Dr.  Joseph  L. 
Hromadka,  guest  professor  of  Apologetics  and  Christian 
Ethics  at  Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  delivered  five 
lectures  on  "Our  Civilization's  Doom  and  Resurrection." 
A  gratifying  number  of  out-of-town  ministers  were  able 
to  attend  these  lectures  and  all  voted  them  to  be  among 
the  most  helpful  in  the  long  series  of  lectures  delivered 
here. 

During  the  January  term,  19  ministers  were  in  resi- 
dence for  graduate  work.  Since  the  establishment  of  our 
Summer  Session  many  who  formerly  came  in  January 
now  come  in  August.  We  are  looking  forward  to  a  full 
school  in  the  summer  of  1944.  Dr.  J.  N.  Thomas  will 
again  be  the  director,  and  Dr.  J.  E.  Bear,  Dr.  D.  G. 
Miller,  Professor  B.  H.  Kelly,  and  Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr., 
will  constitute  the  faculty. 

Two  of  our  students,  Polk  Gammon  Moffett,  son  of 
the  late  Dr.  and  Mrs.  H.  M.  Moffett  of  Davidson,  and 
David  Sprunt,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter  Sprunt  of 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  completed  their  work  for  the  B.D. 
degree  in  January  and  have  been  accepted  for  the  Naval 
Chaplain  Corps  and  will  enter  Chaplain  School  in  March. 

Four  of  our  Fellows  elect  are  planning  to  enter  the 
Navy  as  chaplains  after  Commencement  in  May,  and 
the  fifth  having  been  turned  down  on  account  of  his  eyes, 
will  undertake  home  mission  work.  The  faculty  has 
granted  all  the  Fellows  Elect  the  privilege  of  postponing 
entering  upon  their  fellowship  year  until  after  the  war. 

The  Legislature  of  Virginia  has  removed  the  barriers 
to  the  consolidation  of  non-stock  educational  institutions 
so  that  the  way  is  now  clear  for  the  Directors  of  Union 
and  Louisville  to  proceed  with  their  negotiations  looking 
to  a  consolidation  of  these  two  institutions. 

Generous  response  has  been  made  to  the  effort  to  se- 
cure $50,000  to  finish  and  equip  the  Seminary  Library, 
but  the  goal  has  not  quite  been  reached. 

We  covet  the  continued  interest  and  prayers  of  the 
Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  in  the  work  which  we 
are  doing  here  to  prepare  men  for  the  Gospel  Ministry.

Kate  Fields  Grannis  Scholarship  Fund 

The  two  sons  of  Mrs.  Kate  Fields  Grannis,  who  lives 
in  Fayetteville,  have  given  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
$5,000  with  which  to  establish  a  scholarship  fund  in 
honor  of  their  mother.  The  trustees  have  set  up  the  fund 
and  directed  the  college  to  grant  one  scholarship  each 
year  to  a  new  student  and  one  to  a  second-year  student. 
The  students  will  be  selected  because  of  potential  out- 
standing ability  and  citizenship. 

Belk  Gift 

A  gift  of  $2500  to  the  endowment  fund  was  made  by 
Mr.  W.  H.  Belk  of  Charlotte.  Mr.  Belk  has  an  outstand- 
ing offer  to  give  the  last  $5,000  to  make  the  endowment 
reach  $100,000  when  other  friends  provide  sufficient  funds 
to  reach  $95,000.  Slowly  we  are  moving  forward.  Sev- 
eral other  friends  gave  bonds  to  the  endowment  fund  at 
the  end  of  the  calendar  year. 

Report  to  Executive  Committee  of  Christian  Education 

We  have  just  filled  out  a  report  to  Dr.  Wade  H.  Boggs, 
Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation. Our  college  property  is  valued  at  $181,423.59. 
The  amount  of  endowment  is  $25,720.95.  There  are  no 
debts.  Our  library  has  6,806  books.  We  have  had  only 
49  students  this  year  when  one  Washington  report  shows 
67  per  cent  fewer  civilian  men  attending  college.  Some 
of  these  have  been  called  into  service  after  beginning 
college.  Our  preparatory  department  for  the  first  time 
in  our  school's  history  has  enrolled  more  than  the  junior 
college  department. 

Accelerated  Program  and  Summer  School 

There  will  be  two  terms  of  summer  school  this  year, 
beginning  June  5  and  July  17.  A  young  man  may  ac- 
celerate his  educational  advancement  one-third  by  at- 
tending summer  school  and  taking  our  six-day-per-week 
schedule  in  the  regular  session.  This  accelerated  pro- 
gram is  offered  in  the  preparatory  department  to  non- 
high  school  graduates  as  well  as  in  the  college  depart- 
ment to  regular  college  students.  Parents  of  sons  who 
will  soon  be  of  age  for  military  service  should  investigate 
the  summer  program.

April  is  the  month  for  Christian  Education  in  the 
Auxiliary.  The  Woman's  Advisory  Board  of  Presbyte- 
rian Junior  College  has  prepared  information  for  use 
in  this  April  meeting  as  a  part  or  all  of  the  program.

Would  you  be  surprised  to  walk  into  a  business  es- 
tablishment and  see  the  Bible?  Well,  we  have  seen  a 
copy  of  the  Bible  on  the  counter  of  a  store  operated  by 
a  Glade  Valley  boy,  and  he  is  a  Christian  public  school 
teacher  and  leader  in  his  community. 

A  few  bonds  have  been  sent  to  Glade  Valley  for  im- 
provements when  building  is  resumed.  Students  and 
faculty  recently  contributed  funds  for  two  baby  war 
bonds. 

A  gift  to  Glade  Valley  is  a  gift  to  Home  Mission.

Aims 

The  Presbyterian  Junior  College  strives  to  be  a  sin- 
cerely Christian  College.  That  means  Christian  witness 
and  influence  on  the  campus.  It  also  means  thorough  and 
honest  work  in  classes.  It  means  seeking  to  pass  on  to 
the  young  men  the  best  we  know  how  to  give  them.  Hum- 
bly we  need  God's  grace  and  wisdom  for  so  great  an 
opportunity  for  service. 

Essential  Importance 

A  committee  of  the  Presbyterian  Educational  Associa- 
tion of  the  South  has  this  to  say  in  a  recent  report: 

"Again  and  again  the  General  Assembly  has  called 
on  the  controlling  Synods  and  Presbyteries  to  recognize 
more  fully  the  essential  importance  of  our  Colleges, 
Training  Schools,  and  Theological  Seminaries  to  the  en- 
tire task  of  the  church.  In  the  training  of  our  youth, 
these  institutions  bind  together  Christian  faith  and  cul- 
ture and  America's  highest  ideals.  'Other  foundation 
can  no  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which  is  Jesus  Christ' 
■ — 'In  whom  are  hid  all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and 
knowledge.' 

"The  1943  General  Assembly  made  this  clear  call  for 
immediate  action:  'That  the  Assembly,  in  view  of  the 
relatively  small  increase  in  buildings  and  endowments 
which  colleges  and  seminaries  have  been  able  to  make 
since  the  depression,  and  in  view  of  the  great  strain  which 
the  present  emergency  has  brought  to  these  educational 
institutions,  urge  our  Synods  and  Presbyteries  to  in- 
crease their  support  to  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries  dur- 
ing these  trying  days'." 

Progress 

We  have  made  several  improvements  upon  the  campus 
since  college  opened  in  the  fall.  Six  new  rooms  have  been 
added  to  the  third  floor  of  the  dormitory  and  they  have 
been  rented  to  families  of  service  men  at  the  Maxton  Air 
Base.  We  feel  this  is  a  patriotic  service  during  the  hous- 
ing shortage.  It  also  helps  to  finance  the  college  while  so 
many  students  are  in  service.  The  kitchen  has  been  com- 


pletely renovated  and  painted.  Stair  treads  make  the 
dormitory  more  quiet.  We  are  hoping  sufficient  money 
will  be  given  at  the  end  of  the  church  year  to  com- 
plete the  new  dressing  room  in  the  gymnasium. 

New  Professor 

Prof.  J.  H.  Rohrabaugh,  M.A.,  came  to  take  charge  of 
the  department  of  Mathematics  on  January  1.  As  soon 
as  the  necessary  steps  can  be  taken,  we  hope  to  begin 
a  new  course  of  civilian  flight  instruction  for  aviation- 
minded  students. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week 

Our  plans  are  to  observe  our  traditional  Religious  Em- 
phasis week  this  year  by  having  several  speakers,  in- 
cluding Rev.  John  H.  McKinnon,  our  local  pastor,  and 
several  chaplains  from  the  Air  Base,  take  part.  Mr.  Ben 
Crigler  of  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C,  is  president  of  our  Student 
Christian  Association.  Mr.  Charles  Ledbetter  of  Polkton, 
is  vice-president.  Mr.  Dan  Farley  of  Charleston,  West 
Virginia,  is  secretary.  The  S.  C.  A.  recently  distributed 
some  Christian  literature,  including  a  New  Testament, 
to  each  student  and  to  every  person  having  a  room  on 
the  campus. 

A  Thought 

"Be  careful  for  nothing;  but  in  everything  by  prayer 
and  supplication  with  thanksgiving  let  your  requests  be 
made  known  unto  God.  And  the  peace  of  God,  which 
passeth  all  undersetanding,  shall  keep  your  hearts  and 
minds  through  Jesus  Christ."  (Phil.  4:67.) 
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tunity  for  a  young  woman  to  secure  a  liberal,  well-round- 
ed education  without  disrupting  influences,  in  a  place 
whero  she  can  come  to  know  herself  and  others  and  where 
she  can  get  a  vision  of  what  her  life  may  mean  in  God's 
service. 

By  injecting  poison  into  the  hearts  and  minds  of  her 
youth  and  by  planning  the  physical,  mental,  and  spiritual 
enthrallment  of  marikind,  Germany  has  lost  her  birth- 
right. As  we  labor  to  defeat  Germany's  diabolical  pur- 
poses, we  realize  that  the  crux  of  the  whole  problem  lies 
in  the  thought  processes  of  each  individual  for  "as  a 
man  thinketh  in  his  heart  so  is  he." 

In  "A  Design  For  Living,"  Dr.  Kirk  repeats  a  con- 
versation which  Aristotle  had  with  his  pupil,  Alexander 
the  Great,  as  he  was  leaving  for  the  conquest  of  the 
East.  "Aristotle  said  to  him:  'You  are  about  to  start 
upon  an  enterprise  which  will  bring  you  into  many  lands 
and  amongst  many  nations.  But  this  last  counsel  I  give 
you:  whithersoever  your  victories  lead  you,  never  forget 
that  you  are  a  Greek,  and  everywhere  draw  hard  and 
fast  the  line  that  separates  the  Greek  from  the  Barbar- 
ian.' The  young  soldier  replied:  'No!  I  will  pursue  an- 
other policy.  The  aim  of  my  victories  shall  be  to  give 
all  men  a  Greek  mind.'  " 

In  his  inimitable  way  Dr.  Kirk  adds:  "What  greater 
task  could  be  undertaken  today  than  that  the  genera- 
tions should  march  together — soldiers  of  the  spirit,  whose 
aim  is  to  give  every  man  a  Christian  mind.  .  .  .  Are  you 
willing  to  enlist  in  a  war  in  which  there  is  no  discharge, 
and  go  forth  under  the  leadership  of  Christ  to  give  every 
man  a  Christian  mind?"* 

This  then  is  the  task  of  the  colleges  today — to  de- 
velop right  thinking,  with  God's  help  to  give  the  world 
the  Christian  mind,  the  mind  of  Christ  which  would  have 
saved  us  from  this  present  evil  war,  and  which  alone 
will  prepare  for  and  keep  the  peace;  for  "other  founda- 
tion can  nc  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which  is  Jesus 
Christ."

RULING  ELDER  FOR  58  YEARS 
This  is  the  record  of  Mr.  Robert  Victor  Caldwell, 
a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Poplar  Tent  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Concord  Presbytery.   We  wonder  if  there 
is  a  Ruling  Elder  in  any  other  church  who  can  beat 
this  record.    If  so,  let  us  hear  from  you  and  we 
are  sure  "Uncle  Vic"  is  sport  enough  to  step  down 
and  take  second  place.    The  Her- 
ald-Tribune of  Concord  had  this 
to  say  of  Mr.  Caldwell  in  a  write- 
up  a  few  years  ago:  "Mr.  Cald- 
well, familiarly  known  as  'Uncle 
Vic',  does  not  let  the  fact  that 
an  injury  sustained  in  a  fall  sev- 
eral years  ago  which  left  him  a 
cripple,  cramp  his  style  much.  He 
just  leans   on  his  knotted  cane 
made  of  palmwood  and  says  of  his 
crippled  leg,  'It's  been  a  good  leg 
It's  carried  me  around  for  over 
eighty  years  and  I'm  thankful  for 
that  much'. 

"  'Uncle  Vic'  can  look  back  on  the  days  when 
both  legs,  sturdy  and  strong,  sprinted  around  over 
the  baseball  diamond  at  Davidson  College  in  1874, 
and  one  of  his  teammates  was  the  late  President 
Wilson,  who  at  Davidson  was  called  'Tommy  Wilson' 
and  not  'Woodrow'.  The  two  boys  were  classmates, 
too,  but  the  one  who  was  destined  to  become  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  went  somewhere  else  to 
college  and  'Uncle  Vic'  came  home  for  a  vacation, 
married  Maggie  Morris  and  settled  down  to  be  a 
farmer. 

"Before  going  to  Davidson,  'Uncle  Vic'  played  on 
the  Cabarrus  'Lone  Nine'  and  is  the  last  surviving 
member  of  that  pioneer  baseball  team.  Despite  the 
fact  that  he  has  two  fingers  broken  by  baseballs,  one 
of  which  was  hurled  by  Ex-Gov.  Robert  G.  Glenn  and 
the  other  by  the  late  Rev.  Alexander  Sprunt,  'Uncle 
Vic'  is  still  as  enthusiastic  about  baseball  and  other 
sports  as  a  boy.  In  past  years  he  was  also  quite  a 
fox  hunter  and  used  to  snare  partridges  in  nets. 
'Uncle  Vic',  the  last  of  his  line,  was  born  on  a  farm 
seven  miles  west  of  Concord  on  November  7,  1656.

Colleges.  Davidson  College,  Davidson,  N.  C;  Queens 
College,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege, Red  Spiings,  N.  C.  We  also  have  THREE 
Junior  Colleges,  viz.:  Peace  Junior  College,  Raleigh; 
Mitchell  Junior  College,  Statesville,  and  Presbyterian 
Junior  College,  Maxton.  We  have  a  Presbyterian 
High  School  at  Glade  Valley  in  the  western  part  of 
the  Synod  known  as  Glade  Valley  High  School.  Union 
Theological  Seminary  is  also  one  of  our  educa- 
tional institutions.  The  Synods  of  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  West  Virginia  and  Appalachia  co-operate 
in  the  ownership  and  control  of  the  Seminary.  The 
above  educational  institutions  are  our  very  own 
and  should  receive  our  sympathetic  and  generous  sup- 
port. 

We  have  placed  these  educational  agencies  in  our 
Benevolent  Budget,  and  righty  so,  for  they  are  vital 
factors  in  the  promotion  and  advancement  of  our 
church. 

Percentage  of  Budget  Assigned  These  Institutions 

Synod  through  its  Stewardship  Committee  as- 
signed 12y2%  of  its  Benevolent  Budget  to  the  three 
"A"  Grade  institutions,  its  three  Junior  Colleges, 
and  Glade  Valley  High  School,  amounting  to  $82,- 
954.00  and  assigned  1.5%  of  its  Benevolent  Budget  to 
Union  Theological  Seminary  amounting  to  $9,954. 
How  happy  these  institutions  would  be  if  the  full 
amount  assigned  them  had  been  realized!  The  actual 
receipts  for  the  last  five  years  are  as  follows:

If  the  Seminary  had  received  the  full  amount  the 
receipts  would  have  been  $9,954.00  instead  of  $5,- 
750.37.  The  other  Institutions  should  have  received 
$82,954.00  instead  of  $36,495.  We  are  very  grateful 
for  the  increase  noted  over  a  period  of  five  years 
from  $17,478.94  to  $36,495.50,  an  increase  of  over 
108%. 

The  12%%  assigned  to  the  three  "A"  Grade  Col- 
leges, the  three  Junior  Colleges  and  Glade  Valley 
High  School  is  divided  among  them  as  follows: 

Davidson,  Queens  and  Flora  Macdonald  Colleges 
receive  19  1/6%  each,  and  the  three  Junior  Colleges 
receive  11  5/6%  and  Glade  Valley  High  School  re- 
ceives 7%. 

It  is  not  asking  too  much  of  our  strong  Synod 
to  contribute  the  full  amount  in  the  Budget  to  the 
Seminary  and  these  other  educational  institutions 
so  vital  to  the  welfare  of  our  beloved  church.

COBB  MEMORIAL  CHURCH  ORGANIZED

assembled  in  Runnymede  Chapel,  a  short  distance 
from  Tarboro,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  this 
mission  into  a  Presbyterian  Church.  For  a  number 
of  years  a  Sunday  School  has  been  conducted  there 
and  preaching  was  held  from  time  to  time.  Mrs. 
Cobb  of  Tarboro  has  always  manifested  a  deep  in- 
terest in  this  work  and  for  many  years  she  faith- 
fully attended  and  taught  in  the  Sunday  School. 
Rev.  J.  W.  Walkup  has  been  preaching  at  this  mis- 
sion in  connection  with  Johnson  Memorial.  This 
new  church  was  organized  with  45  charter  mem- 


bers and  when  the  name  was  considered  all  agreed 
that  the  most  appropriate  name  would  be  the  Cobb 
Memorial  in  appreciation  of  the  splendid  and  faith- 
ful services  of  Mrs.  Alice  Howard  Cobb  through  a 
long  period  of  years.  The  outlook  for  growth  of 
this  new  organization  is  very  encouraging.

Any  young  man  with 
common  intelligence  can  succeed  if  he  is  willing  to 
apply  himself    Superior  brains  are  not  necessary."

Due  to  the  de- 
velopment of  this  place  into  War  Emergency  Area  it 
was  deemed  wise  to  organize  a  Presbyterian  church 
that  more  effective  work  might  be  done  in  connection 
with  the  Defense  Service  Council  of  the  Synod.  The 
joint  work  is  progressing  nicely  and  promises  to  be 
a  wise  and  fruitful  investment.

DEDICATION  OF  THE  FLOW-HARRIS 
PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

The  Flow-Harris  Presbyterian  Church  was  dedi- 
cated to  the  worship  and  glory  of  God  on  Sunday, 
April  23,  1944.  This  date  marked  the  eighth  anni- 
versary of  the  organization  of  the  church.  Rev. 
J.  K.  Parker,  Jr.,  pastor,  presided  over  the  service. 
Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D.,  preached  the  dedicatory 
sermon.  Following  the  sermon  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  was  celebrated.  A  brief  history  of 
the  church  was  given  by  Rev.  J.  E.  Flow,  D.D.,  The 
building  was  presented  for  dedication  by  Elder  R.  0. 
Caldwell.  Rev.  J.  Kenton  Parker,  father  of  the  pas- 
tor, gave  the  dedicatory  address.  The  words  of  dedi- 
cation were  read  by  the  pastor,  with  the  congrega- 
tion reading  the  response.  Rev.  J.  Kenton  Parker 
offered  the  prayer  of  dedication.  The  service  was 
concluded  with  the  singing  of  the  Doxology  and 
Benediction. 

ECHOES  FROM  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

The  Eighty-fourth  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  convened  in  Montreat,  May 
25.  The  retiring  moderator,  Dr.  Donald  W.  Rich- 
ardson, preached  the  opening  sermon.  Dr.  C.  L. 
King  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Houston, 
Texas,  was  elected  moderator.  Dr.  McMillan  retires 
September  1,  having  rendered  a  long  and  valuable 
term  of  service  to  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church. 

New  Home  Mission  Secretary 

Dr.  Claude  H.  Pritchard,  who  for  nine  years  has 
been  Educational  Secretary  of  Home  Missions  of  the 
General  Assembly,  was  elected  secretary  to  succeed 
Dr.  Homer  McMillan.  Dr.  Pritchard  has  done  an 
outstanding  piece  of  work  in  his  field  of  activity  and 
is  well  qualified  to  fill  the  important  position  of 
Executive  Secretary. of  Assembly's  Home  Missions. 

Increase  of  Gifts 

We  had  at  the  Assembly  a  new  Secretary  of 
Stewardship,  Dr.  J.  C.  Patton,  who  succeeded  Dr. 
B.  K.  Tenney.  Dr.  Patton  reported  that  gifts  to 
benevolences  last  year  amounted  to  $1,687,254,  an 
increase  of  $184,098.  The  askings  for  the  ensuing 
year  are  $2,042,000. 

Home  Mission  Emergency  Campaign 

Dr.  S.  B.  Lapsley,  the  Director  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Emergency  Campaign  for  the  raising  of  $250,000 
for  the  next  t'nree  years,  made  a  very  encouraging  re- 
port of  the  campaign  of  last  year.  He  gave  some 
very  striking  figures,  illustrating  the  need  of  Home 
Mission  work  throughout  our  whole  country.  He 
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stated  63%  of  the  population,  or  85,000,000,  are  un- 
reached and  that  30,000,000  young  people  have  no 
religious  advantages  at  all.  The  committee  having 
in  charge  this  campaign  will  meet  in  Atlanta  on  June 
20  to  recommend  to  the  Home  Mission  Council  the 
details  of  the  plan  for  raising  the  $250,000.  This 
Council  is  composed  of  a  representative  of  each 
Synod  of  the  General  Assembly  and  will  be  in  ses- 
sion for  parts  of  two  days,  June  20  and  21. 

Evangelism 

At  the  present  we  have  not  received  the  reports 
from  the  churches  giving  the  number  of  accessions 
during  the  last  year,  on  profession  of  faith.  We 
trust  that  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase  over 
the  previous  year.  In  several  Presbyteries  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  from  which  reports  come, 
there  is  an  encouraging  increase,  due  largely  to  the 
evangelistic  campaign  put  on  in  this  Synod  during 
nine  months  of  the  last  church  year.  By  the  time 
our  next  issue  reaches  its  readers  we  will  be  able 
to  give  a  full  report  of  the  work  of  evangelism 
throughout  this  Synod  and  the  whole  Assembly. 

Membership  Increase  in  Northern  Presbyterian 
Church 

The  following  report  made  at  the  Northern  Gen- 
eral Assembly  relative  to  increase  of  membership, 
in  comparison  with  other  religious  bodies,  is  rather 
disturbing.    We  quote  from  the  report  as  follows: 

"Membership  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  has  increased  5%  in  the 
last  15  years  as  compared  with  a  24%  general  in- 
crease throughout  Protestant  churches,  the  special 
committee  of  lay  members  reported. 

"The  committee  said,  in  the  last  15  years,  'while 
the  population  of  the  country  has  increased  14%, 
the  membership  of  religious  bodies  in  the  United 
States  has  increased  almost  26%,'  and  added: 

"'Baptists  have  increased  in  number  35%,  Luth- 
erans 27%,  Roman  Catholics  23%,  Methodists  19%, 
Episcopalians  12%,  Presbyterian  bodies  9%. 

"  'All  Protestant  churches  in  this  country  in- 
creased in  membership  24%,  but  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  only  5%'." 

We  trust  that  the  report  on  membership  in  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church  will  be  more  encour- 
aging than  the  above. 

NEW  WORK  AT  GOLDSBORO 

Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee  is  co-operating 
with  the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  in  opening  up  a  work  in  a  new  residen- 
tial area  that  has  recently  developed.  Dr.  Gillespie 
and  Dr.  McDiarmid  conferred  with  the  officers  of  the 
Goldsboro  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  new  pastor, 
Rev.  Jas.  W.  McChesney,  about  this  enterprise  on  last 
Thursday.  As  a  result  of  our  conference,  steps  will 
be  taken  at  once  to  secure  a  temporary  building 
and  a  suitable  minister  to  take  charge  of  the  project. 
The  outlook  is  promising.  Two  other  outposts  will 
be  served  in  connection  with  this  new  work.

Mt.  Pleasr.nt  Presbyterian  Church  of  Granville 
Presbytery,  of  which  Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence  is  pas- 
tor, was  dedicated  Sunday  morning,  May  28.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  super- 
intendent of  Synod's  Home  Missions.  In  connection 
with  this  service  a  number  of  memorial  windows 


are  dedicated.  Among  them  was  one  to  the  mem- 
ory of  Dr.  McC.  White,  the  founder  of  this  church, 
and  one  to  the  memory  of  the  father  of  Dr.  Ben  R. 
Lacy,  president  of  Union  Theological  Seminary.  At 
3  o'clock  Dr.  Summors,  pastor  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Raleigh,  preached  the  memorial 
sermon  in  memory  of  a  beloved  son  of  the  congrega- 
tion, whose  star  is  now  golden.  A  large  congrega- 
tion was  present  at  each  service.

TWENTY-FIVE  NEW  CHURCHES  IN  FIVE 
YEARS 

A  striking  evidence  of  the  progress  the  home  mis- 
sion work  is  making  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
is  the  organization  of  two  dozen  and  one  churches 
in  the  period  of  five  years.  Every  Presbytery  re- 
ports one  or  more.  The  new  churches  are  located 
in  Presbyteries  as  follows: 

Albemarle — Johnson  Memorial,  Meadowbrook, 
Hollywood,  Plymouth  and  Cobb  Memorial.  Concord 
— Immanuel,  Kannapolis  Second,  Kirkwood  and  Roy- 
al Oaks.  Fayetteville — Plainview.  Granville — Mt. 
Bethel,  White  Memorial  and  West  Durham.  Kings 
Mountain — East  Belmont,  Dixon  and  one  of  the  out- 
posts of  Gastonia.  Mecklenburg — Benton  Heights, 
Commonwealth,  Selwyn  Avenue,  Albemarle  Second 
and  Amy  James.  Orange — Brentwood.  Wilmington 
— Carolina  Beach  and  Maffitt  Village.  Winston-Sa- 
lem— Glendale  Springs. 

In  the  Synod  we  have  a  committee  on  Home  Mis- 
sions composed  of  nine  ministers  and  nine  Ruling 
Elders.  This  strong  committee  co-operates  with  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  of  nine  Presbyteries,  en- 
abling them  tc  do  about  50  per  cent  more  than  they 
otherwise  could  accomplish  without  the  financial 
assistance  of  Synod's  committee.  The  work  is  cen- 
tralized in  the  several  Presbyteries.  The  Synod 
services  as  the  medium  of  exchange,  rendering  help 
where  needed.  Our  plan  of  home  mission  work  is 
over  fifty  years  old  and  is  more  efficient  now  than 
ever.  We  are  closing  one  of  the  best  years  in  our 
history.

PIEDMONT  AND   SHILOH  NOW  SELF- 
SUPPORTING 

Rev.  W.  C.  McLaughlin  is  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  success  of  his  efforts  in  bringing  his  two 
churches  to  self-support  as  of  April  1,  1944.  Synod's 
and  Presbytery's  Home  Mission  Committees  assisted 
in  removing  the  Manse  debt  as  a  challenge  to  self- 
support.  Dr.  McLauchlin  writes:  "Both  churches 
are  very  enthusiastic  in  their  handling  of  their  prob- 
lems connected  with  self-support.  It  was  gratifying 
that  both  congregations,  in  their  Every  Member 
Canvass,  pledged  far  more  than  twice  what  they 
have  ever  given  before,  much  more  than  is  needed 
immediately  for  their  new  venture.  I  am  glad  that 
each  church  has  its  eyes  fixed  on  another  goal,  name- 
ly, having  a  full-time  pastor,  and  I  hope  it  will  not 
be  long  before  that  goal  is  reached.  The  people  here 
appreciate  what  you  are  doing  for  them  in  helping 
pay  the  debt  and  get  some  much-needed  equipment." 

EVANGELISTIC  PROGRAM  TO  BE  CONTINUED 

So  successful  was  our  evangelistic  effort  last 
year  in  the  special  campaign  during  nine  months  of 
the  church  year,  Synod's  Committee  has  decided  to 
conduct  a  similar  campaign  during  the  present 
church  year.    As  a  result  of  our  efforts  last  year 
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there  were  over  400  professions  of  faith  and  nearly 
300  of  these  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

We  are  interesting  several  laymen  in  this  worthy 
enterprise  for  the  present  year  and  have  decided  to 
call  the  work  "The  Layman's  Evangelistic  League  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina."  We  believe  that  many 
men  of  our  state  would  be  glad  to  have  a  share  in 
this  fruitful  investment  of  saving  souls.  One  lay- 
man has  already  taken  out  $1,000  worth  of  stock  and 
another  $100  without  any  urging  whatsoever.  Our 
committee  has  made  a  liberal  appropriation  also  to- 
ward this  campaign,  and  we  feel  confident  .that  we 
will  be  able  to  double  the  efforts  of  last  year  in  this 
special  plan  of  reaching  the  unsaved  of  our  Synod. 

The  plan  is  a  very  simple  one.  Our  committee 
calls  for  volunteers  who  would  be  willing  to  hold 
one  or  more  meetings  at  any  place  to  which  they 
may  be  sent.  The  local  pastor  is  urged  to  make 
thorough  preparation  before  the  meeting  is  held,  and 
at  the  close  of  the  services  is  to  take  up  a  free-will 
offering  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  visiting 
preacher  and  as  an  expression  of  their  appreciation 
of  his  services.  If  this  amount  is  not  sufficient  to 
make  an  honorarium  of  at  least  $75.00,  our  commit- 
tee will  supplement  the  offering  with  an  amount 
sufficient  to  bring  the  offering  up  to  the  suggested 
amount.  In  cases  where  ministers  have  a  short  dis- 
tance to  travel  in  order  to  reach  the  place  where 
the  meeting  is  to  be  held,  the  expenses  would  be 
much  less  than  those  of  a  minister  coming  a  long 
distance.  We  are,  therefore,  asking  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Home  Missions  of  the  Presbytery  in  which 
meetings  are  held,  or  the  chairman,  in  case  there  is 
no  superintendent,  to  handle  the  financing  of  these 
meetings,  making  adjustments  according  to  the  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  visiting  minister  and  the 
amount  contributed  by  the  local  church. 

We  feel  that  we  will  have  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  both  visiting  preacher  and  local  church  in 
making  the  funds  at  our  disposal  go  as  far  as  pos- 
sible in  the  holding  of  meetings  throughout  our 
Synod.  Last  year  we  had  47  ministers  who  took 
part  in  this  work,  holding  one  or  more  meetings 
each.  Sixty-eight  meetings  were  held,  with  most 
gratifying  visible  results. 

If  any  church  has  a  preference  for  any  particu- 
lar minister,  kindly  make  it  known  to  the  Superin- 
tendent and  he  will  plan  to  assign  him  to  that 
church. 

We  would  be  glad  to  have  volunteers  on  the  part 
of  ministers  throughout  our  Synod  who  feel  that 
they  have  evangelistic  gifts  to  take  part  in  this 
soul-saving  work.

The  Forest  City  Presbyterian  Church,  the  last 
pastorate  of  Rev.  Oliver  Greene  Jones,  has  raised 
several  hundred  dollars  as  a  memorial  to  their  be- 
loved pastor,  who  has  been  called  to  his  eternal  re- 
ward. 

Dr.  Jones  engaged  in  evangelistic  work  in  many 
parts  of  our  General  Assembly  and  was  instrumen- 
tal in  establishing  fifty  Presbyterian  Churches.  He 
served  as  evangelist  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
for  eight  years  and  won  many  souls  to  Christ  during 
that  period  of  time.  He  went  to  the  Forest  City 
and  Ellenboro  Churches  in  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 


bytery in  1938  and  during  his  brief  pastorate  of 
three  years  inspired  the  Forest  City  congregation  to 
undertake  great  things  for  God.  The  old  church 
site  was  abandoned  and  a  beautiful  and  commodious 
new  brick  church  was  erected  in  a  most  desirable 
location.  It  is  a  lovely  thought  of  this  congrega- 
tion in  establishing  a  memorial  fund  in  memory  of 
Dr.  Jones  to  be  used  as  a  loan  fund  to  help  mission 
churches.

received.  I  have  seen  communities  that  have  been 
born  again,  complexions  completely  changed  by  the 
Spirit  of  God,  as  the  result  of  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  and  the  work  of  the  church  which  followed. 
It  can  be  the  pioneer  to  open  the  way  for  a  work 
to  follow. 

Only  eternity  can  fully  evaluate  the  Vacation 
Bible  School.  Every  Church  should  have  one  and 
every  Home  Mission  and  Religious  Education 
agency  should  use  them  to  further  theirs  and  the 
Kingdom's  work. 

"Rev.  R.  H.  Stone  has  perhaps  done  the  most 
outstanding  pioneer  work  in  Vacation  Bible  Schools 
of  any  man  in  our  Synod.  He  began  this  work  years 
ago  in  Winston-Salem  Presbytery  and  in  the  past 
three  years  has  done  a  remarkable  work  in  promot- 
ing these  schools  in  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  so  that 
Mecklenburg  now  leads  all  of  the  Presbyteries  of  our 
Assembly  in  the  number  of  schools  conducted.  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  we  have  asked  Mr.  Stone  to 
contribute  this  article." — J.  O.  Mann. 
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UNION  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President  Richmond,  Va. 


The  graduation  exercises  of  Union  Seminary 
were  held  Tuesday  morning,  May  9,  with  the  Rev. 
James  Sprunt  of  Lynchburg,  Va.,  as  the  speaker  for 
the  occasion.  Five  Doctor  of  Theology  degrees,  six 
Master  of  Theology  degrees,  27  Bachelor  of  Divin- 
ity degrees,  one  diploma  without  a  degree,  and  one 
certificate  for  completion  of  special  work  were  pre- 
sented. 

The  Baccalaureate  service  was  conducted  in 
Schauffler  Hall  on  Sunday  morning,  May  7.  The  Rev. 
R.  A.  Lapsley,  Jr.,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  delivered  the  ser- 
mon. 

Of  the  seven  seniors  and*  one  fellow  who  are 
being  commissioned  as  chaplains  in  the  U.  S.  Navy, 
three  are  residents  of  North  Carolina,  and  two  others 
are  graduates  of  Davidson  College.  R.  Murphy  Wil- 
liams, Jr.,  of  Greensboro,  Carl  Howie  of  Charlotte 
and  David  Sprunt  of  Wilmington  are  the  ones  who 
are  residents  of  the  state,  and  Rodman  Williams  and 
Polk  Moffett  are  the  other  two  former  Davidsonians. 

At  least  three  graduates  are  taking  work  in  North 
Carolina.  Robert  McBath  has  accepted  the  churches 
at  Ellerbe,  Bill  Gaston  will  be  pastor  of  the  Shiloh 
and  Bethel  churches  near  Raeford,  and  Howard  New- 
man will  be  pastor  of  the  Kenly,  Selma  and  White 
Oak  churches. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  this  year's  commence- 
ment was  the  dedication  of  the  new  Latta  Memorial 
Library  building.  The  ceremonies  were  begun  in 
Watts  Chapel,  at  which  time  John  Alexander  Mackay, 
D.D.,  Litt.  D.,  LL.D.,  delivered  the  address.  The 
procession  then  moved  to  the  north  door  of  the  li- 
brary where  in  front  of  the  memorial  inscription 
the  dedicatory  citation  was  read  by  the  librarian, 
Henry  M.  Brimrn,  Lit.D.  The  prayer  of  dedication 
was  offered  by  Dr.  Lacy.  At  the  close  of  the  dedi- 
cation ceremonies,  the   library   was  opened. 

A  special  summer  term  will  begin  at  the  semi- 
nary on  June  15,  in  accordance  with  a  Selective 
Service  System  directive  requiring  all  pre-theologi- 
cal  students  to  be  enrolled  in  Seminary  by  July  1. 
The  American  Association  of  Theological  Schools 
recommends  that  pre-theolog:cal  students  having 
completed  three  or  more  years  of  college  work  be 
advised  to  report  for  admission  immediately.  Our 
seminary  in  accordance  with  this  recommendation 
has  decided  to  accept  students  who  have  completed 
approximately  three-fourths  of  their  college  work. 
Between  thirty  and  forty  men  are  expected  in  the 
June  class.  Unless  there  is  a  change  in  the  order 
of  the  Selective  Service  System  this  will  be  the  last 
full  class  enrolled  in  the  Seminary  for  the  dura- 
tion. Henceforth  only  men  exempt  from  military 
service  for  physical  reasons  will  have  an  opportu- 
uity  to  prepare  for  the  Protestant  ministry. 

In  spite  of  the  exigencies  of  war,  the  Seminary 
continues  its  work  of  supplying  the  church  and  the 
chaplaincy  with  trained  men  and  continues  its  task 
of  adapting  its  facilities  to  the  particular  needs  of 
each  generation  and  even  of  each  class.  The  seniors 
who  graduate,  the  juniors  who  are  entering  and 
the  faculty  v/ho  remain  covet  the  prayers  and  in- 
terest of  the  Synods  and  of  the  entire  church  to 
which  Union  Seminary  belongs.

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SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Summer  School  opens  June  5  with  aptitude  tests 
at  2  p.  m.  Classes  start  at  8  a.  m.  on  June  6.  The 
second  term  of  summer  school  begins  July  17. 

Young  men  who  face  military  induction  at  age 
eighteen  may  earn  two  high  school  units  by  attend- 
ing summer  school.  Courses  are  offered  on  the 
9th,  10th,  11th  and  12th  grade  levels  in  the  Pre- 
paratory Department.  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
courses  are  offered  by  the  Junior  College  Depart- 
ment. Commercial  courses  in  summer  school  will 
include  typing  and  shorthand.  An  aviation  ground 
school  course  is  offered  and  flight  instruction  may 
be  received  at  a  private  airport  under  special  ar- 
rangements. Prospects  are  that  many  young  men 
will  wish  to  accelerate  educational  progress  by  at- 
tending summer  school  this  year. 

ACCELERATED  EDUCATION 

During  ths  winter  session,  which  begins  Septem- 
ber 7,  a  student  in  the  Preparatory  Department  may 
make  more  rapid  progress  than  in  public  high  school. 
This  is  because  we  have  classes  six  days  each  week. 
Our  accelerated  program  does  not  shorten  class  time 
at  all  and  does  not  leave  out  any  standard  course. 
By  attending  summer  school  and  by  having  classes 
six  days  each  week  a  high  school  student  may  make 
one-third  more  rapid  progress  toward  graduation. 
This  will  enable  many  young  men  to  complete  high 
school  and  one  or  two  years  of  college  before  mili- 
tary service  begins  at  age  eighteen. 

COMPLETE  ARTICULATION 

Full  articulation  between  high  school  and  college 
saves  much  valuable  time  for  many  students  at  Pres- 
byterian Junior  College.  We  have  on  the  same  cam- 
pus, and  integrated  into  one  schedule,  both  prepara- 
tory and  college  courses.  A  student  who  lacks  only 
a  few  units  of  high  school  graduation  may  begin 
college  the  same  year  he  is  taking  his  last  high 
school  courses.  When  he  receives  his  high  school 
diploma  he  also  receives  credit  for  the  college  work 
completed  during  the  same  year.  This  sometimes 
enables  a  student  to  save  nine  months'  time.  Every 
young  man  who  lacks  only  five  units  of  high  school 
graduation  can  begin  his  college  work  at  Presby- 
terian Junior  College  the  same  year  he  is  finishing 
his  high  school  course. 

Thoroughness  in  instruction  is  one  of  our  aims 
at  Presbyterian  Junior  College. 

SIX  PER  CENT 

Of  ninety-nine  undergraduate  students  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  this  session,  six  are  former 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  students.  One  alumnus 
is  attending  Columbia  Theological  Seminary.  Other 
ministerial  students  ars  in  the  service. 

CHECK  FOR  $2,500 

"I'm  going  to  send  you  a  check  for  $2,500  for 
the  endowment  in  a  few  days,"  said  a  member  of 
our  Board  of  Trustees  last  Friday.

Miss  Frances  Stribling  was  elected  president  of 
Mitchell  College  on  April  29  to  succeed  Rev.  R.  S. 
Arrowood.  She  will  assume  the  duties  of  president 
the  first  of  June  when  Mr.  Arrowood  leaves  to  be- 
come the  business  manager  of  the  Orphans'  Home 
at  Barium  Springs.  Miss  Stribling,  who  has  been 
Dean  of  Students  at  Mitchell  College  since  Septem- 
ber, is  well  qualified  by  training  and  experience  as 
well  as  by  natural  aptitudes  and  abilities  to  fill  the 
office  of  president. 

Miss  Stribling,  a  South  Carolinian,  is  a  graduate 
of  Winthrop  College  and  of  the  Biblical  Seminary 
in  New  York.  She  holds  a  Master  of  Arts  degree 
from  Teachers'  College,  Columbia  University.  She 
has  traveled  in  Europe  and  in  the  Holy  Land. 

In  1917  she  was  sent  to  China  as  a  missionary 
of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church.  For  years  she 
was  connected  with  the  Union  Girls'  School  of  Hang- 
chow  as  head  of  the  kindergarten  and  primary  nor- 
mal departments  and  as  teacher  of  religious  edu- 
cation. In  1937  she  was  on  the  Pacific,  returning  to 
China  after  a  furlough  in  the  United  States,  when 
war  broke  out.  She  was  sent  on  to  the  Philippines 
where  she  assisted  missionaries  of  the  Northern 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Bible  teaching  until  she 
returned  to  China  in  December.  Unable  to  return  to 
Hangchow  at  that  time,  she  was  connected  with  a 
school  in  Shanghai  which  was  maintained  by  teach- 
ers from  thirteen  mission  schools  who  had  been 
driven  away  from  their  regular  fields. 

In  1939  she  was  transferred  from  educational 
work  in  Shanghai  to  evangelistic  work  in  her  own 
field,  Hangchow.  Here,  interned  in  the  dormitory 
of  the  school,  which  the  Japanese  had  closed,  she  was 
permitted  to  operate  one  of  the  four  child  welfare  cen- 
ters maintained  in  Hangchow  by  the  Southern  Pres- 
byterian Church  for  relief  work  among  Chinese  chil- 
dren and  supervised  the  others. 

When  missionaries  were  urged  to  return  to  the 
United  States,  Miss  Stribling  chose  to  remain  in 
China,  and  for  some  time  was  the  only  Southern 
Presbyterian  in  Hangchow  with  full  responsibility 
for  overseeing  the  work  of  the  native  Christians. 
In  1942  she  returned  to  America  on  the  Gripsholm 
with  other  missionaries  and  repatriates.  During 
the  spring  and  summer  of  1943  she  was  engaged 
in  special  work  in  the  interest  of  China  until  she 
became  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Mitchell  College 
the  first  of  September. 

During  the  present  school  year  she  has  actively 
identified  herself  with  the  town  and  the  church. 
She  has  been  called  on  frequently  by  churches, 
schools  and  civic  organizations  to  make  addresses 
on  China.  These  outside  contacts,  which  have  not 
been  limited  to  Statesville,  and  her  work  as  dean  en- 
able her  to  enter  upon  her  new  work  with  an  un- 
derstanding of  both  the  community  and  the  school. 

Miss  Stribling  brings  to  the  office  of  president 
a  keen,  well-disciplined  mind  and  broad  outlook;  in- 
terest in  young  people  and  understanding  of  their 
problems;  practical  common  sense  and  the  saving 
grace  of  humor;  a  broad  vision  of  the  function  of 
the  small  denominational  college;  and  deep  devotion 
to  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Friends  of  Mitchell  Col- 
lege may  well  thank  God  and  take  courage. 


The  Student  Christian  Association  of  Queens 
College  is  made  up  of  the  entire  student  body,  and 
leads  in  the  spiritual  activities  of  the  campus.  The 
officers  and  committees  of  the  organization  form  the 
Cabinet  which  meets  every  Monday;  it  is  at  this, 
time  that  plans  for  the  coming  week  are  discussed 
and  reports  are  made  of  the  previous  week's  activi- 
ties. This  Cabinet  of  twenty-four  members  acts  as 
the  center,  and  all  the  other  phases  of  the  associa- 
tion revolve  around  it.  Following  are  some  of  the 
activities  sponsored  by  the  S.C.A.  each  year. 

A  few  days  before  the  freshmen  come  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Cabinet  arrive  0n  the  campus  for  their 
Fall  Retreat.  Plans  must  be  made  for  helping  the 
other  leading  organizations  to  welcome  the  Fresh- 
men and  acquaint  them  with  the  campus  and  town. 
They  also  plan  a  party  for  one  evening  of  the 
Orientation  Week.  After  all  the  excitement  of  the 
first  week  dies  down  and  all  is  calm  again  the  work 
for  the  coming  nine  months  begins.  Sunday  evening 
vespers  begin  the  week  of  activities.  On  Monday 
a  Cabinet  member  leads  a  prayer  meeting  for  the 
servants  before  they  begin  their  work  of  the  day. 
They  enter  whole-heartedly  into  this  and  seem  to 
appreciate  it  very  much.  On  Wednesday  afternoon 
an  hour  is  set  aside  for  fellowship  and  worship  of 
all  members;  a  program  is  planned  and  many  out- 
side speakers  are  invited  to  lead  the  meditation. 
The  day  students  have  their  prayer  meeting  on 
Thursday  afternoon  and  the  dormitory  prayer  meet- 
ings are  held  on  Thursday  night  after  study  hall. 
On  Sunday  morning  many  members  go  out  to  neigh- 
boring churches  to  teach  Sunday  School. 

In  addition  to  this,  two  weeks  of  each  year  are 
set  aside  as  religious  emphasis  weeks — one  in  the 
fall  and  one  in  the  spring.  Cabinet  asks  two  lead- 
ing ministers  to  direct  the  worship  at  this  time.  Dr. 
George  Heaton  of  the  Myers  Park  Baptist  Church,, 
Charlotte,  led  the  fall  service  and  Dr.  Peter  Mar- 
shall of  the  New  York  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church, 
Washington,  D.  C,  directed  the  spring  service.  These 
services  include  inspirational  messages  and  periods 
of  informal  discussion,  as  well  as  opportunities  for 
personal  conferences. 

This  past  year  the  association  had  as  its  theme 
"Facing  Today  With  the  Living  Christ,"  and  its 
project  included  the  raising  of  money  to  be  given 
in  part  to  the  World  Student  Service  Fund  for  the 
aid  of  students  all  over  the  world,  and  in  part  to  a 
Negro  minister  to  be  used  in  helping  to  build  a  Sun- 
day School  among  the  Fairview  Homes,  a  Negro 
community  of  Charlotte. 

Plans  for  next  year  were  made  during  the  spring 
retreat  of  the  Cabinet  in  April,  held  at  Sunny  Acres, 
near  Winston-Salem.  The  theme,  "Seek  Ye  First 
the  Kingdom  of  God,"  was  chosen  for  the  coming 
year  and  prospective  projects  were  discussed. .  The 
final  decision  rega'rding  projects  will  be  made  at 
the  fall  retreat  next  year. 

The  co-operation  and  willing  work  of  all  the  stu- 
dents at  Queens  College  and  of  the  S.C.A.  Cabinet 
have  brought  the  association  nearer  its  goal.  The 
spiritual  atmosphere  of  the  campus  is  building  a 
greater  Christian  college  for  God  and  His  glory.

Flora  Macdonald  College  completed  48  years  of 
service  with  the  Commencement  of  1944.  The  rec- 
ord of  achievement  in  this  period  is  one  of  which 
Presbyterians  everywhere,  as  well  as  the  controlling 
Presbyteries  of  Fayetteville,  Orange  and  Wilming- 
ton, may  be  justly  proud.  The  Semi-Centennial  will 
be  celebrated  in  1946.  Plans  for  an  appropriate  ob- 
servance of  this  significant  anniversary  are  in  prep- 
aration. 

The  present  year  has  been  one  of  progress  in 
many  ways.  An  excellent  spirit  has  prevailed  on 
the  campus  and  pleasing  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  classroom  and  extra-curricular  activities.  Gen- 
eral conditions  were  much  better  than  would  nor- 
mally be  expected  in  the  war  situation. 

The  enrollment  filled  the  dormitories  to  capacity, 
totaling  287,  of  whom  260  were  boarding  students. 
The  decrease  in  day  students  was  due  to  many  girls 
securing  employment  in  nearby  army  camps.  The 
graduating  class  numbers  42. 

The  prospects  for  next  year  point  toward  a  large 
enrollment. 

Marked  improvement  has  been  made  financially. 
The  debt  has  been  reduced  to  about  $27,000  and 
the  endowment  has  been  increased  to  more  than 
$180,000.  An  enthusiastic  movement  to  pay  the  debt 
and  increase  the  endowment  to  $300,000  by  the  Semi- 
Centennial  in  1946  is  making  gratifying  progress. 
The  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  all  the  friends 
of  Flora  Macdonald  is  sought  to  attain  this  goal. 

Among  interesting  events  in  the  closing  weeks 
of  the  year  may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

Louis  Fisher,  war  correspondent  and  lecturer, 
made  a  deep  impression  upon  a  large  audience  with 
a  message  on  international  post-war  problems  and 
the  place  of  Russia  in  the  world. 

Carl  Weinrich,  organist  extraordinary,  professor 
■at  Princeton,  charmed  all  with  his  skill  at  the  organ 
and  was  an  inspiration  to  everyone. 

John  Brownlee,  Metropolitan  baritone,  gave  a 
superb  concert  which  brought  the  Concert  and  Lec- 
ture Course  to  a  splendid  climax. 

The  spring  series  of  religious  services  sponsored 
by  the  Christian  Association  of  the  College  were 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Birmingham,  Ala.  His 
messages  were  enjoyable  and  inspirational. 

The  men  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery  held  their 
annual  dinner  meeting  at  the  College  in  March  with 
a  splendid  representation  from  the  various  churches 
in  the  Presbytery.  Dr.  James  A.  Jones  of  the  Myers 
Park  Church  of  Charlotte  was  chief  speaker. 

Nearly  60  students  attended  a  Church  School 
Training  Course  conducted  in  April  by  Dr.  J.  O. 
Mann,  Synod's  Director  of  Religious  Education,  as- 
sisted by  Miss  Mary  Louise  Woodson  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam White.  These  students  are  ready  to  work  in 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  this  summer. 

Mrs.  Paul  Buckles,  representing  the  Assembly's 
Training  School,  was  a  recent  speaker  at  Chapel. 
She  made  a  strong  appeal  for  well-trained  church 
workers  and  remarked  on  the  large  number  of  stu- 
dents from  Flora  Macdonald  who  have  attended  the 
Training  School. 


Peace  College  is  completing  its  seventy-second 
year  on  May  29.  In  many  ways,  this  has  been  one 
of  the  most  successful  years  in  the  history  of  the 
College.  We  have  had  a  capacity  boarding  enroll- 
ment and  a  most  stable  school,  in  spite  of  the  war 
and  its  attendant  disturbing  factors. 

The  prospect  for  the  school  year  1944-1945  is 
most  encouraging.  Our  registration  is  progressing 
much  more  rapidly  than  usual  so  that  students  who 
are  interested  in  applying  for  admission  to  Peace 
for  the  fall  session  should  do  so  at  once.  We  are 
probably  going  to  have  to  turn  away  students  this 
year,  and  we  are  eager  to  have  here  as  students  those 
who  are  potential  religious  or  civic  leaders  or  home- 
makers  and  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
special  advantages  Peace  has  to  offer  them. 

Our  Commencement  exercises  will  be  held  May 
27-29.  Our  baccalaureate  speaker  on  Sunday,  May 
28,  will  be  the  Rev.  Kelsey  Regen,  D.D.,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Durham,  and  the 
address  to  the  graduating  class  on  Monday,  the 
29th,  will  be  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Henry  H.  Sweets, 
D.D.,  former  executive  secretary  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  Ministerial  Relief  of  our  church. 

We  shall  have  five  Presbyterian  Church  Confer- 
ences at  Peace  between  June  1  and  July  8:  Those  of 
Granville,  June  5-9;  Albemarle,  June  12-17;  Orange 
Young  People,  June  19-24;  Orange-Wilmington  Com- 
bined Pioneers,  June  26-30;  Wilmington  Senior 
Young  People,  July  3-8.  We  are  happy  for  the  fa- 
cilities of  Peace  College  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  our 
Presbyterian  young  people  and  pioneers  this  part 
of  the  summer. 

Peace  College  is  making  an  heroic  effort  to  pay 
its  remaining  debt  this  year.  We  owe  $20,000.  Hud- 
son-Belk  Company  of  Raleigh  has  offered  to  contrib- 
ute $5,000  to  the  College,  provided  the  remaining 
$15,000  is  raised  to  complete  paying  the  debt.  This 
offer  has  been  made  through  Mr.  Karl  G.  Hudson, 
chairman  of  the  Peace  Board  of  Trustees.  We  are 
hoping  our  alumnae  and  friends  will  assist  us  in 
this  undertaking.  It  will  mean  a  great  deal  to  the 
College  in  a  qualitative  way  to  get  this  debt  paid. 
We  hope  our  friends  will  demonstrate  their  interest 
in  Peace. 


The  Summer  School  will  be  conducted  in  music 
courses  only  this  year.  Dean  Eberle  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  music  faculty  will  conduct  a  five  week's 
school,  offering  piano,  violin,  voice,  organ  and  other 
subjects. 

The  Conservatory  has  been  quite  active  with  a 
number  of  faculty  concerts  and  other  musical  events, 
including  graduating  recitals.  The  Glee  Club,  the 
Sextet  and  Soloists  have  presented  a  number  of 
very  enjoyable  programs  at  the  College  and  else- 
where. 

As  a  special  event,  Egon  Petri,  the  celebrated 
pianist,  will  come  to  Flora  Macdonald  in  October. 
This  will  be  a  benefit,  a  project  of  the  Linda  Var- 
dell  Music  Scholarship,  a  project  of  the  Linda  Var- 
dell  Music  Ciub  of  Red  Springs.  Patrons  are  .  con- 
tributing bonds  for  this  cause.  General  admission 
will  be  charged  non-contributors.

THE  VALUE  OF  THE  DAILY  VACATION  BIBLE 
SCHOOL

If  the  title  of  this  article  were  in  the  form  of  a 
question,  it  could  be  answered  in  this  way:  "The 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  does  for  children  and 
youth  what  the  Church  does  for  the  entire  group." 
There  are  certain  specific  values  that  are  observed 
by  those  who  have  been  in  close  contact  with  real 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools: 

An  Evangelizing  Agency 
Many  children  and  youth  have  for  the  first  time 
in  their  lives  come  face  to  face  with  sin  .and  their 
need  of  a  Saviour  and  have  accepted  Christ  in  the 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School.  The  writer  has  seen 
scores  of  young  people,  many  of  whom  came  from 
homes  that  were  definitely  not  Christian,  make  their 
profession  of  faith  in  Chi-ist  and  unite  with  the 
Church. 

There  is  an  informality  and  a  wholesomeness 
about  a  Vacation  Bible  School  that  is  inviting  and 
attractive.  Some  children  have  been  gotten  into 
these  who  have  never  attended  a  Sunday  School  or 
Church.  It  is  perhaps  the  best  way  to  reach  the 
unreached.  This,  then,  introduced  them  to  the  abid- 
ing, through-the-year  ministry  of  the  Church  and 
Sunday  School. 

Some  teachers  plan  their  courses  with  the  idea 
of  winning  their  class  for  Christ.  A  Daily  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  may  or  may  not  be  evangelistic. 
The  most  worthwhile  ones  are  seeking  for  a  commit- 
ment of  life  and  purpose  to  Christ. 

A  Place  of  Worship 

The  Vacation  School,  whether  conducted  in  a 
tent,  an  old  store  or  garage,  home  or  Church,  may 
be  a  place  where  God  is.  He  becomes  very  real 
in  a  well  planned,  well  conducted  School.  Some 
great  experiences  of  God  have  come  through  worship 
when  only  youth  and  their  leaders  are  near  the 
Throne. 

A  Superb  Teaching  Agency 
Any  number  of  parents  have  said  that  "My  chil- 
dren learned  more  Bible  in  the  two  weeks  of  Bible 
School  than  they  did  in  a  year  of  Sunday  School." 
Others  have  said  the  teaching  values  were  worth  more 
than  a  term  in  public  school.  Ten  or  twelve  days 
of  consecutive  emphasis  in  teaching  and  memory 
drill  and  in  instruction  through  story  and  drama 
and  handiwork  is  unparalleled  for  real  teaching. 

It  Builds  Sunday  School  Attendance 

Having  been  closely  connected  with  Bible  Schools 
for  two  decades,  I've  seen  the  Sunday  School  en- 
rollment grow  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
Bible  School.  It  should  be  to  the  Sunday  School's 
growth  what  a  good  rain  is  to  crops  growing  in 
thirsty  soil. 

It  Makes  the  Church  More  Vital  to  the 
Community 

When  a  group  of  people  realize  that  the  Church 
has  a  concern  through  its  Bible  School  for  all  the 
children  and  youth  of  the  community  for  a  two- 
week  period  it  gives  them  a  higher  appreciation  of

The  current  year  at  Davidson  College  closes  Sat- 
urday morning,  May  27,  with  the  graduation  exer- 
cises and  alumni  luncheon.  The  baccalaureate  ser- 
mon will  be  preached  by  Rev.  Frank  Price,  D.D.,  of 
the  Class  of  1915,  recently  returned  from  China. 

The  dedication  of  the  new  Science  Building  on 
April  14  was  an  outstanding  occasion  for  the  Col- 
lege. The  building  was  dedicated  as  the  Martin 
Science  Building,  in  memory  of  Col.  W.  J.  Martin, 
for  long  years  Professor  of  Chemistry  and,  repeat- 
edly, acting  president  of  the  College;  and  of  his 
son,  Dr.  William  Joseph  Martin,  also  Professor  of 
Chemistry  for  some  years  and  later,  for  a  period 
of  seventeen  years,  the  president  of  the  College.  Ad- 
dresses were  made  by  Governor  J.  Melville  Brough- 
ton  and  President  Francis  P.  Gaines  of  Washington 
and  Lee  University.  The  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Science  was  conferred  upon  Norman  Thomas  Kirk, 
Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  Army.  A  large 
attendance  of  friends  of  the  College  were  present 
for  the  ceremonies  of  dedication. 

The  effort  now  being  made  in  behalf  of  a  new 
church  for  the  Davidson  College  campus  is  meeting 
with  a  hearty  response  from  Presbyterians  all  over 
North  Carolina.  The  ministers  have  given  their 
united  endorsement  to  it.  A  large  number  of  churches 
have  been  open  to  representatives  from  the  campus 
to  present  the  matter.  Gifts  are  being  received  from 
individuals  and  all  types  of  churches.  It  is  confi- 
dently hoped  that  through  this  channel  the  full 
amount  needed  will  be  subscribed  in  the  weeks  and 
months  ahead. 

The  Summer  School,  at  which  the  College  now  ex- 
pects the  enrollment  of  150  or  more  students,  will 
begin  on  June  13.c;  Fully  half  the  Freshman  Class 
for  next  year  will  enroll  in  June  for  the  accelerated 
work.  A  considerable  number  of  students  now  at 
Davidson  will  continue  straight  on  through.  In  ad- 
dition, as  heretofore,  girls  will  be  enrolled  for  the 
courses  during  the  summer. 

The  College's  contract  with  the  Army  for  the 
training  of  Aviation  cadets  will  be  terminated  on 
June  30.  By  that  date  it  is  expected  that  all  Army 
trainees  will  have  been  removed  from  the  campus. 
Whether  another  unit  of  a  different  type  will  be  sent 
to  Davidson  for  training  remains  as  yet  uncertain.

GLADE  VALLEY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Prof.  E.  B.  Eldridge,  Supt.  Glade  Valley,  N.  C. 

The  session  of  1943-44  closed  April  21st  with 
eight  girls  and  five  boys  graduating.  Nine  from 
Presbyterian  Home  Mission  Fields  of  three  moun- 
tain counties.  They  are  fine  Christian  young  people 
and  the  majority  have  become  Christians  since  en- 
tering the  school  here  and  only  two  have  not  united 
with  the  Church.  Some  of  the  boys  in  Jr.  class  of 
'43  were  called  into  the  armed  services  and  were 
not  able  to  graduate  and  two  of  the  graduates  will 
be  in  the  service  soon. 

You  might  be  interested  to  know  what  these 
young  people  plan  for  their  life's  work,  however, 
you  may  understand  that  "Uncle  Sam"  will  soon  de- 
cide for  the  boys,  but  some  of  the  girls  have  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  enter  the  following  vocations; 
two  girls  will  enter  training  for  Army  and  Cadet 
Nurses,  one  field  of  Music,  two  Commercial  Work, 
one  wants  to  study  to  be  Director  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation, one  desires  to  be  a  Missionary.  Three  will 
be  helping  a  Home  Mission  Pastor  in  Bible  Schools 
during  part  of  the  summer. 

In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  teachers  we  were  able 
to  employ  a  full  faculty  and  they  remained  for  the 
session.  And  we  enrolled  more  new  students  than 
had  been  enrolled  for  several  years,  which  made  up 
for  the  loss  of  some  of  the  older  boys,  therefore, 
the  total  enrollment  was  almost  normal. 

In  the  fall  when  school  opened  the  registration 
cards  were  checked  and  it  was  noted  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  new  students  registered  were  not  pro- 
fessed Christians  as  every  year  we  find  most  of  the 
new  students  enrolling  are  not  members  of  any 
Church.  Herein  lies  our  great  responsibility  for 
Christian  training?  These  new  students  of  course 
study  the  Bible  daily  under  a  Christian  teacher,  at- 
tend Sunday  School,  Young  People's  League,  are  in- 
vited to  join  a  Prayer  Group  as  they  are  organized 
for  both  girls  and  boys  under  the  direction  of  a 
teacher.  We  also  have  preaching  services  twice 
each  month  on  Sunday  at  the  Church  and  our  pas- 
tor speaks  to  the  young  people  two  Sunday  nights 
each  month.  And  each  year  we  hold  an  evangelistic 
meeting.  This  year  Rev.  Marion  G.  Bradwell,  of 
Reynolds  Presbyterian  Church,  was  invited  to  assist 
our  pastor  in  such  meeting  the  first  week  in  March. 
Each  morning  Mr.  Bradwell  led  the  faculty  and  stu- 
dent body  in  a  consecrated  and  profitable  study  of 
the  book  of  Romans.  Each  evening  he  held  evangel- 
istic services  in  the  school  auditorium  and  our 
hearts  were  made  to  overflow  with  thanksgiving  and 
praise  as  we  saw  fourteen  of  these  unsaved  girls 
and  boys  accept  Christ  as  their  personal  Savior  dur- 
ing the  services  and  this  same  number  being  re- 
ceived into  the  Glade  Valley  Presbyterian  Church 
at  the  closing  service  on  Sunday  morning. 

After  the  meeting,  we  are  happy  to  tell  you, 
every  girl  and  boy  in  the  dormitories  were  members 
of  the  Church  and  only  four  day  students  not  mem- 
bers. 

Therefore,  I  hope  the  friends  of  Glade  Valley 
may  know  their  gifts  and  prayers  are  helping  in 
the  advancement  of  Christ  Kingdom  right  here  on 
our  campus  and  all  your  gifts  and  interest  are 
greatly  appreciated.

EXPERIENCE

SHALL  WE  DO  LESS 
THAN  JACOB?

"The  tenth  shall  be  holy  unto  the  Lord." — Lev. 
27:32. 

"Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse  that 
there  may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  now 
herewith,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  if  I  will  not  open 
you  the  windows  of  heaven  and  pour  out  a  blessing, 
that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it." — 
Mai.  3:10. 

* 

The  primary  duty  of  the  church  is  to  take  the 
gospel  to  every  creature,  and  this  is  our  Lord's  final 
command.  Many  people  feel  too  poor  to  give  any- 
thing for  these  causes,  when  the  fact  is  that  if  all 
made  the  tenth  holy  unto  the  Lord  there  would  be 
no  lack  of  funds  to  maintain  home  and  foreign 
missions. 

The  tithe  is  not  one-tenth  of  the  gross  income, 
but  only  one-tenth  of  the  net  income  after  deducting 
the  necessary  expenses  of  earning  it,  as  for  example 
a  drummer's  necessary  expenses  in  carrying  on  his 
business.  But  necessary  expenses  for  self  or  one's 
household  are  not  to  be  deducted.  Nine-tenths  of 
the  net  income  may  be  so  spent,  but  one-tenth  is  not 
to  be  spent  on  ourselves;  it  is  holy  unto  the  Lord. 
It  is  not  all  to  be  spent  on  the  home  church,  but 
in  the  worship  of  the  Lord  as  the  worshiper  thinks 
best.  What  is  given  to  the  poor  "is  lent  to  the 
Lord." 

No  one  is  too>  poor  to  tithe.  The  poorer  he  is, 
the  less  can  anyone  afford  not  to  tithe.  When  one 
tithes,  he  simply  takes  the  Lord  into  partnership  in 
his  daily  life.  God  does  not  ask  an  equal  partner- 
ship. He  asks  only  one-tenth.  Can  any  of  us  afford 
to  go  through  life  without  this  partner?    He  makes 


the  nine-tenths  go  farther  than  the  whole  would  go, 
if  the  tithe  was  not  practiced.  This  is  not  a  mere 
theory  of  mine,  but  an  actual  experience  after  near- 
ly fifty  years'  practice  of  the  tithe. 

Soon  after  we  were  married  I  bought  a  home 
on  credit.  A  year  later  I  became  involved  in  debt 
and  my  law  practice  was  in  bad  shape.  As  I  was 
going  home  one  day  a  deacon  stopped  me  and  asked 
me  to  subscribe  for  the  pastor's  salary  for  the  com- 
ing year.  I  told  him  I  owed  more  than  I  could  pay, 
that  I  must  be  just  before  I  was  generous,  and  that  I 
could  give  nothing  to  the  church.  I  went  on  home 
and  told  my  wife  what  had  occurred.  She  said  we 
ought  to  give  something,  and  after  some  discussion 
I  recalled  an  incident  that  occurred  some  years  be- 
fore. I  was  making  a  canvass  for  a  church  purpose, 
and  our  minister,  Rev.  Angus  McDonald,  told  me 
to  come  by  and  see  him  after  I  saw  the  other  peo- 
ple on  my  list.  I  went  to  see  him  and  he  got  out  an 
old  pocketbook,  saying,  "I  tithe  and  here  is  where 
I  keep  my  tithe."  He  gave  me  the  largest  contribu- 
tion I  received.  This  was  the  first  tither  I  ever 
knew.  So  I  said  to  my  wife,  "If  Mr.  McDonald 
could  tithe  on  $700  a  year,  maybe  we  might  try  it." 
She  agreed  and  got  out  a  ginger  jar  and  put  it  on 
the  mantlepiece  in  our  room;  I  brought  home  the 
tenth  of  all  money  I  received  daily.  We  paid  to  our 
church  causes  out  of  the  ginger  jar,  the  same 
amount  as  we  had  always  done,  and  to  our  surprise 
in  a  few  months  there  was  so  much  money  in  the 
ginger  jar  we  were  afraid  to  keep  it  in  the  house 
and  it  was  placed  in  a  separate  bank  account.  We 
have  tithed  ever  since.  The  ginger  jar  is  still  too 
full  to  keep  in  the  house. 

Thousands  upon  thousands  have  had  a  similar 
experience.  If  all  Christians  tithed  and  devoted  a 
fair  part  of  the  tithe  to  home  and  foreign  missions, 
the  gospel  would  be  taken  to  the  ends  of  the  earth 
within  this  generation.  Ministers  do  not  like  to 
preach  on  this  subject  because  so  many  people  say 
they  go  to  church  to  hear  the  gospel,  not  to  hear 
appeals  for  money.  But  the  tenth  is  "holy  unto  the 
Lord"  and  should  be  devoted  to  His  worship. 

Abraham  tithed  when  there  was  no  Jewish  race 
or  temple  service.  (Gen.  14:20).  So  did  Jacob 
when  a  penniless  wanderer  (Gen.  28:22).  All  this 
was  before  the  commission  to  take  the  gospel  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth.  Shall  Christians  do  less?  "And 
of  all  that  thou  shalt  give  me,  I  will  surely  giye  the 
tenth  unto  thee."  (Gen.  28:22).

EVANGELISTIC  CAMPAIGN 

The  Evangelistic  Campaign  conducted  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  last  year  was  a  signal 
success.    Fifty-seven  ministers  took  part  in  the 


holding  of  sixty-three  meetings,  resulting  in  400 
professions  of  faith  and  300  additions  to  the  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

The  campaign  is  being  continued  this  year  on 
the  same  plans  as  followed  last  year.  We  have  a 
number  of  ministers  on  our  list  who  are  ready  to 
go  to  any  point  in  the  state  and  assist  a  pastor  in 
the  holding  of  a  protracted  meeting. 

Thorough  preparation  should  be  made  by  the 
local  pastor  before  the  coming  of  the  visiting  pas- 
tor-evangelist. We  would  suggest  the  holding  of 
cottage  prayer  meetings  for  at  last  a  week  or  ten 
days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  the  meeting.  A  thor- 
ough survey  should  be  made  and  a  carefully  pre- 
pared list  of  prospects  to  be  used  by  the  pastor  and 
evangelist  during  the  meeting.  This  list  should  be 
supplemented  by  the  private  prayer  list  that  the 
pastor  may  have.  A  personal  workers  group  should 
be  organized  before  the  meeting  commences  and  be 
prepared  to  cooperate  with  the  visiting  evangelist 
and  pastor  in  the  winning  of  souls.  Personal  evan- 
gelism and  mass  evangelism  should  go  hand  in 
hand.  This  was  the  method  followed  by  the  early 
church.  Our  Saviour  and  His  followers  did  personal 
work  and  this  was  combined  with  mass  evangelism. 
Peter  held  a  great  meeting  at  Jerusalem,  resulting 
in  the  salvation  of  three  thousand  souls  at  one 
service.  We  are  endeavoring  to  follow  this  com- 
bined method  in  1  our  Evangelistic  Campaign  in 
North  Carolina. 

We  have  already  held  a  number  of  protracted 
meetings,  several  tent  meetings,  and  we  have  en- 
couraged the  use  of  personal  workers  in  connection 
with  both  types  of  services.  Any  church,  however 
small,  may  have  the  services  of  a  strong  pastor- 
evangelist  by  applying  to  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  Su- 
perintendent, Post  Office  Box  1124,  Greensboro, 
North  Carolina.

THE  ASSEMBLY  AND  EVANGELISM 

Great  emphasis  is  now  being  placed  upon  the 
importance  of  evangelism.  Our  Assembly  has  a 
Permanent  Committee  on  Evangelism  of  which  Rev. 
Frank  C.  Brown  is  chairman.  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee, of  which  Rev.  John  L.  Fowle  was  chairman, 
had  the  following  as  a  preamble  to  the  recommenda- 
tions in  the  report  to  the  last  Assembly: 

"The  greatest  challenge  before  our  Church  today 
is  the  winning  of  souls  for  Jesus  Christ.  God  in  His 
ever-wise  providence  has  brought  to  our  very  doors 
countless  thousands  of  men  and  women,  boys  and 
girls  who  must  be  won  for  Christ.  The  greatest 
migration  of  people  that  the  nation  has  ever  ex- 
perienced is  taking  place  before  our  own  eyes.  From 
all  parts  of  our  country  great  multitudes  of  people 
are  coming  to  the  Training  Camps,  shipyards  and 
manufacturing  centers  of  the  South.  Now  as  never 
before  we  must  emphasize  evangelism.  We  must 
pray  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  to  send  laborers  into

THE  NEW  BETHESDA  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

The  Historical  Bethesda  Presbyterian  Church, 
organized  in  1865,  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  April, 
1943.  Rev.  Roy  F.  Whitley,  the  efficient  and  aggres- 
sive pastor,  led  his  people  at  once  in  a  well-organized 
movement  for  the  restoration  of  a  bigger  and  better 


first  missionary  society  in  the  Presbytery  is  said  to 
have  been  organized  here.  Both  men  and  women 
were  members.  Records  of  the  members  and  their 
contributions  are  on  file  with  the  church.  The  Rev. 
Jacob  Doll,  while  pastor  at  Bethesda,  organized  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Reidsville  about  80 
years  ago.  The  Wentworth  and  Leaksville 
Churches  were  also  organized  by  pastors  of 
Bethesda.  The  cost  of  building  and  equipment, 
including  $10,000  in  memorials,  will  be  540,000 
instead  of  amount  stated  in  article. 

The  membership  in  this  field  has  doubled 
during  the  present  pastorate.  Over  four  hundred 
have  been  received.  Two  new  buildings  have 
been  erected  and  the  valuation  of  the  properties 
has  increased  from  $10,000  in  1932  to  $90,000  at 
the  present  time.  The  field  has  become'  self- 
supporting  with  a  beautiful  and  modern  manse. 
The  minister  has  acquired  his  Th.M.  degree 
during  this  time  and  is  now  working  on  his. 
Th.D.  degree.

church  building.  His  labors  and  the  united  efforts 
of  Synod's  and  Presbytery's  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittees, the  Belk  Foundation,  the  entire  congrega- 
tion and  a  host  of  friends  near  and  far,  were  crowned 
with  success  within  a  little  more  than  a  year  by  the 
completion  of  the  beautiful  church  pictured  above. 

It  is  of  brick  structure  and  consists  of  the  church 
proper  and  a  handsome  and  commodious  religious 
education  building.  The  church  part  has  a  large 
auditorium,  vestibule,  front  porch  with  large  white 
columns,  and  brick  walks  around  the  outside.  The 
interior  is  painted  with  a  delicate  tint  of  green  on 
the  walls,  ceiling  of  celotex,  with  white  beams  over- 
head, and  the  wainscoating,  choir,  and  pulpit  done 
in  honey.  The  same  pews  from  the  old  church  were 
installed  and  will  be  done  over.  Fifteen  stained 
glass  memorial  windows  have  been  replaced  and  a 
number  of  surprise  memorials  will  be  presented  on 
dedication  day.  The  entire  plant  is  steam  heated. 

The  education  building  has  eleven  rooms,  which 
include  parlor,  auditorium,  pastor's  counseling  room, 
kitchen,  choir  room,  superintendent's  office,  and  class 
rooms.  A  nice  sized  basement  was  constructed  in 
connection  with  the  furnace  room.  Each  room  has 
been  memorialized  by  some  member  or  interested 
friend.  It  has  been  equipped  with  Venetian  blinds, 
furniture  to  match  throughout.  Each  room  contains 
one  picture  by  Hoffman  which  is  an  authorized  copy 
from  the  original  which  hangs  in  Riverside  Church 
in  New  York  and  passed  on  by  the  trustees  of  that 
church. 

The  beautiful  Wick's  Pipe  Organ,  complete  with 
Deagan  Chimes,  a  gift  of  Mrs.  Mary  Boyd  Dibrell, 
of  Danville,  Virginia,  will  be  done  over  and  restored 
during  the  summer  months.  This  organ  was  a  tribute 
to  the  late  Robert  Payne  Richardson,  and  Mary  Wat- 
tington  Richardson,  who  were  former  members  of 
this  church  and  who  became  pioneers  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Reidsville. 

Bethesda  is  among  the  ten  oldest  churches  in 
Orange  Presbytery  and  has  a  glorious  past.  The

SAMPLE  OF  OUR  EVANGELISTIC  CAMPAIGN 

Rev.  John  W.  Luke  wanted  a  ministers  to  assist 
him  in  a  meeting  in  a  weak  church.

Gillespie  over  long  distance,  requesting  a  minister. 
Rev.  J.  T.  Barham,  a  volunteer  on  Dr.  Gillespie's 
list  of  pastor  evangelists,  was  sent  and  spent  two 
weeks  at  Bethel  church.  He  preached  every  day  and 
twice  on  Sunday.  Forty-four  calls  were  made,  there 
were  30  reconsecrations  and  15  professions  of  faith. 
The  membership  of  the  church  was  greatly  strength- 
ened by  the  faithful  preaching  of  the  Lord.  There 
will  be  75  or  100  similar  meetings  held  during  our 
evangelistic  campaign  in  the  remainder  of  this 
church  year.

If  your  knowledge  of  Mr.  Shankel's  pastorate  is 
confined  to  minutes  of  Presbytery,  you  might  con- 
clude he  has  an  easy  parish  but  when  you  follow 
him  in  his  activities,  it  is  another  story.

He  served  this  point  in  connection  with  his 
regular  pastorate  giving  them  a  morning  service  at 
ten  o'clock  and  preaching  at  his  city  church  at 
eleven.

There 
are  many  young  people  in  the  congregation  and  the 
outlook  for  growth  is  exceedingly  bright.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  ADVANCE 

September  in  the  church  program  marks  the 
launching  of  the  third  year  of  the  Religious  Educa- 
tion Advance,  the  movement  in  which  we  are  uniting 
with  forty  other  communions  to  "Reach  Every  Per- 
son With  Christian  Teaching."

Some  of  the  specific  goals  for  this  third  year  aro: 

Magnify  the  importance  of  our  church's  teaching 
progx*am. 

Improve  our  church's  program  of  Christian  teaching. 
Enlist  all  members  in  active  participation. 
Develop  all  church  leaders. 

Increase  the  number  reached  by  our  church's  teach- 
ing program. 

Give  the  broadest  possible  conception  of  Christ's 
Church  and  His  program  for  it. 

Religious  Education  Week  will  be  observed  from 
September  24  to  October  1,  opening  with  Promotion 
Day  in  the  Church  School  and  closing  with  Rally 
Day  in  the  Church  School  and  an  observance  of 
World-Wide  Communion  Day.

Stewardship  Definition 

"Stewardship  in  the  life  of  a  Christian  is  manag- 
ing life  and  its  resources  for  God  and  the  good  of 
all.  Therefore,  Christians  who  recognize  themselves 
as  stewards,  acknowledge  Christ  as  Lord  of  life,  of 
time,  of  talents,  influence  and  possessions.  Steward- 
ship applies  to  all  the  problems  and  areas  of  human 
life  and  i-elationships.  It  deals  with  attitudes  rather 
than  with  quantities.

College  will  open  on  September  7.  We  expect  a 
larger  number  in  the  preparatory  department  than 
in  the  junior  college  department.  A  high  school 
boy  can  complete  his  work  more  quickly,  and  often 
more  thoroughly,  in  our  preparatory  department 
than  in  the  public  high  schools.  We  believe  there 
are  other  advantages  of  a  well-conducted  boarding 
school. 

Because  of  the  crowded  conditions  in  many  wom- 
en's colleges,  and  because  we  have  space  for  25  wom- 
en in  the  Administration  Building,  we  are  making  a 
new  departure  this  fall.  We  will  admit  25  young 
women  as  boarding  students.  They  will  be  under 
the  supervision  of  our  matron  in  their  own  building. 
Rules  and  regulations  for  their  direction  have  been 
drawn  up.  This  policy  will  be  followed  only  for  the 
duration.  As  soon  as  the  war  ends,  all  facilities  and 
also  extra  facilities  will  be  needed  for  men  students. 
It  was  decided  to  give  the  educational  opportunity 
to  25  young  women  rather  than  leave  the  facilities 
unusued.  A  $50  scholarship  is  available  to  15  young 
women,  and  some  of  them  may  earn  up  to  $100 
through  student  employment.  If  you  know  of  a  fine 
young  woman  who  would  like  to  take  college  fresh- 
man work  or  a  commercial  course  next  year  at  min- 
imum expense,  tell  her  of  these  scholarships. 

Dr.  James  H.  Thornwell,  III,  will  become  head 
of  the  English  department  with  the  opening  of  col- 
lege on  September  7.  "We  never  will  get  anybody 
as  good  as  Dr.  Thornwell"  was  the  comment  to  the 
writer  from  a  ninth  grade  boy  when  he  learned  that 
Dr.  Thornwell  will  not  return  to  Hartsville,  S.  C. 
to  serve  as  Superintendent.  Upon  petition  of  the 
teachers  and  pupils,  the  Hartsville  Board  of  Trustees 
named  the  grammar  school  in  his  honor,  The  Thorn- 
well Graded  School.  Presbyterian  Junior  College  is 
fortunate  to  have  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Thornwell  added  to 
the  college  family. 

Dr.  Thornwell  is  the  third  in  a  direct  line  to 
bear  the  same  name.  His  father  was  the  pastor  of 
Fort  Mill  Presbyterian  Church  for  25  years.  His 
grandfather  was  the  youngest  minister  ever  to  be 
elected  moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A. 
He  was  moderator  in  1847,  before  the  separation  of 
the  Southern  Church,  when  he  was  only  34  years  old. 
His  irenic  spirit  and  clear  thinking  made  him  a 
leader,  trusted  alike  by  the  presbyters  of  the  North 
and  of  the  South.  Not  until  the  Confederate  States 
had  already  been  set  up  did  he  become  a  leader  in 
forming  the  separate  church  in  the  South.  He  was 
outstanding  as  an  educator,  serving  as  professor  and 
president  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  and 
also  as  professor  at  Columbia  Theological  Seminary. 
His  writings  are  still  often  quoted  in  scholarly 
circles.  Dr.  J.  H.  Thornwell  was  admitted  to  the 
South  Carolina  bar  in  his  youth,  but  he  never  prac- 
ticed law.  He  holds  the  A.B.  and  LL.D.  degrees. 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  is  happy  to  offer  the 
young  people  of  our  church  the  opportunity  of  in- 
struction under  Dr.  Thornwell. 

The  Rev.  G.  Wilfred  Fletcher  is  the  new  head 
of  the  department  of  Mathematics  and  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents. Mr.  Fletcher  received  the  M.A.  degree  last 
year  from  George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers, 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  has  completed  some  work  on  his 
Ph.D.  degree.

UNION  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President  Richmond,  Va. 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Presbyterian  News  Dr. 
Lacy  spoke  of  the  Summer  School  which  we  would 
hold  for  the  members  of  the  incoming  Junior  Class 
beginning  on  June  14.  Twenty-one  Juniors  were  en- 
rolled and  four  upper  classmen  returned  to  take 
up  their  study  of  Hebrew.  Professor  Kelly  discusses 
the  success  of  this  experiment  in  intensive  teaching 
in  the  paragraph  which  follows: 

"In  a  departure  from  its  long  established  sched- 
ule the  Seminary  has  offered  this  summer  an  ac- 
celerated course  in  the  Hebrew  language  for  incom- 
ing Juniors.  The  course  was  suggested  by  the  pres- 
ent Army  and  Navy  methods  of  language  study 
which  have  been  found  successful  in  many  schools. 
While  modifications  of  the  method  were  necessary 
due  to  the  different  ends  to  be  achieved,  the  general 
principle  of  intensive  study  was  retained.  Thus  for 
six  weeks  the  class  met  for  two  hours  each  day,  one 
of  which  was  devoted  to  explanation,  the  second  to 
drill  work  with  smaller  groups.  The  students  car- 
ried, in  addition  to  the  Hebrew  work,  only  one  other 
course,  and  hence  were  able  to  concentrate  their 
study  more  easily  than  in  a  normal,  crowded  ses- 
sion. The  experiment  cannot  be  fully  evaluated  yet, 
but  from  present  indications  it  has  been  successful. 
After  the  first  six  weeks  the  men  are  ready  for 
translation  work  normally  attempted  only  after 
14  or  15  weeks.  An  additional  advantage  is  the  fact 
that  they  will  begin  the  regular  Fall  term  with  the 
most  arduous  part  of  their  language  study  already 
accomplished." 

On  August  2,  forty-two  graduate  students  arrived 
for  a  month  of  study.  These  men  are  also  supplying 
numerous  scattered  churches  these  four  week-ends. 
With  a  total  of  67  men  in  residence,  this  is  by  far 
the  busiest  summer  the  Seminary  has  known.  The 
new  library  building  has  already  been  amply  justi- 
fied. 

Dr.  Lacy's  friends  will  be  interested  to  learn  that 
he  is  gradually  recovering  from  a  recent  operation 
which  has  forced  him  to  lay  aside  all  work  until 
the  opening  of  the  regular  Fall  session  on  September 
20.  We  ask  your  prayers  for  his  speedy  restoration 
to  full  strength;  for  the  professors;  and  for  the  stu- 
dents as  they  prepare  themselves  to  better  proclaim 
the  Gospel  of  Christ.

This  conference  was  followed  by 
the  Senior  Young  People  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery, 
which  was  a  splendid  conference.  The  college  af- 
fords excellent  facilities  for  meetings  of  this  kind, 
and  is  glad  to  render  this  service  to  the  church  and 
its  young  people.  This  work  is  being  done  under 
the  general  direction  of  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann,  Director  of 
Religious  Education  for  the  Synod. 

To  introduce  the  usual  program  of  musical  events 
for  the  new  year,  the  Vardell  Music  Club  of  Red 
Springs  will  present  the  famous  pianist,  Egon  Petri, 
in  a  concert  on  Saturday,  October  23.  This  is  a 
benefit  affair,  sponsored  by  friends  and  admirers  of 
Mrs.  Charles  G.  Vardell,  Dean  Emeritus  of  the  Con- 
servatory, who  are  contributing  to  the  Linda  Var- 
dell Music  Scholarship  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Vardell.

At  the  close  of  the  Fiscal  Year,  July  30,  the 


Peace  College  will  open  its  73rd  session  the  week 
of  September  11.  A  capacity  attendance  is  expected. 
The  boarding  department  of  the  school  has  been 
filled  since  about  the  first  of  June,  and  we  have  had 
to  turn  away  a  large  number  of  students.  The  usual 
large  attendance  of  Raleigh  students  is  expected. 

There  will  be  fewer  faculty  changes  than  usual. 
Miss  Rachel  McElroy  of  Tampa,  Florida,  will  be 
head  of  the  departments  of  Spanish  and  Psychology.

She  has 
taught  most  successfully  at  Montreat  College  and 
elsewhere. 

Miss  Harriet  Rose  Johnston  of  Geneva,  New  York 
will  be  teacher  of  voice  and  speech.  Miss  Johnston 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Eastman  School  of  Music  of  the 
University  of  Rochester,  New  York. 

A  teacher  of  history  will  be  supplied  later. 

The  college  administration  is  planning  the  usual 
week  of  orientation  for  new  girls.  It  will  be  as- 
sisted by  members  of  the  Student  Council  and  of  the 
Peace  Student  Christian  Association.  New  students 
will  arrive  on  Tuesday,  September  12,  with  old  stu- 
dents coming  in  on  September  14.  Classes  will  begin 
on  September  15. 

The  report  of  the  College  to  Synod  shows  a  most 
successful  year  just  completed.  The  debt  has  been 
reduced  to  $20,000  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  can  be 
wiped  out  entirely  by  January  1,  1945.  The  Hudson- 
Belk  Company  of  Raleigh  has  made  the  College  a 
conditional  gift  of  $5,000  if  it  raises  $15,000  to  pay 
the  debt.  This  gift  can  be  secured  if  friends  of  the 
College  rally  to  its  support. 

The  year's  report  shows  that  the  endowment 
fund  has  been  increased  to  $24,721.04  during  the 
year.  Two  scholarships  have  been  secured  in  these 
funds  amounting  to  $2,500  each.  The  Garland  Norris 
Company  Scholarship  of  Raleigh  (Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gar- 
land Norris)  and  the  Margaret  Smith  Griffin  Schol- 
arship Fund  established  by  Mrs.  B.  H.  Griffin  of 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  interest  of  our  people  in 
Peace  College,  and  we  ask  their  continued  support. 


audit  revealed  a  number  of  interesting  facts.  The 
college  again  operated  on  a  balanced  budget.  The 
endowment  was  increased  to  $193,000,  due  largely 
to  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Vardell,  the  Alumnae,  and  the 
Auxiliaries.  The  net  debt  was  reduced  to  $29,000 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Debt  Liquidation  Associa- 
tion, which  raised  $24,000  during  the  year  for  this 
cause.  Both^of  these  organizations  are  continuing 
their  activities,  having  as  their  objectives  the  mini- 
mum of  $300,000  for  the  endowment  and  the  complete 
liquidation  of  the  debt.  All  the  friends  of  the  college 
are  deeply  grateful  to  those  who  are  making  this 
progress  possible  through  their  contributions.

Queens  College  announces  the  appointment  of 
Rev.  Wade  H.  Boggs,  Jr.,  A.B.,  M.A.,  B.D.,  Th.M.,  to 
the  Chair  of  Bible  and  Philosophy  at  Queens  Col- 
lege. Mr.  Boggs  is  an  honor  graduate  of  Davidson 
College,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Omicron  Delta  Kappa.  He 
holds  a  graduate  degree  in  philosophy  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Richmond.  Upon  graduation  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  he  was  granted  a  fellowship 
and  completed  his  master's  degree  in  theology. 

To  the  faculty  of  Bible,  religion,  and  philosophy, 
Miss  Mary  Louise  Woodson  has  been  added  as  as- 
sociate professor  of  religious  education.  Miss  Wood- 
son is  well  known  throughout  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  for  she  has  served  a  number  of  years  as 
secretary  of  Young  People's  Work  under  the  Com- 
mittee of  Religious  Education  of  the  Synod.  Miss 
Mary  Lee  Taylor  continues  as  a  teacher  of  Bible. 
With  these  three  teachers  in  the  Department  of 
Bible,  Religion,  and  Philosophy,  Queens  College  pre- 
sents an  unusually  strong  faculty  in  this  field. 

Queens  College  and  the  Charlotte  churches  are 
developing  a  cooperative  program  of  leadership  edu- 
cation on  an  interdenominational  basis,  the  general 
outlines  of  which  are  as  follows: 

1.  Under  Miss  Woodson's  direction,  there  will  de- 
velop in  Charlotte  an  interdenominational  teacher 
training  program  for  all  Sunday  school  workers. 
The  directors  of  religious  education  in  the  local 
churches  of  Charlotte  will  form  the  personnel  re- 
sources for  such  a  program,  along  with  the  pastors 
of  these  churches,  and  perhaps,  from  time  to  time, 
teachers  from  outside  the  local  community.  It  will 
be  a  continuous  program  of  religious  education,  with 
courses  planned  over  a  period  of  years,  and  these 
courses  given  in  a  series  throughout  the  year,  meet- 
ing once  a  week  in  the  evening.  All  Sunday  school 
workers  of  the  city,  regardless  of  denomination,  will 
have  the  privilege  of  sharing  in  these  courses.  The 
Curriculum  Committee  is  planning  for  three  schools 
the  first  year. 

2.  The  program  for  leadership  education  will 
provide  for  both  boarding  students  and  day  students 
of  the  College.  Miss  Woodson  will  seek  to  have  each 
student  of  the  college  find  her  place  in  some  church 
of  the  community,  where  she  will  be  at  home,  and 
also  where  she  will  participate  in  the  work  of  the 
church.  We  shall  hope  that  the  young  women  who 
attend  Queens  College  will,  during  their  college 
years,  become  so  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
church  that  in  the  communities  where  later  they  will 
reside,  they  will  become  leaders  for  the  church.  We 
believe  that  in  the  field  of  church  work  a  program 
may  be  developed  of  laboratory  experience  in  church 
work,  corresponding  to  the  practice  teaching  pro- 
gram in  the  field  of  education. 

3.  Miss  Woodson  will  be  a  professor  on  the  fac- 
ulty of  Queens  College,  thus  placing  the  program  of 
leadership  education  on  a  firm  educational  basis. 
While  most  of  her  time  will  be  given  to  the  work 
of  the  Charlotte  churches  and  to  the  relating  of  the

Our  New  Sunday  School  Extension  Work 

Miss  Sara  Little  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  a  recent 
graduate  of  the  Training  School,  has  just  taken  up 
her  task  as  all-time  worker  for  the  Committee  of 
Religious  Education  in  Sunday  School  Extension.  She 
began  her  work  in  June  and  has  already  organized 
two  schools  in  Wilmington  Presbytery  and  is  now 
in  Albemarle  Presbytery.  She  is  having  a  thrilling 
experience  as  noted  from  a  part  of  her  report  below. 

"As  regards  my  second  Sunday  school,  I  have 
done  many  things  but  this  tent  experience  is  a  new 
one  for  me.  I  feel  that  this  S.  S.  is  my  own  child. 
I  can't  ever  remember  to  have  worked  harder  or 
prayed  harder  over  any  one  thing  before.  Fifty  were 
present  yesterday.  The  men  and  I  worked  until 
10:15  Saturday  night  by  car-light.  One  took  me 
home  with  him  for  supper,  then  we  had  to  meet 
again  at  eight  o'clock  Sunday  morning  to  do  some 
last  minute  things.  You  should  have  seen  those  men, 
shipyard  workers.  They  would  come  home,  grab  a 
bite  to  eat,  and  almost  every  night  for  two  weeks, 
they  would  work  till  late  at  night  at  the  tent. 

"As  we  sat  around  for  a  moment  yesterday 
morning,  the  three  most  faithful  and  I,  all  the  work 
done,  they  were  like  school  boys — fearful  that  no  one 
would  come,  yet  eager  for  a  successful  meeting — 
dreaming  of  all  the  things  they  wanted  to  do  there. 
Honest,  I  don't  know  how  long  I  can  stand  this 
S.  S.  Extension  work.  I  get  so  excited  about  the 
people  that  I  can't  sleep  at  night  and  lie  there  plan- 
ning for  the  next  day.  And  the  very  thought  of  leav- 
ing these  people,  well  I  thrust  it  from  me  as  being 
too  unpleasant  to  consider. 

"By  far  the  most  important  work  I  do  is  with 
individuals.  Let  me  give  you  some  word  pictures. 
That  of  a  woman,  leaning  on  her  hoe  in  the  shade 
of  a  tree  as  she  paused  to  talk  with  me  about  the 
great  fear  in  her  heart  for  her  son  in  the  army, 
and  about  her  sorrow  that  no  other  member  of  her 
family  was  a  Christian.  I  can  still  see  the  look  in 
her  eye  as  she  said,  'Lady,  come  talk  to  me  again." 

"That  of  a  city  church  member,  spending  one 
whole  morning  telling  me  of  the  great  urge  that  had 
come  to  her  in  the  night  as,  unable  to  sleep,  she  real- 
ized that  she  must  offer  her  services  for  the  outpost 
work.  The  great  joy  that  had  come  to  her  in  that 
decision  made  Christianity  take  on  new  life  for  her; 
she  was  going  to  do  something  about  what  she  be- 
lieved. 

"That  of  two  adolescent  boys,  talking  with  me 
in  the  shade  of  a  pear  tree  by  the  side  of  a  road: 
'Na,  we  don't  want  to  come  to  Sunday  school ;  it 
gives  us  a  headache  .  .  .  rather  go  to  a  show  .  .  . 
Sunday  ain't  no  different  from  no  other  day  .  .  .  We 
done  stopped  school;  it  gives  us  a  headache  .  .  .' 
and  then:  'Well,  I'll  come  up  and  see  what  you  all 
do  here'  .  .  .  'Reckon  I'll  come,  too ;  going  to  be 
ready  to  start  next  Sunday?' 

"That  of  a  long  train  of  children  following  me 
down  a  dusty,  sandy  road  in  the  middle  of  a  hot 
summer's  day — joining  me  of  their  own  accord  as  I 
visited  from  house  to  house  in  the  country — fun  and 
laughter  as  we  saw  all  their  dogs  and  cats,  visited 
their  playhouses  in  the  woods,  saw  their  own  little 


gardens  .  .  .  (And  they  all  came  to  Sunday  school 
the  next  Sunday.) 

"That  of  a  community  of  people  brought  together 
for  the  first  time  as  the  men  met  to  put  up  a  tent 
for  their  Sunday  School;  the  women  gathered  to 
talk,  the  children  played  in  the  sand.  Families  who 
had  been  lonely  met  their  neighbors,  finally  planned 
things  together. 

"That  of  an  eight-year-old  boy,  with  the  bluest 
eyes  and  the  dirtiest  face  I've  seen,  as  he  and  I 
chopped  away  at  the  remaining  weeds  under  the 
tent  in  the  fast  approaching  darkness — the  look  of 
seriousness  in  those  blue  eyes  as  he  stopped  for  a 
moment,  and  said,  for  no  reason  at  all,  'I  ain't  never 
going  to  cuss  no  more.' 

"That  of  a  six-year-old  boy,  trudging  by  my  side 
down  the  highway.  'Sunday  School  Lady,'  he  said, 
'are  you  going  to  ask  them  kids  down  the  road  to  our 
Sunday  School?  They  have  bugs  in  their  heads.' 
So  we  stopped,  then  and  there,  and  as  the  cars 
whizzed  by,  discussed  the  complicated  problem  of 
God's  love  for  all  people;  he  understands,  I  think, 
that  'them  kids'  are  coming. 

"That  of  a  group  of  people,  gathered  in  the  sun- 
set of  a  Saturday  afternoon  to  clean  up  the  build- 
ing for  Sunday,  as  they  laughed  and  talked  together, 
and  commented:  'Those  folks  who  come  out  from 
town  to  help  us  are  so  nice  .  .  .  they  aren't  stuck  up 
a  bit  .  .  .  Aunt  Jennie  told  us  about  you  all  visiting 
her  last  Sunday,  and  her  giving  all  of  you  some 
flowers  .  .  .' 

"That  of  a  child's  running  to  give  me  some  roses 
before  I  left  ...  or  another's  running  to  get  a  bunch 
of  gardenias  ...  or  an  old  woman's  hobbling  out  to 
get  some  flowers  ...  or  a  busy  mother's  insisting 
that  I,  an  utter  stranger,  wait  a  moment  and  have 
lunch  with  her  .  .  . 

"Multiply  these  pictures  many  times,  and  you 
see  hundreds  of  people  needing  help  in  many  ways, 
wanting  someone  to  talk  to  them,  to  listen  to  them 
— people  waiting,  without  knowing  it,  for  their  own 
Sunday  school  and  church — children  eager  for 
stories,  games,  and  most  of  all,  for  love.  These  are 
my  people."

The  prospective  enrollment  in  Davidson  College 
this  fall  is  approximately  400  students.  This  figure 
represents  the  young  men  in  the  ASTRP  Unit  and 
civilian  students  combined.

The  12-week  summer  term  was  concluded  with 
Commencement  Exercises  on  August  25.  Nine  stu- 
dents were  awarded  their  degrees  at  a  Commence- 
ment Exercise  on  that  date.

Goldiere,  of  the  French  Department,  is  at  Mary  Bald- 
win College  in  Virginia.  Professor  W.  N.  Mebane, 
Jr.,  in  Physics  and  Mathematics,  is  at  Columbia 
University  while  Coach  Eugene  McEver  is  loaned 
to  the  University  of  North  Carolina  the  coming  year. 

It  is  with  genuine  regret  that  the  Davidson  Col- 
lege community  witnesses  the  loss  from  the  faculty 
of  Dr.  P.  H.  Gwynn,  Jr.,  who  has  recently  accepted 
the  position  of  Director  of  Christian  Education  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Gwynn  has  been 
associated  with  the  Davidson  faculty  since  1930 
as  Professor  of  Education  and  Director  of  Student 
Guidance.  He  will  be  missed  in  the  faculty,  in  many 
student  relations,  in  the  church,  and  in  the  com- 
munity. He  goes,  however,  with  Davidson's  blessing 
into  this  larger  field  of  service  to  the  cause  of  Chris- 
tian Education.

GLADE  VALLEY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Prof.  E.  B.  Eldridge,  Supt.  Glade  Valley,  N.  C. 

Glade  Valley  High  School  will  be  the  recipient 
of  the  White  Cross  gifts  from  the  Presbyterials  of 
the  North  Carolina  Synodical  for  the  year  1944-45 
and  for  the  gifts  already  sent  in  and  for  others  to  be 
received  we  are  very  grateful,  as  this  fund  will 
meet  a  great  need. 

For  in  the  first  place,  the  Auxiliaries  of  Winston- 
Salem  Presbyterial  have  designated  that  their  White 
Cross  Funds  be  used  in  fitting  up  a  room  in  the  girls' 
dormitory  to  be  used  as  an  infirmary,  since  there 
is  no  room  for  this  purpose  in  the  building. 

A  convenient  room  has  been  selected  and  plans 
are  underway  to  renovate  the  room  and  equip  it  with 
two  single  beds  and  other  needed  furniture.  First 
aid  medicine  and  supply  cabinet  will  be  installed. 
We  have  recently  been  informed  that  part  of  the 
funds  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  White  Cross  Sec- 
retary of  W.  S.  Presbyterial  and  we  hope  to  have  the 
room  ready  by  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  of 
school. 

Following  this  first  need  which  is  being  provided 
and  will  add  a  great  deal  to  the  convenience  of  the 
Dean  of  Girls  in  caring  for  girls,  the  second  press- 
ing need  is  a  recreational  building  on  our  campus. 
The  only  buildings  on  the  campus  used  for  school 
purposes  are  two  dormitories,  but  neither  building 
has  a  room  for  games  and  recreation  which  is  very 
essential  in  a  boarding  school  as  the  girls  and  boys 
need  exercise  and  recreation  for  the  best  develop- 
ment and  health.  When  winter  comes  and  we  are 
forced  to  give  up  the  outdoor  sports,  the  only  place 
we  find  which  offers  some  room  for  recreation  is 
the  small  auditorium  in  the  boys'  building,  but  we 
are  not  able  to  equip  this  room  for  games  as  it  is 
used  for  Chapel,  Sunday  School  Assembly,  and  other 
Y.  P.  meetings. 

Therefore,  desiring  to  use  the  White  Cross  funds 
from  the  other  eight  Presbyterials  for  a  worth-while 
project  we  feel  the  funds  should  be  pooled  and  used 
toward  the  erection  of  a  recreational  building,  as 
soon  as  materials  are  available.  A  report  of  this 
expected  gift  was  made  to  the  trustees  meeting  at 
Glade  Valley  in  June  and  they,  seeing  the  need  of 
such  a  building  approved  this  plan. 

With  this  in  view  the  Auxiliary  members  will 
know  in  advance  to  what  purpose  their  gifts  will  be 
used  and  we  hope  for  substantial  gifts  from  the 
combined  efforts  of  all  the  Auxiliaries  in  the  Pres- 
byterials. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  as  Glade 
Valley  School  is  most  fortunate  in  being  the  recip- 
ient of  the  White  Cross  gift  this  year  and  may  rich 
blessing  attend  the  members  of  each  Auxiliary.

college  students  to  their  respective  denominational 
churches,  she  will  teach  one  course  in  religious  edu- 
cation for  the  college  students,  as  a  part  of  the  reg- 
ular curriculum  of  the  College. 

4.  It  is  believed  by  those  who  have  given  a  great 
deal  of  careful  thought  to  this  development  that, 
in  this  leadership  education  program,  we  have  an 
opportunity  to  lift  the  whole  level  of  teacher  train- 
ing in  the  Charlotte  churches.  It  will  be  a  progres- 
sive movement,  gaining  momentum  with  the  years. 
We  believe  that  not  only  will  it  contribute  to  better 
teaching  through  training  our  Sunday  school  teach- 
ers, but  that  also  many  young  women  will  be  led 
to  prepare  themselves  ,  through  additional  work,  to 
be  teachers  of  Bible,  directors  of  religious  educa- 
tion, church  workers,  and  missionaries. 

The  new  development  has  created  a  great  deal  of 
interest.  Dr.  Wade  H.  Boggs,  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education  says:  "I  wish  to  con- 
gratulate you  and  the  college  upon  this  forward- 
looking  step.  Such  a  program  carried  through  on  a 
sane  basis  ought  to  make  the  college  a  blessing  to 
every  church  and  Sunday  school  in  the  city  of  Char- 
lotte. .  .  .

Paying  for  Church  Neglect

ONE  of  the  most  inspirational  sights  in  the  world 
is  the  spire  of  a  church.  One  of  the  greatest 
thrills  I  ever  received  was  to  look  through  the  black- 
ness of  a  starless  night  and  see  revolving  in  the 
distance  a  flaming  cross.  While  traveling  through  Long 
Island  a  few  days  ago,  I  read  a  little  sign  outside  a  country 
church  which  said:  "Do  you  go  to  church?  Go  where  you 
please,  but  go  to  church."  This  took  me  back  to  a  period 
of  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  I  recalled  a  luncheon 
that  I  had  with  a  man  who,  due  to  bad  habits,  had  just 
been  discharged  from  a  very  important  executive  position. 
I  asked  him  why  he  had  permitted  himself  to  conduct  him- 
self as  he  had.  He  said  because  he  forgot  what  he  learned 
in  church.  "After  all,  Mr.  Wright,"  he  said,  "the  best  life 
is  the  Christian  life."  The  church  is  the  foundation  of 
the  state.  When  the  church  goes  the  state  will  go.  For 
five  years  I  never  put  my  foot  inside  a  church  door.  Then  a 
clergyman  called  to  see  me.  I  agreed  to  attend  his  church. 
For  four  years  I  never  missed  a  Sunday,  unless  I  was  out 
of  the  city.  Church-going  is  a  habit,  a  mighty  good  habit, 
and  should  be  cultivated  in  youth.

DEFENSE  SERVICE 

The  Defense  Service  Council,  set  up  in  1941, 
is  the  youngest  agency  of  the  General  Assembly. 
Since  its  formation  the  scope  and  responsibility  of 
the  work  have  increased.  Among  its  first  respon- 
sibilities was  the  ministering  to  the  men  and  women 
in  training,  then  following  them  overseas.  Now, 
that  so  many  of  our  men  are  returning  there  is  an 
added  responsibility. 

Captain  John  B.  McDonald,  Regimental  Chap- 
lain, 354th  Infantry  presented  "Our  Responsibility 
to  Returning  Service  Men",  most  earnestly  and 
practically,  to  the  women  of  the  Synodical  Auxil- 
iary. 

He  said:  "That  church  services  should  be  plan- 
ned to  include  prayer  moments  for  the  soldiers 
that  the  returning  men  will  be  changed  in  propor- 
tion to  the  time  that  they  have  been  away;  that 
some  will  have  emotional  maladjustments;  that  all 
will  be  depressed;  and  that  deep  anxieties,  certain 
bitternesses,  dreams  of  shell  fire,  or  perhaps  the 
feeling  of  failure  to  a  buddy  or  to  duty  may  haunt 
the  returning  soldier.  Christ  alone,  Captain  Mc- 
Donald reminded  his  hearers  is  the  healer  of  mind 
and  soul  and  body.

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CANN  MEMORIAL  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 


Among  the  first  fruits  of  the  great  forward 
movement  in  home  missions  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  inaugurated  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in 
Goldsboro  1888  known  as  Synodical  Home  Missions, 
was  the  organization  on  March  24,  1889,  of  a  Pres- 
byterian church  in  Elizabeth  City  of  eight  charter 
members  and  seven  baptized  children  as  non-com- 
municant members. 

Mrs.  Cann,  of  Canada,  who  was  residing  at  this 
time  in  Elizabeth  City  for  her  health,  was  much 
interested  in  this  little  group  of  Presbyterians  and 
left  a  bequest  of  $800.00  toward  the  erection  of  a 
church.  The  church  was  erected  in  1892  and  named 
in  loving  remembrance  of  her,  the  Cann  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Church. 

From  its  beginning  to  the  present,  this  church 
has  given  emphasis  to  the  Sunday  School.  The  first 
report  in  the  Assembly's  Minutes  of  this  little 
church  in  1890  shows  a  membership  of  9  and  a  Sun- 
day School  of  14.  During  the  period  of  fifty  years 
from  •  1889  to  1939,  the  membership  averaged  40, 
while  the  iSunday  School  enrollment  averaged  48. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Bright,  church  historian  of  this 
organization,  has  written  a  most  interesting  history 
of  this  church  entitled,  "The  Triumph  of  Faith," 
in  which  she  says: 

"The  membership  of  the  church  grew  but  has 
never  been  large  and  the  church  continued  to  re- 


ceive support  from  the  Home  Mission  Committee 
until  recently.  There  is  only  one  other  Presby- 
terian church  this  side  of  the  Albemarle  Sound  for 
this  section  of  the  state  is  predominantly  Methodist 
and  Baptist.  Many  Presbyterians  came  here  for 
business  reasons  only  to  be  transferred  in  a  few 
years  time.  But  the  church  ministered  to  them 
while  they  were  here  and  they  carried  its  influence 
to  their  new  homes. 

"In  1925  a  Manse  was  purchased  at  203  N. 
Elliott  Street.  Mrs.  Emma  G.  Ward,  one  of  the. 
charter  members,  in  her  will  left  the  church  $3,- 
000.00  for  this  purpose.  Synod  and  Presbytery 
added  another  $1,000.00  and  the  Ladies'  Aid  gave 
$500.00.  The  balance  was  to  be  paid  as  part  of  the 
budget. 

"In  March,  1939  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Crawford  began 
his  pastorate  here.  It  was  our  hope  that  he  would 
lead  us  in  the  building  program  that  many  of  the 
members  felt  was  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
church's  survival.  He  has  proved  indeed  to  be  a 
leader  of  wisdom  and  courage  and  faith. 

"After  investigation  of  all  available  sites  for  a 
new  church  the  one  best  suited  to  our  purpose 
seemed  to  be  what  was  known  as  the  McCabe 
property.  This  was  a  large  well  built  house  on  a 
lot  approximately  100  by  200  feet  situated  on  the 
south  side  of  West  Main  Street.  It  had  recently 
been  papered  and  painted  on  the  interior.  At  a  con-  I 
gregational  meeting  on  April  16,  1939,  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  were  made: 

1.  That  the  McCabe  property,  311  West  Main 
Street,  be  purchased. 

2.  That  the  house  be  moved  to  the  rear  of  the 
lot  and  used  for  a  Sunday  School  building. 

3.  That  a  church  be  erected  on  the  front  of  the 
lot. 

"These  words  in  the  prologue  of  Dr.  Lacy's 
Dedication  Sermon  struck  an  answering  note  in 
the  hearts  of  his  hearers: 

'This  Church,  its  building  and  equipment  is 
a  miracle  of  grace  and  glory.  One  feels  that 
it  is  not  the  work  merely  of  man's  hands 
and  brains  but  a  Church  that  has  grown  to 
what  it  is  because  God  has  worked  here.'  Five 
years  ago  no  one  in  the  Albemarle  Pres- 
bytery or  Elizabeth  City  dreamed  that  a 
building  of  such  beauty  and  appointments 
could  be  erected  here  in  such  a  short  time. 
The  symbolism  of  this  Church,  its  upward 
point  spire,  its  Baptismal  Font,  Pulpit,  Com- 
munion Table,  and  the  reason  for  its  found- 
ing are  lost  unless  its  members  carry  out  the 
doctrines  of  Christ,  the  proclaiming  of  His 
first  coming  to  give  Himself  for  us  and  of  His 
second  coming  in  glory.'  " 

One  who  has  witnessed  this  "miracle  of  faith" 
summarizes  the  achievement  as  follows: 

"The  book  from  which  these  quotations  are  j 
taken  could  well  be  named  with  equal  truth.  THE  j 
TRIUMPH  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 
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"Since  1889  when  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Elizabeth  City  was  organized,  this  field  has  been  a 
languishing  home  mission  field.  Many  times  during 
that  half  century  of  existence  there  were  serious 
doubts  as  to  whether  the  field  should  be  continued. 
As  recently  as  1938  when  the  church  was  pastor- 
less  and  many  of  its  few  members  were  disheart- 
ened and  discouraged,  the  church  seriously  consid- 
ered closing  its  doors.  But  always  there  were  a 
few  who  believed  in  the  ultimate  triumph  of  faith 
and  home  missions,  there  have  always  been  a  few 
who  would  not  give  in.  The  spark  never  was  quite 
extinguished  and  early  in  1939  that  spark  grew 
brighter  when  the  church  finally  secured  another 
pastor.  God  blew  upon  that  spark  and  fanned  it  into 
a  living  flame. 

"In  the  summer  of  1939  the  church  embarked 
upon  a  great  adventure  of  faith.  With  only  ten 
percent  initial  payment  the  congregation  purchased 
a  beautiful  residence.  That  fall  the  old  one  room 
church  was  sold  and  the  church  school  program  and 
preaching  services  were  transferred  to  the  resi- 
dence. The  following  summer  this  house  was  moved 
to  the  rear  of  -the  lot  and  in  September  of  1940 
ground  was  broken  for  the  new  church  on  the  spot 
where  the  house  had  once  stood. 

"For  two  years,  while  the  church  was  under 
construction  on  a  "pay  as  we  go  basis"  services 
were  held  in  the  house  to  the  rear.  On  November 
22,  1942  this  beautiful  church  was  dedicated  free 
of  debt.  On  that  occasion,  Dr.  Benjamin  Rice 
Lacy,  who  preached  the  Dedicatory  Sermon  said 
as  an  introduction  to  his  sermon:  "This  Church, 
its  building  and  equipment  is  a  miracle  of  grace 
and  glory.  One  feels  that  it  is  not  the  work  merely 
of  man's  hands  and  brains  but  a  Church  that  has 
grown  to  what  it  is  because  God  has  worked  here. 
Five  years  ago  no  one  in  the  Albemarle  Presby- 
tery or  Elizabeth  City  dreamed  that  a  building  of 
such  beauty  and  appointments  could  be  erected  here 
in  such  a  short  time". 

"Truer  words  than  these  were  never  spoken. 
The  miracle  was  wrought.  It  was  a  triumph  of 
faith.   It  was  a  triumph  of  home  missions. 

"The  building  program  however  does  not  tell 
the  full  story.  Here  is  the  rest.  In  1939  it  was 
a  home  mission  church,  paying  $518.00  on  the  min- 
ister's annual  salary.  In  April,  1942  when  the 
church  building  was  being  completed  the  field  went

on  full  self-support  and  now  pays  $2,700.00  per 
year  on  the  minister's  salary. 

"Total  gifts  to  call  causes  in  1938-1929  were 
$1,080.00.  Total  gifts  to  all  causes  in  1943-44 
were  $7,525.00.  Even  during  the  period  when  the 
people  of  the  church  were  being  called  on  most 
heavily  in  the  support  of  the  building  program 
gifts  to  benevolences  increased  from  $194.00  to 
more  than  $700.00. 

"In  this  period  more  than  a  hundred  members 
were  added  to  the  church.  Truly,  home  missions 
was  .born  for  a  work  like  this !  This  story  will  not 
end  here. 

"In  Elizabeth  City,  one  of  the  strategic  points 
in  North  Carolina,  in  a  constantly  growing  area, 
Cann  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church,  the  only  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  six  eastern  counties,  stands 
ready  to  serve  the  future.  Self-supporting,  with 
a  beautiful  religious  education  building  and  what 
Dr.  E.  M.  Conover,  Director  of  the  Interdenomi- 
national Bureau  of  Architecture,  called  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  and  worshipful  churches,  that  church 
stands  ready  to  meet  the  ever  expanding  needs  of 
the  future.  Complete  with  tower  chimes,  hard-of- 
hearing  aids,  pipe  organ,  and  all  those  appointments 
which  lend  so  much  to  worship,  she  stands  on  the 
threshold  of  new  opportunities. 

"What  a  tragedy  it  would  have  been  had  home 
missions  failed  to  grasp  such  an  opportunity  as 
this?  Home  Missions  did  not  fail!  Home  Missions 
triumphed!  It  will  always  be  thus! 

"The  book  closes  with  this  word  from  the  pas- 
tor, the  Rev.  Clayton  C.  Crawford: 

'These  are  the  days  for  which  God  pre- 
pared our  church.  God  knew  better  than  we 
the  opportunities  that  would  be  ours.  May  we 
never  fail  to  justify  his  blessings. 

'This  book  ^s  for  posterity.  You  who  read 
it,  take  heart  and  give  thanks!  Know  that 
God  answers  Prayer  and  that  faith  in  Him 
will  forever  triumph!  Close  to  Christmas 
in  1943  we  who  have  been  so  abundantly 
blessed  by  Him  do  thank  God  and  give  Him 
the  glory.'  " 

Mr.  Crawford,  who  has  just  recently  accepted 
a  call  to  another  field  of  challenging  service  goes 
Mo  his  new  field  of  labor  with  an  inspiring  belief 
in  THE  TRIUMPH  OF  FAITH  and  THE  TRIUMPH 
OF  HOME  MISSIONS.

1.  That  R.  Gregg  Cherry,  governor-elect,  and 
members  of  the  1945  General  Assembly  of 
North  Carolina  be  petitioned  to  use  their  in- 
fluence and  offices  to  provide  for  a  statute 
for  a  state-wide  referendum  on  the  manufac- 
ture and  sale  of  beverage  alcohol. 

2.  The  second  resolution  condemned  the  plan 
for  liquor  stores  in  North  Carolina  to  make 
contributions  of  funds  to  the  state  public 
school  teachers  or  other  public  officials.

PRESBYTERIANS    PROVOKING    BAPTISTS  TO 
GOOD  WORKS 

At  the  Baptist  Convention,  which  convened  re- 
cently in  Charlotte,  a  very  enthusiastic  meeting  was 
held  in  the  interest  of  Home  Missions.  In  a  stir- 
ring address  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren  a  challenge  was 
made  to  the  association  to  reach  the  unsaved  at 
our  very  door.  The  Charlotte  Observer  reports  as 
follows  concerning  Dr.  Warren's  address: 

"  'The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,'  said 
the  minister,  'will  never  reach  their  part  of 
the  million-souls-for-Christ  in  1945  that  is  the 
centennial  goal  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Church  for  the  coming  year  by  preaching 
merely  to  church  members,  and  that  is  the 
class  that  regularly  attends  our  churches. 
We  must  do  as  Christ  in  His  day  told  them 
to  do,  go  out  into  the  highways  and  hedges 
where  the  people  live  who  have  no  church 
connections.' 

"In  rapid  fire  manner  Dr.  Warren  then 
enumerated  sections  in  Charlotte  and  Mec- 
klenburg to  which  the  influence  of  the  church 
has  not  penetrated.  Outskirt  neighbors, 
thousands  of  Negroes,  crowded  community 
centers  such  as  the  Piedmont  Court  area  with 
no  nearby  church  home. 

"Are  the  Baptists  of  this  association 
leaving  it  to  the  Presbyterians  to  take  Christ 
to  the  unsaved?"  the  Baptist  minister  exclaim^ 
ed  as  he  held  aloft  a  copy  of  the  'Mecklen- 
burg Presbyterian,'  organ  of  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  and  edited  by  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone, 
secretary  of  the  Presbytery.  'I  glory  in  the 
new  work  that  these  people  are  developing, 
but  surely  there  is  work  here  for  Baptists  to 
do  also.' "

FOREIGN  MISSION  SEASON 

About  this  time  of  the  Church 
year  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
Auxiliary  members  turn  with 
special  interest  and  emphasis  to 
the  traditional  dates  of  January- 
February  —  the  Foreign  Mission 
Study  Season  —  January  1  to 
February  4,  1945. 

Surely  the  guiding  power  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  is  manifest  in  the 
selection  by  our  Committee  of  the 
area  to  be  covered  in  the  study 
Mrs.  Oeo.  an(J    thfj    choice    Qf    &  theme, 

Baucom,  Jr.  "Southeast  Asia".  What  a  house- 
hold word  that  has  become!  Yet  we  need  to  be 
reminded  that  this  particular  study  was  decided 
upon  even  before  the  fateful  day  of  Pearl  Har- 
bor. 

There  is  scarcely  a  family  in  the  church  without 
some  close  and  dear  connection  with  this  hitherto 
little  known  part  of  the  world.  Many  heart-stirring 
stories  reach  us  of  what  our  own  young  men  are 
learning  at  first  hand  of  the  worth  and  power  of 
Christian  missions  in  the  lands  and  islands  of  the 
Pacific. 

This  should  be  strong  incentive  for  a  controll- 
ing interest  in  this  theme,  and  for  the  enjoyment  of 
the  fascinating  studybook,  so  excellently  written 
and  so  beautifully  illustrated.  We  know  that  many 
of  our  Presbyterian  men  already  have  advanced 
copies.  We  recommend  the  sending  of  additional 
copies  as  long  as  the  supply  lasts. 

Six  of  our  very  own  and  very  gallant  mission- 
aries are  even  now  captives  in  enemy  concentra- 
tion camps  in  'Southeast  Asia' ;  altho  it  may  be  that 
by  the  time  the  study  season  draws  to  a  close,  the 
united  prayers  of  the  church  will  have  been  an- 
swered and  by  the  mercy  of  God  they  shall  have 
oeen  freed;  and  by  their  own  countrymen  and  fel- 
low Christians. 

A  third  reason  for  increased  interest  in  this 
particular  study  lies  in  the  enduring  truth  that, 
'the  memory  of  the  past  is  the  inspiration  of  the 
future',  and  here  we  have  given  us  in  delightful 
form  and  color  a  glimpse  of  missions  of  a  past 
decade  not  only  of  our  own  church,  but  of  the  all- 
embracing  Church  of  Christ.

TIME  TO  REPORT 

January  is  not  only  the  month  in  which  to  plan 
for  Foreign  Missions,  it  is  also  the  month  in  which 
to  begin  thinking  in  terms  of  reports  —  reports 
of  the  work  which  the  Auxiliaries  have  accomplish- 
ed during  the  past  year.  It  will  not  be  long  until  the 
report  blanks  arrive,  and  of  course,  the  facts  and 
figues  necessary  to  fill  in  the  blanks  must  be  in 
hand. 

Recording  secretaries  of  the  Presbyterial  Aux- 
iliaries should  receive  their  supplies  of  report  forms 
from  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Synodical  Aux- 
iliary early  in  February.  They  in  turn  will  send  a 
complete  set  of  blanks  to  the  President  of  each 
local  Auxiliary.  It  is  a  bit  early  to  say  just  what 
the  report  blanks  will  consist  of  this  year  but  since 
there  is  still  a  need  to  conserve  paper,  doubtless 
they  will  be  streamlined  again,  streamlined  for 
efficiency  in  reporting  as  well  as  for  conservation 
of  material.  This  means  that  each  Auxiliary  of- 
ficer who  is  responsible  for  filling  a  report  blank 
must  fill  out  that  blank  as  carefully  and  as  accu- 
rately as  possible.  Each  Auxiliary,  no  matter  how 
small,  is  an  important  part  of  the  Synodical;  Sy- 
nodical reports  are  accurate,  complete,  ONLY  when 
each  local  report  is  accurate  and  complete 

March  20th  is  the  deadline  for  local  reports 
to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Presbyterial  Recording 
Secretary.  It  is  imperative  that  local  Auxiliaries 
co-operate  in  this  for  the  Presbyterial  Secretary 
has  a  deadline  for  mailing  her  report  to  the  Synod- 
ical Secretary  and  the  latter  is  obliged  to  send  the 
total  combined  report  for  the  Synodical  to  the  At- 
lanta office  by  April  10th.

Captain  McDonald  urged  the  preparation  of 
counselor  for  these  men  coming  home  weary  from 
war.  A  counselor  should  be,  he  said  either  a 
church  man  or  a  church  woman  to  whom  one  may 
talk  freely  and  from  whom  one  will  get  that  sym- 
pathetic understanding  so  necessary  in  helping 
with  readjustment  problems.  There  will  be  more 
drinking  and  a  greater  use  of  tobacco  and  profan- 
ity, Captain  McDonald  warned.  He  suggested  more 
old-time  suppers  at  the  Church  where  the  soldiers 
will  be  made  to  feel  at  home,  welcomed  and  wanted. 

With  this  important  work  for  our  returning 
service  men  facing  the  Church  please  let  me  urge 
that  every  local  auxiliary  set  up  now  a  Defense 
Service  Committee  of  which  one  of  its  duties  shall 
be  to  plan  for  each  returning  soldier  the  best  the 
Church  can  give.

CHOOSE  YOUR  COLLEGE  WISELY 

If  you  expect  to  make  the  most  out  of  college, 
then  choose  your  college  wisely.  Some  parents  give 
more  thought  to  the  wardrobe  that  will  accompany 
their  freshman  to  college  than  they  do  to  the  col- 
lege itself.  Colleges  differ  in  their  courses  of  study, 
their  ideals,  their  purposes,  their  faculties,,  and 
their  products.  Colleges  have  personalities  as  real- 
ly as  individuals.  It  ought  to  be  great  fun  for  par- 
ents to  sit  down  with  their  children  to  study  col- 
lege catalogues  and  all  the  other  information  that 
they  can  get,  and  then  to  select  a  college  which  best 
fits  the  student  himself,  and  their  hopes  for  future 
years. 

Choosing  a  college  is  one  of  the  important  deci- 
sions of  life.  Frequently  the  choice  is  made  for  very 
secondary  considerations:  because  one  likes  the  col- 
lege colors;  some  good  friend  is  now  enrolled  there; 
the  appeal  of  some  fraternity  or  a  good  football 
team.  The  selection  of  a  college  in  many  cases  may 
set  the  final  course  of  life,  for  college  education 
comes  in  the  decisive  years  of  life.  One  cannot  take 
over  again  his  college  education.  Once  graduated 
from  an  institution,  he  has  finished  something  which 
we  cannot  undo.  Therefore,  it  is  of  vital  importance 
not  to  make  a  mistake.  What,  then,  are  certain  guid- 
ing factors  in  choosing  a  college? 

The  cost  will  be  for  many  a  major  consideration. 
Colleges  have  definite  set  fees  for  tuition,  and  a 
good  college  is  like  a  good  store,  it  stands  by  its 
published  prices. 

Select  the  college  which  fits  the  student's  need. 
If  one  expects  to  study  engineering,  dentistry,  or 
home  economics,  this  fact  will  have  a  bearing  up- 
on the  selection  of  a  college.  If  the  student  expects 
to  go  on  to  a  professional  school,  for  law,  theology, 
medicine,  or  education,  it  is  important  to  remem- 
ber that  there  are  certain  basic  requirements  for 
each  profession.  If  one  has  decided  upon  a  life 
work,  he  will  wish  to  see  what  the  college  offers  in 
the  way  of  preparation  for  his  chosen  career. 

Many  high  school  graduates  have  not  decided 
what  they  expect  to  do  in  after  life.  They,  however, 
should  look  to  see  that  the  college  is  recognized  as 
doing  first  grade  work  and  is  approved  by  the  ac- 
crediting agencies.  What  kind  of  graduates  has  it 
sent  forth  into  the  world?  "By  their  fruits  ye  shall 
know  them,"  applies  to  colleges  as  well  as  to  indi- 
viduals. It  is  important  to  look  carefully  over  the 
faculty  list  to  see  if  they  seem  to  be  well  trained 
and  qualified  as  college  professors. 

It  is  very  important  to  observe  the  personalities 
of  the  president,  the  deans,  and  the  other  college 
officials.  They  set  the  tone  of  the  college.  Find  out 
all  you  can  about  the  atmosphere  on  the  campus. 
Do  students  maintain  a  high  c,ode  of  honor?  Is 
there  a  spirit  of  cooperation  between  faculty  and 
students?  Does  there  appear  to  be  a  campus  climate 
in  which  Christian  character  and  all  the  finer  things 
of  life  may  develop?  Is  the  religious  life  wholesome 
and  vital,  or  is  it  skeptical  and  unbelieving,  or 
narrow,  intolerant,  and  bigoted?  When  you  have 
found  out  all  you  can  about  the  college,  remember 
that  whatever  its  claim  may  be,  a  parent  has  no  obli- 
gation to  handicap  a  child  with  an  inadequate  edu- 


FOR  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS 

The  war  has  occasioned  the  reduction  of  civil- 
ian students  to  the  point  that  the  enrollment  at  pre- 
sent is  below  anything  the  College  has  experienced 
in  this  century.  Until  December  2,  the  College  has. 
been  engaged  in  the  training  of  units  of  men  in  mil- 
itary service.  During,  the  past  twenty  months  ap- 
proximately 2,250  men  in  military  duty  have  been 
enrolled  for  special  courses  in  the  College.  The 
last  of  these  units  has  been  withdrawn  and  there  is 
no  prospect  of  additional  ones  being  sent.  Ap- 
proximately 175  young  men  are  now  studying  as 
civilians  at  Davidson. 

Let  it  be  noted  that  for  high  school  students, 
able  to  qualify  for  college  work,  or  others,  the  op- 
portunity at  Davidson  is  extraordinary  now  be- 
cause the  regular  peace-time  Faculty,  together  with 
all  the  facilities  of  the  College,  are  available  for 
civilian  work.  It  is  expected  that  a  considerable 
number  of  young  men  finishing  their  high  school 
work  at  the  end  of  January  will  enroll  in  the  Col- 
lege for  the  second  semester. 

The  outlook  for  Davidson,  while  occasioning 
some  anxiety,  particularly  with  reference  to  alibity 
to  retain  the  entire  Faculty  for  so  limited  an  en- 
rollment is  by  no  means  discouraging.  It  is  our  con- 
viction that  it  is  too  late  in  the  war  period  to 
allow  the  Faculty  to  become  scattered.  A  number 
of  very  encouraging  conditions  for  Davidson  Col- 
lege have  accompanied  the  war  experiences.  In  her 
long  history  Davidson  has  weathered  four  other 
war-time  severities  with  the  providential  hand 
of  God  manifest.  It  seems  so  once  again. 

A  recent  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  late  Col.  E, 
L.  Baxter  Davidson  of  Charlotte,  N.  C,  provides  for 
the  College  an  interest  in  some  of  the  most  valuable 
business  property  in  that  city,  valued  by  those  who 
are  in  position  to  judge  at  $500,000.  This  bequest 
is  undesignated  and  will  be  added  to  the  general 
endowment  of  the  College  for  the  years  to  come. 
Colonel  Davidson  was  a  loyal  friend  of  the  College, 
and  an  alumnus  of  the  class  of  1881. 

The  local  congregations  throughout  the  Synod, 
and  a  number  of  loyal  interested  friends,  continue 
to  make  their  gifts  and  subscriptions  to  the  fund 
for  a  new  church  to  be  built  at  the  close  of  the 
war.  Every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  College  to  bring  this  campaign  to  a 
successful  conclusion  as  early  as  possible.  Some- 
thing over  $175,000  toward  the  goal  of  $250,000  is 
now  at  hand. 

Up  to  the  present  date,  Davidson  knows  of 
2,270  of  her  sons  who  are  in  military  service  and  is 
saddened  in  the  recognition  that  78  of  them  nave 
given  their  lives  in  the  battle  for  righteousness, 
freedom  and  peace.

Highlighting  the  fall  activities  at  Flora  Mac- 
donald,  was  a  concert  given  by  the  celebrated  pian- 
ist, Egon  Petri  on  October  23.

Running  a  close  second  to  this  interesting  con- 
cert, was  the  19th  annual  meeting  of  the  Capital 
District  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Music 
clubs  held  at  the  college  on  October  18,  as  guests  of 
the  Linda  Vardell  Music  club,  when  more  than  100 
members  were  present  at  the  meeting  and  luncheon. 

Three  faculty  recitals  of  unusual  interest  have 
been  presented  during  the  fall.  The  first  was  a 
general  faculty  recital,  preceding  the  annual  recep- 
tion of  the  new  faculty  members.  All  members  of 
the  music  faculty  took  part  on  the  program.  Follow- 
ing this  concert  was  a  lovely  two-piano  recital,  by 
Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Dunlap  and  Dean  Robert  Reu- 
ter,  both  new  this  year,  and  two  weeks  later  a  violin- 
piano  sonato  recital,  by  Lillian  Farquhar  Robeson 
and  Mr.  Reuter. 

Louis  Untermeyer,  poet-lecturer,  opend  the  con- 
cert and  lecture  series  on  October  9.  The  next  num- 
ber of  the  series  will  be  on  December  4,  when  Jay 
Allen,  war  correspondent,  will  be  presented. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week  was  sponsored  by  the 
student  Christian  Association,  November  4-16  in- 
clusive, and  was  featured  by  helpful  and  inspiring 
talks  twice  daily  by  the  guest  minister,  Rev.  Dwight 
M.  Chalmers,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Trinity  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Durham. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Wade  Du  Bose,  president  of  the 
Assembly's  Training  School  in  Richmond,  Va.,  \vas 
guest  speaker  at  homecoming  day  on  October  28.  An 
interesting  feature  of  this  occasion  was  the  pres- 
ence of  seven  past  presidents  of  the  general  alumnae 
association. 

The  banquets  given  by  the  Epsilon  Chi  and  Zete- 
sian  literary  societies,  early  in  the  fall,  honoring 
the  new  members  of  the  two  societies,  were  well 
planned  and  successfully  carried  out. 

Flora  Macdonald  enjoys  the  prospect  of  an  early 
release  from  the  burden  of  debt.  The  Debt  Liquida- 
tion Association  has  been  quite  active  with  the 
result  that  funds  are  being  received  which  will  soon 
relieve  the  college  of  this  burden.  Sincere  apprecia- 
tion is  due  the  friends  of  the  college  who  are  mak- 
ing its  financial  progress  possible.  With  the  liquida- 
tion of  the  debt  a  period  of  progress  in  many  direc- 
tions will  be  open. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  the  celebration  of  the 
semi-centennial  of  the  college  in  1946. 

The  increase  in  contributions  from  the  churches 
through  benevolent  causes  is  noted  with  gratitude. 
This  increase  has  been  a  tremendous  help  in  meet- 
ing the  current  expenses  of  the  college. 


PEACE,  A  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  for  WOMEN 

Raleigh,  North  Carolina 
William  C.  Pressly,  A.B.,  M.S.,  Litt.D.,  President 

Peace  College  has  opened  its  1944-45  session  most 
auspiciously.  We  have  an  enrollment  of  279  stud- 
ents, which  is  an  increase  of  28  over  last  year  or 
an  increase  of  16  percent.  Our  buildings  are  filled 
to  capacity  (160  students),  and  they  filled  at  the 
earliest  date  in  the  history  of  the  college.  We  could 
have  doubled  the  size  of  the  student  body  if  we  had 
had  the  space. 

There  is  an  unusually  large  day  student  and  spec- 
ial student  enrollment.  A  feature  of  our  present 
school  is  the  large  number  of  students,  (at  least  20 
who  live  in  Raleigh  and  attend  Peace.)  We  are  very 
much  pleased  with  the  number  and  type  of  our 
students,  and  we  are  anticipating  a  fine  school  year. 

We  were  fortunate  this  year  in  that  we  had  to 
make  only  four  faculty  and  administrative  changes. 

We  are  limited  of  course  in  some  directions  in 
making  improvements  and  repairs.  However,  we 
were  able  to  screen  the  main  building  this  summer 
and  to  paper  a  majority  of  the  rooms  in  the  main 
building  and  to  do  the  customary  painting  so  that 
the  place  looks  in  excellent  condition.  We  bought  a 
new  Steinway  piano  for  the  Chapel  which  will  be 
of  real  benefit  to  us.  We  also  bought  new  Science 
equipment  for  the  Biology  Laboratory,  as  well  as 
some  models  and  charts  which  we  shall  use  to  great 
advantage. 

Financially,  we  have  been  working  to  get  rid 
of  the  debt,  and  we  have  made  progress.  At  Com- 
mencement we  announced  our  debt  as  being  $20,000 
and  that  we  had  received  a  Challenge  Gift  of  $5,000 
from  the  Hudson-Belk  Company  of  Raleigh  if  we 
will  raise  $15,000  and  pay  the  debt  in  full.  We  ac- 
cepted their  challenge  in  a  real  spirit  of  gratitude 
to  them  for  giving  us  such  an  opportunity.  We  have 
been  working  to  raise  the  $15,000  needed  in  our 
governing  Presbyteries  (Albemarle,  Granville,  Kings 
Mountain,  Orange  and  Wilmington)  and  in  Raleigh. 
We  have  raised  $1,500  on  the  debt  in  Kings  Moun- 
tain Presbytery  under  the  able  leadership  of  Rev. 
P.  D.  Patrick  of  Kings  Mountain,  a  trustee,  and  we 
have  asked  churches  in  the  other  Presbyteries  to  ac- 
cept quotas  to  assist  us.  We  have  also  received  over 
$1,000  from  the  women  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Raleigh  under 
the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Thomas  Stamps,  our  Alum- 
nae president,  and  Mrs.  Frank  Sherwood,  president 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Raleigh  First  Pres- 
byterian Woman's  Auxiliary. 

We  are  now  asking  all  of  our  alumnae  and  friends 
to  join  us  in  raising  the  amount  needed  to  give  us 
$15,000  and  thus  receive  the  $5,000  Challenge  Gift. 

This  debt  as  you  recall  is  largely  the  payment  of 
the  purchase  price  of  Peace  on  the  part  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  When  the  committee  pur- 
chased Peace  from  private  ownership  for  $45,000, 
nothing  was  paid,  but  the  debt  was  bonded,  and  with 
interest,  amounted  to  almost  $90,000  before  anything 
was  paid  on  it.  We  have  been  paying  an  average 
of  $10,000  a  year  on  principal  and  debt  for  many 
years,  and  the  school  has  labored  under  a  severe 
hardship  in  having  to  do  this.  We  need  the  $10,000

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IS  THIS  THE  TIME? 

"To  everything  there  is  a  season,  and  a  time  to

"The  Board  of  Trustees  feels  the  time  has  come 
to  rally  the  Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina  behind 
the  college,"  says  a  recent  action  of  the  Planning 
Committee  of  the  Board.  , 

We  Presbyterians,  through  our  Synod,  established 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  on  February  21,  1928. 
Since  that  time  the  work  has  been  progressing  slow- 
ly but  steadily.  For  the  past  five  years  we  have 
been  trying  to  secure  $100,000  endowment,  which, 
with  other  income,  will  enable  our  college  to  meet 
the  financial  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools.  Although  we  are  fully  accredited  by  the 
North  Carolina  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, we  believe  our  college  should  merit  and 
receive  the  wider  commendation.  We  believe  that 
what  we  do  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  should  be  done  upon  a  high  plane  of 
educational  excellence.  In  our  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  we  should  follow  the  Apostle's  teaching, 
which  says:  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  of 
God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed." 
(II  Tim.  2:1-5).  We  should  have  sufficient  endow- 
ment to  provide  support  of  outstanding  Christian 
teachers  for  our  boys.  We  should  have  the  tools  of 
our  workmanship  adequate  and  in  good  condition. 
Our  tools  are  plant,  facilities,  and  equipment. 

We  cannot  expect  to  charge  the  students  enough 
to  provide  these  things.  Only  by  the  gifts  of  our 
people  can  we  properly  conduct  a  Presbyterian  col- 
lege. We  believe  Christian  education  is  of  primary 
importance.  We  Presbyterians  have  a  great  oppor- 
tunity for  service  in  our  schools  and  colleges.  We 
believe  Presbyterian  Junior  College  is,  and  increas- 
ingly can  be,  a  peerless  agency  for  building  the 
eternal  values  of  Christ's  kingdom  into  the  hearts 
and  lives  of  our  young  people.  There  is  no  greater 
service  to  be  rendered  to  youth,  to  the  church,  to 
the  nation,  and  to  the  whole  world. 

Is  this  the  time?  Should  we  Presbyterians  rally 
to  the  cause  now?  Many  of  us  have  been  blessed 
with  prosperity  during  the  year.  If  many  will  help, 
we  can  reach  the  goal. 

Is  this  the  time?  Soon,  we  believe,  the  boys  will 
be  flocking  back  from  all  over  the  world's  battle- 
fronts  to  take  up  again  their  interrupted  educational 
programs.  Will  our  Presbyterian  Junior  College  be 
ready?  Or  will  it  be  another  story  of  too  little  and 
too  late?  No;  let  us  get  ready  to  provide  sound 
academic  training  under  Christian  influences  and  in 
the  light  of  Christian  truth.  Let  us  have  the  educa- 
tional program  and  facilities  ready  to  carry  on  the 
ministry  of  Christian  education.

It  was  eighty-nine  years  ago  that  Mitchell  Col- 
lege first  opend  its  doors  to  the  young  people  of 
central  North  Carolina.  It  is  one  of  the  older  Pres- 
byterian schools  of  the  state,  and  through  all  its 
history  it  has  stood  for  Christian  education  and 
"for  the  glory  of  God,"  as  its  motto  shows. 

The  new  year  is  well  underway,  and  the  student 
body  is  proving  to  be  an  unusually  good  one.  During 
the  week  of  registration,  the  Student  Christian  Asso- 
ciation began  its  program  of  activities  with  a  re- 
ception for  the  new  members  of  the  faculty,  the  new 
students,  the  Statesville  friends  of  the  college;  and 
a  large  group  gathered  for  the  occasion. 

The  association  has  been  fortunate,  too,  in  ob- 
taining two  speakers  to  come  to  the  campus  for 
special  meetings.  The  last  week  in  September  Rev. 
William  Redd  Turner,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Clinton,  South  Carolina,  spoke  in  chapel 
and  held  services  each  night  during  the  Religious 
Emphasis  week.  His  general  theme  was  "First 
Things  First,"  a  challenging  thought  to  young  peo- 
ple absorbed  in  the  varied  adjustments  to  college 
life. 

From  October  20th  to  the  22nd,  the  Cabinet  of 
the  S.C.A.  met  in  Hickory  for  its  annual  Retreat 
under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Florence  Root,  for 
many  years  a  missionary  in  Korea.  Fourteen  girls 
and  faculty  sponsors  spent  the  week-end  with  Miss 
Root  at  a  cottage  in  the  country,  talking  and  plan- 
ning— and  playing — together  for  a  most  stimulating 
and  inspiring  two  days.  For  the  week  following  the 
Retreat,  Miss  Root  had  charge  of  the  chapel  pro- 
grams with  the  entire  student  body,  and  it  was  a 
most  helpful  experience  for  us  all. 

During  the  months  of  October  ond  November, 
nearly  twenty  men  and  women  from  the  town  of 
Statesville  have  come  to  the  college  for  special  eve- 
ning classes.  A  number  of  the  people  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  work  are  teachers  in  the  local  city 
and  county  schools.  Courses  in  typewriting  and  in 
the  use  of  office  machines  are  being  offered  four 
nights  a  week  over  a  six-week  period.  We  hope  to 
continue  this  service  to  the  community  each  year, 
possibly  both  in  the  fall  and  in  the  spring. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  various  spring  activi- 
ties and  for  a  wider  program  of  service  to  the 
alumni  and  to  the  friends  of  the  college.  As  the 
year  progresses,  we  hope — by  working  together — 
that  the  students,  faculty,  alumni,  and  friends  may 
all  make  this  one  of  Mitchell's  best  years.

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UNION  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President  Richmond,  Va. 


The  133rd  annual  session  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  began  September 
20,  the  opening  address  of  the  occasion  being  deliv- 
ered by  Dr.  A.  L.  Currie,  pastor  of  the  Second  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Richmond.  Dr.  Currie's  address 
was  entitled  "Exemptable  Because  Expendable,"  and 
was  delivered  to  a  student  body  of  nearly  100  mem- 
bers. Twenty  men  of  that  number  had  been  matri- 
culoted  in  a  special  summer  term  for  Juniors;  other 
new  men  in  the  Seminary  number  seventeen. 

Dr.  Currie,  in  his  address,  pointed  out  how  many 
men  have  been  "expended,"  as  a  current  best-seller 
has  used  the  term,  in  the  present  war.  "Preachers 
are  among  the  few  who  have  been  exempted,  however. 
They  have  been  exempted  from  military  service,  but 
not  from  the  service  of  the  Most  High  God,  who  is 
willing  to  "expend"  them  in  His  Service,"  he  stated. 
"God  expends  His  ministers  as  He  tells  them  to 
meet  mankind's  yearning  to  know  and  realize  His 
sovereignty,  to  furnish  mankind  with  a  Saviour 
and  Redeemer,  and  to  help  mankind  find  a  holy  com- 
fort in  the  face  of  known  perils." 

Conspicuously  absent  from  the  student  body  this 
year  are  the  five  Fellowship  men  who  were  elected 
by  the  faculty  last  May.  Four  of  these  men  have 
entered  the  naval  chaplaincy  since  their  graduation; 
the  fifth,  Rev.  Charles  McNutt,  offered  himself  for 
the  same  duty,  but  was  rejected  because  of  his  eyes. 
He,  however,  has  entered  into  a  home  mission  field 
with  unlimited  possibilities  for  service.  The  other 
four  men  are  Rev.  John  Anderson,  Rev.  J.  Rodman 
Williams,  Rev.  Carl  Howie,  and  Rev.  David  Sprunt. 
Three  others  of  their  class  have  also  entered  the 
Navy  as  chaplains. 

October  12  marked  the  annual  Day  of  Prayer 
of  the  Seminary  sponsored  yearly  by  the  Society  of 
Missionary  Inquiry.  The  occasion  began  the  eve- 
ning before  with  an  address  by  Dr.  Carl  R.  Pritchett, 
pastor  of  the  Davidson  College  Presbyterian  Church, 
on  the  subject:  "The  Spirit  of  Love."  Dr.  Pritchett's 
first  message  concerned  "Love  for  God."  His  message 
Thursday  morning  was  centered  on  "Love  for  Man." 
The  concluding  message  was  brought  by  Dr.  Prit- 
chett that  afternoon,  entitled  "The  Lamb  of  God," 
a  communion  meditation. 

One  interesting  feature  of  the  Day  of  Prayer 
was  the  group  discussions  Wednesday  night  and 
Thursday  morning.  Faculty  members  met  with  the 
men  of  each  dormitory  Wednesday  night  for  prayers. 
A  discussion  was  held  on  each  hall,  under  the  lead- 
ership fo  the  faculty  members,  about  the  value  of 
private  devotion,  and  how  it  could  be  increased. 
The  Thursday  discussions,  led  by  student  directors, 
considered  various  aspects  of  intercessory  prayer 
and  its  use.  As  a  result  of  these  discussions,  a 
"Prayer  List"  has  been  issued  by  the  director  of 
Spiritual  Life,  and  a  booklet  "Personal  Devotional 
Living,''  a  compilation  of  articles  on  this  subject  by 
different  faculty  members,  has  been  issued  by  the 
Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry. 


Nearly  thirty-five  ministers  attended  the  Town 
and  Country  Pastors  Institute  which  was  held  at  the 
Seminary  October  30  to  November  3.  Dr.  Edward 
D.  Grant,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Committee  of 
Religious  Education,  delivered  the  opening  address, 
while  other  leaders  included  Dr.  Wade  H.  Boggs, 
Executive  Secretary  of  Christian  Education;  Dr.  H. 
H.  Thompson,  Secretary  of  Evangelism;  and  Mr.  S. 
J.  Patterson,  director  of  men's  work.  The  main 
speaker  of  the  four-day  session  was  Dr.  Mark  A. 
Dawber,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Home  Missions 
Council  of  North  America,  who  addressed  the  In- 
stitute in  a  series  of  lectures  on  "Christianity  and 
a  Changing  World,"  focusing  the  attention  of  the 
members  on  their  problems  in  a  world  at  war  and 
in  the  world  of  tomorrow.  Dr.  Henry  W.  McLaughlin, 
director  of  the  church's  work  in  this  field,  was  chair- 
man of  the  Institute. 

The  Seminary  has  accepted  a  rather  accelerated 
program.  Because  of  Selective  Service  requirements, 
the  institution  is  obligated  to  receive  as  new  stud- 
ents candidates  upon  graduation  from  college.  The 
new  "quarter  system"  which  has  been  adopted,  how- 
ever, makes  this  a  rather  simple  matter.  Conse- 
quently, a  few  new  students  are  expected  by  the 
Seminary  to  enroll  in  the  second  quarter  which  be- 
gins on  January  2,  and  a  few  more  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  third  quarter,  March  20.  However,  Dr. 
Ben  R.  Lacy,  president,  points  out,  "Not  until  after 
the  war  will  there  be  a  sizeable  new  class  entering 
at  the  same  time." 

It  is  estimated  that  about  twenty  of  the  students 
have  accepted  churches  this  year,  and  are  serving 
in  that  capacity  in  several  nearby  towns  throughout 
the  state.  This  is  over  and  above  the  practical  work 
that  is  done  by  practically  every  student  through- 
out the  city  of  Richmond,  and  is  considered  by  the 
students  as  an  invaluable  part  of  their  ministerial 
training. 

The  Union  Theological  Seminary — Assembly's 
Training  School  A  Cappella  Choir  has  also  been  an 
agency  of  student  activity  this  year.  November  6  the 
choir  sang  at  the  installation  services  of  the  As- 
sembly's Training  School,  at  which  time  Dr.  Henry 
Wade  DuBose  was  made  president  of  that  institu- 
tion and  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Gettys  and  Miss  Rachel  Hen- 
derlite  were  made  professors  of  Bible  and  Religious 
Education  respectively.  The  choir  also  presented  a 
program  based  on  the  Four  Freedoms  on  November 
14,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Virginia  Chapter 
of  the  American  Guild  of  Organists.  Among  the 
choir's  other  activities  there  are  plans  being  laid 
for  the  annual  presentation  of  Handel's  "The  Mes- 
siah," in  co-operation  with  the  Grace  Covenant  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Richmond.  James  R.  Sydnor, 
professor  of  speech  and  music  at  the  Seminary  and 
Training  School,  is  director  of  this  organization.

GLADE  VALLEY  HIGH  SCHOOL

A  Regional  Leadership  Training  School  was  con- 
ducted in  the  Mount  Holly  Presbyterian  Church. 
Mount  Holly,  N.  C,  October  1-5.  The  school  opened 
on  Sunday  night  and  came  to  a  close  on  Thursday 
night.  For  five  consecutive  nights  the  school  met 
for  one  hour  and  twenty  minutes  with  an  average 
attendance  of  one  hundred. 

The  school  was  sponsored  by  the  Religious  Edu- 
cation committee  of  Kings  Mountain  Presbytery. 
Eight  Presbyterian  churches  in  the  eastern  section 
of  the  Presbytery  participated  in  the  school.  'Rev. 
W.  G.  Thomas,  Mount  Holly,  served  as  dean  of  the 
school  and  was  assisted  by  the  pastors  of  the  parti- 
cipating churches. 

Synod's  Religious  Education  committee  provided 
the  school  with  three  teachers:  Dr.  J.  0.  Mann,  Re- 
gional director,  Charlotte;  Miss  Katherine  McChes- 
ney,  director  of  Religious  Education,  First  Church, 
Gastonia;  and  Mrs.  A.  J.  McKelway,  director  of  the 
Children's  Division,  Myers  Park  Church,  Charlotte; 
Kings  Mountain  Presbytery's  Religious  Education 
committee  provided  the  school  with  two  teachers: 
Rev.  M.  B.  Prince,  Pastor  of  Williams  Memorial 
Church,  Charlotte;  and  Miss  Janet  Robinson,  Teacher 
of  Bible  in  the  Central  High  School,  Charlotte.  Miss 
Anne  Stowe,  director  of  Religious  Education,  First 
Church,  Belmont,  directed  the  worship  period  for 
the  whole  school.  The  entire  school  met  for  a  fifteen 
minute  devotional  period  each  evening.  The  classes 
taught  were  as  follows:  Miss  Robinson,  Philippians; 
Dr.  Mann,  the  Sunday  School  Officer  and  His  Task; 
Rev.  Prince,  The  Church  Officers;  Mrs.  McKelway, 
Teaching  in  the  Children's  Division;  and  Miss  Mc- 
Chesney,  Teaching  in  the  Young  People's  Division.

saved  to  put  into  the  qualitative  operation  of  the 
school.  With  the  loyal  support  of  our  alumnae  and 
friends  we  can  pay  this  debt,  and  we  hope  never 
have  to  mention  debt  paying  again.  We  have  this 
debt  down  now  to  the  point  where  we  can  pay  it, 
so  we  are  asking  that  all  alumnae  and  friends  send 
in  their  loyalty  gifts  this  year  to  apply  on  the  debt. 
We  shall  be  glad  to  receive  war  stamps,  war  bonds 
or  checks.  If  war  bonds  are  sent  they  should  be 
Series  F  or  G  and  should  be  made  out  to  Peace 
Institute,  Incorporated.  A  great  many  of  you  are 
buying  war  bonds,  and  you  can  help  our  country 
and  Peace  both  by  giving  them  to  the  College.

The  Glade  Valley  High  School  opened  its  thirty 
fourth  session  September  19th,  with  a  full  enroll- 
ment of  girls  and  twenty  one  boys,  which  is  only  ten 
short  or  normal  capacity  for  boys.  We  lost  several 
boys  from  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes  to  the 
Armed  Forces. 

We  enrolled  more  new  students  than  we  had  for 
several  years  and  to  our  regret  we  had  to  turn  some 
girls  away  for  want  of  room.  This  increase  in  en- 
rollment of  new  students  is  very  encouraging  in 
our  work. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  securing  a  full  faculty 
of  consecrated  Christian  workers.  We  have  five  high 
school  teachers  and  a  music  teacher  teacher  who 
is  dean  of  girls. 

In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  labor  we  were  able 
to  produce  on  the  school  farm  a  bountiful  supply  of 
vegetables,  a  good  crop  of  hay  and  grain  for  the 
dairy  herd  and  an  extra  silo  was  constructed  to 
take  care  of  the  ensilage  corn.  More  than  fifteen 
hundred  quarts  of  fruits  and  and  vegetables  were 
canned  during  the  summer  and  fall  with  plenty  of 
cabbage  and  potatoes  stored  for  winter  use.

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OUR  EVANGELISTIC  CRUSADE 

March  4-April  15 

We  have  been  hearing  within  the  last  few  months 
of  "important"  causes  claiming  the  attention  of  the 
churches  throughout  the  entire  Assembly. 

The  Home  Mission  Emergency  Appeal  was  most 
earnestly  and  successfully  promoted  by  a  full-time 
Director  and  well  organized  committees  in  Synods, 
Presbyteries  and  local  congregations.  The  most 
worthy  Foreign  Mission  appeal  claimed  the  Assem- 
bly-wide attention  of  the  church  and  rightly  so,  for 
this  enterprise  is  of  vital  importance.  With  a  united 
heart  and  a  sympathetic  interest  ,the  entire  church 
observed  a  Special  Day  of  Prayer  for  our  Educat- 
ional Institutions  so  closely  connected  with  the 
life  and  progress  of  the  church.  Following  this  is 
March  the  4th,  the  Every  Member  Canvass  Day, 
when  every  member  of  the  church,  565,853  in  all, 
will  be  approached  personally  in  the  interest  of 
financing  all  parts  of  our  wonderful  church  program. 
In  every  church  Stewardship  sermons  will  be 
preached.  Prospect  lists  will  be  prepared  with  much 
care,  seeing  that  no  one  is  overlooked.  Solicitors 
will  be  carefully  instructed  and  will  go  at  the  task 
of  the  Every  Member  Canvass  in  an  enthusiastic 
and  intelligent  manner.  Next  comes  the  Evangelistic 
Crusade  which  the  General  Assembly  says  is  the 
Principal,  Primary  and  Permanent  task  of  the 
Church. 

The  foregoing  causes  are  indeed  important,  but 
Evangelism  is  of  first  importance.  Our  Assembly 
has  designated  March  4  -  April  15  as  the  period  for 
giving  special  emphasis  to  soul-saving.  If  the 
earnest  prayers  of  pastors,  officers  and  private  mem- 
bers are  followed  up  by  systematic  effort  to  reach 
every  unsaved  person  within  the  bounds  of  each 
congregation,  rich  results  will  be  their  glorious 
reward. 

"He  that  winneth  souls  is  wise,"  and  "They  that 
be  wise  shall  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the  firma- 
ment; and  they  that  turn  many  to  righteousness,  as 
the  stars  for  ever  and  ever." 

Dr.  H.  H.  Thompson,  Director  of  Evangelism  in 
the  Assembly,  presents  the  following  suggestions: 

"Our  Presbyterian  Church  can  make  the  period 
March  4th  through  April  15th  a  significant  season. 


It  has  been  designated  a  special  season  'of  inten- 
sive evangelistic  effort  in  every  church'  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly;  we  can  be  used  of  the  Lord  to  make 
it  a  time  of  unusual  blessing.  Let  us  do  two  things 
to  this  end: 

"First:  let  us  give  ourselves  faithfully  in  prayer. 
Our  praying  should  be  the  confessing  of  sin  as 
practiced  in  Nehemiah  the  first  chapter,  and  Psalm 
51,  the  re-dedicating  of  our  lives  to  the  Lord  as 
called  for  in  Romans  6:13  and  12:1,  and  the  claim- 
ing of  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  witnessing 
as  offered  in  Acts  1 :6.  Let  us  devote  at  least  half 
an  hour  each  day  to  the  Word  of  Prayer. 

"Second:  Let  us  give  dedicated  effort  during  these 
six  weeks  toward  leading  others  to  know  Jesus  Christ 
as  Savior.  There  are  many  methods  that  may  be 
used;  let  us  select  something  we  can  do  and  begin 
at  once  doing  it.  It  may  be  inviting  some  unsaved 
person  to  God's  house,  it  may  be  talking  with  another 
on  the  conversational  level  about  the  blessing  of 
being  a  Christian;  it  may  be  heartily  cooperating 
with  the  local  church  in  its  evangelistic  program. 
The  important  thing  is  to  do  something  definite  and 
real  and  begin  now.  As  we  budget  our  time  let  us 
give  to  God  not  less  than  an  hour  each  day  during 
this  Evangelistic  Crusade,  half  an  hour  for  our 
devotions  and  half  an  hour  for  dedicated  work." 


Return  Of  Army  Chaplains 

It  has  been  announced  over  the  radio  that  the 
Army  is  undertaking  a  quiet  gradual  demobilization 
of  some  personnel  not  available  for  overseas  duty. 
It  has  just  come  to  my  attention  that  Chaplain, 
Major  W.  A.  Gamble  falls  in  this  class  and  is  now 
available  for  a  pastorate.  Chaplain  Gamble,  before 
entering  the  Army  service,  served  the  Nahalah  and 
Pinetops  churches  of  Albemarle  Presbytery  and  was 
pastor  of  Raymond  and  Brandon  churches  of  Central 
Mississippi  Presbytery  at  the  time  of  his  entering 
the  Chaplaincy  four  and  one  half  years  ago.  He  has 
had  a  rich  experience.  The  Chief  of  Chaplains  very 
fittingly  remarked  in  regard  to  the  return  of  Chap- 
lains to  civilian  service,  "It  will  mean  a  lot  to  these 
soldiers  to  find  an  understanding  pastor  in  the  home 
pulpit."  The  Commanding  General  of  Army  Medical 
Center  said  this  of  Mr.  Gamble:  "You  are  well  liked 
here."  A  retired  Brigadier  General  patient  remarked : 
"You  talk  and  pray  as  if  you  know  God."  A  soldier 
said:  "I  wish  more  preachers  preached  the  Bible 
like  that."  A  newly  arrived  nurse  at  one  hospital 
remarked:  "I  was  glad  to  hear  your  sermon  last 
Sunday;  so  many  preachers  have  stopped  preaching 
the  Bible." 

We  shall  be  glad  to  make  mention,  from  time  to 
time,  of  other  released  Chaplains  who  are  available 
for  civilian  service.

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Developments  In  and  About  First  Presby- 
terian Church 

GREENVILLE,  N.  C. 


On  March  1st,  1939  the  present  pastorate  was 
established.  Rev.  Robert  S.  Boyd  came  to  the  First 
Church,  Greenville  from  Columbus,  Ga.,  and  found 
a  church  with  208  members  reported  on  roll.  There 
had  been  no  evening  service  in  the  church  for  several 
years  and  he  asked  permission  to  look  about  and 
see  if  there  was  any  community  in  which  an  Out 
Post  Sunday  school  might  be  established.  Already 
the  church  was  assisting  in  conducting  an  Out 
Post  at  Hollywood  schoolhouse,  six  miles  southeast 
on  highway  43.  On  investigation  a  community  across 


MEADOWBROOK  CHURCH 

Tar  river  North  was  found  with  no  church  within 
a  mile,  and  most  of  the  people  did  not  have  auto- 
mobiles. The  Men's  Bible  class  of  the  First  Church 
surveyed  the  field,  and  found  about  300  persons, 
most  of  whom  said  that  they  would  be  glad  to  attend 
Sunday  school  if  organized.  Dr.  Boyd  got  permis- 
sion to  use  a  vacant  lot  in  the  heart  of  the  Com- 
munity, and  announced  preaching  every  Sunday 
evening  at  5:30  p.  m.  People  came  and  stood,  then 
simple  benches  were  provided,  and  for  three  or  four 
months  this  service  was  held  with  an  attendance  of 
from  25  to  50  persons  of  all  ages.  Soon  people  began 
to  say,  "we  need  a  building  here."  An  elder  in  the 
First  Church  was  approached,  and  a  lot  was  se- 
cured, the  very  lot  on  which  services  had  been 
held.  The  Men's  Bible  class  interested  erected  free 
of  debt  the  first  unit  of  the  present  plant,  an 
auditorium  or  sanctuary  for  worship.  A  Sunday 
school  was  organized  with  92  present  the  first  Sun- 
day. About  a  year  later  a  church  was  organized  with 
48  charter  members.  Rev.  Sidney  Crane  and  Rev. 
L.  C.  Carter  assisted  Dr.  Boyd  at  different  times  and 
the  work  grew.  About  a  year  ago  an  Educational 
Unit  was  erected  so  that  now  the  plant  is  splendidly 
equipped,  with  a  full  plant  for  worship  and  instruc- 
tion and  has  a  membership  of  75  or  80  in  the  church 
and  Sunday  school  enrollment  of  about  100. 

Rev.  M.  Hayes  Clark  is  the  pastor  and  is  doing 
a  fine  work.  About  two  years  and  a  half  ago  Holly- 
wood school  took  on  new  life,  and  demanded  an 
organization.  And  on  May  9th,  1943  a  church  was 
formed  there  with  35  charter  members.  A  building 
and  finance  committee  was  chosen  and  set  about  to 
raise  funds  for  a  new  building.  The  result  was  that 
sufficient  funds  were  raised  to  purchase  the  Holly- 


wood school  property,  and  $3,500  was  secured  in 
cash  and  pledges  for  the  improvements  and  erection 
of  a  sanctuary  when  permitted.  This  work  has  some 
70  members  and  Sunday  school  enrollment  of  about 
75.  During  the  summer  of  1944,  after  Rev.  Clark 
came  to  have  charge  of  the  fields,  Miss  Sarah  Little 
was  secured  by  the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  Albe- 
marle, and  surveyed  a  community  six  miles  still 
farther  South,  known  as  Chicod  Consolidated  school. 
Last  fall  a  splendid  Sunday  school  was  organized 
at  this  place,  using  the  school  building  for  a  meet- 
ing place,  and  a  church  was  organized  as  the  result 
of  a  meeting  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  D.  Henderson  of 
Spartanburg,  S.  C,  with  ten  members  at  present. 
Presbytery  is  assisting  the  community  to  purchase 
a  second  hand  school  bus  to  gather  in  children  for 
the  school,  and  the  work  is  growing.  Preaching  at 
Sunday  school  are  held  every  Sunday  morning  at  this 
place,  under  supervision  of  Rev.  Clark  and  the  Home 
Missions  Committees  of  the  Presbytery  and  Synod. 
In  August  a  community  west  of  Greenville  known 
as  "Twin  Oaks"  was  surveyed  by  Miss  Little.  And 
last  October  3rd,  109  persons  gathered  in  the  yard  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clifton  Whitehurst  for  Bible  study. 
Since  then  a  lot  has  been  given  and  an  application 
has  been  made  for  a  building  permit.  Some  $900  has 
been  raised  by  the  friends  looking  to  the  erection  of 
a  Sunday  school  building.  The  attendance  has  fallen 
off  greatly,  as  it  is  too  cold  to  meet  in  the  yard,  and 
the  home  is  too  crowded.  There  were  37  present  last 
Sunday,  but  a  determined  spirit  prevailed  to  carry 
on  till  a  building  can  be  erected.  100  persons  could 
easily  walk  to  this  school  to  be  known  as  "Twin 
Oaks."  Still  later  in  October  Miss  Little  surveyed 
another  community  at  Belvoir  Consolidated  school. 
Meadowbrook  Church  provided  the  teachers,  and  a 
school  with  an  attendance  of  43  last  Sunday  is  pro- 
gressing.   Rev.  Clark  preaches  here  also. 

The  First  Church  has,  and  is  still,  contributing 
substantially  to  the  support  of  three  of  these  fields 
and  has  a  fine  "Home  Missionary  Spirit"  among  its 
members.  The  church  has  grown  in  membership 
from  208  to  370,  and  has  contributed  several  mem- 
bers to  the  churches  organized  from  the  Out  Posts. 

One  young  lad  has  made  a  profession  of  his 
faith  and  placed  his  name  on  the  roll  of  the  First 
Church  from  the  "Twin  Oaks"  out  post,  and  there 
are  many  others  whom  we  hope  and  pray  will  fol- 
low him. 

"Out  in  the  Byways  and  hedges  "there  are  many 
souls  yet  unreached  for  Christ.  Few  out  there  ever 
attend  church  or  Sunday  school  regularly.  Unless 
we  go  in  search  of  them,  as  the  Master  did,  they 
shall  never  be  found  for  Him.  One  family  west  of 
"Twin  Oaks"  reports  13  in  family.  One  family  East 
about  a  mile  and  a  half — reports  10  in  family. 

Such  work  is  Soul-thrilling  and  I  commend  it  to 
you.

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*  Victory  Through  City  Extension 

By  REV.  R.  H.  STONE 


When  we  think  of  Victory  it  is  not  to  be  thought 
of  as  a  victory  that  has  been  accomplished.  But 
like,  the  victory  for  which  we  have  been  praying,  it 
is  a  Victory  in  prospect,  a  victory  that  is  on  the 
way.  But  it  is  a  victory  that  is  going  to  take  work 
and  faith  and  prayer  and  the  expenditure  of  many 
lives,  consecrated  to  the  Master,  who  must  tread  the 
city's  street. 

As  a  nation  we  have  been  riding  the  waves  to 
become  a  city-living  people  in  1860  only  15y2  percent 
of  the  people  of  the  U.S.  lived  in  cities.  It  seems  that 
wars  deplete  the  country  to  the  upbuilding  of  the 
city.  By  1900 — 30  percent  of  our  people  lived  in  the 
city.  In  1940 — 56V2  percent  of  our  130  million  people 
are  urban  people.  Between  the  last  two  censuses 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  city  dwellers  of  7.9 
percent.  If  we  had  the  latest  facts  we  would  have 
a  much  larger  percentage  of  city  dwellers.  Some 
cities  since  1940  have  added  many,  many  thousands. 

Today  the  greater  majority  of  the  people  of  our 
states  live  in  cities.  There  are  55,603,580  church 
members  in  the  U.  S.  Almost  70  percent  of  that  num- 
ber live  in  the  cities.  This  does  not  mean,  however, 
that  cities  are  70  percent  Christian.  Far  from  it! 

As  compared  with  the  rural  and  town  population 
there  seems  to  have  been  a  greater  victory  in  the 
cities  in  winning  people  to  the  church.  We  must 
recognize  that  many  of  those  millions  were  led  to 
Christ  in  some  small  country  churches. 

We  are  thinking  of  Home  Missions  in  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  Let  us  therefore  come  to  North 
Carolina  and  look  at  it.  The  picture  is  different 
from  that  of  the  nation.  We  are  not  living  as  a 
majority  in  the  cities.  For  many  decades  the  princi- 
pal interests  of  N.  C.  were  tar,  pitch  and  turpentine 
— operations  in  the  piney  woods,  and  we  have  been 
concerned  with  varied  farming  and  trucking  inter- 
ests— all  done  apart  from  the  city.  Many  of  our  peo- 
ple live  in  the  fields  of  snowy  white  cotton.  Others 
live  in  the  tobacco  areas.  Yet  others  live  in  the 
country,  go  to  church  in  the  country,  but  commute 
to  the  city  for  a  living. 

In  1810  there  wasn't  a  city  in  N.  C.  In  I860  there 
were  four  cities.  In  1900  there  were  28  and  by  1940 
our  cities  number  76.  There  has  been  a  great  gain 
in  population.  Between  1920  and  1930  there  was  a 
population  increase  of  23.9  percent.  Between  '30  and 
'40  there  was  an  increase  of  12.7  percent.  Immediate- 
ly following  a  war  the  cities  of  N.  'C.  gained  in  num- 
ber and  population. 

Between  1880  and  1890  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  urban  population  of  110  percent  and  our  cities 
jumped  in  number  from  9  to  18.  Between  1920  and 
1930  there  was  an  increase  of  65.2  percent  in  the 
urban  population  over  the  preceding  census.  In  the 
1940  census  there  was  an  increase  of  20.3  percent 
of  those  who  live  in  cities  in  N.  C. 

That  is  enough  of  increases.  The  fact  is  that  in 
1920  N.  C.  was  19.2  percent  urban;  in  1930  we  were 
25.5  percent  urban  and  the  latest  census  gives  us 
27.3  percent  living  in  cities. 

Look  at  the  rapid  growth  of  some  of  our  cities. 


Forty  years  isn't  long  in  the  life  of  a  city.  In  1900 
Raleigh  had  13,643  people;  by  1940  our  capital  had 
46,897.  Charlotte  in  that  period  has  grown  from 
18,091  to  100,899.  There  was  an  increase  after  the 
other  war  of  78.4  percent.  Durham  has  gone  from 
6,679  to  60,195— after  the  World  War  I  there  was  in 
a  ten  year  period  an  increase  of  139.6  percent. 

Fayetteville  has  jumped  from  4,670  to  17,428. 

Gastonia  from  4,610  to  21,313. 

Goldsboro  from  5,877  to  17,274. 

Greensboro  from  10,035  to  59,319,  and  after 
World  War  I  in  a  ten  year  period  an  increase  of 
169.7  percent.  High  point  from  4,163  to  38,495— an 
increase  of  159.6  percent  between  1920  and  1930. 
Winston  Salem  from  13,650  to  79,815.  Their  big  boom 
was  between  1910  and  1920  when  their  increase  was 
113.2  percent.  Following  the  war  in  a  ten  year  period 
they  added  55.5  percent.  And  so  on  throughout  the 
state. 

27.3  percent  of  the  people  live  in  cities.  About 
25  percent  of  the  churches  in  N.  C.  are  in  the  cities. 
38  percent  of  the  church  membership  in  1936  lived 
in  cities.  Our  state  is  7th  in  the  rank  of  states  in 
the  number  of  churches. 

So  much  for  figures  and  statistics.  From  them 
may  we  get  the  picture  of  growing  cities,  of  great 
concentrations  of  people.  There  are  the  multitudes — 
many  of  whom  are  unsaved.  Many  are  coming  from 
our  town  and  rural  churches  whom  we  need  to 
enlist  in  the  work  in  city  churches.  We  should  ask 
ourselves  are  we  mobilized  for  Evangelism  in  our 
city  work?  Are  we  seeking  the  lost — and  are  we 
effective  in  reaching  them?  Are  we  in  the  cities 
enlisting  that  family  that  comes  in  from  the  country 
church? 

Mr.  E.  L.  Thorndike  in  "Your  City"  has,  as  a 
scientist,  made  a  study  of  300  American  cities.  He 
has  this  very  damaging  criticism  to  make:  "The 
communities  with  the  largest  percentage  of  church 
members  are  below  the  average  in  good  reading, 
home  ownership  and  continuance  in  school  and  have  - 
more  than  their  share  of  illiterate  and  child  labor." 

May  I  add  that  the  city  which  boosts  of  the  best 
church-going  record  in  the  U.S.  and  in  the  world 
with  one  exception  sat  by  and  allowed  a  commercial 
club  to  mobilize  the  trucks  of  the  city  on  a  recent. 
Sunday  and  scour  the  city  and  county  gathering 
waste  paper. 

Now  back  to  Mr.  Thorndike,  "To  offset  these 
damaging  affiliations,  we  find  that  church  member- 
ship is  antagonistic  to  homicides,  deaths  from  ven- 
ereal diseases  and  illegitimate  births".  .  .  .  "On  the 
whole,  unless  the  better  communities  under-report 
their  church  membership  or  the  worse  communities 
over-report  theirs,  we  must  suspect  that  the  churches 
are  clubs  of  estimable  people  and  maintainers  of 
traditional  rites  and  ceremonies  RATHER  THAN 
POWERFUL  FORCES  FOR  HUMAN  BETTER- 
MENT."  This  looks  like  we  are  far  from  victory. 

In  his  chapter  on  IMPROVE  YOUR  CITY  he  lists 
a  number  of  activities  that  can  be  developed.  May 
I  quote,  "The  fourth  is  increased  wisdom  in  caring 
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for  the  spiritual  life  of  men  which  all  churches 
recognize  as  their  prime  concern.  The  quality  of  the 
spiritual  life  of  a  city  is  much  more  important  than 
the  acreage  of  its  parks,  or  the  use  of  electricity 
in  its  homes,  or  the  number  of  the  cars  it  owns." 

As  we  look  at  the  N.  C.  situation  today  there 
is  work,  untold  work  to  be  done  in  our  growing  cities. 
The  Victory  is  only  in  prospect.  The  Victory  can 
come  only  to  those  who  want  it,  who  pray  for  it  and 
who  in  season  and  out  of  season  work  for  it. 

My  experience  in  the  city  is  limited  to  very  few 
cities.  Of  those  I  know  best  Charlotte  is  doing  more 
to  reach  out  and  fight  for  Victory.  Your  city  may 
be  outstripping  ours — and  I  hope  it  is — If  so,  I  just 
do  not  know  your  work.  We  are  organizing  Sunday 
schools,  building  chapels  and  organizing  churches. 
Within  the  present  calendar  year  we  can  organize 
two  new  churches  in  the  city  of  Charlotte  if  the  way 
be  clear.  In  these  communities  we  are  already  seeing 
victory.  In  one  case  a  petition  is  already  being  circu- 
lated for  the  organization  of  a  church.  By  the  time 
the  Presbytery  meets  in  October  they  expect  to 
have  fifty  names  for  charter  members.  In  the  other 
place  the  people  are  hungering  for  an  organization. 
We  have  the  buildings — newly  built.  The  great  pres- 
ent difficulty  is  manpower — the  lack  of  ministers. 
But  the  work  is  going  forward  under  splendid  lay 
leadership  with  a  temporary  supply. 

I  believe  that  I  am  within  bounds  when  I  say  that 
the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
bytery will  challenge  the  Home  Mission  Committees 
of  the  other  Presbyteries  to  exert  an  added  effort 
to  attain  Victory  in  our  cities.  Let  us  make  them 
more  Christian.  Let  us  make  them  more  Presby- 
terian. Let  us  adapt  our  program  so  that  it  will 
appeal  to  white  and  black — on  both  sides  of  the 
track — in  east  as  well  as  west,  in  the  industrial 
areas  as  well  as  in  the  country  club  and  residential 
sections.  We  may  need  a  different  hymn  book  with 
the  old  gospel  songs  in  it.  But  our  Gospel  can  meet 
the  need  because  our  Saviour  is  Lord  of  all.  That 
too,  must  be  in  our  thinking.

WHAT  OF  TOMORROW? 

What  is  to  be  the  tendency  in  cities  after  the 
war  ends?  Is  history  to  repeat  itself  and  is  there  to 
be  a  great  upsurge  in  city  growth?  What  is  to  be 
the  strategy  of  our  Home  Mission  forces? 

Saarinen  in  his  volume  THE  CITY  says,  "We  can 
already  now  discern  a  strong  tendency  from  the 
present  concentration  toward  a  decentralization  to 
come.  There  is  much  evidence  that  the  wave  of  the 
cities'  rapid  growth  and  increased  concentration  has 
been  met  by  a  counter  wave  of  decentralization, 
bringing  into  existence  suburbs,  satellite  communi- 
ties, towns,  neighbor  communities,  and  all  sorts  of 
miscellaneous  settlements  about  the  core  of  the 
original  concentration." 

If  our  Home  Mission  Committees  are  on  their 
jobs  we  are  going  to  be  in  the  best  location  in  those 
new  suburbs  and  towns  and  satellite  communities. 
Those  new  people  are  not  going  to  know  one  another. 
They  may  not  have  any  church  relationship,  they 
may  have  a  happy  church  connection  down  town. 
They,  as  a  rule,  are  not  going  to  take  the  initiative 
in  establishing  the  new  church.  It  is  up  to  the  Com- 
mittees to  go  there — get  the  best  site  and  build  the

GLADE  VALLEY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Prof.  E.  B.  Eldridge,  Supt.  Glade  Valley,  N.  C. 


The  session  of  1944-45  is  moving  on  very  success- 
fully in  spite  of  some  difficulties  in  labor  shortage 
on  the  farm  and  boarding  department.  Fuel  has 
been  hard  to  get  and  some  food  supplies,  but  the 
farm  has  helped  this  situation  by  supplying  a  greater 
part  of  the  vegetables,  meats,  eggs,  butter  and  milk. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  securing  a  full  faculty 
of  consecrated  Christian  teachers  and  have  a  ca- 
pacity enrollment  of  girls  and  more  boys  than  we 
had  expected  as  several  of  our  older  boys  either 
volunteered  or  were  called  into  the  armed  services. 

The  students  have  had  several  projects  to  help 
the  war  effort  and  have  been  very  active  in  Chris- 
tian work.  The  students  and  faculty  purchased  a 
$25.00  war  bond  and  donated  to  the  school,  raised 
$28.00  in  Polio  campaign,  gave  $4.10  to  J.  Red  Cross, 
and  gave  $35.00  for  the  purchase  of  fertilizer  and 
grass  seed  for  the  G.V.  School  farm. 

The  Young  People's  League  which  meets  each 
Sunday  or  Sunday  night  have  put  on  some  fine  pro- 
grams dealing  with  Christian  Standards  of  Living  as 
well  as  programs  on  the  church's  mission  and  work 
in  the  world.  Two  of  the  girls  visit  the  elementary 
school  nearby  and  tell  Bible  stories  and  teach  the 
catechism  and  have  organized  a  Sunday  school  class 
for  the  small  children.  The  League  presented  a 
Christmas  pageant,  and  their  offering  for  "Joy  Gift" 
was  $15.00,  gave  $3.00  to  Home  Missions  which  sent 
to  G.V.  $12.00  to  Foreign  Missions  and  other  church 
causes  and  raised  $15.00  for  the  minister  who  held 
the  Evangelistic  meeting  which  was  purely  a  "Love 
Gift."  They  sent  Christmas  cards  to  many  of  the 
G.V.  boys  in  service  and  more  than  one  hundred  are 
now  serving  their  country  in  many  lands. 

The  Highlight  of  the  session,  which  is  the  out- 
standing event  in  past  years,  was  the  Evangelistic 
meeting  held  the  second  week  of  February.  Rev. 
W.  C.  Cooper,  pastor  of  Armstrong  Memorial  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Gastonia,  N.  C,  assisted  the  pastor, 
Rev.  E .  W.  Thompson  in  the  meeting.  Mr.  Cooper's 
messages  were  real  old  time  Gospel  Truths  from 
God's  Holy  Book  and  we  experienced  a  great  out- 
pouring of  the  Holy  Spirit.  This  was  manifested 
during  the  meeting  as  fourteen  students  professed 
Christ  as  their  personal  Savior,  and  a  large  number 
reconsecrated  their  lives  to  Christ  and  his  King- 
dom. On  Sunday  morning  following  the  meeting  ten 
from  the  student  body  were  received  in  to  the  G.V. 
Presbyterian  Church  and  others  expressed  a  desire 
to  unite  with  home  churches. 

Our  hearts  were  made  glad  when  these  young 
people  took  a  stand  for  Christ  and  we  are  happy  to 
tell  you  every  student  in  school  is  now  a  professed 
Christian  and  only  five  not  members  of  the  school 
at  the  present  time. 

Glade  Valley  School  is  a  strong  Evangelistic  arm 
in  the  Home  Mission  work  of  the  church,  as  many 
young  people  who  have  not  had,  but  little  or  no 
religious  training  find  Christ,  sometime  during  their 
stay  here,  and  serve  Him  faithfully  in  their  daily 
living.

The  William  Black  Memorial  Home 

We  learned  while  in  Montreat  last  summer  that 
the  William  Black  Memorial  Home  which  stands  on 
a  lot  adjoining  that  of  Assembly  Inn,  needs  and 
deserves  our  attention. 

The  purpose  of  this  Home,  since  its  purchase 
thirty  years  ago,  has  been  to  make  it  possible  for 
religious  workers  of  moderate  means,  especially 
Home  Mission  workers,  in  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  obtain  the  spiritual  benefits  of  the  Mon- 
treat Conferences  and  at  the  same  time  enjoy  the 
invigorating  mountain  climate  for  their  vacation. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  has  tried  to  make  the  Home 
render  that  service  to  these  worthy  workers  in  the 
name  of  the  Synod  but  without  any  systematic  sup- 
port from  the  Synod. 

The  spiritual  atmosphere  in  the  Home  is  beauti- 
ful and  uplifting  but  the  building  itself  is  unat- 
tractive and  altogether  inconvenient. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  called  to  Synod's  attention 
the  fact  that  its  Memorial  Home  desperately  needs 
renovating,  modernizing  and  enlarging  at  an  approxi- 
mate cost  of  $9,000.00.  A  recent  meeting  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  adopted  the  recommenda- 
tion to  raise  this  amount. 

Soon  thereafter  at  a  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Synodical  Auxiliary  the  condition  of  the 
William  Black  Memorial  Home  was  discussed. 

The  women  felt  that  the  su  mof  $9,000.00  would 
be  inadequate  for  the  proposed  improvements  to  and 
furnishings  for  the  Home  and  the  recommendation 
was  made  that  Synodical  match  Synod's  appropria- 
tion by  raising  the  sum  of  $9,000.00  making  a  total 
of  $18,000.00  to  be  used  for  the  building,  furnishing 
and  landscaping  of  the  Home. 

This  recommendation  will  be  acted  upon  by  the 
nine  Presbyterials  when  they  meet  this  spring. 
It  is  our  hope  and  fervent  prayer  that  the  necessary 
funds  will  soon  be  raised  and  the  trustees  will  be 
enabled  to  bring  this  Memorial  Home  to  a  physical 
condition  and  spiritual  ministry  worthy  of  the  good 
name  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  the  minis- 
ter in  whose  sacred  memory  the  Home  is  named.

Records  taken  at  random  from  the  files  are  evi- 
dence of  the  valuable  contributions  that  Queens  Col- 
lege is  making  to  the  world  through  her  alumnae. 
In  wartime  and  in  peacetime  they  serve.  Many 
graduates  such  as  Gail  Griffith  and  Elizabeth  Nash 
of  Charlotte  are  serving  as  officers  in  the  WAVES. 
Helen  Duncan  of  Charlotte  in  the  WAC;  Lt.  Ruby 
McCain  Bonforte,  army  nurse  who  has  been  over- 
seas with  a  hospital  evacuation  unit  since  1942;  and 
Margaret  Jagar  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  Red  Cross  hos- 
pital secretary  in  England,  are  but  a  few  of  those 
who  have  volunteered  for  war  service.  At  least  eight 
alumnae  are  known  to  be  overseas. 

Contributing  to  science  and  humanity  at  home 
are  those  like  Jane  Hix,  laboratory  technician  in 
Charlotte;  Louise  Shaver,  R.N.,  instructor  of  nurses 
at  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  Charlotte;  Dr.  Lillian 
Shaw,  practicing  medicine  in  Connecticut;  and  Mary 
Martha  Nixon,  aircraft  parts  inspector  at  Pratt- 
Whitney  aircraft  factory. 

A  teacher  at  the  Presbyterian  Mission  School  for 
Mexican  girls  at  Taft,  Texas,  Margaret  Johanson; 
Elizabeth  Carmichael,  extension  specialist  in  child 
development  and  family  life;  Sarah  Harper  Aber- 
nethy,  head  of  the  school  for  the  deaf  at  Fremont, 
Ohio — these  are  carrying  forward  the  world  of 
books  and  learning. 

Mrs.  Annie  May  Hayes  Bivoni,  organist  and  choir 
director  in  New  York;  Mrs.  Mary  Jarman  Nelson, 
writer  and  composer;  Mrs.  Kathryn  Shute  Pearson, 
photographer;  and  Jane  Grey,  artist,  are  workers 
in  the  world  of  art. 

Records  of  Bible  teachers,  religious  education 
workers,  and  social  workers  are  numerous  in  the 
files.  Three  of  these  are  Dr.  Anna  Forbes  Liddell, 
head  of  the  department  of  philosophy  and  religion 
at  Florida  State  College  for  Women ;  Myrtle  William- 
son, director  of  Bible  teaching  in  the  city  schools  of 
Bartow,  Florida;  and  Mary  Hoffman  Armstrong, 
social  worker  in  the  mountains  of  Tennessee,  Ken- 
tucky, and  Virginia. 

Then  there  are  many  mothers  and  wives  who 
keep  the  home  fires  burning  brightly  and  join  hands 
with  their  sister  workers  in  building  a  better  world.

NEWS  FROM  DAVIDSON 

The  second  semester  of  the  year  opened  at  David- 
son College  on  January  27  with  the  registration  of 
25  Freshmen.  The  student  body  is  now  composed 
of  162  young  men,  the  majority  of  them  in  their 
first  year  at  college. 

The  regular  February  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  was  held  at  the  college  on  February  22.  A 
total  of  35  members  was  present  and  remained 
through  the  afternoon  session. 

The  president's  report  expressed  gratification 
over  the  survival  and  increasing  strength  of  the 
liberal  arts  colleges  in  America  in  the  face  of  un- 
certainties and  hardships  brought  about  by  the  war. 
"Colleges  are  beginning  to  see  their  obligations  and 
their  plans  of  operation  more  definitely.  Meanwhile, 
the  dire  and  pessimistic  prophecies  of  three  years 
ago  have  not  come  to  pass.  The  American  Liberal 
Arts  College  has  proven  to  be  a  far  more  virile  insti- 
tution than  some  people  in  high  places  understood. 
The  records  now  stand  that  not  a  single  accredited 
four-year  liberal  arts  college  in  America  has  closed 
on  account  of  the  war.  Many  of  the  colleges  are 
more  stable  financially  than  when  the  war  began. 
The  recent  meeting  of  the  Association  of  American 
Colleges  witnessed  its  institutions  planning  for  the 
future  in  the  spirit  of  assurance  and  expectancy. 
They  believe  that  the  war  has  had  lessons  for  the 
colleges  which  should  be  learned  and  applied.  They 
recognize  certain  weaknesses  inherent  not  only  in 
college  life  but  also  in  American  life  in  general 
which  the  colleges  must  take  into  account  in  their 
future  planning.  cOn  the  other  hand,  they  do  not 
believe  that  the  pre-war  program  of  the  colleges  as 
was  far  off  balance,  or  as  inefficient  as  some  critics 
have  led  us  to  suppose.  They  do  not  believe  that 
institutions  like  ours  face  any  necessity  for  a  revolu- 
tionized curriculum.  Certain  changes  should  and 
must  be  made.  Special  consideration  for  a  few  years 
following  the  war  must  be  given  to  returning 
veterans.  In  general,  however,  liberal  arts  colleges 
propose,  with  improved  methods,  as  far  as  possible, 
to  continue  the  courses  of  study  which  they  empha- 
sized in  the  pre-war  days."  President  Cunningham 
emphasized  the  fact  that  an  institution  like  David- 
son which  has  its  thumb  pressed  to  the  fevered  pulse 
beat  of  world  maladies  will  know  that  its  survival, 
much  less  its  maximum  service  to  humanity,  will 
be  dependent  not  on  the  subjects  immediately  neces- 
sary for  fighting  a  war,  but  on  those  studies  indis- 
pensible  to  civilized  humanity.  "Humane  learning  is 
a  perpetual  delivery  of  the  human  .spirit.  Coupled 
with  the  Christian  religion,  it  is  the  most  indis- 
pensible  consideration  for  the  years  to  come.  Let 
no  college  which  can  do  a  first-rate  task  in  educa- 
tion and  maintain  a  strong  and  devoted  Christian 
character  make  any  apology  for  its  place  in  the  world 
of  tomorrow." 

According  to  the  report  of  Treasurer  F.  L.  Jack- 
son, the  financial  condition  of  the  college  continues 
to  be  sound,  with  an  increase  in  the  financial  re- 
sources during  the  past  year.  He  predicted  a  small

Flora  MacDonald  College  News  Notes 

Highlighting  the  mid-winter  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Flora  Macdonald  college  on  Tuesday 
was  the  presentation  by  Dr.  C.  T.  Johnson,  treas- 
urer of  the  college  debt  liquidation  association,  of 
a  check  for  $30,000  which  cancelled  the  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  the  college.  The  trustees  adopted 
resolutions  of  appreciation  for  the  efficient  work 
done  by  Edwin  Morgan,  chairman,  and  Dr.  Johnson, 
treasurer,  and  for  the  friends  who  had  contributed 
to  this  fund. 

President  H.  G.  Bedinger  presented  the  Grantham 
Memorial  Fund  of  $3,000  which  was  given  in  honor 
of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hiram  Grantham  by  their 
children,  Hiram  Grantham,  Jr.,  Sgt.  Reid  Grantham, 
and  Lt.  Emma  Brown  Grantham  Willis.  Mr.  Gran- 
tham was  for  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  Mrs.  Grantham  was  an  alumna  and  a  former 
member  of  the  music  faculty. 

At  this  meeting,  also,  a  sum  amounting  to  $2,500 
was  presented  by  Mrs.  Walter  Bullock  through  Miss 
Mary  McEachern,  trustee,  for  the  establishment  of 
the  Linda  Vardell  Music  Scholarship,  in  honor  of 
Mrs.  Linda  Rumple  Vardell,  who  founded  the  con- 
servatory of  music,  was  dean  for  twenty-five  years 
and  is  now  dean  emeritus.  This  scholarship  was 
sponsored  by  friends  of  Mrs.  Vardell,  and  the  college. 
Resolutions  of  appreciation  were  adopted  to  the 
contributors  of  these  funds. 

President  Bedinger  reported  as  the  most  signi- 
ficant item  in  the  progress  of  the  college,  its  increas- 
ingly satisfactory  financial  condition,  and  the  board- 
ing enrollment  for  1944-1945,  which  is  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  school.  Dr.  Bedinger  briefly 
outlined  the  history  of  the  college  during  the  forty- 
nine  years  since  it  was  founded,  and  stated  that 
definite  plans  would  be  submitted  at  the  spring  meet- 
ing for  the  celebration  of  the  semi-centennial  in  1946. 

Dr.  C.  T.  Johnson,  recently  elected  to  the  board 
of  trustees,  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  executive 
committee,  replacing  Hiram  Grantham,  deceased- 
President  Emeritus  C.  G.  Vardell  made  a  brief 
report  on  the  progress  of  his  work  with  the  alumnae 
and  the  Pres*byterials,  for  increasing  the  endowment, 
and  of  his  plans  for  arranging  in  the  semi-centennial 
year  of  the  college,  a  double  celebration,  as  the  same 
year  will  mark  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  year  that 
Flora  Macdonald,  the  Scottish  heroine,  for  whom 
the  college  is  named,  saved  the  life  of  the  Prince 
Charles  Edward  Stuart.  He  reported  contributions 
to  this  endowment  fund  to  date  in  the  amount  of 
$12,000  in  bonds,  maturity  value. 

The  Advisory  Board,  representing  the  woman's 
auxiliaries  met  in  a  joint  session  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  hear  the  president's  report  after  which 
it  retired  for  its  business  session.  Mrs.  Mary  Hamil- 
ton Stephens,  dean  of  women,  was  presented.  Dean 
Hazel  Morrison  reported  on  the  plans  for  a  recre- 
ation center.  Dean  Stephens  conducted  the  group 
to  the  temporary  recreation  center  under  the  con- 
servatory. The  board  was  pleased  with  the  progress 
of  this  project  which  is  a  large,  well  lighted  room

The  administration  of  Peace  College  will  an- 
nounce to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  March  that  all  college  debts  have  been  paid 
in  full  this  year  and  that  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  Peace  as  a  Presbyterian-owned  college,  it 
is  entirely  free  of  debt.  Incidentally,  the  debt  was 
largely  the  purchase  price  of  Peace  from  private 
ownership  in  1907.  , 

The  paying  of  this  debt  is  going  to  enable  the 
College  to  put  from  $8,000  to  $10,000  annually 
which  it  has  been  paying  into  interest  and  debt  serv- 
ice into  the  qualitative  operation  of  the  current 
school,  and  thus  make  the  school  more  effective. 

We  are  deeply  appreciative  of  the  financial  sup- 
port which  has  been  given  the  school  this  year  in 
enabling  it  to  pay  its  debt.  The  school  is  especially 
indebted  to  the  Hudson-Belk  Company  and  Mr.  Karl 
G.  Hudson  of  Raleigh  for  extending  a  challenge  gift 
of  $5,000  to  the  College,  provided  all  debts  were 
paid.  We  have  received  considerable  support  from 
churches  in  our  governing  Presbyteries,  from  alum- 
nae and  friends  of  the  College,  for  which  we  are 
grateful. 

Some  years  ago  the  College  planned  to  (1)  pay 
all  debts.  (2)  To  raise  a  minimum  endowment  of 
$100,000.  The  first  of  these  objectives  has  been 
reached.  We  are  working  now  on  the  second,  the 
completion  of  an  endowment  fund  of  $100,000.  Today 
the  College  has  practically  $60,000  of  this.  A  recent 
gift  of  $2,500  has  been  made  to  this  fufnd  by  Mrs. 
B.  H.  Griffin  of  Raleigh,  who  has  endowed  a  tuition 
scholarship  to  be  known  as  the  Margaret  Smith 
Griffin  Scholarship  to  be  awarded  yearly  to  a  deserv- 
ing student.  We  are  hoping  others  will  see  fit  to 
endow  similar  scholarships,  thus  assisting  both  the 
College  and  providing  an  educational  opportunity 
in  years  to  come  to  worthy  students. 

The  enrollment  at  Peace  this  year  has  reached 
309,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  College.  Regis- 
trations for  the  1945-46  session  are  running  at  least 
two  months  ahead  of  any  previous  year.  We  should 
like  our  Presbyterian  friends,  ministers  and  church 
leaders,  to  assist  us  in  advising  desirable  students 
who  are  interested  in  attending  Peace  this  fall  to 
communicate  with  us  promptly  as  we  are  desirous 
of  having  our  finest  girls  at  Peace,  and  we  can 
provide  more  adequately  for  them  if  they  register 
early.  We  have  some  scholarships  available  for 
worthy  students  provided  these  apply  early.  Our 
1945-46  catalogue  and  book  of  views  are  available. 
We  shall  be  glad  to  send  these  to  any  who  are 
interested. 

We  have  just  completed  a  Christian  Campus  Mis- 
sion at  Peace,  (February  7-8-9).  This  Mission  was 
one  of  six  in  our  Presbyterian  Colleges  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  Christian 
Education  and  Ministerial  Relief  and  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial 
Relief  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  Religious 
Education.  Rev.  Joseph  Garrison  of  Louisville,  Ky., 
Director  of  Student  Work  in  our  church,  was  the  co- 
ordinator for  the  Mission.  He  was  assisted  by  a 
local   committee   composed   of   Miss   Lucy  Steele,

"For  other  foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that 
is  laid,  which  is  Christ  Jesus."  1  Cor.  3:11 

When  the  foundation  of  our  nation  was  laid  by 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
the  president  of  the  convention,  George  Washington, 
signed  his  name  under  an  adopting  statement  which 
contained  the  words:  "Done  ...  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven." 
They  took  Christianity  as  a  matter  of  course.  Today, 
while  reading  a  pamphlet  put  out  by  a  government 
agency,  I  noticed  a  reference  to  a  date  "before  the 
Christian  era."  The  writer  was  taking  Christianity 
as  a  matter  of  controversy.  He  was  seeking  to  use 
a  phrase  which  would  be  neutral.  It  make  a  differ- 
ence whether  the  foundation  of  our  national  life  is 
Christian  conviction  or  speculation  about  Chris- 
tianity. 

We  Christians  are  the  sources  from  which  came 
the  view  which  holds  that  religion  cannot  be  forced 
upon  people.  All  must  be  free  to  believe  as  they 
wish.  However,  that  does  not  change  the  fact  that 
true  democracy  can  flourish  best  in  a  Christian 
nation.  The  government  alone  has  the  obligation  to 
use  the  power  of  the  sword,  or  force.  Force  must 
never  be  used  to  inculcate  Christianity.  The  result 
would  be  a  pseudo-form  of  Christianity.  If  our 
nation  needs  Christianity  taught  and  the  government 
itself  cannot  teach  it,  what  shall  we  do?  The  answer 
is,  let  the  Church  teach  it.  This  has  always  been 
the  American  answer. 

More  and  more  in  our  America  the  government  is 
taking  over  functions.  No  longer  does  the  govern- 
ment act  as  umpire.  Now  the  government  employs 
a  large  number  of  the  players  on  any  team  in  our 
social,  economic,  and  educational  set-up.  There  are 
ways  in  which  our  government  is  teaching  religion 
without  violating  the  principle  of  separation  of 
church  and  state,  which  is  the  principle  of  religious 
liberty.  Chaplains  in  the  Army  and  Navy  and  Bible 
teachers  in  public  schools  are  examples.  Such  ar- 
rangements involve  delicate  adjustments  and  recog- 
nize the  right  of  the  churches  to  have  final  word  in 
the  selection  of  those  who  are  to  teach.  If  we  are  to 
maintain  the  Christian  foundations  of  our  American 
democracy,  we  need  more  done  to  propogate  Chris- 
tianity than  our  government  should  or  can  do  with- 
out violating  the  principle  that  religion  must  not 
be  forced  upon  anyone,  and  that  therefore  the  gov- 
ernment must  refrain  from  religious  instruction. 
Only  the  church  can  do  what  needs  to  be  done. 

The  church  cannot  carry  out  its  requisite  task 
nor  be  true  to  the  Divine  commission  unless  it 
teaches.  In  worship  services,  in  Sunday  schools  for 
the  children,  and  in  church  colleges  for  youth,  the 
church  must  teach.    Our  American  system  needs

Christian  undergirding  if  our  democracy  is  to  sur- 
vive through  the  centuries.  Only  the  church  can 
provide  the  needed  teaching.  Only  a  Christian 
foundation  will  uphold  our  American  way  of  life.  * 
Only  a  teaching  church  can  maintain  the  Christian 
foundation.  Our  government  must  be  neutral  as  far 
as  any  religious  teaching  is  concerned.  We  Chris- 
tians, who  love  America,  must  be  loyal  to  Christ  and 
must  use  our  liberty  to  teach.  Maximum  efforts  on 
our  part  are  needed  in  order  to  be  true  to  America's 
best  interest  and  to  obey  our  Lord's  commands. 

Have  we  forgotten  our  church  colleges?  They 
should  be  made  adequate  to  serve  youth,  as  youth 
must  prepare  for  the  new  world  of  tomorrow.  Amer- 
ica needs  the  church  college  because  the  church 
college  can  help  keep  the  right  foundation  under 
our  democracy.  "Other  foundation  can  no  man  lay 
than  that  is  laid,  which  is  Christ  Jesus." 

Why  does  a  church  college  need  endowment? 
Some  good  church  people  seem  to  think  it  is  merely 
a  matter  of  trying  to  make  the  college  rich !  A  ten- 
teacher  public  school  which  pays  $110  monthly  salary 
has  $1,100  per  month,  or  $9,900  per  year  from  taxes. 
To  have  that  much  income  from  war  bonds  which 
pay  2.90  percent  interest,  a  church  college  would 
need  $341,400  endowment  in  war  bonds.  It  would 
then  be  only  as  rich  as  the  ten-teacher  school.

Dr.  J.  V.  N.  Talmage,  our  Korean  missionary,  told 
of  his  experiences  in  a  Japanese  jail  following  Pearl 
Harbor  before  our  students  at  chapel  on  February 
9th. 

Six  holly  trees,  sixty  dogwoods,  and  one  thousand 
long  leaf  pines  have  been  used  to  help  make  tbe 
campus  even  more  of  a  beauty  spot.  On  Founders' 
Day,  February  21st,  according  to  the  traditional 
observance,  the  faculty  and  students  observed  a 
work  day  for  the  college.  Many  trees  were  set  out 
at  that  time. 

Summer  school  will  begin  June  11th.  The  second 
term  starts  July  23rd.  Standard  College  Courses, 
Preparatory  Courses  at  the  10th,  11th  and  12th 
grade  levels,  Commercial  Courses,  and  Aviation  will 
be  taught. 

Alumni  are  active  in  the  war  effort.  Colonel 
Ernest  H.  Beverly  '35  is  now  commanding  fighter 
planes  in  Italy.  Herman  Benton  '34,  who  coached 
football  in  1942  is  reported  captured  by  the  Ger- 
mans on  the  western  front. 

A  needed  addition  to  our  campus  is  a  cottage 
dormitory  to  accommodate  a  professor  and  his  family 
and  thirty  preparatory  students. 

Basketball  ended  with  a  game  at  E.M.I,  on 
March  1st. 

Flight  instruction  for  the  aviation  class  began 
on  February  27th  at  Bennetsville  Field. 
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It  has  been  a  busy  year  for  everyone  at  Mitchell 
College.  Two  Christmas  programs  took  place  before 
capacity  audiences:  "The  Hanging  of  the  Greens," 
an  unusual  interpretation  of  the  many  lovely  Christ- 
mas symbols;  and  Hawley's  cantata,  "The  Christ 
Child,"  sung  by  the  Mitchell  choir.  The  students 
joined,  too,  in  the  community  caroling  on  the  final 
night  before  the  holidays. 

Several  girls  have  taught  Sunday  school  classes 
this  winter,  and  one  has  supplied  the  music  for  a 
church  service  for  a  number  of  weeks.  At  the  col- 
lege itself,  the  students  have  opportunities  for  lead- 
ership in  the  school  organizations.  The  choir  is 
giving  another  program  in  the  spring,  Gaul's  "Holy 
City;"  the  Student  Christian  Association  plans  and 
holds  its  own  Sunday  afternoon  Vespers  and  Wednes- 
day night  prayer  meetings;  and  the  college  news- 
paper and  annual  have  their  student  staffs. 

Just  before  Christmas,  the  Dramatic  Club,  Mit- 
chell Masks,  gave  at  Chapel  a  delightful  one-act 
Christmas  play  entitled  "The  Cornhusk  Doll."  They 
took  this  later  to  one  of  the  theaters  in  town,  as  the 
Christmas  Card  of  the  college  to  the  community. 
There  is  now  much  hard  work  on  a  play  which  the 
Mitchell  Maskers  will  take  to  Chapel  Hill  when  they 
enter  the  State  Dramatic  Festival  there  in  April. 

The  weekend  of  April  7  and  8  will  be  a  lively 
one,  for  it  is  to  be  "hospitality"  weekend,  when  the 
students  will  invite  and  be  hostesses  to  a  number  of 
interested  high  school  seniors,  who  will  then  have 
a  chance  to  see  the  campus  and  to  get  acquainted 
with  college  life  at  Mitchell.  Among  other  things, 
a  formal  dinner  will  be  given  for  the  visitors,  a 
play  will  be  presented  and  other  special  features 
introduced  to  help  them  see,  in  the  two  days,  as 
much  as  possible  of  the  usual  college  program. 

The  Historical  Society  has  been  busy,  too,  gather- 
ing material  about  the  275  boys  who  have  studied  at 
Mitchell.  The  catalog  of  1930-1931  gave  the  first 
group  of  four  to  attend  the  college,  and  since  then 
the  number  has  increased  rapidly,  reaching  as  high 
as  62  in  the  one  year,  1938-1939.  Most  of  the  boys 
are  now  in  the  army  and  navy,  and  we  are  completing 
the  record  on  the  service  banner  in  the  Chapel.  This 
winter  there  will  be  added  beside  it  a  blue  banner 
with  gold  stars,  in  honor  of  those  who  have  died 
while  in  service.  There  are  nine  of  whom  we  have 
record  at  the  present  time:  Lieut.  James  Carlton 
Reddick,  Lieut.  Robert  W.  Holmes,  Lieut.  Fred  J. 
Lawrence,  Lieut.  Thomas  L.  O'Kelley,  Lieut.  Joseph 
Henry  Miller,  Thomas  Gilliam,  Judge  A.  Perry,  Lee 
Roy  Smith,  and  Jackson  Sherrill.  We  are  proud  of 
the  record  that  these,  our  alumni,  have  made  in  this 
world  at  war,  and  we  hope  we  may  prove  faithful 
to  their  trust — in  the  later  world  at  peace. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  happenings  this 
winter  is  the  interest  that  the  local  alumnae  are 
showing  in  the  program  of  the  college.  A  group  of 
graduates  who  live  in  or  near  Statesville  have  been 
working  hard,  gathering  information,  about  the 
alumnae,  renewing  contacts  that  have  lagged,  and 
making  plans  to  secure  an  alumnae  secretary  in  the

Twenty-one  ministers  from  Virginia  and  neigh- 
boring states  were  students  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  from  January  3 
through  February  2.  Dr.  Donald  W.  Richardson, 
dean  of  the  Midwinter  Course  for  Ministers,  insti- 
tuted a  series  of  Seminars  exclusively  for  these  stud- 
ents this  year,  a  project  which  proved  highly  ef- 
fective and  which  probably  will  be  followed  in 
future  years.  One  seminar  course  was  given  each 
week  for  the  month  of  January.  Dr.  Theodore  F. 
Adams,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Rich- 
mond, conducted  a  course  in  "Church  Management;" 
Dr.  James  W.  Kennedy  of  All  Saints  Episcopal 
Church,  Richmond,  a  course  on  "Devotional  Disci- 
plines;" Dr.  Patrick  H.  Carmichael,  Director  of 
Leadership  Education  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U. 
S.,  a  course  on  "Current  Trends  in  Religious  Educa- 
tion;" and  Dr.  W.  Lapsley  Carson  of  Richmond's 
First  Presbyterian  Church  led  a  course  on  "The 
Message  of  the  Church  Today." 

The  highlight  of  the  Seminary  year,  the  James 
Sprunt  lecture  series  for  1945,  followed  immediately 
the  close  of  the  Ministers  Conference,  February  5-10. 
Dr.  Lewis  J.  Sherrill,  Dean  of  Louisville  Presby- 
terian Church  was  the  main  lecturer,  speaking  on 
"Guilt  and  Redemption,"  giving  the  causes  and  out- 
croppings  of  guilt,  anxiety,  and  hostility,  as  they 
can  be  treated  and  cured  by  the  Cross  of  Christ 
and  His  Church.  Dr.  Helmut  Kuhn,  associaate  pro- 
fessor of  Philosophy  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  was  a  second  lecturer,  his  title  being 
"Crede  Ut  Intelligas"  ("Believe  That  You  May 
Know")  pointing  out  the  mind's  relationship  to 
faith,  the  reciprocal  relationship,  and  how  this  leads 
to  redemption.  "Faith,"  he  said,  "far  from  being  an 
impediment  to  knowledge,  is  a  source  of  insight  into 
the  nature  of  man  and  the  world.  .  .  .  the  quest  of 
truth  and  the  search  for  God  are  basically  identical." 
"World  Christianity  Yesterday,  Today,  and  Tomor- 
row," was  the  topic  on  which  Dr.  Henry  P.  Van 
Dusen  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York 
City  lectured.  Pointing  to  the  problems  of  the 
church  in  the  past  and  today,  and  showing  how 
they  have  been  met,  he  stated  that  a  continued  mis- 
sionary extension  and  church  unity  must  be  the  key- 
note for  tomorrow's  church. 

During  Sprunt  lecture  week,  Dr.  Ernest  Trice 
Thompson,  professor  of  Church  History  and  Polity, 
was  delivering  a  series  of  lectures  at  Austin  Theo- 
logical Seminary  on  "The  Christian  Bases  of  World 
Order,"  treating  the  spiritual,  economic,  political, 
and  social  bases.  This  same  series  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  Thompson  at  the  Sunday  night  services  of  the 
Ginter  Park  Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond,  during 
the  month  of  January,  in  order  that  Union  Seminary 
students  might  also  take  advantage  of  them. 

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson  is  also  president  of 
the  Virginia  Council  of  Churches,  and  as  such 
presided  at  the  first  "State  Convocation  of  Virginia 
Churchmen,"  held  at  the  Grace  Covenant  Presby- 
terian Church,  Richmond,  on  January  9  and  10.  Dr. 
Roy  A.  Burkhart  of  Columbus,  Ohio;  Dr.  W.  T. 
Thompson  of  Union  Theological  Seminary;  Dr.  E. 
Stanley  Jones,  famed  Methodist  missionary  to  India; 
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Sunday  School  Extension  Work 

One  of  the  best  evidences  of  the  very  worthwhile 
work  which  Miss  Sara  Little  is  doing  through  Sunday 
School  Extension  under  the  direction  of  Synod's 
Committee  on  Religious  Education  is  seen  in  what 
she  has  done  in  Lexington.  Here  we  have  a  situation 
which  can  be  found  in  many  other  places  in  the 
Synod;  not  a  great  rural  area  with  no  religious  ad- 
vantages nor  an  urban  or  suburban  section  with 
population  tremendously  increased  by  war  industry, 
but  some  sections  on  the  edge  of  town  where  people 
were  not  being  reached  by  any  Sunday  school  or 
church,  rather  small  communities,  peopled  by  the 
average  sort  of  working  folk. 

For  some  time  we  had  been  discussing  these 
places  as  possibilities  for  out-post  work  and  last 
fall  Miss  Little  came  to  make  a  survey  and  advise 
us  about  starting  a  Sunday  school.  We  had  thought 
that  perhaps  thirty  people  might  be  interested,  in- 
stead, she  discovered  in  each  place  more  than  100 
who  were  not  attending  church  or  Sunday  school 
regularly  and  more  than  90  who  were  interested  in 
a  Sunday  school  there. 

The  survey  which  Miss  Little  made  was  complete 
in  every  detail,  giving  us  all  the  necessary  informa- 
tion from  which  to  make  bur  decision  as  to  the  need 
of  a  Sunday  school  in  each  community  and  the  wil- 
lingness of  the  people  to  support  it.  Not  only  did  it 
give  the  information  needed  but  by  her  tactfulness, 
attractive  personality,  interest  in  people  and  thor- 
ough consecration  Miss  Little  won  the  hearts  of  those 
whom  she  visited  and  aroused  their  interest  in  the 
new  undertaking.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  about 


and  Dr.  Walter  W.  Van  Kirk,  "Religion  in  the  News" 
radio  commentator,  were  the  four  leading  speakers 
at  this  conference.  Twelve  denominations  were  repre- 
sented at  the  convocation,  with  a  sizable  attendance 
on  the  part  of  Virginia  ministers. 

Perhaps  the  project  involving  the  seminary  stud- 
ents' active  interest  to  a  greater  extent  than  any 
other  recently,  has  been  the  seminary's  edition  of 
The  Presbyterian  Optlook,  weekly  church  news- 
paper with  offices  in  Richmond.  During  the  year, 
the  Outlook  plans  to  let  each  of  the  seminaries  and 
the  Assembly's  Training  School  put  out  an  all-stud- 
ent edition  of  the  paper.  About  thirty  students 
contributed  to  this  edition,  which  was  edited  by 
Robert  E.  Cogswell,  a  senior  from  Memphis,  Tenn. 

The  Walter  W.  Moore  Fellowship  was  awarded 
to  Albert  C.  Winn  of  Greenville,  S.  C,  the  Charles 
D.  Larus  Fellowship  to  Joseph  B.  Hopper  of  Marion, 
Virginia,  the  Moses  D.  Hoge  Fellowship  to  John  D. 
MacLeod,  Jr.,  of  Aberdeen,  N.  C,  and  the  Thomas 
Cary  Johnson  Fellowship  to  R.  E.  Cogswell  of 
Memphis,  Tenn.  Two  Salem  Church  Fellowships 
were  awarded  this  year,  one  to  James  A.  Cogswell  of 
Memphis,  Tenn,.,  and  the  other  to  Connolly  C.  Gamble 
of  Hickory,  N.  C.  Because  of  the  great  need  in  the 
pastorate  and  ministry,  these  students  will  not  be  ex- 
pected to  begin  their  postgraduate  study  until  after 
the  War. 


her  ability  and  resourcefulness  and  spirituality. 

Two  schools  were  begun,  "Meadowview"  by  the 
First  Church  and  "Fairmont"  by  the  Second  church. 
The  Meadowview  school  was  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  secure  a  building  with  7  rooms,  3  of  which  were 
thrown  together  to  make  an  assembly  room.  A  build- 
ing fund  has  been  started,  looking  to  the  erection 
of  a  chapel.  The  school  is  paying  its  own  way,  pro- 
viding the  necessary  literature  and  paying  the  rent 
on  the  building.  The  teachers  come  from  the  First 
church,  the  superintendent  of  the  First  Church  Sun- 
day School  resigning  from  that  position  so  that 
he  might  be  superintendent  at  Meadowview.  The 
average  attendance  is  79. 

The  Fairmont  school  has  been  meeting  in  an 
occupied  residence  which  is  far  too  small.  It  is  neces- 
sary that  a  building  be  erected  at  once  and  a  lot  has 
been  secured,  plans  are  being  drawn  and  permission 
to  build  is  sought.  A  canvass  of  the  community  re- 
sulted in  pledges  of  more  than  $1,500  to  the  building. 
The  Second  Church  has  been  self-supporting  les3 
than  two  years  yet  it  is  assuming  full  responsibility 
for  this  new  school,  its  members  serving  as  teachers 
and  leaders.  The  attendance  here  has  averaged 
about  69. 

Miss  Little  spent  about  six  weeks  in  Lexington, 
surveying  and  organizing  this  work,  and  she  laid 
the  foundation  so  well  that  interest  and  attendance 
have  continued  to  increase  despite  bad  weather  al- 
most every  Sunday.  The  thorough  preparation  which 
she  made  and  the  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the 
sponsoring  churches  have  created  a  fine  and  con- 
tinuing interest  on  the  part  of  the  people  who 
attend. 

What  has  been  done  in  Lexington  can  be  repeated 
in  hundreds  of  other  places.  More  people  than  we 
realize  will  attend  Sunday  school  if  we  go  about  it  in 
the  right  way.  Every  church  should  be  able  to  do 
what  has  been  done  by  the  two  churches  here.  If 
we  had  more  Sunday  School  Extension  Workers  like 
Miss  Little  the  Sunday  school  enrollment  of  our 
Synod  would  be  increasing  rapidly  instead  of  falling 
off.

building — organize  a  community  Sunday  school,  es- 
tablish regular  preaching  services,  put  the  people 
to  work  for  the  Lord  and  let  them  have  a  fully  or- 
ganized Presbyterian  Church.  This  will  help  to 
make  the  new  section  Christian.  It  will  make  for 
Victory  for  the  Lord  and  our  Church. 

Whether  history  repeats  itself  and  our  cities 
grow  large  through  concentration  or  whether  the 
Greater-Charlotte,  Greater-Greensboro,  etc.,  expand 
and  grow  through  new  neighborhoods  and  communi- 
ties and  towns  and  populated  places  there  is  a  great 
work  to  be  done  for  the  Lord.  Either  the  city  itself 
or  the  areas  around  the  city  is  to  grow  within  the 
next  decade.  If  we  are  wise  we  are  going  to  go  and 
grow  with  them.  Our  strategy  should  be  whatever  it 
takes  to  reach  and  enlist  the  most  people — first. 

With  Christ  as  our  Captain  we  can  go  forward 
on  all  fronts  simultaneously — rural,  town,  indus- 
trial and  city— to  VICTORY.

AIDING  COLLEGES  WITH  BONDS 

An  Editorial  From  The  Charlotte  Observer,  May  21,1945 


The  North  Carolina  Council  of  Church-related  Colleges, 
comprising  twenty-three  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  North 
Carolina,  are  joining  in  an  effort  to  encourage  greater  and 
more  liberal  participation  in  the  seventh  war  loan. 

These  colleges  are  particularly  interested  in  having  many  of 
our  people  contribute  to  them  the  bonds  which  they  buy, 
for  endowment  purposes  or  for  necessary  expansion. 

Friends  of  these  institutions,  therefore,  are  being  urged  to 
grasp  the  unique  opportunity  of  utilizing  these  bond  invest- 
ments in  a  form  of  re-investment  for  the  advancement  of 
Christian  education. 

Of  the  twenty-three  participating  institutions,  twelve  are 
Senior  Colleges  and  eleven  are  Junior  Colleges.  The  Senior 
Colleges  are  Atlantic  Christian,  Catawba,  Davidson,  Elon, 
Flora  Macdonald,  Greensboro,  High  Point,  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
Meredith,  Queens,  Salem  and  Wake  Forest.  The  Junior  Col- 
leges are  Brevard,  Campbell,  Gardner-Webb,  Lees-McRae, 
Louisburg,  Mars  Hill,  Montreat,  Mitchell,  Peace,  Presbyterian 
Junior  and  Wingate. 

This  movement  ought  to  make  a  strong  appeal  to  our  citizen- 
ship of  the  State  generally,  but  more  especially  to  the  friends 
and  alumnae  and  alumni  of  these  institutions. 

For  one  thing,  the  majority  of  these  colleges  are  some- 
what desperately  in  need  of  new  capital  with  which  to  pre- 
pare to  meet  the  responsibilities  which  they  expect  the  future 
to  place  upon  them  in  the  Christian  training  of  young  men 
and  women. 

Those  who  respond  to  this  effort,  therefore,  will  be  making 
a  vital  contribution  to  the  future  destiny  of  these  colleges 
which  are  supported  by  our  Christian  denominations. 


This,  obviously,  would  be  an  opportune  moment  to  state 
the  case  for  Christian  education  in  North  Carolina  with  more 
elaboration  and  emphasis.  However,  it  must  be  obvious  to  all 
informed  minds  that  this  particular  cause  states  its  own  case. 

Our  nation  and  our  world  will  need  nothing  so  much  in  the 
years  ahead  as  they  will  need  the  leadership  of  men  and  women 
with  the  background  of  Christian  experience  and  Christian 
culture. 

With  all  proper  deference  to  our  universities,  created  either 
by  the  state  or  by  private  fortunes,  it  is  hardly  less  than  a  tragic 
fact  that  these  will  not  be  turning  out  the  peculiar  type  of 
leadership  in  mind. 

If  our  miserable  past  and  the  days  of  our  chaotic  present 
have  any  lessons  to  teach  us,  none  is  more  clearly  being  sounded 
forth  than  that  civilization,  not  only  in  order  to  be  saved  but 
in  order  even  to  survive,  calls  for  a  spiritual  interpretation  to 
be  placed  upon  all  reality. 

The  capacity  for  such  interpretation  is  far  more  likely  to 
be  developed  within  young  men  and  women  who  are  trained 
in  Christian  colleges  than  by  those  who  are  educated  in  uni- 
versities where  the  emphasis  is  largely  placed  upon  scientific 
philosophies  and  mainly  secularistic  education. 

We  not  only,  therefore,  commend  this  movement  of  the 
twenty-three  church-maintained  colleges  in  North  Carolina,  but 
urge  our  people  across  the  State  to  give  serious  concern  to 
the  appeal  which  they  are  unitedly  making  and  to  support  this 
good  cause  to  the  full  limit  of  their  financial  abilities.

u..The  Beginning 

of  Wisdom" 

By  John  R.  Cunningham,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
President  of  Davidson  College. 

Church-Related  Colleges  have  been  loyally  patriotic  in  the  period  of 
combat.  They  have  rendered  a  service  which  cannot  be  questioned. 
Their  facilities  have  been  freely  offered  and  used  in  the  training  of 
tens  of  thousands  of  young  men  for  military  duty.  And,  yet,  it  is  fully 
realized  that  the  peculiar  genius  of  the  Christian  College  is  in  the  field 
of  Peace  and  World  Brotherhood.  As  the  assurance  of  ultimate  victory 
deepens  in  our  hearts,  let  the  conviction  also  deepen  that  the  spirit 
and  point  of  view  of  the  Christian  College  is  essential  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a  nation  and  a  world  in  which  Peace  can  dwell.  Embodying 
this  conviction,  I  present  three  classic  statements  from  great  world 
citizens  of  the  past  and  present: 

President  Lincoln  said:  "With  malice  toward  none,  with  charity  for 
all,  with  firmness  in  the  right  as  God  gives  us  to  see  the  right,  let  us 
strive  on  to  finish  the  work  we  are  in,  to  bind  up  the  nation's  wounds, 
to  care  for  him  who  shall  have  borne  the  battle  and  for  his  widow  and 
his  orphan,  to  do  all  which  may  achieve  and  cherish  a  just  and  lasting 
peace  among  ourselves  and  with  all  nations." 

President  Wilson  said  in  his  address  before  Congress,  April  2,  1917, 
when  war  was  declared  upon  Germany:  "We  are  now  at  the  beginning 


of  an  age  in  which  it  will  be  insisted  that  the  same  standards  of  con- 
duct and  of  responsibility  for  wrong  done  shall  be  observed  among 
the  nations  and  their  governments  that  are  observed  among  the  indi- 
vidual citizens  of  civilized  states." 

The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  who  is  not  only  a  great  Christian, 
but  also  a  great  world  citizen  writes  in  his  little  book  "The  Hope  of 
a  New  World,"  as  he  speaks  of  a  modern  English  Culture,  which  is 
largely  Christian  in  quality,  yet  regards  faith  in  God  as  a  dispensable 
indulgence:  "This  reaches  its  climax  in  our  educational  system.  We 
have  supposed  that  it  is  possible  to  provide  education  which  is  re- 
ligiously neutral,  to  which  religion  can  then  be  added  in  greater  or 
less  measure;  but,  in  fact,  an  education  which  is  not  religious  is 
atheistic.  There  is  no  middle  way.  If  you  give  to  children  an  account 
of  the  world  from  which  God  is  left  out,  you  are  teaching  them  to 
understand  the  world  without  reference  to  God.  If  He  is  then  intro- 
duced, He  is  an  excrescence.  He  becomes  an  appendix  to  His  own 
creation." 

Does  this  not  add  up  to  the  conclusion  that  Education  is  definitely 
a  requisite  foundation  for  World  Peace,  but  that  Education  must  be 
conditioned  by  a  spirit  which  takes  God  and  our  brothers,  the  world 
around,  into  strict  account?  Knowledge  is  power,  but  the  direction  in 
which  power  is  to  be  used  will  be  determined  by  the  spirit  and  the 
faith  of  those  who  wield  it.  It  remains  true  that  "The  fear  of  the 
Lord  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom." 

The  time  has  come  to  think  seriously  of  the  Davidson  that  is  to  be 
when  the  "war  drums  beat  no  longer  and  the  battle  flags  are  furled." 
We  must  be  ready  with  clear  and  steady  aim  to  move  forward  with  a 
contribution  characteristic  of  Davidson's  age-old  purpose.  The  train- 
ing of  Christian  manhood  for  the  leadership  of  the  Church  and  the 
State,  and  for  the  establishment  of  Christian  homes,  will  still  be  her 
fundamental  task.  We  shall  be  wise  if  we  think  primarily  of  her 
obligation  and  her  contribution.  We  trust  the  providential  blessing 
of  God  upon  all  institutions  which,  in  that  period,  render  an  essential 
service  to  the  Kingdom. 

A  backward  look  should  help  us  in  contemplating  the  future.  Let 
us  see  what  our  founding  fathers  recognized,  perhaps  more  clearly 
than  have  we,  that  a  democracy  must  be  built  upon  a  moral  order. 
President  Dodds,  of  Princeton,  has  reminded  us  "Freedom  is  made 
of  stern  stuff  and  not  a  few  break  down  in  their  effort  to  qualify  for  it. 
If  we  refuse  the  rigors  of  self -discipline  we  are  doomed  to  fall  into 
slavery."  Our  forefathers  saw  this  clearly  and  willingly  paid  the  price 
of  a  severe  self-discipline  in  order  that  democracy  might  come  to 
birth  and  have  a  great  place  in  our  land. 

Let  us  note  further  in  this  backward  look  that  those  who  launched 
our  Ship  of  State  never  dreamed  of  its  success  apart  from  its  vital  re- 
lationship to  the  Church  and  the  school.  They  saw  clearly  that  de- 
mocracy is  a  way  of  life  built  upon  spiritual  foundations.  They  were 
equally  convinced  that  those  foundations  depended  for  their  strength 
upon  the  Christian  faith.  Added  to  that  conviction  was  the  necessity 
of  an  intelligent  leadership.  Consequently,  they  placed  the  school  hard 
by  the  Church.  The  Church  became,  and  to  a  very  considerable  extent 
continues  to  be,  the  Mother  of  Education  in  America. 

First-rate,  Church-related,  liberal  arts  colleges  should  have  such  con- 
tributions to  make  as  they  have,  perhaps,  never  been  called  upon  to 
make  in  the  history  of  our  nation.  The  measure  of  freedom  they  possess 
in  selecting  their  students,  in  the  fields  and  quality  of  their  training, 
the  independence  they  enjoy  from  interference  from  without,  and  the 
basic  conviction  upon  which  they  are  built  regarding  the  Christian 
way  of  life — these  are  not  only  their  great  assets  but  their  great  obli- 
gations as  well.  Davidson  College  is  ready  to  affirm  to  the  Church 
under  which  she  performs  her  tasks,  and  to  parents  and  students  of 
the  present  and  the  future,  her  readiness  to  stand  under  this  obligation 
and  to  perform  her  duties  in  the  difficult  days  ahead  as  faithfully  as 
under  God  she  may  be  permitted  to  do.

Moderate  in  price  and  small  enough  to  allow  for  individual  help  and 
guidance,  it  meets  a  need  no  other  college  in  the  section  can  meet.  A 
student  makes  the  transition  between  high  school  and  the  later  years  of 
specialization  in  college  much  more  easily  by  spending  the  first  two 
years  in  a  Junior  College  where  his  personal  growth  and  development, 
both  mental  and  spiritual,  are  of  supreme  importance.

Students  take  an  active  part  in  all  school  life.  The  Student  Associa- 
tion assumes  the  leadership'  of  the  whole  student  body,  both  boarding 
and  town  groups.  The  Student  Christian  Association  directs  the  religious 
life  of  the  campus,  provides  outside  speakers  on  many  occasions,  and 
builds  up  in  the  girls  the  power  of  Christian  leadership. 

"All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull  boy."  Mitchell  combines 
intensive  work — history,  languages,  science,  music,  business — with 
much  spontaneous  fun  and  many  outdoor  activities.  The  Student  Chris- 
tian Association  Cabinet  spends  a  week-end  off  the  campus,  making: 
plans  for  the  year's  work,  gaining  new  spiritual  strength  and  under- 
standing, camping  and  boating  and  cooking.  Girls  recreate  on  the  cam- 
pus with  picnics  by  the  outdoor  fireplace,  bicycling,  sketching  bits  of 
the  building  and  lawn,  meeting  the  mail  man  for  packages  from  home. 

Athletics  is  a  regular  part  of  the  cur- 
riculum— basketball,  tennis,  volley  ball, 
ping-pong  and  other  sports.  Two  years 
of  physical  education  are  required  of  all 
students  to  develop  sportsmanship,  good 
health  and  team  play.

$100,000

The  Trustees  and  the  Administration  of  Peace  College  feel  that  the 
time  has  come  for  the  college  to  launch  a  $250,000  program.  Such  a 
program  will  meet  fairly  well  the  immediate  needs  of  the  college,  and 
its  financial  scope  is  within  the  range  of  present  possibility.  Twice  in 
the  past  twenty  years  have  campaigns  of  this  type  been  completed. 
In  1926-1927  the  college  raised  $210,000  from  which  funds  the  Bur- 
well  Library  and  the  East  Building  were  constructed,  and  a  part  of  the 
Main  Building  was  modernized.  A  conditional  gift  of  $25,000  from 
the  late  Mr.  B.  N.  Duke  assisted  greatly  in  reaching  the  desired  goal. 
Then  in  the  past  several  years  about  $200,000  has  been  raised  to  pay 
debts  and  to  establish  an  endowment  fund.  All  debts  having  been  paid, 
the  way  is  clear  for  a  new  undertaking.  A  $250,000  program  will  in- 
clude: 

1.  $40,000  for  endowment. 

2.  $125,000  for  a  Recreational  Building. 

3.  $85,000  fen-  construction  of  West  Dormitory  and  connecting 
corridor. 

The  need  of  the  college  in  order  of  precedence  are  (1)  raising  $40,- 
000  to  be  applied  to  the  endowment.  This  will  give  the  college  an 
endowment  fund  of  $100,000.  The  interest  from  this  fund,  along  with 
the  approximate  $5,000  received  annually  through  the  Budget  of  Sy- 
nod's Educational  Institutions,  will  make  it  possible  for  the  college 
to  become  a  member  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Schools  and  Col- 
leges and  to  secure  full  accreditation  by  this  Association.  This  must  be 
done  at  once. 

(2)  The  building  of  a  Gymnasium  or  a  Recreational  Building — This 
type  of  building  is  needed  (l)  to  take  care  of  the  regular  physical  edu- 
cation and  health  work.  The  work  of  the  college  is  greatly  handicapped 
at  present  without  such  a  building.  All  of  our  colleges  need  to  stress 
the  physical  development  of  our  students  more  than  we  have  done 
heretofore,  and  a  gymnasium  has  become  a  real  necessity  here  if  we 
are  to  do  satisfactory  work  in  physical  education.  (2)  Another  need 
for  such  a  building  is  to  provide  adequate  recreational  needs  for  our 
students  in  their  leisure  time,  particularly  on  the  week-ends.  One  of  the 
great  problems  of  our  colleges  today  is  to  provide  healthful  recreation 
for  our  students  over  the  week-end.  Peace  College  does  not  have  ade- 
quate facilities  now  for  doing  this  sort  of  thing,  and  it  is  most  im- 
portant that  we  do  something  about  this  just  as  soon  as  possible.  An 
attractive  Recreational  Building  providing  for  swimming,  bowling, 
mass  games,  square  dancing,  etc.,  would  mean  a  great  deal  to  the  stu- 
dents and  administration  here.  We  estimate  that  such  a  building  will 
cost  between  $100,000  and  $125,000. 

(3)  The  building  of  the  West  Dormitory  and  its  connecting  cor- 
ridor— We  need  this  dormitory  ( 1 )  to  provide  for  an  additional  fifty 


boarding  students  here.  We  have  had  a  capacity  boarding  school  for 
eight  or  ten  years.  Our  present  overflow  is  not  primarily  a  war  con- 
dition. We  have  been  able  to  maintain  a  full  boarding  school  for  some 
years,  and  we  should  increase  our  number  of  boarding  students  fifty 
students,  as  this  will  give  the  college  a  boarding  capacity  of  two 
hundred  students,  which  assures  better  financial  stability  for  a  college 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  one  hundred  and  sixty  students.  We 
have  raised  our  total  enrollment  this  year  to  three  hundred  and  twelve 
students.  Such  an  addition  to  the  boarding  department  would  raise 
the  total  enrollment  to  three  hundred  and  fifty  students,  which  is  a 
very  desirable  size  student  body  for  a  school  of  the  type  of  Peace 
College. 

(2)  This  building  will  also  furnish  some  additional  classrooms, 
which  are  badly  needed.  We  have  been  crowded  for  several  years,  and 
this  will  overcome  that  situation. 

c; 

(3)  The  erection  of  a  West  Dormitory  and  connecting  corridor  will 
add  greatly  to  the  architectural  completeness  and  beauty  of  Peace  Col- 
lege. The  buildings  have  not  made  a  complete  architectural  unit  from 
the  beginning  of  the  college  in  1872.  We  now  have  an  opportunity 
to  make  the  front  of  the  college  one  of  beauty.  It  will  take  $85,000 
to  build  the  West  Dormitory  and  its  connecting  corridor. 

Peace  College  is  fortunate  in  its  location  in  Raleigh  at  the  State 
Capital.  Raleigh  is  near  the  center  of  the  state,  and  in  addition  to  its 
desirable  location,  it  is  a  center  for  travel  by  air,  rail,  or  highway.  It 
is  most  accessible  to  North,  South,  East  and  West. 

A  Junior  College  the  size  of  Peace  offers  an  ideal  college  situation 
for  a  Church  school.  The  Mary  McNair  Jones  Chair  of  Bible  and  Re- 
ligious Education  provides  the  college  with  the  opportunity  of  em- 
phasizing classroom  instruction  in  Bible  and  adequate  and  stimulating 
student  participation  in  the  religious  activities  of  the  college.  The  pres- 
entation of  Bible  and  religious  educational  opportunities  to  students 
during  their  first  and  second  years  of  college  is  made  at  a  most 
challenging  time  in  their  lives  and  is  of  lasting  value  to  them  in  their 
selection  of  a  vocation,  in  their  arriving  at  a  Christian  philosophy  of 
life,  and  in  many  other  lasting  ways. 

The  door  of  opportunity  is  open  wide  at  Peace  College.  We  appeal 
to  the  alumnae  and  friends  of  the  college  to  supply  the  financial  as- 
sistance to  make  our  three  projects  possible:

listed  as  alumni.  Most  of  our  younger  alumni  are  now  in  service.  Over 
seven  hundred  of  them  learned  to  fly  in  our  aviation  program. 

Presbyterian  Junior  College  wants  your  sons.  In  our  preparatory  de- 
partment we  offer  thorough  instruction  under  college  teachers  to  stu- 
dents at  the  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  grade  levels.  The  accelerated 
year-round  program  allows  more  rapid  educational  progress  to  a  boy 
before  and  after  military  service.  In  our  collegiate  department  we  offer 
standard  Freshman  and  Sophomore  courses  leading  to  the  Associate  in 
Arts  and  the  Associate  in  Science  degrees.

Queens  College  has  a  progressive  program  of  education  for  young 
women.  Its  Board  of  Trustees  and  Faculty  believe  that  a  progressive 
program  of  education  for  young  women  is  vital  in  these  days.  Our 
young  women  increasingly  are  having  placed  upon  them  the  duty  of 
passing  on  our  cultural  heritage,  since  our  young  men  have  been  taken 
away  from  their  studies  and  called  to  serve  their  country.  The  college 
women  of  today  will  be  the  mothers  of  tomorrow,  and  many  of  them 
will  be  the  outstanding  leaders  of  thought  in  their  own  communities. 
The  college  that  will  exert  the  largest  influence  in  the  future  is  the 
college  that  is  today  planning  to  keep  its  educational  program  abreast 
of  the  changes  that  are  taking  place  in  the  social  and  political  life 
of  the  world. 

At  its  May  meeting  this  year,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queens 
College  announced  that,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty, 
Queens  College  would  inaugurate  a  divisional  program  of  education 
to  begin  September,  1946.  This  is  in  line  with  the  development  in 
many  of  the  outstanding  colleges  across  the  nation.  It  is  an  effort  to 
make  education  more  meaningful  for  students,  so  that  the  faculty  of 
the  college  may  guide  the  students  in  order  that  they  may  have  a 
real  idea  of  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  the  knowledge  which  they 
are  gathering.  It,  also,  has  many  advantages  by  which  the  members 
of  the  faculty  may  cooperate  and  work  together.  At  a  later  date,  a  full 
announcement  of  this  development  in  education  will  be  given  to  the 
public.  It  is  mentioned  here  as  an  indication  that  Queens  College  is 
not  resting  on  its  past,  but  continually  is  developing  both  its  physical 
plant  and  in  its  educational  program. 

We  believe  that  one  of  the  most  helpful  and  far-reaching  develop- 
ments at  the  college  this  year  has  been  the  Queens-Charlotte  Christian 
Leadership  Education  Program,  by  which  the  college  has  taken  the  lead 
in  the  improvement  of  Sunday  School  education  in  the  churches  of 
Charlotte.  It  is  also  the  purpose  of  this  new  movement  to  relate  stu- 
dents more  closely  to  the  churches  of  their  own  denomination  while 


they  are  away  at  college.  This  work  has  not  only  touched  the  life  of 
many  of  the  Charlotte  churches,  but  it  has  had  influence  in  other  com- 
munities. Colleges  in  other  parts  of  North  and  South  Carolina  have 
been  requested  to  begin  a  similar  work,  and  letters  have  come  from 
as  far  away  as  California  inquiring  about  this  work.  We  are  glad  to 
report  that  Dr.  P.  H.  Carmichael,  Director  of  the  Presbyterian  Com- 
mittee, Richmond,  Virginia;  Dr.  J.  Fisher  Simpson,  of  the  Methodist 
Board,  Nashville,  Tennessee;  and  Dr.  H.  J.  Sweet,  of  the  International 
Council  of  Religious  Education,  Chicago,  Illinois,  have  visited  the  col- 
lege and  are  advising  us  as  to  future  plans  and  the  development  of 
this  work.  It  is  hoped  that  the  future  development  of  this  program  of 
religious  education  will  reach  out  and  help  communities  across  the 
state. 

The  problems  confronting  the  college  today  are  the  inadequate  phy- 
sical plant  and  its  over-crowded  condition.  As  an  indication  of  this, 
the  two  hundred  and  thirty  places  available  for  boarding  students  were 
all  taken,  with  a  waiting  list,  early  in  April,  some  five  months  before 
the  opening  of  college.  With  the  two  hundred  non-boarding  students 
from  the  Charlotte  area,  this  gives  a  student  body  of  four  hundred  and 
thirty,  but  it  is  too  bad  to  have  to  turn  down  good  students  who  wish 
a  Christian  education  at  Queens  College  and  who  cannot  be  admitted 
for  lack  of  space.  Every  department  of  the  college  is  now  crowded  to 
capacity.  The  college  authorities  cannot  find  any  space  for  additional 
classrooms  or  for  offices.  It  is  imperative  that  this  growing  educa- 
tional institution  have  additional  buildings  for  the  post-war  oppor- 
tunity which  lies  before  it. 

For  the  past  five  years,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Administration 
of  the  college  have  been  carefully  planning  for  the  building  pro- 
gram, which  it  is  hoped  will  begin  as  soon  as  building  restrictions  are 
removed.  Among  the  buildings  on  the  present  campus,  nothing  has  to 
be  scrapped,  but  all  will  fit  into  the  complete  picture.  Through  many 
hours  of  labor,  the  Faculty  and  Board  of  Trustees  have  formulated 
carefully  plans  for  building.  These  plans,  when  completed,  will  give 
a  beautiful  and  useful  college,  working  into  a  complete  whole  and 
adapted  to  the  ideals  of  education  held  at  Queens.  There  will  then  be 
room  for  six  hundred  and  fifty  students.  This  is  regarded  as  an  ideal 
size  for  this  college,  since  with  this  number  it  can  be  economically 
and  efficiently  administered. 

The  Building  Committee  is  composed  of  some  of  the  ablest  business 
men  in  the  Charlotte  area.  The  members  of  the  Building  Committee 
are:  Mr.  Hunter  Marshall,  Chairman,  Secretary,  North  Carolina  Cot- 
ton Manufacturers  Association;  Mr.  R.  S.  Dickson,  President,  R.  S. 
Dickson  &  Company,  Mr.  David  Ovens,  Vice-President  and  General 
Manager,  J.  B.  Ivey  and  Company;  Mr.  John  C.  Erwin,  Vice-President, 
Allison-Erwin  Company;  Mr.  Frank  O.  Sherrill,  President,  S.  and  W. 
Cafeterias;  and  Dr.  Hunter  B.  Blakely,  President,  Queens  College.  One 
can  be  sure  that  a  building  committee  such  as  this  will  get  the  most 
for  the  money  and  will  not  waste  gifts  made  to  the  college. 

Significant  progress  has  been  made  in  securing  funds  for  this  much 
needed  building  program  and  the  endowment  of  the  college.  Since 
1943,  some  $180,000  has  been  added  to  a  building  fund  and  some 
$99,000  to  the  endowment.  The  first  buildings  planned  on  the  cam- 
pus of  Queens  will  necessitate  an  expenditure  of  around  $400,000. 
So,  before  building  can  begin,  it  will  be  necessary  for  large  sums 
to  be  given  to  the  building  fund. 

Queens  is  admirably  located  to  serve  the  young  women  of  the  Caro- 
linas.  It  is  easily  accessible  by  train  and  bus  lines  from  all  over  the 
two  states.  With  the  many  advantages  found  locally,  it  can  be  of 
increasing  importance  in  the  educational  life  of  the  State.  Queens  Col- 
lege, along  with  the  other  Church-Related  Colleges  of  North  Carolina, 
invites  all  friends  of  Christian  education  to  buy  bonds  in  the  name 
of  the  colleges  of  the  state  and  to  make  an  investment  in  Christian 
education.  A  war  bond  bought  in  the  name  of  Queens  College,  In- 
corporated, will  be  a  real  investment  in  the  life  and  usefulness  of 
young  women.

The  cancelling  of  the  regular  conferences  at 
Montreat  this  summer  did  not  prevent  our  faith- 
ful home  missionaries  from  having  a  most  en- 
joyable, restful  and  inspiring  vacation  at  Mon- 
treat and  other  resorts.  They  and  their  wives  were 
not  all  together  as  they  were  the  previous  sum- 
mer. Some  took  their  vacation  at  one  time  and 
others  at  a  different  period  or  place.  Synod's 
Committee  of  Home  Missions,  the  vacation  fund 
represented  by  Dr.  H.  H.  Sweets,  the  Home  Mission 
Committees  of  the  several  Presbyteries,  the  gen- 
rosity  of  the  William  Black  Memorial  Home,  and 
generous  gifts  by  interested  friends  made  this 
vacation  possible.  It  is  now  assured  that  all  of 
our  workers  and  their  wives  will  have  the  privi- 
lege and  pleasure  of  a  similar  vacation  every 
summer. 


HOME  MISSION  EMERGENCY 
CAMPAIGN 

We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  our  FOURTH  Home 
Mission  Emergency  Campaign  for  the  raising  of 
$335,000.00  of  which  $85,000.00  is  the  estimated 
Self-denial  Offering  included  in  the  amount  se- 
cured. The  results  accomplished  by  the  funds  of 
the  previous  campaigns  amply  justify  the  effort 
being  put  forth  to  reach  our  goal  100%  this  year. 
More  than  two  hundred  communities  have  been 
benefitted  by  the  contributions  you  have  made 
to  this  most  worthy  cause.  In  many  instances 
these  funds  have  been  used  as  a  challenge  fund 
to  a  community  to  raise  two  to  four  times  the 
amount  given  them.  The  net  results  are  thus 
many  times  the  donations  from  the  Emergency 
Fund.  We  insist  on  communities  going  their  limit 
in  self-help  before  giving  them  assistance  from 
this  Fund. 

Dr.  Leslie  Patterson,  our  Campaign  Director, 
says: 

"About  130  new  buildings,  permanent  or  tem- 
porary have  been  built  and  ninety-one  lots  pur- 
chased. On  some  of  these,  churches  will  be  built 
as  priorities  can  be  obtained.  Eighty-six  work- 
ers have  been  employed  and  313  surveys  have  been 
made.  Over  13,00|)  are  enrolled  in  Sunday  Schools 
in  these  projects  and  the  Emergency  Fund  is  re- 
sponsible for  an  increase  of  about  5,000  of  these. 
The  membership  in  these  churches  is  over  8,000. 

There  have  been  1,415  professions  of  faith 
reported  and  2,600  additions  by  letter  or  restate- 
ment. Fourteen  new  churches  have  been  organ- 
ized and  thirteen  new  fields  brought  to  self-sup- 
port. We  regret  that  it  has  been  necessary  to 
base  these  figures  on  partial  reports  because  some 
questionnaires  were  not  returned.  Seventy-seven 
Presbyteries  have  reported,  but  in  some  instances 
their  reports  were  not  complete. 

This  is  a  day  of  unlimited  opportunity.  Pres- 
byterians have  had  opportunities  before.  At  the 
close  of  the  American  Revolution  one-third  of 
the  people  in  the  thirteen  were  Scotch-Irish  in 
addition  to  the  French  Huguenots  and  English 
Calvinists.  We  should  have  organized  them,  and 
made  America  Calvinistic  and  Protestant  Chris- 
tian. We  did  not.  An  opportunity  lost  to  us  for- 
ever. 

Again,  when  the  homesteaders  crossed  the  great 
central  plains  and  the  high  Rockies  we  had  an 
opportunity.  We  did  not  follow  through.  But  God 
is  good.  We  have  another  glorious  opportunity 
as  we  behold  millions  of  people  move  into  our 
midst.  There  are  about  forty-three  million  peoj 
in  our  Southland;  more  than  half  oj  JthQe 
unchurched.  They  are  here  to  stay.  J  The  gr<j 
industrial  movement  that  has  startly  rt&o 
states  served  by  our  Church  will  be  au/me'tttec

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  taken  an- 
other advance  step  in  its  religious  work  in  the 
establishment  of  a  Church  Building  and  Planning 
Department  headed  up  by  a  full  time  Secretary. 
This  new  enterprise  is  the  result  of  a  most  careful 
study  by  the  Synod's  Committees  of  Home  Mis- 
sions and  Religious  Education  of  the  dire  need  of 
such  a  Bureau.  A  joint  committee  was  appointed 
to  devise  ways  and  means  for  meeting  this  need. 
Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee  appointed  as  its 
representatives  the  Superintendent  of  Synod's 
Home  Missions,  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  and  Rev. 
George  Mauze  and  Mr.  Karl  G.  Hudson.  The 
Committee  of  Religious  Education  of  the  Synod 
chose  as  its  representative  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann,  Di- 
rector of  that  cause  in  the  Synod,  and  Rev.  Charles 
McGirt  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Beman.  The  Committee  was 
organized  by  electing  Mr.  K.  G.  Hudson  as  Chair- 
man and  Rev.  J.  O.  Mann  as  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer. The  Committee  adopted  the  following  for 
guidance  in  the  supervision  of  this  new  depart- 
ment of  work: 

"1st.  The  purpose  of  such  a  department  shall 
be  to  give  advice  and  help  in  the  planning  and 
building  of  churches,  Sunday  Schools  and  manses 
to  the  churches  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  such  services. 

"2nd.  To  employ  a  person  to  head  up  this 
department  whose  title  shall  be  the  Director  of 
Church  Planning  and  Building. 

"3rd.  All  the  services  of  such  a  Director  includ- 
ing his  travel  shall  be  available  to  the  churches 
without  any  fee;  the  churches  using  him  however 
are  to  take  care  of  his  entertainment  while  in 
lations.  He  hath  made  in  the  earth.  He  maketh 


the  community  and  of  drafting  any  plans  for  their 
building. 

"4th.  For  the  present  the  services  of  the  Di- 
rector shall  be  confined  to  the  churches  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  except  for  such  com- 
mitments as  he  has  already  made." 

Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill,  former  Superintendent  of 
Home  Missions  of  Winston-Salem  Presbytery,  was 
elected  as  Director  in  this  new  field  of  activity. 
Mr.  Caudill  has  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  and  will  make  headquarters  in  Salisbury,  N. 
C.  .The  need  of  such  a  department  of  our  church 
work  is  apparent  to  everyone  who  has  given  the 
subject  careful  consideration.  Hundreds  of  church 
buildings  are  inadequately  planned  for  church 
and  Sunday  School  purposes  and  a  large  number 
poorly  constructed.  To  correct  these  mistakes  will 
cost  thousands  of  dollars.  We  do  not  want  to 
repeat  the  costly  errors  of  the  past.  A  department 
of  our  work  such  as  has  been  created  will  prevent 
a  repetition  of  past  experiences  in  church  con- 
struction.

This  appears  to  be  a  fulfillment 
of  the  prophecy  of  Micah,  "And  he  shall  judge 
among  many  people,  and  rebuke  strong  nations 
afar  off;  and  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into 
plowshares,  and  their  spears  into  pruning 
hooks;  nation  shall  not  life  up  a  sword  against 
nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more. 
But  they  shall  sit  every  man  under  his  vine  and 
under  his  figtree;  and  none  shall  make  them 
afraid;  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  hath 
spoken  it.  For  all  people  will  walk  every  one  in 
the  name  of  his  god,  and  we  will  walk  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  our  God  for  ever  and  ever." 
Micah  4:3-5. 

This  is  what  our  boys  fought  for  and  for  which 
many  gave  their  lives  to  achieve.  Lasting  PEACE 
must  be  based  on  Christian  principles.

OUR  FIFTY  THOUSAND  CHALLENGE 

The  last  General  Assembly  faced  the  fact  that 
1,302  out  of  her  3,513  churches  reported  no  addi- 
tions on  PROFESSION  OF  FAITH  during  the 
church  year  of  1944-1945.  This  means  that  37% 
of  our  churches  were  non-productive.  This  is  an 
alarming  situation.  However,  the  statement  is 
somewhat  alleviated  when  we  remember  that  the 
overwhelming  majority  are  small  ones  ranging 
in  membership  from  1  to  an  average  of  46.  Many 
of  them  are  vacant,  and  have  little  or  no  Sunday 
School  facilities.  According  to  the  minutes  of  the 
General  Assembly  one  hundred  and  one  of  them 
have  only  10  members  or  less.  Of  those  under  ten 
members  there  are  15  having  6  members,  11  with 
5  members,  10  having  but  4  members,  9  with  3 
members,  9  having  but  2  members  and  seven 
churches,  Bethlehem,  Ala.;  Spring  Mountain,  Ala.; 
Haleigh,  Miss.;  Sunflower,  Miss.;  Nursery,  Texas; 
and  Kelleen  1st  and  Midway  1st  of  Texas,  these 
seven  have  but  ONE  member  each.  We  should  keep 
in  mind  also  that  we  have  698  vacant  churches  in 
the  Assembly  and  909  more  having  stated  or  tem- 
porary supplies.  Vacant  and  pastorless  churches 
are  not  factors  that  will  count  much  in  reaching 
our  50,000  goal  of  additions  on  profession  of  faith 
during  the  present  church  year.  While  the  1,302 
churches  reporting  no  additions  on  profession  of 
faith  constitute  37%  of  our  churches  it  must  be 
kept  in  mind  that  these  churches  represent  only 
60,157  of  our  membership  or  ten  and  a  third 
percent  of  our  total  communicants.  The  above  con- 
ditions will  be  changed  for  the  better  very  little 
if  any  during  this  year.  Where  then  shall  we  turn 
for  this  increase  of  29,286  that  we  might  reach 
our  goal  of  50,000?  It  must  be  to  the  churches 
that  have  or  shall  secure  pastors.  The  PASTOR  is 
and  has  ever  been  the  KEY  man  in  church  achieve- 
ments. Unless  the  PASTOR  is  sold  on  reaching 
the  LOST  little  will  be  done  by  his  congregation. 
This  goal  can  be  reached  but  not  at  the  pace 
we  are  now  moving.  One  HALF  of  the  year  has 
expired  already.  There  has  not  thus  far  been  much 
evidence  of  fervent  praying,  extensive  planning 
and  heroic  endeavor  in  the  interest  of  soul  win-

Presbyterial  Presidents  who  had 
expected  to  attend  an  Area  Conference  in  Rich- 
mond which  was  cancelled  because  of  travel  con- 
ditions, held  a  one-day  conference  at  Peace  im- 
mediately following  the  Board  meeting,  all  being 
guests  of  the  college  for  two  days  and  nights.  At 
the  latter  meeting,  the  Synodical  President  direct- 
ed and  the  Montreat  representatives  reported  on 
plans  for  the  months  ahead.  As  leaders  of  wo- 
man's work  throughout  the  Assembly  and  Synodi- 
cal make  changes  and  adjustments,  local  groups 
are  challenged  to  high  resolution  to  carry  on  their 
work  faithfully  and  loyally  despite  restrictions, 
difficulties  and  changing  conditions. 

The  Home  Mission  Season,  October  8  —  Novem- 
ber 4,  calls  for  special  study,  prayer  and  self-  de- 
nial in  the  interest  of  winning  America  for  Christ 
and  His  Church. 

This  year  the  interdenominational  Home  Mis- 
sion study  theme  is  "The  Church  Among  Uprooted 
Americans."  The  basic  study  book  for  our  church, 
"These  Moving  Times"  by  Hermann  N.  Morse,  is 
recommended  for  widespreaad  reading  and  for 
use  by  special  study  groups.  In  addition,  there 
are  two  helpful  pamphlets,  "The  City  Church  in 
the  War  Emergency"  by  Paul  H.  Douglass  and 
"Rural  Americans  on  the  Move"  by  Thomas  A. 
Tripp.  Each  church  should  choose  the  one  most 
suitable  to  its  location. 

The  whole  Church  membership  should  have 
an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  study  season, 
therefore  a  School  of  Missions,  with  classes  for 
children,  young  people,  and  adults  is  recommend- 
ed for  every  church.  Such  schools  have  been  con- 
ducted during  the  Sunday  evening  services  or  the 
midweek  prayer  services  for  four  or  five  conse- 
cutive weeks,  when  a  one  week  school  seemed  im- 


practical. A  School  of  Missions  pays  large  divi- 
dends in  knowledge,  interest,  and  gifts. 

The  1945  Home  Mission  Emergency  Fund  Cam- 
paign will  be  conducted  during  the  Home  Mission 
Season.  Rev.  Leslie  H.  Patterson,  Supt.  of  Home 
Missions  in  Montgomery  Presbytery,  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia, is  the  director  of  this  campaign.

HISTORICAL  FOUNDATION  CAMPAIGN

at  Montreat.  At  this  time  the  Foundation  contains 
one  of  the  world's  most  complete  collection  of  min- 
utes of  Assemblies,  Presbyteries  and  Sessions.  Also 
thousands  of  books  about  Presbyterianism  and 
many  priceless  manuscripts. 

These  treasures  together  with  the  records  of 
our  Woman's  Work  from  its  beginning  are  housed 
in  the  basement  of  the  Assembly  Inn,  a  location 
most  unsuitable  and  space  entirely  inadequate.  We 
need  a  building  worthy  of  such  treasures  and  the 
Assembly  is  looking  to  us  for  funds.  The  Mountain 
Retreat  Association  has  set  aside  $25,000.00  toward 
the  erection  of  the  Foundation  Building.  Auxiliar- 
ies, churches  and  individuals  are  responding  most 
generously  to  this  appeal  for  the  remaining  $25,- 
000.00. 

The  aim  of  the  women  is  "a  contribution  from 
every  member  of  every  Auxiliary."  It  is  hoped 
that  the  funds  necessary  for  the  building  will 
be  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  church  year,  March 
31,  1946. 

There  is  no  subject  claiming  the  attention  of 
the  women  of  our  Synodical  at  the  present  time 
of  more  vital  importance  than  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  Campaign  for  the  Historical  Founda- 
tion Building.  We  rejoice  over  the  progress  made 
by  some  of  the  Presbyterials  and  we  feel  confident 
that  those  in  arrears  will  reach  their  goals  in  the 
near  future.

As  preparation  for  the  postwar  program  of 
education  for  Queens  College,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  the  May  meeting  authorized 
a  change  from  the  departmental  to  a  divisional 
plan  of  curricular  organization,  to  be  put  into  ef- 
fect in  the  school  year  1946-47.  The  new  organiza- 
tion was  presented  to  the  Board  after  several  years 
of  study  and  observation  by  the  administration, 
faculty  members,  and  the  educational  committee 
of  the  Trustees.  Postwar  plans  of  number  of  other 
colleges  and  universities  were  studies. 

In  making  this  change,  the  administration  and 
trustees  feel  that  the  studies  will  be  more  mean- 
ingful for  the  students  with  more  interest  and 
correlation  of  subjects  and  courses,  that  faculty 
members  through  interdepartmental  cooperation 
will  form  workable  groups  for  improving  contin- 
uously the  curriculum,  and  that  all  this  will  lead 
to  a  more  broadened  program  of  education  for 
the  College. 

During  the  last  week  of  August,  faculty  mem- 
bers representing  the  various  departments  will 
meet  in  Montreat,  N.  C,  for  a  workshop  to  com- 
plete the  skeletal  form  of  the  divisional  plan.  The 
first  of  two  major  problems,  result  of  the  change, 
to  be  considered  will  be  the  center  of  concentra- 
tion for  the  workshop.  This  concerns  the  general 
requirements  for  graduation  in  terms  of  each  di- 
vision and  the  nature  of  the  general  education 
to  be  offered  candidates  for  degrees.  In  solving 
this  the  workshop  members  will  have  to  consider 
what  each  division  has  to  offer  in  the  way  of 
general  information,  ideas,  attitudes,  and  abilities 
for  a  broadly  educated  student. 

The  second  major  problem  to  be  solved  by  fa- 
culty committees  during  the  fall  semester  pertains 
to  the  nature  of  requirements  for  majors  in  each 
division.  A  student  will  no  longer  major  in  a 
department,  but  will  select  an  area  of  concentra- 
tion within  one  of  the  divisions. 

The  new  organization  contains  six  divisions, 
namely,  literature  and  languages,  sciences,  reli- 
gion and  philosophy,  human  relations,  fine  arts, 
and  professional  subjects.  Courses  now  offered  at 
Queens  will  be  alloted  to  the  various  divisions,  new 
ones  will  be  added  as  the  need  arises,  and  some 
will  be  combined. 

Advising  and  discussing  with  the  group  at  the 
workshop  will  be  Dr.  Newton  Edwards  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education  at  the  University  of  Chica- 
go. Also  attending,  will  be  Dr.  Wade  H.  Boggs, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Committee  of  Christ- 
ian Education  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the 
United  States. 

In  planning  the  new  curriculum  requirements, 
one  important  factor  that  the  group  will  consi- 
der will  be  the  elements  of  a  good  general  educa- 
tion for  a  well-rounded  student.  The  requirements 
for  graduation  will  insure  a  reasonable  balance  of 
work  within  the  various  divisions,  thus  prevent- 
ing a  student  from  becoming  overbalanced  by  neg- 
lecting certain  areas  of  knowledge  and  overdevel- 
oping her  information  in  restricted  areas. 


AN  APPRAISAL  AND  A  STEWARDSHIP 

In  a  sermon  at  Montreat  on  Sunday,  July  22, 
Dr.  Hardie  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  recalled  a  young 
man  of  his  congregation  when  he  was  pastor 
of  the  Second  Church,  Charlotte,  in  whom  he  was 
deeply  interested.  He  remarked  to  this  young 
man  as  he  approached  college  age,  "I  hope  you 
are  going  to  enter  the  ministry."  The  reply  was, 
"Well,  I'm  going  to  Davidson."  Dr.  Hardie's  sermon 
comment  was,  "He  was  at  least  giving  the  church 
a  chance." 

Davidson  College  stands  not  only  "in  loco  par- 
entis" to  hundreds  of  young  men  as  they  take 
their  college  work,  but  also  in  the  place  of  a 
church.  The  College  is  seeking  diligently  and 
conscientiously  to  try  to  afford  these  young  men  a 
basic  training  and  an  environment  in  which  they 
can  appraise  life's  values  and  make  life's  choices 
in  Christian  terms.  The  record  of  what  has  hap- 
pened to  thousands  of  young  men  who  have  gone 
through  Davidson  in  years  now  passed  indicates 
clearly  that  they  have  followed  a  pattern  of  Chris- 
tian living,  which  is  a  source  of  great  comfort  to 
the  College.  We  dare  not  assume,  of  course,  that 
because  it  has  been  so  in  the  past,  it  is  thereby 
assured  in  the  future.  It  is  our  responsibility  to 
be  alert  to  all  those  currents  of  life  represented  by 
passing  generations  of  students  in  such  a  way  as 
to  afford  them  a  maximum  of  those  convictions 
and  influences  for  which  the  Church  stands. 

When  a  young  man  comes  to  Davidson,  his  par- 
ents and  his  home  church  intend  thereby  "to  give 
the  church  a  chance."  This  does  not  necessarily 
mean  a  chance  alone  to  become  a  minister  be- 
cause out  of  the  hundreds  who  come  and  go  the 
Lord  would  intend  presumably  that  only  a  portion 
of  them  would  turn  into  the  ministry.  He  would, 
however,  will  that  all  of  them  should  be  men  of 
true  Christian  character  and  consecration.  To  this 
kind  of  training  Davidson  College  is  committed. 

This  does  not  mean  that  college  life  is  a  con- 
stant prayer  meeting.  Daily  chapel  exercises  are 
held.  All  students  are  required  to  attend.  Vesper 
services  with  the  best  preachers  available  are  held 
each  Sunday  evening.  All  students  attend  these 
services.  In  addition,  the  Bible  is  required  as 
study  for  two  years  of  the  student's  life.  I  mention 
these  matters  to  indicate  that  there  is  a  definite 
place  in  Davidson  College  for  prayer  and  worship, 
but  college  life  is  also  a  daily  routine.  It  is  as  later 
life  a  task  to  be  performed.  Nor  do  we  mean  alone 
by  Christian  training  at  Davidson  that  a  fervent 
religious  zeal  in  a  boy  or  in  a  professor  or  in  the 
institution  as  a  whole  can  be  accepted  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  consecrated  gray  matter.  Davidson  Col- 
lege is  an  educational  institution  and  as  such  must 
stand  for  the  best  in  education.  Shoddy  educa- 
tional procedure  would  be  wrong  to  the  church 
and  to  the  students. 

We  are  seeking  through  the  channels  of  David- 
son College  to  give  the  church  a  chance.  We  are 
seeking  also  in  the  deepest  sense  of  the  word  to 
give  young  men  a  chance  and  to  give  Christ  a 
chance  with  young  men.

If  intelligent  and  spiritually  minded  women 
have  been  needed  in  the  past,  surely  in  the  present 
state  of  our  world  and  with  the  chaotic  future  con- 
fronting us,  this  high  purpose  is  more  important 
than  ever.  With  such  a  record  of  service,  may 
the  friends  and  supporters  of  Flora  Macdonald 
press  on  with  even  greater  earnestness  in  prepar- 
ing well-trained,  strong  Christian  women  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  present  and  the  future. 

The  steadfast  purpose  of  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege is  stated  in  the  catalogue: 

"The  aim  of  the  college  is  the  carefully  develop- 
ed and  thoroughly  educated  Christian  woman,  pre- 
pared to  do  her  life  work  successfully  in  the  home, 
the  school  room,  or  wherever  duty  may  call  her. 

"To  this  end  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  college 
to  provide  a  well  balanced  educational  program  of 
excellent  quality  which  will  develop  young  women 
intellectually,  spiritually,  culturally,  and  prepare 
them  for  useful  vocations  in  life." 

How  well  President  C.  G.  Vardell  with  his  vision 
and  resourcefulness,  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Vardell, 
his  inspiration  and  Dean  of  the  Music  Depart- 
ment, fulfiled  this  high  purpose  is  attested  by  the 
character  and  achievement  of  thousands  of  Alum- 
nae and  a  host  of  witnesses  who  have  observed  the 
school  and  its  product  for  half  a  century.  Dr. 
Henry  G.  Bedinger,  who  succeeded  Dr.  Vardell  in 
1930,  and  his  associates  have  had  the  same  pur- 
pose. 

As  Flora  Macdonald  College  enters  upon  its 
semi-centennial  year,  it  counts  among  its  assets; 
a  record  of  useful  service  and  an  enviable  reputa- 
tion; a  large  body  of  worthy  and  loyal  alumnae; 
a  history  of  gratifying  achievement;  a  well-quali- 
fied faculty  and  a  capacity  enrollment  for  the 
coming  year. 

Among  its  material  assets  are  a  college  plant 
with  a  capacity  of  350  students,  including  the 
Conservatory,  class  rooms,  laboratories,  library, 
dormitories,  dining  hall,  infirmary,  gymnasium, 
and  laundry.  It  has  a  beautiful  campus  of  fifty- 
seven  acres  with  extensive  gardens  which  have  at- 
tracted wide  attention.  It  has  a  comfortable  home 
for  the  president  and  a  number  of  cottages. 


PEACE  COLLEGE.  Peace  will  open  its  74th  ses- 
sion the  week  of  September  10th.  A  capacity  school 
is  anticipated.  The  College  has  a  capacity  for  165 
resident  students,  with  about  150  day  students  — 
making  a  total  enrollment  of  about  315  students. 
The  dormitories  have  been  filled  since  May,  and 
it  was  necessary  to  turn  away  many  students. 

The  usual  Orientation  Course  for  the  new  stu- 
dents will  be  given  September  11-13.  Former  stu- 
dents except  for  Student  Council  and  Peace  Stu- 
dent Christian  Association  Cabinet  (which  groups 
assist  with  welcoming  and  receiving  the  new  stu- 
dents) will  arrive  on  Thursday,  September  13th. 
Regular  school  will  begin  on  Friday,  the  14th. 

Miss  Martha  Todd,  of  Rocky  Mount,  is  President 
of  the  Student  Council  for  this  year;  and  Miss 
Carolyn  Neel  of  Gastonia,  is  President  of  the 
Peace  Student  Christian  Association. 

There  will  be  several  faculty  changes  this  year. 
Among  the  new  teachers  are:  Miss  Agnes  Stout  of 
Burlington,  who  holds  A.B.  and  A.M.  degrees  from 
the  Woman's  College  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  and  Ph.D.  degree  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina.  She  will  be  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  English.  Miss  Julia  Oates,  of  Hender- 
sonville,  will  also  teach  English.  She  holds  A.B. 
degree  from  the  Woman's  College  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  and  A.M.  degree  from  Duke  Uni- 
versity. Mrs.  Robert  Stoops  of  Staunton,  Va.,  will 
be  head  of  the  History  Department.  She  holds 
A.B.  degree  for  Mary  Baldwin  College  and  A.M. 
degree  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Miss 
Florence  Jeannette  Exley,  of  Easton,  Penn.,  will 
head  the  Voice  and  Speech  Department  and  direct 
the  Glee  Club.  She  holds  a  B.M.  degree  from  the 
Eastman  School  of  Music  of  the  University  of 
Rochester.  Miss  Rachel  Rosenberger  of  Cedar  Falls, 
Iowa,  will  teach  violin.  She  holds  a  B.M.  degree 
from  Iowa  State  Teacher's  College  and  a  Master's 
degree  in  music  from  the  Eastman  School  of  Music. 
Miss  Nita  Gahagan,  of  Asheville,  will  be  Librarian. 
Miss  Gahagan  holds  A.B.  and  A.M.  degrees  from 
Tulane  University  and  a  degree  in  Library  Science 
from  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  Miss  Daisy 
Bean,  of  Salisbury  and  Asheville,  will  be  Super- 
visor of  Buildings  and  Grounds.  A  physical  di- 
rector will  be  secured  before  college  opens. 

Considerable  improvements  and  repairs  have 
been  made  during  the  summer.  The  exterior  of  the 
front  of  Main  Building,  the  Library,  and  East 
Building  have  been  painted.  The  interior  of  the 
East  Building  and  all  other  houses  have  been  paint- 
ed. New  electric  drinking  fountains  are  being 
installed  throughout  the  Main  Building  and  new 
equipment  has  been  purchased  for  the  science  de- 
partment. New  Cabinets  and  a  fume  hood  for 
the  Chemistry  laboratory,  as  well  as  modern 
science  classroom  models.  Three  new  pianos  have 
been  purchased  including  a  Steinway  grand  piano. 
New  modern  machines  for  the  Commercial  Depart- 
ment have  also  been  purchased.  We  are  making 
every  effort  to  make  the  most  modern  equipment 
and  material  available  for  our  classrooms.

Tell  the  returning  soldiers,  sailors,  and  airmen 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  is  ready  for  them.  We 
welcome  them  as  they  take  up  their  programs  of 
education  again  and  prepare  for  their  careers  in 
the  new  post-war  world,  which  we  all  devoutly  hope 
may  enter  an  age  of  peace,  justice,  brotherhood 
and  prosperity. 

The  faculty  made  plans  last  year  to  enable 
the  college  and  preparatory  school  to  render  maxi- 
mum service  to  servicemen.  All  an  honorably  dis- 
charged service  man  has  to  do  is  write  his  nearest 
Veteran's  Administration  Facility  and  get  two 
copies  of  a  letter  which  they  will  give  him  stat- 
ing he  is  eligible  for  education  under  the  "G.  I. 
Bill  of  Rights".  He  takes  transportation  for  Max- 
ton  and  presents  his  two  letters.  We  assign  him 
a  room  and  notify  the  Veteran's  Administration 
he  has  entered.  Soon  he  will  receive  the  first 
monthly  payment  of  $60.00  for  his  board  and 
clothes.  The  government  pays  tuition.  (Veteran's 
Administration  Facility,  Fayette  Building,  Fay- 
etteville,  N.  C,  is  the  address  in  N.  C).  Tell  the 
returning  G.  I.  to  try  to  start  September  7th,  the 
day  college  opens. 

If  he  does  not  get  out  until  later  tell  him  to 
start  as  soon  as  possible.  He  may  enter  college 
as  much  as  three  and  a  half  weeks  late  and  still 
receive  full  credit  for  the  year's  work.  If  he  can- 
not get  out  of  the  service  and  into  school  until 
later,  he  may  enter  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
at  any  time.  The  faculty  has  broken  up  the 
courses  in  Bible,  Social  Sciences,  English,  and 
some  other  fields  into  six-weeks  units.  A  student 
may  begin  receiving  credit  on  these  courses  with- 
in a  time  which  can  not  be  longer  than  two  weeks 
after  he  enters  college.  Each  six-week  unit  of 
work  will  carry  one  semester  hour's  credit.  There 
will  be  opportunity  to  make  up  some  work  in 
sciences  and  mathematics  in  night  classes  and  in 
summer  school.  The  point  is  that  the  program 
at  Presbyterian  Junior  College  permits  a  return- 
ing service  man  to  enter  at  any  time.  He  does 
not  have  to  wait  unti  the  beginning  of  a  semester. 
He  can  begin  taking  some  work  for  credit  either 
two  weeks  or  less. 

The  accellerated  program  will  be  continued 
for  the  benefit  of  the  boy  who  has  lost  time  be- 
cause of  the  war  and  who  wants  to  finish  his  edu- 
cation as  soon  as  possible  and  get  on  with  his 
plans  for  a  vocation,  for  marriage  and  a  home. 
Those  who  prefer  to  take  it  slower  do  not  need 
to  attend  the  summer  session.  However,  it  will 
be  there  for  the  boy  who  wants  to  accelerate. 

Army  statistics  show  one-fourth  the  boys  in 
service  have  not  completed  high  school.  Many  of 
them  would  like  to  do  so.  Some  will  feel  out  of 
place  to  go  back  to  the  local  high  school  to  enter 
a  class  with  those  whom  they  thought  of  as 
children  when  they  marched  off  to  war,  and  to 
fall  into  the  slower  moving  tempo  of  the  local 
school.  These  will  like  the  preparatory  depart- 
ment of  Presbyterian  Junior  College.  They  are 
accustomed  to  men  teachers,  visual  instruction  and 
other  accelerated  methods,  and  they  will  enjoy 
fellowship  with  men  of  their  own  ages.

Mitchell  College  held  its  Commencement  Exer- 
cises on  Tuesday  morning,  May  29,  thus  completing 
its  89th  year  of  work  as  one  of  the  older  Presby- 
terian colleges  of  North  Carolina. 

We  were  especially  fortunate  in  having  as  the 
the  Commencement  speaker  this  year,  Dr.  Herman 
H.  Home,  for  33  years  Professor  of  the  History  and 
Philosophy  of  Education  in  New  York  University's 
School  of  Education.  He  graduated  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  and  is  a  North  Carolin- 
ian by  birth  and  early  training. 

The  Baccalaureate  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Neill  McGeachy,  recently  come  as  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Statesville. 

Other  Commencement  activities  included  the 
annual  alumnae  meeting  on  Saturday  evening, 
May  26,  and  the  rendering  of  the  oratorio,  Alfred 
Gaul's  "The  Holy  City",  by  the  Mitchell  Choir  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  May  27.  That  evening,  the  Stu- 
dent Christian  Association  met  for  its  final  Ves- 
pers, to  which  the  Rev.  Thomas  Cook  of  Barium 
Springs  brought  the  message.  It  was  good  to  have 
Mr.  Cook  for  this  last  service  of  the  year,  as  he 
prepared  to  leave  the  state  for  another  pastorate 
in  the  south.  On  Monday,  May  28th,  the  May  Day 
Exercises  were  held  with  the  crowning  of  the  May 
Queen,  Frances  Carolyn  Morrison  of  Statesville. 
The  program,  held  out-of-doors  on  the  campus,  is 
one  of  the  high  lights  of  Commencement  week,  and 
this  year  proved  to  be  an  unusually  gay  and  color- 
ful pageant. 

Events  of  the  spring  have  been  many  and  var- 
ied. The  Dramatic  Club,  MITCHELL  MASKS,  par- 
ticipated in  the  North  Carolina  Dramatic  Festival 
in  Chapel  Hill  the  middle  of  April,  with  the  play 
"Three  Pills  In  A  Bottle"  by  Rachel  Field.  The 
music  department  of  the  College  presented  Harry 
Knox,  pianist,  in  a  concert  in  the  high  school 
auditorium  on  April  5,  to  a  large  and  apprecia- 
tive audience.  Mr.  Knox  is  a  graduate  of  Mitchell 
College  and  is  now  teaching  at  Juilliard  Institute 
in  New  York  City. 

On  the  weekend  of  April  7  and  8,  Mitchell  Col- 
lege was  host  to  over  a  hundred  high  school  stu- 
dents for  Hospitality  weekend.  Girls  came  from 
all  this  part  of  the  state,  and  special  programs  were 
planned — a  play,  a  reception,  picnic,  etc.  From 
the  letters  received  from  the  girls  since  then,  it 
was  an  interesting  introduction  to  college  life  for 
them. 

The  summer  is  a  time  of  much  activity  at  the 
College.  During  the  six  weeks  from  July  23 
to  August  31,  a  commercial  summer  school  is  be- 
ing held,  when  classes  in  typewriting  and  offce 
machines  are  offered.  The  machines  course  is  a 
particularly  strong  one,  for  Mitchell  has  some  of 
the  best  equipment  in  this  part  of  the  state. 

The  painters  are  busy,  too,  for  the  halls,  and 
the  bedrooms  of  the  students  and  the  teachers,  are 
being  refmished.  This  will  make  a  great  improve- 
ment for  the  fall.  Student  enrollment  is  coming 
along  unusually  well,  and  from  all  present  indica- 
tions it  seems  to  promise  a  fine  year  ahead. 


UNION  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President  Richmond,  Va. 


Our  Commencement  this  year  was  held  on 
June  3 — 5,  bringing  to  a  conclusion  nine  months 
of  teaching  and  study — The  longest  Session  of  the 
Seminary  in  the  memory  of  man.  Our  Commence- 
ment was  marked  by  several  interesting  and  im- 
portant features. 

First,  there  was  the  dynamic  presentation  of 
the  Gospel  message  in  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon 
delivered  by  Chaplain  William  H.  McCorkle,  who 
served  in  active  duty  for  22  months  with  the  Ma- 
rine Raiders,  and  is  now  one  of  the  chaplains 
at  the  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis. 

A  second  feature  of  the  Commencement  Exer- 
cises on  June  5  was  the  inauguration  of  Dr.  Don- 
ald G.  Miller  to  the  Walter  H.  Robertson  Chair  of 
New  Testament  Interpretation.  Dr.  Miller's  ad- 
dress entitled  "Neglected  Emphasis  in  Biblical 
Criticism",  elicited  warm  praise,  and  a  request  from 
the  Board  of  Trustees  that  it  be  published.  It  will 
appear  in  the  August  issue  of  the  UNION  SEMI- 
NARY REVIEW,  and  will  also  be  available  in  pam- 
phlet form  from  the  Seminary. 

The  meeting  of  the  Board  was  noteworthy  on 
account  of  two  far-reaching  actions.  The  Rev. 
Balmer  H.  Kelly  was  elected  Associate  Professor  in 
Biblical  Literature.  Professor  Kelly  is  a  graduate 
of  King  College,  and  holds  both  the  B.D.  and  Th.M. 
degrees  from  this  Seminary.  He  had  previously 
taught  courses  here  in  Greek  and  Hebrew,  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of  King  College,  and 
had  completed  his  residence  work  toward  his  Doc- 
tor's degree  at  Princeton  Theological  Seminary, 
when  he  returned  to  us  in  1943  after  Dr.  Bright 
was  given  a  leave  of  absence  to  serve  as  a  chaplain. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  War  the  Bible  depart- 
ment of  the  Seminary  will,  therefore,  continue  to 
occupy  a  commanding  place  in  theological  educa- 
tion under  the  able  leadership  of  Professors  Bear, 
Miller,  Bright  and  Kelly. 

In  the  second  place,  the  Board  elected  the  Rev. 
James  Appleby  as  Director  of  Field  Work.  Mr.  Ap- 
pleby showed  such  Christian  leadership  as  a  stu- 
dent at  Davidson  College  that  he  was  induced  to 
remain  for  two  years  after  graduation  to  have 
charge  of  the  religious  work  on  the  campus.  As  a 
result  of  their  experience  he  entered  this  Semi- 
nary, where  he  was  graduated  with  high  honors  in 
1931,  and  was  awarded  one  of  our  Fellowships  on 
which  he  studied  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
While  a  student  he  assisted  at  the  Second  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Petersburg,  Va.,  and  since  his 
ordination  has  been  pastor  at  Maxton,  N.  C,  and 
Anderson,  S.  C.  In  his  new  position  he  will  have 
charge  of  all  the  practical  work  of  the  students, 
both  during  the  summers  and  during  the  Session, 
co-ordinating  their  practical  religious  activities 
with  the  theoretical  courses  in  Pastoral  Theology. 
Mr.  Appleby  has  accepted  this  position  with  the 
understanding  that  he  will  enter  upon  his  duties 
as  soon  as  the  return  of  chaplains  renders  less 
acute  the  shortage  of  pastors,  and  the  increasing 
enrollment  at  the  Seminary  offers  him  a  greater 
opportunity  of  developing  his  department.

Report  of  the  Findings  Committee 

Of  Pre-Synod  Home  Mission  Conference 

The  great  need  of  this  age,  as  of  every  age,  is 
Christ  in  the  hearts  of  men.  Our  task,  as  a  church, 
is  to  take  Christ  into  the  hearts  of  men.  Our 
Program  Committee  has  worked  out  a  program 
built  for  the  Fourth  Year  of  the  Religious  Educa- 
tion Advance  around  the  general  theme  of  Evan- 
gelism. It  was  planned  with  the  dual  idea  of  giv- 
ing inspiration  for  the  task  and  giving  practical 
ideas  for  carrying  it  out. 

The  inspirational  part  of  the  program  ranged 
from  the  tremendous  need  to  the  privilege  and 
joy  of  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  need  through 
Christ. 

The  practical  ranged  from  the  work  of  the  in- 
dividual through  personal  evangelism  to  the  work 
of  the  church  in  building  Chapels  for  the  preach- 
ing and  teaching  of  the  Word.

That  this  crisis 
is  due  to  sin  in  the  hearts  of  men  whether  the 
evil  be  individual  or  collective,  and  that  this  sin 
will  result  in  world  catastrophe  unless  it  is  checked 
by  something  which  can  meet  its  tremondous  po- 
wer with  greater  power. 

2.  THE  REMEDY.  We  have  also  had  emphasized 
that  the  only  cure  for  this  is  Christ.  He  alone 
can  meet  the  power  of  sin  because  "There  is  no 
other  name  under  Heaven  given  among  men 
whereby  we  must  be  saved." 

3.  THE  METHOD.  We  have  been  given  many 
refreshing  and  new  ideas  as  to  how  we  can  help 
to  take  Christ  to  those  who  know  Him  not.

Dr.  W.  L.  Lingle  on  Evangelism 

In  a  stimulating  article  in  the  Christian  Ob- 
server of  April  25,  1934,  Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle  says: 

"Is  it  possible  to  work  up  a  revival?  Is  it  pos- 
sible for  an  Assembly  to  say  that  seven  months 
from  now  we  are  going  to  launch  out  upon  a  cam- 
paign with  the  full  expectation  that  it  will  result 
in  a  revival?  In  other  words,  can  we  have  a  re- 
vival by  resolution? 

"I  have  heard  of  a  minister  who  prayed  for  a 
revival  as  follows:  'O  Lord,  send  a  revival.  Begin 
with  me  and  begin  now.'  That  is  the  only  way  we 
can  hope  to  have  a  revival.  Those  who  long  for  a 
revival  will  have  to  say:  'Begin  with  me  and  begin 
now.' 

"A  revival  will  come  to  our  whole  Church  only 
when  ministers  and  churches  all  over  the  Assem- 
bly feel  the  need  of  it,  and  spontaneously  give 
themselves  to  prayer,  to  evangelistic  preaching, 
and  to  personal  witnessing  for  Christ.  We  can 
hardly  hope  for  a  revival  by  simply  going  through 
certain  mechanical  forms  in  response  to  a  reso- 
lution by  the  Assembly.  It  must  begin  in  our  own 
individual  souls. 

"I  wonder  sometimes  whether  we  really  want 
a  revival.  Are  we  willing  to  pay  the  price?  The 
first  price  is  repentance.  As  a  rule,  our  use  of 
the  word  repentance  is  so  vague,  so  abstract,  and 
so  general  that  it  does  not  get  down  to  where  we 
live.  We  need  to  think  of  repentance  and  preach 
repentance  in  definite  terms  like  Isaiah  and  other 
great  evangelists  have  done.  Listen  to  Isaiah  as 
he  calls  the  people  of  his  day  to  repentance:  'Wash 
you,  make  you  clean;  put  away  the  evil  of  your 
doings  from  before  mine  eyes;  cease  to  do  evil; 
learn  to  do  well;  seek  justice,  relieve  the  oppressed, 
judge  the  fatherless,  plead  for  the  widow.' 

"Or,  again,  listen  to  this  passage:  'Behold  the 
Lord's  hand  is  not  shortened  that  it  cannot  save, 
neither  His  ear  heavy,  that  it  cannot  hear,  but 
your  iniquities  have  separated  between  you  and 
your  God,  and  your  sins  have  hid  His  face  from 
you,  so  that  He  will  not  hear.  For  your  hands  are 
denied  with  blood,  and  your  fingers  with  iniquity; 
your  lips  have  spoken  lies,  your  tongue  muttereth 
wickedness.' 

"The  old  prophets  called  upon  the  people  to 
repent  of  their  personal  sins  and  their  social  sins. 
They  cried  out  against  personal  uncleanness,  and 
against  lying,  stealing,  oppression,  social  injus- 
tice, low  moral  and  ethical  standards,  low  politi 
cal  ideals,  and  a  host  of  other  sins  of  which  the 
people  were  guilty.  Those  who  heard  them  had  no 
doubt  as  to  what  they  were  talking  about. 

"Would  we  be  willing  to  pay  the  price  of  a  real 
revival?  Read  the  early  chapters  of.  Acts  and 
see.  Pentecost  resulted  in  a  new  sense  of  bro- 
therhood, a  new  conception  of  property,  a  new 


social  consciousness,  a  new  devotion  to  Christ, 
and  a  number  of  other  things  that  are  too  high 
and  wonderful  for  us." 

Effectiveness  of  Evangelism 

The  Report  of  the  Permanent  Committee  on 
Evangelism  to  the  1943  General  Assembly  declar- 
ed: "There  is  no  gainsaying  the  fact  that  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  local 
church  depends  largely  upon  the  willingness  and 
zeal  of  the  minister.  Certainly  the  minister  must 
shoulder  no  little  portion  of  the  blame  for  our 
lag  in  evangelism.  The  fruit  of  our  labors  would 
be  much  more  abundant  if  there  were  less  indif- 
ference among  ministers. 

"Just  why  ministers  of  the  gospel  who  have 
heard  the  call  of  Christ  should  become  indifferent 
to  the  cause  of  evangelism,  it  is  hard  to  say.  There 
can  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  there  are  many 
ministers  in  our  Assembly  who  have  in  some  way 
lost  their  evangelistic  zeal  and  fervor.  The  figures 
offer  indisputable  proof  of  this  fact.  Many  of 
our  ministers  seem  to  have  lost  interest  in  their 
work.  They  have  settled  down  to  routine  tasks. 
They  go  about  among  the  members  of  their  con- 
gregations carrying  on  their  pastoral  work,  but 
somehow  they  have  lost  sight  of  the  purpose  of 
their  work.  There  is  no  sense  of  urgency."

Nobody  has  ever  referred  to  the  move- 
ment of  the  Wesleys  as  a  philosophical  or  a  theo- 
logical enterprise.  It  has  always  and  everywhere 
been  called  a  revival.  The  primary  concern  of  the 
Wesleys  and  their  associates  in  England,  and  of 
Asbury  and  his  circuit  riders  in  America,  was  to 
save  individual  souls  from  sin.  The  founding 
fathers  of  Methodism  were  interested  in  nearly 
all  things  of  a  normal  nature,  but  above  all  other 
concerns  was  the  overmastering  passion  to  save 
men  from  sin.  If  then,  tradition  is  something  in- 
disputably rooted  in  historical  origins,  evangelism 
in  this  sense  is  the  leading  Methodist  tradition,  a 
departure  from  which  renders  one  that  much  less 
a  Methodist." — Crusade  for  Christ.

Dr.  Donald  W.  Richardson  on 
Evangelism 

"During  the  first  three  Christian  centuries  the 
church  had  little  organization,  small  financial  re- 
sources, few  church  buildings  or  other  material 
possessions.  Christians  were  unpopular  and  were 
persecuted.  The  gospel,  however,  was  spread  with 
marvelous  success  and  the  church  grew  rapidly. 
The  reason  for  this  was  simple;  every  Christian

And  why  is  a  church,  anyway?  Someone  has 
fittingly  said,  "The  purpose  of  a  church  is  to 
bring  men  to  Christ,  to  build  men  up  in  Christ,  and 
to  set  men  to  work  for  Christ."  The  first  business 
is  to  bring  them  to  Christ.  There  has  been  in  re- 
cent years  much  discussion  about  the  relative 
value  of  mass  and  personal  evangelism.  We  are 
not  discussing  the  merits  of  either,  but  I  am 
saying  that  outpost  evangelism  offers  one  of  the 
widest  open  doors  for  the  doing  of  either  or  of 
both.  When  people  are  brought  to  Christ  through 
outpost  evangelism  there  is  a  twofold  blessing — 
one  to  the  mother  church  which  does  it,  and  one 
to  the  outpost  in  which  it  is  done.  People  are 
both  builded  up  in  Christ  and  set  to  work  for 
Christ.  For  what  other  purpose  are  we  here? —

Dr.  Pentecost  on  Evangelism

about.  Dr.  Pentecost  says  that  he  was  one  day 
talking  with  a  business  man  about  becoming  a 
Christian.  Before  leaving  he  began  to  apologize 
for  introducing  the  subject,  whereupon  the  mer- 
chant, stopping  him  said  very  earnestly,  "Don't 
ever  apologize,  Dr.  Pentecost,  for  speaking  to  a 
man  on  that  subject.  I've  been  waiting  for  twenty 
years  for  some  one  to  speak  with  me  about  my 
soul."  We  actually  believe  that  most  people  are 
just  as  ready  as  this  man  to  talk  on  the  subject 
of  religion  if  properly  addressed. — Herald  and  Pres-

yoke  and  learned  of  Him.  Luke  tells  us  that  all 
the  members  of  the  church  in  Jerusalem  went 
forth  preaching  the  word.  Every  Christian  is  a 
witness.  The  purpose  of  his  witnessing  is  to 
bring  others  to  the  truth.  A  church  which  makes 
no  converts  is  a  church  which  Christ  cannot  own. 
Unless  it  adds  to  the  number  of  those  who  are  be- 
ing saved,  its  own  life  is  forfeited.  It  is  sometimes 
asked  if  a  pastor  ought  to  be  an  evangelist?  If 
by  Evangelist  is  meant  a  man  whose  business  it  is 
to  tell  the  good  news  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring 
men  to  Christ,  then  certainly  every  minister  is 
called  to  do  the  work  of  an  evangelist.  His  pulpit 
message  should  never  lose  the  evangelistic  note. 
His  words  should  pierce  men's  hearts  and  bring 
them  to  repentance.  His  appeals  ought  to  prick 
men's  consciences  and  compel  them  to  ask  what 
they  ought  to  do.  If  a  minister  preaches  an  en- 
tire year  to  unconverted  people  without  a  con- 
version, it  is  time  that  he  withdrew  from  the 
ministry  or  ask  God  to  give  him  another  heart. 
But  the  preacher  is  not  the  only  Evangelist.  Lay- 
men are  baptized  to  announce  the  good  tidings.  It 
is  their  privilege  and  their  duty  to  lead  men  into 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  Church  members  must  be 
trained  to  do  evangelistic  work.  They  are  not 
likely  to  do  it  unless  they  are  asked.  They  can- 
not do  it  well  unless  they  are  trained.  It  is  for 
the  preacher  to  gather  round  him  a  body  of  evan- 
gelists and  send  them  forth  heralding  the  King. 
Laymen  may  'reach  hearts  which  are  closed  to 
the  preacher.  They  can  speak  with  an  accent 
which  the  preacher  does  not  possess.  The  minister 
who  trains  a  body  of  lay  preachers  extends  im- 
measurably the  range  of  the  church's  power.  No 
one  man  has  sufficient  compass  to  his  voice  to 
reach  all  classes  of  people.  There  should  be  a  var- 
ied appeal  coming  through  the  tongues  of  many 
consecrated  believers.  The  church  is  an  evan- 
gelist, and  the  evangel  ought  to  break  into  music 
on  a  multitude  of  tongues.  Passion  for  souls  is  a 
power.  Evangelism  is  another  candle  in  our  beau- 
tiful candlestick. — Charles  E.  Jefferson,  The  Build- 
ing of  the  Church. 

Leadership  Important 

We  plead  for  earnest  consecrated  service.  Hold 
up  the  hands  of  your  pastor.  If  you  want  a  re- 
vival in  your  church,  let  it  commence  with  those 
who  lead  it.  God  is  able  to  do  wonderful  things, 
but  He  awaits  consecrated  men.  "All  power  is 
given  unto  Me  in  heaven  and  earth."  "All  Mine 
is  thine."  "Be  it  unto  you  according  to  your  faith." 

However  perfect  the  organization  of  your 
church,  however  systematic  the  efforts  you  make, 
however  sweet  your  music,  however  powerful  your 
pulpit,  the  result  will  await  the  consecrated  effort 
of  those  who  lead  its  energies.  Take  your  stand 
on  the  promises  of  God,  and  you  will  prevail. — 
Appeal  of  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Do  We  Care  For  Lost  Souls?

"The  Church  cannot  meet  its  full  obligation 
to  win  men  to  Christ  merely  by  periodic  efforts  of 
whatever  nature,"  states  the  Call  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Evangelism,  of  which  Rev.  Frank  C.  Brown 
is  chairman  and  Rev.  H.  H.  Thompson  is  field  di- 
rector. "The  evangelistic  note  must  be  sounded 
clearly  in  the  preaching  of  our  ministers  through- 
out the  year.  Sunday  School  teachers  must  see 
and  use  each  lesson  period  as  an  opportunity  to 
lead  their  pupils  into  a  fuller  knowledge  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Each  church  must  be  organ- 
ized for  a  continued  program  of  home  visitation 
and  personal  evangelism  by  members,  officers,  and 
lay  workers."

He  is  first  in  our  lives. 

Bishop  John  P.  Newman  was  brought  to  Jesus 
by  a  man  saying:  "My  boy,  God  wants  your  heart." 

Bishop  Warren  was  brought  to  Jesus  when  he 
was  a  freshman  in  college  by  a  senior  asking  him 
to  take  an  afternoon  walk,  and  then  earnestly 
presenting  the  claim  of  Christ. 

Dwight  L.  Moody  was  brought  to  Jesus  by  his 
Sunday  school  teacher,  who  presented  Christ's 
claim  on  him  in  a  shoe  store  where  Moody  was 
clerking. 

Colonel  Hadley  was  brought  to  Jesus  by  a  con- 
versation with  Bishop  McCabe  in  a  railway  station. 

George  Whitefield  won  a  family  for  Christ  by 
writing  a  message  on  a  window-pane  with  a  dia- 
mond, in  the  room  where  he  slept. 

It  is  not  a  method  but  a  spirit  which  lies  at  the 
basis  of  successful  soul-winning. 

Why  not  write  a  new  chapter  for  your  auto- 
biography, headed:  "He  brought  him  to  Jesus"? 

Prayer-Life  Important

"We  urge  that  renewed  emphasis  be  made  on 
the  prayer  life  preachers  and  people.   Many,  if 
they  pray  at  all,  are  living  on  the  lowest  levels  of 
prayer.  Too  little  known  is  that  impassioned  in- 
tercession which  has  characterized  every  great 
revival  of  religion  or  that  highest  prayer  which  is 
neither  petition  nor  intercession  but  an  exposure 
of  the  soul  to  God  that  purifies  and  exalts  person- 
ality, and  intensifies  its  concern  for  others.  If 
there  can  be  a  real  deepening  of  the  prayer  life 
of  the  Church,  the  spiritual  renaissance  will  come.

While  the  world  perishes 

We  go  our  way, 
Purposeless,  passionless, 
Day  after  day, 
Set  us  afire,  Lord, 
Stir  us,  we  pray.

Letter  Writing  Evangelism

asking  them  to  give  their  hearts  to  Christ.  Soon 
after  returning  all  eight  of  them  came  into  the 
church  on  the  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ. 

"About  eighteen  months  ago  I  wrote  to  an  old 
gentleman  eighty-seven  years  old  asking  him  to 
give  his  life  to  God.  I  had  tried  to  talk  with  him 
about  becoming  a  Christian  but  felt  that  I  had 
made  little  progress;  he  put  me  off  or  rather 
evaded  the  subject.  I  wrote  him  a  letter  appeal- 
ing to  him  to  give  his  heart  to  the  Lord.  By  re- 
turn mail  he  answered  me  and  began  his  letter,. 
'I  accept  your  offer.  Come  out  and  tell  me  how 
to  become  a  Christian  and  how  to  be  received  into- 
the  Presbyterian  Church'."

Dr.  John  R.  Mott  on  Evangelism 

John  R.  Mott  in  a  wonderfully  inspiring  book, 
The  Larger  Evangelism,  presents  conclusions, 
which  have  been  adapted  as  follows: 

Great  leaders  in  evangelism  have — 

1.  Insisted  on  most  thorough  preparation  for 
united  evangelistic  effort — often  months.  Nothing 
left  at  loose  ends. 

2.  Recognized  importance  of  coming  to  closer 
quarters  with  groups  and  individuals  who  had: 
heard  their  messages  and  appeals. 

3.  Had  great  conviction  of  the  urgent  neces- 
sity of  following  up  the  public  meetings  by  per- 
sonal work. 

4.  All  preached  for  a  verdict,  and,  under  a. 
mastering  sense  of  immediacy,  directed  their  own 
efforts  and  those  of  their  helpers  to  securing  wher- 
ever possible  immediate,  definite  decisions. 

5.  All  believed  in  raising  up,  training  and  stim- 
ulating the  action  of  personal  workers.thus  enor- 
mously augmenting  the  outreach  of  their  influ- 
ence. 

6.  Each  recognized  the  front-line  importance 
of  reaching  youth. 

7.  All  regarded  the  evangelistic  campaign  not 
as  an  end  but  as  a  means  to  other  significant  ends; 
such  as  the  uplift  or  transformation  of  the  social 
and  economic  life  of  the  entire  community,  the 
overcoming  of  a  great  evil  and  alarming  down- 
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grade  tendencies,  the  summoning  of  the  Christian 
forces  to  a  really  great  advance,  and  the  affording 
jQf  .a  contagious  object  lesson  to  other  communities. 
In  their  personal  lifes: 

1.  Each  had: 

(1)  A  compelling  sense  of  divine  mission. 

(2)  A  dominant  purpose,  that  of  doing  the 
will  of  God. 

2.  Each  lived  a  simple  life. 

3.  All  free  from  sensationalism  and  fads — re- 
ligious or  Otherwise. 

4.  They  identified  themselves  with  those  in 
desperate  need. 

5.  With  splendid  courage  they  exposed  sham 
and  attacked  evils.  Coupled  with  this  trait  was 
their  marked  tenderness  and  capacity  for  sym- 
pathy. 

6.  They  preached  a  gospel  of  love. 

7.  They  practiced  what  they  preached. 

8.  They  believed  profoundly  in  the  efficacy  of 
prayer  and  manifested  attentiveness  unto  God. 

9.  It  was  true  of  each  one  that  he  was  Christ- 
centered;  Christ-controlled  and  Christ-exempli- 
fied. 

10.  The  deeper  life  of  each  is  revealed  in  the 
verses  in  which  Henry  Drummond,  in  his  great 
weakness  on  the  last  Sunday  of  his  life,  audibly 
joined  in  song  with  his  friend  Dr.  Barbour: 

"'I'm  not  ashamed  to  own  my  Lord 

Or  to  defend  His  cause, 
Maintain  the  glory  of  His  Cross 
And  honor  all  His  laws."

Report  of  the  Findings  Committee 

(From  page  2) 

1.  That  this  world  is  in  a  chaotic  condition  and 
that  this  condition  is  due  to  sin  in  the  hearts  of 
men. 

2.  That  the  only  remedy  for  sin  is  Jesus  Christ 
and  His  name  is  the  only  power  sufficient  to  meet 
the  force  of  sin. 

3.  That  we  increase  our  efforts  to  take  Christ 
to  a  lost  mankind  with  the  realization  of  the 
privilege  and  joy  that  is  ours,  to  be  selected  by 
God  for  the  task  and  unitedly  go  forward  with 
the  ideas  we  have  gathered  here  for  the  task. 

That  in  the  main  these  ideas  are  for: 

1.  The  MINISTERS: 

(a)  That  they  kindle  anew  in  their  hearts  the 
enthusiasm  that  is  necessary  to  make  the  world 
realize  that  Christ  is  the  answer  to  the  needs  of 
the  world. 

(b)  That  they  place  the  proper  emphasis  in 
their  preaching  by  stressing  in  every  sermon  the 
evangelistic  note;  by  emphasizing  the  NEWS  of 
the  Gospel;  by  stressing  the  wrath  of  God  as  well 
as  a  Gospel  of  Love  and  by  pressing  for  a  decision 
by  the  hearers  who  are  out  of  Christ. 

(c)  By  organizing  the  church  to  use  its  entire 
manpower  more  effectively  for  personal  work  and 
evangelism. 

2.  The  CHURCH  MEMBERSHIP  and  especially 
the  ELDERS: 


(a)  That  they  realize  that  this  task  is  not  for 
the  preaching  ministry  alone  but  the  responsibility 
of  every  Christian. 

(b)  That  they  assume  their  part  of  the  task 
in  personal  work — by  visitation,  by  inviting  people 
(especially  those  who  are  not  Christians)  to  the 
House  of  the  Lord  for  Sunday  School  and  Church, 
and  by  speaking  to  those  out  of  Christ  about  their 
soul's  salvation. 

(c)  To  the  elders  especially,  that  they  man 
the  weaker  churches,  outpost  chapels  and  even 
the  larger  churches  where  necessary  if  without  a 
minister  so  that  none  will  want  for  the  lack  of 
worship;  to  open  and  organize  outpost  Sunday 
Schools  and  preaching  points  and  build  Chapels; 
to  organize,  teach  and  train  those  brought  into 
these  Chapels  for  a  more  effective  Christian  liv- 
ing and  service. 

3.  The  CHURCHES: 

(a)  That  they  rewake  to  their  responsibility 
of  taking  Christ  to  those  who  know  Him  not  and 
train  those  who  have  accepted  Him  for  better  liv- 
ing and  more  effective  service  and  by  rethinking 
their  task  and  reorganizing  for  a  more  determined 
effort  within  their  church  and  sphere  of  influence. 

(b)  That  they  realize  that  in  many  instances 
churches  will  have  to  be  taken  to  the  people 
where  the  people  cannot  or  will  not  come  to  the 
churches.  Thus  Chapels  are  essential  and  every 
church,  large  or  small,  should  undertake  the  task 
of  taking  the  church  to  the  people,  where  neces- 
sary in  their  immediate  vicinity. 

CONCLUSION: 
That  each  of  us  thank  God  for  the  privilege  of 
being  a  part  of  His  Kingdom  and  return  to  our 
homes  and  churches  with  renewed  zeal  to  under- 
take with  the  use  of  His  Power,  available  to  us 
through  the  Hdly  Spirit  the  task  that  He  has 
committed  to  us  of  taking  Christ  into  the  hearts 
of  men  and  strengthening  those  who  have  been 
reached  for  a  closer  walk  with  Him  and  greater 
service  for  Him.

Fall  Activities 

For  Presbyterian  women  the 
coming  of  September  marks  the 
opening  of  the  fall  and  winter 
activities  in  the  Woman's  Auxi- 
liary, ,this  year,  with  the  anxie- 
ties of  war  times  relieved  and 
with  transportation  no  longer  a 
problem,  local  Loyalty  Meetings, 
District  Conferences  and  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Synodical 
Auxiliary  were  marked  by  the 
largest  and  most  enthusiastic 
attendances  in  recent  years. 

Throughout  the  Synodical,  the  District  Con- 
ference programs  followed  a  similar  pattern  which 
led  the  women  to  face  their  responsibilities  in 
"The  Home,  the  Church,  the  Community  and  the 
World".  Echoes  from  these  conferences  indicate 
that  many  individuals  and  auxiliaries  have  been 
awakened  to  new  efforts  in  Christian  living.  , 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Synodical  Auxiliary, 
held  in  Lumberton,  October  16-18,  was  a  happy  and 
blessed  occasion.  Beginning  with  the  weather, 
continuing  with  the  hospitality  of  the  hostess 
Auxiliary  and  culminating  in  the  program  which 
was  featured  with  messages  of  great  significance 
and  moving  power,  it  seemed  to  the  232  who  at- 
tended the  meeting  that  it  was  as  nearly  perfect 
as  it  could  possibly  have  seen.  Through  even  the 
reports  of  officers  sounded  a  spiritual  challenge, 
the  addresses  by  church  leaders  were  received  with 
great  appreciation  by  those  in  attendance.  Among 
the  speakers  were,  Rev.  E.  T.  Thompson,  D.  D.; 
Capt.  J.  W.  McQueen,  chaplain;  Rev.  P.  D.  Pat- 
rick; Rev.  H.  Kerr  Taylor,  D.  D.;  Rev.  J.  A.  Jones, 
D.  D.;  and  Miss  Sara  Little.  The  devotional  period 
on  the  first  evening  was  led  by  Rev.  S.  H.  Fulton, 
D.  D.,  and  on  the  two  mornings  following  by  Mrs. 
J.  B.  Watt  and  Mrs.  C  E.  Raynal.  All  three  de- 
votional periods  followed  the  theme  of  the  meet- 
ing, "Christ,  the  Light  of  the  World."  The  presi- 
dent reported  that  the  Synodical  now  embraces 
426  local  auxiliaries  with  33,393  members.  Total 
gifts  for  the  past  year  were  $282,440  which  in- 
cluded the  Birthday  offering  of  $13,922.

Another  fall  activity  which  was  undertaken 
with  enthusiasm  and  satisfaction  was  the  packing 
of  Church  Christmas  Packages  for  civilian  popu- 
lation in  Europe  and  Asia.  Though  no  report  is 
possible  at  this  writing,  verbal  reports  from  the 
Presbyterial  Presidents  indicate  that  North  Caro- 
lina Presbyterian  women  were  generous  in  their 
response  to  this  "over  and  above"  appeal.  Many 
September  and  October  circle  meetings  were  fea- 
tured with  the  packing  of  these  boxes  and  ?nuch 
loving  interest  was  shown  in  the  selection  of  the 
contents  even  though  these  had  to  be  chosen 
from  a  recommended  list.

In  all  the  fall  meetings,  emphasis  was  laid  upon 
the  Evangelistic  Goals  which  were  set  for  the 
church  by  the  1945  General  Assembly.  Secre-

A  FRESHMAN  AT  QUEENS 
'  COLLEGE  WRITES  HOME 

This  is  a  composite  letter  made  up  from  many 
comments  given  to  the  Dean  of  Students  at  Queens 
College,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

Dear  Mother  and  Dad: 

The  quarter  has  ended;  reports  have  gone  out 
or  need  I  explain  that  to  you!  I,  too,  have  re- 
ceived a  notice  which  has  filled  me  with  all  kinds 
of  feelings;  I  wanted  to  cry,  and  maybe  I  did;  I 
wanted  to  fuss,  and  I  did;  I  had  the  greatest  de- 
sire to  come  running  home,  but  I  was  afraid  to  do 
that.  The  upshot  of  the  whole  thing  was  this:  I 
went  to  the  library  Saturday  afternoon  and  took 
inventory  of  myself  and  my  first  quarter's  work 
at  Queens.  I  found  out  some  things  which  are  not 
on  the  report  you  have  received,  and  these  things 
mean  so  much  to  me  that  I  am  going  to  try  to 
put  them  on  paper  and  send  (:hem  as  a  special 
communique  to  you: 

I  remember  last  year  when  we  were  discussing 
which  college  would  suit  me  best,  Bob  was  present. 
He  had  just  returned  and  had  much  to  say  about 
what  education  had  NOT  meant  to  him  when  he 
joined  the  army.  He  had  a  lot  of  words  in  his 
vocabulary — psychological  terms  he  said  they  were 
— and  I  thought  then,  and  I  still  think  that  he 
was  rather  proud  of  his  ability  to  use  them.  He 
mouthed  a  great  deal  about  not  having  the  pro- 
per guidance  when  HE  went  to  college.  HE  never 
did  anything  he  wanted  to  do.  HE  never  studied 
anything  that  made  sense.  (I  remember  hearing 
you  all  wondering  out  loud  about  whether  he 
studied  at  all  or  not!)  Anyhow,  he  did  not  paint 
a  glowing  picture  of  college  days.  I  WAS  surprised, 
then,  when  he  offered  no  objection  to  your  de- 
cision to  send  me  to  a  small  church  school.  But, 
now,  I  am  beginning  to  realize,  perhaps,  exactly 
what  Bob  was  talking  about. 

It  is  this  business  of  guidance  which  all  good 
colleges  offer,  but  which  seems  to  be  such  a  friendly 
personal,  individual  matter  here  between  teach- 
ers and  students.  At  first  when  we  had  to  take 
those  queer  placement  tests,  I  wondered  if  I  would 
be  allowed  to  stay  here;  but  nothing  happened  ex- 
cept the  usual  homesick  nausea.  Finally,  one  day, 
the  Dean  of  Students  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Freshman  Advisory  Committee  announced  that  all 
of  us  were  to  have  a  faculty  advisor  for  our  very 
own,  as  if  that  were  something  to  shout  about! 
Well,  there  was  nothing  we  could  do  about  the 
matter,  so  we  met  the  faculty  member. 
There  were  eight  other  scared  freshmen  in  my 
group.  We  sat  down,  but  instead  of  eyeing  us  as 
if  were  examples  of  certain  types  of  the  feeble- 
minded, the  advisor  just  chatted  and  we  be- 
came acquainted.  Thank  goodness,  my  advisor  is 
one  of  my  own  teachers;  thus  I  did  not  have  to 
make  any  effort  to  learn  to  know  another  new

The  enrollment  at  Davidson  this  fall  is  de- 
cidedly encouraging.  From  a  low  mark  of  165 
students  last  spring,  the  College  has  moved  back 
this  fall  to  a  total  of  320.  In  addition  to  a  number 
of  students  entering  as  freshmen  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  semester  on  January  28,  it  is  now 
expected  that  there  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
a  hundred  ex-service  men,  most  of  them  former 
Davidson  students,  enrolling  in  the  upper  classes 
of  the  College.  If  the  Government  terminates  the 
Selective  Service,  or  lifts  the  draft  age  back  to 
twenty,  as,  to  most  educators  certainly,  would 
seem  wise,  then  the  College  should  experience  a 
reasonable  approach  toward  a  normal  enrollment 
by  September,  1946. 

Among  a  number  of  lecturers  appearing  at  Dav- 
idson during  the  year  are:  Dr.  Archibald  Rutledge 
of  South  Carolina,  President  Isaiah  Bowman  of 
Johns  Hopkins,  and  Dr.  Bart  J.  Bok  of  the  Science 
Department  of  Harvard  University.  On  the  Artist 
Series,  the  College  has  already  heard  on  October 
15,  Carl  Weinrich,  Organist  at  the  Princeton  Cha- 
pel; and  on  November  12,  Samuel  Dushkin,  Rus- 
sian violinist. 

The  Campus  Christian  Mission,  held  at  the  Col- 
lege November  6-8,  was  under  the  direction  of  a 
team  of  ministers — all  Davidson  alumni — compos- 
ed of  Dr.  J.  J.  Murray  of  Lexington,  Virginia,  Dr. 
Dwight  Chalmers  of  Durham,  North  Carolina,  and 
Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  Partici- 
pating in  the  Mission  also  was  Dr.  Harry  Goody- 
koontz,  new  Director  of  Student  Work  in  our 
Louisville  Office.  The  Mission  was  quite  satisfac- 
tory. The  large  number  of  men  present  at  one 
time  were  able  to  make  personal  and  group  con- 
tacts with  so  many  more  students  than  one  in- 
dividual could  possibly  accomplish.  The  spiritual 
life  of  the  campus  was  genuinely  benefitted  by  this 
Mission. 

Announcement  was  made  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  The  Trustees  of  Davidson 
College  on  November  20,  by  Dr.  John  R.  Cunning- 
ham, of  a  gift  by  Mrs.  Frazer  Hood  of  $5,000  for 
the  establishment  of  The  Frazer  Hood  Scholarship 
for  the  assistance  of  worthy  young  men  in  se- 
curing an  education.  Dr.  Hood  was  a  member  of 
the  Faculty  of  Davidson,  as  Professor  of  Psycho- 
logy, from  1920  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  1944. 

The  College  had  the  privilege  in  early  October 
of  entertaining  the  Pre-Synod  Home  Mission  Con- 
ference, and  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  The 
attendance  was  large  and  representative  of  the 
entire  area.  The  presence  of  these  two  groups  on 
the  campus  for  the  better  part  of  a  week  brought 
a  blessing  to  the  entire  campus  and  to  the  homes 
of  the  community.

and  decided  upon  a  time  and  place  for  our  next 
meeting.  Now,  what  would  we  meet  about? 

The  next  time  we  met,  we  were  amazed  at  the 
amount  of  information  our  advisor  had  about  us. 
She  knew  where  we  were  from,  had  informed 
herself  of  our  most  un-beautiful  vital  statistics, 
which  we  did  not  discuss  until  we  were  in  private 
conference,  and  then  only  in  connection  with  what 
I  was  going  to  do  in  college.  She  had  found  out 
that  I  was  not  startling  my  math  teacher  with 
work!  (I  HAD  let  it  slide.)  She  made  an  appoint- 
ment for  me  with  this  teacher,  and  now  I  am 
being  coached  on  the  part  which  I  had  not  un- 
derstood. She  pointed  out  to  me  that  I  was  not 
BEGINNING  to  spend  enough  time— I  did  not 
have  to  do  it  in  high  school — on  my  work;  and  I 
was  absolutely  flabbergasted  when  she  made  out 
my  study  schedule.  I  have  no  time  left  for  the 
Grill,  the  movies,  or  for  extended  loafing  except  at 
week-ends.  I  heard  phrases  which  I  had  heard 
at  home:  "Get  more  sleep."  "Establish  a  routine 
and  stick  to  it."  "Do  not  cram."  "Get  your  work 
done  every  day."  I  grinned  to  myself.  I  had  come 
expecting  guidance  to  be  a  technical,  bookish  pana- 
cea which  would  remove  all  pain  from  college 
work.  And  here  I  was  being  handed  the  same 
old  common  horse  sense  that  you  all  had  given 
to  me  back  home,  free  gratis!  Maybe  you  two 
know  more  than  I  give  you  credit  for.  But  this 
advisor  did  not  stop  with  suggestions;  she  saw 
the  dean,  the  house  president,  and  my  teachers. 
The  result  is  that  practically  everyone  has  con- 
vinced me  that  I  shall  have  to  stick  to  a  regular 
schedule,  until  I  can  stand  alone  without  it. 
Therefore,  you  see  that  one  of  the  things  I 
have  learned  which  is  not  on  the  report  is  just 
this  simple  discovery  that  there  must  be  more 
time  for  studying,  less  time  for  outside  activities, 
and  unswerving  devotion  to  a  regular  routine. 

But,  this  business  of  guidance  is  not  all  outside 
work  which  is  done  by  a  staff  of  experts  in  the 
art  of  such.  Rather,  it  seems  to  me,  here  at 
Queens  it  is  demonstrated  effectively  in  the  class 
room.  "Good  teaching  is  good  guidance"  is  a  quo- 
tation an  advisor  used  in  chapel  one  day.  And  so 
it  is  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.  When  I  listen  to  a 
wonderful  lecture;  when  I  have  been  stimulated; 
when  I  have  found  out  that  I  can  conquer  that 
math  by  honest  cooperation  in  class;  when  I  attend 
to  my  business  the  way  I  should,  then,  there  are 
few  problems  so  far  as  my  academic  life  is  con- 
cerned. If  I  do  my  work,  I  am  busy.  If  there 
is  any  major  difficulty,  I  can  go  to  my  advisor  and 
I  know  that,  eventually,  it  will  be  straightened  out. 
This  is  the  second  thing  I  have  learned1  which  will 
surely  show  results  when  my  next  report  is  due, 
and  you  can  depend  on  that! 

I  suppose  you  would  be  disappointed  if  I  failed 
to  tell  you  again  how  homesick  I  was  for  Bob,  you 
two,  and  Judy  on  Sundays.  Well,  I  was.  You  must 
have  known  this  from  those  puny  letters  I  wrote 
at  the  beginning  of  school.  I  confess  that  I  had 
a  little  room  mate  trouble  which  the  Dean  of 
Students  helped  to  adjust.  Here,  I  must  admit, 


I  have  had  to  grow  up  more  than  at  any  other  one 
time.  You  see,  at  home  I  have  been  TAKING  and 
liking  it,  too.  Meeting  a  new  person  who  had 
ideas  as  definite  as  mine  and  who  did  not  care 
too  much  whether  I  agreed  with  her  or  not  has 
taught  me  how  to  give  as  well  as  take.  I  have 
had  to  fight  for  my  very  existence,  but  we  have 
learned  to  endure  each  other.  I  am  thankful  that 
you  did  not  say  anything  about  the  room  mate 
when  you  visited  us,  but  let  me  work  that  out  with 
the  guidance  available  for  personal  adjustments. 
Moreover,  nine  weeks  of  living  with  seventy-six 
girls  in  one  building  has  taught  me  something 
which  I  cannot  put  on  paper  adequately.  I  think 
that  this  is  what  Bob  must  have  had  in  mind 
when  he  was  espousing  the  cause  of  small  colleges. 
With  the  close  guidance  and  supervision  at  Queens 
where  personal  contacts  count,  almost  any  stu- 
dent can  find  friends  and  develop  the  rare  quality 
of  being  happy  with  a  group.  I  no  longer  feel  lost. 
I  have  found  friends,  a  definite  place  on  the 
campus,  and  I  know  that  in  order  to  hold  this 
place,  I  must  work  to  keep  the  respect  of  both 
faculty  and  students. 

Now,  when  you  look  at  the  report  of  the  quar- 
ter's work  again,  do  not  dwell  too  long  upon  the 
math  grade.  Instead,  add:  "She  has  learned  to 
be  orderly  in  planning  her  work;  she  has  dis- 
covered that  being  busy  about  her  business  is  a 
good  cure  for  almost  anything;  she  is  developing 
the  fine  art  of  living  with  people."  And  I  promise 
you  that  the  next  report  will  bring  you  a  record 
which  will  make  you  proud  of

COURSES  OF  STUDY  PROVIDED

I.  The  Standard  College  Course 

This  course  is  planned  for  those  who  are  in- 
terested primarily  in  entering  the  junior  class 
of  a  four-year  college  or  university  upon  comple- 
tion of  the  course. 

II.    The  General  College  Course 

Course  A — With  Music  Electives. 

This  course  offers  the  first  two  years  of  accre- 
dited work  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Music  de- 
gree. 

Course  B — With  General  Electives 
This  course  offers  twelve  semester  hours  of 
prescribed  work,  with  electives  from  both  the 
Standard  and  General  courses. 

Course  C — With  Commercial  Electives 
This  course  offers  two  full  years  of  commercial 
training,  with  a  diploma  granted,  and  a  certi- 
ficate added  if  the  regular  course  is  taken. 

The  college  has  several  loan  funds  for  aiding 
students  financially.  Full  particulars  regarding 
these  funds  may  be  obtained  from  the  President.

The  1945-46  year  at  Flora  Macdonald  College — 
the  semi-centennial  year  of  the  college — opened 
with  the  largest  enrollment  for  many  years,  a 
large  number  of  applications  for  admission  having 
been  refused  because  of  insufficient  dormitory 
space.  This  fact  emphasizes  the  need  for  a  new 
dormitory  building.  The  unusually  large  enroll- 
ment of  music  students  in  the  Conservatory  neces- 
sitated an  additional  voice  and  piano  professor, 
after  the  beginning  of  school. 

The  fiftieth  year  since  the  founding  of  Flora 
Macdonald  is  being  featured  in  a  number  of  ways 
since  the  opening  of  college  in  September. 

Outstanding  among  these  was  the  "Semi-Cen- 
tennial Home  Coming  Day,"  on  October  27,  when 
the  three  periods  of  the  college  were  recalled  in 
an  original  and  interesting  program,  with  the  pre- 
sident of  the  general  alumnae  association,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Clarke  McPhaul,  presiding. 

Red  Springs  Seminary,  1896-1903,  was  repre- 
sented by  Miss  Delia  McGoogan  of  St.  Pauls;  South- 
ern Presbyterian  College,  1904-1916,  by  Mrs.  Sara 
Gray  McCormick  of  McDonald;  and  Mrs.  Grace 
Brown  Alley  of  Burlington  represented  Flora  Mac- 
donald in  the  twenties.  Each  speaker  told  interest- 
ing incidents  of  college  life  as  it  was  in  her  era. 
Clever  skits  were  given  by  members  of  the  present 
student  body,  who  wore  costumes  of  the  three  per- 
iods, by  way  of  illustration. 

During  the  summer  and  fall,  the  alumnae  have 
become  increasingly  active  and  interested.  Since 
June,  twelve  new  chapters  have  been  organized, 
and  encouraging  reports  were  given  at  the  busi- 
ness meeting  of  the  association  on  home  coming 
day  by  representatives  from  these  chapters.  The 
alumnae  groups  are  making  their  objective  for  the 
semi-centennial  year  one  $25  bond  per  member 
to  be  applied  to  the  endowment  fund  of  the  col- 
lege. 

The  unusually  fine  concert  and  lecture  course 
scheduled  for  this  year  opened  on  October  29  with 
a  delightful  recital  by  Claudio  Arrau,  brilliant 
Chilean  concert  pianist,  and  was  attended  by  a 
capacity  audience  of  enthusiastic  music  lovers  from 
the  two  Carolinas.  Other  outstanding  features  of 
the  year's  program  will  be  concerts  by  the  top 
ranking  violinist,  Joseph  Szigeti,  in  February,  and 
Winifred  Heidt,  Metropolitan  Opera  Star,  in  April. 

New  professors  this  year  include  Misses  Helen 
Sails  of  Oxford,  head  of  the  English  Department; 
Virginia  Boney  of  Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  English;  Lycia  Payne  of  Clermont,  Ga., 
Professor  of  Home  Economics;  Jeanne  Chew  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Professor  of  French  and  Spanish; 
Lavinia  Mullinix  of  Greenville,  S.  C,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Biology;  Elizabeth  Stenhouse,  Greenville, 
S.  C,  Associate  Professor  of  Business  Subjects; 
Aileen  McMillan,  Latta,  S.  C,  Associate  Professor 
of  Piano;  and  Mrs.  Lucille  B.  Davis  of  Hutchinson, 
Kansas,  Professor  of  Voice  and  Piano.

At  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  Mr.  Edwin  Pate, 
the  chairman  of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  made  an 
address  from  which  the  following  extracts  are 
taken : 

"Mr.  Moderator  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina: 

"Christian  Education  is,  I  am  sure,  believed  in 
and  supported  by  everyone  present.  Believing  this, 
I  want  to  ask  your  careful  and  prayerful  conside- 
ration of  the  needs  of  your  junior  college,  Presby- 
terian Junior  College,  in  Maxton,  N.  C. 

"P.  J.  C.  opened  its  doors  in  September,  1929, 
under  a  rather  heavy  debt.  In  1939  at  commence- 
ment all  debts  had  been  paid  and  all  mortgages 
were  burned. 

"Due  to  war  conditions  the  student  body  of 
P.  J.  C.  declined  drastically,  and  for  the  past  four 
years  the  school  has  had  very  hard  sledding;  but 
due  to  excellent  business  management  by  its  presi- 
dent and  to  generous  contributions  by  its  friends, 
it  has  been  able  to  keep  its  budget  balanced  and 
is  today  entirely  free  of  debt.  This  is  a  notable 
record  when  we  consider  that  90  junior  colleges 
closed  in  America  during  this  period.  The  low 
period  of  attendance  at  P.  J.  C.  was  the  fall  of 
1943.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  tell  you  that  the 
enrollment  this  fall  shows  an  increase  of  123% 
over  the  fall  of  1943.  _ 

"Christian  education  for  our  youth  is  going  to 
be  needed  more  than  ever  in  the  post-war  period 
which  we  are  just  entering.  From  the  record  it  is 
evident  that  P.  J.  C.  is  sending  out  young  men  that 
will  contribute  substantially  to  the  life  of  the 
church.  Eight  former  students,  out  of  a  total  of  99 
undergraduates,  are  now  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary.  One  former  student  is  now  at  Columbia 
Seminary.  Four  ministerial  students  are  now  at- 
tending classes  at  P.  J.  C.  Also,  of  course,  many 
other  students  are  getting  training  that  will  make 
them  strong  church  officers.  It  is  known  to  all  of 
us  that  the  influence  of  a  church  school  will  make 
of  our  boys  more  ethical  business  men  and  the 
higher  type  business  men  in  every  community. 

"Permanent  things  must  be  paid  for  in  ad- 
vance. The  great  preacher  does  not  become  great 
over  night.  He  must  spend  months  and  years 
studying  and  reasoning  and  perhaps  practicing 
public  speaking  before  he  is  really  a  great  preacher. 
The  great  doctor  with  a  national  reputation  buys 
that  reputation  with  many  long  years  of  work  and 
study.  So,  too,  must  the  present  generation  pay 
in  advance  for  the  material  facilities  and  the  pro- 
per type  of  instructional  services  that  we  know 
our  youth  should  have  if  they  are  to  develop  into 
the  type  of  leaders  the  world  needs.

Historical  Background 

In  1852  Concord  Presby- 
I  tery  began  to  make  plans 
for  establishing  a  college 
for  women.  A  charter  was 
granted  in  1853,  and  work 
was  begun.  A  storm  de- 
stroyed the  top  part  of  the 
building  when  it  was  nearly 
completed,  but  the  college 
finally  opened  in  1856  under 
the  name  of  the  Concord 
Presbyterian  Female  Col- 
lege. In  1917  the  name  of 
Mitchell  College  was  adopt- 
ed in  honor  of  Mrs.  Eliza 
Mitchell  Grant  and  Miss 
Margaret  Elliott  Mitchell, 
daughters  of  Dr.  Elisha  Mitchell,  scientist,  educa- 
tor and  Christian  gentleman.  Through  the  years 
the  college  has  continued  to  serve  central  North 
Carolina  and  to  offer  to  its  young  people  an  op- 
portunity for  Christian  education  on  the  junior 
college  level. 

Location  Advantageous 

The  college  is  located  in  Statesville,  North  Caro- 
lina. It  is  in  the  beautiful  and  healthful  Piedmont 
section  of  the  state,  in  the  foothills  of  the  Blue 
Ridge,  at  an  altitude  of  960  feet,  and  is  easily 
accessible  by  train  and  by  bus.  The  campus  is 
near  the  center  of  the  city  at  the  head  of  Broad 
Street,  one  of  Statesville's  principal  avenues.  The 
handsome  building  which  contains  most  of  the  col- 
lege activities  is  a  three-storied  building  of  stuc- 
coed brick,  ornamented  by  a  lofty  portico  with 
six  massive  columns.  Here  are  laboratories,  class- 
rooms, auditorium,  offices,  and  dormitory,  while 
a  gymnasium  is  in  a  separate  building.  Student 
lounges  and  dormitory  rooms  are  comfortably  fur- 
nished. A  pipe  organ  in  the  auditorium  adds  to 
the  pleasure  of  musical  programs.  A  well-equip- 
ped library  of  four  rooms  contains  over  8,000 
volumes;  and  70  of  the  current  newspapers  and 
magazines,  along  with  many  new  books,  are  avail- 
able to  students. 

Religious  Life  Wholesome 

The  college  is  definitely  Christian  in  its  influ- 
ence and  instruction.  A  year's  work  in  Bible  is  re- 
quired of  every  student,  as  well  as  attendance  at 
Chapel  four  times  a  week,  and  at  Sunday  School 
and  Church  on  Sunday.  Though  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  Presbyterian  Church,  the  college  is 
non-sectarian,  and  a  number  of  denominations  are 
represented  in  the  student  body. 

Courses  of  Study  Provided 

Two  distinct  courses  leading  to  graduation  are 
offered.  These  are  (1)  the  Standard  College 
Course,  (2)  the  General  College  Course.  A  diploma 
is  given  upon  completion  of  each  of  these  courses. 
A  certificate  is  given  for  the  completion  of  the 
one  year  intensive  commercial  course,  whether 
taken  independently  or  as  a  part  of  the  general 
college  course.

The  school  year  is  progressing  most  satisfactor- 
ily at  Peace.  Our  present  enrollment  of  284  stu- 
dents is  a  small  increase  over  the  past  year  at  this 
time.  We  reached  our  resident  capacity  of  stu- 
dents (164)  in  May,  and  were  forced  to  turn  away 
a  great  many  students  who  applied  for  admis- 
sion. We  selected  our  students  this  year  with  more 
care  than  heretofore,  giving  especial  attention  to 
their  high  school  records  and  their  intellectual  and 
spiritual  promise.  Our  policy  in  doing  this  has 
borne  fruit  in  the  type  of  school  that  we  have 
had  this  first  quarter  as  there  are  fewer  academic 
failures,  and  our  students  seem  to  wish  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunities,  scholastic  and 
otherwise,  that  the  school  has  to  offer. 

We  are  already  interested  in  our  student  body 
for  1946-47,  and  we  want  our  church  friends  to  as- 
sist us  in  getting  our  Presbyterian  girls  of  promise 
to  attend  Peace.  There  are  some  scholarships 
available  for  worthy  students.  We  are  always  glad 
to  have  recommendations  for  scholarships  from 
our  Ministers  and  Directors  of  Religious  Education. 
These  should  be  sent  us  early  in  the  year  to  se- 
cure best  results. 

We  are  having  a  conference  of  a  small  group 
of  alumnae  at  the  College  in  November  to  make 
plans  for  "raising  $40,000.00  for  our  endowment 
funds.  We  need  at  least  an  endowment  of  $100,- 
000.00  along  with  our  current  church  support  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Southern  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges.  We  are  confident  that  our 
alumnae  and  friends  realize  the  importance  of 
Peace's  being  fully  accredited,  and  that  they  will 
agree  with  us  that  the  present  period,  with  money 
in  the  hands  of  our  people,  is  the  time  to  accom- 
plish this.  We  are  hoping  that  some  of  our  alum- 
nae and  friends  will  establish  scholarships  here. 
These  funds  will  be  credited  to  our  endowment 
and  will  assist  in  raising  the  desired  amount,  as 
well  as  perpetuating  the  name  and  influence  of  the 
one  for  whom  the  scholarship  is  established.  We 
invite  correspondence  with  any  who  are  interested 
in  assisting  us  in  promoting  our  program  at  Peace, 
and  we  can  assure  you  of  our  appreciation  of  your 
interest  in  the  College.

GLADE  VALLEY  HIGH  SCHOOL

The  first  term  of  1945-46  session  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia  has  been  crowd- 
ed with  activities.  The  opening  address  on  Thurs- 
day, September  13th  was  made  by  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam B.  Mcllwaine,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Petersburg,  Virginia. 

The  student  body  of  the  current  session  is 
made  up  of  thirty-three  seniors,  thirty-six  mid- 
dlers,  and  fifteen  juniors.  Also  present  on  the 
campus  are  a  number  of  returned  Chaplains.  Stu- 
dent body  officers  are:  President,  Joseph  M.  Owen, 
Coahama,  Texas;  Secretary,  William  R.  Smith,  III, 
Princeton,  West  Virginia;  Treasurer  of  Student 
Funds,  H.  Edwin  Pickard,  St.  Petersburg,  Florida; 
Treasurer  of  S.M.I.  Funds,  Charles  R.  McCain,  De- 
catur, Georgia;  Director  of  Spiritual  Life,  H.  Har- 
old Wells,  Richmond,  Virginia;  Director  of  Ecu- 
menical Outlook,  Charles  Parrish,  Norfolk,  Vir- 
ginia; Director  of  Social  Life,  Paul  Warren,  Allen- 
dale, South  Carolina;  Director  of  Athletic  Life, 
Robert  B.  Siedentopf,  Memphis,  Tennessee;  Presi- 
dent of  Senior  Class,  Bill  Bennett,  Columbus,  Geor- 
gia; President  of  Middle  Class,  Jim  Stimson,  Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee. 

One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  took 
place  early  in  the  session  when  Dr.  Herman  H. 
Home,  professor  Emeritus  of  Philosophy,  New  York 
University,  delivered  a  series  of  lectures,  Septem- 
ber 20th  and  21st.  Dr.  Home  held  conferences  with 
the  faculties  of  the  Seminary  and  the  Assembly's 
Training  School,  and  addressed  combined  convo- 
cations of  the  schools.  His  subjects  were  "How  to 
Read",  "How  to  Study",  "How  to  Think",  "How  to 
Live". 

Continuing  a  program  announced  last  year,  the 
Seminary  again  presented  this  fall  its  Monday  eve- 
ning lectures.  The  speaker  in  this  series  was  Dr. 
Donald  W.  Richardson,  professor  of  missions,  who 
spoke  on  the  "Prophetic  View  in  History",  an  in- 
terpretation of  the  book  of  Revelation.  The  lectures 
which  were  held  on  five  successive  Monday  eve- 
nings in  October  were  attended  by  large  crowds 
from  the  Richmond  area. 

Other  speakers  for  the  current  session  have 
been  the  Rev.  Richard  T.  Gillespie,  Candidate  Sec- 
retary for  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee;  Dr.  John 
R.  Cunningham,  Pres.  of  Davidson  College,  and  Dr. 
Robert  E.  Speer.  Dr.  Speer  gave  three  addresses 
on  the  theme  of  the  minister  and  his  work  at  the 
Seminary's  annual  day  of  prayer. 

On  November  sixth,  there  met  at  the  Seminary 
a  group  of  ten  women  from  the  Synods  of  North 
Carolina,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Appalachia, 
to  consider  ways  of  relating  the  Seminary  to  the 
life  of  local  churches.  Out  of  that  meeting  there 
came  plans  for  a  women's  branch  of  "The  Friends 
of  the  Seminary".  This  organization  is  to  be 
headed  by  Miss  Louise  Davidson  of  Bethesda,  Mary- 
land with  representatives  from  each  Presbytery. 
Among  the  representatives  already  chosen  from 
North  Carolina  are  Mrs.  E.  C.  Heins  from  Sanford, 
Mrs.  Samuel  Toler  of  Rocky  Mount,  Mrs.  James  A. 
Jones  of  Charlotte,  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Kerchner  of 


The  1945-46  session  opened  September  4th  with 
a  large  number  of  new  students  enrolling.  The 
girls'  dormitory  is  crowded  to  the  limit  and  we 
had  to  turn  away  several  girls  for  the  want  of 
room. 

We  have  a  fine  student  body  and  both  girls  and 
boys  are  doing  good  work  as  nearly  half  of  the 
students  have  averaged  ninety  or  above  for  the 
first  quarter  of  school. 

The  Young  People's  League  is  already  very  ac- 
tive and  has  a  religious  program  every  Sunday.  Ten 
of  the  leaders  of  the  Y.  P.  League  attended  the 
Leadership's  Training  School  held  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  They 
were  accompanied  by  Miss  Rowena  Todd  of  the 
G.  V.  Faculty  and  all  reported  a  very  helpful  and 
inspirational  session  there. 

As  the  main  purpose  of  the  school  is  Christian 
development  and  training,  we  endeavor  to  influ- 
ence the  unsaved  to  Christ,  and  we  find  among  our 
present  new  students,  seventeen  who  have  not 
professed  Christ.  Will  you  pray  with  us  that  these 
will  accept  Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour  during 
our  Evangelistic  meeting,  which  will  be  held  in 
January  by  Rev.  Marion  B.  Bradwell,  Reynolda 
Church. 

This  session  the  majority  of  our  students  come 
from  four  Mountain  Counties  and  in  these  coun- 
ties some  twenty  Presbyterian  Home  Mission 
Churches  dot  the  hills  and  valleys.  Therefore,  the 
Christian  training  the  students  receive  at  Glade 
Valley  enables  them  to  help  in  the  Church  Schools, 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  and  Young  People's  League, 
in  their  own  communities. 

Since  we  have  had  to  turn  away  several  stu- 
dents this  session  as  well  as  in  the  past,  we  see  the 
great  need  for  more  dormitory  space  and  better 
equipment,  therefore,  we  are  very  grateful  to  be- 
come the  recipients  of  the  White  Cross  gifts  from 
the  Presbyteries  again  this  year.  This  fund  will 
become  a  part  of  the  reserve  building  funds  and 
will  eventually  assist  in  a  better  equipped  Glade 
Valley.

11  =  *  hands.  Beholding  the  hands  of  Jesus  we  catch 
new  glimpses  of  divine  love  and  power.  The  psalm- 
ist declared:  "Thou  art  my  God.  My  times  are  in  ^j**e«^'" 
Thy  hands."  Yes,  our  times  are  in  His  hands.  The  ^zM--^ 
destiny  of  a  lost  world  is  in  His  hands.  J 

The  hands  of  Jesus  speak  of  the  dignity  of  labor. 
Though  He  was  the  Lord  of  glory  whom  myriads  of 
angels  delighted  to  obey.  He  became  a  humble  work- 
man. The  Majesty  of  the  universe  learned  a  trade 
and  with  His  own  hands  worked  in  a  carpenter's 
shop.  The  hands  of  Jesus  are  the  hands  of  a  toiler. 
They  speak  of  industry — thrift.  He  knew  long,  try- 
ing hours.  He  knew  what  it  was  to  be  weary.  He 
knew  the  strain  of  making  ends  meet.  Tired,  weary 
one,  the  hands  of  Jesus  remind  us  that  "we  have  not 
an  High  Priest  which  cannot  be  touched  with  the 
feeling  of  our  infirmities;  but  was  in  all  points 
tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin."  When  you 
look  at  the  work-worn  hands  of  Jesus  you  need  not 
be  ashamed  if  your  task  is  menial,  commonplace. 
The  hands  of  Jesus  glorified  commonplace  things. 
To  look  at  the  hands  of  Jesus  is  to  be  inspired  to 
attempt  the  same  perfection  of  labor  that  He 
wrought. 

The  hands  of  Jesus  were  the  hands  of  ministry. 
Truly  He  "went  about  doing  good."  His  hands  were 
ever  outstretched  in  ministry.  At  the  touch  of  His 
hands  mighty  miracles  were  wrought.  The  Gospels 
abound  with  incidents  that  picture  to  us  the  minis- 
try of  His  hands.  "And,  behold,  there  came  a  leper 
and  worshiped  him,  saying,  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  Thou 
canst  make  me  clean.  And  Jesus  put  forth  His  hand, 
and  touched  him,  saying,  I  will;  be  thou  clean.  And 
immediately  his  leprosy  was  cleansed." 

In  the  home  of  Jairus,  where  sorrow  had  settled 
down  like  a  pall,  He  reached  out  and  took  those 
lifeless  hands  in  His  and  said,  "Maid,  arise.  And 
her  spirit  came  again."  Again  Jesus  saw  a  sorrow- 
ing mother  following  behind  the  bearers  of  her 
dead  son.  The  funeral  train  was  slowly  making  its 
way  to  the  cemetery.  "And  when  the  Lord  saw 
her,  He  had  compassion  on  her,  and  said  unto  her, 
Weep  not.  And  He  came  and  touched  the  bier: 
and  they  that  bare  him  stood  still.  And  He  said, 
Young  man,  I  say  unto  thee,  Arise.  And  he  that 
wat-  dead  sat  up,  and  began  to  speak.  And  He  de- 
livered him  to  his  mother." 

i  The  story  is  told  of  a  girl  who  was  sitting  upon 
her  mother's  knee  one  day,  admiring  her  mother's 
hair  and  face.  Stroking  her  mother's  hair,  she 
said,  "I  do  love  that  beautiful  hair  of  yours,  mother; 
it  is  so  soft."  Then  she  looked  into  her  mother's 
eyes  and  told  her  how  she  loved  those  blue  eyes. 
But  gazing  from  her  mother's  eyes  to  her  hands, 
the  little  one  recoiled,  for  the  mother  had  ugly, 
scarred,  twisted,  deformed  hands.  They  were  very 


repulsive  to  look  at,  and  whenever  the  dear  lady 
was  in  public,  her  hands  were  always  hidden.  But 
somehow  for  the  first  time  the  awfulness  of  those 
hands  gripped  the  child's  heart. 

So  the  mother  said:  "Now  that  you  are  old 
enough,  I  shall  tell  you  the  story  of  my  hands,  and 
then  perhaps  you  will  love  them  as  well  as  you  love 
my  hair  and  my  eyes.  ' 

"When  you  were  still  a  baby,  I  put  you  on  the 
rug  in  front  of  the  fireplace  and  went  away  to  at- 
tend to  something  in  another  part  of  the  house.  I 
was  not  absent  more  than  two  or  three  minutes 
when  I  heard  a  scream.  Rushing  in,  I  found  that  a 
piece  of  live  coal  had  fallen  out  of  the  fireplace  and 
had  set  on  fire  the  rug  and  your  clothing,  and  you 
were  in  danger  of  being  burned  to  death.  I  rushed 
forward  and  battled  with  the  flames  until  they  were 
extinguished  and  your  life  was  saved.  There  was 
hardly  a  burn  upon  your  body,  but — well,  that  is 
why  I  have  these  terrible  hands  which  you  do  not 
like." 

As  the  story  of  the  hands  was  told,  a  lump  rose 
in  Mary's  throat,  and  she  said,  "Mother,  of  course 
I  still  love  your  hair  and  youi  eyes,  but  best  of  all 
I  love  your  hands,  because  I  know  Jiey  were  scarred 
for  me." 

As  we  look  back  to  Calvary's  hill  and  see  the 
Son  of  God  receive  the  wounds  that  we  might  escape 
the  fires  of  eternal  destruction,  shall  we  not  exy 
out,  "I  love  those  scarred  hands  of  my  Saviour"?

"At  this  time  the  outstanding  material  needs 
of  P.  J.  C.  are: 

"1.  Endowment  sufficient  to  permit  member- 
ship in  the  regional  accrediting  agency. 

"2.  Funds  for  plant  renovation  and  improve- 
ments. 

"3.  A  new  dormitory  unit  for  preparatory  stu- 
dents. 

"P.  J.  C.'s  plan  is  to  ask  each  church  to  appoint 
its  own  committee  to  make  its  own  program  for 
securing  gifts  of  its  share  of  the  needed  funds. 
This  plan  has  already  been  put  into  effect  by  some 
churches,  as  for  instance,  one  church  made  the 
following  announcement  in  its  bulletin:  "Our  spe- 
cial offering  this  morning  will  go  to  the  support  of 
Presbyterian  Junior  College,  Maxton,  N.  C.  This 
school  is  doing  a  fine  work  in  giving  young  men 
the  first  two  years  of  the  regular  college  course. 
Such  a  program  will  be  especially  attractive  to 
many  returning  service  men.  Our  church  believes 
in  Christian  Education  and  the  small  church  col- 
lege. Let  us  respond  most  generously  to  this  ap- 
peal. We  have  set  $150.00  as  our  goal  for  this  gift." 
You  may  decide  that  the  special  offering  plan  is 
not  best  suited  to  your  community  and  may  use 
a  plan  of  your  own  choosing. 

"We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  among  our 
Presbyterians  in  North  Carolina  at  this  time  a 
rather  high  level  of  financial  security.  Let  us 
remember,  and  let  us  as  leaders  in  our  commun- 
ities teach  our  people,  that  financial  security  car- 
ries with  it  not  only  financial  obligations  to  the 
less  fortunate  but  also  the  moral  obligation  to  pro- 
vide for  youth  the  best  possible  education  in  the 
best  possible  Christian  atmosphere.  I  repeat:  'We 
have  the  moral  obligation  to  provide  our  youth 
with  proper  academic  training  and  in  a  Christian 
atmosphere.'  This  is  the  objective  on  which  P.  J.  C. 
is  keeping  its  eye. 

"P.  J.  C.  needs  and  deserves  the  personal  in- 
terest and  active  support  of  each  person  here  this 
morning,  and  I  hope  that  each  of  you  will  in- 
dividually and  as  a  representative  of  your  local 
church  accept  your  share  of  the  responsibility  that 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  accepted  in  1928  when 
it  elected  a  Board  of  Trustees  and  authorized  that 
Board  to  procure  a  charter  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  for  the  Presbyterian  Jun- 
ior College  for  Men." 

The  following  action  was  taken  by  Synod: 

"The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  commends  Pres- 
byterian Junior  College  to  the  interest,  prayers,  and 
generosity  of  its  members,  congregations,  church 
officers,  and  ministers  in  its  efforts  to  secure  the 
endowment  funds  needed  for  membership  in  the 
regional  accrediting  agency  in  addition  to  the  pre- 
sent state  accrediting,  and  that  each  church  be 
asked,  first,  to  assume  a  share  of  the  needed  en- 
dowment, and,  second,  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  or  five  members  to  raise  the  congregation's 
part  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  may  be 
best."

ASSET  OR  LIABILITY? 

A  N  English  writer  commenting  on  the  death  of  a 
**  fellow  countryman  of  rather  undesirable  no- 
toriety, said,  "That  man  was  a  national  calamity. 
He  made  England  a  poorer  place  because  he  lived 
amongst  us.  We  had  been  better,  happier,  richer, 
more  godly,  if  the  man  had  never  lived." 

If  the  judgment  of  the  writer  was  good,  and  the 
assertion  was  founded  on  sure  and  reliable  facts, 
then  it  is  very  clear  that  our  liabilities  are  not  all 
in  the  realm  of  dollars  and  cents.  When  we  are 
enumerating  the  things  that  weaken  and  impoverish 
the  community  and  the  nation,  we  have  to  count 
among  our  liabilities  not  only  things,  but  personali- 
ties. 

Fortunately  personalities  may  be  assets  too. 
When  Lord  Salisbury  arose  in  the  British  House  of 
Lords  to  announce  the  death  of  Lord  Shaftsbury,  he 
made  this  striking  eulogy,  "The  reforms  of  this 
country  have  been  chiefly  due  to  the  presence  here 
of  one  man."  Hjs  efforts  put  upon  the  statute 
books  of  England,  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  six 
ameliorative  laws,  and  improved  the  conditions  of 
living  for  millions  of  people.  Who  can  estimate  the 
influence  of  such  a  character  wrought  into  the  na- 
tion's soul?  He  was  a  national  asset.  The  country 
couldn't  count  its  wealth  or  estimate  its  strength 
without  considering  this  man.  If  any  national  bal- 
ance sheet,  with  its  list  of  assets  on  one  side  and  its 
tale  of  liabilities  on  the  other,  with  the  things  that 
make  for  strength  set  against  the  things  that  make 
for  weakness,  the  name  of  Lord  Shaftsbury  makes  a 
big  figure  on  the  credit  side. 

What  is  it  that  decides  on  which  side  of  the 
ledger  we  shall  write  a  man's  name?  Who  are  our 
national  assets?  Who  are  the  men  whose  presence 
makes  for  true  strength  and  wealth  in  the  nation's  life  I 

Familiar  conversation  might  betray  the  judgment 
that  the  great  men  are  the  highly  successful  men, 
especially  those  who  have  built  up  a  great  financial 
success.  But  we  really  don't  believe  that.  Indeed, 
some  rich  people  are  far  from  being  great  people. 

Only  when  we  live  unselfish  lives  do  we  build 
strong  characters.  Would  we  help  to  beautify  the 
world;  would  we  overcome  the  barriers  of  life; 
would  we  benefit  life  and  build  a  character  that  will 
last  when  stars  have  ceased  to  shine?  We  must 
think  of  others  first  and  ourselves  last.

Optimism  defies  the  law  of  gravitation.

Throughout  the  Assembly,  the  week  of  April 


7-14  is  to  be  observed  as  Visitation  Evangelism 
week,  with  the  period  March  10  to  April  7  to  be 
used  as  a  period  of  preparation  in  the  following 
ways: 

IN  CHURCH  ATTENDANCE:— Every  member 
attending  at  least  one  service  of  worship  on  the 
Ave  Sundays  included.  The  membership  roll  di- 
vided into  groups  of  not  more  than  twenty  per- 
sons each,  with  a  leader  to  promote  and  keep  the 
attendance  record  of  each  group  and  of  visitors. 
"Attendance  Registration"  cards  used  during  this 
period.  Attendance  promoted  by  meri's,  women's 
and  young  people's  organizations.  Church  officers 
visiting  to  encourage  faithfulness  to  the  church. 
Letters  written  and  literature  distributed,  em- 
phasizing church  loyalty. 

IN  SECURING  NAMES  OF  PROSPECTS:— Ob- 
tained from  "Attendance  Registration"  cards 
signed  by  visitors,  from  close  study  of  church  and 
Sunday  school  rolls  and  other  ways  suggested  by 
literature. 

IN  SELECTING  WORKERS  FOR  VISITATION: 
— Choose  prayerfully  and  carefully  from  men,  wo- 
men and  young  people,  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to 
April  7,  majority  to  be  men.  (Follow  closely  in- 
structions given  in  literature). 

IN  SPECIALLY-PREPARED  SERMONS:— Mes- 
sages to  remind  people  of  the  estate  of  those  with- 
out Christ,  and  the  fullness  of  the  blessings  of 
those  in  Christ. 

IN  ENLISTING  INTERCESSORS:— Groups  and 
individuals,  seeking  especially  the  blessing  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  upon  the  efforts  of  Visitation  Evange- 
lism week. 

THE  VISITATION  PROGRAM:— April  7-14. 
Supper  meetings  each  evening,  where  possible, 
Monday  through  Thursday.  Instructions  on  secur- 
ing decisions  for  Christ  and  the  church  each 
evening.  Visitors  make  calls  ajfter  instruction 
periods.  Reports  made,  assignment  of  new  pros- 
pects, beginning  with  Tuesday.  (The  clear,  in- 
structive literature  makes  it  possible  for  each  pas- 
tor to  prepare  and  lead  his  people  in  a  successful 
Home  Visitation  program.)

BELLEVIEW  CHAPEL  AT 
SELMA 

Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee  made  an  ap- 
propriation a  few  months  ago  to  the  building  of  a 
Chapel  in  a  mill  village  near  Selma.  It  was  a 
pleasure  for  your  Superintendent  to  visit  this 
outpost  a  few  Sundays  ago  and  to  see  at  first 
hand  the  nature  of  our  investment.  We  were  de- 
lighted at  the  realization  of  the  dream  of  our 


faithful  and  efficient  worker  at  this  point,  Rev. 
Howard  F.  Newman.  We  have  assured  him  of  ad- 
ditional help  from  Synod's  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee toward  the  completion  of  this  first  unit 
of  the  Belleview  Plant.  Rev.  Howard  F.  Newman 
is  pastor  of  Kenly,  White  Oak  and  Selma  churches 
and  is  one  of  the  six  efficient  workers  receiving 
aid  from  Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee.  We 
are  giving  you  a  picture  of  this  promising  chapel 
and  a  message  about  it  by  Mr.  Newman. 


JUST  OUTSIDE  OF  SELMA  THERE  IS  A  MILL 
VILLAGE  in  which  there  was  no  church.  In  two 
months  our  outpost  Sunday  School  there  has 
grown  to  a  membership  of  107,  and  plans  for  a 
church  building  are  almost  completed.  Let  us 
share  with  you  some  of  our  experiences  in  start- 
ing a  new  outpost  Sunday  school. 

For  several  months  the  people  in  this  com- 
munity had  been  weighing  heavily  upon  our 
hearts.  In  the  "village"  there  were^  about  forty 
families,  with  no  church,  and  only'  a  few  went 
to  Church  or  Sunday  School  anywhere.  I  went  to 
see  two  of  our  Sunday  School  teachers  in  the  Sel- 
ma Church  about  the  possibility  of  an  outpost 
Sunday  School  in  this  section.  Both  of  them  said 
they  had  been  praying  about  the  matter,  and  they 
were  planning  to  ask  about  it!  Of  course  we  dis- 
cussed the  matter  with  the  officers. 

FOUNDED  IN  PRAYER 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  September  24,  we  three 
met  for  prayer  and  then  went  to  take  a  census  of 
the  community.  On  this  first  visit  we  secured  the 
names  and  ages  of  all  the  members  of  the  family, 
their  addresses,  their  church  attendance  and 
membership,  and  asked  if  they  went  to  Sunday 
school.  Then  we  inquired  if  they  would  like  to 
have  a  Sunday  school  in  the  community."  Thirty 
seven  families,  including  seventy-eight  children, 
said  they  were  greatly  interested  in  a  Sunday 
School  and  would  attend  and  support  a  Sunday 
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School  if  we  would  help  them  get  started.  It  was 
a  pleasant  surprise  to  learn  that  many  of  them 
inquired  about  building  a  church. 

The  same  afternoon  we  called  the  manager  of 
the  mill  and  asked  him  if  he  could  assist  us  in 
finding  a  place  to  meet.  He  replied  that  he  would 
be  eager  to  do  anything  he  could  to  help,  includ- 
ing purchasing  a  lot  for  us  if  we  decided  to  build. 

HOMES  USED 

Since  no  convenient  buildings  were  available, 
we  decided  to  meet  in  the  homes.  It  was  difficult 
to  decide  which  homes  to  use,  since  they  were 
all  eager  to  have  the  Sunday  School  meet  with 
them.  October  15,  at  three  o'clock,  was  set  as  the 
time  for  our  first  Sunday  School.  Cards  were  sent 
out  to  all  the  families  in  the  community.  Every- 
one was  to  meet  in  the  same  home  for  the  or- 
ganization. At  that  first  meeting  there  were 
thirty-seven  present.  We  discussed  our  plans  and 
decided  to  use  homes  on  the  same  block  for  our 
Sunday  School.  Five  of  the  homes  were  used  for 
our  classes,  and  the  sixth  for  music.  Cards  were 
again  sent  out  to  tell  where  each  age-group  was 
to  meet.  Our  seven  classes  have  grown  until  we 
now  have  seventeen  in  the  Beginner  Department 
(those  who  haven't  started  to  school),  twelve  in 
the  Primary  (6-8),  eighteen  in  the  Junior  (9-11), 
twenty-one  in  the  Intermediate  (12-15),  seven  in 
the  young  people's  (16-24),  twenty  in  the  wo- 
man's class,  and  twelve  in  the  men's  class — a  to- 
tal of  107  after  the  first  two  months.  After  a 
few  Sundays  class  and  Sunday  School  officers 
were  elected." 

This  building  will  be  finished  ready  for  occu- 
pancy within  the  next  thirty  days. 


Synod's  Church  and  Manse  Planning 
Department 

This  is  a  new  department  of  work  sponsored 
by  the  Synod's  Home  Mission  and  Religious  Edu- 
cation Committee  on  a  fifty-fifty  basis.  There  is 
such  a  demand  for  services  of  our  Director  that 
he  is  booked  far  ahead  all  the  time.  All  communi- 
cations relative  to  this  department  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill,  Director,  714  S. 
Main  Street,  Salisbury,  N.  C.  We  are  giving  for 
information  the  following: 

SUGGESTIONS  OF  PLANNING  AND  BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 

Because  of  the  recent  priority  on  materials 
granted  to  veterans,  building  materials  are  hard 
to  secure  for  church  building  programs. 

Due  to  labor  and  other  costs  you  will  find  brick 
and  other  hard  materials  going  up  in  price  and 
very  difficult  to  get. 

If  you  have  a  building  started,  try  to  get  it 
under  roof. 

If  you  cannot  get  interior  wall  finish  now  do 
not  use  cheap  substitutes.  Use  the  building  in 
the  rough  and  wait. 

Those  who  plan  to  get  out  their  own  timber 
should  get  plans  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  logs 
may  be  cut  the  right  length  for  the  bill  of  lum- 
ber. 

This  lumber  should  be  stacked  on  sticks  for 
drying  and  carefully  covered.  For  best  results  this 
lumber  should  be  air  dried  at  least  ninety  days, 


more  if  possible.  It  can  be  nailed  up  on  the 
building  and  let  dry  under  the  roof  if  you  a  brick 
veneer  job.  If  this  is  done,  by  all  means  cover 
the  sides  with  a  coat  of  cheap  roofing  and  leave 
it  between  the  brick  and  the  wood  when  it  is  pos- 
sible to  add  the  brick. 

No  one  needs  to  be  told  that  this  year  is  the 
time  to  organize  your  building  committee  and 
finance  committee  and  start  raising  funds  if  a  pro- 
ject is  not  planned  for  the  future.  You  do  not 
have  to  wait  for  plans  to  do  this.  Any  church 
can  start  raising  funds  immediately.  Many  have 
been  doing  it  for  years  without  any  plans  and 
now  have  large  sums  in  their  treasuries.  For  ex- 
ample, the  small  mission  church  at  China  Grove, 
N.  C.  had  $7,000  before  they  approached  the  build- 
ing committee  for  plans. 

The  Director  of  the  Planning  and  Building 
Committee  will  meet  with  your  officers  and  give 
a  display  of  churches  and  help  to  plan  your  pro- 
gram at  your  request.  These  requests  are  so 
numerous  that  the  Director's  time  is  scheduled  out 
for  about  30  days  ahead  at  all  times. 

 o  

Services  Rendered  by  this  Office 

The  building  office  does  not  pay  for  plans  for 
any  church.  Draftsmen  are  hired  for  each  church 
after  the  Director  and  church  committee  have 
found  the  design  desired  and  worked  out  the 
needs  for  Sunday  School  and  other  spaces. 

These  draftsmen  work  only  in  their  spare  hours 
on  these  tentative  plans.  This  low  cost  way  of 
getting  plans  makes  it  possible  for  a  church  to 
study  its  needs  and  make  changes  in  the  plans 
without  having  to  hire  an  architect  until  plans 
are  ready  for  details. 

For  small  churches 
that  cannot  afford  an 
architect,  our  committee 
helps  the  draftsman  give 
enough  details  for  a  con- 
tractor to  erect  a  build- 
ing. Designing  and  draft- 
ing is  slow  and  tedious 
work  and  cannot  be  got- 
ten out  in  a  hurry. 

For  larger  churches, 
we  try  to  help  each  com- 
mittee find  their  solu- 
tion to  any  problem  be- 
fore their  plans  go  to  an 
architect.  We  contact 
architects  and  secure 
their  cooperation  in  our 
program. 

Each  committee, 
whether  it  be  from  a  large  church  or  a  small, 
should  make  a  careful  study  of  plans  of  other 
churches  before  coming  to  any  decision  about 
their  own  plans.  The  Director  has  collected  many 
plans  and  good  books  on  church  building  for  you 
to  look  over.  We  also  have  many  pictures  of 
churches  gathered  over  a  wide  area. 

The  Director  recommends  that  good  manse 
plans  be  secured  from  the  new  house  plan  books 
which  are  available  at  F.H.A.  offices.  These  plans 
can  be  ordered  cheaper  than  a  draftsman  can  be 
hired  to  get  out  house  plans,  and  the  Director 
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will  be  glad  to  go  over  manse  plans  with  any 
who  desire  this  service. 

Traveling  expenses  and  salary  of  the  Director 
are  paid  jointly  by  Synod's  Home  Mission  and  Re- 
ligious Education  Committees.  Entertainment 
while  on  a  field  and  meals  on  the  road  are  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  churches  served. 

Churches  that  can  afford  a  contribution  for 
this  service  are  asked  to  send  it  to  Dr.  J.  O.  Mann, 
Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 
Voluntary  contributions  from  larger  churches  and 
individuals  can  make  this  work  more  effective  in 
the  small  church  where  architectural  help  can- 
not be  secured.

Synodical  Auxiliary  Training  School 

Plans  for  the  first  Synodical  Auxiliary  Train- 
ing School  ever  to  be  held  in  North  Carolina  are 
developing  in  a  most  interesting  way,  according 
to  Mrs.  Geo.  U.  Baucom,  Jr.,  Synodical  President 
and  Dean  of  the  Training  School.  The  dates  of 
the  school  will  be  May  31  to  June  6  and  the  place 
is  Peace  College,  Raleigh. 

The  courses  offered  will  be  one  unit  of  Bible 
Study,  one  of  Methods,  and  one  of  Missions  and 
one  of  Stewardship.  The  Bible  Study  teacher  will 
be  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  of  Peace  College;  the  teacher 
of  Methods  will  be  Mrs.  Murdock  MacLeod,  As- 
sistant Secretary  of  Woman's  Work,  of  Atlanta, 
Ga.;  and  Missions  will  be  taught  by  Mrs.  F.  R. 
Crawford,  Farmville,  Va.,  a  former  chairman  of 
the  Woman's  Advisory  Committee  and  now  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Woman's  Work.  Among 
special  speakers  will  be  Miss  Janie  W.  McGaug- 
hey,  Secretary  of  Woman's  Work,  and  Dr.  John  A. 
Redhead,  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

Accommodations  will  be  provided  for  160  dele- 
gates beside  the  necessary  staff  and  faculty.  This 
means  that  not  all  who  wish  to  come  will  be  able 
to  get  in.  It  is  hoped  that  those  who  plan  to 
go  to  the  Montreat  Training  School  in  July  will 
let  someone  else  come  to  Raleigh  so  that  as  many 
as  possible  may  benefit  from  the  two  schools.  Ex- 
penses for  the  week  will  include  a  Registration 
Fee  of  $2.50.  Room  and  Board,  $12.50;  books  and 
supplies  will  be  approximately  $2.00  while  trans- 
portation and  other  expense  will  depend  on  the 
plans  of  the  individual.  Each  Presbyterial  has 
been  assigned  a  definite  number  of  delegates  and 
those  who  wish  to  attend  the  Synodical  Auxiliary 
Training  School  MUST  make  their  reservations 
through  their  Presbyterial  Presidents.

The  Church  College  and  Its 
Community 

Queens  College,  undertaking  to  link  itself  more 
closely  with,  to  minister  to,  and  work  with  the 
community,  in  co-operation  with  the  churches  of 
Charlotte  has  inaugurated  in  the  last  two  years 
an  interdenominational  project  for  training  church 
workers,  such  as  teachers,  officers,  and  laymen 
and  laywomen. 

Under  the  plan  of  the  program,  each  year  three 
schools,  in  the  fall,  winter  and  spring,  are  held. 
In  these  schools  classes  are  taught  by  prominent 
religious  and  educational  leaders.  At  each,  classes 
covering  many  phases  of  church  work  and  reli- 
gious life  are  offered.  These  phases  can  be  classi- 
fied into  various  types  such  as  personal  enrich- 
ment, through  the  study  of  the  Bible,  the  teaching 
of  age  groups,  the  Christian  message  as  applied 
to  the  present  day  problems.  Two  schools  each 
year  have  offered  the  variety  of  courses,  with  at 
least  two  Bible  courses  in  each  group.  The  spring 
school  last  year,  as  will  the  spring  school  of  1946, 
was  a  Vacation  Bible  School  Work-shop,  designed 
for  those  who  teach  or  lead  in  the  beginner  pri- 
mary, or  junior  departments  of  the  Vacation  Bible 
School. 

As  added  features  of  the  program  this  year  two 
courses  have  been  included.  One  will  be  a  day- 
time Men's  Bible  class  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
Queens-Charlotte  Program  of  Leadership  Train- 
ing and  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of 
the  city.  This  will  be  in  the  form  of  a  luncheon 
meeting  for  six  successive  Wednesdays.  The  other 
is  a  day-time  class  for  parents,  particularly  moth- 
ers, entitled  "Guidance  in  Christian  Home-mak- 
ing". Great  response  has  been  shown  to  these  as 
well  as  to  the  regular  classes. 

This  program  in  the  two  years  of  operation  has 
touched  over  one  thousand  persons  each  year  in 
the  city  of  Charlotte  and  the  county  of  Mecklen- 
burg. Of  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-three 
churches  in  the  city  and  county,  seventy-six,  or 
almost  sixty  per-cent  have  had  representation  in 
this  program,  and  twelve  denominations  have  been 
represented. 

Not  only  has  the  program  of  Christian  leader- 
ship education  attracted  local  attention  in  Char- 
lotte and  vicinity,  but  many  inquiries  have  been 
received  from  communities  served  by  church  re- 
lated colleges  over  the  United  States.  Many  of 
these  are  planning  to  inaugurate  similar  programs 
through  their  college. 

An  advisory  committee  has  been  formed  to 
work  with  the  Charlotte  planning  committee  to 
study  the  program  and  to  plan  for  the  future. 
This  committee  includes  Dr.  Herman  J.  Sweet  of 
Chicago,  who  is  director  of  leadership  education 
for  the  International  Council  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation, a  Council  which  represents  forty-two  de- 
nominations, Dr.  J.  Fisher  Simpson,  of  Nashville, 
Tenn.,  director  of  leadership  education  for  the 


Davidson  along  with  other  men's  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  country  is  making  a  distinct 
climb  back  toward  a  normal  enrollment.  The  Col- 
lege enrolled  175  new  students — some  of  them  be- 
ing former  Davidson  students  who  interrupted 
their  work  to  enter  military  service  —  on  Jan- 
uary 28.  This  brings  the  total  enrollment  for  the 
second  semester  to  about  450.  It  is  confidently  ex- 
pected by  next  September  the  College  will  be  car- 
rying its  full  capacity  enrollment. 

The  prospect  of  crowded  conditions  in  colleges 
by  next  fall  is  the  occasion  of  the  College  study- 
ing certain  priorities  in  registration.  Such  prio- 
rities will  be  given  to  former  students  who  entered 
military  service  before  they  completed  their  col- 
lege work  and,  in  the  second  place,  to  freshmen 
who  come  from  our  natural  clientele.  It  is  urgent 
that  parents  and  prospective  students  note  this 
condition  and  make  applications  as  early  in  the 
spring  as  possible  if  they  expect  to  be  assured  of 
enrollment  next  September. 

Announcement  was  recently  made  in  the  daily 
press  of  the  state  of  the  completion  of  the  funds 
for  the  erection  of  the  new  Church.  A  total  of 
somewhat  more  than  $250,000  has  been  given  or 
subscribed  for  this  purpose.  When  construction 
can  begin  is  quite  problematical.  Shortage  of  ma- 
terials and  uncertainty  of  labor,  together  with  high 
prices,  create  the  problem.  It  is  generally  estimat- 
ed that  building  costs  are  up  forty  per  cent  over 
prevailing  prices  of  two  or  three  years  ago.  This 
necessitates  the  consideration  of  securing  more 
funds,  or  greatly  reducing  the  size  or  quality  of 
the  new  Church.  The  latter  we  do  not  believe 
our  constituency  would  desire  us  to  do. 

For  the  first  time  in  more  than  fifty  years  Dav- 
idson is  assuming  responsibility  for  the  feeding 
of  its  students.  The  Banquet  Hall  has  been  open- 
ed this  semester  for  regular  service  of  meals.  Hous- 
ing conditions  in  the  community  for  married  stu- 
dents and  professors  are  acute. 

In  these  trying  and  uncertain  days  Davidson 
College  needs  the  thought,  loyal  interest,  and 
prayers  of  her  many  friends.

THE  SEMI-CENTENNIAL 
YEAR,  1896  -  1946 

For  fifty  years,  first  as  Red  Springs  Seminary 
and  then  as  the  Southern  Presbyterian  College 
and  Conservatory  of  Music,  and  now  since  1914  as 
Flora  Macdonald  College,  this  institution  has  serv- 
ed a  large  constituency  in  Eastern  North  Caro- 
lina as  well  as  in  other  states  and  foreign  coun- 
tries. 

In  this  service  Flora  Macdonald  has  been  the 
successor  to  Floral  College,  situated  between  Max- 
ton  and  Red  Springs.  Floral  College  for  Women 
was  opened  in  1841  and  wielded  a  great  influence 
upon  the  life  of  this  area  for  nearly  half  a  cen- 
tury. The  need  for  such  an  institution  was  so 
imperative  that  the  present  institution  was  open- 
ed in  1896,  eighteen  years  after  the  close  of  Floral 
College. 

Floral  College  and  Flora  Macdonald  College 
have  served  a  thickly  populated  agricultural 
area  where  the  people  were  principally  descend- 
ants of  the  Scottish  Highlanders,  who  immigrated 
to  America  after  the  defeat  of  the  Stuart  Prince. 
These  were  intelligent  and  thrifty  people  who 
held  religion  and  education  in  high  regard  and 
were  eager  for  their  children  to  have  the  best  edu- 
cational advantages  and  Christian  training.  This 
desire  led  to  the  founding  and  development  of 
these  institutions. 

Flora  Macdonald  College,  founded  in  1896  as 
Red  Springs  Seminary,  has  enjoyed  a  remarkable 
development  and  has  rendered  a  service  to  the 
Church  and  the  State  far  out  of  proportion  to  its 
physical  plant  and  financial  strength.  This  has 
been  due  to  the  vision  and  personal  force  of  its 
builders  led  by  Dr.  Charles  G.  Vardell,  who  plan- 
ned and  built  the  College,  and  his  charming  and 
accomplished  wife,  Linda  Rumple  Vardell,  whose 
unusual  talents  as  a  musician  and  administrative 
ability  made  the  Conservatory  of  Music  outstand- 
ing from  the  beginning. 

With  the  policy  of  offering  the  best  tiducational 
advantages  in  a  Christian  atmosphere  at  mode- 
rate cost,  the  success  and  rapid  progress  of  the 
institution  were  assured. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  has  rendered  a  re- 
markable service  to  the  Church  and  to  the  State. 

For  the  Church,  Flora  Macdonald  has  been  con- 
spicuous in  training  young  women  for  service.  She 
has  provided  young  people's  workers,  church  sec- 
retaries, pastors'  assistants,  directors  of  church 
music,  and  teachers  for  the  important  work  of  the 
Auxiliaries,  Presbyterials,  and  Synodicals.  They 
have  served  in  the  Home  Missions  work  and  have 
represented  the  College  and  the  Church  as  foreign 
missionaries  in  Africa,  China,  Korea,  Mexico, 
South  America,  and  Japan.  They  have  served  as 
teachers  of  Bible  in  the  public  schools,  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Church, 
and  as  trustees  of  church-related  colleges.

The  Churches  Are  Taking  Hold 

Last  fall  the  Synod  asked  each  church  to  as- 
sume its  share  of  the  endowment  needed  to  admit 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  to  membership  in 
the  regional  accrediting  agency.  This  will  amount 
to  about  $1.50  per  member  of  each  church.  Synod 
asked  each  congregation  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  raise  the  quota  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
time  as  was  suitable.  Reports  are  coming  in  that 
congregations  are  taking  hold  of  this  greatly 
needed  project.  As  an  illustration,  we  quote 
from  a  card  from  the  clerk  of  the  session  of  the 
Rockingham  Church:  "We  held  a  congregational 
meeting  and  placed  the  matter  before  the  con- 
gregation. They  approved.  We  have  had  one 
Sunday  morning  collection  which  amounted  to 

$115.00,  and  appointed  deacon  to  solicit 

further  contributions,  and  I  am  sure  he  will  com- 
plete the  quota  for  the  Rockingham  church." 

What  has  your  Church  done? 

Back  in  the  dark  days  during  the  war,  when 
enrollments  were  so  far  off  in  all  men's  schools 
and  colleges,  we  wrote  about  the  days  when  young 
men  would  be  crowding  back  from  camps  to 
campuses.  The  day  has  come.  Since  November 
1  we  have  admitted  more  than  eighty  veterans  to 
Presbyterian  Junior  College.  We  have  forty  more 
coming  for  the  refresher  course  which  will  be- 
gin March  4.  Our  dormitory  space  has  long  since 
been  filled,  and  we  are  placing  students  in  rooms 
in  town.  We  need  a  new  dormitory  desperately. 

Religious  Emphasis  Week  was  observed  Febru- 
ary 18  -  24,  with  Rev.  Lay  ton  Fraser  of  the  Max- 
ton  Presbyterian  Church  preaching  twice  daily  to 
the  student  body.  On  Friday,  the  annual  college 
communion  service  was  held.  Thursday  of  that 
week  was  Founder's  Day,  and  an  announcement 
was  made  that  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk  had  given  the  col- 
lege $5,000.00  for  its  endowment  fund. 

A  large  number  of  the  veterans  are  taking  the 
aeronautics  course.  It  is  hoped  that  arrangements 
may  soon  be  made  to  use  the  runways  of  the 
Laurinburg-Maxton  Army  Air  Base  for  the  flying 
instruction.

After  graduation  from  High  School,  the  next 
step  in  the  lives  of  most  young  people  is  College. 
Why?  There  are  several  reasons.  In  the  first  place 
a  high  school  education  has  given  the  youth  of 
today  the  urge  for  more  and  higher  education. 
College  educates  the  young  people  to  meet  their 
own  world  problems.  It  enables  them  to  become 
leaders  in  the  world  at  large.  College  also  educates 
them  to  live  happily  as  one  large  family. 

"No  one  ever  seriously  regretted  taking  a  col- 
lege course,  yet  thousands  of  people  regret  the 
lack  of  a  college  education."  College  men  and  wo- 
men are  in  such  demand  that  it  is  impossible  to 
fill  the  calls  for  them."  "In  dollars  and  cents  a 
college  education  yields  many  times  moire  than  it 
costs." 

CHOOSING  A  COLLEGE:  There  are  three  out- 
standing events  in  the  lives  of  young  people,  one 
of  the  most  important  of  which  is  the  beginning 
of  a  college  education.  Therefore,  the  choice  of  a 
college  should  be  very  carefully  considered.  The 
college  selected  should  be  one  that  fits  the  needs 
of  the  student.  For  instance,  if  the  young  per- 
son plans  to  enter  the  field  of  Religious  Education 
or  Home  Economics  as  a  vocation,  a  Law  school 
should  not  be  chosen  for  that  purpose.  Right  here 
is  where  the  parents  should  lead,  guide  and  direct 
their  sons  and  daughters  in  their  choice  of  a  col- 
lege. 

SELECT  A  SMALL  COLLEGE.  WHY?  Because 
there  is  such  a  wide  step  from  High  School  to 
College.  The  High  School  graduate  is  simply  be- 
wildered when  he  first  enters  college.  In  a  small 
College,  each  student  is  given  individual  atten- 
tion and  special  interest  is  taken  in  every  stu- 
dent by  each  faculty  member.  In  a  large  college 
or  university  the  student  is  simply  a  cog  in  a  wheel. 
If  grades  are  low — that  is,  below  passing  the  stu- 
dent is  simply  asked  to  return  home. 

WHY  A  CHRISTIAN  COLLEGE?  "There  is  a 
wide  call  for  educated  men  and  women,  who  know 
the  way  and  will  go  ahead  and  cause  others  to 
follow."  The  demand  for  Ministers  and  Directors 
of  Religious  Education  is  very  large,  in  fact,  right 
now  the  demand  far  exceeds  the  supply.  "It  mat- 
ters not  how  well  educated  a  person  may  be." 
John  R.  Mott  has  said,  "If  a  person  goes  out  into 
the  world  with  a  corrupt  heart,  an  avenged  will 
and  low  ideals,  that  person  is  a  menace  to  society 
and  a  source  of  weakness  to  the  life  of  a  nation." 
The  Christian  College  provides  the  most  potent 
factor  of  the  home  for  developing  dependable 
character  and  for  giving  direction  to  the  young 
lives  which  are  so  full  of  far  reaching  and  wide 
possibilities.  President  Hadley,  a  former  president 
of  Yale  University  has  said,  "I  do  not  believe  you 
are  going  to  make  the  right  kind  of  a  citizen  by 
a  Godless  education  and  then  adding  in  Religion 
afterward."  "That  idea  is  wrong.  Education  and 
Religion  go  hand  in  hand.  The  greatest  benefits 
parents  can  give  their  children  is  a  CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION."

Church  of  Anderson,  South  Carolina.  He  was  a 
very  fortunate  selection  in  this  most  important 
assignment.  He  brought  forceful,  timely,  challeng- 
ing messages.  He  was  also  available  for  individual 
student  conferences  and  group  discussions.  The 
latter  medium  provided  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  discussing  many  of  the  present  problems  of 
young  people,  and  Mr.  Appleby  was  most  help- 
ful in  assisting  the  students  in  clarifying  some  of 
their  points  of  view  and  general  attitudes.  We 
consider  a  Religious  Emphasis  Week  a  most  im- 
portant part  of  our  school  year. 

All  resident  Peace  students  receive  member- 
ships in  the  Raleigh  Civic  Music  Series  as  a  part 
of  their  lecture-concert  fee  for  the  year.  This  year 
there  are  to  be  seven  concerts.  Among  them  are: 
The  Pittsburgh  Symphony  Orchestra;  Patrice 
Munsel,  soprano;  Egon  Petri,  pianist;  Liboshutz 
and  Nemenoff,  duo-pianists;  The  Ballet  Theatre; 
the  opera,  "Martha";  The  Cleveland  Symphony 
Orchestra.  A  glance  at  the  type  of  attractions  of- 
fered makes  me  realize  one  of  the  many  advan- 
tages the  Peace  students  have  culturally  because 
of  the  location  of  the  college  in  the  city  of  the 
type  of  Raleigh. 

A  new  16  M.M.  Victor  sound  moving  picture 
projector  has  recently  been  purchased  for  use  in 
classrooms  and  for  general  programs,  and  espec- 
ially for  religious  programs.  At  the  present  time 
it  is  planned  to  use  pictures  once  a  month  at  the 
Peace  Student  Christian  Association  meeting  on 
Sunday  night.  Programs  contemplated  immed- 
iately include  "A  Story  of  Five  Hymns,"  "The  Pro- 
digal Son,"  and  "Journeys  Into  Faith."  We  are 
realizing  the  excellent  material  available  for  such 
meetings  and  for  general  classroom  use. 

Our  1946-1947  catalogue  is  ready  for  distribu- 
tion. We  shall  be  glad  to  send  this  to  any  who 
are  interested  in  receiving  it. 

We  are  planning  our  Summer  Religious  Pro- 
gram at  Peace.  We  have  in  prospect  having  seven 
conferences  here.  The  Synodical  Training  School, 
which  is  being  organized  this  year,  will  hold  its 
first  conference  here  May  31 — June  6.  We  are 
delighted  to  provide  the  place  for  this  important 
conference.  Other  conferences  in  prospect  are: 
Albemarle  Presbytery  Young  People,  Granville 
Presbytery,  Pioneers  and  Young  People;  Orange 
Presbytery,  Pioneers  and  Young  People;  Wilming- 
ton Presbytery.  A  summer  program  of  this  type 
guarantees  much  church  activity  here,  and  we  are 
sincerely  hopeful  of  its  amounting  to  a  great  deal 
in  the  promotion  of  our  Religious  Education  work 
in  our  presbyteries. 

We  are  actively  at  work  raising  $40,000  for 
our  Endowment  Fund.  Our  alumnae  have  been 
divided  into  districts  and  are  making  campaigns 
in  these  areas.  Our  church  people  in  general  are 
being  asked  to  demonstrate  their  loyalty  to  Peace. 
We  hope  they  will  respond  most  generously.

Do  we  need  Christian  Schools  Today?  More  than 
ever  before  we  hear  these  words.  "The  fields  are 
ripe  to  the  Harvest."  The  need  of  the  Gospel  is 
felt  today  throughout  the  world.  Who  shall  go? 
There  is  unrest  everywhere.  The  world  needs 
Christ.  The  Church  needs  Christian  young  men 
and  women  now  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

For  the  past  thirty-five  years  Glade  Valley 
High  School  has  offered  a  Christian  Education  to 
boys  and  girls.  Today  the  need  seems  as  great 
as  when  the  school  first  opened  her  doors.  We 
want  to  thank  every  person  who  has  given  a  do- 
nation, who  has  whispered  a  prayer  for  our  suc- 
cess, or  who  has  spoken  a  word  of  encouragement. 
You  have  helped  boys  and  girls  go  out  and  take 
their  places  in  the  world.  You  have  invested  in 
a  life.  What  greater  investment  can  anyone  make? 
We  have  been  proud  of  our  boys  who  have  fought 
gallantly  in  this  war.  So  many  expressed  from 
time  to  time  their  appreciation  for  the  school 
and  what  their  Christian  training  meant  to  them. 
They  carried  the  hope  of  Christ  with  them.  One 
young  Lieutenant  wrote.  "Pray  for  me  and  keep 
the  good  work  up.  It's  worth  it."  In  a  few  days 
the  roar  of  guns  ceased  for  him,  and  he  now  rests 
on  a  battle  field  in  Italy.  We  are  so  happy  he  had 
an  opportunity  to  know  Christ.  We  are  glad  for 
the  Nurses  from  the  school  who  carried  their 
Christian  Training  with  them  not  only  into  Vete- 
ran Hospitals  in  our  own  land  but  overseas. 
.  Glade  Valley's  work  was  begun  when  Alleg- 
hany County  was  considered  one  of  the  lost  pro- 
vinces of  North  Carolina.  The  heating  plant  and 
other  equipment  was  transported  over  the  Blue 
Ridge  Mountain  by  means  of  wagons  drawn  by 
horses  or  oxen — thirty  miles  from  Elkin,  N.  C. 
The  buildings  were  constructed  principally  of  lum- 
ber from  the  trees  which  were  growing  on  the 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  of  land  pur- 
chased for  the  school  site.  The  school  has  manag- 
ed to  carry  on  through  the  years  of  World  War 
T  Then  through  the  lean  years  of  the  depression 
that  we  so  well  remember  and  also  through  World 
War  II. 

The  new  era  demands  new,  larger  and  more 
up-to-date  buildings  and  equipment.  Recently, 
some  improvements  have  been  added,  a  new  heat- 
ing plant  has  been  installed  in  the  basement  of 
the  girls'  building  which  adds  to  the  comfort  of 
both  girls  and  teachers.  Also  hot  water  tank  and 
kitchen  sinks  have  been  installed  which  are  a 
great  help  to  the  girls  in  their  dish  washing.  Plans 
are  under  way  for  better  buildings  and  equipment 
and  we  hope  the  Christian  people  will  remember 
the  school  in  their  prayers  and  give  to  its  sup- 
port that  we  may  be  able  to  carry  on  in  a  more 
efficient  manner.  We  hope  to  have  a  bigger  and 
better  Glade  Valley,  one  the  Church  will  be  proud 
to  own,  as  it's  the  only  strictly  High  School  in 
North  Carolina  supported  solely  by  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church. 

Christian  fathers  and  Mothers  give  their  chil- 
dren Christian  training  and  keep  them  in  Church 


The  winter  quarter  at  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary closes  on  February  23rd  and  will  be  followed 
by  the  annual  Sprunt  Lecturers  Week.  The  Sprunt 
Lecturer  is  Prof.  Howard  T.  Kuist,  Ph.D.,  former 
professor  of  English  Bible  at  Union  Seminary  and 
now  at  Princeton  Seminary.  His  subject  is  "These 
Words  Upon  Thy  Hearts",  a  series  of  lectures  on 
interpretation  of  Scripture. 

The  auxiliary  lecturers  are  Prof.  Edwin  Lewis, 
Th.D.,  and  Prof.  A.  C.  Zabriskie,  D.D.  Dr.  Lewis 
the  author  of  a  number  of  important  books  and 
professor  at  Drew  University,  will  lecture  on  "The 
Redeemer  and  Redemption,"  an  interpretation  of 
the  Gospel  record.  Dr.  Zabriskie,  Dean  of  the 
Virginia  Theological  Seminary  in  Alexandria,  gives 
as  the  title  of  his  lectures  "Richard  Hooker  and 
Frederick  D.  Maurice".  • 

For  the  first  time  in  four  years,  the  annual 
Alumni  luncheon  will  be  held  at  the  Seminary.  A 
large  number  of  Alumni  have  indicated  that  they 
will  be  present. 

Like  most  schools,  the  Seminary  finds  itself 
crowded  by  returning  students.  The  January 
term  for  graduates  was  well  attended  and  in  ad- 
dition there  are  numbers  of  returned  Chaplains 
on  the  campus  for  "refresher  courses".  Among 
these  are  J.  S.  Brown  who  is  working  on  audio 
visual  education  for  the  church,  H.  L.  Reaves, 
Archie  Ray,  Chester  Denham,  A.  C.  McSween,  C. 
H.  DuBose,  C.  W.  Worth,  Cothran  Smith,  Graham 
Lacy,  Stuart  Rohre  and  B.  F.  Brown.  The  Rev.  S. 
Falcao,  a  protestant  minister  from  Brazil,  and 
the  Rev.  B.  Alvarez  from  Mexico  are  also  pur- 
suing graduate  studies  at  the  Seminary. 

In  addition  to  the  graduates  and  Chaplains,  a 
large  number  of  undergraduates  are  returning  to 
the  campus,  or  are  planning  to  take  up  their 
work  again  in  the  near  future.  Richmond  is  al- 
ready crowded  to  capacity,  and  it  is  very  difficult 
to  find  quarters  for  students  and  their  families. 

A  feature  of  the  current  session  has  been  the 
formation  of  "The  Friends  of  the  Seminary".  The 
women's  branch  has  been  organized  extensively 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Louise  Davidson  and 
Synods'  "Key  Women".  Mrs.  E.  C.  Heins,  Jr.,  of 
Sanford  is  the  "Key  Women"  for  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina. 


and  Sunday  School.  There  their  Christian  ideals 
are  molded,  but  there  are  children  who  are  less 
fortunate  and  who  have  not  received  this  earlier 
training.  A  Church  School  gives  them  the  Chris- 
tian training  they  need  so  much  to  make  them 
good  citizens.  Glade  Valley  offers  a  home  to  many 
boys  and  girls  who  have  been  deprived  of  that 
right,  through  some  unfortunate  circumstance.  One 
of  our  girls  said,  "The  one  thing  I  needed  more 
than  anything  else  when  I  went  to  Glade  Valley 
was  a  home."  She  received  Christian  Education 
here  and  is  giving  her  life  in  Christian  service.

aid  College  have  rendered  an  outstanding  service. 
Large  numbers  have  taught  in  the  public  schools 
where  they  have  always  been  in  demand.  They 
have  become  deans  and  professors  in  colleges  and 
universities.  In  the  field  of  music  they  have  ren- 
dered conspicuous  service  as  teachers,  artists,  ac- 
companists, and  performers.  Some  have  become 
authors,  journalists,  and  business  women.  Others 
have  entered  the  professions  as  chemical  and  la- 
boratory technicians,  nurses,  librarians,  social  wel- 
fare workers,  and  home  demonstration  agents. 

The  greatest  service  of  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege women  to  the  Church  and  the  State  has  been 
as  builders  of  Christian  homes  where  they  have 
reared  fine  girls  and  boys  and  have  continued  to 
serve  the  community  as  volunteer  leaders  in  re- 
ligious educational  and  civic  affairs. 

The  ideals  of  unselfish  service  are  constantly 
held  before  the  students  while  they  are  in  col- 
lege, and  they  have  wonderfully  exemplified  these 
ideals  in  every  phase  of  life  wherever  they  have 
lived. 

For  this  work  the  College  has  a  large  com- 
bination building,  consisting  really  of  six  struct- 
ures built  together  as  one.  The  general  effect  is 
that  of  old  Southern  architecture  in  the  midst  of 
a  beautiful  fifty-seven  acre  campus  and  lovely  gar- 
dens. In  recent  years,  under  the  special  care  of 
Dr.  Vardell,  the  gardens  and  grounds  have  become 
famous  for  their  beauty  and  expanse.  In  the 
springtime  visitors  from  far  and  near  come  to  en- 


joy the  blooming  azaleas,  wistaria,  dogwood,  roses 
and  may  other  shrubs  and  flowers. 

There  are  dormitories,  classrooms,  and  labora- 
tories adequate  in  number  and  equipment  for  the 
student  body,  which  varies  from  300  to  340  stu- 
dents. The  faculty  numbers  28  well-qualified  pro- 
fessors, who  are  not  only  well  prepared  for  their 
academic  duties  but  who  also  cooperate  sympa- 
thetically in  the  program  of  Christian  education. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  is  free  from  debt  and 
has  an  endowment  of  $205,000.  Of  this  amount 
$55,000  is  in  the  form  of  scholarship  funds.  Usually 
the  enrollment  exceeds  the  capacity  of  the  col- 
lege, and  many  students  have  been  turned  away 
for  lack  of  room. 

The  Trustees  and  Administration  are  deeply 
grateful  to  God  for  His  blessing  and  to  all  the 
loyal  friends  who  have  made  the  achievements  of 
the  past  fifty  years  possible.  They  re-dedicate 
themselves  and  call  upon  all  friends  of  Christian 
education  to  join  them  in  enlarging  and  improv- 
ing the  equipment  and  resources  of  the  college 
for  better  service  in  this  critical  hour  when  finely 
trained  Christian  leadership  is  so  greatly  needed.

The  86th  General  Assembly  Presby- 
terian Church,  U  S. 

Montreat,  June  23-28,  1946 

The  Assembly  was  opened  with  an  inspiring 
sermon  by  the  retiring  Moderator,  Dr.  Thomas 
Kay  Young  on  "Christianity's  Most  Excellent 
Way,"  I  Cor.  12:31.  Material  for  Moderatorship 
was  abundant.  Three  Ministers  and  one  Ruling 
Elder  were  placed  in  nomination  for  this  high 
office.  Mr.  Kenneth  S.  Keyes,  Miami,  Fla.,  Rev. 
Lloyd  Courtney,  D.D.,  Lewisburg,  W.  Va.  Rev. 
Ernest  Trice  Thompson  D.  D.,  Richmond,  Va.,  and 
Rev.  J.  B.  Green,  D.D.,  Columbia  Seminary,  Deca- 
tur, Ga.  On  the  third  ballot  Dr.  Green  was  de- 


clared elected.  In  taking  the  chair  he  remarked, 
"You  have  elected  me  to  this  office  and  I  am  >bur 
responsibility.  If  you  do  not  co-operate  with  me 
I  may  become  your  liability."  Dr.  Green  was  the 
Assembly's  great  "Asset"  and  makes  a  most  effi- 
cient Moderator. 

REPORTS  OF  EXECUTIVE  AGENCIES 
All  of  the  Assembly's  Committees  mad,;  encour- 
aging reports  of  the  work  committed  to  them.  Ad- 
vancement was  in  evidence  along  all  lines  in  most 
of  the  reports  and  "forward  movements"  were  re- 
commended in  several. 

GOALS  ADOPTED 

1.  500  new  Sunday  Schools  and  Outposts  1946-'47. 

2.  50,000  additions  on  profession  of  faith  during 
the  church  year  1946-'47. 

3.  Assembly's  Benevolence  $2,948,973.00  for  the 
coming  church  year. 

4.  $600,000.00  Assembly's  Home  Mission  Council 
Emergency  Fund  Goal. 

5.  $7,500,000.00  Fund  to  "be  raised  by  a  special 
campaign  or  by  other  methods,  apart  from  the 
regular  budgets,  to  be  designated  for  major 
improvements  or  new  undertakings,  not  in- 
cluded in  the  regular  budgets,  but  of  such  im- 
portance as  to  make  a  strong  appeal  to  the 
interest  and  generosity  of  the  Church."  The 
following  were  elected  as  a  Presbyterian  Pro- 
gram of  Progress  Committee:  Rev.  James  L. 
Fowle,  Chairman,  Rev.  P.  D.  Miller,  Rev.  Lloyd 
Courtney,  Mr.  Kenneth  Keyes,  and  Colonel  C. 
R.  Endsley.  This  Committee  was  empowered  to 
add  to  its  membership. 

FEDERAL  COUNCIL  OF  CHURCHES 
Membership  in  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches 
was  retained  by  a  vote  of  214  to  78.  The  Assembly 
seemed  favorably  inclined  to  reunion  with  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  EVANGELISM 
The  most  disappointing  report  to  the  Assembly 
was  that  of  our  effort  to  reach  a  goal  of  50,000 
added  to  our  churches  on  Profession  of  Faith. 
We  were  humiliated  by  facing  the  fact  that  we 
not  only  made  no  increase  over  our  efforts  of  the 
previous  year,  but  that  we  reported  1800  fewer  this 
year  than  the  previous  year.  Our  Assembly  again 
has  set  a  goal  of  50,000  to  be  added  on  Profession 
of  Faith  during  the  church  year  1947-'48,  which 
means  an  increase  over  the  number  received  this 
year  of  31,087.  This  is  a  great  challenge  to  our 
church.  It  can  be  made  by  fervent  prayer  and 
heroic  effort  on  the  part  of,  not  only  congrega- 
tions, but  individuals  in  every  congregation. 
EVANGELISM  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 
Of  the  seventeen  Synods  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly only  THREE  reported  more  -received  on  Pro- 
fession of  Faith  this  year  than  last.  They  are: 
Alabama,  Oklahoma,  and  NORTH  CAROLINA.  The 
following  table  gives  the  receptions  on  Profession 
of  Faith  by  Synods:

AD  INTERIM  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT  ON  NEGRO 
WORK  ADOPTED 

The  Report  of  the  Ad  Interim  Committee  on 
Negro  Work  and  all  matters  concerning  Negro 
Work  were  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  com- 
posed of  one  representative  from  each  of  the  17 
Synods.  The  member  from  each  Synod  was  selected 
by  the  commissioners  from  that  Synod  at  the 
Assembly.  Dr.  Lloyd  Courtney  was  elected  Chair- 
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man.  The  Recommendations  of  the  Report  are 
as  follows: 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I.  Control  and  Support 

1.  That  work  among  the  Negroes  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.,  be  made  the  responsibility 
of  a  Committee  appointed  for  this  purpose  by  the 
General  Assembly. 

2.  That  this  Committee  bear  the  official  title: 
"The  Assembly's  Committee  on  Negro  Work",  and 
begin  to  function  as  a  formal  agency  of  the 
Church  April  1,  1947. 

(a)  That  our  Negro  constituency  be  given  ade- 
quate representation  in  the  membership  of 
this  Committee. 

3.  That  the  Assembly  provide  a  minimum  of 
$100,000.00  each  year  for  the  financial  support  of 
its  program. 

II.  Evangelism 

1.  That  Synods,  Presbyteries,  and  local  churches 
Troth  White  and  Negro,  throughout  the  Assembly, 
"be  urged  to  organize  outpost  Sunday  Schools  for 
Negroes  wherever  the  way  seems  to  be  clear. 

2.  That  these  mission  points  be  organized  into 
churches  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  under 
Negro  leadership  and  incorporated  into  Snedecor 
Memorial  Synod. 

3.  That  the  Church,  by  every  means  possible, 
seek  to  secure  a  better  trained  Negro  ministry. 
This  will  require  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
meager  salaries  now  paid  to  our  Negro  preachers. 

(a)  To  this  end,  it  is  hoped  that  churches  and 
Presbyteries  will  discover  Negro  youth  who 
show  promise  as  prospective  candidates  for 
the  ministry  and  provide  assistance  for 
them  during  the  period  of  preparation  for 
this  high  office. 

4.  That  the  Assembly's  Committee  on  Negro 
work  start  a  church  and  Manse  Erection  Fund  for 
Negroes. 

5.  That  the  Institutional  Missions  supported  by 
our  Church  intensify  their  evangelistic  endeavors, 
in  order  that  future  Negro  Presbyterian  Churches 
may  be  developed  from  their  impact  upon  the  life 
of  this  group. 

III.  Christian  Education 

1.  That  the  Assembly's  Committee  on  Negro 
Work  co-operate  with  the  Executive  Committee 
of  Religious  Education  and  Publication  in  main- 
taining a  Director  of  Religious  Education  for 
Snedecor  Memorial  Synod. 

2.  That  Educational  scholarships  be  provided 
lay  churches,  organizations  and  individuals  for 
worthy  Negro  youth  in  co-operation  with  the  As- 
sembly's Committee  on  "Christian  Education  and 
Ministerial  Relief." 

3.  That  continuous  and  challenging  publicity  be 
given  to  our  Negro  Work  through  the  channels 
of  the  Church's  publications. 

IV.  Higher  Education 

1.  That  Stillman  Institute  be  thoroughly  re- 
organized and  developed  into  an  A-grade,  four  year 
college. 

2.  That  control  of  the  college  be  vested  in  a 
Board  of  Trustees  chosen  by  the  General  Assembly 
with  a  charter  properly  defining  its  powers. 


(a)  That  the  Negro  constituency  be  given  ade- 
quate representation  in  the  membership  of 
this  Board. 

3.  That  a  strong  school  of  religion  be  developed 
at  Stillman  for  the  training  of  Bible  teachers,  lay 
leaders,  religious  education  workers  and  ministers. 
For  the  present  this  school  should  offer  the  degree 
of  B.R.E.  for  two  years  of  study  after  two  years 
of  college  work;  and  the  degree  of  B.Th.  for  three 
years  of  study  after  two  years  of  college  work. 

At  the  earliest  practicable  date,  this  school 
should  also  offer  the  B.  D.  Degree  for  an  approved 
theological  course  of  three  years  after  the  earn- 
ing of  a  four  year  college  degree. 

4.  That  the  General  Assembly,  in  order  to  move 
toward  the  above  objectives,  approve  a  campaign 
of  $1,000,000.00  for  the  improvement  and  endow- 
ment of  Stillman  Institute. 

V.  Prayer 

That  the  membership  of  the  entire  church 
be  earnestly  requested  to  pray  for  this  great 
cause  and  to  support  it  liberally  with  their  means.

Singing  Hymns  Approved  by  A.R.P. 
Church 

It  is  of  special  interest  to  note  the  action  of 
the  142nd  annual  meeting  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  re- 
lating to  the  singing  of  hymns  in  their  churches. 
By  a  vote  of  108  to  97  the  singing  of  hymns  was  ap- 
proved. The  church  may  now  use  both  Psalms  and 
Hymns. 

Activities  in  Smiths  Church 

(Wilmington  Presbytery) 

Last  winter  the  people  of  this  church  became 
genuinely  interested  in  having  a  better  building. 
A  church  supper  was  planned  for  January  28th, 
and  Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill,  Synod's  Church  Building 
Director,  and  Rev.  L.  A.  Taylor,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Presbytery,  were  invited  to  be  there. 
It  was  an  enthusiastic  meeting.  Both  Mr.  Caudill 
and  Mr.  Taylor  were  there.  Mr.  Caudill  showed 
many  plans  and  pictures,  gave  suggestions,  and 
answered  countless  questions.  At  this  meeting  a 
building  committee  and  a  finance  committee  were 
appointed,  both  of  which  went  directly  to  work. 

After  considering  several  plans,  it  was  unani- 
mously decided  to  move  the  old  church  back,  turn 
it  crosswise  its  present  position,  and  build  a  new 
church  auditorium  adjoining  it,  over  the  same 
spot  where  the  old  building  now  stands,  and  con- 
vert the  old  building  into  a  religious  education 
building. 

Subscriptions  for  about  eleven  hundred  dollars 
have  been  received  within  the  congregation,  part 
of  which  has  been  paid  in.  Some  fine  pine  trees 
on  the  church  lot  were  cut  and  have  yielded  over 
four  thousand  feet  of  lumber,  which  is  now  piled 
and  drying  on  the  ground.  It  is  planned  to  start 
construction  next  fall. 

The  pastor  made  drawings  of  plans  for  the  new 
building  and  the  remodeling  of  the  old,  and  sub- 
mitted them  to  Mr.  Caudill  for  his  approval.  They 
were  approved,  and  blue  prints  were  made  from 
them. 

This  move  to  build  a  new  church  has  stirred 
the  church  in  all  its  activity.  Two  things  are 
especially  noted:  The  attendance  of  the  Auxiliary 
has  more  than  doubled,  and  Sunday  School  at- 
tendance is  about  250,%  of  what  it  was  before.  The 
people  are  enthusiastic  over  the  improved  outlook 
for  their  church.

Notes  from  Pink  Hill  Field 

(Wilmington  Presbytery) 
Since  the  present  pastorate  began  in  this  field 
on  the  2nd  of  December,  1943,  the  following  are 
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highlights  of  the  activity  in  these  churches: 

Forty-eight  persons  have  been  received  on  pro- 
fession of  faith,  ten  by  letter. 

Harper-Southerland  Memorial,  which  was  a 
mission  of  the  Pleasant  View  Church  has  been  or- 
ganized as  a  separate  Church. 

New  Auxiliaries  have  been  organized  in  Harper- 
Southerland  and  Smiths  Churches. 

One  additional  Elder  and  two  additional  Dea- 
cons have  been  ordained  at  Harper-Southerland 
Church,  and  one  additional  Elder  at  Pink  Hill. 

For  the  past  two  years  evangelistic  meetings 
have  been  held  in  all  five  of  the  churches  in  the 
field,  and  vacation  Bible  schools  in  all  except 
Hebron.  Children  from  this  congregation  were 
transported  to  other  schools.  This  year  a  Bible 
School  has  already  been  held  at  Hebron,  and 
four  others  are  projected  in  the  other  four 
churches. 

Looking  for  an  eventual  division  of  this  large 
field,  Pleasant  View  Church  is  accumulating  a 
fund  for  a  manse. 

Pink  Hill  Church  plans  a  new  roof  and  other 
repairs  this  year. 

Harper  Southerland,  with  money  raised  by  the 
congregation  and  a  grant  from  Presbytery's  Home 
Mission  Committee,  has  undertaken  the  comple- 
tion of  the  interior  of  the  church  building,  and 
has  been  stopped  temporarily  by  want  of  mater- 
ials. 

Smith's  Church  has  blue  prints  for  a  new 
church  building,  has  some  lumber  on  the  yard,  and 
a  subscription  of  about  eleven  hundred  dollars  to- 
ward building  costs.  Members  of  the  Church  plan 
to  do  most  of  the  labor  themselves. 

Pleasant  View  Church  has  bought  an  adequate 
supply  of  the  Hymnal  for  Christian  Worship  for  all 
its  services:  Pink  Hill  and  Smiths  Churches  bought 
The  PRESBYTERIAN  HYMNAL  for  their  worship 
services. 

Story  Memorial  Church  Dedicated 

Dedication  services  of  Story  Memorial  Presby- 
terian church  were  held  with  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie, 
D.  D.,  superintendent  of  Home  Mission  work  for 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  as  guest  speaker. 

Rev.  James  A.  Satterfield,  pastor,  presided,  and 
the  church  was  filled  to  capacity.  Music  for  the 
service  was  conducted  by  J.  L.  Gourley. 

W.  P.  Elliott,  ruling  elder,  presented  a  history 
of  the  church  since  it  was  established  in  1934, 
stating  that  the  building  was  erected  in  1935. 

The  pastor  expressed  appreciation  to  the  local 
congregation  for  gifts  and  co-operation  in  com- 
pleting the  building. 

Dr.  Carl  W.  McMurray,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  church  of  Marion,  brought  greetings 
from  the  mother  church  and  other  churches  of 
the  county. 

The  Potts  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church 

The  Potts  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  was 
organized  by  Wilmington  Presbytery  last  Novem- 


ber when  27  came  by  letter  and  18  by  profession 
of  faith.  Since  that  time  9  have  been  received  by 
letter  and  19  upon  profession  of  faith.  The  church 
is  located  at  Pender  lea  (Post  Office:  Willard,  N. 
C.)  a  government  rural  rehabilitation  project.  An 
Army  Chapel  was  purchased  at  Ft.  Fisher,  N.  C, 
and  is  being  moving  to  Penderlea  where  it  will 
be  used  for  all  purpose  at  present.  As  this  is  a  low 
building  it  is  better  adapted  for  class  rooms.  It  is 
hoped  that  a  church  building  can  be  erected  by 
next  year  and  the  chapel  building  will  then  be 
used  for  Sunday  School  and  other  church  activi- 
ties. At  the  present  time  the  meetings  of  the 
church  are  held  in  the  public  school  building.  In 
addition  to  the  Sunday  School,  an  Auxiliary  and 
Pioneer  and  Senior  Young  People's  Fellowship 
Groups  have  been  organized.  Ben  F.  Brown,  former 
Navy  Chaplain,  has  recently  become  the  pastor  of 
the  Potts  Memorial  Church.  He  also  serves  the 
Rockfish  and  Willard  Presbyterian  Churches. 


Roxboro  Takes  a  Forward  Step 

The  congregation  of  the  Roxboro  Presbyterian 
Church,  of  98  members,  has  manifested  great  faith 
in  the  erection  of  a  commodious  church  building. 

MAIN  FLOOR  PLAN 

The  center  of  worship,  or  auditorium  is  the 
Church  Nave.  Gothic  in  style,  it  conveys  a  wor- 
shipful atmosphere  and  spiritual  aspiration  resi- 
dent in  other  type  of  Church  architecture.  The 
doors,  windows,  and  other  necessary  accoutre- 
ments, reflect  beauty  and  strength  as  well  as 
being  of  utilitarian  value.  Seating  200  the 
Nave  is  entered  through  the  vestibule  facing  La- 
mar Street.  The  raised  chancel  is  centered  on  the 
Nave  providing  space  for  pulpit,  organ  console, 
and  choir  seating  of  21.  Immediately  to  the  rear 
of  the  choir  is  the  choir  dressing  room. 


Old  Church 


The  main  floor  of  the  Educational  Building 
(Sunday  School)  is  down  a  half  flight  of  steps 
from  the  Nave.  It  may  be  entered  directly  from 
the  outside  or  through  a  passage  way  extending 
along  the  Chancel. 

The  Pastor's  Study  is  adjacent  to  this  side 
entrance  and  is  furnished  with  a  fireplace,  book- 
shelves, and  closet  space.  Immediately  back  of  the 
Pastor's  Study  is  the  Ladies'  Parlor  seating  46..

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The  Stewardship  of  Self 


MAN  once  wrote  a  letter  to  a  friend  at 
Christmas  time,  in  which  he  said:  "Your  best 
gift  to  the  world  is  the  gift  of  yourself.  I 
want  to  thank  you  for  being  you,  and  for 
being  my  friend."  It  is  quite  true  that  the 
most  valuable  part  of  a  man  is  that  mysteri- 
ous center  of  thought  and  feeling  and  activity  which 
he  calls  himself.  This  is  the  bewildering,  potential 
part  of  him.  Here  personality  is  found  on  its  throne 
of  power.  It  is  of  this  that  we  must  speak  when  we 
talk  of  man  adequately.  It  is  related  to  all  sorts  of 
external  things,  but  personality  is  the  matter  of 
strategy. 

When  we  see  stewardship  in  its  largest  relations, 
we  must  see  how  all  its  other  aspects  come  at  last  to 
center  in  its  relations  to  personality.  Man  is  a  king 
under  God.  And  as  a  king  he  is  responsible  for  the 
realm,  for  the  throne,  and  for  the  man  who  occupies 
the  throne.  The  beginning  of  stewardship  lies  in  the 
fact  that  we  owe  life  and  all  we  possess,  and  the  world 
in  which  we  live,  and  everything  about  it,  to  God.  He 
made  it  all,  and  in  that  sense  we  owe  it  all  to  him.  He 
constantly  sustains  it  all,  and  in  that  sense  it  is  a 
constant  gift  from  Him.  All  this  is  the  basis  for  a 
great  religious  stewardship.  Ic  is  only  a  part  of  the 
basis  for  specifically  Christian  stewardship. 

The  typical  Christian  is  a  man  who  owes  every- 
thing to  the  cross.  His  conscience  has  found  rest 
there.  He  has  there  found  deep  repose  in  spite  of 
the  memory  of  hated  sins.  The  great  energies  of  the 
new  life  have  been  set  free  in  his  heart  as  he  accepted 
the  Christ  and  the  message  of  Calvary.  Everything 
which  makes  life  full  of  meaning  and  opportunity  and 
richness  and  infinite  hope 
come  from  the  cross.  It  is 
the  profound  sense  of  ever- 
lasting indebtedness  to  the 
great  sacrifice  that  makes 
the  deepest  motive  for 
Christian  stewardship.  Life 
is  to  be  lived,  talents  are  to 
be  invested,  everything  is  to 
be  done  in  the  light  of  the 
cross.  Into  this  sense  of 
the  mastery  of  all  life  by 
the  great  redemption  is 
brought  the  added  sense 
that  because  of  creation  and 
the  constant  upholding  of  all 
life  by  the  presence  of  God, 
it  all  belongs  to  Him.  So 
stewardship  is  a  matter  of 
ownership  thrice  enforced. 
By  the  creation,  by  the  sus- 
taining of  the  world  and 
life,  and  by  redemption,  God 
is  the  owner  of  our  lives  and 
all  that  we  possess. 

We  are  stewards  of  our 
bodies.  With  all  the  inti- 
macy of  association  which 
makes  them  seem  very  life 
of  our  life,  they  do  not  be- 
long to  us.  They  are  just 
loaned  to  us.    They  belong

to  God.  We  are  to  use  them  for  Him.  The  defile- 
ment of  the  body  is  not  the  misuse  of  what  is  our  own. 
It  is  the  destruction  of  the  property  of  God. 

We  are  stewards  of  the  mind.  Here  we  come  to 
something  more  intimate  and  personal  than  the  body. 
Even  here  we  cannot  say  "Mine."  God  has  made  our 
minds.  No  mental  activity  would  be  possible  without 
the  present  sustainment  of  God.  And  this  mental  life 
of  ours  has  new  vistas  of  meaning  which  open  before 
it  since  the  great  reconciliation  of  the  cross.  Our 
minds  are  to  be  used  for  God.  They  are  the  servants 
of  God.    Our  thoughts  belong  to  Him. 

Our  emotions  belong  to  God.  Surely  nothing  seems 
much  more  definitely  our  own  than  our  feelings.  But 
God  holds  the  secret  of  our  emotional  life,  even  as  he 
holds  the  secret  of  our  mental  life.  He  made  his  or- 
ganism with  its  capacity  for  feeling.  He  continually 
keeps  it  in  activity.  The  great  work  on  Calvary  has 
one  of  its  supreme  outcomes  in  the  cleansing  and 
making  completely  healthful  of  the  emotional  life. 

We  are  stewards  of  our  wills.  Here  we  may  be 
inclined  to  hesitate.  Is  there  nothing  which  is  our 
very  own?  The  will  is  the  last  citadel  of  the  per- 
sonality. If  it  is  surrendered,  all  is  gone.  The  an- 
swer is  that  all  must  go.  There  must  be  nothing  left. 
All  belongs  to  God.  Stewardship  which  does  not  in- 
clude the  surrender  of  the  will  to  God  misses  the  very 
central  implication  of  our  being  God's  possession. 

We  are  stewards  of  our  activities.  What  we  do  is 
never  done  merely  by  our  own  effort.  Every  deed  is 
possible  because  we  live  in  a  world  God  has  made  for 
deeds,  and  because  He  helps  us  at  the  moment  of  our 
activities.    Some  deeds  disintegrate  and  some  upbuild. 

Calvary  is  the  great  creator 
of  noble  deeds.  By  creation, 
by  God's  present  co-opera- 
tion in  our  activity,  and  by 
redemption,  our  deeds  be- 
long to  God. 

We  are  stewards  of 
our  possessions.  Personality 
finds  no  surer  way  of  ex- 
pressing itself  than  through 
our  use  of  material  values. 
It  is  not  merely  that  a  little 
of  what  we  have  belongs  to 
God.  All  we  have  belongs 
to  God.  He  made  it  all.  He 
keeps  it  a  part  of  our  ex- 
perience. The  experience  of 
new  life  which  He  has  given 
is  a  kind  of  occupancy  of  us 
by  God  which  demands  the 
consecration  of  all  our  pos- 
sessions. All  that  we  are, 
all  that  we  think,  all  that  we 
feel,  all  that  we  do,  all  that 
we  possess  belongs  to  God. 

We  must  remember,  how- 
ever, that  God  does  not  de- 
sire us  to  have  a  slave's 
sense  of  being  property  We 
belong  to  God,  to  be  sure, 
but  we  belong  as  sons  and 
not  as  servants  of  our  God*

Student  Guidance  at  Queens  College 

Our  world  has  become  so  specialized  in  its  work, 
its  culture,  and  even  its  recreation,  that  the  in- 
dividual is  confronted  constantly  with  many 
choices  to  make.  This  is  particularly  true  of  col- 
lege students.  Many  of  the  choices  and  decisions 
which  they  make  during  their  college  days  will 
materially  affect  the  rest  of  their  lives.  For  this 
reason,  student  guidance  has  become  one  of  the 
most  important  features  of  college  education. 

In  a  church-related  college  student  guidance 
is  even  more  important,  for  the  church-related  col- 
lege is  particularly  interested  in  many  of  the  de- 
cisions with  which  the  college  student  must  deal. 
For  some  period  of  time  Queens  College  has  been 
interested  in  improving  its  guidance  program.  A 
number  of  forward  steps  have  been  taken  in  the 
past  few  years,  but  the  work  of  administration  and 
the  faculty  on  the  guidance  program  is  reach- 
ing its  climax  this  summer  in  a  faculty  work-shop 
to  be  held  at  Montreat.  At  this  workshop  a  large 
number  of  the  faculty  will  meet  with  two  experts 
in  the  field  of  guidance.  For  a  week  they  will  work 
for  the  development  of  as  complete  a  guidance 
program  as  is  possible  at  the  College. 

This  summer's  workshop  is  a  natural  follow- 
up  to  the  faculty  workshop  held  last  summer  at 
Montreat.  The  1945  workship  was  devoted  to  the 
perfecting  of  curricular  changes  which  had  been 
planned  for  the  course  of  study  for  sometime. 
Queens  College  is  now  operating  on  a  divisional 
curriculum  plan  in  which  the  offerings  of  the 
College  are  divided  into  six  main  areas  or  divisions. 
A  certain  cultural  core  of  education  is  thus  re- 
quired of  all  students,  but  each  student's  major 
interests  are  met  by  individual  planning.  For 
this  reason,  the  program  of  guidance  becomes 
increasingly  important.  When  requirements  for 
graduation  were  merely  mechanical,  guidance 
could  have  little  effect  upon  choice  of  subjects. 
Under  the  new  curriculum  plan,  however,  good 
guidance  can  result  in  an  individualized  program 
of  education  for  each  student. 

Guidance  is  not  limited  merely  to  choice  of 
school  subjects.  It  is  concerned  with  the  whole 
personality  of  the  individual.  It  is  concerned  with 
her  human  relations,  her  religious  attitudes,  and 
with  all  phases  of  her  development.  With  the  as- 
sistance of  experts,  with  a  background  of  several 
years  of  previous  study,  and  with  a  firm  belief  in 
the  importance  of  the  problem,  the  faculty  hopes 
to  make  the  1946  workshop  in  guidance  a  real  con- 
tribution to  the  life  of  the  College.

The  Trustees  of  Davidson  College,  meeting 
May  24,  elected  twelve  new  members  to  the  Fa- 
culty of  the  College  for  the  coming  school  year. 
A  number  of  these  men  are  to  fill  vacancies  cre- 
ated by  death,  retirement,  and  resignation  through 
the  war  period.  A  number  of  others  are  to  sup- 
ply the  needs  of  the  College  because  of  an  in- 
creased enrollment. 

The  following  younger  members  of  the  Fa- 
culty were  promoted  to  full  professors  at  the  same 
meeting  of  the  Trustees:  Professor  W.  N.  Mebane, 
Jr.,  in  Mathematics;  Professor  J.  T.  Kimbrough, 
Mathematics;  Mr.  James  Christian  Pfohl  in  the 
Music  Department;  Dr.  Thomas  S.  Logan  and 
Dr.  John  B.  Gallent  in  Chemistry,  and  Dr.  Chal- 
mers G.  Davidson,  Librarian  and  Professor  of  His- 
tory. 

At  the  Commencement  on  May  28,  twenty-one 
students  received  their  degrees  from  the  College. 
This  is  the  largest  number  of  graduates  at  any 
one  time  since  early  in  the  war  period.  Honorary 
degrees  were  conferred  upon  five  outstanding 
Alumni  of  the  College.  They  are  as  follows:  The 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  upon  Rev.  Vernon 
S.  Broyles,  Th.D.,  of  the  North  Avenue  Presby- 
terian Church,  Atlanta,  Georgia;  and  Rev.  Edgar 
A.  Woods,  Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Winter  Haven,  Florida.  The  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Pedagogy  was  conferred  upon  Dean  Samuel  G. 
Stukes,  of  Agnes  Scott  College.  Dr.  Algernon  B. 
Reese,  outstanding  physician  of  New  York  City, 
was  awarded  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science.  Hon- 
orable Ernest  Ray  Campbell,  widely  known  attor- 
ney of  Denver,  Colorado,  was  awarded  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

The  enrollment  at  Davidson  College  this  fall 
will  far  exceed  any  enrollment  in  its  history.  Ap- 
proximately nine  hundred  students  are  now  en- 
rolled in  the  student  body  for  next  year.  A  large 
number  of  these  are  Veterans,  most  of  whom  are 
former  Davidson  students. 

The  building  program  of  the  College,  with  the 
exception  of  necessary  remodeling  of  houses,  has 
been  interrupted.  It  is  expected  that  the  New 
Church  and  the  New  Gymnasium  will  be  erected 
as  soon  as  building  restrictions  and  the  procure- 
ment of  materials  will  permit.  The  funds  raised 
for  there  two  buildings  three  years  ago  will,  of 
necessity,  be  supplemented  by  further  gifts  to 
make  possible  the  construction  of  such  adequate 
buildings  as  we  have  planned.

The  Synodical  Auxiliary  has  voted  that  the 
White  Cross  supplies  for  the  present  year  be 
given  to  Presbyterian  Junior  College  for  renovat- 
ing and  furnishing  our  infirmary.  Any  balance 
will  constitute  a  fund,  the  income  from  which  will 
be  used  each  year  for  maintaining  the  infirmary. 
The  college  is  most  grateful  for  the  prospect  of 
having  facilities  which  will  enable  us  to  render  an 
improved  health  program. 

AN  ENLARGED  OPPORTUNITY 

For  some  months  negotiations  have  been  in 
progress  with  War  Assets  Administration  concern- 
ing facilities  at  the  closed  Laurinburg-Maxton 
Army  Air  Base.  At  the  present  time  permit  has 
been  granted  the  towns  of  Laurinburg  and  Maxton 
for  entry  to  and  use  of  the  airport.  The  towns 
have  authorized  a  lease  to  the  college,  which  will 
permit  an  expanded  aviation  program.  Plans  are 
to  begin  a  private  license  training  course  on  June 
6,  and  courses  for  the  commercial  pilot's  license 
and  flight  instructor  rating  will  be  added  on  Sep- 
tember 9.  This  will  afford  an  aviation  training 
school  with  facilities  equal  to  the  best  in  the 
United  States.  Presbyterian  Junior  College  has 
been  carrying  on  an  aviation  training  program 
since  1939,  and  is  now  able  to  expand  its  course. 

The  facilities  turned  over  to  the  towns  provide 
adequate  hangar  space  for  the  C.  A.  A.  approved 
mechanics  training  course,  scheduled  to  open  Sep- 
tember 9. 

Negotiations  are  still  pending,  and  indications 
are  that  a  favorable  answer  will  be  received  soon 
for  the  use  of  other  facilities  for  conducting  an 
expanded  vocational  training  program  designed  to 
prepare  veterans  to  set  up  and  conduct  their  own 
small  businesses.  Each  course  will  consist  of  mas- 
tery of  a  trade,  with  sufficient  business  instruction 
to  enable  the  student  to  carry  on  his  own  business. 
Courses  in  electrical  sales  and  service,  metal  work- 
ing, plumbing,  heat  insulation,  carpentry,  and 
cabinet-making,  freezing  locker  operations,  Deisel 
engines,  laundry  operations,  and  other  vocations 
are  being  arranged. 

136  housing  units  at  the  Skyway  Terrace  on 
the  Laurinburg-Maxton  Army  Air  Base  site  are 
available  for  veterans  in  the  community,  including 
veteran  students  who  wish  to  attend  Presbyterian 
Junior  College.  This  is  a  great  opportunity  for 
married  veterans  who  wish  to  take  college  or  vo- 
cational training. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  is  taking  steps  to  secure  an  extra  college 
worker  to  be  known  as  the  college  chaplain  in 
order  to  insure  a  continuation  of  the  spiritual 
emphasis  in  the  enlarged  vocational  program. 

Our  college  has  a  great  opportunity  for  render- 
ing a  worthwhile  service  to  many  veterans  who 
will  otherwise  find  it  difficult  to  secure  an  educa- 
tion during  the  next  few  years.  The  opportunity 
means  an  added  responsibility.  We  need  the  in- 
terest and  the  prayers  of  all  the  Presbyterians  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.

NINETY  YEARS  OF  SERVICE 

In  May,  1946,  Mitchell  College  celebrated  the 
90th  Anniversary  of  her  founding  in  1856.  To 
celebrate  this  anniversary,  a  bird's-eye  view  of  Mit- 
chell College  from  its  beginning  to  the  present 
was  presented  before  the  Class  Queen,  the  alum- 
nae and  the  friends  of  the  college  on  May  25th. 
The  pageants  was  a  recapitulation  of  the  history 
of  the  college,  in  which  seventeen  presidents  re- 
visited the  Circle  of  Mitchell  campus.  There  were 
pages,  candle  bearers,  candle  beams,  winds,  flow- 
ers and  an  enormous  birthday  cake  to  be  seen 
but  not  eaten.  (Later,  however,  there  was  another 
cake,  a  large,  delicious  birthday  cake  which  was 
auctioned  off  slice  by  slice  at  the  end  of  the  May 
Day  activities.) 

Many  alumnae  were  present  and  lived  over  old 
times  as  their  children,  grandchildren  and  great- 
grandchildren joined  the  college  students  in  de- 
picting the  scenes  of  yesteryears.  The  class  of 
1884  won  first  place  in  attendance.  Their  class 
originally  numbered  four,  one  of  whom  has  since 
passed  to  her  reward.  The  three  living  members, 
Mrs.  Minnie  Hampton  Eliason,  Mrs.  Louise  Hall 
Hill  and  Miss  "Jettie"  Harrill,  were  all  present  at 
this  anniversary  celebration.  Mrs.  B.  F.  Long,  who 
was  a  student  in  the  college  in  1874,  also  graced 
the  festivities  with  her  presence.  All  alumnae  of 
classes  before  1900  were  specially  recognized  and 
presented  old-fashioned  bouquets. 

Mrs.  W.  B.  Ramsey,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Moore  and  Mr. 
R.  S.  Arrowood,  all  former  presidents  of  the  col- 
lege came  to  help  celebrate  this  anniversary.  On 
Monday  morning,  May  27,  as  part  of  the  closing 
exercises,  an  oil  portrait  of  Mrs.  Ramsey,  painted 
by  Mrs.  Rufus  Gwyn  of  Lenoir,  was  presented  to 
the  college  by  Mrs.  Ramsey's  family.  The  presen- 
tation was  made  by  Mrs.  Zack  Hollar,  a  niece  of 
Mrs.  Ramsey,  and  the  unveiling  by  little  Miss 
Kathryn  Adele  Hollar,  a  grand-niece.  Dr.  C.  M. 
Richards  graciously  accepted  the  portrait  on  be- 
half of  the  College  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Other  high  lights  in  the  commencement  activi- 
ties were  the  commencement  address  on  Education, 
Old  and  Modern,  in  North  Carolina  by  Mrs.  Hope 
Summerell  Chamberlain  and  the  Baccalaureate 
sermon  by  Dr.  C.  M.  Richards.  Mrs.  Chamberlain 
is  a  great-granddaughter  of  Dr.  Elisha  Mitchell, 
whose  name  Mitchell  College  bears,  and  is  an 
author  of  note.  Dr.  Richards,  who  is  this  year 
retiring  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
after  many  years  of  valued  service  in  that  capa- 
city, is  Professor- emeritus  of  Davidson  College.

PEACE,  A  JUNIOR  COLLEGE  for  WOMEN 

Raleigh,  North  Carolina

Peace  College  has  just  closed  its  seventh-fourth 
session.  This  has  been  an  outstanding  year  in  the 
history  of  the  college.  We  have  had  a  capacity 
enrollment  of  310  students.  We  were  able  to  an- 
nounce at  commencement  that  our  final  objective 
for  the  year  was  reached,  that  we  now  have  $100,- 
000  for  endowment.  This  should  enable  the  col- 
lege to  request  membership  in  the  Southern  Asso- 
ciation of  Schools  and  Colleges  at  the  fall  meeting, 
and  we  hope  that  the  college  will  be  fully  accre- 
dited after  a  year's  study  on  the  part  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. We  have  raised  about  $50,000  this  year 
from  the  alumnae  and  friends  of  Peace  and 
through  church  organizations.  We  are  particularly 
indebted  to  the  churches,  auxiliaries  and  circles 
that  have  made  contributions  to  Peace  and  can 
assure  them  that  their  help  made  our  goal  possible 
and  that  we  appreciate  their  assistance  very  much. 

Our  next  objective  is  the  building  of  a  gym- 
nasium and  a  West  Dormitory.  We  hope  that 
we  can  proceed  toward  raising  funds  for  these  at 
once.  We  are  sure  that  the  Presbyterians  of  North 
Carolina  want  Peace  to  have  a  progressive  Pro- 
gram. They  have  demonstrated  this  in  assisting 
us  to  reach  our  previous  goals,  the  paying  of  our 
debt  and  the  raising  of  $100,000  endowment. 

We  face  a  busy  summer  at  Peace.  The  Leader- 
ship Training  School  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  George  U.  Baucom, 
Jr.,  will  meet  here  May  31  through  June  6.  This  is 
the  first  time  that  the  Synodical  has  had  such  a 
meeting  and  we  are  happy  that  they  can  meet 
at  Peace.  We  are  also  expecting  to  have  the  Young 
People's  Conference  for  Albemarle,  Granville, 
Orange  and  Wilmington  Presbyteries  here  during 
June  and  July.  These  will  be  here  until  about 
the  middle  of  July.  This  leaves  us  about  2  months 
in  which  to  do  the  repairs  in  the  buildings  and 
to  make  general  improvements  for  the  new  school 
year.  Our  enrollment  for  the  fall  session  has  pro- 
ceeded satisfactorily.  We  have  not  completed  our 
registration,  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  the  high 
schools  in  North  Carolina  are  going  on  a  12-year 
basis  and  there  are  not  as  many  high  school  gra- 
duates this  year  as  usual.  We  are  greatly  en- 
couraged over  our  outlook  at  Peace  College.  We 
are  counting  on  the  loyal  support  of  all  of  our 
Presbyterians  in  carrying  through  our  program.

The  1945-46  session  closed  May  16th  with  gra- 
duating exercises  and  address  by  Rev.  Watt  Coop- 
er, pastor,  N.  Wilkesboro  Presbyterian  Church. 

Fourteen  girls  and  three  boys  received  their 
diplomas  and  each  graduate  was  presented  a  Bi- 
ble as  has  been  the  custom  for  many  years  to 
present  Bibles  to  the  graduates  and  they  prize  the 
Bibles  very  highly. 

The  seventeen  graduates  are  all  members  of 
the  church,  twelve  are  members  of  Glade  Valley 
and  other  Presbyterian  Home  Mission  Churches 
in  four  mountain  counties.  Fourteen  graduates 
are  from  Presbyterian  Home  Mission  Fields  in  these 
counties.  The  majority  of  the  seniors  have  be- 
come Christians  and  united  with  the  Church  since 
entering  the  school.  The  study  of  the  Bible  and 
the  Christian  training  have  influenced  many  of 
these  young  people  to  a  knowledge  of  Christ  as 
their  personal  Saviour. 

Twelve  in  the  Class  averaged  ninety  to  ninety- 
five  for  the  year  which  places  their  names  on 
Honor  Roll  or  Honorable  Mention  List.  The  Scho- 
larship, Music  medals  and  room  prize  for  girls 
were  won  by  seniors  and  two  entered  the  Bible 
essay  contest  and  won  first  and  second  prizes.

In  addition  to  the  scholastic  training  the  sen- 
iors received  some  fine  training  in  the  work  pro- 
gram of  the  school  as  the  three  boys  and  nine 
girls  worked  part  of  their  expenses  in  the  school. 
Some  received  scholarship  aid  given  by  friends 
of  the  school. 

One  outstanding  event  of  the  session  which 
meant  much  to  the  seniors  as  well  as  to  other 
students  was  our  evangelistic  meeting  held  the 
last  week  in  March.  Rev.  R.  L.  Berry,  Belmont,  N. 
C.  assisted  our  pastor,  Rev.  E.  W.  Thompson  in  the 
meeting.  Rev.  Berry  gave  us  some  fine  gospel 
sermons  and  during  the  meeting  fourteen  stu- 
dents made  a  profession  and  this  same  number 
united  with  the  G.  V.  Presbyterian  Church.  Three 
seniors  were  among  the  number  uniting  with  the 
Church. 

Several  of  these  graduates  desire  to  attend  our 
Christian  colleges  and  may  their  dreams  come 
true  this  fall.

The  one  hundred  and  thirty  fourth  session  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  was  brought  to  a  close 
on  Tuesday,  May  21st.  The  Commencement  exer- 
cises were  marked  by  an  impressive  sermon  Sun- 
day morning  from  Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall  of  St.  Louis, 
the  title  of  which  he  did  not  state  but  which  may 
be  summed  up  as  "ATOMIC  MEN  FOR  AN  ATOMIC 
AGE".  Dr.  Wyndham  Blanton,  a  physician  of 
Richmond  and  a  member  of  the  Board,  delivered  a 
unique  and  most  impressive  Commencement  Ad- 
dress on  "THE  RELATIONSHIP  OF  MEDICINE 
AND  RELIGION".  Twenty-two  men  were  gradu- 
ated among  whom  the  following  will  be  located  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina:  R.  V.  Ritchie,  H.  A. 
Spencer  and  C.  H.  Sides,  Jr.,  while  Mr.  W.  C.  Ben- 
nett, a  fellow  elect,  will  assist  at  the  St.  Andrews- 
Covenant  Church  in  Wilmington.  The  degree  of 
Master  of  Theology  was  conferred  upon  nine  stu- 
dents and  the  Doctor  of  Theology  upon  three,  in- 
cluding Rev.  T.  E.  Davis  of  Southern  Pines,  N.  C. 

There  have  been  in  attendance  at  the  Semi- 
nary during  the  session  ninety-four  candidates 
pursuing  the  pre-ordination  courses  and  one  hun- 
dred and  six  grauate  students  among  whom  were 
twenty-four  chaplains.  For  these  latter  special 
Refresher  Courses  had  been  arranged. 

Applications  are  on  hand  for  thirty-three  un- 
der-graduates  who  expect  to  enter  in  September, 
twenty-two  of  whom  are  veterans,  seventeen  of 
whom  are  married  We  have  signed  a  contract 
with  the  Government  for  fifteen  apartments  at. 
the  former  Navy  Deisel  School  in  South  Richmond 
for  occupancy  by  our  married  veterans. 

The  Treasurer  announced  the  addition  of  thir- 
ty-eight thousand  dollars  in  gifts  to  the  perma- 
nent funds  of  the  Seminary,  the  outstanding  item 
in  this  list  being  a  contribution  of  $10,055.55  from 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Gastonia,  N.  C. 
to  establish  a  memorial  scholarship  in  honor  of 
their  late  pastor,  Dr.  J.  H.  Henderlite,  who  was 
for  twenty  years  a  trustee  of  the  Seminary. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  had  its  annual  meeting 
on  the  21st  and  was  greatly  interested  in  the  re- 
port of  Professor  Balmer  H.  Kelly,  Acting  Director 
of  Public  Relations,  who  narrated  the  organization 
of  "The  Friends  of  the  Seminary's"  movement 
which  gives  promise  of  material  support  to  the 
Seminary  and  creation  of  greater  interest  in  the 
offering  of  young  lives  for  the  gospel  ministry. 
By  special  resolution  the  Board  of  Trustees  ex- 
pressed its  appreciation  for  the  loyal  and  efficient 
work  done  by  the  key  members  of  "The  Friends  of 
the  Seminary."  They  especially  recognized  the 
interest  and  labors  of:  Miss  Louise  Davidson,  Be- 
thesda,  Maryland,  General  Chairman;  Mrs.  M.  N.

Flow-Harris  Anniversary 

Flow-Harris  Church,  near  Concord,  N.  C,  ob- 
served the  tenth  anniversary  of  its  founding  on 
April  27th  and  28th.  On  Saturday  evening  the 
congregation  met  for  a  special  anniversary  pro- 
gram at  which  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  D.D.,  was  the 
principal  speaker.  He  delivered  an  address  on 
"The  Clarion  Call  of  Opportunity."  Dr.  J.  E 
Flow,  the  first  pastor  of  the  church,  also  brought 
a  short  message  of  congratulations  to  the  congre 
gation.  The  other  former  pastor  of  the  church. 
Rev.  J.  K.  Parker,  Jr.,  was  unable  to  be  present. 

Following  the  anniversary  service  a  social  hour 
was  held  in  the  recreation  cabin  of  the  church. 
The  members  of  the  Auxiliary  served  punch  an^ 
birthday  cake  to  all  the  guests. 

On  Sunday  morning  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  was  observed  as  has  been  the  annual  cus- 
tom on  Founder's  Day.  Dr.  Flow  preached  the 
morning  sermon,  and  he  and  Dr.  Gillespie  conduct- 
ed the  communion  service. 

The  work  at  Flow-Harris  Church  was  begun 
in  1935  when  Concord  Presbytery  sent  Dr.  Flow 
into  the  Winecoff  School  community  to  investi- 
gate the  possibilities  of  establishing  a  Presby- 
terian church.  Under  his  direction  a  lot  was 
secured  and  a  log  cabin  was  erected.  The  church 
was  formally  organized  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of 
April,  1936,  with  forty  charter  members.  It  was 
named  Flow-Harris  in  honor  of  Dr.  Flow  and  in 
memory  of  Col.  Shakespeare  Harris,  a  Civil  War 
veteran,  who  was  greatly  interested  in  the  church 
until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Almost  immediately  a  campaign  was  begun  to 
raise  funds  for  a  permanent  building.  The  pre- 
sent brick  structure  was  completed  and  dedicated 
on  the  eight  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
church. 

At  present  the  membership  of  the  church  has 
risen  from  the  original  forty  to  one-hundred  and 
forty.  An  adjoining  lot  has  been  purchased,  and 
plans  are  being  made  to  erect  a  manse  as  soon 
as  practicable. 

Since  its  beginning  Flow-Harris  Church  has 
had  three  pastors.  Dr.  Flow  served  the  congrega- 
tion from  the  founding  of  the  church  until  Oc- 
tober, 1941.  He  was  followed  by  Rev.  J.  K.  Parker, 
Jr.,  who  was  pastor  until  the  fall  of  1944.  The 
present  minister,  Rev.  Thurston  Matheny,  was  call- 
ed to  the  church  upon  his  graduation  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  1945.

I  received  her  into  one  church  and  baptized 
her.  This  church  year  I  have  had  the  happy  privi- 
lege of  receiving  a  mother  of  six  into  the  Saluda 
church  on  her  profession  of  faith.  Four  of  her 
children  are  members  of  our  church.  This  mother 
was  also  baptized.  These  two  we  have  been  pray- 
ing for  for  years." 

Kirkpatrick  Heights 

Rev.  J.  A.  Boyd,  Pastor 

This  is  a  government  housing  project  on  the 
outskirts  of  Burlington,  N.  C.  There  are  101  fam- 
ilies living  in  these  buildings.  The  Presbyterians 
have  had  Sunday  School  for  the  children  for  two 
years.  Since  we  are  meeting  in  one  of  the  apart- 
ments we  do  not  have  room  for  any  adults.  The 
attendance  averages  about  40.  The  Home  Mission 
Committee  has  put  in  an  application  for  permis- 
sion to  build  a  church.  We  have  two  active  cub 
troops  among  the  boys  there.  There  are  around 
four  hundred  children  there  and  only  a  few  go 
into  town  to  church  and  Sunday  School.  At  pre- 
sent we  are  the  only  ones  offering  these  children 
any  Sunday  School  advantages.  We  need  a  church 
badly.  A  lot  has  been  secured  for  the  erection 
of  a  church  in  this  encouraging  community  and 
work  on  its  construction  will  be  commenced  at  an 
early  date. 

The  Francisco  Field 

Rev.  Denver  Blevins,  the  new  pastor  of  this 
group,  has  the  following  to  say  about  the  activities 
in  his  field  of  service:  Among  the  many  activities 
in  this  field  is  the  young  people's  work.  In  the  Dan 
River,  Hills  and  Asbury  Churches  young  people's 
groups  have  been  organized,  and  are  doing  fine

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BUDGETING 

Our 

TIME 


HOW  to  find  time  for  Christian  work  as  distin- 
guished from  Christian  living  is  a  difficult 
question  facing  every  conscientious  believer 
who  has  his  living  to  make  in  a  world 
of  many  demands.    How  much  of  my 
time  should  I  give  to  distinctive  re- 
ligious work?     Can  we  clarify  the 
problem? 

First,  it  is  hardly  worthwhile  to 
discuss  the  matter  till  one  has  settled 
the  prior  question,  whether  we  owe 
anything  to  God  and  whether  we  wish 
to  do  the  divine  will. 

Read  Psalm  103,  and  the  parable  of 
the    talents,    "Render    therefore  to 
Caesar  the  things  which  are  Caesar's, 
and   to   God   the   things   which  are 
God's,"  "Ye  are  not  your  own,  ye  are 
bought  with  a  price."    Is  there  some- 
thing to  be  done  for  God  and  humanity  in  this  world; 
and  should  I  have  a  part  in  it?    With  this  basal 
question  met,  we  are  ready  to  consider  the  matter 
of  time. 

What,  then,  is  Christian  work?  The  distinction 
between  work  and  living  is  not  fixed,  but  perhaps 
the  following  groups  of  religious  activities  will 
serve : 

1.  Deeds  of  helpfulness  and  the  practice  of  gos- 
pel graces. 

2.  Self-culture  in  the  religious  life  in  order  to 
grow. 

3.  Witness  bearing  by  faithful  worship  and  testi- 
mony. 

4.  Missions,  in  personal  work  and  in  promotion 
of  the  kingdom. 

5.  Lastly,  all  forms  of  church  work  which  are 
spiritually  motived. 

Ample  variety  there  is  for  service  great  and  small 
and  for  every  sort  of  temperament  and  taste,  apti- 
tude, and  equipment — place  not  for  ten  talents,  but 
for  a  hundred  kinds  of  talents.  How  much  time 
shall  I  devote  to  one  or  another  or  all  of  these  lines 
of  distinctive  labor  for  the  Master?  For  different 
people  and  to  some  extent  for  every  person  the 
problem  presents  two  phases.  It  is  a  problem:  First, 
of  finding  time  in  a  busy  day;  second,  of  taking  time 
in  our  leisure  hours. 

Looking  at  the  matter  this  way  simplifies  the  so- 
lution. It  is  difficult  to  say  which  phase  presents  the 
harder  task.  The  former  appeals  to  one  on  the 
higher  level  of  character;  and  when  the  sense  of 
obligation  has  been  felt,  is  the  simpler.  It  is  often 
said  that  if  you  want  something  done,  find  a  busy 
person.  A  trained  business  man  schooled  to  efficiency

and  industry  will  most  naturally  do  fine  things  for 

Christ,  if  and  when  he  is  really  converted! 

Economists  are  fairly  agreed  that  more  is  ac- 
complished in  eight  hours  than  in  twelve.  Is  it  not 
possible  that  by  a  half  hour  spent  on  an  errand  of 
mercy  or  fifteen  minutes  at  noon  on  the  Sunday 
school  lesson,  or  by  keeping  the  morning  watch,  the 
grocer  may  find  the  day's  trade  is  somewhat  more 
satisfactory,  and  the  hard-working  farmer  that  he 
gets  more  done? 

One  may  save  time  by  taking  time  to  do  his  bit 
for  the  Lord.  A  little  of  the  old  Book,  a  few  min- 
utes of  prayer,  some  big  or  little  service  to  one  in 
need,  time  taken  now  to  set  right  this  misunder- 
standing, to  make  amend  for  that  unkindness  or  in- 
justice of  yesterday — such  pieces  of  Christian  work 
will  increase  output,  will  oil  the 
wheels  for  more  effective  activities. 

In  respect  to  the  other  phase  of  the 
question  —  taking  time  for  leisure 
hours — we  face  the  drag  and  under- 
tow of  self-indulgence  which  is  more 
viciously  insistent  than  even  the  pres- 
sure of  making  a  living.  The  use  of 
spare  time  is  a  grave  problem  in  the 
present  age,  and  likely  to  be  more 
grave.  It  is  predicted  that  soon,  on 
the  average,  five  hours  of  industry 
will  provide  both  for  necessities  and 
for  comforts.  This  portends  a  vast  op- 
portunity either  for  glorious  achieve- 
ments or  for  awful  wastage.  Tell  me 
what  one  does  with  leisure  and  I  will  tell  you  what 
sort  he  is,  or  what  he  is  going  to  be. 

It  has  been  remarked  that  we  should  budget  our 
time:  a  cold-blooded  idea,  but  worth  consideration. 
The  day's  schedule  must  vary  with  the  individual  as 
to  the  segment  set  apart  for  Christian  work.  For 
one  it  will  be  the  morning  hour.  There  is  an  intrud- 
ing challenge  right  here  for  some:  Are  you  willing 
to  get  out  of  bed  fifteen  minutes  earlier  for  the  glory 
of  God.  For  many,  the  noon  hour  gives  the  chance 
for  saying  the  kind  word,  lending  the  helping  hand, 
talking  up  the  worthy  cause,  or  doing  a  fine  piece  of 
personal  work.  Suppose  that  today,  in  a  hundred 
factories  at  the  noon  hour,  after  the  dinner-pail  is 
emptied  and  the  men  are  comfortably  loafing,  each 
and  every  Christian  on  the  payroll  says  to  himself 
with  a  murmured  prayer,  "I'm  going  over  and  talk 
with  so-and-so  and  see  if  I  can't  get  hold  of  him 
religiously!"  And  the  white-collar  chap,  too,  high 
and  low,  a  fine  chance  that  same  noon  hour  for  giv- 
ing a  moral  lift  or  pull  or  jolt  to  some  acquaint- 
ance. 

For  the  majority,  evening  brings  the  opportunity 
if  not  the  mood.  This  is  the  convenient  season  for 
making  Christian  growth!  And  let  it  be  said  that 
real  values  of  character  and  enrichment  hinge  on 
very  slight  choices,  e.  g.,  between  two  books,  one 
better,  one  poorer;  or  between  two  magazine  articles, 
two  visits  that  may  be  made,  two  lines  of  conver- 
sation. The  good  and  worth-while  Christian  is  often 
only  a  little  way  apart  from  the  inane,  useless  and 
demoralizing.  It  is  so  easy,  if  one  will  to  enrich 
mind,  broaden  vision,  warm  the  heart,  kindle  one's 
ambition  by  his  evening's  reading.  The  option  be- 
tween two  rival  social  engagements  may  be  that  be- 
tween inspiration  and  dissipation.

...  0/  God 


THE  exclamation  of  the  Almighty  in  the  Psalms 
of  David:  "Thou  thoughtest  that  I  was  alto- 
gether such  an  one  as  thyself,"  indicates  the 
provincialism  of  the  religion  of  that  far  off  day. 
God,  to  the  masses  of  the  Israelitish  people,  was  a 
national  god — a  provincial  hero,  whom  they  alone 
should  worship  and  to  whom  none  but  themselves 
should  offer  the  oblations  of  sacrifice. 

But  Christ  came  to  translate  that  meager  con- 
ception of  a  national  deity  into  an  ever-broadening 
appreciation  of  the  Father  of  all  mankind.  "I  must 
be  about  my  Father's  business,"  He  cried  as  with 
the  eager  eyes  of  youth  he  looked  into  the  worried 
face  of  a  mother  concerned  about  his  welfare.  That 
"business"  was  the  broadening  of  the  concept  of 
the  people  concerning  God  and  his  work  among 
men. 

How  long  it  took  that  deeper  understanding  to 
sink  into  consciousness  of  those  reared  in  the  nar- 
rowing limitations  of  the  Jewish  creed  of  that  day 
may  be  surmised  when  we  note  that  even  after  his 
years  of  labor  with  his  apostles  the  question  that  was 
the  last  to  spring  to  their  lips  before  his  ascension 
was  "Wilt  thou  at  this  time  restore  the  kingdom  to 
Israel?"  It  must  have  been  disappointing  and  de- 
pressing to  the  Christ  to  realize  that  despite  all  of 
his  efforts  to  the  contrary  that  these,  his  chief  min- 
isters, were  still  thinking  in  the  insignificant  terms 
of  a  narrow  Jewish  nationalism. 

But  even  today,  after  the  passage  of  nineteen 
hundred  years,  do  we  find  ourselves  so  very  much 
nearer  the  goal  of  a  universal  God  than  were  those 
far  off  Gallilean  fishermen?  Today  when  Christian 
meets  Christian  on  the  fields  of  conflict  he  is 
not  so  much  concerned  about  the  fact  of  right 
prevailing  as  he  is  that  his  own  particular  na- 
tional creed  shall  be  sustained  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  conflict. 

Perhaps,  after  all,  there  is  no  great  opportunity 
for  us  to  boast  of  our  extended  vision  and  broaden- 
ing sympathy  while  there  still  remains  the  division- 
ing  of  Christendom  into  huge  contending  groups, 
each  chiefly  interested  in  achieving  its  own  end 
rather  than  joining  under  the  royal  banner  of  King 
Immanuel  for  the  world  conquest. 

Hear  Christ's  agonizing  prayer,  "That  they  may 
be  one  in  us."  From  our  present  perspective  this 
seems  to  be  the  case  of  "coming  events  casting  their 
shadows  before."  It  would  seem  that  Christ's  fore- 
knowledge of  the  crucial  divisions  of  Christendom 
constituted  a  portion  of  his  agony  in  the  Garden 
•f  Gethsemane.

After  all  is  said  and  done  we  can  only  worship 
our  conception  of  God.  We  cannot  worship  that 
which  we  do  not  understand  Him  to  be.  If  our  con- 
ception of  Him  is  small,  weak  or  vicious;  good,  high 
or  glorious,  our  attempt  to  serve  Him  will  be  essen- 
tially colored  by  our  attitude.  But  we  can  congratu- 
late ourselves  on  this  one  thing,  that  God  takes  into 
consideration  our  limited  knowledge  and  renders  his 
judgments  accordingly. 

An  ever  widening  conception  of  deity  makes  for 
an  ever-broadening  sympathy  for  humanity  and  to 
the  degree  that  we  find  the  power  to  press  back  the 
horizon  of  our  affections,  thus  enlarging  the  scope 
of  our  humanitarian  relationships  the  nearer  we 
come  to  being  what  God  meant  us  to  be  and  what 
Christ  labored  and  died  that  we  might  attain. 

God  is  not  a  god  of  divisions  nor  Christ  a  Christ 
of  nationalities.  Our  petty  bickerings  are  nothing 
to  them  but  annoyance.  Our  claims  of  place  and 
position  one  over  the  other  in  our  social  system  must 
appear  to  the  Almighty  like  so  many  ants  climbing 
on  each  others'  back  to  ride  to  a  position  of  pre- 
eminence, the  only  difference  being  that  our  ant  hill 
is  of  slightly  more  importance  than  that  of 
the  infinitesimal  builders  that  we  trample  under 
foot. 

How  God  must  smile  at  our  tissue-paper  pride, 
our  ignorant  bickerings,  our  cruel  anti-social  cul- 
tures, our  vicious  national  and  international 
creeds,  our  greeds,  our  grafts  and  all  the  vast 
low-browed  family  that  constitute  the  immediate 
descendants  of  self-centeredness.  But  his  smile 
must  be  a  smile  of  bitter  disappointment,  and,  as 
well,  of  divine  condescension  or  He  would  not  let  us 
live  beyond  the  split-second  it  would  take  to  snap 
the  switch  of  his  power  and  snuffing  out  the  life  of 
the  world,  leaving  it  but  a  burned  and  crusted  cin- 
der to  continue  its  lonesome  and  fateful  journey 
through  space. 

Oh  God!  give  us  a  greater  conception  of  thy  love 
and  a  new  birth  of  thy  power,  with  a  deeper  sen»* 
of  thy  universal  heart  and  mind.

Home  Mission  Emergency  Cam- 
paign 

One  of  the  most  important  matters  before  our 
church  during  the  next  three  months  will  be  the 
Home  Mission  Emergency  Campaign  for  raising 
of  the  sum  of  $600,000  throughout  the  General 
Assembly.  The  raising  of  this  amount  will  com- 
plete the  original  goal  of  $1,250,000,  authorized 
by  the  General  Assembly  four  years  ago.  $250,000 
plus  $85,000  for  self-denial  offering,  making  a 
total  of  $335,000,  has  been  the  goal  for  each 
Campaign  during  the  previous  years.  We  have 
fallen  short  of  our  goal  from  sixty  to  seventy-five 
thousand  each  year.  To  make  up  this  shortage 
the  Home  Mission  Council  increased  the  average 
goal  of  $250,000,  plus  the  $85,000  for  Self  Denial 
offering  to  the  amount  of  $600,000.  This  explains 


why  a  larger  amount  is  asked  for  this  year.  This 
quota  is  to  be  distributed  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing scale: 

A  -  That  the  first  $335,000  raised  be  distributed 
as  follows: 

1.  To  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Campaign. 

2.  To  provide  for  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Home  Missions  the  $85,000  Home  Mission  Special 
Offering. 

3.  Of  the  funds  remaining  after  these  deduc- 
tions, 75%  be  returned  to  the  Synods  in  propor- 
tion to  their  net  gifts  and  25%  be  appropriated 
by  the  Council  without  reference  to  Synod's 
boundaries,  but  solely  on  the  basis  of  the  larger 
needs  of  the  church  as  a  whole. 

B  -  That  funds  received  in  excess  of  $335,000  be 
distributed  as  follows:  30%  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Home  Missions  as  a  supplement 
to  the  seasonal  offerings;  after  this  deduction 
75%  of  the  funds  remaining  be  returned  to 
the  Synods  in  proportion  to  their  net  gifts, 
and  25%  be  appropriated  by  the  Council.

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  been  ap- 
portioned $104,840.00  of  this  amount.  This  has 
been  allotted  to  the  several  Presbyteries.  Each 
Presbytery  has  accepted  its  apportionment  and 
several  have  increased  the  amount  assigned 
them  several  thousands  dollars.  We  trust  that  an 
earnest  effort  will  be  put  forth  on  the.  behalf  of 
each  Presbytery  to  reach  in  full  the  goal  set 
before  it.  The  fact  that  three-fourths  of  the  net 
amount  raised  by  each  Presbytery  will  be  re- 
turned to  Synod's  Committee  for  allocation  should 
be  a  strong  challenge  to  each  Presbytery  to  raise 
the  full  amount  of  its  quota.

Immanuel  Vacation  Bible  School 
A  Success 

Rev.  John  A.  Ricks  has  been  doing  a  fine  work 
with  exceedingly  poor  tools.  His  building  is  an  old 
garage  reclaimed.  Material  is  being  collected  for 
a  new  church  building  and  in  the  near  future 
this  splendid  group  will  be  better  housed.  Rev. 
John  A  Ricks  gives  the  following  account  of  the 
Bible  School: 


The  Vacation  Bible  School  of  Immanuel  Pres- 
byterian Church  reached  a  greater  number  of 
children  this  year  than  any  year  since  the  School 
was  started.  The  enrollment  was  120,  and  our 
average  attendance  was  eighty-three  for  the  two 
weeks.  The  high  point  in  attendance  was  ninety- 
five.  When  you  get  that  many  in  a  space  the  size 
of  a  four  room  house,  there  is  about  as  much  ac- 
tivity as  there  is  on  an  ant  hill.  Nobody  in  the 
church  is  more  anxious  for  our  church  building 
than  are  our  teachers. 

We  had  two  cars  and  a  truck  running  on 
regular  routes  bringing  in  pupils  to  Bible  School. 
On  such  occasions  it  is  not  unusual  for  a  five 
passenger  car  to  be  transformed  into  a  twelve 
passenger  car. 

We  stress  the  Catechism  during  Bible  School. 
We  had  one  to  recite  the  Shorter  Catechism  and 
six  to  recite  the  Child's  Catechism. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  provided  a  lunch  each 
day  for  the  Beginners  and  Primaries. 

On  Sunday  night  after  Bible  School  we  had  our 
Commencement.  A  love  offering  was  given  the 
worker  furnished  by  Presbytery,  Miss  Audrey 
Turner.  We  felt  it  the  best  Bible  School  we  had 
ever  had.

Rev.  J.  S.  Johnson  and  his  splendid  wife  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  fine  activities  enumerated  in 
our  last  issue  in  the  Francisco  group  of  churches. 


Wildwood-Moorehead  City  Field 

Rev.  J.  V.  Axtell  is  the  efficient  pastor  of  this 
group.  During  the  last  year  these  two  churches 
have  reduced  the  appropriation  made  to  them  by 
the  Home  Mission  Committee  $100.00.  The  Wild- 
wood  Church  has  raised  money  for  repairing  and 
altering  the  church  building  and  a  very  success- 
ful Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  was  conducted  at 
Wildwood  this  summer.  A  promising  junior  boy 
has  expressed  a  desire  to  become  a  minister.  As 
he  has  an  unusually  devoted  mother  he  is  likely 
to  carry  through. 

The  Webb  Memorial  Church  at  Moorehead 
City  has  received  nineteen  into  the  church  mem- 
bership during  the  present  pastorate  of  thirteen 
months.  The  Youth  Fellowship  has  been  revived. 
The  Sunday  School  attendance  averages  about 
75%  of  the  enrollment.  In  one  Sunday  School 
the  attendance  exceeded  the  enrollment.  Property 
improvements  have  been  made  as  follows: 

1.  New  chairs  for  choir. 

2.  New  heating  system  for  church. 

3.  Christian  and  National  flags  placed  in 
church. 

4.  Church  floors  refinished  and  new  runners 
for  aisles  laid. 

5.  Lot  north  of  church  has  been  cleared  of 
brush,  plowed  and  seeded. 

6.  Money  raised  for  new  church  organ. 

7.  Church  and  manse  painted. 

8.  Bulletins  for  services  in  use. 


Dallas  and  Hepzibah  Making 
Progress 

Rev.  J.  Hector  Smith  speaks  of  the  advance- 
ment of  this  group  as  follows: 

The  work  in  this  field  has  shown  a  marked 
progress.  Most  notable,  in  the  increase  in  the  at- 
tendance upon  the  services.  S.  S.  Attendance  has 
increased  more  than  20%  in  both  churches.  The 
church  attendance  has  also  increased  and  the 
future  looks  good. 

At  Dallas  we  had  eight  additions  on  Profes- 
sion and  several  reclaimed  during  the  year.  The 
church  here  is  looking  forward  to  the  erection  of 
a  new  house  of  worship,  so  badly  needed  to  carry 
on  the  work.  For  this  a  very  desirable  lot  has 
been  secured  and  the  building  fund  is  growing 
weekly  awaiting  the  time  when  restrictions  will 
be  redrawn  so  work  can  begin.  The  Hepzibah 
work  has  shown  a  good  growth  and  with  a  mem- 
bership of  92  the  greatest  in  its  history.  The  men 
of  the  congregation  have  lumber  sawed  from  the 
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church  property  to  erect  a  community  house  on 
rre  grounds  which  will  add  to  the  fellowship  ad- 
vp.ntages  of  the  whole  church  and  provide  for 
nriitional  space  to  care  for  the  enlarged  S.  S.  The 
™ork  looks  good  here. 


Kirkpatrick  Heights  Outpost 

Rev.  J.  A.  Boyd,  the  new  pastor  at  Piedment 
Presbyterian  Church,  is  very  much  encouraged 
over  the  outlook  of  the  Outpost  of  his  church  in 
the  development  known  as  Kirkpatrick  Heights. 
He  has  the  following  to  say  relative  to  the  church 
activity  in  this  Community.  A  location  has  al- 
ready been  secured  for  a  building  and  we  hope 
that  the  plans  for  this  equipment  will  materialize 
at  an  early  date.  This  is  a  Government  housing- 
project  on  the  outskirts  of  Burlington,  N.  C. 
There  are  101  families  living  in  these  buildings. 
The  Presbyterians  have  had  Sunday  School  for 
the  children  for  two  years.  Since  we  are  meeting 
in  one  of  the  Apartments  we  do  not  have  room 
for  any  adults.  The  attendance  averages  about 
40.  The  Home  Mission  Committee  has  put  in  an 
application  for  permission  to  build  a  church.  We 
have  two  active  cub  troops  among  the  boys  there. 
There  are  around  four  hundred  children  there 
and  only  a  few  go  into  to  town  to  church  and 
Sunday  School.  At  present  we  are  the  only  ones 
offering  these  children  any  Sunday  School  ad- 
vantages. We  need  a  church  badly. 


Gape  Fear  Church  Receives  29 
Members 

Rev.  W.  Paul  Hollar,  pastor  of  this  church, 
writes  as  follows  of  the  activities  of  this  new  or- 
ganization formed  April  23,  1944:  — 

The  Cape  Fear  Presbyterian  Church  seems  to 
be  very  much  alive,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  with 
the  laying  off  of  workers  at  the  ship  yard  the 
church  lost  many  fine  families. 

During  the  past  four  months,  twenty-nine 
new  members  have  been  received,  seats  and  pul- 
pit furniture  was  secured  from  one  of  the  chap- 
els at  Fort  Fisher  which  improved  the  beauty  of 
the  sanctuary  for  worship;  the  new  Sunday 
School  building  is  nearing  completion;  the  walls 
and  floors  of  the  old  Sunday  School  building- 
have  been  painted;  and  the  yard  has  been  cleared 
of  old  building  material  and  general  rubbish. 
We  had  a  most  successful  Vacation  Bible  School 
with  an  enrollment  of  eighty-three. 


Elim  Vacation  Bible  School 

More  than  two  score  years  ago,  Rev.  Benjamin 
Boswell  Palmer,  a  colored  minister  born  in  Sum- 
ter, S.  C,  was  pastor  of  the  Elim  Negro  Presby- 
terian Church  near  Milton.  After  the  death  of 
this  negro  minister  this  church  was  dissolved. 
For  a  number  of  years  Rev.  N.  R.  Claytor,  pastor 
of  the  Mitlon  Presbyterian  Church,  has  been 
preaching  at  this  church  and  hopes  to  organize 
a  negro  Presbyterian  Church  at  this  point  at  an 
early  date. 

A  most  interesting  Vacation  Bible  School  has 
been  recently  held  at  this  point,  an  account  of 
which  follows: 


"The  Elim  Presbyterian  Bible  School,  which 
was  conducted  by  Miss  Doll-Lena  Palmer  proved 
io  be  very  successful.  Two  full  weeks  were  given 
especially  for  the  small  children  who  showed  a 
spirit  of  enthusiasm  for  their  work,  as  well  as 
much  joy  for  play. 

It  was  suggested  by  little  Sammie  Lee  Jeffries, 
seven-year-old,  that  all  of  the  children  use  a  few 
minutes  of  their  play  period  in  beautifying  the 
church  yard.  All  agreed.  So  at  the  close  of  May 
the  children  had  learned  many  new  Bible  verses, 
songs,  stories  and  left  at  the  church  a  beautiful 
clean  yard.  It  is  hoped  that  these  little  accom- 
plishments will  further  their  interest  and  prog- 
ress in  school  this  coming  school  year."

Summaries  of  Home  Missions  by 
Presbvteries 

ALBEMARLE  PRESBYTERY 

Mr.  Henry  A.  Walker,  Chairman 
Rev.  H.  N.  McDiarmid,  Executive  Sec'y 

There  are  fifteen  home  mission  fields  in  Albe- 
marle Presbytery.  Eleven  of  these  fields  have 
been  served  with  regular  pastors,  or  supplies 
throughout  the  year.  Two  will  secure  regular 
workers  early  in  the  new  church  year,  leaving 
two  vacancies,  one  of  these  being  a  new  field. 

The  home  mission  churches  will  report  more 
than  their  one  in  ten  additions  to  the  church  on 
confession  of  faith,  this  being  one  of  the  most 
encouraging  features  of  our  work  during  the  pres- 
ent year.  An  aggressive  program  of  evangelistic 
meetings  has  already  been  planned  for  summer 
and  fall  of  the  ne.w  church  year. 

The  greatest  single  draw  back  to  Albemarle 
Presbytery's  work  is  the  lack  of  adequate  church- 
es and  manses.  Congregations  are  worshipping  in 
pack-hourse,  in  homes,  school  houses  and  under 
trees,  when  the  weather  will  permit.  Notwith- 
standing these  conditions,  very  little  relief  has 
been  secured  because  of  abnormal  building  de- 
mands. The  Presbytery  now  has  twenty-two 
building  projects  which  ought  to  have  immediate 
relief.  Edenton  will  occupy  the  educational  unit 
of  its  new  church  plant  on  April  1st,  though  not 
fully  completed.  Additional  money  will  be  needed 
to  complete  the  structure. 

Last  year  four  new  churches  were  organized, 
these  making  twelve  new  churches  in  the  last 
four  years.  During  the  year  new  outposts  were 
established  at  Kinston  in  the  Rivermont  section 
and  at  New  Bern  in  the  Colonial  Heights  and 
Green  Park  Areas.  Albemarle  Presbytery  is  wide 
open  for  additional  outposts  as  soon  as  money 
and  ministers  are  available.  Communities  are 
most  responsive  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Contributions  for  the  year  are  running  a  little 
ahead  of  last  year.  A  small  balance  will  be  had  at 
close  of  church  year  with  obligations  of  the  Com- 
mittee paid.  In  order  to  secure  additional  funds 
for  the  work,  Presbytery  overpaid  its  quota  for 
Emergency  Fund  $2500  with  understanding  that 
this  amount  be  sent  back  to  the  Home  Mission 
Committee.

CONCORD  PRESBYTERY

The  work  of  Home  Missions  in  Concord  Pres- 
bytery made  steady  progress  during  the  past  year. 
The  newly  established  office  of  Executive  Secre- 
tary made  a  large  contribution  to  this  progress 
through  all  the  personal  contacts  of  the  secre- 
tary with  the  mission  churches  and  workers  and 
through  the  publicity  given  the  work  in  "The 
Concord  Presbyterian."  A  Church  and  Manse 
Fund  was  established  and  continues  to  add  new 
members  to  its  rolls. 

The  minimum  salaries  of  all  workers  was 
raised  to  $2,000.00  and  a  manse.  Several  vacant 
fields  were  filled  and  supplies  arranged  for  others. 
The  laymen  of  the  Presbytery  have  served  most 
satisfactorily  as  pulpit  supplies  in  many  cases. 
A  worker,  Miss  Kathleen  Scott,  was  placed  in  the 
Hickory  field  where  the  Sweetwater  and  Belk 
Memorial  Churches  were  organized.  A  most  suc- 
cessful Retreat  was  held  in  Statesville  for  the 
workers  and  members  of  the  Committee.  Several 
of  the  workers  and  their  wives  enjoyed  a  vacation 
at  Montreat,  their  expenses  being  paid  by  the 
Committee.  The  Bethany  Church  of  the  Harmony 
Group  is  attempting  to  become  self-supporting 
with  its  own  pastor.  Several  regroupings  were 
made  for  a  more  effective  service  to  the  churches 
concerned.  Some  repairs  and  improvements  to 
mission  churches  were  made.  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  and  evangelistic  meetings  were  held 
in  almost  every  Home  Mission  church  in  the 
Presbytery.  Much  progress  was  made  toward 
building  a  house  of  worship  at  Immanuel.  All  in 
all  the  Home  Mission  program  of  the  Presbytery 
is  most  encouraging.

FAYETTEVILLE  PRESBYTERY

Rev.  C.  M.  Gibbs,  Executive  Sec'y 

Fayetteville  Presbytery  now  has  fifteen  work- 
ers and  a  Superintendent  of  the  Home  Mission 
work.  These  workers  are  supplying  22  churches 
which  receive  appropriations  from  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Funds  and  seven  churches  which  do  not  re- 
ceive aid  from  the  Home  Mission  Funds.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  we  have  four  outpost  preaching  and 
Sunday  School  points  and  two  institutions  at 
which  our  workers  are  serving. 

We  have  only  two  fields  which  are  vacant  at 
this  time.  The  other  is  being  supplied  with  regu- 
lar services,  with  the  exception  of  one  small 
church. 

We  have  before  us  the  prospect  of  opening 
three  new  fields.  First,  near  the  Veterans  Hos- 
pital near  Fayetteville.  Through  appropriations 
from  Home  Mission  Emergency  Fund,  the  Pres- 
bytery, and  the  Belk  Foundation  and  other 
sources  building  has  started  on  an  attractive  and 
well  located  lot.  Second,  a  field  at  Laurinburg  and 
Laurel  Hill  at  Mill  villages  in  this  area.  Miss 
Sara  Little  has  recently  made  a  survey  of  this 
area  with  most  encouraging  results.  Third,  in 
Harnett  County  four  churches  already  estab- 
lished, but  which  have  not  had  adequate  service. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  support  which  the 


Synod's  Committee  has  given  us  in  this  work 
and  ask  for  the  same  appropriation  for  the  next 
church  year. 

The  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  will  be 
approximately  $3000.00. 

GRANVILLE  PRESBYTERY

Work  in  all  the  churches  has  been  active  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  Roxboro  Church  was  without 
a  pastor  the  first  two  months  of  the  year.  Rev. 
G.  W.  Heaton  came  June  1st  and  under  his  able 
leadership  the  church  is  very  active.  Efforts  are 
underway  to  building  a  new  church  building. 
The  congregation  has  raised  over  $15,000.00  in 
cash.  They  have  been  awarded  a  bequest  of 
$15,000.00,  together  with  other  funds  they  expect 
to  receive  will  put  the  building  program  well  on 
the  way. 

The  pulpits  in  the  South  Wake  Group  of 
Churches  were  vacated  when  Rev.  J.  C.  Lawrence 
moved  in  September.  A  forward  step  was  taken 
in  this  field;  Varina- Willow  Springs  and  Fellow- 
ship Churches  were  put  into  a  group.  To  this 
field  was  called  Rev.  J.  R.  Phipps  who  came 
March  1st;  Mt.  Pleasant  and  White  Memorial 
were  grouped  with  Oakland  to  make  a  new  group. 
Plans  are  under  way  to  build  a  manse  near  the 
Mt.  Pleasant  Church.  The  Willow  Springs  Church 
is  in  the  midst  of  a  building  program  that  is  pro- 
gressing slowly  but  surely  and  at  some  future 
date  they  will  have  a  beautiful  church. 

Bellview  Chapel  near  Selma  is  well  on  the 
way  to  completion,  and  will  be  a  great  joy  to  a 
fast  growing  outpost  Sunday  School. 

The  Durham-Northgate  work  is  progressing 
— a  lot  was  purchased,  a  building  for  worship 
and  S.  S.  has  been  made  available  and  is  being 
enlarged.  New  members  are  being  added.  Funds 
are  being  accumulated — looking  towards  the  erec- 
tion of  a  modern  church  building. 

During  the  year  White  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Raleigh  was  organized  with  a  mem- 
bership of  two-hundred-fifty  members.  While 
they  are  still  worshipping  with  the  congregation 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  they  are  look- 
ing forward  to  having  their  own  organization  and 
a  pastor  by  the  early  fall. 

All  other  of  the  churches  receiving  aid  from 
Home  Mission  Fund  have  Pastors  and  the  work 
is  going  forward. 


MINISTERS 

There  are  many  things  in  our  Home  Mission 
work  for  which  we  are  grateful,  but  at  the  top 
of  the  list  we  would  put  our  gratitude  for  a  loyal, 
consecrated  group  of  Ministers  and  Workers.  Not 
because  they  are  not  wanted  elsewhere,  but  be- 
cause of  their  loyalty  to  a  task  and  the  challenge 
of  the  opportunity  of  service  are  they  with  us. 
The  Committee  is  grateful  for  the  coming  of  Rev. 
G.  W.  Heaton  to  Roxboro  and  Rev.  J.  R.  Phipps 
to  Varina.  We  commend  each  and  all  to  your  con- 
tinued confidence,  prayers  and  support. 
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KINGS  MOUNTAIN  PRESBYTERY

At  the  meeting  of  Kings  Mountain  Presby- 
tery in  the  Mount  Holly  Church  on  April  16,  our 
Home  Mission  Committee  had  one  of  the  best,  if 
not  the  best,  report  in  its  history. 

The  outstanding  item  was  that  three  of  our 
ten  Home  Mission  fields  reached  self-support.  The 
Brittain-Union  Mills  field  became  self-supporting 
June  1,  1946;  the  Cherry ville  Church  and  the 
Spindale-Ellenboro  group  reached  self-support  at 
the  end  of  the  church  year. 

We  were  also  glad  to  report  that  the  Presby- 
tery reached  its  goal  of  five  new  Sunday  Schools 
sponsored  by  the  Olney  Church;  Friendship 
during  the  year.  These  are  the  Robinson  School, 
Chapel,  sponsored  by  the  Kings  Mountain  Church; 
Martha's  Chapel,  sponsored  by  the  Unity  Church, 
and  Brittain  and  Union  Mills  each  have  an  out- 
post. 

The  interest  in  our  Presbytery  in  the  great 
Home  Mission  cause  is  shown  by  its  response  to 
the  Home  Mission  Emergency  Fund.  During  the 
past  four  years  it  has  each  year  given  beyond 
the  askings  and  the  past  year  the  gifts  were  lar- 
ger than  ever. 

While  giving  largely  to  others  beyond  our 
bounds,  we  have  also  been  blessed  in  our  receipts 
for  the  work  within  the  bounds  of  our  Presby- 
tery. These  have  enabled  us  to  help  many  of  our 
Home  Mission  churches  with  their  building  pro- 
grams and  to  make  the  minimum  salary  of  our 
Home  Mission  workers  $2000  and  a  manse. 

In  gratitude  to  our  Lord  for  His  blessings 
upon  our  Home  Mission  Work  during  the  past 
year,  we  are  endeavoring  to  make  the  best  better 
by  dedicating  ourselves  afresh  to  reach  the  un- 
reached within  the  bounds  of  our  Presbytery. 

MECKLENBURG  PRESBYTERY

Rev.  R.  H.  Stone,  Executive  Sec'y 
The  Home  Mission  Committee  of  Mecklenburg 
has  during  the  year  1945-46  under  the  blessing 
of  God,  accomplished  the  following  things: 

1.  Initiated  and  to  a  large  degree  financed  the 
Minister  to  the  Hospitals.  Atlanta  and  Rich- 
mond Presbyterians  are  considering  a  similar 
service  to  the  sick. 

2.  The  Piedmont  Courts  Chapel  has  been  built 
and  is  ready  for  dedication.  A  church  has  been 
organized  within  it  and  is  now  the  growing 
Seigle  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church. 

3.  Sunset  Hills  Church  has  been  built  and  will 
soon  be  ready  for  a  Sunday  School. 

4.  Three  new  chapels  have  already  been  organized 
under  our  direction.  Other  surveys  have  been 
made  and  there  are  other  places  to  be  organ- 
ized within  the  near  future.  We  have  empha- 
sized the  chapel  movement  throughout  the 
Presbytery.  Through  Committee  motivation 
some  of  the  larger  churches  are  undertaking 
to  organize  Chapels.  Other  communities  will 
be  entered  before  the  Assembly  meets. 

5.  We  have  purchased  a  home  now  used  for  a 
manse. 

6.  Great  emphasis  has  been  laid  upon  Daily  Va- 

cation Bible  Schools  and  Evangelism. 


7.  We  have  secured  some  pastors  and  others  are 
considering  our  fields.  We  now  have  too  many 
vacant  pulpits. 

8.  We  have  offered  our  workers  a  ten-day  va- 
cation at  Montreat;  have  given  them  helpful 
books;  made  liberal  Christmas  gifts;  in  some 
cases  have  increased  salaries  and  have  held 
our  annual  Home  Mission  Conference,  which 
proved  quite  profitable. 

9.  We  have  the  best  Home  Mission  Emergency 
Fund  campaign.  To  date  the  Presbytery  has 
sent  to  Atlanta  $8,314.58,  which  is  in  excess  of 
the  highest  amount  paid  in  any  previous  year. 
Our  work  has  been  handicapped  in  that  we 
have  been  unable  to  secure  lots  and  to  build 
for  our  necessary  expansion.  The  lack  of  ade- 
quate pastoral  work  has  likewise  crippled  our 
endeavors. 

God  has  given  us  splendid  Christian  laymen 
who  have  rendered  excellent  service  in  the 
various  churches. 

We  are  undertaking  new  work  and  are  laying 
especial  emphasis  upon  work  in  textile  areas  as 
soon  as  the  proper  workers  are  available. 

This  year  we  have  ministered  to  the  sick, 
helped  to  feed  the  poor,  extended  the  Kingdom 
through  building  and  preaching  the  gospel.  We 
are  undertaking  great  things  for  God  and  are  ex- 
pecting great  things  from  God.  The  cords  are  be- 
ing lengthened  and  the  stakes  are  being  streng- 
thened. 


ORANGE  PRESBYTERY

The  Home  Mission  work  of  Orange  Presbytery 
for  the  past  year  has  been  marked  largely  by 
jhange.  Drs  C.  E.  Hodgin  resigned  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Home  Missions  and  Rev.  T.  Henry  Pat- 
terson, D.  D.,  took  over  his  work  under  the  name 
of  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Presbytery. 

Many  of  the  Home  Mission  churches  were  pas- 
torless  twelve  months  ago,  but  at  the  present 
time  every  church  in  the  Presbytery  either  has 
a  resident  pastor  or  supplied  regularly  with  tem- 
porary or  stated  supply.  Six  new  men  have  come 
to  Home  Mission  churches  or  fields  during  the 
past  twelve  months  as  pastors  or  supplies.  Three 
new  groupings  have  been  made  in  the  Presby- 
tery and  two  more  are  in  the  making.  The  Pleas- 
ant Grove-Griers  Churches  were  separated  from 
Yanceyville  and  Bethesda,  the  latter  churches  be- 
coming independent,  leaving  the  Pleasant  Grove, 
Griers  a  new  home  mission  project.  The  New  Hope 
Church  was  separated  from  Hillsboro  and  placed 
in  a  field  with  Pittsboro  and  Haywood.  Rev. 
George  M.  Pickard  serves  these  three  churches  as 
Stated  Supply.  The  Kirkpatrick  Heights  Home 
Mission  project,  Burlington,  N.  C,  has  been 
grouped  with  the  Piedmont  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  work  is  being  carried  on  by  the  new  pas- 
tor, Rev.  J.  A.  Boyd  and  the  officers  of  his  church. 

Plans  are  now  in  the  making  for  starting  an 
entirely  new  project  in  Siler  City,  grouping  the 
work  with  the  Mt.  Vernon  Springs  church,  leaving 
Gulf,  Goldston,  Cumnock  and  Farmville  as  a  new

Home  Mission  Investments 

For  the  past  four  years  the  word  Emergency 
has  been  associated  in  our  thinking  with  the 
work  of  Home  Missions.  This  year  we  are  thinking 
not  so  much  of  "Emergency"  but  of  "Invest- 
ments." "Home  Mission  Investments"  is  the  title 
of  the  study  book  for  the  Home  Mission  Season, 
October  8th — November  3rd.  The  author,  Dr.  R. 
A.  Lapsley,  Jr.,  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  describes  in  a 
most  interesting  way  the  investments  of  the  Home 
Mission  Emergency  Funds;  of  investments  in 
congregations,  buildings,  money,  human  souls  and 
in  the  future.  This  book  is  to  be  studied  by  the 
men,  women,  and  young  people  of  our  church. 
"The  Presbyterian  Survey,"  "The  Presbyterian 
Women,"  and  "Presbyterian  Youth,"  and  church 
papers  will  contain  additional  articles-  during  the 
early  fall  for  use  by  the  study  groups. 

Literature  for  use  during  the  Week  of  Prayer 
and  Self-denial,  October  27-November  4,  will  be 
mailed  from  the  Atlanta  office  to  local  auxiliary 
presidents. 

The  Emergency  Fund  Campaign  to  raise 
$1,250,000  over  a  period  of  five  years  for  use  in 
establishing  new  Home  Mission  work,  in  new 
fields,  of  new  opportunities  was  launched  in  1942. 
We  are  now  in  the  fifth  year  of  the  campaign 
and  altho  interest  and  gifts  have  increased  each 
year,  the  yearly  goal  has  never  been  reached.  The 
1946  General  Assembly  therefore  called  upon  the 
church  to  finish  the  job  of  raising  the  whole 
amount.  In  order  to  do  this,  the  goal  for  this 
year  is  $600,000,  this  amount  to  take  care  of  the 
accumulated  shortage  of  the  past  four  years.  The 
quota  of  each  Synod,  Presbytery,  and  local  church 
will  be  much  larger  than  previously.  As  we  make 
our  gifts  and  offer  our  prayers  in  order  that  the 
goal  may  be  reached,  let  us  remember  that  we 
are  investing  in  human  souls.

Barium  Springs,  1946 

If  you  drive  through  Barium  Springs  you  will 
see  a  beautiful  place,  trees,  buildings,  and  the 
children.  There  always  seem  to  be  plenty  of  chil- 
dren. Why  are  they  there  and  where  do  they 
come  from? 

An  inquiry  reveals  the  fact  that  they  are  not 
there  because  of  lack  of  money.  They  are  there 
for  the  most  part  because  of  the  destruction 
which  has  come,  not  as  the  direct  result  of  the 
war  but  as  an  aftermath.  Homes  were  broken  up 
by  the  fathers  going  into  the  service  and  the 
mothers  going  to  work  in  war  plants  and  other 
things.  When  the  war  was  over  these  families 
somehow  did  not  reunite  again. 

How  are  the  children  turning  out?  More  than 
250  Barium  boys  and  girls  were  in  the  service  of 
our  country.  Fifteen  of  those  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice.  Those  returning  do  not  seem  spoiled  by 
their  experiences.  On  the  contrary,  they  seem  to 
be  a  serious  sober-minded  set.  A  gratifying  num- 
ber are  planning  to  enter  college.  Several  of  these 
have  expressed  a  desire  to  enter  the  ministry. 

What  of  the  future  of  Barium?  Family  wel- 
fare continues  to  be  one  of  the  main  objectives 
of  our  work.  In  spite  of  that  the  hosts  of  needy 
children  seem  never  to  decrease.  When  one  con- 
dition is  remedied,  another  condition  seems  to 
arise.  Just  as  it  is  in  medicine,  when  one  dis- 
ease is  conquered  a  new  disease  appears  on  the 
horizon.  As  long  as  there  are  needy  children  our 
Orphanage  has  a  job  to  do.  The  greatest  danger 
our  Orphanage  faces  is  that  some  day  it  may  be 
forgotten,  that  the  good  people  of  our  church 
may  become  so  interested  in  other  things  that 
they  would  forget  Barium.  They  may  forget  to 
pray  for  it;  they  may  forget  to  love  it,  and  then 
it  would  be  a  lonely  place  indeed.

ber  of  our  colleges  have  no  larger  units  of  sup- 
port than  the  Presbytery.  For  years  it  has  been 
recognized  that  any  unit  less  than  a  Synod  is  in- 
adequate for  the  enrollment  and  financial  sup- 
port of  a  college. 

The  President  of  one  of  our  leading  Baptist 
institutions  of  the  South  tells  me  that  he  has  re- 
peatedly told  his  Associations:  "You  can  have 
your  colleges  if  you  want  them;  if  you  do  not 
want  them,  you  will  not  have  them."  History 
bears  him  out  in  that  statement.  Whether  we  will 
it  or  not,  we  possess  and  control  our  colleges  in 
the  church  and  for  the  church  as  long  as  we  want 
them.  When  we  cease  to  want  them  enough  to 
give  them  statesmanlike  support,  for  one  reason 
or  the  other,  we  cease  to  have  them.

Queens  College  and  the  Churches  of 
Charlotte 

Mary  Louise  Woodson 
For  the  past  two  years  Queens  College  and  the 
churches  of  all  denominations  have  been  work- 
ing together  on  a  cooperative  project  to  streng- 
then the  teaching  of  religion  in  this  commun- 
ity. 

In  the  school  year  just  closed  the  Queens 
Charlotte  Leadership  Schools,  three  in  number, 
have  enrolled  a  total  of  1124  persons  from  Char- 
lotte and  the  churches  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
city.  The  three  schools  of  the  year  past  have 
offered  '26  different  courses  from  which  495 
credit  cards  were  issued  to  those  taking  credit 
work. 

The  Leadership  Schools  are  open  to  all  who 
are  interested  in  attending  without  cost  to  the 
individual,  or  to  his  church.  Most  of  the  churches 
actively  participating  in  the  project,  however, 
make  a  contribution  to  the  work.  During  the 
past  two  years  the  largest  number  of  churches 
having  workers  enrolled  in  any  one  school  was 
fifty-nine,  representing  twelve  different  denomi- 
nations. 

The  "Queens-Charlotte  Leadership  Schools" 
are  operated  under  the  direction  of  committees 
composed  of  ministers  and  lay  persons  from  the 
Charlotte  Churches,  and  representatives  from 
Queens  College.  The  four  committees — Executive, 
Strategy,  Finance  and  Curriculum  committees 
plan  and  direct  the  program  of  training  schools. 
The  schools  for  church  workers,  including  the 
church  member  who  is  not  teaching  church 
school  and  any  other  interested  member,  as  well 
as  teachers  and  officers,  meet  in  the  churches  of 
the  city,  rotating  location  for  convenience. 

The  first  Leadership  School  of  the  project 
offered  six  different  courses  or  classes.  The  de- 
mand has  been  such  that,  at  the  last  large  school 
of  1946  eleven  courses  were  offered,  with  over  500 
persons  enrolled.  Two  of  the  eleven  classes  were 
held  as  daytime  classes,  one  being  a  series  of  six 
Bible  studies  for  business  men  held  as  a  luncheon 
class  within  an  hour's  time,  the  other  a  daytime 
class  on  parent  education  held  for  mothers.  The 
mothers'  class  had  a  nursery  for  the  children  of 
mothers  attending  the  study. 

Of  the  three  annual  schools  one  is  devoted  to 
a  specialized  task,  that  of  training  techers  and 
directors  of  Vacation  Church  Schools.  This  serv- 
ice enables  churches  without  trained  leadership 
to  secure  specific  training  for  workers  in  Vaca- 
tion schools.  This  school  is  called  a  "Workshop" 
because  of  the  informality  and  variety  of  activi- 
ties which  it  offers  in  preparing  leaders  for  Va- 
cation Church  School  work. 

The  first  school  (Fall)  of  the  year  1946-47  in 
the  Queens-Charlotte  Leadership  Schools  has  at 
least  one  new  kind  of  class.  The  interdenomina- 
tional Christian  Youth  Council  of  Mecklenburg

Presbyterians  and  Their  Colleges 

Now  it  is  the  time  for  the  membership  of  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church  to  become  aware 
of  her  colleges;  otherwise  we  may  look  to  see 
them  gradually  liquidated.  We  have  been  doing 
considerable  talk  and  some  planning  in  our 
church  courts  about  the  primacy  of  this  phase 
of  the  church's  program.  We  have  succeeded  in 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  a  good  number  of 
leaders  among  the  ministers,  officers,  and  women, 
the  urgent  need  of  the  church's  renewed  support 
of  education.  Thus  far  not  very  much  has  hap- 
pened to  indicate  that  without  further  conviction 
and  action  much  will  really  be  accomplished. 

Meanwhile,  the  colleges  must  meet  larger  de- 
mands than  ever  before.  It  would  be  harsh  and 
all  but  disloyal  for  a  college  like  Davidson  to 
turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  plea  of  a  greatly  increased 
number  of  young  men  for  admission.  The  fact 
is,  however,  that  the  more  students  a  college  has, 
the  more  professors  are  required.  Either  a  college 
employs  a  larger  faculty,  or  it  will,  of  necessity, 
do  less  effective  teaching.  The  thoroughness,  the 
personal  interest,  and  the  Christian  influence  of 
the  College  will  then  suffer. 

One  cannot  but  be  impressed  with  the  im- 
mediacy and  the  liberality  with  which  the  needs 
of  the  State  Universities  are  met.  In  recent  days 
the  Board  of  our  University  System  in  North 
Carolina  has  met  and  approved  more  than  a  mil- 
lion dollars  of  construction.  It  is  done  in  a  busi- 
ness-like fashion.  The  money  is  forthcoming  be- 
cause the  taxpayers  provide  it.  Meanwhile,  the 
tax-supported  institutions  and  the  independent 
colleges  of  the  nation  are  forging  ahead  accord- 
ing to  their  needs  and  their  plans.  Millions  upon 
millions  of  dollars  are  being  provided  by  friends 
who  believe  in  them  and  their  work.  This,  we  can 
regard  as  fortunate  and  praiseworthy. 

The  fact  remains,  however,  that  if  the  Church 
Colleges  are  to  keep  pace  -  and  there  are  still 
more  of  them  than  of  either  other  group  -  they 
must  have  behind  them  the  confidence,  the  loy- 
alty, and  the  support  of  the  Church  and  Church 
people  in  ways  hitherto  unseen.  Statesmanship  is 
demanded  in  the  church  to  handle  this  matter. 
Influential  pastors  are  needed  to  secure  for  the 
colleges  the  devotion  and  loyalty  of  congregations 
and  individuals. 

It  would  seem  high  time  that  our  denomina- 
tion, as  a  whole,  assumed  responsibility  for  her 
educational  program.  We  stand  quite  apart  from 
the  general  practice  of  our  strong  sister  denomi- 
nations in  this  regard.  In  addition  to  local  sup- 
port of  their  colleges  and  seminaries  through 
Presbyterians  and  synods,  they  carry  in  their 
over-all  denominational  treasuries  large  funds 
for  education.  We  have  our  congregational,  pres- 
byterial,  and  synodical  home  mission  treasuries 
and  programs;  but  these  do  not  prevent  our  hav- 
ing our  Assembly's  Home  Missions  as  well.  A  num-

Flora  MacDonald  College 

"WHAT  OF  THE  FUTURE?" 

With  the  growth  and  achievement  of  fifty 
years  behind  her,  what  of  the  future  of  Flora 
Macdonald  College?  This  was  the  subject  of  much 
of  the  discussion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
commencement  meeting  in  May.  A  review  of  her 
present  status  revealed  the  following  facts: 

Flora  Macdonald  is  a  senior  college,  fully  ac- 
credited by  the  College  Conference  and  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  of  North  Caro- 
lina and  is  on  the  non-member  list  of  the  col- 
leges approved  for  teacher  training  by  the  South- 
ern Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools.  It  meets  the  requirements  of  the  South- 
ern Association  in  most  respects,  except  those 
dependent  upon  its  financial  resources,  princi- 
pally in  the  matter  of  endowment  and  salaries. 

The  college  plant  has  adequate  dormitories, 
class  rooms,  laboratories,  and  library  facilities 
for  a  student  body  of  330  students,  and  it  has 
a  well-equipped  Conservatory  of  Music,  all  this  on 
a  spacious  campus  with  beautiful  gardens.  It  is 
located  in  the  center  of  a  large  Presbyterian 
constituency. 

The  college  offers  the  B.  A.,  B.  S.  (in  Home 
Economics),  and  B.  M.  degrees,  and  an  excellent 
business  course.  It  has  a  faculty  of  thirty  mem- 
bers and  an  enrollment  which  overtaxes  its  ca- 
pacity. The  boarding  student  enrollment  is  great- 
er than  that  of  any  other  woman's  college  owned 
and  controlled  by  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church.  Each  year  the  college  graduates  from 
fifty  to  sixty  well-trained  young  women. 

The  policy  of  the  founders  to  offer  the  best 
educational  advantages  with  positive  Christian 
training  at  moderate  cost  has  been  faithfully 
followed  with  gratifying  results.  The  graduates 
of  Flora  Macdonald  are  well  known  for  the  qual- 
ity of  their  training,  their  Christian  character, 
and  their  spirit  of  service. 

The  immediate  objectives  of  the  Trustees  are: 

"First,  to  improve  the  physical  plant  and  the 
equipment  of  the  college. 

"Second,  to  increase  the  endowment  to  meet 
the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Southern 
Association." 

To  attain  these  objectives,  a  campaign  to  se- 
cure the  necessary  funds  is  in  progress.  The 
prayers  and  support  of  all  who  are  interested  in 
Christian  Education  and  especially  the  future  of 
Flora  Macdonald  College  are  needed  to  make  this 
movement  a  complete  success. 

As  an  expression  of  their  great  interest  and 
confidence  in  the  future  of  Flora  Macdonald,  a 
group  of  Trustees  and  friends  will  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  the  campaign  so  that  all  other  contribu- 
tions will  go  entirely  to  the  college. 

Also,  the  Assembly's  Executive  Committee  of 
Christian  Education  and  Ministerial  Relief  has 
offered  a  challenge  fund  of  $5,000  to  be  added  to 
the  Endowment  of  the  Chair  of  Bible  when  the 
college  secures  admission  to  the  Southern  As- 
sociation.

So  many  of  our  Peace  friends  have  wanted  to 
know  more  about  the  Mary  McNair  Jones  Chair 
of  Bible  at  Peace.  We  are  happy  to  present  the 
following  information  for  them: 


THE  MARY  MCNAIR  JONES  CHAIR  OF  BIBLE 
AND  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  AT  PEACE 
COLLEGE,  RALEIGH,  NORTH  CAROLINA 

In  1943,  Mrs.  George  F.  (Ina  McNair)  Avinger, 
who  lives  at  Laurinburg,  North  Carolina,  estab- 
lished the  Mary  McNair  Jones  Chair  of  Bible  and 
Religious  Education  at  Peace  College  in  memory 
of  her  sister,  the  late  Mrs.  James  A.  (Mary  Mc- 
Nair) Jones  of  Laurinburg.  Both  Mrs.  Jones  and 
Mrs.  Avinger  attended  Peace  as  students,  and 
the  idea  of  perpetuating  both  names  in  their 
alma  mater  is  most  fitting.  Both  served  on  the 
local  church,  Presbyterial,  Synodical,  and  General 
Assembly  Boards  and  both  have  been  first  of  all 
Christian  women  deeply  interested  in  doing  all 
they  can  to  promote  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

The  establishing  of  this  Chair  means,  of 
course,  that  the  income  from  the  original  fund 
maintains  the  yearly  support  of  the  occupant  of 
the  Chair  of  Bible  and  Religious  Education.  The 
purpose  of  the  Mary  McNair  Jones  Chair  of  Bible 
is  to  furnish  first  of  all  the  very  best  teaching  of 
the  Bible  itself.  This  was  probably  the  first  de- 
sire in  the  heart  of  the  person  who  established 
the  Chair  other  than  a  sincere  desire  to  honor 
the  memory  of  her  sister. 

Very  appropriately  the  present  holder  of  this 
position  is  Miss  Lucy  E.  Steele  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  who  first  became  associated  with  Peace 
College  in  1926-1927,  and  who  served  as  a  mis- 
sionary to  Brazil  under  our  Foreign  Mission  Board 
from  1927-1932.  Miss  Steele  returned  to  Peace  as 
teacher  of  Bible  in  1933  and  has  been  here  since 
that  date.  As  a  Bible  teacher  of  outstanding  abil- 
ity and  experience,  Miss  Steele  is  well  known  and 
appreciated  throughout  our  General  Assembly. 
As  a  teacher  she  emphasizes  the  importance  of 
a  knowledge  of  the  content  of  the  Bible  Courses, 
also  a  knowledge  of  the  beliefs  of  Protestants, 
and  briefly  a  general  appreciation  of  the  beliefs 
of  our  own  church.  The  Bible  is  taught  thorough- 


Mitchell  College  completed  its  ninetieth  year 
with  a  full  Commencement  program  on  which 
Mrs.  Hope  Summerell  Chamberlain  of  Chapel  Hill 
was  the  chief  speaker.  The  Baccalaureate  sermon 
was  preached  by  Dr.  C.  M.  Richards,  Professor 
Emeritus  of  Davidson  College  and  retiring  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Mitchell  College. 
In  the  latter  capacity  Dr.  Richards  has  giyen 
many  years  of  untiring  and  faithful  service,  and 
Mitchell  and  her  sons  and  daughters  will  ever  be 
indebted  to  him  for  his  part  in  making  the  Col- 
lege what  it  is.  Rev.  C.  H.  McLeod,  Pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Mooresville,  suc- 
ceeds Dr.  Richards  as  Chairman.  Rev.  Neill  R. 
McGeachy,  Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Statesville,  was  elected  Vice  Chairman, 
and  Mr.  C.  D.  Stevenson,  Secretary-Treasurer, 
with  Mr.  W.  F.  Hall,  Jr.,  both  of  Statesville,  As- 
sistant Secretary. 

At  the  summer  meeting  of  Concord  Presby- 
tery provision  was  made  for  six  additional  trus- 
tees for  the  College,  thus  increasing  the  number 
to  twenty-seven  and  further  providing  that  these 
additional  trustees  need  not  necessarily  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Presbyterian  denomination,  though 
they  must  come  from  the  Statesville  area.  The 
purpose  of  this  increase  is  to  encourage  greater 
community  interest  in  Mitchell  and  to  make  it 
more  of  a  community  project.  The  plan  of  elect- 
ing Trustees  in  groups,  election  taking  place  ev- 
ery two  years,  will  be  continued  and  will  apply 
to  the  additional  members  of  the  Board. 

During  July  and  August  a  number  of  people 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  Commercial  cour- 
ses offered  at  the  College  by  a  member  of  the 
faculty. 

On  September  10,  Mitchell  will  open  its  doors 
for  the  ninety-first  year  of  its  existence,  with 
plans  for  a  bigger  and  a  better  year.  Like  many 
other  educational  institutions  she  is  making  pro- 
vision for  accepting  Veterans  this  fall  though 
this  will  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  carrying 
out  of  the  regular  college  program.  The  College  is 
not  in  a  position  to  provide  dormitory  facilities 
for  these  men  but  a  limited  number  of  rooms  in 
the  homes  of  Statesville  residents  will  be  avail- 
able to  these  men  at  reasonable  rates,  so  that 
they  will  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  courses 
offered.

News  From  Glade  Valley  High 
School 

Glade  Valley  is  looking  with  renewed  hope 
and  expectation  to  the  future.  A  new  school  year 
is  fast  approaching  with  the  anticipated  return 
of  all  last  year's  undergraduates,  along  with  a 
capacity  number  of  first-year  students.  Also,  we 
believe  a  long-hoped  and  prayed-for  building  pro- 
gram is  about  to  get  under  way.  A  program  so 
badly  needed  that  many  have  expressed  them- 
selves with  the  view  that  it  is  a  "life  or  death" 
proposition  for  the  only  school,  strictly  secondary, 
left  in  North  Carolina  supported  solely  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  It  seems  the  will  of  God 
that  the  patience  and  perseverance  of  those  en- 
deavoring to  run  the  school  under  adverse  condi- 
tions these  many  years  are  to  be  rewarded,  and 
that  the  gifts  and  prayers  of  faithful  individuals 
and  organizations  are  to  become  more  abundant- 
ly fruitful. 

The  architect's  plans  are  completed.  They  con- 
sist of:  An  administration  building  providing  for 
classrooms,  laboratories,  auditorium,  offices,  din- 
ing hall  and  kitchen;  a  girl's  dormitory  accommo- 
dating one  hundred;  a  boys'  dormitory  accommo- 
dating fifty,  but  so  constructed  that  additional 
space  can  be  easily  attached  when  needed. 

With  the  campaign  for  funds  about  to  start, 
Presbyterians  everywhere  should  ask  themselves: 
Is  a  high  school  that  provides  spiritual  train- 
ing, as  well  as  physical  and  mental,  worthy  of  my 
support;  are  the  budding  citizens  of  our  church 
and  country  deserving  of  early  Christian  training 
and  fellowship;  am  I  willing  to  invest  in  the  souls 
of  the  youth  of  my  church? 

With  these  new  and  modern  buildings,  fully 
equipped  in  all  respects  for  efficient  and  thorough 
instruction  and  student  activities,  Glade  Valley 
should  become  an  institution  of  which  the  church 
should  be  justly  proud.  Not  only  would  the  lives 
of  those  who  tread  her  halls  be  greatly  enriched 
and  broadened,  but  more  leaders,  workers  and 
supporters  of  our  church  would  be  placed  in 
many  sections  of  the  country.  The  need  for  a 
larger  and  more  modern  plant  has  been  felt  more 
and  more  as  the  years  have  passed.  During  recent 
years  many  students'  applications  for  admittance 
have  been  turned  down  because  of  lack  of  room. 
The  problem  of  heating  is  very  acute,  since  the 
old  frame  buildings  are  poorly  constructed  from 
that  standpoint.  There  is  not  sufficient  classroom 
and  laboratory  space  and  facilities  to  carry  out 
a  well-rounded  schedule  of  class  instruction,  and 
physical  training  facilities  are  very  inadequate. 
Certainly,  the  need  is  of  such  profound  greatness 
as  to  cause  much  concern  among  those  closely 
connected  with  the  work. 

So,  it  may  be  truly  said  that  Glade  Valley  is 
looking  to  the  future.  A  future  heralded  by  the 
glimmer  of  the  great  Star  of  Hope  breaking 
through  the  fog  of  adversity  and  uncertainty.

Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Vir- 
ginia —  Richmond  Virginia 

Forty  new  students  will  be  enrolled  on  Sep- 
tember 10  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  as  the 
1946-47  session  opens.  Among  these  students 
there  will  be  tweny-seven  ex-service  men  enroll- 
ing. With  this  large  Junior  class  the  Student  Body 
at  the  Seminary  will  reach  its  pre-war  level. 

The  Reverend  James  Appleby  has  arrived  in 
Richmond  to  take  up  his  new  duties  as  Director 
of  Field  Work  for  the  Seminary.  Mr.  Appleby  is 
a  graduate  of  Davidson  College  and  of  Union 
Seminary  in  Virginia,  having  studied  also  at  New 
College,  Edinburgh.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Maxton,  N.  C,  from  1933  through 
1933  and  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Anderson,  S.  C,  from  1939  until  he  was  called  to 
the  Seminary.  As  Director  of  Field  Work  he  will 
have  charge  of  the  practical  training  of  the  stu- 
dents at  the  Seminary  including  mission  work  in 
Richmond,  summer  work,  and  supply  pastorates 
held  by  the  students. 

Among  the  special  events  that  are  scheduled 
for  the  Fall  Term  at  the  Seminary  is  the  first  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  newly  organized  "Friends  of 
the  Seminary."  This  group  has  made  rapid  prog- 
gress  in  securing  members  throughout  the  four 
Synods  of  Appalachia,  North  Carolina,  Virginia, 
and  West  Virginia.  Late  in  September,  members 
of  the  group  will  gather  in  Richmond  for  a  re- 
port on  the  activities  of  the  past  year  and  to 
make  plans  for  the  coming  year.  The  Women's 
Branch  of  the  Friends  of  the  Seminary  adopted 
the  project  of  refurnishing  Westminster  Hall, 
which  project  is  now  nearing  completion.  The 
officers  of  the  Women's  Branch  of  the  Friends  of 
the  Seminary  are:  General  Chairman,  Miss  Louise 
Davidson,  Bethesda,  Maryland;  Key  Woman  for 
Appalachia  Synod,  Mrs.  Donald  Mclver,  Bristol, 
Tenn.;  Key  Woman  for  North  Carolina  Synod, 
Mrs.  E.  C.  Hines,  Jr.,  Sanford,  N.  C;  Key  Woman 
for  Virginia  Synod,  Mrs.  W.  N.  King,  Norfolk, 
and  Key  Woman  for  West  Virginia  Synod, 
Mrs.  Robert  F.  Dunlap,  Hinton,  W.  Va. 

The  Student  Body  and  Faculty  of  the  Semin- 
ary are  planning  a  retreat  during  the  first  week- 
end of  the  Fall  Session.  At  that  time  there  will 
be  held  discussion  groups  on  Seminary  life  and 
devotional  services  closing  with  the  observance 
of  Communion. 

Also  scheduled  for  the  Fall  Term  is  the 
third  in  the  Annual  Series  of  Public  Lectures 
sponsored  by  the  Seminary.  The  general  title  for 
the  1946  lectures  is  "Our  Protestant  Heritage." 
These  lectures  will  be  delivered  by  various  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  on  Monday  evenings  in  Oc- 
tober and  November.  Previous  lectures  in  this 
series  have  been  well  attended  by  interested  per- 
sons in  the  Richmond  area. 

The  largest  Summer  Session  in  the  history  of 
the  Seminary  was  held  in  August.  There  were  72 
graduate  students  in  residence  during  the  month.

suspended  during  the  summer  months,  even 
though  the  students  are  no  longer  on  the  camp- 
us. The  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  of 
land  owned  by  the  school  are  truck  and  dairy 
farmed  extensively.  This  requires  close  supervis- 
ion and  much  labor.  The  dairy,  which  is  con- 
sidered a  great  asset,  really  comes  through  in 
grand  style  during  these  months.  The  sale  of  the 
surplus  milk  offsets  the  major  costs  of  operation 
during  the  school  months  when  the  kitchen  and 
dining  hall  are  supplied  with  wholesome  Guern- 
sey milk  and  butter.  The  truck  farm,  besides  fur- 
nishing fresh  vegetables  and  fruits  during  the 
autumn  months,  continues  to  do  so  during  the 
winter  as  a  result  of  the  great  amount  of  can- 
ning, drying  and  preserving  done  at  the  school 
in  the  summer.  Then  too,  most  of  the  beef,  pork, 
poultry  and  eggs  consumed  by  the  students  are 
produced  on  the  farm. 

Along  with  the  routine  work  of  the  summer 
months,  the  campus  frequently  rings  with  the 
joyous  voices  of  happy  young  and  old  people  from 
various  churches,  who  have  come  for  a  combina- 
tion of  vacation  and  Summer  Conference.  At  the 
time  of  this  writing  groups  from  Cross-Roads 
Church  in  Orange  Presbytery,  Reynolda,  Mt.  Airy 
and  Flat  Rock  churches  in  Winston-Salem  Pres- 
bytery have  been  on  the  campus  on  stays  ranging 
from  three  to  six  days. 

Rev.  C.  W.  Ervin,  who  since  1919  has  been 
closely  connected  with  the  school  in  the  capaci- 
ties of  minister,  teacher  and  principal,  has  asked 
to  be  released  from  further  duty,  due  to  ill 
health.  His  successor  will  be  difficult  to  find,  not 
only  because  of  the  scarcity  of  competent  teach- 
ers, but  the  quality  of  character,  intelligence, 
ability,  sincerity  and  faithful  service  he  has 
shown  these  many  years  is  rare  indeed.

tinguished  career  as  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  executive.  For 
the  past  dozen  years  he  has  been  general  secre- 
tary at  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.

Home  Mission  field,  with  resident  pastor  living  in 
the  manse  at  Gulf.  This  entire  field  is  being 
temporarily  served  by  Rev.  Wilson  W.  Moore.  El- 
Bethel  and  Riverview  assumed  full  self-support 
beginning  with  April,  1946.  The  Bessemer  Church 
has  paid  in  full  the  debt  on  the  manse  and  con- 
ditioned it  by  redecorating  the  interior,  install- 
ing a  new  oil  burner  heating  system.  The  Bethany 
Church  is  making  splendid  progress  in  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  manse.  The  Griers-Pleasant  Grove 
churches  cleared  a  lot  and  with  each  person  do- 
ing his  part  have  gone  to  the  woods  and  cut  the 
logs  for  the  framing  lumber  for  their  new  manse. 
The  East  Burlington  Church  has  paid  off  its 
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debt  on  the  hut  recently  purchased  and  plans  to 
pay  off  the  entire  manse  debt  by  September. 

Two  outpost  Sunday  Schools  have  been  started 
by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  High  Point; 
one  on  the  High  Point  -  Asheboro  Road,  known 
as  Randolph  Chapel,  the  other  one  on  the  High 
Point  -  Greensboro  Road,  known  as  Crestwood 
Drive  Chapel.  Both  Chapels  are  well  organized 
and  are  planning  more  permanent  buildings  in 
the  very  near  future.  Outpost  Sunday  School  and 
Extension  Committees  have  been  appointed  in 
several  of  our  larger  churches  and  we  believe 
that  within  the  next  few  months  a  number  of 
outpost  Sunday  Schools  will  be  started. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  marked 
not  only  by  change,  but  with  splendid  spirit  of 
cooperation,  faith  and  determination  to  move 
forward  in  the  building  of  the  Kingdom  in  our 
part  of  the  Lord's  vineyard.

WILMINGTON  PRESBYTERY 

Rev.  William  Crowe,  Jr.,  Chairman

The  Home  Mission  activities  in  the  Wilming- 
ton Presbytery  may  be  classified  under  three 
headings:  Sustentation,  Emergency  situations, 
and  Enlargement  Projects. 

1 .  — Sustentation : 

Ours  is  primarily  a  rural  Presbytery,  there  be- 
ing only  one  city  of  a  population  of  5000  or  more 
within  the  bounds.  The  geographical  area  is 
large,  ranking  second  in  the  Synod,  and  sparsely 
settled.  The  major  portion  of  our  Home  Mission 
activities  are,  therefore,  within  this  first  classi- 
fication. Of  the  seventy-five  churches  in  the  Pres- 
bytery, forty-five  have  memberships  of  less  than 
one  hundred,  and  only  two  have  memberships  of 
three  hundred  twenty-five  or  better.  Obviously 
many  of  our  churches  require  assistance  both  in 
securing  pastors  and  in  paying  salaries.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  ten  pastors  who  serve  32 
churches,  receiving  some  assistance  from  Home 
Mission  Funds.  Due  to  the  fact  that  these  church- 
es are  serving  persons  in  sparsely  settled  rural 
areas  their  growth  is  slow  and  they  will  be  many 
years  in  coming  to  self-support. 

2.  — Emergency  Situations: 

Three  of  our  churches  fall  within  this  classi- 
fication. They  are  Cape  Fear,  which  ministers  to 
a  large  population  of  displaced  persons  in  the 
Federal  Housing  Project  of  Maffitt  Village;  Caro- 
lina Beach,  which  ministers  to  the  rapidly  grow- 
ing beach  population;  and  Jacksonville,  which 
ministers  to  a  "boom"  population  adjacent  to 
the  large  military  operations  at  Camp  LeJune. 
The  needs  and  opportunities  in  these  places  jus- 
tify heavy  appropriations  from  Home  Mission 
Funds,  because  the  churches  are  neither  new,  or 
very  small  and  weak. 

3.  — Enlargement  Projects: 

Seven  Outposts  in  the  Presbytery  are  new  or 
comparatively  new.  They  enable  our  church  to 
occupy  and  serve  "unchurched  areas  and  groups 
of  people."  in  nearly  every  case  these  outposts 
have  occasioned  a  call  upon  Home  Missions  for 


assistance  of  one  kind  or  another.  In  some,  new 
buildings  have  been  necessary;  in  others,  repairs 
on  old  buildings  and  all  some  appropriation  for 
extra  automobile  travel  by  the  pastors.  Seven 
churches  have  been  organized  from  outposts 
within  the  past  two  years.  These  have  called  for 
outlays  either  in  building  expenses,  salaries  or 
both. 

Two  churches,  located  in  growing  areas  ad- 
jacent to  Wilmington,  have  opportunities  for 
rapid  growth,  but  at  the  present  time  require 
substantial  financial  assistance  in  pastor's  sal- 
aries. 

WINSTON-SALEM  PRESBYTERY

In  spite  of  the  hampering  effects  of  war,  our 
Home  Mission  work  has  made  progress  during  the 
past  year. 

We  were  able  to  keep  all  vacant  churches  sup- 
plied during  the  year;  and  for  this,  we  are  es- 
pecially indebted  to  Mr.  Haney,  Mr.  Thompson 
and  Dr.  King.  Mr.  Haney  has  been  supplying  the 
Pine  Hall  field;  Mr.  Thompson,  the  Sparta  group; 
and  Dr.  King  has  been  taking  care  of  Cooleemee 
and  Bixby.  Mr.  Gordon,  Mr.  Johnson  and  Mr.  Pot- 
ter have  also  helped,  doing  supply  preaching  in 
various  places.  Most  ministers  in  our  Presbytery 
along  with  several  laymen  have  done  supply  work 
during  the  year.  We  are  grateful  for  their  in- 
terest and  help. 

One  of  the  great  problems  in  Home  Mission 
work  today  is  the  shortage  of  workers..  However, 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  several  new  pastors 
and  workers  have  been  secured  during  the  past 
year. 

Rev.  K.  J.  Foreman,  Jr.,  has  been  installed  as 
pastor  of  the  Lansing  group.  Rev.  W.  P.  Boyle 
has  been  installed  as  pastor  of  the  Jefferson 
Group.  Ralph  Ritchie  accepted  the  call  of  the 
Elkin  Church  and  has  been  on  the  field  most  of 
the  year.  Mr.  Luke's  field  has  been  divided  and 
Rev.  Yelanjian  has  been  doing  supply  work  there 
for  several  months.  Mr.  Denver  Blevins  has  ac- 
cepted calls  from  the  Pine  Hall  group,  and  ex- 
pects to  begin  work  there  the  first  of  June.  We 
have  been  fortunate  in  securing  some  women 
workers,  too.  Miss  Zeta  Davison,  one  of  the  out- 
standing mission  workers  of  our  Assembly,  has 
come  to  us  and  will  do  extension  work  for  a  while. 
Right  now  she  is  opening  a  new  work  in  Pilot 
Mountain.  This  work  looks  promising.  We  have 
Sunday  School  and  a  preaching  service  every 
Sunday.  We  hope  to  have  a  full-time  man  take 
over  here  by  September.  Rev.  Foreman  has  se- 
cured a  worker  for  his  field.  She  will  finish  her 
work  at  the  Training  School  this  summer  and 
will  come  to  Lansing  in  September. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  secure  men  for  the 
Sparta,  Cooleemee,  Yadkinville  and  Parkway 
fields. 

There  has  been  much  in  the  way  of  physical 
improvement  in  the  various  fields  during  the 
year. 

Rev.  John  Luke  and  his  folk  are  well  on  the 
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way  toward  a  new  church  at  Glendale  Springs. 
Plans  have  been  completed  for  the  rebuilding  of 
the  Cooleemee  Church  which  burned"  some  time 
ago.  The  Sparta  congregation  is  finishing  up 
four  nice  Sunday  School  rooms  in  the  basement 
of  the  church.  A  complete  new  water  system  has 
been  installed  in  the  manse  of  the  Francisco 
field.  The  Asbury  people  have  put  a  new  roof  on 
their  church.  A  new  oil  furnace  has  been  installed 
in  the  Elkin  Manse.  Improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  Lansing  Manse.  A  new  heater  has 
been  added,  and  the  woodwork  on  the  outside 
has  been  repainted.  The  manse  at  Jefferson  was 
checked  over  and  repainted  both  inside  and  out. 

Most  pastors  have  their  plans  for  the  summer 
well  under  way.  We  hope  to  have  a  revival  meet- 
ing and  a  Bible  School  in  each  church  sometime 
during  the  year. 

The  six  Negro  Bible  Schools,  conducted  in  our 
Presbytery  last  summer  by  two  students  from 
John  C.  Smith  University,  were  so  successful 
that  a  similar  program  is  being  planned  for  this 
summer. 

Our  Home  Mission  churches  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  increased  giving.  They  are  giv- 
ing $1798  more  toward  pastor's  salary  this  year 
than  they  gave  last  year,  and  I  am  sure  they 
are  giving  more  to  the  other  causes. 

"The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  labourers 
are  few."  The  181,188  unreached  people  within 
the  bounds  of  our  Presbytery  ought  to  be  of  great 
concern  to  each  of  us.  Let  us  all  do  more  to  win 
these,  and  may  we  each  pray  daily  unto  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest  to  send  labourers  to  help  us  take 
the  Christ  to  the  multitudes.

demonstrate  her  Christian  attitudes,  habits,  and 
ideals.  This  should  be  done  in  an  increasing  way 
and  continue  throughout  life  if  it  is  really  to  be 
called  dynamic. 

The  third  purpose  of  the  Mary  McNair  Jones 
Chair  of  Bible  is  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
Bible  courses  in  a  church  college  today. 

Peace  College  is  now  able  to  offer  at  least 
four  classes  or  three  courses  in  Bible  as  the  Bible 
teacher  does  not  teach  any  academic  subjects 
other  than  Bible.  This  enables  the  College  to 
make  it  possible  for  a  large  number  of  Peace 
girls  to  take  some  course  in  Bible  whether  they 
remain  here  one  year  or  two.  It  also  makes  pos- 
sible a  second  year  in  college  Bible  for  those  who 
wish  to  major  in  Bible  and  who  wish  as  much 
work  in  Bible  as  they  are  able  to  obtain. 

Recent  studies  of  the  activities  of  Peace  girls 
after  they  leave  the  College  have  shown  that  a 
large  percentage  of  them  marry  within  five  years 
after  leaving  school.  The  liyes  of  these  women  are 
greatly  enriched  because  of  their  having  had 
courses  in  Bible,  and  they  are  better  prepared 
for  assisting  in  carrying  on  our  church  program 
in  their  local  auxiliaries.  This  group  must  not 
be  neglected  in  our  planning  for  they  are  largely 
the  mothers  of  our  coming  generation,  and  they 


will  exert  a  real  influence  on  the  thought  and 
action  of  the  next  several  decades. 

The  fourth  purpose  of  the  Mary  McNair  Jones 
Chair  of  Bible  is  to  emphasize  through  its  occu- 
pant the  importance  of  Christian  Education  as 
a  life  vocation  for  a  limited  number  of  students. 
The  teacher  of  Bible  probably  wields  more  in- 
fluence than  any  other  administrative  or  faculty 
member  in  opening  up  to  young  women  and  men 
Christian  Service  as  a  life  calling.  This  teacher 
knows  the  mental  ability  of  her  students,  as  well 
as  their  spiritual  possibilities.  She  has  the  confi- 
dence of  her  students  and  oftentimes  she  can 
be  a  determining  factor  in  assisting  the  student 
to  consecrate  her  life  to  Christian  Service  either 
at  home  or  abroad.  The  church  •  is  calling  for 
strongly  equipped  directors  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion, for  well-trained  candidates  for  foreign  mis- 
sion service,  for  consecrated  trained  workers  for 
the  home  mission  fields,  for  carefully  trained 
teachers  of  Bible  for  public  school  teaching. 

The  fifth  purpose  of  the  Mary  McNair  Jones 
Chair  of  Bible  is  to  emphasize  Christian  Educa- 
tion in  the  vocational  life  of  any  student. 

We  have  written  of  the  importance  of  Chris- 
tian education  to  those  who  are  home  makers, 
to  those  who  do  active  church  work.  There  re- 
main then  those  who  will  be  what  we  call  "Pro- 
fessional Women,"  those  who  do  secretarial  work, 
who  are  doctors,  etc.  Such  women  decidedly  need 
a  course  in  Bible  along  with  secretarial  subjects, 
teacher  courses,  or  medical  courses  -  in  fact  their 
training  is  inadequate  without  such  courses  which 
should  give  direction  and  satisfaction  to  their 
living. 

Finally  the  Mary  McNair  Chair  of  Bible  per- 
mits a  reasonable  amount  of  extension  teaching 
of  Bible.  By  this  we  mean  the  Bible  teaching  at 
Peace  is  linked  with  the  outside  world  through 
local,  Presbyterial,  Synodical  groups. 

We  have  had  frequent  extension  courses  in 
Bible  offered  at  the  College  for  the  women  of 
Raleigh.  These  are  not  offered  every  year,  but 
real  often  we  have  a  quarter  of  Bible  courses 
for  the  women  of  Raleigh  with  attendance  vary- 
ing from  one  hundred  to  three  hundred  women. 
The  fact  that  active  busy  women  will  attend  such 
classes  in  such  numbers  attests  their  value  and 
their  appreciation  of  the  excellent  practical 
teaching  these  courses  provide.  Some  teaching  is 
also  possible  in  a  limited  number  of  auxiliaries, 
Presbyterials,  Synodicals,  etc.  The  service  ren- 
dered is  a  challenging  one  and  of  infinite  pos- 
sibilities. 

These  are  not  all  of  the  functions  of  such  a 
Chair  of  Bible,  but  they  will  give  the  average 
reader  an  idea  of  how  much  good  has  been  done 
and  can  be  done  by  the  person  who  conceived 
the  idea  of  memorializing  her  sister  in  such  an 
expansive  and  lasting  way.  As  president  of  Peace 
College  I  can  say  I  thank  God  daily  for  His  put- 
ting such  a  challenging  desire  in  the  heart  of 
a  noble  Christian  woman  to  establish  such  a  love- 
ly memorial  at  Peace  to  the  glory  of  God  and  in 
loving  memory  of  a  sainted  sister. 
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THE  FIVE  SENSES  .  .  . 


ARE  you  afraid  of  it?  Afraid  of  what?  Oh,  that 
y\  horrid  word,  Stewardship.  Yes,  we  will  ad- 
mit it  looks  big  and  bothersome,  even  if  it 
has  only  three  short  syllables.  Perhaps  it  doesn't 
bring  us  in  the  right  mood.  Words  have  tastes,  you 
know.  I  mean  they  have  certain  tastes  in  your 
mouth.  You  either  like  a  word,  or  you  don't.  We 
suspect  there  are  a  lot  of  people  who  don't  like  the 
taste  of  the  word  Stewardship. 

We  could  use  another  word — Trusteeship,  for  in- 
stance. Is  that  better?  It  suggests  that  we  Chris- 
tians hold  something  in  trust.  This  thing,  or  these 
things,  must  be  accounted  for  some  day.  They  are 
not  our  own  to  waste  and  squander.  They  are 
God's  possessions  over  which  you  have  been  ap- 
pointed a  trustee,  or  a  steward. 

All  you  have  of  time  and  opportunity,  all  you 
have  of  money,  goods  or  other  property,  all  are 
God's  possessions.  This  is  a  hard  saying!  Who 
can  hear  it?  Those  who  have  been  "born  anew." 
You  must  have  had  a  change  of  mind  and  heart  to 
understand  stewardship.  It  is  contrary  to  the  spirit 
of  this  world.  It  is  not  common  sense;  it  is  un- 
common sense.  In  the  "new  birth"  there  were  given 
you  the  five  senses  of  Stewardship.    They  are: 

1 —  The  Sense  of  Gratitude.  This  sense  has  been 
lost  to  this  generation.  Not  strange  at  all;  it  is  a 
natural  consequence  of  making  man  the  measure  of 
all  things.    We  sing 

"Now  thank  we  all  our  God, 
With  hearts  and  hands  and  voices," 
but  do  we  mean  it?  If  we  do,  it  will  show  up  in 
our  stewardship.  Our  heart  and  hands  will  not 
deny  the  words  of  our  voices.  We  will  be  pos- 
sessed of  a  feeling  that  God  in  His  boundless  grace 
has  given  us  so  much  through  His  work  of  Creator, 
Redeemer  and  Sanctifier  that  we  would  pour  out 
our  very  life  before  Him.  It  is  a  sense  that  prompts 
to  sacrifice. 

2 —  The  Sense  of  Responsibility.  It  is  the  sense 
that  answers  Yes  to  the  question:  "Am  I  my 
brother's  keeper?"  It  is  the  sense  that  sees  a 
challenge  in  Paul's  words,  "I  was  not  disobedient 
to  the  heavenly  vision."  It  is  the  sense  through 
which  we  see  the  fields  in  the  kingdom  of  God  white 
unto  harvest.  There  are  men  and  women  in  our 
community  who  need  Christ  and  the  gospel.  There 
are  boys  and  girls  in  our  homes,  in  our  schools,  on 
the  streets,  who  need  to  know  Christ  and  the  power 
of  His  resurrection  in  order  to  stand  in  an  evil  day. 

3 —  The  Sense  of  Investment.  Why  bring  that  up? 
There  is  a  word  that  has  a  sour  taste  in  the  mouth 
of  a  lot  of  people.  However,  that  taste  didn't  come 
from  investing  in  the  Lord's  business.  But  can  we 
speak  of  giving  to  church  work  and  charity  as  an 
"investment"?  Is  it  not  rather  a  liability?  Not  at 
all,  my  friend!  It  is  the  only  investment  that  is 
safe  and  will  bring  perpetual  returns.  After  all, 
what  we  expect  from  investments  is  happiness;  or 
the  medium  of  exchange  that  will  procure  happi- 
ness. 

4 —  The  Sense  of  Proportion.  This  might  also  be 
termed  the  sense  of  values.  It  springs  from  a  sense 
of  Eternity.    We  recall  the  parables  of  the  treas-

ure  on  the  field  and  the  pearl  of  great  price.  The 
unseen  world  breaks  in  upon  us.  The  world  around 
us  and  all  its  riches  dwindle  beside  the  realities  of 
eternity.  You  begin  to  understand  what  Paul  means 
in  Philippians  3,  where  he  counts  all  things  of  value 
in  this  world  but  refuses  them  that  he  may  gain 
Christ.  We  will  not  lose  our  soul  in  trying  to  gain 
this  world  if  the  taproot  of  our  life  has  found  its 
way  down  to  the  fountain  of  eternal  truth. 

5 — The  Sense  of  Divine  Demand.  Have  we  grown 
away  from  the  sense  that  God  has  demands  upon 
us?  Have  we  emphasized  the  freedom  of  the  New 
Testament  to  the  utter  exclusion  of  the  "Thou  shalt," 
the  "It  hath  been  told  thee,  O  man,  what  is  good," 
of  the  Old  Testament?  There  are  folks  who  like 
an  expurgated  edition  of  God.  Yet,  ours  is  the 
God  of  the  Bible— the  whole  Bible.  He  is  the  God 
of  revelation.  He  is  the  God  of  the  all-seeing  eye 
who  watches  over  the  affairs  of  men.  He  is  the 
God  who  demands  holiness,  unselfishness,  humble 
hearts,  love  for  Himself  and  our  neighbor  as  well 
as  the  God  who  sent  His  Son  and  His  Spirit  to 
teach  us  and  empower  us  to  do  His  holy  will. 
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%  By  establishing  a  Memorial  Fund  on  our  books  or  by 
writing  the  Executive  Committee  of  Foreign  Missions 
into  your  will,  you  can  support  and  help  perpetuate  the 
work  of  our  missionaries  in  foreign  lands. 

It  is  possible  for  every  Christian  who  makes  a  will  to 
leave  something,  however  small  it  must  be,  for  some  form 
of  Church  work.  If  you  choose  the  field  of  Foreign 
Missions  for  your  bequest,  our  Executive  Committee  will 
be  glad  to  assist  you  in  making  the  desired  provision  in 
your  will.  Also,  in  order  to  avoid  inaccuracies,  we  recom- 
mend that  you  have  your  will  drawn  by  a  good  lawyer. 

Through  careful  planning,  you  will  thus  be  able  to  make 
a  perpetual  contribution  to  spread  the  Gospel  around 
the  world.

ASSET  OR  LIABILITY? 

A  N  English  writer  commenting  on  the  death  of  a 
fellow  countryman  of  rather  undesirable  no- 
toriety, said,  "That  man  was  a  national  calamity. 
He  made  England  a  poorer  place  because  he  lived 
amongst  us.  We  had  been  better,  happier,  richer, 
more  godly,  if  the  man  had  never  lived." 

If  the  judgment  of  tne  writer  was  good,  and  the 
assertion  was  founded  on  sure  and  reliable  facts, 
then  it  is  very  clear  that  our  liabilities  are  not  all 
in  the  realm  of  dollars  and  cents.  When  we  are 
enumerating  the  things  that  weaken  and  impoverish 
the  community  and  the  nation,  we  have  to  count 
among  our  liabilities  not  only  things,  but  personali- 
ties. 

Fortunately  personalities  may  be  assets  too. 
When  Lord  Salisbury  arose  in  the  British  House  of 
Lords  to  announce  the  death  of  Lord  Shaftsbury,  he 
made  this  striking  eulogy,  "The  reforms  of  this 
country  have  been  chiefly  due  to  the  presence  here 
of  one  man."  His  efforts  put  upon  the  statute 
hooks  of  England,  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  six 
ameliorative  laws,  and  improved  the  conditions  of 
living  for  millions  of  people.  Who  can  estimate  the 
influence  of  such  a  character  wrought  into  the  na- 
tion's soul?  He  was  a  national  asset.  The  country 
couldn't  count  its  wealth  or  estimate  its  strength 
without  considering  this  man.  If  any  national  bal- 
ance sheet,  with  its  list  of  assets  on  one  side  and  its 
tale  of  liabilities  on  the  other,  with  the  things  that 
make  for  strength  set  against  the  things  that  make 
for  weakness,  the  name  of  Lord  Shaftsbury  makes  a 
big  figure  on  the  credit  side. 

What  is  it  that  decides  on  which  side  of  the 
ledger  we  shall  write  a  man's  name?  Who  are  our 
national  assets?  Who  are  the  men  whose  presence 
makes  for  true  strength  and  wealth  in  the  nation's  life  ! 

Familiar  conversation  might  betray  the  judgment 
that  the  greac  men  are  the  highly  successful  men, 
especially  those  who  have  built  up  a  great  financial 
success.  But  we  really  don't  believe  that.  Indeed, 
some  rich  people  are  far  from  being  great  people. 

Only  when  we -live  unselfish  lives  do  we  build 
strong  characters.  Would  we  help  to  beautify  the 
world;  would  we  overcome  the  barriers  of  life; 
would  we  benefit  life  and  build  a  character  that  will 
last  when  stars  have  ceased  to  shine?  We  must 
think  of  others  first  and  ourselves  last.

1946  SYNODIGAL  MEETING 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  met  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Concord,  October  15-17.  Preceding  the  meet- 
ing, Mrs.  Charles  and  Mrs.  William  C.  Cannon 
entertained  the  executive  board  at  a  luncheon  at 
"Pity  Sake",  their  country  home  near  Concord. 
In  these  beautiful  surroundings,  the  group  made 
final  plans  for  the  Synodical  meeting  and  for  the 
work  of  the  coming  year.  Following  the  board 
meeting,  a  prayer  retreat  was  led  by  Mrs.  W.  D. 
Pearce. 

The  34th  annual  meeting  of  the  Synodical 
Auxiliary  was  presided  over  by  the  President,  Mrs. 
George  U.  Baucom,  Jr.  The  opening  worship 
period  was  conducted  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  John 
H.  McKinnon,  Jr.,  who  also  brought  greetings. 
Mrs.  Boyd  Horton  spoke  for  the  local  auxiliary 
and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Raynal  in  bringing  greetings. 

Annual  reports  of  officers  and  cause  secre- 
taries were  heard.  The  president,  in  a  summar- 
ized report  for  the  nine  presbyterials,  said  there 
are  now  439  local  auxiliaries  with  a  membership 
of  33,809,  showing  an  increase  of  416  during  the 
year.  Gifts  to  all  causes  amounted  to  $308,261, 
which  was  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of 
$25,821.  The  birthday  gift  of  $17,163  was  the 
largest  ever  made  by  the  North  Carolina  Synodi- 
cal. There  were  also  increases  noted  along  many 
lines  spiritually. 

Important  matters  of  business  were  transact- 
ed, of  especial  interest  being  the  decision  to  es- 
tablish a  "Lucy  Steele"  scholarship  at  Peace  Col- 
lege, Raleigh.  Miss  Steele,  Professor  of  Bible  at 
Peace,  has  given  so  untiringly  of  her  time  and 
talents  in  teaching  Bible  among  the  women  of 


North  Carolina  and  the  $2500  scholarship  is  an 
expression  of  their  love  and  appreciation  of  Miss 
Steele  and  her  work.  Of  interest  also  is  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  second  North  Carolina 
Training  School  will  be  held  at  Peace  College, 
June  6-12,  1947.  These  dates  are  a  week  later 
than  last  year's,  and,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  more 
convenient  to  those  who  are  concerned  with  the 
closing  of  schools.  A  report  showed  last  year's 
training  school  to  be  a  decided  success.  Since 
the  way  is  again  open  for  sending  White  Cross 
supplies  overseas,  the  objective  for  1947-1948  will 
be  hospitals  in  China. 

The  program  committee  was  fortunate  in  se- 
curing a  number  of  outstanding  speakers,  among 
these  being:  Rev.  George  Mauze,  D.  D.;  Rev. 
Charles  W.  Worth,  D.  D.;  Rev.  Joseph  B.  John- 
ston; Rev.  J.  H.  McChessney,  Jr.;  Rev.  Henry 
Wade  DuBose,  D.  D.;  and  Rev.  Eugene  L.  Daniel. 
Rev.  O.  C.  Williamson,  D.  D.,  Moderator  of  Sy- 
nod, brought  the  greetings  and  appreciation  of 
Synod,  and  the  two  morning  devotional  periods 
were  led  by  Rev.  Carl  T.  Pritchett,  D.  D.  of  David- 
son. 

The  annual  election  of  officers  was  held  and 
the  following  elected  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three 
years:  Mrs.  W.  A.  Dixon,  Belmont,  President; 
Mrs.  George  U.  Baucom,  Jr.,  Raleigh,  Vice-Presi- 
dent; Mrs.  Ennis  Jackson,  Gastonia,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary;  Mrs.  J.  M.  Walker,  Charlotte,  Sec- 
retary of  Foreign  Missions;  Mrs.  W.  Kerr  Scott, 
Haw  River,  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  and 
Ministerial  Relief;  Mrs.  J.  Howard  Brown,  Tar- 
boro,  Secretary  of  Literature.  The  following  were 
appointed  to  fill  unexpired  terms:  Mrs.  Vann  M.

A  local  committee  of  the  Flow  Harris  church 
recently  met  with  the  Executive  Secretary  of 
Concord  Presbytery,  Rev.  Robert  Turner  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Synod, 
Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  to  consider  the  building  of 
a  manse.  It  was  estimated  that  the  structure 
would  cost  $10,000.00.  It  was  suggested  by  Dr. 
Gillespie  that  a  Challenge  Fund  be  raised  to  en- 
courage the  congregation  to  secure  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  building  of  this  manse.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  Presbytery  appropriate  $1,- 
000.00,  the  Synod's  Home  Mission  Committee 
$500.00;  The  Belk  Foundation  $500.00  and  $500.00 
from  other  sources,  making  a  Challenge  Fund  of 
$2,500.00.  This  has  been  accepted  by  the  Con- 
gregation and  they  are  now  engaged  in  an  effort 
to  raise  their  $7,500.00  to  claim  the  Challenge 
Fund. 

Knowing  the  zeal  of  this  congregation  and  the 
effectiveness  of  their  efforts  when  they  under- 
take an  enterprise  the  pastor,  Rev.  G.  T.  Matheny 
and  his  good  wife  may  just  as  well  commence 
planning  for  the  furnishing  of  this  manse  for 
I  am  confident  that  the  plans  inaugurated  are  go- 
ing to  materialize  at  an  early  date. 

Pine  Hall  Church  Dedicated 

October  27,  1946,  was  a  red  letter  day  in  the 
history  of  the  Pine  Hall  Church.  The  building 
has  been  remodeled  and  is  now  a  beautiful  mod- 
ern structure.  An  all  day  service  was  prepared  by 
Rev.  Denver  Blevins,  the  pastor.  Rev.  George 
Mauze,  D.  D.  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Winston-Salem  spoke  at  the  11:00  o'clock  hour 
and  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  Superintendent  of  Home 
Missions  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  delivered 
the  dedicatory  address  in  the  afternoon.  The  house 
was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  and  the  outlook 
for  the  growth  and  development  of  this  com- 
munity is  most  encouraging.  I  wish  all  of  our 
readers  could  have  had  a  part  in  the  bounteous 
dinner  served  by  the  good  women  of  this  congre- 
gation. 

Kirkwood  Secures  Rev.  J.  W. 
McGinnis 

This  congregation  is  fortunate  in  securing  the 
services  of  Rev.  J.  W.  McGinnis,  whose  ministry 
is  being  richly  blessed.  While  his  church  mem- 
bership is  82  he  has  a  Sunday  School  of  85.  His 
prayer  meeting  attendance  is  25.  If  some  of  our 
larger  churches  could  have  present  at  their  prayer 
meetings  the  same  percentage  of  membership 
they  would  consider  it  a  wonderful  inspiration. 

A  New  Work  at  Pilot  Mountain 

Rev.  Carl  H.  Stark,  Jr.,  has  been  secured  by 
the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  Winston  Salem 
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Presbytery  for  opening  up  of  a  new  work  at  Pilot 
Mountain.  A  desirable  house  was  secured  for  a 
manse  by  contributions  from  the  Presbytery,  Sy- 
nod's Committee  and  the  Atlanta  Committee  and 
a  loan  for  the  balance  needed  from  Synod's  Home 
Mission  Committee's  loan  fund.  Services  are  be- 
ing held  in  the  school  building  but  a  building 
fund  has  been  started  for  the  erection  of  a  church. 
A  flourishing  Sunday  School  has  been  started  and 
in  the  near  future  we  will  doubtless  have  an  en- 
couraging Presbyterian  organization.  Mr.  Stark 
is  not  a  stranger  to  us  as  he  formerly  served  the 
Lansing  Group  of  churches  before  entering  mili- 
tary service  as  a  Chaplain. 

Providence  Church  Improvement 
Movement 

It  was  the  privilege  of  the  Superintendent  re- 
cently to  be  the  guest  speaker  of  the  Providence 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Fayetteville  Presbytery. 
An  all  day  service  was  prepared  with  a  view  of 
developing  interest  in  the  remodeling  of  their 
present  church,  or  the  building  of  a  new  one. 
Much  interest  was  manifested  and  plans  are  be- 
ing made  for  the  building  of  a  new  church  as 
soon  as  materials  may  be  obtained.  Rev.  James 
E.  Porter  is  their  efficient  pastor. 

Potts  Memorial  Church  Organized 

Several  years  ago  an  interdenominational 
work  was  started  at  Penderlea  in  a  Government 
reservation  of  small  tracts  of  land  with  up  to  date 
homes  on  them  to  be  occupied  by  persons  desir- 
ing to  engage  in  agriculture  and  to  possess  their 
own  home.  These  homes  were  sold  on  twenty 
year  payment  and  more.  About  260  families  were 
located  on  this  reservation.  We  were  not  allowed 
to  build  churches  within  this  reservation  at  this 
time.  Restrictions  have  now  been  removed  and 
we  have  organized  a  Presbyterian  church  for  the 
benefit  of  this  community  to  be  known  as  the 
Potts  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church.  This  church 
is  named  in  memory  of  Rev.  J.  R.  Potts  who  serv- 
ed this  field  a  number  of  years.  A  flourishing 
Sunday  School  with  an  average  attendance  of 
70  is  now  in  progress  and  7  additions  were  made 
to  the  church  recently  on  profession  of  faith. 
Rev,  Ben  F.  Brown  is  the  efficient  pastor.

Third  and  Fifth  Creek  Churches 

Concord  Presbytery 

These  churches  of  which  Rev.  C.  O.  Eanes  is 
pastor  have  recently  had  the  privilege  of  a  visit 
by  the  President  of  Lees  McRae  College,  Dr.  Ros- 
well  C.  Long,  and  the  sum  of  $125.00  was  contri- 
buted to  the  endowment  fund  of  this  institution.

Creek  Church  elected  Mr.  John  Goodman  and 
Mr.  George  Niblock  Ruling  Elders  of  this  church. 


Pastor  of  Many  Churches 

Rev.  John  W.  Luke  of  Glendale  Springs  is 
doubtless  the  pastor  of  more  churches  than  any 
one  man  in  our  General  Assembly.  He  served 
Glendale  Springs,  Ebenezer,  Peak  Creek,  Laurel 
Fork,  Millers  and  Bethel  Churches.  These 
churches  are  all  Home  Mission  churches  with  a 
total  membership  of  287.  He  received  last  year  29 
on  Profession  of  Faith,  which  is  an  average  of  one 
for  nine  members.  This  average  is  one  better 
than  the  recommendation  of  our  last  Assembly 
of  one  to  ten  and  puts  all  of  our  larger  churches 
to  shame  when  this  percentage  of  additions  on 
Profession  of  Faith  is  compared  with  theirs. 

Bessemer  Starts  An  Outpost 

Rev.  Z.  T.  Piephoff  has  been  pastor  of  the 
Bessemer  Presbyterian  church  of  Greensboro  but 
a  few  months  yet  he  has  already  established  an 
interesting  and  flourishing  new  work  on  Franklin 
Boulevard.  A  building  has  been  secured  in  choice 
location  and  services  thus  far  are  most  encour- 
aging.

CHOOSE  YOUR  COLLEGE 
WISELY 

If  you  expect  to  make  the  most  out  of  college, 
then  choose  your  college  wisely.  Some  parents 
give  more  thought  to  the  wardrobe  that  will  ac- 
company their  freshman  to  college  than  they  do 
to  the  college  itself.  Colleges  differ  in  their 
courses  of  study,  their  ideals,  their  purposes,  their 
faculties,  and  their  products.  Colleges  have  per- 
sonalities as  really  as  individuals.  It  ought  to  be 
great  fun  for  parents  to  sit  down  with  their  chil- 
dren to  study  college  catalogues  and  all  the  other 
information  that  they  can  get,  and  then  to  select 
a  college  which  best  fits  the  student  himself  and 
their  hopes  for  future  years. 

Choosing  a  college  is  one  of  the  important  de- 
cisions of  life.  Frequently  the  choice  is  made  for 
very  secondary  considerations;  because  one  likes 
the  college  colors;  some  good  friend  is  now  en- 
rolled there;  the  appeal  of  some  fratetrnity  or 
a  good  football  team.  The  selection  of  a  college 
in  many  cases  may  set  the  final  course  of  life, 
for  college  education  comes  in  the  decisive  years 
of  life.  One  cannot  take  over  again  his  college 
education.  Once  graduated  from  an  institution, 
he  has  finished  something  which  he  cannot  un- 
do. Therefore,  it  is  of  vital  importance  not  to 
make  a  mistake.  What,  then  are  certain  guiding 
factors  in  choosing  a  college? 

The  cost  will  be  for  many  a  major  considera- 
tion. Colleges  have  definite  set  fees  of  tuition,  and 
a  good  college  is  like  a  good  store,  it  stands  by 
its  published  prices.  There  will  be  also  the  cost 
of  room  and  board.  Then  there  are  the  inci- 
dentals of  college  life,  which  may  be  large  or  small 
depending  upon  the  student's  allowance  from 
home.  When  a  boy  or  girl  goes  off  to  college  it 
is  a  part  of  the  education  to  learn  to  handle 
money,  and  a  parent  does  well  to  let  the  student 
enter  into  the  consideration  of  college  financ- 
ing. Can  he  afford  the  college  of  his  choice?  This 
must  be  a  decision  for  parent  and  student  to 
make.  If  after  careful  consideration  they  hon- 
estly find  that  they  cannot  meet  the  cost,  it 
will  be  well  for  them  to  go,  or  write,  to  the  col- 
lege authorities  and  find  if  there  are  any  funds 
available  to  help  with  the  expenses.  Most  colleges 
have  scholarships  and  student  loans,  provided  by 
generous  friends  for  worthy  students  who  cannot 
pay  the  regular  fees.  These  funds  rarely  are  suf- 
ficient to  take  care  of  all  who  apply,  but  the 
really  worthy  student  can  usually  get  some  assist- 
ance. 

Select  the  college  which  fits  the  student's  need. 
If  one  expects  to  study  engineering,  dentistry,  or 
home  economics,  this  fact  will  have  a  bearing 
upon  the  selection  of  a  college.  If  the  student  ex- 
pects to  go  on  to  a  professional  school,  for  law, 
theology,  medicine,  or  education,  it  is  important 
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On  October  27  a  Memorial  was  held  commem- 
orating the  service  to  the  nation,  and  the  sacri- 
fice of  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  alumni  and 
former  students  who  gave  their  lives  in  World 
War  II.  It  was  a  great  service  which  will  long 
be  remembered  by  those  who  attended.  The  mu- 
sic was  furnished  by  the  college  choir  of  some 
forty  voices  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Earl  Berg 
of  the  Faculty.  The  sermon  was  delivered  by 
Rev.  W.  Taliaferro  Thompson,  D.  D.,  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary.  Dr.  Thompson  is  an  alum- 
nus of  the  college,  the  father  of  four  Davidson 
alumni,  and  a  trustee.  He  gathered  up  in  admir- 
able fashion  and  in  true  Christian  spirit  the  serv- 
ice of  these  men  and  challenged  his  audience, 
which  filled  Chambers  Auditorium  to  the  balcony, 
with  a  sense  of  obligation  and  dedication  to  the 
world  in  which  peace  and  the  Kingdom  of  God 
must  have  a  chance.  At  the  close  of  the  sermon 
twelve  Davidson  students  who  had  lost  brothers 
in  the  service  furled  the  service  flag  and  handed 
it  to  the  president  of  the  college.  Before  the 
benediction  the  choir  sang  in  a  triumphant  ren- 
dition of  the  great  hymn,  "For  all  the  Saints  Who 
From  Their  Labors  Rest."  More  than  two  hun- 
dred representatives  of  the  families  of  these  men 
were  present.  These  included  fathers  and  moth- 
ers, brother  and  sisters,  wives,  and  children. 

Out  of  the  entire  enrollment  of  908  students 
at  Davidson  this  fall  only  twenty-three  were  not 
professing  Christians  and  members  of  the  Church. 
Since  September,  eight  young  men  have  made  pa»- 
fession  of  faith  and  united  with  the  Davidson 
College  Presbyterian  Church.  Three  have  recent- 
ly united  with  the  Episcopal  Church  in  Char- 
lotte, and  two  others  with  their  home  churches. 
Only  ten  students  remain  in  the  entire  enroll- 
ment who  are  not  members  of  the  Church.  This 
record  speaks  not  only  of  the  Christian  back- 
ground from  which  Davidson  draws,  but  also  of  a 
Christian  environment  in  the  institution  and  com- 
munity which  makes  an  open  avowal  of  Christian 
faith  appealing  to  young  men. 

The  first  Home-Coming  Day  in  four  years  was 
held  on  November  2.  Hundreds  of  alumni  re- 
turned to  the  college  to  renew  their  acquaintance 
and  friendship.  After  a  luncheon  served  to  ap- 
proximately 1200  persons,  the  alumni  gathered 
for  a  brief  program  in  Chambers  Auditorium,  at 
which  time  Dr.  James  P.  Hendrix  of  Duke  Univer- 
sity, President  of  the  Alumni  Association,  presid- 
ed. Mr.  Shaw  Smith,  former  Secretary  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  throughout  the  war  associated 
with  the  USO  in  entertainment  around  the  world, 
appeared  on  the  program.  Brief  statements  were 
made  to  the  Alumni  by  Mr.  John  L.  Payne,  Alum- 
ni Secretary,  and  President  John  R.  Cunningham. 
The  day's  festivities  were  concluded  with  a  foot- 
ball game  between  Washington  and  Lee  Univer- 
sity and  Davidson  College. 
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FLORA  MACDONALD  COLLEGE 

Red  Springs  Dr.  H.  G.  Bedinger,  President 

-  Flora  Macdonald  College's  $300,000  Improve- 
ment Program  Campaign  is  in  progress.  The 
campaign  opened  officially  on  November  15  when 
faculty,  employees,  and  students  launched  the  ef- 
fort on  the  campus  to  raise  their  quota  of  $12,- 
000  of  the  total  fund. 

Monday,  November  18,  the  Alumnae  began 
their  campaign  in  196  zones  throughout  the  United 
States.  During  the  past  several  weeks,  Miss  Kate 
Mclntyre  of  Laurinburg,  North  Carolina,  Chair- 
man of  the  Alumnae  Division,  has  appointed 
chairmen  in  all  but  a  few  zones.  Zone  commit- 
tees have  been  organized  and  the  whole  division 
is  now  doing  splendidly  in  raising  their  quota  of 
$100,000. 

In  the  Churches'  Division  only  the  pastors  in 
the  three  Presbyteries  of  Orange,  Fayetteville,  and 
Wilmington  were  asked  to  appoint  chairmen  to 
conduct  church  campaigns  on  behalf  of  the  col- 
lege by  Chairman  Charles  G.  Rose  of  Fayetteville. 

Since  Flora  Macdonald  College  is  a  Presbyter- 
ian institution,  educating  young  women  of  this 
area,  it  counts  on  the  financial  support  of  Pres- 
byterians, especially  in  the  Presbyteries  which 
own  and  control  it.  Failure  of  Presbyterians  to 
meet  the  present  challenge,  to  share  in  the  vital 
program  now  being  pressed  to  raise  funds,  the 
college  will  find  itself  greatly  limited  in  its  fu- 
ture usefulness. 

As  has  been  frequently  pointed  out  to  cam- 
paign workers  in  all  divisions,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  some  of  Flora  Macdonald's  friends  who  are 
able  to  do  so  to  give  substantial  amounts,  ranging 
from  $5,000  to  $50,000  in  order  to  meet  the  goal. 
There  are  many  opportunities  to  give  memorial 
gifts  for  specific  purposes  as  follows:

These  boys  are  worth  all  we  can  do 
for  them.  They  are  the  best  business  in  which  we 
can  make  an  investment.  We  ask  you  to  help  us 
make  our  Presbyterian  Junior  College  a  better 
school  for  our  boys. 

We  have  had  375  returned  veterans  and  one 
WAC  enroll  this  fall.  We  are  doing  all  we  can  to 
perfect  our  teaching  organization  and  secure 
equipment.  We  are  trying  to  make  this  junior 
college,  which  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Pres- 
byterian Synod'  of  North  Carolina,  worthy  of  its 
name  and  a  fitting  example  of  what  a  Christian 
college  should  be.  We  need  your  help — now. 

At  its  last  meeting,  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina took  action  as  follows:  "The  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  commends  Presbyterian  Junior  College 
to  the  interest,  the  prayers,  and  the  generosity  of 
its  members,  congregations,  church  officers,  and 
ministers  in  its  efforts  to  secure  the  endowment 
funds  needed  for  membership  in  the  regional  ac- 
crediting agency  <in  addition  to  the  present  state 
accrediting,  and  that  each  church  be  asked,  first, 
to  assume  a  share  of  the  needed  endowment,  and, 
second,  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  or  five 
members  to  raise  the  congregation's  part  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  time  as  may  be  best."

Peace  opened  its  seventy-fifth  session  in  Sep- 
tember with  a  capacity  enrollment  of  three  hun- 
dred eight  students.  This  is  the  largest  opening 
attendance  in  the  history  of  the  college. 

We  are  off  to  an  excellent  beginning  for  the 
school  year.  There  were  few  faculty  changes  for 
the  new  year. 

Three  things  of  outstanding  interest  to  our 
alumnae  and  friends  have  occurred  in  recent 
months: 

1.  We  have  raised  the  $40,000  necessary  to  com- 
plete $100,000  of  endowment. 

2.  We  have  received  a  memorial  gift  of  $100,- 
000  in  our  endowment  from  the  late  Mrs.  W.  N. 
Reynolds  of  Winston-Salem,  bringing  our  endow- 
ment to  $200,000,  and  greatly  stabilizing  the  fin- 
ances of  the  college. 

3.  Our  Executive  Committee  at  a  meeting  on 
October  28,  1946,  voted  unanimously  that  all  funds 
sent  to  Peace  at  the  present  time  not  especially 
designated  for  other  purposes  will  be  put  on  our 
RECREATION  BUILDING  FUND.  This  means 
that  we  are  definitely  at  work  now  to  raise  funds 
for  our  Recreational  Building. 

In  our  promotional  work  over  the  past  few 
years  we  have  completed  two  projects — (1)  We 
have  paid  our  old  debt.  (2)  We  have  raised  $100,- 
000  of  endowment.  We  are  now  ready  for  Project 
III. 

PROJECT  III,  THE  BUILDING  OF  A  GYMNA- 
SIUM OR  A  RECREATIONAL  BUILDING— This 
type  of  building  is  needed  (1)  to  take  care  of  the 
regular  physical  education  and  health  work.  The 
work  of  the  college  is  greatly  handicapped  at  pre- 
sent with  such  a  building.  All  of  our  colleges 
need  to  stress  the  physical  development  of  our 
students  more  than  we  have  done  heretofore,  and 
a  gymnasium  has  become  a  real  necessity  here 
if  we  are  to  do  satisfactory  work  in  physical  edu- 
cation. (2)  Another  need  for  such  a  building  is 
to  provide  adequate  recreational  needs  for  our 
students  in  their  leisure  time,  particularly  on  the 
week  ends.  One  of  the  great  problems  of  our  col- 
leges today  is  to  provide  healthful  recreation  for 
our  students  over  the  week  end.  Peace  College 
does  not  have  adequate  facilities  now  for  doing 
this  sort  of  thing,  and  it  is  most  important  that 
we  do  something  about  this  just  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. An  attractive  Recreational  Building  pro- 
viding for  swimming,  bowling,  mass  games,  square 
dancing,  etc.,  would  mean  a  great  deal  to  the 
students  and  administration  here.  We  estimate 
that  such  a  building  will  cost  about  $150,000. 

We  must  not  lose  sight  of  PROJECT  IV— THE 
BUILDING  OF  THE  WEST  DORMITORY  AND 
ITS  CONNECTING  CORRIDOR— We  need  this  dor- 
mitory (1)  to  provide  for  an  additional  fifty 
boarding  students  here.  We  have  had  a  capacity

Mitchell  College  began  its  91st  year  on  Sep- 
tember 10,  1946,  with  a  substantial  increase  in 
enrollment  over  the  previous  year.  Mitchell,  like 
other  colleges,  has  enrolled  many  veterans,  who 
have  injected  new  interest  into  the  college  life. 

The  work  of  the  new  year  is  progressing  most 
satisfactorily  under  the  direction  of  a  capable  fa- 
culty. The  new  members  this  year  are:  Miss  Mary 
Edna  Porter,  teacher  of  history  and  physical  edu- 
cation; Mr.  Thomas  G.  Shuler,  Director  of  Music; 
Miss  Alma  J.  Simmons,  teacher  of  English  and 
sociology;  Miss  Hallie  B.  Nance,  director  of  dra- 
matics and  speech;  Miss  Ernestine  Boineau,  re- 
gistrar and  director  of  publicity;  Mrs.  Mary  Steele 
Tarman,  teacher  of  mathematics. 

It  was  with  reluctance  that  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees accepted  the  resignation  of  Dr.  C.  M.  Rich- 
ards, who  was  for  many  years  chairman  of  the 
Board.  While  regretting  very  deeply  the  resig- 
nation of  Dr.  Richards  as  chairman  of  the 
Board,  the  faculty,  students,  and  trustees  of  Mit- 
chell were  happy  to  welcome  in  his  place  the  Rev- 
erend Mr.  Cliff  Hill  McLeod,  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Mooresville,  North  Caro- 
lina. 

A  number  of  interesting  social  events  marked 
the  opening  of  the  new  school  year.  On  Friday 
evening,  September  the  thirteenth,  Mitchell  held 
its  annual  reception  and  open  house,  honoring 
the  new  students  and  members  of  the  faculty.  At 
eight-thirty  the  college  and  dormitory  rooms  were 
opened  to  the  public  for  inspection. 

The  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Statesville  honored  the  faculty 
and  house  students  at  a  tea  on  September  11  at 
the  beautiful  home  of  Mrs.  Karl  Sherrill,  Brook- 
dale. 

Spiritual  Emphasis  Week  was  observed  the 
week  of  September  24  through  September  27.  The 
Reverend  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Clower,  well  known  Pres- 
byterian minister  from  Morgantown,  North  Caro- 
lina spoke  to  the  students  and  faculty  each  morn- 
ing at  the  regular  chapel  periods  and  also  each 
evening  at  7:00  o'clock.  These  talks  made  a  deep 
impression  upon  the  students  and  faculty  of  the 
college,  leaving  each  one  with  the  feeling  of  hav- 
ing been  spiritually  uplifted  and  better  able  to 
cope  with  life's  daily  problems.

With  a  capacity  enrollment,  the  work  at  Glade 
Valley  High  School  is  going  steadily  ahead,  and 
the  boys  and  girls  are  looking  forward  with  keen 
anticipation  to  the  campaign  next  spring  to  se- 
cure funds  for  an  administration  building  and 
two  dormitories,  that  will  enable  the  number  of 
students  to  be  doubled. 

Chairman  John  A.  Kellenberger  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  recently  appeared  before  the  stu- 
dents and  showed  a  sketch  of  the  three  buildings, 
together  with  detailed  floor  plans,  to  entirely 
replace  the  present  buildings  that  have  been  in 
service  for  36  years.  Present  plans  contemplate 
a  campaign  next  May  to  raise  $300,000  for  the 
building  fund.  Any  remaining  after  the  buildings 
have  been  outfitted  will  go  to  the  endowment 
fund.  The  movement  has  aroused  much  interest 
in  the  school  and  its  work  and  the  trustees  are 
at  present  engaged  in  acquainting  Orange  and 
Winston-Salem  Presbyteries  with  some  of  the 
achievements  of  the  institution  even  with  limited 
facilities. 

A  goodly  number  of  boys  and  girls  desiring  en- 
trance last  September  had  to  be  turned  away  be- 
cause of  lack  of  room.  Those  who  were  admitted 
have  applied  themselves  earnestly  to  the  work, 
and  have  been  aiding  in  the  practical  operation 
of  the  farm  and  dairy  in  addition  to  their  studies. 
The  character  building  work  of  Glade  Valley  is 
ever  kept  in  mind,  and  the  spiritual  development 
is  as  earnestly  sought  after  as  the  mental  de- 
velopment. Rev.  Hutton  is  engaged  in  a  revival 
meeting  in  Glade  Valley  Church  as  this  is  writ- 
ten, and  the  interest  shown  by  the  students  has 
been  most  encouraging.  It  is  expected  practically 
all  who  are  not  already  Church  members  will 
make  public  confession  of  their  sins  and  accept 
Christ  as  their  Saviour  before  the  series  of  meet- 
ings end.  It  has  been  a  rare  occasion  when  a 
graduating  class  of  the  school  has  among  its 
members  one  who  had  not  professed  belief  in 
Christ  and  become  a  worker  in  the  Church  of  his 
or  her  choice.  We  are  proud  of  the  record  of 
eight  graduates  who  have  become  ministers,  ten 
missionaries  and  four  working  in  religious  educa- 
tion

The  one  hundred  and  thirty-fifth  session  of 
the  Seminary  was  opened  with  a  convocation  in 
Watts  Chapel  on  September  11.  Dr.  John  Allen 
MacLean,  minister  of  the  Ginter  Park  Presbyterian 
Church,  Richmond,  delivered  the  opening  ad- 
dress, and  Dr.  James  E.  Bear,  registrar  called  the 
roll  of  the  junior  class.  President  Ben  K  Lacy, 
Jr.,  presented  to  the  convocation  the  Rev.  james 
Appleby,  who  has  this  fall  joined  the  Seminary 
faculty,  as  Director  of  Field  Work.  The  invoca- 
tion was  delivered  by  Dr.  John  Bright,  Cyrus  H. 
McCormick,  Professor  of  Hebrew  Language  and 
Literature,  who  has  this  year  returned  from  four 
years  service  as  an  Army  Chaplain. 

The  opening  week  of  school  was  inaugurated 
by  a  student-faculty  retreat,  held  near  Richmond. 
Planned  under  the  direction  of  Jon  E.  Murray, 
Roanoke  Rapids,  N.  C,  president  of  the  student 
body,  the  retreat  was  designed  to  allow  the  Semi 
nary  family  to  become  more  intimately  acquainted 
with  one  another  and  to  share  in  corporate  de- 
votional exercises. 

With  the  return  of  Prof.  James  R.  Sydnor 
from  a  year  of  graduate  study  in  New  York,  musi- 
cal activities  at  the  Seminary  have  been  on  the 
increase.  The  combined  choirs  of  the  Training 
School  and  the  Seminary  presented  Mendelssohn's 
"Elijah"  in  Grace  Covenant  Church  on  October 
15.  A  congregation  of  nearly  1,000  persons  heard 
this  concert.  At  the  coming  Christmas  season, 
the  choirs  will  participate  in  two  presentations 
of  Handel's  "Messiah". 

November  6,  Pounder's  Day  at  the  Seminary, 
marked  the  initial  meeting  of  "The  Friends  of  the 
Seminary".  Begun  just  one  year  ago  by  ten  wo- 
men who  were  interested  in  making  the  Seminary 
known  to  the  supporting  Synods  and  to  present 
the  challenge  of  the  gospel  ministry,  "The 
Friends"  now  number  4,500  members.  During  the 
past  year  the  Women's  Branch  has  contributed- 
sufficient  funds  to  refurnish  Westminster  Hall, 
student  apartments  and  infirmary  and  guest 
rooms,  while  the  Men's  Branch  has  supported  the 
Department  of  Field  Work.  During  the  coming 
year,  the  Women  will  provide  funds  for  the  struc- 
tural remodeling  of  Westminster  Hall  and  the 
men  will  continue  their  Field  Work  project. 

The  Town  and  Country  Ministers  Institute 
closed  November  15,  after  a  successful  and  well 
attended  meeting.  Leading  speakers  were  Dr.  Rol- 
lin  J.  Fairbanks,  director  of  the  Institute  of  Pas- 
toral Care,  Boston;  Dr.  J.  Oscar  Lee,  field  secre- 
tary for  the  Committee  on  Race  Relationships, 
Federal  Council  of  Churches;  W.  W.  Eure,  exten- 
sion sociologist  from  Virginia  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute; and  the  Rev.  Curtis  J.  Matthews,  Heming- 
way, S.  C.

be  set  up  in  each  presbytery  to  foster  the  aims 
and  objectives  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Season: 
this  committee  to  be  composed  of  the  following 
persons,  Presbytery's  Chairman  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, Presbyterial  Secretary  of  Foreign  Missions, 
Presbyterial  Auxiliary  President,  Foreign  Mission 
Chairman  of  Young  People,  and  a  representative 
layman. 

One  of  the  best  ways  to  interest  the  whole 
presbytery,  is  to  arrange  for  a  Presbytery-wide 
Rally,  to  which  representatives  from  all  the 
churches  in  the  presbytery  would  be  invited.  At 
such  a  Rally  the  chief  purpose  would  be  to  ac- 
quaint the  representative  of  the  several  churches 
with  the  particular  needs  and  objectives  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  work,  and  the  plans  for  the  Week 
of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial.  The  delegation  from 
each  church  would  be  asked  to  carry  back  to  their 
own  congregations  such  inspiration  and  infor- 
mation as  they  had  received.  It  is  important  that 
every  church  in  the  presbytery  be  reached. 

Foreign  Missions  is  the  only  cause  of  the 
Church  that  has  been  actually  in  the  war  area, 
and  that  has  suffered  from  bombings  and  de- 
struction. Provision  will  be  needed  for  recon- 
struction and  expanding  of  the  work  far  beyond 
the  emergency  help  that  has  been  contemplated 
through  the  Reoccupation  Fund. 

New  missionaries  are  needed.  The  sending  of 
187  new  missionaries  this  year  would  merely  bring 
us  abreast  again  with  our  mission  force  of  1926. 
The  need,  the  opportunity,  and  the  challenge  of 
our  Foreign  Mission  work  is  greater  today  than 
ever  before.  The  hour  of  ADVANCE  has  been 
sounded.  Arise,  O  Church  of  God!  Lead  on  O 
King  Eternal!

to  remember  that  there  are  certain  basic  require- 
ments for  each  profession.  If  one  has  decided 
upon  a  life  work,  he  will  wish  to  see  what  the  col- 
lege offers  in  the  way  of  preparation  for  his 
chosen  career. 

Many  high  school  graduates  have  not  decided 
what  they  expect  to  do  in  after  life.  They,  how- 
ever, should  look  to  see  that  the  college  is  recog- 
nized as  doing  first  grade  work  and  is  approved 
by  the  accrediting  agencies.  What  kind  of  gradu- 
ates has  it  sent  forth  into  the  world?  By  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them,"  applies  to  colleges  as 
well  as  to  individuals.  It  is  important  to  look 
carefully  over  the  faculty  list  to  see  if  they  seem 
to  be  well  trained  and  qualified  as  college  profes- 
sors. Whenever  possible,  a  visit  should  be  made 
to  the  college  to  inspect  the  physical  plant  and 
equipment.  A  college  which  permits  its  physical 
plant  to  get  run  down  at  the  heel  gives  indica- 
tion that  somewhere  along  the  line  there  is  some- 
thing wrong. 


It  is  very  important  to  observe  the  personalities 
of  the  president,  the  deans,  and  the  other  col- 
lege officials.  They  set  the  tone  of  the  college. 
Find  out  all  you  can  about  the  atmosphere  on 
the  campus.  Do  students  maintain  a  high  code 
of  honor?  Is  there  a  spirit  of  co-operation  be- 
tween faculty  and  students?  Does  there  appear 
to  be  a  campus  climate  in  which  Christian  char- 
acter and  all  the  finer  things  of  life  may  de- 
velop? Is  the  religious  life  wholesome  and  vital, 
or  is  it  skeptical  and  unbelieving,  Or  narrow,  in- 
tolerant and  bigoted?  When  you  have  found  out 
all  you  can  about  the  college,  remember  that 
whatever  its  claim  may  be,  a  parent  has  no  obli- 
gation to  handicap  a  child  with  an  inadequate 
education. 

When  you  have  chosen  your  college,  then  make 
the  most  of  it.

boarding  school  for  eight  or  ten  years.  Our  pre- 
sent overflow  is  not  primarily  a  war  condition.  We 
have  been  able  to  maintain  a  full  boarding  school 
for  some  years,  and  we  should  increase  our  num- 
ber of  boarding  students  fifty  students,  as  this 
will  give  the  college  a  boarding  capacity  of  two 
hundred  students,  which  assures  better  financial 
stability  for  a  college  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
to  one  hundred  and  sixty  students.  We  have  rais- 
ed our  total  enrollment  in  1946  to  three  hundred 
and  eight  students.  Such  an  addition  to  the  board- 
ing department  would  raise  the  total  enrollment 
to  three  hundred  and  fifty  students,  which  is  a 
very  desirable  size  student  body  for  a  school  of 
the  type  of  Peace  College. 

(2)  This  building  will  also  furnish  some  addi- 
tional classrooms,  which  are  badly  needed.  We 
have  been  crowded  for  several  years,  and  this  will 
overcome  that  situation. 

(3)  The  erection  of  a  West  Dormitory  and  con- 
necting corridor  will  add  greatly  to  the  architec- 
tural completeness  and  beauty  of  Peace  College. 
The  buildings  have  not  made  a  complete  architec- 
tural unit  from  the  beginning  of  the  college  in 
1872.  We  now  have  the  opportunity  to  make  the 
front  of  the  college  one  of  beauty.  It  will  take 
$100,000  to  build  the  West  Dormitory  and  its  con- 
necting corridor. 

•  We  believe  these  projects  will  appeal  to  our 
alumnae  and  friends.  We  do  not  have  any  highly 
organized  financial  campaign  to  raise  funds  for 
these  building  projects.  We  are  counting  on  our 
friends  assisting  us  financially  in  completing  these 
projects.

attended.  Given  on  seven  succeeding  Monday 
evenings  by  members  of  the  Seminary  faculty,  the 
lectures  traced  the  dominant  themes  of  Protes- 
tantism from  the  time  of  the  Eighth  Century  pro- 
phets through  the  present  day.

W  ho  is  a  true  disciple  of  Jesus?  A  disciple 
of  Jesus  is  first  of  all  one  who  believes  in  Him.  When 
we  follow  a  leader  in  our  national  life,  we  believe 
in  that  person  and  in  the  things  that  he  is  advocating 
for  the  program  of  the  country.  In  the  same  way,  if 
we  want  to  be  a  disciple  of  Jesus,  we  must  believe 
in  Him,  and  in  the  teachings  which  He  has  given  to  us, 
because  in  Him  we  have  the  words  of  eternal  life. 

A  disciple  of  Jesus  is  one  who  is  willing  to  listen 
to  His  teachings.  Of  what  use  would  it  be  for  us  to 
follow  a  leader  if  we  were  not  willing  to  listen  to  the 
teachings  of  that  leader?  And  when  we  have  such  a 
leader  as  Jesus,  we  should  deem  it  a  great  privilege  to 
sit  at  His  feet  and  listen  to  His  words  of  wisdom. 

A  disciple  of  Jesus  is  one  who  is  ready  to  follow 
Him.  Jesus  has  issued  the  invitation  to  all  men,  "Fol- 
low Me."  It  is  entirely  up  to  us  whether  we  want  to 
accept  that  invitation.  It  is  comparatively  easy  to  be- 
lieve in  Jesus,  but  it  is  harder  to  learn  from  Him. 

We  must  have  an  intimate  communion  and  fellow- 
ship with  Jesus.  When  Jesus  called  His  disciples,  they 
stayed  with  Him,  and  followed  Him  as  their  Guide  and 
Leader.  They  learned  to  know  Him,  and  to  love  Him, 
until  they  were  ready  to  acknowledge  that  He  was 
the  promised  Messiah,  the  true  Son  of  God. 

We  today  must  also  have  that  intimate  communion 
with  Him.  Of  course,  we  cannot  hope  to  have  the 
personal  contact  that  the  disciples  had,  but  we  can 
obtain  fellowship  through  the  means  of  prayer,  through 
worship,  and  through  an  earnest  and  sincere  study  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures.  But  it  is  in  the  Holy  Communion 
that  we  obtain  the  closest  fellowship  with  Jesus,  because

there  we  partake  of  His  Precious  Body  and  Blood. 
If  we  strive  to  obtain  this  fellowship  we  will  be 
able  to  take  advantage  of  all  those  things  which 
Jesus  has  promised  to  all  those  who  are  His  disciples. 
The  disciples,  at  first,  did  not  realize  the  road  that 
lay  before  Jesus,  nor  did  they  know  that  they  also 
would  have  to  travel  that  same  road.  At  different 
times  He  instructed  them  about  the  things  that  were 
going  to  happen  to  Him,  namely,  that  He  would  suffer 
and  die,  but  on  the  third  day  He  would  rise  again. 
The  full  significance  of  these  words  did  not  come  to 
the  disciples,  until  they  saw  Jesus  hanging  upon  the 
Cross.  Then  they  understood  what  He  meant  when  He 
spoke  to  them  of  the  Cross.  He  also  had  to  teach  them 
that  it  would  be  necessary  for  them  to  follow  in  the 
same  road  He  had  to  travel,  and  that  they  would 
have  to  suffer,  even  as  He  suffered.    "If  any  man 
would  come  after  Me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take 
up  his  Cross  and  follow  Me." 

What  is  meant  when  we  say  that  a  person  must 
deny  himself?  If  a  Christian,  in  the  interest  of  the  cause 
of  Christ  or  for  the  benefit  of  his  own  spiritual  wel- 
fare, foregoes  certain  pleasures  which,  under  ordinary 
circumstances  he  would  enjoy,  and  which  in  themselves 
are  not  sinful,  we  call  that  self-denial.  But  the  words 
of  Jesus  go  farther  and  deeper.  Self-denial,  in  the 
sense  in  which  Jesus  uses  the  term,  is  an  act  of  com- 
plete self-surrender.  We  must  be  willing  and  ready 
to  follow  Him  wherever  He  may  lead  us.  In  the 
words  of  the  23rd  Psalm:  "He  maketh  me  to  lie  down 
in  green  pastures;  He  restoreth  my  soul;  He  leadeth 
me  in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for  His  Name's  sake." 
We  need  never  fear,  when  He  is  along  with  us.  He 
will  always  be  at  our  side,  and  will  be  ready  to  help 
us  in  our  times  of  need  and  trouble.  He  sacrificed 
Himself  on  the  Cross  for  our  sakes,  and  because  of 
that  we  also  must  sacrifice  ourselves. 

Jesus  demands  that  His  disciples  take  up  their 
Cross,  even  as  He  had  to  take  up  His  Cross,  and  bear 
it  along  the  rocky  road.  We  must  be  ready  and  al- 
ways prepared  to  suffer  and  to  die  for  His  sake,  even 
as  He  suffered  and  died  for  us.  We  will  endure  many 
trials  and  hardships,  but  because  of  this  His  fellowship 
will  mean  all  the  more  to  us.  The  best  things  in  life, 
and  the  ones  we  appreciate  the  most,  are  those  for 
which  we  have  to  work  the  hardest.

Rev.  Andrew  J.  Howell,  a  most  reliable  historian  of 
Wilmington  Presbytery,  has  the  following  to  say  about 
this  organization: 

The  GROVE  church  very  reasonably  dates  its  origin 
from  1736.  The  first  records  of  this  church  are  not  extant, 
but  the  evidence  is  rather  clear.  In  Caruther's  "Life  of 
David  Caldwell",  published  1842,  we  have  these  state- 
ments (pp.  85,  86):  "In  the  year  1736,  Duplin  county  be- 
gan to  be  settled  by  people  from  the  north  of  Ireland 
and  Switzerland,  who  were  induced  by  Henry  McCulloch 
to  come  and#settle  on  his  land."  It  appears  that  the 
greater  part  of  those  who,  in  1736,  settled  on  the  lands 
of  McCulloch  in  Duplin  county  were  Presbyterians  from 
Ireland.  This  was  the  first  Presbyterian  settlement  formed 
in  North  Carolina  of  which  I  have  seen  any  account;  and 
like  all  other  Christian  people  they  would  desire  to  have 
preaching."  The  church  was  undoubtedly  established,  as 
it  is  claimed,  among  the  several  hundred  Presbyterians 
who  settled  there.  It  was  first  called  "Golden  Grove", 
then  "Goshen  Grove",  and  finally  "Grove."    Its  location 


has  long  been  in  the  town  of  Kenansville,  but  it  was  at 
first  a  short  distance  away  from  it.  McCulloch's  grant 
of  land  is  shown  in  the  State's  archives.  There  is  ar 
inscription  in  the  Grove  church  showing  that  it  was  or- 
ganized in  1754;  but  I  am  decidedly  in  agreement  with 
Mr.  A.  T.  Outlaw,  historian  of  Duplin  county,  that  the 
proper  date  is  1736.  He  has  some  information  as  to 
deed  to  the  church  from  Henry  McCulloch  for  a  lot  for 
their  sanctuary. 

In  connection  with  this  settlement  in  Duplin  county, 
would  state  that,  when  Governor  Gabriel  Johnston  came 
to  North  Carolina  in  1734,  he  induced  a  number  of  his 
fellow  Scotchmen  to  come  over  here  to  settle.  Some 
them  had  already  come,  as  early  as  1728;  but,  through 
his  influence,  a  large  number  came  during  the  subsequent 
years,  especially  after  the  battle  of  Culloden  Moor 
1745.  Nearly  all  of  these  debarked  at  Wilmington. 
1749  there  were  about  five  hundred  Scotch  immigrants 
All  this  will  account  for  the  early  Presbyterian  complexior 
of  a  large  part  of  the  colonial  immigration  hereabouts 
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Visitation  Evangelistic  School  of 
Atlanta 

It  was  the  great  privilege  of  the  editor  to  at- 
tend this  school  for  two  days  and  to  take  part 
in  this  special  effort  to  reach  the  unsaved  through 
the  method  of  Visitation  Evangelism.  We  trust 
every  church  of  our  Assembly  may  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  the  church  of  Atlanta  whose  efforts 
have  been  so  richly  blessed.  Dr.  Cecil  Thompson 
of  Columbia  Seminary  and  Dr.  H.  H.  Thompson, 
the  Assembly's  Secretary  of  Evangelism  and  a 
strong  committee  in  Atlanta  did  most  faithful 
and  effective  work  in  preparing  for  this  school. 
A  careful  survey  was  made  of  each  congregation 
and  prospect  cards  accurately  filled  out.  There 
were  36  churches  in  and  around  Atlanta  taking 
part  in  the  campaign.  The  morning  hours  were 
devoted  to  reports  of  the  previous  night  and  study 
of  evangelism.  Two  hours  each  evening  for  four 
days  were  devoted  to  visitation  evangelism  teams 
going  out  two  and  two.  There  were  in  hand  4491 
prospect  cards.  The  results  to  date  are  540  pro- 
fessions of  faith  and  922  transfers  of  member- 
ship. 

Dr.  Cecil  Thompson  has  the  following  to  say

VITAL  STATISTICS 

When  we  think  of  actually  what  was  happen- 
ing each  one  of  the  four  nights  for  the  two  hours 
of  visitation  in  homes,  we  are  amazed.  Think  of 
approximately  400  laymen  and  275  ministers  in 
300  different  homes  all  at  the  same  moment  talk- 
ing with  approximately  900  people  about  Christ 
and  the  Church.  Imagine  an  average  of  one  per- 
son every  minute  making  a  decision  to  accept 
Christ  on  Profession  of  Faith  and  imagine  approxi- 
mately three  persons  every  single  minute  being 
added  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  by  letter  or 
profession.  This  will  give  you  a  bird's  eye  pic- 
ture of  what  actually  happened  in  Atlanta.  Now, 
imagine  approximately  100  pastors  or  more  who 
are  going  back  to  duplicate  this  sort  of  thing  in 
hundreds  of  churches  and  in  many  of  the  larger 
cities  and  in  Presbyteries  and  Synods  scattered 
over  many  states.  The  accumulative  results  of 
how  many  hundred  will  be  eventually  added  as  the 
result  of  the  Atlanta  Evangelism  School  amazes 
-us. 

WHAT  OF  THE  FUTURE 

We  are  wondering  what  all  of  you  men  will  do 
with  what  has  been  done.  The  success  that  we 
liope  for  depends  on  what  you  do  from  here  on 


out.  We  hope  that  it  will  mean  that  every  semi- 
nary student  will  dedicate  himself  to  using  Visi- 
tation Evangelism  in  his  future  ministry.  We  hope 
it  will  mean  that  every  visiting  pastor  will  set 
it  up  as  soon  as  possible  in  his  church. 

Stewardship  Season  Important 

Our  General  Assembly,  Synod  and  Presbyteries 
are  giving  special  emphasis  to  the  subject  of  Stew- 
ardship at  this  time. 

1.  That  the  season  February  2  -  March  31,  1947 
be  designated  for  special  tithing  emphasis: — 

a.  That  every  pastor  be  urged  to  preach  on  the 
tithe,  stressing  the  tithe,  not  as  a  matter 
of  law,  but  as  the  minimum  Scriptural 
standard  of  giving  and  as  a  means  of  Chris- 
tian growth  and  blessedness. 

b.  That  during  this  period  each  church  be 
asked  to  have  its  members  enroll  as  tithers, 
making  a  definite  commitment. 

2.  That  March  9th  be  designated  as  Every  Mem- 
ber Canvass  Day;  and  that  our  churches  be 
called  upon  to  make  this  a  day  of  lull  dedi- 
cation of  life  and  property. 

3.  That  the  theme  of  the  Every  Member  Canvass 
for  the  year  1947  be  "Every  Member  Enlisted." 
Every  effort  possible  should  be  made  prior  to 

the  Every  Member  Canvass  to  "pay  up"  in  FULL 
all  apportionments  to  Benevolent  Causes  for  all 
of  our  Agencies  are  dependent  upon  these  resources 
to  carry  on  the  regular  work  committed  to  them. 
See  that  EACH  cause  receives  the  PERCENTAGE 
assigned  it  by  your  Presbytery.

The  men  of  the  church  are  in  the  process  of 
forming  a  new  men's  organization  with  objec- 
tives which  should  prove  helpful  to  our  work. 

Six  new  deacons  have  recently  been  elected 
and  installed,  and  additional  Elders  will  be 
elected  in  the  near  future. 

We  are  planning  to  center  our  work  for  the 
new  church  year  in  personal  evangelism  as  the 
best  method  for  reaching  the  unsaved  and  bring- 
ing them  into  the  work  and  fellowship  of  the 
church.

Roxboro,  Granville  Presbytery

As  we  look  back  over  the  closing  year  we  must 
express  our  deep  gratitude  to  God  for  His  mani- 
fold blessings.  In  spite  of  our  unimpressive  struc- 
ture and  small  membership  we  feel  that  our  pro- 
gress has  been  noteworthy. 

New  members  received  totalled  more  than  in 
any  previous  year.  Church  attendance  has  grown 
and  the  presence  of  many  young  people  at  each 
service  conveys  the  impression  that  we  are  labor- 
ing for  the  Church  of  tomorrow  as  well  as  today. 

Sunday  School  attendance  has  almost  doubled. 
The  congestion  and  confusion  resulting  in  this 
crowded  condition  give  spur  to  our  effort  to  build 
a  new  church  to  provide  space  and  facilities.  The 
present  auditorium  is  curtained  off  into  segments 
to  temporarily  alleviate  some  of  the  difficulties.

A  local  transportation  company  has 
given  us  the  use  of  a  bus  and  another  one  is  of- 
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fered  as  soon  as  we  are  in  a  position  to  employ  it. 

Building  plans  have  not  materialized  due  to 
prevailing  conditions.  The  building  fund  con- 
tinues to  grow  and  we  anticipate  the  sum  of  $40,- 
000  by  April  1st. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  interest  and  support 
of  our  Home  Mission  Supt.  and  those  allied  with 
him.  We  covet  the  prayers  of  the  ministers  and 
members  of  the  many  churches  sharing  in  our 
mutual  tasks.  We  look  forward  with  faith  in  God 
and  a  determination  to  do  our  best  for  Him.

Wayside  Presbyterian  Church 

Albemarle  Presbytery 

Last  November  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  Way- 
side Presbyterian  Church  in  Albemarle  Presby- 
tery, near  Washington,  by  the  pastor  the  Rev.  J. 

C.  Hines,  at  this  time  and  following  the  meeting 
nine  members  were  receiv.ed  into  the  church,  all 
but  two  being  adults  and  prominent  in  the  life  of 
the  community.

The  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  sixty-five  and 
the  attendance  is  splendid.  Since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  church  the  women  have  had  an  auxil- 
iary and  are  doing  an  excellent  work. 

This  little  church  looks  forward  to  the  new 
year  with  confidence. 

McGlure  Church 

Castle  Haynes,  N.  C. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Myers,  Pastor 

When  the  present  supply  pastor  came  to  field, 
December  1st,  1924,  he  found  a  Sunday  School, 
which  had  been  started  by  the  late  A.  D.  McClure, 

D.  D.,  and  his  people  of  the  St.  Andrews  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

Services  were  held  in  a  school  house  and  con- 
tinued to  be  held  there  until  in  1927  when  the 
late  W.  H.  Sprunt,  and  elder  in  the  St.  Andrews 
church  gave  the  present  church  building,  which 
is  a  brick  structure  having  rooms  for  Sunday 
School,  at  a  cost  of  $11,000,  as  a  memorial  to  the 
late  A.  D.  McClure  and  the  church  bears  his  name. 

The  present  supply  pastor  has  served  this 
people  since  December  1st,  1924,  except  from  Fe- 
bruary 1st,  1927  to  April,  1929,  when  Rev.  D.  H. 
Dulin  was  supply. 

In  December  1st,  1924,  there  was  but  one  resi- 
dent Presbyterian  members  in  this  community, 
this  church  now  has  101  members. 

This  work  was  aided  by  the  mother  church,  St. 
Andrews,  both  in  workers  and  finances,  for  a 
number  of  years. 

On  September  29th,  1940,  this  outpost  was  or- 
ganized into  the  McClure  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church  with  73  members  and  three  Elders  and 
three  Deacons. 


This  church  now  has  101  members  and  a  live 
Sunday  School  and  Young  People's  work  and  is 
handled  in  all  departments  by  its  own  Member- 
ship. 

After  being  organized  the  work  then  was  plac- 
ed under  Wilmington  Presbytery's  Home  Mission 
Committee  and  is  aided  now  by  Presbytery's  and 
Synod's  Home  Mission  Committees. 

Under  some  new  groupings  this  church  will  be 
placed  in  a  new  field  for  half  time  pastor  and 
will  be  another  step  forward  for  this  young  church.

The  Cape  Fear  Presbyterian  Church,  Meffitt 
Village,  Wilmington,  N.  C.  held  special  evangelis- 
tic services  each  evening  from  January  19th  - 
26th.  Rev.  A.  K.  Dudley  of  Winter  Park,  Wil- 
mington, N.  C,  was  the  visiting  minister.  There 
was  marked  manifestation  of  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  throughout  the  meetings,  and  the 
church  enjoyed  a  season  of  real  refreshing.  Six 
persons  joined  the  church  on  profession  of  faith, 
and  one  on  reaffirmation. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Cape  Fear 
church  was  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Lillian  Aus- 
tin, of  Maxton,  N.  C,  a  returned  missionary  from 
Korea,  to  lead  the  study  in  Foreign  Missions  from 
January  28  -  28th.  On  Sunday  afternoon  at  3:00 
o'clock  there  was  a  study  on  the  book  INDIA  AT 
THE  THRESHOLD.  On  Tuesday,  the  ladies  of 
the  Winter  Park  Presbyterian  Church  Auxiliary 
joined  with  Cape  Fear  in  a  study  of  Dr.  Darby 
Fulton's  book,  "Now  Is  The  Time."  Mrs.  Russell 
Britt,  the  Cape  Fear  Auxiliary  president,  welcomed 
the  guests  and  introduced  the  visiting  speaker. 

Luncheon  was  served  at  the  church. 

Fairview,  Concord  Presbytery

Although  the  development  of  Fairview  Church 
for  the  past  six  months  has  not  been  phenomenal, 
some  progress  has  been  made.  The  emphasis  has 
not  been  so  much  on  numerical  increase  as  on 
the  inculcation  of  an  appreciation  for  an  a  loyalty 
to  our  distinctive  Presbyterian  heritage. 

A  more  formal  order  of  worship  was  intro- 
duced which  permits  a  more  active  participation  on 
the  part  of  the  congregation.  The  great  Scrip- 
tural hymns  of  the  church  have  gradually  been 
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substituted  for  the  fluffy,  syncopated,  Armenian 
choruses  so  characteristic  of  much  of  American 
Fundamentalism  today. 

During  the  summer  a  two-week  Daily  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  was  held  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  over  forty  pupils.  The  Catechism 
occupied  an  important  place  in  the  curriculum. 

In  the  fall,  an  experiment  of  conducting  both 
a  morning  and  evening  service  was  launched  with 
the  result  that  both  morning  and  evening  at- 
tendance averages  fifty.  A  much-needed  auto- 
matic coal-stoker  was  purchased  and  paid  for 
shortly  thereafter.  The  services  of  a  regular  jani- 
tor were  obtained.  At  a  recent  congregational 
meeting  another  forward  step  towards  self-sup- 
port was  taken  when  the  congregation  assumed  a 
greater  share  of  the  pastor's  salary. 

A  recent  series  of  sermons  on  Stewardship  has 
resulted  in  greater  faithfulness  in  attendance  and 
an  increase  in  offerings. 

We  are  grateful  to  God  for  His  abundant  bless- 
ings in  the  past.  We  look  forward  with  courage 
and  hope  to  the  future  with  reliance  on  His  cove- 
nant blessings. 

Groatan  and  Pollocks ville  Churches 

Wilmington  Presbytery 

During  the  months  of  December,  January,  and 
February,  G.  Fenton  Miller,  Stated  Student  Sup- 
ply Pastor  of  the  Croatan  and  Pollocksville 
Churches,  has  been  attending  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  in  order  to  com- 
plete the  study  necessary  for  a  B.  D.  degree.  While 
at  seminary  he  has  been  forced  to  confine  his 
ministerial  duties  to  preaching  in  the  Pollocks- 
ville Church  on  first  and  third  Sundays  and  in 
the  Croatan  Church  on  first  Sundays. 

On  January  5th  the  Pollocksville  and  Croatan 
Churches  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  Dr.  Sam- 
uel Falcao  tell  about  the  foreign  mission  work  in 
Brazil.  Dr.  Falcao,  who  is  at  present  studying  for 
his  Th.M.  degree  at  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Richmond,  Virginia,  is  a  native  of  Recife,  Bra- 
zil, where  he  is  the  pastor  of  one  church  and  the 
Professor  of  Theology  in  the  Evangelical  Seminary 
of  the  North,  located  there.  Since  the  pastor  of 
these  two  churches  is  not  ordained,  Dr.  Falcao 
also  conducted  the  quarterly  communion  service. 

January  26th,  the  Croatan  Presbyterian  Church 
had  Tinsley  P.  Bradley  as  its  guest  minister.  Mr. 
Bradley,  a  senior  at  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Richmond,  Virginia,  is  the  son  of  missionaries 
to  China  and  told  the  congregation  something 
about  the  foreign  mission  work  there. 

Webb  Memorial  Group

The  Webb  Memorial  Church  at  Morehead  City 
besides  a  healthy  growth  in  membership  has  made 
some  improvements  in  the  church  property.  A 
new  heating  system  has  been  installed,  a  bap- 
tismal font  placed,  new  carpets  laid  in  the  aisles, 
and  money  raised  for  a  new  electric  organ  to 
cost  $2750.00.  Seventeen  hundred  dollars  has  al- 


ready been  paid  and  the  balance  will  be  paid 
when  organ  is  installed.  This  we  expect  will  be 
done  in  about  60  days.  Both  Church  and  Manse 
have  been  newly  painted  and  the  area  north  of 
the  Church  cleared  of  brush  and  a  lawn  planted 
with  an  enclosure  of  a  white  picket  fence. 

The  Wildwood  Church  raised  its  full  amount 
of  Home  Emergency  Fund  ($115.00).  The  Church 
sent  the  largest  delegation  to  a  Young  People's 
Rally  held  in  Wilmington  last  fall. 

They  are  now  planning  to  make  much  needed 
repairs  and  improvement  on  the  Church  build- 
ing. They  also  have  decided  through  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  Session  to  purchase  new  hym- 
nals for  the  Church  worship  service.

Jacksonville  Field 

Rev.  Carl  B.  Craig,  Pastor 

Jacksonville  Church  is  unique  in  its  varied 
opportunities  for  service.  It  ministers  to  a  grow- 
ing town  of  3,000,  has  two  rural  missions,  and 
serves  thousands  of  Marines  in  the  Recreation 
Center.  Its  growth  has  been  phenomenal.  Five 
years  ago  its  membership  was  about  40,  today 
near  200.  Many  encouraging  features  have  marked 
our  work  this  year,  especially  in  additions.  By 
the  end  of  January  we  had  received  59  members, 
18  being  on  profession  of  faith.  Most  of  these  are 
heads  of  families.  Likewise  our  Sunday  School 
which  averaged  65  during  the  calendar  year  1946 
is  running  much  higher.  A  newly-formed  Youth 
Fellowship  is  doing  splendid  work,  likewise  a  Youth 
Choir. 

The  major  material  achievement  was  the  pur- 
chase of  a  Hammond  Organ,  which  has  added 
greatly  in  attractiveness  to  our  worship  services 
and  helped  attendance.  We  also  added  various 
equipment,  such  as  new  choir  chairs  and  a  mimeo- 
graph. 

Under  the  fine  leadership  of  Mrs.  Sarah  H. 
Marriner,  our  Recreation  Center  supported  by 
Defense  Service  Funds,  continues  to  be  a  blessing 
to  many  thousands  of  Marines.  Six  nights  per 
week  from  35  to  75  youthful  Marines  from  16 
to  18  years  of  age,  find  our  center  a  homelike 
place  with  real  Christian  hospitality. 

In  a  few  weeks  we  expect  to  have  electricity 
in  both  rural  missions  and  in  Antioch  Church, 
which  is  also  in  this  group.  We  hope  to  have  a 
student  pastor  this  summer  to  develop  further  our 
outlying  work. 

Bethel  and  Chinquapin  Group 

On  Sunday  evening,  February  9th  the  Bethel 
and  Chinquapin  congregations  in  Wilmington 
Presbytery  assembled  in  the  Bethel  Church  for 
the  ordination  service  of  their  new  pastor,  Rev. 
James  F.  Garvin,  a  graduate  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary. 

Scouts  are  on  the  move  in  Duplin  County. 
The  Chinquapin  Presbyterian  Church,  Wilming- 
ton Presbytery,  is  the  sponsoring  institution  of 
Troop  No.  44  which  has  45  registered  scouts.  It  is 
the  largest  troop  in  the  Duplin  District. 
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Gulf  Group 

Rev.  Irving  E.  Birdseye,  Pastor 

The  Gulf  Field,  which  is  composed  of  the  Gulf, 
Ooldston,  Cumnock,  and  Farmville  Presbyterian 
Churches,  has  been  organized  into  a  parish  with 
a  parish  council.  This  council  is  representative 
of  the  four  churches,  having  an  Elder,  a  Deacon, 
a  representative  of  the  women,  and  one  of  the 
young  people  from  each  church.  This  council  has 
met  and  made  plans  for  numerous  activities  to 
be  conducted  in  the  future.  They  were  responsible 
for  planning  a  very  successful  and  enjoyable 
Christmas  program  held  jointly  by  the  several 
Sunday  Schools.  They  are  now  planning  a  series 
of  Fellowship  Nights,  to  be  held  in  the  various 
communities. 

At  a  recent  congregational  meeting  of  the 
Cumnock  Presbyterian  Church  Mr.  Ralph  Ken- 
nedy and  Mr.  A.  F.  Weldon  were  elected  Elders 
and  Mr.  Leonard  Ascough  and  Mr.  Edwin  Gun- 
ther,  Deacons.  These  men  were  duly  ordained  and 
installed  on  Sunday  evening,  January  12,  with 
Elders  present  representing  the  other  churches 
within  the  parish. 

Pink  Hill  Field 

Wilmington  Presbytery 

Rev.  N.  P.  Farrior,  Pastor 

In  October  and  November  evangelistic  serv- 
ices were  held  in  all  churches  of  the  field  except 
Hebron.  At  Pleasant  View  two  members  were  re- 
ceived on  profession  of  faith  at  Pink  Hill,  one  on 
profession  of  faith  and  one  by  letter.  Two  others 
were  received  on  profession  of  faith  at  Pink  Hill 
on  January  19th. 

During  the  Fall  a  group  organization  of  the 
young  people  of  all  five  churches:  Harper-Sou th- 
erland,  Hebron,  Pink  Hill,  Pleasant  View  and 
Smiths,  was  effected.  This  organization  holds 
monthly  meetings,  rotating  among  the  four  larg- 
er churches  for  place  of  meeting.  At  each  meet- 
ing there  is  recreation  and  a  program  of  worship 
and  study  of  some  problems  or  activity  from  ma- 
terial in  PRESBYTERIAN  YOUTH.  A  big  party 
was  put  on  at  the  December  meeting,  when  about 
forty  young  people  were  present.  Pleasant  View, 
Smith  and  Pink  Hill  have  organized  local  Church 
Y.  P.  organizations. 

Last  fall  Pink  Hill  raised  something  over 
eight  hundred  dollars  for  renovation  of  the 
church.  A  new  roof  was  put  on;  but  lack  of  ma- 
terials has  held  up  completion  of  the  program. 
Smiths  collected  its  pledges  of  about  eleven  hun- 
dred dollars  for  a  new  church  building.  They  are 
planning  to  continue  their  fund-raising  program 
this  year.  The  year  has  marked  much  increase 
in  Sunday  School  attendance,  Auxiliary  attend- 
ance, and  contributions  at  Smiths  Church.  Har- 
per Southerland  is  still  awaiting  materials  to  fin- 
ish the  interior  of  their  church  building. 

We  are  now  in  about  the  middle  of  a  six 
months'  experiment  with  moving  pictures  (reli- 
gious) in  the  churches  of  this  group,  as  a  part  of 
the  whole  plan,  for  this  Presbytery.  These  pic- 


tures have  attracted  much  interest,  and  seem  to  be 
a  profitable  feature  of  our  work. 

Pink  Hill,  Pleasant  View  and  Smiths  have  in- 
creased their  quota  acceptance  of  benevolences. 
Pink  Hill  and  Smiths  have  increased  their  pledges 
to  pastor's  salary. 

Most  notable  from  the  pastor's  point  of  view 
of  personal  interest  was  a  generous  gift  of  money 
from  Pink  Hill,  Smiths,  Pleasant  View  and  the 
Harper-Southerland  Churches  for  trade-in  pay- 
ment to  secure  a  new  automobile,  an  amount  suf- 
ficient to  assure  the  car.  We  are  just  waiting  now 
to  find  a  new  car  available.  Do  you  know  of  one? 
the  money  is  in  the  bank.  The  minister  and  his 
wife  were  just  about  made  speechless  by  this  de- 
monstration of  generosity  and  affection  on  the 
part  of  these  congregations.  Their  gratitude  and 
appreciation  can  scarcely  be  adequately  expressed. 

We  are  trying  now  to  secure  good  delegations 
from  all  the  churches  here  to  attend  a  leadership 
training  school  at  Warsaw,  February  10  -  14th.

Bethel-Shiloh  Group 

Rev.  W.  B.  Gaston,  Pastor 

As  you  know,  part  of  my  time  is  spent  in  con- 
nection with  the  patients  at  the  State  T.  B.  Sana- 
torium. I  never  do  get  to  see  all  of  these  pa- 
tients, but  many  of  the  convalescents  come  to 
my  weekly  prayer  meeting  on  Thursday  nights. 
Unfortunately,  the  radio  system,  by  which  we  used 
to  reach  the  bed  patients,  is  out  of  order  and  the 
technician  who  used  to  keep  it  in  order  is  no 
longer  here.  That,  however,  is  not  my  news  item. 

Since  I  have  been  here,  I  have  tried  to  reach 
all  of  the  patients  who  wanted  it  with  a  Com- 
munion Service  on  Easter  Sunday.  In  1945  and 
1946  we  reached  all  in  the  main  building  (white 
adults)  with  this  service.  We  also  had  such  a 
service  on  World  Communion  Day  in  1944  and 
1946  but  missed  it  last  year.  I  am  hoping  to 
reach  them  this  coming  Easter,  however. 

The  method  is  somewhat  like  this.  We  have  . 
a  Communion  Service  at  the  regular  Sunday  eve- 
ning service  at  6:15  for  the  patients  who  can 
come  to  the  auditorium.  (I  only  preach  at  this 
time  once  a  month,  but  the  1st  Sunday  night 
usually  falls  on  the  right  date.)  Any  of  the  pa- 
tients or  doctors  who  are  elders  or  the  equivalent 
in  another  Protestant  Church  are  invited  to  as- 
sist. In  the  past  Dr.  McCain  and  Dr.  Thomas  have 
performed  this  service.  The  fact  that  they  are 
both  now  gone  (Dr.  Thomas  is  at  Black  Mountain.) 
places  the  future  of  these  services  in  doubt.  You 
can  see,  I  believe,  that  a  great  deal  depends  on 
whom  the  board  selects  to  fill  Dr.  McCain's  place. 
After  that  service,  I  go  around  to  each  ward  and 
have  a  brief  Communion  Service  for  all  patients 
who  desire  it.  The  nurses  have  gone  ahead  and 
prepared  a  list  of  patients  who  wanted  Commun- 
ion. They  gather  in  one  room  if  they  are  able, 
or  else  I  go  around  to  each  bed  patient  in  the 
small  rooms  that  open  off  from  the  ward  porch. 
For  very  sick  patients  in  private  rooms,  there  is 
a  separate  service.  I  use  my  own  adaptation  of 
the  Brief  Order  in  the  Book  of  Common  Worship. 

Last  Easter  I  kept  records,  and  found  that 
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Tell  Him  Now 

If  with  pleasure  you  are  viewing 

Any  work  a  man  is  doing, 

If  you  like  him  or  you  love  him,  tell  him  now; 

Don't  withhold  your  approbation 

Till  the  parson  makes  oration 

And  he  lies  with  snowy  lilies  o'er  his  brow, 

For  no  matter  how  you  shout  it, 

He  won't  really  care  about  it; 

He  won't  know  how  many  tear  drops  you 

have  shed; 
If  you  think  some  praise  is  due  him 
Now's  the  time  to  slip  it  to  him, 
For  he  cannot  read  his  tombstone  when  he's 

dead. 

More  than  fame  and  more  than  money 
Is  the  comment  kind  and  sunny, 
And  the  hearty,  warm  approval  of  a  friend;

eighty-eight  had  requested  this  service,  besides 
those  who  were  able  to  come  to  the  auditorium. 
Many  decided  at  the  last  minute,  so  that  it  was 
more  like  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  in  all. 
Of  course  someone  has  to  go  to  help  me,  one 
time  Dr.  Thomas,  again  the  Superintendent  of 
nurses,  or  again  a  patient.  Perhaps  an  amazing 
thing  about  it  is  the  large  number  of  "non-Pres- 
byterians" reached  in  this  way.

Bensalem  and  Eagle  Springs  Group 

Rev.  Harvey  A.  McBath,  Pastor 

Bensalem  and  Eagle  Springs  Churches  of  Fay- 
etteville  Presbytery  joined  in  a  series  of  revival 
services  last  fall,  conducted  by  Rev.  A.  M.  Keith 
of  Erwin,  N.  C.  Mr.  Keith  preached  for  a  week 
in  the  Eagle  Springs  Church,  and  the  following 
week  at  Bensalem.  The  congregations  of  these 
two  Churches,  which  are  only  five  miles  apart, 
joined  with  each  other  and  made  these  two  weeks 
a  season  of  community-wide  revival.  Eleven  were 
received  at  Bensalem  on  confession  of  faith,  and 
one  at  Eagle  Springs  on  Certificate.  Fifteen  have 
been  received  on  confession  at  Bensalem  this 
Church  year,  and  two  at  Eagle  Springs  on  Cer- 
tificate. 

Bensalem  Church  has  been  painted  and  the 
interior  redecorated,  and  other  improvements  are 
planned.  The  congregation  has  authorized  the 
installation  of  an  oil-burner  heating  system  be- 
fore next  winter. 

The  new  oil-burner  heating  system  has  been 
in  operation  in  the  Eagle  Springs  Church  for  seve- 
ral weeks,  and  is  proving  a  real  blessing. 

The  young  people  of  these  two  Churches  are 
most  successfully  combined  in  one  Youth  Fellow- 
ship Group  which  meets  two  Sunday  nights  in  each 
Church  during  the  month.  They  presented  the 
Christmas  Pageant  in  both  Churches  on  December 
22nd,  and  are  a  strong  factor  in  unifying  the 
work  of  the  Churches  throughout  the  commun- 
•  ity. 

The  Annual  Ingathering  at  Thanksgiving  was 
also  conducted  as  a  joint  enterprise,  some  190 
attending  the  Thanksgiving  Service  in  the  church 
that  morning,  and  many  more  enjoying  the  boun- 
teous dinner  afterwards.  About  $600  was  raised 
at  the  sale  of  farm  products  and  home-made  ar- 
ticles. Over  $81.00  was  contributed  for  Barium 
Springs  Orphanage  at  the  Worship  Service.

Grassy  Greek  Group

Kinton  Fork  is  where  three  red  clay  roads 
come  into  Highway  No.  96,  running  through  the 
northwest  corner  of  Granville  county. 

About  a  mile  from  the  Fork  under  some  large 
oak  trees,  in  the  yard  of  Mrs.  Willie  Burwell, 
three  summers  ago,  we  had  a  fine  Bible  School 
with  an  enrollment  of  30. 

At  the  request  of  Mrs.  Burwell,  we  cleaned 
out  and  repaired  an  old  granary.  We  then  se- 
cured some  seats  from  the  basement  of  our  church 


in  Oxford  and  started  a  Sunday  School  with  an 
enrollment  of  20. 

One  of  our  large  families  moved  away  and 
Uncle  Sam  called  several  of  our  fine  young  men 
into  service.  Soon  a  soldier  came  along  and 
asked  our  leading  teacher  in  the  little  Sunday 
School  to  be  his  bride.  This,  plus  other  difficul- 
ties, made  it  impossible  to  carry  on  with  our 
Sunday  School. 

A  few  months  ago  we  moved  the  seats  and 
stove  from  the  old  granary  into  Mr.  Kinton's 
home  up  near  the  fork  of  the  road  and  revived 
our  Sunday  School  with  an  enrollment  of  30.  The 
people  seem  to  be  more  interested  now  than  ever 
before.  Here  the  pastor  preaches  once  a  month 
and  teaches  a  class  each  Sunday  afternoon. 

Our  greatest  need  is  a  chapel.  The  room  which 
we  now  use  are  unfinished  and  are  very  open  and 
cold. 

Last  spring  we  poured  the  foundation  wall  of 
our  new  church  building  at  Goshen  chapel  and 
asked  the  government  authorities  for  a  permit  to 
build,  but  our  wish  was  not  granted.  Now,  that 
conditions  are  more  favorable,  we  plan  to  start 
work  on  the  building  again,  as  soon  as  the  weath- 
er permits.

SCHOOL 

The  General  Assembly's  Training  School  is 
filled  to  capacity.  One  hundred  and  twenty-four 
students  from  eighteen  states  were  enrolled  in 
September,  1946.  In  1946  the  second  summer 
school  was  held,  with  an  enrollment  of  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-four.  In  thirty-two  years  the 
institution  has  trained  more  than  2,300  persons, 
who  labor  in  every  Synod  and  foreign  field  in 
which  our  church  has  work.  They  serve  as  Di- 
rectors of  Religious  Education,  Missionaries,  Bi- 
ble Teachers  in  public  schools  and  colleges,  Choir 
.Directors,  Student  Workers,  Sunday  School  Ex- 
tension Workers,  Secretaries  in  Churches,  Col- 
leges and  Executive  Agencies  of  our  Church. 

Student  fees,  income  from  limited  endowment 
funds,  gifts  from  individuals,  and  contributions 
from  churches,  auxiliaries  and  other  groups,  meet 
the  current  expenses,  salaries  of  teachers  and 
workers,  and  provide  some '  scholarships,  but  do 
not  provide  for  expansion  of  equipment,  faculty, 
or  student  body. 

The  demand  increases  for  graduates  of  the 
Training  School  to  fill  positions  of  responsibility 
and  leadership  throughout  our  church. 

An  Administration  building  is  an  urgent  need. 
It  would  house  offices,  library,  classrooms,  thus 
releasing  much  needed  dormitory  space.  Another 
professor's  home  would  release  dormitory  space. 
Scholarships  are  needed. 

We  need:  to  keep  informed  about  our  Train- 
ing School,  and  to  keep  others  informed;  to  in- 
terest consecrated  young  women  to  prepare  them- 
serves  for  Christian  service  at  the  Training 
School;  to  remember  the  School  and  Dr.  DuBose 


and  his  helpers  in  earnest  prayer;  to  interest  in- 
dividuals and  organizations  in  contributing  gene- 
rously to  the  "Building  and  Improvement  Fund", 
which  the  General  Assembly  has  directed  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Training  School  to  raise  for  build- 
ings and  endowment.

My  Impressions  of  Queens  College 

by  Dr.  Herbert  V.  Carson,  Vice-President 

As  a  comparatively  new  member  of  the  ad- 
ministrative staff  of  Queens  College,  perhaps  I 
can,  with  propriety,  make  some  observations  which 
veteran  officials  might  hesitate  to  make,  lest  they 
appear  to  praise  their  own  achievements. 

My  evaluation  of  the  college  is  based  on  two 
experiences:  first,  an  investigation  of  her  history, 
her  present  administration,  and  her  plans  for 
the  future — an  investigation  made  when  the  vice- 
presidency  was  proffered  me;  second,  several 
months  of  actual  service  on  her  staff.  These  ex- 
periences have  given  me  five  distinct  impressions 
of  Queens  College: 

1.    A  Scholarly  Faculty 

Whatever  else  a  high  grade  college  may  be, 
it  must  be  an  institution  of  learning,  a  training 
ground  for  youth,  where  scholarship  makes  no 
compromise  with  expediency,  provincialism,  or 
prejudice.  Queens  College  meets  this  test.  I  have 
been  greatly  impressed  by  personal  contacts  with 
her  faculty  members,  by  examination  of  their 
educational  backgrounds,  and  by  their  pursuit  of 
further  learning  in  graduate  schools  and  sum- 
mer "workshops."  The  Queens  College  Workshop, 
in  which  faculty  members  meet  for  conference 
with  outstanding  visiting  consultants,  was  inau- 
gurated at  Montreat,  N.  C,  in  the  summer  of  1945. 
It  is  now  an  annual  affair  which  is  claiming  at- 
tention in  wide  areas  of  the  educational  world. 

2.  A  Spiritual  Powerhouse 

In  this  day  of  popular  interest  in  state  insti- 
tutions of  public  instruction,  a  Christian  church 
college  justifies  its  existence  on  one  ground  only: 
civilization's  need  for  the  moral  undergirding  of 
Christian  education.  Queens  College  surrounds  her 
campus  with  a  fine  spiritual  atmosphere.  Her  fa- 
culty members  are  all  earnest  Christians.  Not 
only  in  the  Division  of  Religion  and  Philosophy, 
but  in  all  other  divisions  and  departments,  the 
Queens  student  finds  a  Christian  philosophy  of 
life.  Like  a  great  powerhouse,  Queens  College 
sends  out  a  current  of  moral  and  spiritual  power 
into  the  homes,  churches,  and  communities 
throughout  the  Carolinas  and  the  many  other  sec- 
tions of  the  country  from  which  her  students 
come  and  to  which  her  graduates  go. 

3.  A  Superior  Student  Body 

Queens  College  has  attained  the  happy  status 
of  having  large  numbers  of  prospective  students 
knocking  at  her  doors  for  entrance.  Their  appli- 
cations are  sympathetically  but  courageously 
screened.  The  bases  of  acceptance  are:  (1)  good 
scholastic  records  in  preparatory  school;  (2)  evi- 
dence of  high  moral  character;  (3)  testimony  as

It  will  be  of  interest  and  encouragement  to 
those  who  follow  the  work  of  the  church- related 
colleges  to  know  that  in  the  recent  meeting  of 
the  Association  of  American  Colleges  held  in  Bos- 
ton there  was  displayed  an  unusual  and  deepened 
conviction  about  the  place  of  religion  in  higher 
education. 

The  annual  meeting,  largely  attended  by  col- 
lege and  university  presidents  and  deans  from  all 
over  America,  was  opened  with  two  strong  ad- 
dresses  bearing  upon  the  necessity  of  moral  and 
spiritual  training  in  effective  education.  The  ad- 
dresses were  delivered  by  Archbishop  Richard  J. 
Cushing  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  Bos- 
ton, and  by  the  Reverend  Dr.  George  A.  Buttrick 
of  the  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  in 
New  York  City.  President  Charles  J.  Turck  of 
Macalester  College  (Presbyterian  U.  S.  A.)  of  St. 
Paul,  Minnesota,  presided  over  the  meetings  and 
sounded  a  strong,  wholesome  note  for  Christian 
education.  Mrs.  Mildred  McAfie  Horton,  President 
of  Wellesley,  and  daughter  of  Dr.  Cleland  McAfie, 
a  distinguished  Presbyterian  minister  of  recent 
years,  was  elected  President  of  the  Association 
for  the  coming  year. 

During  the  church  year,  1946-47,  up  to  the 
present  date,  the  income  for  educational  insti- 
tutions through  church  channels  has  shown  an 
encouraging  increase  in  North  Carolina.  For  this 
the  colleges  of  the  Synod  are  grateful.  It  is  the 
belief  of  the  colleges  that  if  the  churches  knew 
more  intimately  the  needs  which  confront  the 
work,  they  would  guarantee  the  payment  of  the 
full  percentage  of  funds  approved  for  the  insti- 
tutions. 

Davidson  has  enrolled  sixty  students  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  semester.  Most  of  these  are 
former  students  who  have  seen  military  duty. 
Twenty  are  freshmen,  undertaking  college  work 
for  the  first  time.  The  total  enrollment  at  pre- 
sent is  approximately  900.  Applications  for  en- 
rollment in  June  and  September,  1947,  are  many 
more  than  can  possibly  be  admitted.  The  peak 
of  the  post-war  enrollment  will  likely  strike  David- 
son next  year. 

Davidson's  heaviest  enrollment  in  subjects  this 
year  are  in  English  and  in  Bible.  In  each  of  these 
fields  a  fifth  professor  has  had  to  be  added  to 
carry  the  heavy  teaching  loads. 

Recent  outstanding  speakers  at  Davidson  have 
included  Dr.  Roy  L.  Smith  of  Chicago,  Dr.  Emile 
Cailliet  of  Wesleyan  University  (for  the  Otts 
Lectures),  Dr.  Martin  Whitaker,  President  of  Le- 
high University,  on  "Atomic  Energy;  Its  History 
and  Implications,"  and  Dr.  Martin  Niemoeller  of 
Berlin.

Flora  Macdonald  has  splendid  news  to  report 
in  this  issue.  The  Improvement  Fund  Campaign, 
so  vital  to  the  progress  of  the  college,  is  enjoy- 
ing great  success.  Subscriptions  for  more  than 
$150,000  have  been  secured. 

The  college  shares  in  the  bequest  of  the  late 
Mrs.  W.  N.  Reynolds,  in  the  amount  of  $50,000 
in  the  form  of  a  trust  which  is  the  equivalent 
of  endowment.  This  added  to  the  $150,000  above 
makes  a  total,  of  $200,000  to  be  applied  to  the 
objects  of  this  campaign:  namely,  the  moderniza- 
tion and  improvement  of  the  college  buildings  and 
equipment  and  increase  of  endowment  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Col- 
leges and  Secondary  Schools. 

Mr.  Nalbert  McN.  Jones,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  of  the  Improvement  Fund  Com- 
mittee, expresses  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who 
have  contributed  their  time  and  money  to  the 
success  of  this  movement  and  urges  all  of  the 
friends  of  the  college  to  continue  their  work  with 
renewed  enthusiasm  and  effort  until  the  goal  of 
$300,000  is  reached.  This  amount  is  necessary  to 
achieve  the  objects  of  the  Fund.  Many  individuals 
and  churches  from  whom  contributions  are  ex- 
pected have  yet  to  be  approached.  A  reasonable 
response  from  these  will  easily  "put  us  over  the 
top."  These  contributions — large  ones  and  small 
ones — have  come  from  a  wide  area,  in  fact,  from 
nearly  every  state.  The  larger  gifts  range  from 
$500  to  $25,000. 


Such  investments  in  Christian  education  re- 
veal the  appreciation  of  the  people  for  the  serv- 
ices of  Flora  Macdonald  and  their  confidence  in 
its  future  usefulness.  Thoughtful  people  realize, 
as  never  before,  the  vital  importance  of  our  church 
colleges  to  the  life  of  the  church  and  the  nation 
and  their  part  in  the  preservation  of  a  Christian 
civilization  and  the  extension  of  the  "Kingddm  of 
Christ".

Presbyterian  Junior  College  aspires  to  help 
train  new  men  who  may  give  themselves  in  Chris- 
tian devotion  to  building  a  new  world  for  the 
new  day.  It  will  be  a  new  world  when  we  build  into 
it  the  old  virtues  which  were  taught  on  the  Mount 
by  Jesus,  the  Christ. 


Second  semester  opened  January  25th  with  an 
enrollment  of  404.  Federal  Works  Agency  will  erect 
a  temporary  dining  hall  on  our  campus  just  back 
of  the  Administration  Building.  We  plan  to  erect 
so  as  to  permit  brick-veneer  later  in  order  to 
make  a  permanent  building  of  it. — The  state  is 
preparing  to  pave  the  road  from  Maxton  to  Johns. 
This  will  pave  on  two  sides  of  our  campus.  We 
are  hoping  some  money  may  be  provided  to  en- 
able us  to  pave  two  campus  roads  while  the  ma- 
chinery is  here. 


A  fire  on  the  night  of  February  4th  destroyed 
building  1440  on  the  north  campus.  Professor  Al- 
ford  was  singed  as  he  escaped.  Three  faculty 
families  and  two  single  members  of  our  faculty 
occupied  apartments  in  the  building.  Three  of 
them  suffered  heavy  loss  only  partly  covered  by 
insurance.  One  apartment  may  be  rebulit;  the 
others  are  a  total  loss.  Our  mechanical  drawing 
room  was  burned.  The  faculty  members  have  been 
housed  elsewhere  and  a  new  mechanical  drawing 
room  is  being  built  in  another  building. 


The  vocational  school  is  steadily  being  de- 
veloped on  our  north  campus.  We  have  an  extra 
freshman  class  there,  a  refresher  course,  commer- 
cial flying,  aircraft  and  engine  mechanics  course, 
electrical  sales  and  service  course,  air-condi- 
tioning and  refrigeration  course,  and  are  about 
ready  to  begin  cabinet  making,  furniture  design 
and  furniture  manufacturing  and  also  radio  re- 
pair. 


This  session  we  have  a  Cuban  student,  a  fine, 
young  ministerial  student  from  Mexico,  and  a 
bright  young  engineer  student  from  Greece.  We 
have  admitted  a  young  Chinese  captain  for  next 
fall.  One  of  our  bulletins  must  have  been  carried 
into  North  Africa  by  some  alumnus  during  the 
war  for  a  Nigerian  boy  wrote  about  coming.  Last 
summer  we  carried  on  successfully  an  interesting 
experiment  in  Pan-American  good  will.  Dr.  R. 
H.  Wharton,  founder  and  many  years  president  of 
La  Progressive  College  at  Cardenas,  Cuba,  came 
over  to  teach  Spanish  in  our  summer  school.  With 
him  he  brought  nineteen  selected  young  Cubans 
to  study  English.  They  were  mostly  placed  to 
room  in  hospitable  Maxton  homes.  A  mission  angle 
was  given  the  experiment  by  the  active  part  of 
the  local  church  in  welcoming  the  Cubans.  They 
and  Dr.  Wharton  put  on  programs  in  several 
churches  and  civic  clubs.  We  hope  to  have  an- 
other group  of  Cuban  young  people  this  summer.

Rev.  Paul  T.  Jones,  Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  High  Point,  North  Carolina;  and  Rev.  Jo- 
seph M.  Garrison,  Pastor  the  Church  of  the  Cove- 
nant, Greensboro,  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Garrison  is  the  co-ordinator  of  the  Campus 
Mission  Team  which  this  year  will  direct  student 
thinking  on  problems  of  the  Christian  in  the 
home,  in  marriage,  and  in  a  vocation.  Emphasis 
throughout  the  conference  will  be  placed  on  the 
practical  side  of  religion  in  the  classrooms,  in 
the  home,  and  in  business  life.

Christmas  holidays  at  Mitchell  College  have 
come  and  gone,  and  the  work  of  the  second  sem- 
ester is  now  well  underway.  On  January  7  the 
students  and  faculty  resumed  work  after  a 
vacation  of  about  two  weeks.  All  returned  with 
the  knowledge  that  examinations  and  a  lot  of 
hardwork  lay  ahead.  However,  the  task  of  settling 
down  to  work  again  was  somewhat  lightened  by 
the  discovery  that  the  renovation  of  our  gym- 
nasium building  had  been  completed  during  the 
holidays.  The  outside  of  the  building  has  been 
covered  with  imitation  brick  siding.  The  floors 
have  been  sanded  and  beautifully  finished,  and 
a  circulating  heater  installed.  All  this  was  made 
possible  through  the  generosity  of  a  Statesville 
citizen  who  prefers  to  remain  anonymous. 

The  handsome  new  gymnasium  suits  for  both 
boys  and  girls  have  arrived  and  were  worn  in  the 
three  games  that  have  been  played  to  date, 
namely  with  Appalachian  College,  Pfeiffer  Col- 
lege, and  Lenoir-Rhyne.  A  regular  college  sched- 
ule of  games  for  the  first  time  in  some  years  has 
been  initiated,  and  much  interest  is  being  dis- 
played in  these  games  by  the  people  of  Statesville 
and  the  surrounding  communities. 

Examinations  marking  the  close  of  the  first 
semester  were  held  from  January  20-24.  To  cele- 
brate the  close  of  examinations,  the  Veterans 
Club  sponsored  a  dance  on  Friday  night,  Jan.  24. 
Music  was  furnished  by  the  local  high  school  or- 
chestra, and  a  large  crowd  of  Mitchell  students 
and  their  dates  enjoyed  the  occasion. 

On  Monday  morning,  Jan.  27,  several  members 
of  the  Student  Chapel  Committee  presided  at  the 
chapel  exercises.  They  offered  to  the  student 
body  an  outline  of  some  suggestions  and  plans 
that  they  had  formulated  for  improving  our 
chapel  programs. 

Mitchell  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  some 
war  surplus  material  from  the  local  OPA  office. 
A  number  of  office  desks,  chairs,  and  typewriters 
were  obtained,  filling  a  need  for  office  furniture 
and  typewriters  in  the  various  offices. 

Beautiful  new  robes  for  the  A  Cappella  Choir 
have  been  purchased.  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Shuler, 
Director  of  Music,  plans  to  give  a  number  of  out- 
of-town  concerts  in  the  near  future. 

The  Student  Legislative  Assembly,  composed 
of  representatives  of  the  student  groups  of  the 
College,  is  functioning  quite  successfully  at  Mit 
chell.  The  purpose  of  this  group  is  to  make  and 
revise  such  regulations  as  come  under  the  au 
thority  of  the  Student  Association.

Gear,  Ph.D.,  D.D.,  Columbia  Theological  Seminary, 
Decatur,  Georgia,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Sizoo, 
D.D.,  LL.D.,  minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of 
St.  Nicholas,  New  York  City. 

-  The  Society  of  Missionary  Inquiry  has  brought 
a  series  of  outstanding  speakers  to  the  Seminary, 
including  Dr.  George  W.  Sadler,  a  member  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist

Work  of  "The  Friends  of  the  Seminary"  is 
continuing  under  the  capable  chairmanship  of 
Miss  Louise  Davidson,  Bethesda,  Maryland,  who 
was  asked  by  the  organization  to  remain  as  its 
head  for  one  more  year.  Successful  "Union  Semi- 
nary Day"  observances  have  been  conducted  in  the 
Presbyterian  churches  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  Hunt- 
ington, W.  Va.,  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  and  Bristol, 
Tenn.-Va. 

A  capacity  congregation  of  1,500  persons  in 
Grace  Covenant  Church,  Richmond,  heard  the 
Seminary  and  Training  School  choirs  present  "The 
Messiah"  on  December  15.  In  February  the  choir 
presented  a  program  of  original  compositions  of 


John  Powell,  distinguished  Virginia  composer, 
pianist,  and  teacher,  in  All  Saint's  Episcopal 
Church. 

Eight  seniors  completed  their  Seminary  work 
aat  the  conclusion  of  the  Winter  Quarter,  but  will 
not  receive  degrees  until  the  formal  "commence- 
ment in  May.

Such  screening  re- 
sults in  a  superior  student  body. 

4.  A  Sincere  Congeniality 

One  of  my  most  delightful  impressions  of  the 
college  has  to  do  with  the  manifestly  pleasant  re- 
lationships between  all  campus  groups.  From 
the  administrative  staff  to  the  janitors,  good  will 
and  co-operation  seem  to  characterize  the  per- 
sonnel. The  faculty  and  students  hold  one  an- 
other in  affectionate  esteem.  Social  events  are 
radiant  with  the  smiles  of  teachers  and  students 
alike  in  the  enjoyment  of  a  sincere  congeniality. 

5.  A  Superb  Administration 

Queens  College  has  no  debts.  She  strives  al- 
ways to  operate  on  a  balanced  budget.  She  serves 
excellent  food  in  her  dining  hall.  Her  physical 
properties  are  well-kept.  Her  campus  is  beauti- 
ful.

EXAMPLES  OF  CHRISTIAN  LIVING 

•"THE  NEED  of  real  Christian  living  was  never 
*■  greater  than  today.  The  man  who  can  lift  up  a 
thankful  heart  to  God  when  his  property  has  been 
swept  away,  when  his  pockets  are  empty,  when  he 
knows  not  how  his  family  will  be  fed  and  clothed; 
the  man  who  says:  "O  Lord,  I  cannot  see  the  way 
through ;  it  is  dark  to  me,  but  it  is  all  light  to  thee, 
and  I  will  trust  thee"  will  be  a  winner  in  life.  Does 
not  his  Word  say:  "The  young  lions  do  lack,  and 
suffer  hunger;  but  they  that  seek  Jehovah  shall  not 
want  any  good  thing"? 

Count  up  on  your  fingers  today  those  whose  lives 
have  exerted  a  powerful  influence  for  good  over 
your  life;  then  ask  yourself:  "Why?"  Christ  has 
been  first  in  their  lives.  They  were  to  you  the  em- 
bodiment of  love,  unselfishness,  virtue  and  faith — 
living  examples,  known  and  read  by  you.  It  is  the 
things  that  we  put  first  in  our  lives  that  determine 
our  influence  and  our  power  over  others.  God  can 
use  an  ignorant  man,  he  can  use  a  man  who  has 
neither  money  nor  talent,  but  he  cannot  use  a  man 
who  does  not  put  the  Master  first  in  his  life. 

Living  examples  of  faith,  how  the  hungry  world 
cries  out  for  them,  saying:  "Show  me  true  faith; 
the  faith  that  smiles,  and  looks  up  and  trusts,  and 
is  content."  We  must  both  have  and  practice  the 
virtues  of  the  Christian  life  before  we  can  arouse  in 
others  any  desire  for  the  same  virtues. 


RESPONSIBILITY  OF  RICHES 

Of  what  avail  is  money  beyond  providing  for  the 
necessities  and  comforts  of  life?  How  brief  the 
period  for  possession,  and  how  uncertain  is  life  even 
during  that  short  period !  The  greedy,  grinding,  op- 
pressive worldlings  of  today  will  tomorrow  be  help- 
less heaps  of  clay,  fit  only  to  be  buried  out  of  sight. 
The  rich  men  of  fifty  years  ago,  where  are  they? 
and  where  their  wealth?  When  a  rich  man  thinks 
of  the  brevity  of  life,  and  considers  life's  real  pur- 
pose, he  finds  in  his  heart  a  disposition  to  adminis- 
ter his  own  estate.  If  he  be  a  Christian,  he  feels, 
as  he  nears  the  borders  of  the  other  world,  that 
riches  are  an  encumbrance,  and  men  at  best  but 
stewards  in  temporary  charge.  "It  is  this  thought," 
says  the  Chicago  Inter-Ocean,  "that  is  pouring  out 
millions  of  the  treasures  of  the  earth  for  the  benefit 
and  relief  of  the  suffering  and  poor  and  forsaken. 
The  divine  teaching  is  plain,  and  no  man  need  mis- 
understand it.  The  men  with  millions  more  than 
they  can  use  during  life,  and  whose  purses  and 
hearts  are  closed  to  the  multitudinous  cries  of  dis- 
tress, take  a  large  responsibility  with  them  mto  the 
world  beyond."

Dr.  Dan  T.  Caldwell  has  been  called  by  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  to  become  its  Director  of 
Christian  Education.  The  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  interested  in  one  high  school,  six  colleges, 
two  graduate  schools  in  Religion.  Dr.  Caldwell's 
service  will  be  to  promote  the  interest  of  these 
institutions  among  the  constituents  of  the  Pres- 
byteries within  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Since  July  1941,  he  has  been  the  Director  of 
the  Defense  Service  Counsel  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.  In 
this  capacity  he  was  responsible  for  the  program 
of  keeping  the  home  church  in  touch  with  the 
men  and  women  from  the  various  local  congre- 
gations who  served  in  the  Armed  Forces.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  General  Commission  on  Army 
and  Navy  Chaplains  and  as  such  was  responsible 
with  his  associates  for  the  appointment  of  chap- 
lains to  various  branches  of  the  Armed  Service. 
During  the  war  he  was  a  consultant  on  Religion 
in  both  the  Army  and  Navy  Departments. 

He  assumed  his  work  as  the  Director  of  this 
Assembly  Cause  after  serving  as  pastor  of  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church,  Petersburg,  Virgin- 
ia for  sixteen  years.

Third  Creek  and  Fifth  Creek  Churches:  On

Also  the  men  of  the 
church  have  cut  enough  timber  from  church 
property  for  the  doors  and  windows.  The  chair- 
man of  the  Building  Committee,  Mr.  J.  T.  Gra- 
ham, has  announced  that  the  foundations  for  this 
building  will  probably  be  begun  in  the  Autumn 
of  this  year.

Selma  Church  Erecting  a  New 
Educational  Building 

Construction  is  just  beginning  on  the  new 
$13,000.00  Educational  Building  which  is  being 
added  to  the  Selma  Presbyterian  Church,  Selma, 
N.  C. 

For  the  twenty-five  years  of  the  history  of  this 
Church  we  have  had  only  an  auditorium  and 
one  Sunday  School  room.  This  new  Educational 
Building  will  include  a  large  Social  Room  with 
fireplace,  Kitchen,  two  rest  rooms,  secretary's 
room,  pastor's  study,  five  new  classrooms  in  addi- 
tion to  the  rooms  named,  and  central  heating 
for  the  entire  plant. 

The  contractor  estimates  the  building  will  be 
ready  for  us  by  August.  Rev.  Howard  F.  Newman 
is  pastor. 

Pink  Hill  Field 

Rev.  N.  P.  Farrior,  Pastor 

In  February  the  ladies  of  the  Harper-Souther- 
land  Church  entertained  the  men  of  the  field 
with  a  delicious  supper.  This  meeting  was  called 
to  begin  again  the  interchurch  fellowship  meet- 
ings that  were  held  during  a  former  pastorate, 
and  which  stopped  with  the  war  and  gas  ration- 
ing. 

Rev.  L.  A.  Taylor  gave  a  very  interesting  ad- 
dress on  the  history  of  church  finance.  After  the 


address  there  was  some  general  discussion  of  the 
proposal  that  the  churches  of  this  field  take  a 
substantial  step  forward  in  assuming  more  of 
their  own  support,  and  asking  less  of  the  Home 
Mission  Committee.  Three  of  the  churches  had 
already  made  an  advance  in  their  budget  for  this 
year.  Since  that  meeting,  Sessions  of  the  Pink 
Hill,  Smiths,  Harper-Southerland,  and  Pleasant 
View  Churches,  in  consultation  with  the  deacons, 
have  discussed  the  matter  as  it  fits  each  church. 
The  matter  was  put  to  the  congregations,  and 
the  every-member  canvasses  were  made  during 
the  congregational  meetings.  Smiths  is  increasing 
her  pledge  20%  over  last  year,  though  in  the 
midst  of  a  building  program;  Pleasant  View  made 
an  increase  that,  taken  with  the  increase  she 
made  last  year  (the  only  church  in  the  group  to 
make  one  last  year),  makes  an  increase  of  50% 
over  what  she  paid  two  years  ago;  Harper-Sou- 
therland makes  a  50%  increase,  and  Pink  Hill  a 
100%  increase.  Pink  Hill  wishes  to  be  considered 
self-supporting  now,  with  this  new  advance. 


New  Members  Welcomed  to  Our 
Family  of  Churches 

The  coming  of  a  "New  Member"  is  always  an 
occasion  of  rejoicing  in  the  family  circle  and  a 
like  feeling  is  experienced  in  our  family  of 
churches  when  new  members  are  announced.  The 
latest  coming  to  our  attention  is  the  Indian  Hill 
church  in  Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  organized 
March  16,  1947,  with  22  charter  members.  This 
church  is  located  in  Stanly  county  and  is  the  out- 
growth of  an  outpost  in  the  field  now  being 
served  by  Rev.  L.  F.  Cowan.  This  is  the  second 
church  organized  by  Mecklenburg  Presbytery 
during  the  church  year  that  has  recently  closed.

25,  1946,  with  an  initial  membership  of  27.  The 
membership  is  now  44  with  encouraging  prospects

June  the  first.  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone  is  the  efficient 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Presbytery  of  Meck- 
lenburg and  is  the  "power  behind  the  throne"  in 
the  aggressive  work  that  is  being  accomplished 
under  his  leadership.

In  December,  for  three  meetings,  one  and  a 
half  hours  in  length,  a  Leadership  Training 
School  was  held  at  the  Francisco  Manse,  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Sara  Little,  Synod's  Sunday 
School  Extension  worker  The  cooperating 
churches  were  Pine  Hall,  Pine  Ridge,  Pilot  Moun- 
tain, Collinstown,  Hills,  Asbury  and  Dan  River. 

We  borrowed  twenty-five  folding  chairs  from 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  at  Mt.  Airy,  lined 
them  up  in  the  large  living  room  and  in  the  ad- 
joining dining  room  here  at  the  Manse,  and  most 
of  them,  including  all  the  chairs  in  the  Manse, 
were  in  use  most  of  the  time. 

This  was  the  first  undertaking  of  this  kind  in 
this  area  and  our  people  were  much  interested  in 
the  School  and  deeply  impressed  with  the  oppor- 
tunities offered. 

Christmas  pageants  were  presented  in  all  four 

of  the  churches  of  the  Francisco  Field  and  were 
I  well  attended.  The  interest  and  spirit  of  the 

young  people  who  took  part  was  unusually  fine. 

About  twenty  young  people  from  the  Dan  River 
I   and  Asbury   communities,  presented  the  same 

pageant  at  three  of  our  churches. 

The  people  of  the  Asbury  Church  have  raised 
about  $275.00  with  which  to  put  a  new  roof  on 
the  Church  and  expect  to  have  it  done  soon. 

The  people  of  the  Hills  Church  have  money  on 
hand  with  which  to  wire  their  Church  for  lighting 
and  expect  to  have  this  done  before  long.

Raising  the  Sights 

Rev.  Carl  H.  Stark,  Jr.  -  Pilot  Mountain,  N.  C. 

Six  months  ago  I  came  to  a  little  rural  church. 
It  seemed  to  be  lifeless;  there  were  eight  members 
present  for  Sunday  School  and  Church.  There 
was  no  superintendent  and  the  church  was  dirty. 
It  was  surprising  to  see  the  church  in  this  run- 
down condition.  After  making  a  few  pastoral 
calls,  it  was  evident  that  there  was  a  real  oppor- 
tunity present  in  the  community.  The  work  was 
begun. 

In  six  weeks  we  would  celebrate  the  Christmas 
season.  It  seemed  to  me  that  it  would  be  helpful 
to  have  a  pageant,  but  the  church  had  never  put 
on  such  an  endeavor  with  their  own  members.  I 
didn't  know  what  kind  of  cooperation  I  would 
receive,  but  I  decided  to  try  it  out.  A  simple  pag- 
eant was  secured  that  would  require  about  fifteen 
people.  At  the  Sunday  service  an  announcement 
was  made  that  there  would  be  a  distribution  of 
parts  on  the  following  Wednesday  night. 

I  started  out  to  the  church  wondering  if  I 
would  find  enough  members  there  to  present  the 
pageant.  You  can  imagine  my  surprise  upon  open- 
ing the  door  to  find  thirty  people  present.  I  was 
delighted,  but  I  wondered  what  I  would  do  if  they 
all  wanted  a  part.  All  thirty,  I  soon  realized,  were 
expecting  to  participate  in  the  program  so  I  made 
a  simple  solution.  I  cut  the  parts  in  half:  instead 
of  two  prophets,  there  were  four,  and  instead  of 
two  disciples  there  were  four.  In  that  way  every- 
body went  home  with  a  part  to  memorize. 

The  following  Wednesday  night,  I  went  out  to 
the  rehearsal  with  a  jovial  spirit,  for  with  thirty 
people  we  were  assured  with  success.  But  I  was 
immediately  faced  with  a  problem  I  hadn't  an- 
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ticipated.  When  I  opened  the  door  this  time, 
there  were  sixty  people  in  the  room.  My  little 
pageant  was  already  bursting  at  the  seams;  now 
what  was  I  going  to  do?  We  started  improvising 
parts.  More  prophets  were  added  with  quotations 
taken  from  Isaiah.  The  younger  children  had 
been  given  the  great  "I  am"  passages;  when 
those  ran  out,  we  started  down  the  Beatitudes. 
The  Shepherds  were  added  to  the  Wise  Men,  an 
introductory  skit  was  added,  and  a  candle-light- 
ing service  was  supplemented.  At  the  third  prac- 
tice our  pageant  was  getting  under  way  with  most 
of  the  elders  participating,  all  of  the  deacons  ex- 
cept one,  twenty  small  children,  a  choir  of  fifteen 
and  others.  The  memory  work  progressed  nicely, 
we  practiced  twice  weekly,  costumes  were  impro- 
vised, and  the  dress  rehearsal  went  off  splendidly. 

We  found  that  we  had  more  than  a  pageant. 
We  had  interest  and  cooperation  and  a  group  of 
people  who  needed  to  be  led.  One  night  I  merely 
mentioned  to  one  of  the  ladies  of  the  church 
that  the  church  was  too  bare  -  a  picture  behind 
the  pulpit  would  help  out.  At  our  next  worship 
service  her  husband  approached  me  and  asked 
the  price  of  such  a  picture.  I  was  ready  for  that 
one  and  told  him  thirty  dollars.  To  my  surprise 
he  handed  me  the  money.  I  said  the  curta  pic- 
ture would  look  much  better  if  it  had  a  back- 
ground drape.  One  of  the  elders  asked  me  how 
much  that  would  be,  and  I  told  him  twenty-five 
dollars.  He  gave  it  to  me.  An  attractive  drape  and 
a  reproduction  of  Sallman's  Head  of  Christ  was 
ordered  and  received. 

The  pageant  was  scheduled  for  the  Sunday 
night  before  Christmas.  On  the  preceding  day  a 
group  of  men  and  women  met  at  the  church  to 
decorate  the  auditorium;  the  curtain  and  the 
picture  were  put  up;  pine  boughs  were  tacked  up 
throughout  the  church.  Everybody  was  justly 
proud.  The  presentation  was  upon  us. 

By  seven  o'clock  there  were  a  hundred  people 
present.  When  the  opening  song  service  began, 
the  church  was  crowded.  The  pageant  was  very 
impressive.  It  had  a  genuine  spiritual  message 
that  impressed  the  congregation.  It  was  pre- 
sented without  a  flaw. 

In  the  meantime,  our  church  attendance  was 
averaging  fifty.  The  new  interest  was  contagious. 
'It  occurred  to  me  that  we  should  raise  our  sights 
and  launch  out  on  a  greater  program.  When  the 
pageant  was  over  I  made  a  short  talk.  I  stated 
that  the  pageant  was  given  solely  for  the  message 
it  had  to  give.  No  offering  was  going  to  be  taken. 
I  reminded  them  that  there  was  no  place  for  the 
Sunday  school  classes  to  meet;  a  religious-educa- 
tion building  was  badly  needed.  It  was  announced 
that  the  collection  plate  would  be  left  at  the 
front  of  the  church  and  that  donations  for  such 
a  project  would  be  appreciated.  The  benediction 
was  pronounced.  There  was  a  steady  stream  of 
men  and  women  to  the  plate.  I  was  busy  meeting 
the  people,  but  I  noticed  one  of  the'  elders  writing 
on  a  paper.  When  the  crowd  had  dispersed,  we 
had  an  offering  of  two-hundred  dollars,  all  the 
rough  lumber  pledged,  and  skilled  and  unskilled 
labor  donated. 


Today,  the  blueprint  is  tacked  on  the  wall, 
and  we  are  looking  forward  to  our  new  building. 
My  first  six  months  in  this  church  has  been  de- 
lightful; the  people  have  been  responsive.  It  has 
not  all  been  smooth  sailing;  the  congregation  is 
a  normal  one.  It  has  its  problems  and  discourage- 
ments; there  is  much  to  be  done.  But  with  much 
prayer  and  real  work,  Home  Missions  will  be  on 
the  march  in  this  part  of  the  Master's  Vineyard. 
We  hope  to  raise  our  sights  still  farther. 


Immanuel  Presbyterian  Church 

China  Grove,  N.  C.

Immanuel  Presbyterian  Church  near  China 
Grove  has  recently  begun  work  on  the  church 
building  to  which  they  have  looked  forward.  The 
45,000  ft.  of  lumber  which  the  men  cut,  and  had 
sawed,  has  been  sized  and  dressed,  all  ready  for 
use  now;  then  the  State  Highway  Force  used 
some  of  its  machinery  to  level  off  the  building 
plot  and  scoop  out  the  basement.  The  men  of 
the  church  have  dug  the  footings  for  the  build- 
ing, and  the  foundation  has  been  poured.  The 
brick  masons  will  soon  complete  their  work  up 
to  floor-level  and  the  carpenters  will  be  ready 
for  their  work.  The  men  of  the  church  are  doing 
as  much  of  the  rough  work  as  possible  to  cut 
down  the  expense  of  hired  labor. 

The  church  has  been  challenged  to  go  forward 
with  the  building  program  by  gifts  from  the 
Presbytery,  Synod,  and  the  Home  Mission  Emer- 
gency Fund. 

The  Church  is  looking  forward  to  another 
splendid  Vacation  Bible  School,  May  19th,  June 
1st.  Last  year  the  enrollment  was  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  church,  the  total  number 
being  125.

WILMINGTON  PRESBYTERY

In  the  spring  of  1946,  Wilmington  Presbytery 
purchased  a  chapel  at  Fort  Fisher,  N.  C.  This  bar- 
acks  type  chapel,  which  cost  the  Presbytery  $125, 
was  given  to  the  Potts  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church.  This  church  is  located  at  Penderlea  (Post 
Office:  Willard,  N.  C),  which  was  a  rural  re- 
habilitation project.  Since  its  organization  in  No- 
vember, 1945,  the  church  had  held  its  meetings 
in  the  school  auditorium.

POTTS  MEMORIAL 

Early  last  summer  the  men  of  the  congrega- 
tion went  to  Fort  Fisher  and  dismantled  the 
building,  taking  the  sides  down  in  sections.  Fort 
Fisher  is  approximately  55  miles  from  Penderlea. 
A  generous  friend  furnished  a  large  truck  to  move 
most  of  the  building.  Some  of  it  was  moved,  how- 
ever, in  automobiles  and  pick-up  trucks.  The 
chapel  was  re-erected  during  August  and  Sep- 
tember of  last  year. 

All  of  the  labor  involved  in  the  dismantling, 
moving,  and  re-erection  of  the  building  was  vol- 
untary except  a  construction  foreman,  one  of  the 
members,  and  he  donated  more  than  1/6  of  his 
time.  All  the  men  of  the  congregation  had  a  part 
in  the  work,  together  with  several  friends  in  the 
community.  The  work  was  done  during  the  farm- 
ing season,  but  each  one  worked  on  the  building 
as  he  had  opportunity. 

The  building  at  Fort  Fisher  had  a  cement 
floor.  Hence,  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  new 
sills,  floor  joists,  and  flooring.  New  lumber  and 
other  materials  were  needed  for  the  partitions, 
steeple,  etc.  Also,  it  was  necessary  to  get  new 
roofing  material.  The  total  cost,  including  wiring 
and  painting,  was  $1057.  The  cost  was  held  to  this 
minimum  because  "the  people  had  a  mind  to 
work." 

In  addition  to  the  $1057  already  paid  for  the 
chapel  the  congregation  has  $1827  in  a  building 
fund  for  a  church  auditorium.  Of  the  total  $2884 
raised  for  building  purposes,  the  local  congrega- 
tion raised  $2584  and  Synod's  Home  Missions 
Committee  contributed  $300.  The  present  chapel 
has  a  large  temporary  auditorium  and  four  good- 
sized  Sunday  School  class  rooms.

Petersburg  he  was  pastor  of  Immanuel  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

Dr.  Caldwell  is  a  native  of  North  Carolina,  a 
graduate  of  Davidson  College  and  of  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  He  did 
graduate  work  at  Princeton  Theological  Semin- 
ary, Princeton,  N.  J.,  and  in  1933,  as  a  result  of 
post  graduate  study  at  Union  Seminary,  he  was 
awarded  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Theology.  In 
1935  Hampden  Sydney  College  in  Virginia  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

For  a  number  of  years  Dr.  Caldwell  has  been 
prominent  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Assembly's  Executive  Committee  of  Religious 
Education  and  Publications,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Assembly's  Training 
School  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  for  a  while 
Chairman  of  the  General  Assembly's  Committee 
for  the  Minister  and  His  Work. 

Dr.  Caldwell  will  work  in  close  cooperation 
with  ministers  and  laymen  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  particularly  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Synod  Committee  on  Educational  Institu- 
tions. He  will  begin  his  work  on  July  1  after  re- 
linquishing his  duties  in  his  present  service.  His 
office  will  be  established  and  maintained  in 
Greensboro,  N.  C,  the  seat  now  of  many  of  the 
Committee's  agencies  for  the  Presbyterian  Church 
within  the  state  of  North  Carolina.

A 
neighbor  or  a  loved  one  may  not  be  a  Christian 
and  may  be  waiting  for  her  to  speak.  She  may 
also  be  gracious  and  Christian  in  her  attitude 
toward  the  negro  whether  he  is  serving  in  her 
home  or  whatever  the  occasion  may  be. 


May  God  make  us  aware  of  our  responsibility 
as  Christian  women,  and  alert  to  respond  to  it.

ExtraGurricular  Activities  for  Cul- 
tural and  Spiritual  Advancement 

Queens  College,  established  in  1857  and  con- 
tinuing a  tradition  of  educating  Christians  for 
nine  decades,  today  is  a  modern  college  equipped 
to  keep  step  with  advancing  programs  in  higher 
learning.  In  keeping  with  the  pattern  of  Southern 
culture,  however,  Queens  has  maintained  that 
quality  which  comes  of  background  and  of  the 
outstanding  personality  of  its  student  body.  To 
supplement  this  background  and  to  develop  an 
appreciation  for  culture  and  spiritual  develop- 
ment, Queens  offers  students  a  diversity  of  cam- 
pus programs  and  activities. 

During  the  scholastic  year,  1946-47  Queens 
students  have  attended  four  programs  scheduled 
by  the  college  Concert  and  Lecture  Series.  Ap- 
pearing on  these  programs  were  Marisa  Regules, 
eminent  South  American  pianist;  the  Griller 
String  Quartet,  well-known  English  artists;  John 
Mason  Brown,  author  and  associate  editor  of 
the  Saturday  Review  of  Literature;  and  the  Na- 
tional Classic  Theater  Players  in  Shakespeare's 
"Merchant  of  Venice."  These  programs  were  pre- 
sented on  the  Queens  campus  in  Ninniss  Audi- 
torium. 

In  the  regular  weekly  chapel  programs, 
through  which  the  college  endeavors  to  deepen 
the  religious  life  of  the  student  body,  young  wom- 
en at  Queens  have  heard  inspiring  messages  from 
local,  national,  and  foreign  religious  leaders.  Out- 
standing among  these  were  Dr.  Peter  P.  Y.  Shin, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association,  Chungking,  China;  Miss  Caroline 
Stowell,  missionary  appointee  to  Brazil;  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Eugene  R.  Kellersberger,  medical  missionar- 
ies and  founders  of  the  Bibanga  Agricultural 
Leper  Colony;  Miss  Nelle  Morton,  secretary  of 
the  Council  of  Southern  Churchmen;  Dr.  Alice 
Gregg,  traveling  secretary  for  the  Student  Volun- 
teer Movement  and  former  missionary  to  China; 
and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Walter  V.  Moses,  dean  of  the 
Moravian  Theological  Seminary,  Bethlehem,  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Miss  Myrtle  Williamson,  a  Queens  graduate 
and  now  a  faculty  member  and  field  worker  of 
the  Assembly's  Training  School,  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, addressed  the  student  body  in  February. 
Another  leader  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  who 
spoke  to  Queens  students  was  Mrs.  H.  D.  Haber- 
yan,  member  of  the  Foreign  Missions  Council.  By 
listening  to  such  speakers,  students  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  opportunities  for  service  open 
to  young  people  today. 

Twice  each  year  the  Student  Christian  Asso- 
ciation sponsors  religious  emphasis  programs 
lasting  three  or  four  days.  The  leaders  this  year 
were  Dr.  Dwight  M.  Chalmers,  pastor  of  Trinity 
Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  Durham,  N.  C,  and 
Dr.  John  R.  Williams,  evangelist  of  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church.  Besides  speaking  at  general 
meetings,  these  leaders  held  conferences  with 


The  Commencement  Exercises  this  June  will 
bring  to  a  close  the  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  con- 
tinuous year  of  service  on  the  part  of  Davidson 
College.  During  this  year  there  has  been  a  num- 
ber of  features  which  excel  any  previous  year 
in  its  history.  It  has  had  the  largest  student  en- 
rollment representing  910  students.  The  faculty 
has  been  larger  than  before,  with  fifty-four  mem- 
bers. Never  in  any  one  year  has  there  been  as 
many  new  members  in  the  faculty  -  eighteen  in 
all.  Housing  both  of  students  and  faculty  has  been 
a  problem  more  exaggerated,  perhaps,  than  ever 
before.  In  all  these  respects,  and  in  many  more, 
the  college  has  had  evidences  of  the  blessing  of 
God.  For  this  we  must  be  profoundly  grateful. 

The  Commencement  Alumni  meeting  will  be 
held  this  year  on  Saturday,  May  31,  with  a  con- 
siderable number  of  class  reunions.  Lunch  will  be 
served  on  the  front  campus.  The  baccalaureate 
sermon  will  be  delivered  in  Chambers  Auditorium 
on  Sunday  morning,  June  1,  at  eleven  o'clock,  by 
Professor  Kenneth  J.  Foreman,  Ph.  D.,  D.  D.  Dr. 
Foreman  is  terminating  twenty -five  years  as  a 
member  of  the  Davidson  faculty  to  accept  the 
chair  of  Doctrinal  Theology  in  the  Louisville  Pres- 
byterian Seminary.  The  graduating  exercises  will 
be  held  Monday  morning,  June  2,  at  ten-thirty 
o'clock.  The  speaker  this  year  will  be  President 
Daniel  L.  Marsh  of  Boston  University.  Approxi- 
mately eighty  students  will  be  graduating  at  that 
time.  The  class  this  year  is  larger  than  any  year 
since  the  early  part  of  the  war. 

The  Trustees  chave  recently  approved  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Administration  which  pro- 
vides for  health  and  surgical  insurance  for  all 
non-academie  employees  who  receive  salaries  of 
less  than  $2,000.00  per  year,  and  who  have  been 
in  the  employee  of  the  college  for  six  months  or 
longer.  This  provision  is  born  entirely  by  the  col- 
lege. It  covers  about  120  persons  working  in  the 
college  offices,  on  the  campus,  in  the  laundry,  and 
elsewhere. 

The  Trustees  at  their  semi-annual  meeting  on 
May  23,  will  elect  several  new  members  to  the 
teaching  staff  for  next  year.

The  senior  class  day  exercises  were  held  in 
the  evening.  The  baccalaureate  sermon  on  Sun- 
day morning  was  delivered  by  Reverend  Paul  Tu- 
dor Jones,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  High  Point.  Reverend  M.  C.  MacQueen,  pastor 
of  the  Graves  Memorial  Church,  Clinton,  was  the 
speaker  at  the  Flora  MacDonald  Christian  Asso- 
ciation dedication  service  in  the  evening.  Stu- 
dents of  the  Conservatory  were  presented  in  the 
annual  commencement  concert  on  Monday  night. 

At  the  commencement  exercises  diplomas  were 
delivered  to  forty-eight  young  women  who  gradu- 
ated and  certificates  to  seven  who  completed  the 
requirements  of  the  business  department.  The  ad- 
dress was  delivered  by  Reverend  Charles  Stewart 
McKenzie,  pastor  of  the  Western  Presbyterian 
Church  and  president  of  the  St.  Andrews  Society 
of  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Fifty-first  year  of  Flora  MacDonald  Col- 
lege has  been  one  of  unusual  significance.  The 
success  of  the  Improvement  Fund  Campaign  has 
made  possible  application  to  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  for 
full  membership  and  many  improvements  in  the 
plant  which  will  add  materially  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  college  and  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  faculty  and  students.  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery by  resolution  commended  the  Trustees  for 
their  splendid  services  and  the  success  of  the 
Fund.  An  encouraging  gift  recently  was  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  General  Education  Board  of 
$10,000  for  the  improvement  of  the  library  and 
laboratory  facilities. 

Recently  two  beautiful  pieces  of  silver  have 
been  received  as  gifts  to  the  College  -  one  a  large 
silver  platter,  the  gift  of  the  St.  Andrews  Society 
of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  as  a  part  of  the 
semi-centennial  celebration,  and  the  other  a 
sauce  boat,  which  belonged  to  Flora  Macdonald 
for  whom  the  college  is  named,  given  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  St.  J.  Alison  Lawton  of  Charleston,  South 
Carolina. 

The  Trustees  plan  to  continue  the  campaign 
until  the  goal  of  $300,000  for  improvements  has 
been  achieved.  They  expect  to  accomplish  this 
through  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  friends 
of  the  college  in  1947.  The  Trustees  expect  every 
church  in  the  Presbyteries  of  Fayetteville,  Orange, 
and  Wilmington  to  make  a  contribution  sometime 
during  the  year. 

The  vital  importance  of  the  college  has  been 
emphasized  anew  by  the  great  demand  upon  it 
for  teachers,  church  workers,  dietitians,  and 
trained  women  in  many  vocations.  The  need  for

Rev.  R.  T.  Gillespie,  Candidate  Secretary  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  Foreign  Missions, 
visited  the  campus  on  May  7  and  8  to  talk  to 
prospective  candidates  for  the  foreign  field.  Rev. 
James  Appleby  of  the  faculty  of  Union  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  is  scheduled  for  a  visit  on  May  14. 

Dr.  R.  T.  Wharton,  founder  and  for  many 
years  president  of  La  Progressiva  College,  Car- 
denas, Cuba,  is  to  be  with  us  as  Spanish  teacher 
again  at  Summer  School.  He  writes  that  he  plans 
to  bring  about  twenty-five  selected  Cuban  young 
people  with  him  who  will  study  English. 

Summer  School  opens  June  9.  Courses  will  be 
given  in  preparatory  and  college  subjects.  Private 
and  Commercial  Flight  Courses  will  be  taught  and 
Aircraft  and  Mechanics  in  the  vocational  field. 

It  is  likely  that  enrolment  for  the  fall  session 
will  be  completed  some  time  before  the  opening 
of  the  fall  session  on  September  5th.  Prospective 
students  should  register  early. 

"Be  not  overcome  of  evil,  but  overcome  evil 
with  good,"  said  the  Apostle  Paul  in  writing  to  the 
Romans.  (Rom.  12:21.)  He  was  stating  the  Master 
plan  of  Christian  strategy  in  Kingdom  conquest.

If  the  salt  has 
lost  its  savor  it  is  good  for  nothing  but  to  be  cast 
out  and  trodden  under  foot  of  men. 

There  are  problems  in  seeking  to  train  young 
men.  Unfailing  patience  and  grace  of  God  are 
needed.  Sometime  it  is  necessary,  for  the  offend- 
ing student's  good  and  to  protect  the  other  stu- 
dents, to  take  disciplinary  action.  Always  we 
should  be  sure  we  have  cleansed  our  minds  of 
littleness  and  are  acting  from  sincere  motives  to 
help  the  student  recognize  his  error  and  to  main- 
tain proper  standards  in  the  school.  During  the 
year  we  have  allowed  several  boys  to  drop  out  of 
school  before  their  cases  were  brought  before  the 
discipline  committee,  thus  making  their  punish- 
ment as  mild  as  possible  in  the  hope  they  will 
learn  the  lesson  and  get  on  the  road  to  righteous- 
ness. We  can  cite  cases  from  past  experience  with 
boys  in  our  school  who  were  awakened  to  a  new 
way  of  living  by  discipline.

Mr.  John  Montgomery,  who  has  been  elected 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  succeed  Miss  Frances 
Stribling  as  president  of  Mitchell  College,  will 
assume  his  duties  on  June  2,  1947.

One  event  of  great  importance  of  the  session 
of  1946-47  was  the  joint  meeting  of  Orange  and 
Winston -Salem  Presbyteries  held  April  15th  and 
16th,  as,  these  two  Presbyteries  own  and  control 
the  school. 

The  thirty-four  ministers,  forty-one  elders  and 
visitors  from  Orange  and  twenty  Ministers,  thirty 
elders  and  visitors  from  Winston-Salem  Presby- 
tery were  entertained  by  the  school  and  Auxiliar- 
ies of  Sparta  and  Glade  Valley.  For  many  of  the 
men  it  was  their  first  visit  to  Glade  Valley,  there- 
fore, they  had  an  opportunity  to  get  first  hand 
information  of  the  school  and  its  work. 

Rev.  J.  P.  H.  McNatt,  High  Point,  moderator  of 
Orange,  delivered  an  inspiring  sermon  which  was 
followed  by  the  communion  service.  Mr.  H.  P. 
Henderson,  elder  of  Elkin  Presbyterian  Church 
was  moderator  of  W.  S.  Presbytery. 

A  special  program  on  Glade  Valley  School  was 
presented  with  Mr.  J.  A.  Kellenberger,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  charge.  Three  stu- 
dents of  the  senior  class  spoke  briefly  giving 
reason  why  they  came  to  G.  V.,  and  told  what 
the  school  had  meant  to  them.  Ted  Wyatt,  an 
alumnus,  and  owner  of  the  Glade  Valley  Store, 
told  what  the  school  had  meant  to  him  and  the 
thirty  some  girls  and  boys  from  his  community 
who  had  attended  the  school.  Mr.  Wyatt  formerly 
resided  in  Wilkes  county  and  a  community  served 
by  Rev.  J.  W.  Luke,  the  following  taken  from  his 
talk: 

"Friends  of  G.  V.,  I  am  happy  that  I  had  the 
opportunity  to  attend  G.  V.  H.  S  .1  am  thankful 
that  my  wife,  my  sister,  brother  and  I  are  gradu- 
ates of  this  Christian  school.  My  community  in 
the  foothills  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mtns.,  is  proud  of 
G.  V.,  because  around  thirty-five  girls  and  boys 
from  there  have  attended  the  school  and  every- 
one has  gone  back  home  fine  Christians.  They 
have  carried  their  Christian  ideals  from  the 
school  back  to  the  Church,  the  Sunday  School, 
and.  Bible  School.  G.  V.  has  a  high  scholastic 
standard,  but  most  of  all  its  Christian  ideals  are 
priceless.  Our  country  needs  more  schools  like 
G.  V.  Boys  and  girls  need  Christian  training.  We 
need  the  influence  of  G.  V.  all  over  our  land.  We 
must  build  a  greater  G.  V.,  as  there  are  hundreds 
of  young  people  in  the  mountain  communities 
and  over  the  land  that  need  Christian  training 
just  like  those  of  my  community  needed  it  and 
also  need  it  now." 

Hon.  Floyd  Crouse,  a  prominent  lawyer  of 
Sparta,  who  has  been  a  close  observer  of  the 
school  for  many  years,  addressed  the  assembly 
stressing  the  need  of  Christian  schools  and 
praised  the  work  of  G.  V.  in  its  training  of  Chris- 
tian leaders  through  the  years. 

Rev.  Paul  Jones,  M.  S.  Husk  and  J.  W.  Luke 
made  brief  talks,  urging  the  Churches  to  stand 
behind  the  new  building  program  of  the  school. 
O.  T.  Anderson,  campaign  manager  for  raising 
necessary  funds  for  the  new  buildings,  gave  a 
report  of  the  progress  of  the  campaign  in  the 
two  Presbyteries. 

Special  music  was  furnished  by  the  G.  V.  Glee 


Forty-seven  students  received  degrees  and 
diplomas  at  the  annual  commencement  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  May  18-20.  Twenty-three 
under-graduates  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Divinity,  while  one  received  the  diploma  with- 
out degree.  Seventeen  men  were  awarded  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Theology,  while  six  were 
granted  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Theology. 

The  Rev.  Lloyd  Courtney,  D.  D.,  of  Lewisburg, 
West  Virginia,  delivered  the  baccalaureate  ser- 
mon, while  the  Rev.  A.  A.  McLean,  D.  D.,  of  Le- 
noir, N.  C,  was  the  commencement  speaker. 

Dates  for  the  Graduate  Summer  School  of 
Theology  are  July  30  through  August  27,  accord- 
ing to  Dean  Donald  W.  Richardson.  The  session 
will  be  divided  into  equal  terms,  the  first  extend- 
ing from  July  30  through  August  12,  the  second 
from  August  14-27.  Faculty  members  will  be  Prof. 
John  Bright,  Ph.  D.,  and  Prof.  James  Appleby, 
Th.  M.,  during  the  first  session,  and  Pres.  Ben  R. 
Lacy,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  and  Prof.  W.  T.  Thompson, 
D.  D.,  Litt.  D.,  during  the  second  session.  Inquiries 
regarding  admission  and  housing  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  Dean  Richardson. 

The  one  hundred  thirty-sixth  session  of  the 
Seminary  will  open  September  10,  1947.  A  ca- 
pacity enrollment  is  already  reported  -by  the  Reg- 
istrar, with  more  than  40  students  already  regis- 
tered for  the  incoming  junior  class.  The  Seminary 
administration  is  taking  steps  to  accommodate 
the  large  percentage  of  married  students  who 
have  enrolled,  and  while  facilities  will  be  taxed 
to  the  limit,  all  those  who  have  registered  will 
be  accommodated. 

During  the  season  just  closed,  the  Seminary 
student  body  heard  during  the  Spring  Day  or 
Prayer  on  March  6,  Dr.  George  A.  Buttrick,  dis- 
tinguished minister  of  the  Madison  Avenue  Pres- 
byterian Church.  Dr.  Buttrick  delivered  two  ad- 
dresses and  administered  communion.  Other 
guest  speakers  at  the  Seminary  during  the  spring 
quarter  were  Dr.  James  B.  Green,  moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly:  Dr.  John  B.  Bisceglia,  dir- 
ector of  the  Italian  Institute,  Kansas  City;  and 
Dr.  J.  Carter  Swaim,  of  the  faculty  of  Western 
Theological  Seminary,  Pittsburgh. 

The  Seminary  was  host  April  10-12  to  the 
Washington -Virginia  area  conference  of  the  In- 
terseminary  Movement.  Representatives  of  seven 
seminaries  in  Virginia,  District  of  Columbia, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Marland,  attended  the  meet- 
ings. Dr.  Samuel  M.  Shoemaker,  of  New  York  City, 
was  the  inspirational  speaker.  A  large  representa- 
tion of  students  from  Union  Seminary  will  at-

During  the  Easter  season,  the  Seminary  and 
Training  School  choir  twice  presented  Sir  John 
Stainer's  "The  Crucifixion."  The  first  perform- 
ance was  given  March  31  in  the  Second  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Richmond,  the  second  on  Good 
Friday  evening  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Charles  Town,  W.  Va. 

Union  Theological  Seminary,  during  the  ses- 
sion just  concluded,  served  207  students.  Of  this 
number  99  have  been  undergraduate  students, 
while  108  have  been  working  in  the  graduate  de- 
partment. The  student  body  represented  17  states 
and  eight  foreign  countries.  Fifteen  synods  and 
54  presbyteries  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
sent  students  to  the  Seminary  this  year.

The  Mitchell  College  A.Cappella  Choir,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Thomas  Shuler,  has  appeared 
in  concerts  in  a  number  of  towns  in  both  North 
and  South  Carolina.

Mrs.  Sims  -accompanied  Dr.  Sims 
to  the  college,  and  they  greeted  friends  and  Win- 
throp alumnae  during  the  morning.  A  most  in- 
spiring talk  was  made  by  Dr.  Sims. 

Members  of  the  senior  class  have  elected  Miss 
Jewell  Gilleland  as  May  Queen  to  reign  over  the 
May  Day  festivals  on  May  24  on  the  Mitchell  Col- 
lege campus.  Miss  Gilleland  is  a  native  of  States- 
ville  and  is  very  prominent  in  college  activities. 

A  marriage  clinic  will  be  conducted  by  the  so- 
ciology class  and  the  Student  Christian  Associa- 
tion at  the  college  from  May  1  through  May  3. 
The  first  meeting  will  feature  a  panel  of  the  min- 
isters of  Statesville  led  by  the  Reverend  C.  P.

The  indications  are 
most  encouraging  for  a  record  breaking  enroll- 
ment at  our  conference  at  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege, Red  Springs,  N.  C,  September  8-9,  1947.

Christian  Education 

A  most  cordial  welcome  is  extended  to  Dr.

Blakely,  President,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  Flora 
Macdonald,  Dr.  H.  G.  Bedinger,  President,  Red 
Springs,  N.  C.  There  are  in  the  Synod  three  Junior 
Colleges,  viz:  Peace,  Dr.  William  C.  Pressly,  Presi- 
dent, Raleigh,  N.  C,  Mitchell,  Dr.  John  Mont- 
gomery, President,  Statesville,  N.  C.  and  Presby- 
terian Junior,  Dr.  L.  C.  LaMotte,  President,  Max- 
ton,  N.  C.  Within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  is  one 
Christian  High  School,  Glade  Valley,  Mr.  E.  B. 
Eldridge,  Principal,  Glade  Valley,  N.  C.  In  1826 
the  Synods  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  suc- 
ceeded Hanorver  Presbytery  in  governing  the  Sem- 
inary that  was  established  by  Dr.  Moses  Hoge 
in  1812  and  the  name  was  changed  to  Union 
Theological  Seminary.  This  interest  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  in  the  Seminary  places  this  in- 
stitution as  well  as  the  Assembly's  Training  School 
in  the  group  of  institutions  under  Dr.  Caldwell's 
directorship. 

If  these  church-related  institutions  are  to  con- 
tinue their  vital  service  to  the  church,  they  must 
have  an  adequate  financial  support  from  the 
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Presbyterians  of  the  Synod.  This  will  follow  the 
development  of  a  Christian  educational  conscience. 
This  will  be  a  part  of  the  work  of  our  new  di- 
rector as  he  lays  upon  the  hearts  of  people  their 
responsibility  for  these  institutions  of  their  own 
planting.  In  this  world  crisis,  threatening  the 
very  foundations  of  all  we  hold  dear,  there  should 
be  a  turning  to  and  a  loyal  support  of  our  church- 
related  schools  as  the  chief  factor  in  the  preser- 
vation of  our  civilization.  Doubtless  Woodrow 
Wilson  had  the  influence  of  these  institutions 
in  mind  when  he  said,  "Our  civilization  cannot 
survive  materially  unless  it  be  redeemed  spirit- 
ually."

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Albemarle  Presbytery  Going 
Forward 

Rev.  J.  W.  Hassell,  Ex.  Sect. 

At  present  there  are  four  new  churches  in  pro- 
cess of  building,  one  manse  is  also  under  con- 
struction and  one  church  is  being  rehabilitated. 
These  churches  are  Macclesfield,  Westminster, 
Hollywood  and  Ballards.  A  beautiful  manse  is 
being  constructed  for  the  Meadowbrook  church 
in  Greenville.  The  church  being  rehabilitated  is 
in  the  country  eight  miles  from  Goldsboro  and  is 
called  Antioch. 

Our  two  most  pressing  needs  in  the  presby- 
tery are  suitable  men  and  manses.  At  present 
we  have  ten  vacancies,  eight  of  which  are  vacant 
for  lack  of  manses.  Eight  of  our  twenty-four 
counties  have  no  Presbyterian  work  whatsoever. 
You  will  understand  therefore  our  eagerness  to 
push  the  Home  Mission  work  in  this  territory. 

There  are  two  points  in  the  presbytery  which 
are  unsurpassed  for  opportunity  in  our  entire 
Assembly.  One  of  these  is  in  the  suburbs  of  New 
Bern,  Colonial  Heights.  The  Presbytery  owns  a 
lot  160x275  on  which  is  located  a  manse.  We 
have  been  for  some  months  searching  for  the 
unusual  type  of  man  which  will  be  required  to 
develop  this  situation. 

The  other  point  of  great  opportunity  is  the 
community  of  Jason,  a  country  community  situ- 
ated midway  between  Snow  Hill  and  La  Grange. 
There  is  a  splendid  church  building  here  with  un- 
finished Sunday  School  rooms.  The  church  is 
linked  with  Snow  Hill  and  La  Grange  but  at  pre- 
sent we  have  no  pastor.  Yesterday  I  preached  to 
a  large  and  attentive  congregation  at  this  point. 
The  Mormons  have  recently  come  into  the  com- 
munity and  are  threatening  to  capture  the  young 
people.  I  am  urging  the  church  people  to  proceed 
at  once  with  the  erection  of  a  manse. 

Kirkwood  Presbyterian  Church 

Rev.  J.  W.  McGinnis,  Pastor 
*  On  December  22,  1946  after  preaching  a  regu- 
lar Christmas  message,  the  minister  of  the  church, 
J.  W.  McGinnis,  made  the  remarks  that  we  as  so- 
called  Christians  are  very  selfish — that  at  Christ- 
mas time  we  exchange  greetings  and  gifts  with 
our  friends — a  few  outside  that  circle,  but  rarely 
do  we  think  of  giving  Him  a  Christmas  present. 
The  minister  then  stressing  the  large  number  of 
folk  in  the  Church  School  who  had  none  of  the 
better  equipment  with  which  they  should  be 
taught  with  by  their  teachers,  said,  "I  am  not 
going  to  ask  you  to  do  something  that  I  am  not 
willing  to  do."  And  so  the  minister  gave  the  first 
$10.00  toward  the  purchase  of  a  motion  picture 
projecture  to  be  used  in  the  educational  work 
of  the  church.

"The  machine  proved  its 
worth  in  gold  during  our  two  weeks  Vacation 
Church  School,"  was  the  remark  made  by  many 
of  the  members  of  the  Vacation  Church  School 
staff  recently.

We  are  often  asked  about  the  families  of  our 
home  mission  workers  so  I  am  going  to  give  our 
friends  this  information  about  Bro*  Nelson  in  ad- 
vance. In  addition  to  Mr.  Nelson  his  household 
consists  of  his  good  wife,  twin  girls  11,  Mary  and 
Martha,  and  Billy  14.  We  join  the  father  in  the 
hope  that  he  shall  enter  the  ministry.  Bro.  Nelson 
writes  interestly  about  his  new  charge  as  follows: 

The  work  in  the  Elise  Church  is  very  fruitful; 
we  have  added  to  our  church  roll  18.new  members 
and  most  of  those  by  profession  of  faith.  We  have 
35  who  are  coming  soon;  they  have  asked  that 
I  write  for  their  church  letters  or  that  they  de- 
sired to  unite  by  profession  of  faith  or  by  state- 
ment. The  attendance  has  doubled.  I  have  visited 
every  member  in  the  church  and  most  every  home 
in  Robbins.  The  Sunday  School  is  growing  and 
we  plan  to  organize  a  Young  People's  work  soon. 
We  have  more  and  more  young  people  attending 
the  church  services.  The  most  attractive  feature 
in  the  whole  work  is  the  splendid  men  attending 
the  services.  I  preach  to  more  men  every  Sunday 
than  women.  This  is  very  unusual  to  me.  The 
Woman's  Auxiliary  is  growing,  too.  We  had  15  in 
each  Circle  last  week;  whereas  they  were  having 
only  14  or  15  in  the  whole  Auxiliary  when  we 
came.  They  are  giving  a  church  supper  on  the 
church  lawn  next  Monday  evening  and  every 
member  plans  to  attend  with  visitors. 

The  Spies  Work  is  not  so  encouraging,  yet. 
We  hardly  know  just  what  to  do  about  the  work 
there.  I  also  visited  in  every  home  not  only  of 
our  church  members  but  of  the  entire  community. 
Yet,  the  attendance  has  not  grown  very  much. 
We  are  having  Communion  there  next  Sunday  and 
I  trust  we  shall  have  our  best  attendance.  We 
have  not  taken  in  any  new  members  there,  yet. 
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I  am  preaching  my  best  evangelistic  sermons  but 
they  just  do  not  seem  to  be  any  Presbyterian  in- 
clined. We  plan  to  start  a  bus  soon.

Rev.  Denver  S.  Blevins  Begins  New 
Pastorate  of  Center  Ridge,  Mizpah 
and  Oak  Grove 

On  Sunday,  July  6,  1947  the  Rev.  Denver  S. 
Blevins  was  installed  Pastor  of  the  Center  Ridge, 
Mizpah,  and  Oak  Grove  Churches,  all  of  which 
are  located  in  Johnson  County,  North  Carolina. 
The  Installation  Commission  appointed  by  Gran- 
ville Presbytery  consisted  of  the  Rev.  M.  O.  Sum- 
mers, Dr.  James  C.  Wool,  ruling  Elder  S.  F.  Lee, 
and  the  Rev.  Howard  F.  Newman. 

Mr.  Blevins  began  his  work  in  this  field  April 
1st  of  this  year.  Since  his  arrival  here  there  has 
been  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  conducted 
in  each  of  the  churches.  The  Bible  Schools  were 
directed  by  Mrs.  N.  V.  Daniel,  of  Oxford,  North 


Carolina,  Miss  Helen  Mozingo  of  Selma,  North 
Carolina,  and  Miss  Frances  Dull  of  Cameron,  North 
Carolina.  The  Bible  Schools  had  a  combined  en- 
rollment of  257. 

Two  of  the  churches  have  had  special  evan- 
gelistic meetings  during  the  past  four  weeks, 
and  there  have  been  39  received  into  the  mem- 
bership of  the  churches,  four  by  transfer  of  letter 
and  35  by  profession  of  faith  and  baptism. 

The  Mizpah  Church  has  enjoyed  the  greatest 
growth.  Its  membership  was  17  at  the  beginning 
of  Mr.  Blevin's  pastorate  a  little  over  three  months 
ago.  Now  it  has  a  membership  of  44.  Seventeen 
have  come  in  by  profession  of  faith  and  baptism, 
5  by  transfer  of  letter,  and  5  have  been  restored 
from  the  inactive  roll. 

A  Ladies'  Auxiliary  was  organized  with  13 
charter  members.  The  men  of  the  churches  meet 
every  Friday  evening  with  the  pastor  to  study  the 
Book  of  Church  Order.  The  Mizpah  Church  sent 
more  young  people  to  the  Presbytery's  Young 
People's  Conference  at  Peace  College  in  Raleigh 
than  any  other  church  in  the  entire  Presbytery. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  the  organization  of  a 
Presbyterian  Youth  Fellowship  Group  in  this 
church  soon.  Money  is  now  being  raised  to  pur- 
chase a  motion  picture  projector  for  the  use  of 
the  churches  in  this  field. 

The  Manse  is  now  being  redecorated.  The  wood- 
work is  being  painted  on  the  outside  and  the 
inside.  A  new  water  system  has  been  installed 
and  a  new  garage  built  on  the  Manse  property.

School  of  Visitation  Evangelism 

Conducted  by  Dr.  H.  H.  Thompson  in  Charlotte 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery  has  launched  an  ex- 
tensive program  of  Evangelism  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  H.  H.  Thompson,  our  Assembly's  secre- 
tary. The  campaign  begins  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
October  the  19th.  Rev.  F.  C.  Debele,  Jr.  is  chair- 
man of  the  committee  in  charge.  Churches  within 
a  radius  of  fifty  miles  are  invited  to  send  repre- 
sentatives to  the  sessions  and  put  on  in  their 
churches  a  special  visitation  campaign  in  the 
interest  of  saving  souls.  Dr.  Thompson  says,  "that 
about  twenty  centers  throughout  the  Assembly 
are  now  asking  for  such  a  program.  Many  of 
these  are  in  our  large  cities.  The  work's  progress 
is  most  encouraging." 

It  means  that  we  are  now  enjoying  the  privi- 
lege of  "going  where  the  people  are"  and  going 
on  the  feet  of  our  laymen,  women,  and  young 
people. 

It  means  that  we  are  thus  contacting  a  cross 
section  of  society  more  effectively.  Some  time  ago 
your  Director  asked  a  member  of  a  city  church  if 
any  came  into  the  church  the  previous  Sunday 


on  profession  of  faith.  He  answered,  "Yes,  we 
had  three  to  come  in  Sunday,  a  barber,  a  bus 
driver  and  a  big-shot." 

It  means  the  validating  and  re-vitalizing  the 
Christian  experience  of  those  who  participate  in 
this  witnessing  experience.  Said  a  young  man. 
who  was  enjoying  "the  going".  "It  is  a  great  sat- 
isfaction to  know  that  I  am  having  a  part  in  the 
most  important  service  in  all  the  world  barring 
none." 

It  means  that  we  are  making  use  of  a  pattern 
of  emphasis  that  any  church  can  adapt  to  its- 
own  use.  Churches  with  30  members  have  had 
fruitful  endeavors  with  it,  so  have  churches  of 
3,000  members.  And  every  interested  individual 
can  participate.  Every  alert  member  can  be  list- 
ing prospects  for  Christ  and  the  Church,  every 
member  with  concern  for  the  indifferent  and 
the  lost  can  be  undergirding  the  effort  with  prayer 
while  the  more  limited  go  out  to  seek  commit- 
ments. 

It  means  that  we  have  at  our  disposal  a  me- 
thod of  winning  people  that  because  of  its  par- 
ticular program  and  its  participating  personnel 
is  better  prepared  to  integrate  newly  won  mem- 
bers into  the  fellowship  and  service  of  the  Church. 

It  means  that  evangelism  may  well  become  a. 
normal  experience  in  the  lives  of  interested  in- 
dividuals and  in  the  life  of  the  church.  The  con- 
tinuing program  of  visitation  conveys  blessings 
constantly.  The  pastor  of  one  of  our  large  church- 
es in  which  his  workers  have  brought  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  church  175  persons  (many  of 
them  on  confession  of  faith)  in  about  four  months 
made  this  observation,  "The  finest  thing  of  all 
is  that  I  have  seventy-five  men  who  are  trained 
and  willing  to  talk  with  people  definitely  about 
Christ  and  the  Church."

As  old  as  humanity  is  the  desire  to  prolong 
our  influence  for  good  beyond  this  life;  to  extend 
into  the  indefinite  future  our  capacity  to  serve 
mankind,  and  thus  to  be  warmly  remembered 
by  those  who  follow  after.  Perhaps  no  deeper  sat- 
isfaction can  come  to  any  of  us  than  the  attain- 
ment of  that  desire. 

To  that  end,  men  and  women  for  many  cent- 
uries have  turned  to  education  because  of  the 
advantages  it  offers  for  commemorative  giving. 

In  the  first  place,  colleges  and  universities 
have  proved  to  be  among  the  most  enduring  of 
man-made  institutions.  They  have  survived  wars, 
depressions,  the  stress  of  changing  times,  even 
the  downfall  of  nations.  For  this  reason  they  pro- 
vide an  unequalled  opportunity  for  establishing 
enduring  memorials. 

Secondly,  these  institutions  are  peculiarly  as- 
sociated with  Life:  with  the  fresh  eagerness  of 
youth,  its  friendships  and  laughter,  its  high  ideals 
and  hopes  and  ambitions,  its  stirring  visions  and 
eternal  courage.  A  gift  to  a  college,  therefore, 
becomes  in  a  unique  sense  a  living,  as  well  as  a 
lasting,  memorial. 

Education  is  the  shaping  of  things  to  come — 
better  things — a  better  community,  a  better  na- 
tion, a  better  world.  For  it  is  primarily  upon  the 
training  of  leadership  that  the  larger  achieve- 
ments of  tomorrow  depend.  To  invest  in  Educa- 
tion is  the  surest  way  to  invest  in  mankind's  finer 
future. 

And  finally,  the  needs  of  a  college  are  so  varied 
that  the  opportunity  is  open  to  all  to  make  a 
truly  significant  gift  to  posterity  in  accordance 
with  one's  means  and  particular  interest. 

Daniel  Webster  said:  "If  we  work  upon  marble, 
it  will  perish;  if  we  work  upon  brass,  time  will 
efface  it;  if  we  rear  temples,  they  will  crumble 
into  dust;  but  if  we  work  upon  immortal  souls, 
if  we  imbue  them  with  principles,  with  the  just 
fear  of  the  Creator  and  love  of  fellow  men,  we 
engrave  on  those  tablets  something  which  will 
brighten  all  eternity."

ENDOWMENT  NEEDS 

1.  FOR  GENERAL  PURPOSES 

No  one  can  foresee  what  new  problems  or  edu- 
cational needs  may  arise  in  the  future.  For  this 
reason  the  most  desirable  form  of  endowment  for 
any  college  consists  of  unrestricted  funds.  Such 
resources  are  available  at  all  times  for  use  where 
they  will  do  the  most  good. 

2.  FOR  SPECIFIC  PURPOSES 

Those  who  are  interested  in  a  particular  part 
of  a  college's  educational  program  may  give  ex- 
pression to  that  interest  through  designated  en- 
dowment. 

A  PROFESSORSHIP 

The  endowment  of  a  chair  will  insure  perma- 
nent support  of  instruction  in  a  given  field.  If 
given  as  a  memorial  the  Professorship  may  bear

Davidson's  111th  Commencement  exercises  (May

with  81  students  receiving  the  bachelor's  degree.

Cunningham,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  who  presided  at  the 
graduation;  Dr.  Daniel  L.  Marsh,  Ph.D.,  D.D., 
LL.D.,  president  of  Bostdh  University,  who  de- 
livered the  Commencement  address;  Professor 
Kenneth  J.  Foreman,  Ph.D.,  D.D.,  who  preached 
the  Baccalaureate  sermon  on  Sunday,  June  1; 
and  Dr.  James  P  .Hendrix  of  Durham,  presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  Association,  who  presided 
at  the  Alumni  Luncheon  held  on  the  campus  on 
Saturday,  May  31.  Honorary  degrees  were  granted 
to  the  following:  Charles  E.  S.  Kraemner  of  Char- 
lotte and  Flynn  V.  Long  of  Austin,  Texas,  Doctors 
of  Divinity;  Thor  Martin  Johnson,  conductor-elect 
of  the  Cincinnati  Symphony,  Doctor  of  Music; 
William  C.  Rose  of  Urbana,  Illinois,  professor  of 
Bio-Chemistry  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  Doctor 
of  Science;  and  Dr.  Thurman  D.  Kitchin,  presi- 
dent of  Wake  Forest  College,  Doctor  of  Laws.

Flora  Macdonald  College  in  the  month  of  June 
was  a  lively  place  with  four  Young  People's  Con- 
ferences in  progress.  Synod's  Young  People's  Lead- 
ership Conference,  June  10-16,  was  directed  by 
Reverend  James  M.  McChesney,  Jr.  He  had  a  fine 
corps  of  assistants  and  a  splendid  group  of  young 
people  from  the  whole  Synod.  Among  the  leaders 
were  Dr.  J.  O.  Mann,  Director  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion in  Richmond.  The  program  was  one  of  un- 
usual excellence. 

The  Senior  Young  People's  Conference  of  Fay- 
etteville  Presbytery  gathered  on  June  16  with  the 
Pioneers  following  a  week  later.  The  Senior  Con- 
ference was  directed  by  Dr.  S.  H.  Fulton  and  the 
Pioneers  by  Reverend  A.  M.  Keith.  An  excellent 
staff  of  teachers  and  counsellors  from  the  minis- 
ters and  church  workers  of  the  Presbytery  led 
these  conferences. 

The  Pioneers  overflowed  the  capacity  of  the 
college  with  310  boys  and  girls.  On  June  30  the 
Young  People  of  Pee  Dee  Presbytery  with  their 
leaders  arrived  for  their  conference,  which  was 
directed  by  Reverend  E.  G.  Beckman.  The  minis- 
ters and  church  workers  from  Pee  Dee  Presbytery 
led  the  people  in  a  very  fine  conference. 

For  all  these  groups,  Reverend  C.  M.  Gibbs, 
Secretary  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  acted  as  Bus- 
iness Manager.  His  daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  Stewart 
W.  Gibbs,  served  as  dietitian.  Their  fine  manage- 
ment and  excellent  meals  added  tremendously  to 
the  success  of  all  the  conferences. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  counted  it  a  real  priv- 
ilege to  serve  the  church  by  entertaining  these 
splendid  groups  of  young  people  and  their  leaders. 
It  is  with  much  regret  that  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  do  this  next  summer  on  account  of  improve- 
ments which  will  be  in  progress  at  that  time. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  will  meet  at  the 
College  on  Tuesday,  September  9th  at  2:30  o'clock. 
The  Synod's  Home  Missions  Conference  will  meet 
on  Monday  afternoon,  the  8th,  and  three  sessions 
are  proposed  before  the  meeting  of  Synod.  A 
cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  all  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  churches  to  attend  these  meet- 
ings. 

The  request  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery  for  the 
college  to  offer  additional  training  in  Religious 
Education  was  referred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  the  Presbyteries  of  Orange  and  Wilmington 
for  their  consideration  and  advice  as  to  how  far 
Flora  Macdonald  College  should  go  in  this  field. 

This  year  seven  young  women  entered  full- 
time  church  work.  This  supplied  only  a  small 
proportion  of  the  number  of  requests  from  pastors 
for  workers. 

The  contract  has  been  let  for  the  initial  im- 
provements in  the  water  works  and  the  electrical 
wiring.  As  much  of  this  work  will  be  done  this 
summer  as  time  permits. 

New  furniture  for  senior  hall  has  been  or- 
dered for  delivery  as  soon  as  it  is  available.  Im- 
proved equipment  for  the  Science  Laboratories  is 
planned  as  soon  as  it  can  be  procured.

We  still  have  room  for  students.  Due  to  the 
new  cafeteria,  the  temporary  dormitory  in  the 
bank  building,  the  use  of  housing  and  other  fa- 
cilities at  the  former  Laurinburg-Maxton  Airbase, 
our  capacity  is  much  greater  than  in  pre-war 
years,  so  we  can  take  your  son.  We  offer  two 
years  of  standard  junior  college  work  leading  to 
the  Associate  in  Science  and  Associate  in  Arts 
Degrees.  The  student  transfers  to  another  college 
and  completes  his  A.B.  or  B.S.  degree  in  two  years. 
We  also  have  preparatory  courses  at  the  10th,  11th, 
and  12th  grade  levels.  A  new  refresher  course 
will  begin  in  September  for  the  student  whose 
high  school  work  was  interrupted  by  war  and 
who  wishes  to  prepare  to  take  a  college  entrance 
examination  after  eighteen  weeks  of  intensive 
study.  Our  commercial  course  leads  to  a  one  year 
or  a  two  year  diploma.  Flying  may  be  taken 
while  following  a  college  course.  We  are  certified 
by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  and  offer 
courses  leading  to  private  license,  commercial  li- 
cense, or  instructor  rating.  Our  aircraft  and  En-- 
gine  Mechanics  Course  is  also  approved  by  the  C. 
A.  A.  and  leads  to  an  Associate  in  Science  Degree 
in  Aircraft  Maintenance  and  to  an  A.  &  E.  license. 

The  towns  of  Laurinburg  and  Maxton  dedi- 
cated the  airport  we  use  to  the  public  service  on 
July  4th  with  a  big  airshow.  There  were  287 
planes  on  the  field,  including  four  P-80  army 
jet  planes.  One  of  them,  piloted  by  Colonel  Ernest 
Beverly,  who  graduated  at  our  college  in  1935, 
made  an  initial  flash  across  the  field  at  a  speed 
of  617  miles  per  hour,  just  six  and  eight-tenths 
miles  short  of  the  world's  speed  record.  The  col- 
lege is  fortunate  to  have  one  of  the  world's  best 
airports  for  use  in  training  flying  students  and 
Aircraft  and  Engine  Mechanics  course  students. 

There  are  apartments  available  for  married 
students  at  reasonable  rates. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Belk  of  Charlotte  has  offered  to 
give  the  college  $5000.00  on  endowment,  provided 
it  completes  the  campaign  for  endowment  to  meet 
the  standards  of  the  Southern  Association  by 
January  1,  1948.  Already  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial  Relief 
has  promised  $5000.00  endowment  for  the  chair 
of  Bible  when  we  are  admitted  to  the  Southern 
Association.  So  we  will  have  $10,000.00  if  we  com- 
plete the  campaign  this  year.  We  are  going  to 
try  earnestly,  and  we  hope  all  who  can  help  us 
will  do  so.  We  lack  $58,000.00  of  the  goal  ai  the 
present  time.  Each  church  has  been  asked  to 
give  its  quota. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  make  some  much- 
needed  repairs  to  the  dormitory,  to  pave  the  roads 
on  the  front  campus,  and  to  erect  a  temporary 
laboratory  for  chemistry. 

Summer  School  enrolled  slightly  over  200.

We  were  glad  to  welcome  so  many  friends  to 
our  campus  during  our  75th  Anniversary  celebra- 
tion last  June.  Over  1200  people  attended  the  his- 
torical pageant  held  on  the  campus  and  their  en- 
thusiastic and  complimentary  remarks  after  the 
performance  justified  the  tremendous  amount  of 
time  and  energy  consumed  in  planning  and  exe- 
cuting the  event.  The  college  is  indebted  to  Mrs. 
Robert  J.  Wyatt  and  her  committee  of  over  one 
hundred  Alumna  for  the  success  of  the  occasion. 
There  are  countless  others  also,  without  whose 
cooperation  and  assistance  the  task  would  have 
been  impossible.  It  was  a  memorable  Commence- 
ment and  a  fitting  celebration  for  our  75th  birth- 
day. 

Copies  of  the  pageant  program  are  still  avail- 
able at  the  college  and  we  will  be  glad  to  forward 
one  to  you  if  you  will  but  drop  us  a  card.  They 
contain  a  great  deal  of  historical  background  of 
the  school. 

Over  three  hundred  Alumna  were  present  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Peace  College  Alumnae  As- 
sociation during  Commencement.  Officers  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year  were  Mrs.  C.  C.  Todd  of  Rocky 
Mount,  North  Carolina,  President;  Mrs.  Thomas 
Stamps  of  Raleigh  and  Mrs.  Cecil  Lawrence  of 
St.  Paul's,  First  and  Second  Vice  Presidents  re- 
spectively; Miss  Nell  Hay  of  Raleigh,  Secretary; 
and  Mrs.  Frank  Sherwood  of  Raleigh,  Treasurer. 
The  Association  during  their  annual  business 
meeting  adopted  a  resolution  pledging  their  finan- 
cial support  to  the  Trustees  in  their  plans  to  pro- 
mote a  campaign  for  two  new  buildings — a  recre- 
ation building  and  a  new  dormitory — and  urged 
that  the  trustees  proceed  to  the  campaign  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Last  year  the  enrollment  at  Peace  College  rose 
to  331,  a  peak  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The

and  indications  are  that  enrollment  will  main- 
tain this  same  high  level,  registration  having  been 
complete  for  some  months  hence. 

During  the  summer  months  it  was  our  pleasure 
to  be  host  to  five  church  summer  conferences 
during  the  months  of  June  and  July,  including  the 
Synodical  Training  School  for  Women,  and  the 
young  people  of  Granville,  Wilmington  and  Orange 
Presbyteries.  We  enjoyed  their  fellowship  and  we 
sincerely  hope  that  they  enjoyed  ours.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  having  them  return  to  our 
campus  for  their  conference  next  year.  Their 
presence  among  us  is  a  source  of  real  inspiration. 

During  the  Synodical  Training  School  the  col- 
lege was  presented  a  gift  of  over  $3,000  from  the 
members  of  the  local  auxiliaries  of  the  nine  Pres- 
byterials  comprising  the  Synodical  Auxiliary  of 
North  Carolina  to  establish  the  Lucy  Steele  Schol- 
arship in  honor  of  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  the  Mary 
McNair  Professor  of  Bible  and  Religious  Education 
at  Peace  College.  Presentation  of  the  check  was 
made  by  Mrs.  George  Norfleet  of  Winston-Salem 
in  behalf  of  the  auxiliaries. 


MITCHELL  COLLEGE

Mitchell  College,  quiet  during  the  summer 
months  except  for  the  echo  of  .carpenters'  ham- 
mers and  masons'  tools,  has  outlined  for  itself  a 
number  of  definite  projects  which  now  have  been 
completed  or  are  in  the  process  of  completion. 

Probably  the  most  outstanding  of  these  pro- 
jects is  the  erection  of  a  new  library  building 
which,  when  completed,  will  provide  the  dual 
service  of  expanded  housing  for  library  facilities, 
and  of  making  available  the  former  library  halls 
for  desperately  needed  classroom  space. 

Another  project  accomplished  is  the  addition  of 
an  infirmary  bath  to  the  facilities  of  the  women's 
dorm,  making  the  infirmary  a  most  complete  and 
up-to-date  unit. 

In  the  basement  of  the  main  building  new 
quarters  are  being  arranged  for  the  buildings-and- 
grounds  department  and  the  spacious  room  vacat- 
ed by  this  department  is  being  remodeled  into  a 
Student  Union  Room,  making  possible  the  serving 
of  light  lunches,  refreshments  and  the  availa- 
bility of  many  incidental  student  needs  in  addi- 
tion to  class  room  supplies  and  books. 

Furnishings  for  the  men's  new  day  room  have 
finally  come,  with  additional  furniture  for  the 
lounges  in  the  main  building.  The  day  room  has 
been  equipped  with  showers  and  is  advantage- 
ously located  near  the  gymnasium,  thus  making 
it  convenient  for  athletic  teams  who  previously 
had  no  ready  access  to  showers  after  the  game. 

Another  of  Mitchell's  most  urgent  needs  is 
being  met  with  an  up-to-date  recreational  pro- 
gram, the  facilities  being  increased  by  the  addi- 
tion of  two  tennis  courts,  a  volleyball  court,  two 
croquet  courts,  a  badminton  court,  two  or  three 
horse  shoe  courts  and  a  few  out-door  ping  pong 
tables. 

By  far  the  greatest  substantial  progress  to  date 
however,  is  the  increase  in  our  faculty  staff.  A 
highly  qualified  professor  in  History,  Dr.  Herndon, 
comes  to  Mitchell  from  Kentucky  Wesleyan  Col- 
lege. Dr.  Herndon  is  particularly  interested  in 
North  Carolina  and  in  Iredell  County  because 
she  did  her  Doctor's  dissertation  on  Justice  Ire- 
dell after  whom  Iredell  County  was  named.  Dr. 
Herndon's  addition  to  the  faculty  will  make  poss- 
ible new  courses  in  Government  and  Economics. 

The  Bible  Department  is  headed  by  another 
newcomer,  Miss  Janet  Brownlee  ,who  taught  for 
several  years  at  the  Berry  Schools.  She  comes  to 
Mitchell  with  a  wealth  of  experience  and  ability 
to  make  the  Bible  Department  the  strong  de- 
partment which  is  required  to  justify  the  exist- 
ence of  a  small  Christian  college.  The  Mathema- 
tics Department  too  is  being  enlarged  and  it  is  I 
likely  there  will  be  new  courses  in  dramatics  and 
public  speaking. 

These  are  the  first  steps  in  Mitchell's  all  out 
effort  fully  to  meet  requirements  of  the  Southern 
Association.  Parallel  with  the  drive  to  raise  its  . 
scholastic  standards,  a  similar  effort  is  under 
way  to  make  Mitchell's  spiritual  contribution  the 
vital  force  that  it  ought  to  be  for  the  student 
and  for  the  community.

The  Birth  of  Glade  Valley 

Thirty-six  years  ago  the  Christians  of  Orange 
Presbytery,  a  territory  which  since  has  become 
Orange  and  Winston-Salem  Presbytery,  became 
aware  of  the  need  for  a  Christian  educational  in- 
stitution in  the  mountains.  Funds  were  raised, 
buildings  were  built  and  the  great  work  of  Glade 
Valley  was  begun.  Because  of  a  divine  hand  guid- 
ing the  destiny  of  the  school,  it  has  weathered 
many  storms;  depressions,  wars,  and  calamities 
that  would  have  closed  secular  schools  of  this 
type.  Glade  Valley  has  survived  and  has  con- 
tinued to  train  young  people  who  through  their 
work  and  examples  as  Christians  have  continued 
to  spread  those  principles  upon  which  Glade 
Valley  was  founded  by  those  Christians  thirty- 
six  years  ago.  Eight  ministers,  ten  mission- 
aries, four  directors  of  religious  education,  and 
scores  of  nurses,  teachers  and  community  lead- 
ers have  been  and  are  continuing  to  be  trained 
at  Glade  Valley.  Although  the  school  boasts  400 
alumnae,  many  more  could  have  graduated  had 
the  facilities  been  sufficient.  Every#  year  as  many 
students  are  turned  away  as  are  accepted.  The 
new  Glade  Valley  will  cause  the  door  of  Chris- 
tian education  to  be  opened  to  those  who  in  the 
past  it  has  been  closed. 

THE  NEW  AWAKENING 

Over  a  period  of  thirty  odd  years  the  school 
was  somewhat  allowed  to  drift  for  itself  and  get 
along  as  best  it  could.  The  state  authorities  put 
those  of  us  in  authority  on  notice  that  some  im- 
provements in  the  buildings  must  be  made  or 
lose  our  credit  rating. 

In  1944  both  Presbyteries  became  interested 
enough  to  appoint  committees  to  study  the  pro- 
gram and  the  record  of  the  school  which  devel- 
oped into  the  new  building  campaign  now  in  pro- 
gress. During  that  investigation  Dr.  Price  H. 
Gwynn,  Jr.,  made  this  remarkable  statement:  "In 
his  opinion  the  church  receives  greater  returns 
for  every  dollar  spent  than  from  any  other  Pres- 
byterian cause." 

THE  RESULTS 

The  campaign  moved  slowly  at  first  because 
of  the  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  school  and  a  gen- 
eral spirit  of  indifference  and  apathy  among  the 
members  of  the  churches.  However,  prayers  and 
labors  were  not  in  vain,  and  as  the  people  became 
acquainted  with  the  school  and  its  work  the  cam- 
paign picked  up  speed.  The  biggest  answer  we 
have  is  a  conditional  gift  of  $100,000  which  we 
may  claim  as  soon  as  we  have  attained  the  other 
$200,000  of  our  goal.  Of  this  $200,000  we  have  in 
sight  approximately  $100,000  because  of  our  ef- 
forts to  this  time.

Stone  Presbyterian  Chapel 

Stone  Presbyterian  Chapel  is  the  most  north- 
western outpost  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 
Built  over  five  years  ago  by  Rev.  R.  H.  Stone,  it 
was  his  last  piece  of  work  before  leaving  Ashe 
County  and  Winston-Salem  Presbytery  for  his  pre- 
sent work  in  Mecklenburg.  K.  J.  Foreman,  Jr., 
is  now  the  pastor. 

The  revival  this  summer  was  preached  by  Dr. 
Donald  G.  Miller  of  Union  Seminary  in  Richmond, 
and  his  quiet  yet  compelling  preaching  of  the 
gospel  brought  men  and  women  to  Stone  Chapel 
from  miles  around  so  that  the  church  often  could 
not  hold  the  crowds.  Many  walked  more  than 
four  miles  each  night,  and  four  miles  back  home 
again,  to  hear  the  Scriptures  unfolded  and  to 
join  in  the  fine  congregational  singing.  Stone 
Chapel  is  very  nearly  four  thousand  feet  up  in 
the  air,  in  a  country  where  pavement  and  electric 
lights  are  far  away,  a  country  where  folks  lift 
up  their  voices  gladly  without  crutch  of  organ 
or  piano.

ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Synodical  Auxiliary 
will  be  held  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Durham,  October  14,  15,  16,  opening  with  the 
evening  session  on  Tuesday,  the  14th.  It  is  hoped 
that  many  will  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  attending. 

"Emergency!"  "Investments!"  "Advance!" 
These  words  were  associated  in  our  thinking  with 
the  Home  Mission  Enterprise  of  our  day. 

During  the  past  church  year,  the  Emergency 
Fund  Campaign  came  to  a  close  and  the  increased 
interest  of  our  church  in  this  cause  was  evidenced 
by  a  large  increase  in  gifts.  This  five  year  fund 
made  possible  the  greatest  forward  movement  in 
Home  Mission  investments  by  our  church  in  more 
than  a  generation,  but  the  end  of  the  campaign 
did  not  put  an  end  to  our  Home  Mission  oppor- 
tunity. We  must  continue  our  program  of  Advance 
in  the  unchurched  areas  of  the  Southland. 

The  1947  General  Assembly  adopted  a  Presby- 
terian Program  of  Progress  with  a  total  goal  of 
$7,125,000,  during  the  next  five  years  for  the  ad- 


vancement of  Assembly's  work.  Of  this  gooal,  $1, 
500,000  was  the  figure  fixed  for  Assembly's  Home 
Missions  and  one  fifth  of  this  amount  is  to  be 
raised  during  the  fall  Home  Mission  Season.  This 
amount,  $300,000,  is  to  be  in  addition  to  the  regu- 
lar Self-Denial  offering  for  this  cause. 

The  dates  for  the  Home  Mission  Season  are 
October  6th  -  November  2nd.  The  title  of  the  study 
book  is  "From  the  Past  to  the  Present".  This  hand- 
book on  Assembly's  Home  Missions  was  prepared 
by  Dr.  S.  R.  Lapsley,  Educational  Secretary.  All 
church  organizations,  Men's  Groups,  Woman's 
Auxiliaries,  Young  People's  Societies  and  Sunday 
Schools  are  urged  to  make  the  largest  possible 
use  of  the  Home  Mission  Season  and  book.  Sup- 
plementary articles  will  be  printed  during  the 
Season  in  "The  Presbyterian  Survey",  "Presbyter- 
ian Women",  "Presbyterian  Youth",  and  other 
church  papers. 

The  dates  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self- 
Denial  are  October  26th  -  November  2nd.  May  we 
observe  this  Season  "as  a  time  of  rededication  to 
the  task  of  claiming  "America  for  Christ".

"That  the  general  assembly  fully  approves  and 
concurs  in  the  decrees  and  opinions  of  the  civil 
courts;  and  again  registers  its  satisfaction  that 
these  courts  have  thus  expressly  exonerated  the 
members  of  the  Richardson  family  from  all 
charges  of  fraud  and  have  dismissed  'every  cause 
of  action  based  thereon'. 

"That  the  general  assembly  again  expresses  its 
thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Richardson  family, 
not  only  for  the  splendid  belate  Mr.  Lunsford 
Richardson,  who  was  an  honored  and  consecrated 


quest  to  the  benevolent  causes,  as  contained  in 
the  will  of  the  ruling  elder  in  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Greensboro,  but  also  for  many  other 
generous  gifts  to  foreign  missions,  to  our  educa- 
tional institutions,  and  to  other  benevolent  causes 
of  our  church;

dents and  these  Institutions  where  they  are  being 
trained  for  service. 

Dr.  John  W.  Scudebaker,  United  States  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  reports  2,338,226  in  the 
institutions  of  higner  learning  m  the  United 
States,  of  this  number  48  per  cent  are  veterans. 
They  are  being  trained  in  1,753  different  institu- 
tions. The  enrollment  in  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  46,112.  There  are  enrolled  2,886  students 
in  the  Educational  Institutions  for  which  the 
Presbyterians  of  this  Synod  are  responsible:

A  TIMELY  STATEMENT  ABOUT  CHURCH 

RELATED  INSTITUTIONS 
Dr.  Leon  E.  Smith,  President  of  Elon  College 

"Unless  adequately  supported  by  the  churches 
and  friends  of  freedom,  the  church-related  col- 
lege, as  such,  will  be  supplanted  by  state  educa- 
tion within  two  decades,  perhaps  sooner.  Only 
by  adequate  equipment  and  sufficient  endowment 
will  the  church-college  be  able  to  survive.  The 
enormous  amount  of  funds  put  in  state  schools 
by  the  state  and  federal  governments  is  a  real 
threat  to  the  small  church-college.  With  the  dis- 
appearance of  the  church-related  colleges  the 
free  curriculum  for  higher  education,  as  we  now 
know  it,  will  likewise  disappear.  The  state  is  not 
interested  in  religion  and  is  not  likely  to  be.  The 
church-related  college  is  essential  to  the  continu- 
ance of  the  church  and  to  the  maintenance  of 
free  enterprise."

We  have  done  a 
lot  of  the  work  ourselves,  not  to  say  a  thing  about 
the  money  we  have  given.

Encouraging  Progress  in  Albemarle 
Presbytery

Albemarle  Presbytery,  composed  of  twenty- 
four  counties  and  having  a  population  of  553,000, 
constitutes  one  of  the  most  fruitful  fields  in  the 
Assembly.  The  most  thickly  populated  county  of 
the  Presbytery  reports  only  28.8%  of  its  people 
nominal  members  of  any  church.  The  background 
of  this  entire  eastern  seaboard  is  primitive  Baptist. 
Said  one  of  them  recently,  "I  believe  what  is  to  be 
will  be,  whether  it  will  be  or  not!" 

But  the  complexion  is  rapidly  changing.  Our 
twenty-seven  Home  Mission  churches  are  growing 
steadily  and  well.  Special  meetings  have  just  been 
held  at  Johnson  Memorial  and  Bear  Grass 
Churches.  Eighteen  were  received  into  the  church 
at  the  former  and  at  Bear  Grass  the  house  was 
much  too  small  to  hold  the  people.  On  one  single 
night  ten  persons  came  forward  to  profess  their 
faith.  The  tragedy  of  both  these  churches  is  that 


they  have  been  without  pastors  for  more  than 
a  year.  Opportunities  are  brightest  in  such  Home 
Mission  churches,  but  it  is  next  to  impossible  to 
persuade  reapers  to  move  in  and  gather  the 
harvest. 

Building  operations  are  already  under  way 
or  soon  to  begin  for  the  construction  of  twelve 
Home  Mission  churches  and  five  new  manses. 
With  this  splendid  equipment  our  keenest  need 
is  for  seven  ministers  to  man  immediately  these 
vacant  fields.

I  wonder  why  we  have  not  thought  of  this  be- 
fore?  Well,  we  are  thinking  now. 

The  Synod  by  a  standing  vote,  a  second  time 
endorsed  the  building  of  a  Home  for  the  Aged. 
They  did  this  at  Red  Springs  after  hearing  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  fine  address 
by  Mr.  Thornton  Brooks.  The  Pastors  and  Elders.

are  interested  in  this  thing.  However,  with  so 
many  calls  being  made  on  the  churches,  they 
have  not  been  able,  all  of  them,  to  find  a  suitable 
location  for  the  Home  in  their  general  scheme 
of  things,  but  it  is  being  worked  out. 

The  Synodical,  also,  at  Durham  heard  about  the 
Home.  Mr.  J.  B.  Johnson,  our  Moderator  from 
Barium  Springs,  with  the  full  consent  of  all  his 
children,  made  a  great  plea  for  the  old  folks. 
The  ladies  were  interested  too  and  made  an  offer- 
ing of  $102.77  and  sent  me  the  money. 

Our  architects  are  at  work  for  us,  gathering 
data  and  visiting  Homes  over  the  land.  They  are 
determined  that  this  Home  shall  be  a  thing  of 
beauty  and  a  joy  for  a  long  time.  They  would 
like  it  to  be  the  last  word  in  safety,  comfort  and 
convenience  for  folks  mightily  afraid  of  draughts 
and  unexpected  step-downs. 

There  will  have  to  be  a  main  building  to  care 
for  a  good  many  people,  and  a  dining  room  and 
kitchen  and  cold-storage  rooms  somewhere.  There 
will  be  some  fine  old  men  and  some  married 
couples  to  be  cared  for,  maybe  in  a  separate 
building.  Then  the  Superintendant  must  have  a 
home.  If  we  prepare  for  a  hundred  Guests,  we 
must  have  an  innmary  to  care  for  some  twenty- 
five  ailing  ones.  Last  but  not  least,  a  chapel  to 
seat  not  less  than  one  hundred.  Not  large  but  it 
ought  to  be  the  most  beautiful  thing  in  North 
Carolina.

The  following  historical  sketch  of  Ebenezer  Church 
is  taken  from  the  Ashe  Presbyterian  of  1926: 

HISTORY  OF  EBENEZER  CHURCH 
The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Ashe  County 

It  was  a  bright  day  in  March  when  a  history 
seeker  knocked  at  the  door  of  a  Presbyterian 
elder.  In  response  to  a  "Come  in"  the  writer  saw 
a  red-faced/  old  gentleman  sitting  before  the  fire 
with  the  Book  of  Books  beore  him.  This  gentle- 
man, now  seventy-six  years  old,  an  elder  for  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  was  the  first  resident- 
born  citizen  of  Ashe  to  join  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  This  saint  knows  more  of  the  history  of 
the  Ebenezer  Church  than  does  any  other  person. 
He  is  Mr.  John  Burgess,  Wagoner,  N.  C.  To  him 
we  are  indebted  for  the  most  of  this  information. 

When  the  youthful  Rev.  Eugene  E.  Gillespie, 
now  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie,  our  efficient  Superin- 
tendent of  Synod's  Home  Missions,  — came  to  the 
county  within  the  few  months  of  his  ministry

to  become  the  first  resident  Presbyterian  minister, 
some  of  the  churches  were  closed  to  him.  There 
was  much  opposition  to  his  coming  from  several 
angles.  He  had  to  bide  the  time  until  Jefferson- 
was  open  to  his  ministry.  He  began  preaching  in 
school  buildings  and  in  homes  and  wherever  there 
was  an  opening.  His  first  converts  and  the  first 
to  join  the  Presbyterian  Church  (Mr.  and  Mrs. 
John  Burgess  and  their  son,  Mr.  Cassander  Bur- 
gess) were  won  in  the  Wagoner  school  house.  The 
same  building  is  standing  today  and  a  picture 
accompanies  this  article.  It  was  here  that  Ashe 
County's  First  Presbyterian  Church  had  its  incep- 
tion. 

In  this  community  others  were  won  to  Christ 
and  to  Presbyterianism.  This  was  done  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  through  the  fine  personality  of  the 
young  pioneer,  whose  early  days  were  filled  with. 
"the  romance  of  Home  Missions."  His  days  were 
not  spent  casting  his  hook  for  the  rainbow  trout, 
which  were  numerous  in  the  icy,  dashing  mountain 
streams,  but  for  souls  and  for  the  location  for  a 
church.  Finally  a  commanding  place  on  a  ridge, 
which  can  be  seen  for  a  great  distance  around, 
was  secured  from  Mr.  George  E.  Miller,  the  father 
of  the  present  chairman  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners — Mr.  T.  K.  Miller. 

With  the  site  secured  the  real  work  began. 
Mr.  Gillespie  with  others  went  into  the  woods 
and  cut  the  trees,  which  were  hauled  to  the  saw 
mills  and  cut  into  framing  and  other  building 
materials.  "He",  speaking  of  Mr.  Gillespie,  "would 
get  up  on  a  great  big  log  and  just  let  in  on  it**. 
You  bet  he  would  take  hold,"  said  Mr.  Burgess. 
This  was  a  work  dear  to  his  heart  and  he  didn't 
mind  the  blisters,  the  bruises,  the  calloused  places 
in  his  hands.  The  work  progressed  rapidly.  The 
actual  work  on  the  building  was  contracted  to 
Messrs.  Johnson  Weaver  and  Walter  Williamson. 
Some  of  those  helping  either  by  cash  donations 
or  by  work  were  Messrs.  N.  L.  Brooks,  Franklin 
Atwood,  Addy  Atwood,  John  and  Cassander  Bur- 
gress,  Reid,  George  F.  and  Clint  Farrington,  J.  B. 
Sheets,  Calvin  Severt,  Cornelius  Bare  and  Wiley 
Colvard.  Others  whose  names  we  could  not  secure 
doubtless  did  a  great  amount  of  work.  The  young 
parson  with  saw,  hammer,  nails  and  with  some 
assistance,  built  the  seats.  Mrs.  Cornelia  ("Neilly") 
Bare  secured  the  money  to  paint  the  building. 

There  came  a  day  when  the  faithful  workmen 
and  the  interested,  interesting  young  preacher

"ANOTHER  CAMPAIGN?" 

It  is  a  notable  fact  that  Queens  College  has 
never  prosecuted  a  general  campaign  for  funds 
on  a  synod-wide  scale.  Campaigns  have  been 
waged  repeatedly  in  the  city  of  Charlotte  since 
the  launching  of  the  Queens  Program  of  Advance 
in  1943.  Generous  friends  in  various  religious 
denominations  have  contributed  more  than  half 
a  million  dollars  toward  new  buildings  that  will 
serve  both  local  and  out-of-town  students.  These 
friends  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  ownership 
and  control  of  the  college  are  vested  in  the  Synods 
of  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina,  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.  Naturally,  therefore, 
they  do  not  feel  responsible  for  dormitories  to 
house  out-of-town  students;  they  look  to  the 
churches  of  the  two  synods  for  funds  necessary 
to  relieve  the  critical  dormitory  shortage  on  the 
Queens  campus.  Does  not  this  seem  fair? 

Shortly  after  I  joined  the  administrative  staff, 
it  dawned  upon  me  that  even  if  we  should  com- 
plete all  of  the  other  new  buildings  contemplated 
in  the  Program  of  Advance,  we  should  still  be 
restricted  to  our  present  number  of  boarding 
student  admissions,  pending  the  erection  of  new 
dormitories.  Remembering  that  we  have  recently 
been  unable  to  admit  fifty  per  cent  of  out-of-town 
applicants,  I  recommended  a  general  campaign 
throughout  the  two  synods  for  the  specific  purpose 
of  building  dormitories.  In  view  of  the  multi- 
plicity of  other  campaigns,  however,  it  was  de- 
cided that  we  should  first  attempt  to  do  our 
challenging  task  in  the  most  "painless"  man- 
ner possible.  Said  a  member  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  board  of  trustees,  "Let  us  go 
before  the  officers  of  local  churches  and  tell 
them  of  this  emergency  need.  Let  us  urge  them 
to  sponsor  multiple,  single,  or  fractional  rooms 
at  $2,250.00  per  room;  to  distribute  the  cost  over 
periods  of  three  or  five  years;  and,  to  place  the 
item  in  the  annual  budget  as  a  Special  Congre- 
gational Benevolence." 

Since  that  decision  was  reached,  I  have  driven 
several  thousands  of  miles  making  presentations 
of  the  plan.  More  than  thirty  pastors  of  strong 
churches  have  personally  approved  it  and  have 
promised  to  ask  their  respective  Sessions  to  in- 
vite one  of  our  staff  to  appear  before  their  elders 
and  deacons.  Several  such  invitations  have  al- 
ready been  extended  and  accepted  with  most 
encouraging  results.  It  is  our  hope  that  many 
more  will  materialize  before  the  time  for  the 
adoption  of  1948-1949  budgets. 

Should  the  plan  seem  to  be  a  presumptuous 
claim  to  priority  on  our  part,  let  three  things  be 
kept  in  mind:  (1)  our  dormitory  needs  are  seri- 
ous; (2)  the  plan  is  in  lieu  of  "another  cam- 
paign"; (3)  it  is  Queens'  first  appeal  to  the 
churches  for  building  funds.

Pines  just  outside  my  window,  oaks  and  one 
slender  aspen  beyond,  and  peaks  of  the  Bull-head 
portion  of  the  Blue  Ridge  hidden,  until  I  walk 
a  hundred  yards  across  the  campus  and  see  them 
beautiful  in  varying  shades  of  day  and  colors  of 
season,  -  these  are  Glade  Valley's  physical  aspects. 

A  dark  darkness,  without  a  sound  of  passing 
cars  or  noisy  night  rioters,  only  an  occasional 
gentle  sighing  of  breeze-touched  pines  or  the 
drop  of  an  acorn,  wholesome  air  untainted  by  city 
smells  or  lowland  moisture,  these  are  Glade  Val- 
ley's restful  nights;  relieved  now  by  frost  of  even 
the  warm  buzz  of  jarflies  and  katydids  or  the 
isolated  hum  of  a  mosquito  from  the  too  lush 
green  of  the  campus.  Stillness  marks  it.  But  dawn 
begins.  A  young-sounding  rooster  crows  raucously 
not  far  away  and  another  answers  farther  off. 
Unconcerned  that  they  awaken  light  sleepers  they 
continue  their  unharmonious  conversation  until 
presently  the  light  increases  and  hens  descend 
from  perches  to  begin  scratching  in  the  humus 
for  nature's  rich  provision.  Dawn  grows  to  day. 
A  big  bell  rings  insistently  and  voices  of  human- 
ity arouse  a  sleeping  house.  These  are  Glade  Val- 
ley's rising  sounds. 

1  invigorate  a  lazy  body  with  a  quick  cold 
sponge,  (for  which  a  porcelain  bowl  and  an  alumi- 
num pitcher  have  been  provided),  missing  but 
not  regretting  the  accustomed  city  tubbing,  be- 
cause there  are  only  one  tub,  one  shower,  and 
three  lavatory  bowls  for  thirty-odd  girls  and  wo- 
men. Clothes  donned,  crowning  glory  rolled  into 
a  coronet,  room  partly  straightened,  and  I'm 
ready  when  the  big  bell  sounds  again  for  morn- 
ing-watch, which  is  attended  by  under  twenty 
young  people:  girls  from  this  dormitory  where 
I  have  slept  and  boys  from  the  other,  led  by  a 
bright,  dark-eyed,  happy-but-serious  faced  young 
teacher  of  below  medium  height.  The  hymns, 
the  Bible  verses,  and  the  short  prayers — all  lift- 
ing our  hearts  to  our  gracious  God —  are  Glade 
Valley's  preparation  for  a  busy  day. 

School  begins  and  I  am  the  teacher  of  Eng- 
lish; all  the  pupils  are  in  my  classes.  It  takes 
me  more  than  a  week  to  be  certain  of  the  sixty- 
odd  names,  for  my  memory  is  not  either  so  acute 
or  so  retentative  as  when  I  was  younger  and 
learned  a  schoolroomful  in  two  days.  These  pupil's 
faces  I  like:  not  an  ugly  one,  not  a  beautiful  one: 
their  variety  is  interesting,  -  in  expression,  in 
coloring,  in  lines  which  on  the  whole  are  good. 

But  my  sensitive  ears  which  were  born  and 
bred  and  cultivated  (probably  too  near  purism) 
in  good  English,  are  shocked  and  jarred  and  hurt 
by  the  constant  assault  upon  them  of  "ain't"  and 
"he'p"  and  "haven't  done  nothin',"  of  "heerd", 
"hit",  "she  likes  here",  and  "I  seen",  of  habitual 
misuse  of  subjective  and  objective  pronouns.  My 
eyes  (or  is  it  my  heart?)  ache  over  miscellaneous 
processions  of  misspelled  words:  easy,  every-day 
ones  as  frequently  as  the  more  difficult  and  un-

Flora  Macdonald  College  has  been  fortunate 
in  its  friends,  one  of  the  greatest  of  whom  was 
Mr.  Mark  Morgan  of  Laurel  Hill,  North  Carolina. 
He  was  one  of  the  first  and  most  generous  sup- 
porters of  Dr.  Vardell  in  building  the  college. 
His  monument  on  the  campus  is  Morgan  Hall, 
made  possible  by  his  gifts. 

Mr.  Morgan  was  a  pioneer  cotton  mill  indus- 
trial, utilizing  water  power  before  the  days  of 
electricity.  He  was  a  man  of  broad  vision,  great 
ability  and  tremendous  energy.  He  frequently 
arose  very  early  in  the  morning  to  attend  to  his 
correspondence  in  order  to  be  free  for  the  press- 
ing duties  of  the  day. 

The  members  of  his  family  have  presented 
Flora  Macdonald  College  with  a  splendid  portrait 
of  Mr.  Morgan,  which  has  been  given  the  place 
of  honor  in  the  dining  room  of  Morgan  Hall. 
The  portrait  is  the  work  of  a  graduate  of  Flora 
Macdonald,  Mrs.  Georgia  Pearsall  Hearne,  who  has 
made  an  enviable  reputation  for  her  portrait 
painting.  Among  her  portraits  at  the  college  are 
those  of  Mrs.  Linda  Rumple  Vardell,  Dean  Emeritus 
of  the  Conservatory;  Miss  Pattie  Watkins,  once 
Dean  of  the  college  faculty;  and  Governor  Angus 
Wilton  McLean,  for  many  years  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Flora  Macdonald. 

Of  special  interest  to  the  friends  of  the  col- 
lege has  been  the  report  of  the  Flora  Macdonald 
Improvement  Program.  This  campaign  was  be- 
gun a  year  ago  November  15,  and  the  results 
have  been  very  gratifying.  Subscriptions  to  date 
are  $224,869  and  receipts  $177,730.  The  improve- 
ments made  include  an  addition  of  $111,000  to 
the  endowment  of  the  college  and  $15,000  to  the 
Scholarship  Fund.  To  the  physical  plant,  a  new 
35,000-gallon  water  tank  has  been  installed  and 
the  plumbing  improved.  The  entire  college  plant 
has  been  re-wired  and  new  fixtures  added.  Shelv- 
ing for  the  library  and  modern  equipment  for 
the  laboratories  have  been  secured.  Furniture 
has  been  purchased  for  senior  hall  and  for  three 
class  rooms. 

These  are  excellent  improvements,  and  the 
college  is  proud  of  them.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
leaders  of  the  college  that  much  may  yet  be 
done— replastering  and  redecorating  of  the  dor- 
mitories and  buildings — new  floors — and  more 
furniture.  The  Women's  Auxiliaries  are  planning 
to  re-decorate  and  to  furnish  some  of  the  halls. 
Fayetteville  Presbyterial  will  furnish  East  II  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Flora  Shaw  Page,  and  Wilming- 
ton Presbyterial  has  selected  Vardell  II  for  its 
project.  Orange  Presbyterial  expects  to  under- 
take a  similar  improvement. 

If  every  church  will  raise  its  quota  and  if 
the  friends  who  are  able  to  do  so  will  help,  these 
greatly  needed  objects  can  be  accomplished.

1.  That  the  Synod  reaffirm  its  action  of  last 
year,  namely  —  that  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
commends  Presbyterian  Junior  College  to  the  in- 
terest, prayers,  and  generosity  of  its  members, 
congregations,  church  officers,  and  ministers  in 
its  effort  to  secure  the  endowment  funds  needed 
for  membership  in  the  regional  accrediting  agency 
in  addition  to  the  present  State  accrediting  and 
that  each  church1  he  asked,  first  to  assume  a  share 
of  the  needed  endowment,  and,  secondly,  to  ap- 
point a  committee  of  three  of  five  member  to  raise 
the  congregation's  part  in  such  a  manner  and  at 
such  a  time  as  may  be  best. 

2.  That  the  churches  be  urged  to  give  this 
matter  their  cooperation  and  support  this  fall, 
and  send  a  report  of  the  gifts  and  pledges  to 
Presbyterian  Junior  College,  Maxton,  N.  O,  on 
or  before  December  31,  1947,  as  so  to  enable  the 
College  to  secure  the  $10,000.00  conditional  gifts.

Raleigh,  N.  C.  -  Peace  College  opened  its  1947- 
48  term  on  September  15  most  auspiciously  with  a 
capacity  enrollment  of  305  students  represent- 
ing eleven  states  and  one  foreign  country.  Ac- 
cording to  the  registrar's  records  approximately 
one-quarter  of  the  boarding  students  are  from 
out-of-state,  while  the  day  students,  which  repre- 
sent one-half  of  the  student  body,  are  from 
Raleigh  and  vicinity. 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  the  teach- 
ing staff  at  the  college  this  year.  New  members 
of  the  faculty  include  Miss  Mary  Meares  Gait 
of  Lexington,  Va.,  who  now  heads  the  French 
Department;  Miss  Marjorie  Love  of  Forsyth, 
Georgia,  new  head  of  the  English  Department; 
Miss  Joyce  Fowler  of  Mullins,  S.  C,  Director  of 
Physical  Education,  Miss  Agnes  Hunter  of  Mem- 
phis, Tenn.,  has  joined  the  commercial  teaching 
staff;  Miss  Peggy  Taylor  of  White  Plains,  N.  C, 
teacher  of  voice;  and  Miss  Barbara  Oakes  of 
Westfield,  N.  Y.,  teacher  of  piano. 

The  officials  of  the  college  are  particularly 
pleased  with  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and 
earnestness  displayed  by  the  students  in  all  phases 
of  college  activities  so  far  this  year.  Our  selec- 
tion of  students  for  admission  to  the  college  has 
of  necessity  been  more  strict  this  year  because 
of  the  over-abundance  of  applications  for  ad- 
missions far  beyond  the  number  we  could  com- 
fortably accomodate.

We  are  continually  receiving  comments 
complimenting  the  college  on  the  pageant  and  the 
75th  Anniversary  program  in  general.  It  was  a 
huge  undertaking  and  the  many  who  labored 
long  hours  to  make  it  such  a  success  continue 
to  reap  their  rewards  in  the  many  expressions  of 
appreciation  we  receive.  Our  many  thanks  to  all 
our  friends  who  send  us  these  encouraging  words. 

We  have  detected  a  growing  interest  in  seeing 
through  our  program  for  building  a  Recreational 
Building  at  Peace  College.  We  are  sorely  in  need 
of  such  a  structure  to  provide  adequate  facilities 
for  a  first-rate  physical  education  program  and 
a  social  and  recreational  center  for  the  students. 
It  will  add  greatly  to  the  effectiveness  of  our  edu- 
cational program.

UNION  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  fall  term  at  Union 
Seminary  was  the  annual  meeting  of  the  "Friends 
of  the  Seminary"  on  the  campus  last  November  12. 
Members  who  attended  that  meeting  were  able 
to  see  their  1947  financial  project,  the  remodeling 
of  Westminster  Hall,  in  process  of  completion. 
The  dormitory  is  being  completely  fire-proofed 
with  the  installation  of  a  steel  stair-way  and  fire 
doors,  replastered,  and  new  tiled  showers  are 
being  completed  on  each  floor.  During  1946,  the 
"Friends"  purchased  modern  steel  furniture  for 
rooms  in  Westminster  Hall,  for  guest  quarters 
and  infirmary  in  Richmond  Hall,  and  for  bed- 
rooms in  student  apartments  at  Mission  Court. 

The  recent  gathering  of  "Friends"  adopted  as 
a  phase  of  their  1948  program  the  support  of  a 
wide  program  of  enlistment  for  the  gospel  min- 
istry, being  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Seminary.  Rev.  Fred  R.  Stair,  Jr.,  a  student  in 
the  graduate  department,  is  assisting  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Seminary  in  the  conduct  of 
this  project,  and  reported  to  the  meeting  of 
"Friends"  on  its  progress.  As  a  phase  of  this 
program,  the  "Friends"  will  sponsor  a  conference 
on  the  ministry,  to  be  conducted  next  Spring  on 
the  Seminary  campus.  A  panel  of  outstanding 
speakers  will  address  a  group  of  selected  college 
students  from  North  Carolina,  Virgina,  and  West 
Virginia  on  the  needs,  challenges,  demands  upon, 
and  opportunities  of  the  gospel  ministry. 

Facilities  of  the  Seminary  are  this  year  taxed 
to  capacity,  with  125  undergraduate  and  graduate 
students  in  residence.  Of  this  number,  only  20 
are  members  of  the  Senior  Class.  The  registrar 
reports  that  the  number  of  applicants  for  the 
1948-49  session  is  already  nearly  double  the  num- 
ber of  men  who  will  be  graduated,  thus  indicating 
that  again  the  Seminary  will  find  it  necessary  to 
utilize  to  the  best  advantage  all  residence  space. 

President  Lacy  recently  announced  the  en- 
dowment of  a  $5,000  scholarship  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Floyd  G.  Rogers,  of  Cambridge,  Ohio,  the  income 
from  which  is  to  be  used  in  aiding  members  of 
the  student  body  who  require  financial  assistance. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rogers  are  former  members  of  the 
Grace  Covenant  Church,  Richmond. 

Members  of  the  student  body  have  had  the 
opportunity  this  fall  to  hear  a  group  of  distin- 
guished speakers,  including  the  Rev.  Robert  S.

An  experiment  in  religious  emphasis  is  under- 
way at  Mitchell  College  in  order  to  come  more 
directly  at  grips  with  basic  issues. 

As  in  the  educational  field  some  authorities 
contend  that  one  should  concern  himself  pri- 
marily with  great  books  and  great  ideas,  so  in 
the  matter  of  religious  emphasis  it  seems  rea- 
sonable that  one  should  devote  the  time  allotted 
to  a  consideration  of  that  which  is  truly  basic 
in  relation  to  the  Christian  Faith. 

The  program  is  being  outlined  on  the  assump- 
tion that  there  are  no  greater  and  more  challeng- 
ing presentations  of  Christian  truth  than  are  of- 
fered in  the  Apostles'  Creed  and  in  the  Catechisms. 
To  this  end,  minister-teachers  will  be  invited  to 
present  these  teachings  as  a  challenge  to  the 
student's  sense  of  responsibility  to  himself,  to 
his  neighbor,  and  to  his  God. 

Emphasis  is  being  given  to  Mitchell's  Living 
Endowment  Plan.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  the  subscriber  to  the  plan  is  not  making  a 
pledge  but  makes  a  declaration  of  PURPOSE  which 
can  be  revised  at  the  wish  of  the  subscriber. 
The  participant  in  the  Mitchell  College  Living 
Endowment  plan  can  mentally  and  spiritually 
contribute  greatly  to  the  college  by  endorsing 
the  ideal  of  Christian  Education  and  then  pay  to 
the  college  each  year  an  amount  that  would  be 
equivalent  to  two  per  cent  interest  on  the  total 
gift  he  would  like  to  make  if  his  finances  per- 
mitted. Perhaps  no  other  means  was  ever  de- 
vised in  which  so  much  could  be  accomplished  by 
so  little.  It  is  the  great  number  of  the  so-called 
little  gifts  that  endow  this  plan  with  a  special 
spirit  and  distinction.

accustomed  ones.  That  some  boys  and  girls  who 
are  proud  to  have  read  many  books  are  as  great 
offenders  as  those  who  do  not  like  to  read  seems 
strangely  contradictory.  What  have  they  read? 
I  inquire.  Required  school  classics,  yes,  as  few  as 
possible;  but  more  of  the  cheap  modern  adventure 
and  romance  type  with  their  small  regard  for  good 
English.  These  are  the  things  which  make  me 
feel  that  Glade  Valley  needs  a  strong  English 
teacher,  and  wonder  whether  I  can  fill  the  need. 

Meanwhile  I  go  rejoicing  under  an  atmosphere 
of  pride  in  historical  accomplishments:  a  high 
standard  of  scholarship  and  character  upheld

Our  Goal  -  Every  member  of  the  church,  men, 
women,  young  people,  and  children,  mission  con- 
scious -  Studying,  Praying,  Giving. 

This  age  in  which  we  live  demands  our  best, 
our  all.  Never  has  there  been  a  greater  need, 
nor  a  greater  opportunity  for  work  on  the  Foreign 
Field  than  faces  us  at  this  time.  The  needs  are 
overwhelming,  but  they  are  more  than  matched 
by  the  opportunities  out  there  -  and  that  forms 
our  peculiar  challenge.  We  cannot,  we  dare  not 
stand  idly  by  and  let  these  opportunities  slip  out 
of  our  hands.  We  need  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  to  thrust  forth  laborers  into  the  harvest. 
Then  help  answer  our  prayers  by  doing  all  we 
can  both  in  giving  life  and  means  for  advanc- 
ing His  Kingdom  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
-earth. 

There  looms  up  before  us  the  largest  Foreign 
Mission  task  that  our  church  has  ever  under- 
taken. In  addition  to  our  normal  responsibility 
of  providing  for  a  rapidly  growing  and  expand- 
ing work,  it  is  proposed  through  the  Presbyterian 
Program  of  Progress  to  raise  an  extra  fund  of 
$4,000,000  for  this  rehabilitation  work  and  the  in- 
creased expansion  all  over  the  Foreign  Field.  The 
Presbyterian  Program  of  Progress  is  to  run  over 
a  period  of  five  years,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the 
part  assigned  to  Foreign  Missions,  as  her  part  of 
the  whole,  can  be  largely  raised  this  year.  This 
rehabilitation  work,  especially  in  China,  Korea, 
and  Japan,  the  war-torn  areas,  must  be  done  right 
away  if  the  work  in  those  areas  is  to  go  forward. 

Our  missionary  endeavors  carry  us  into  five 
continents,  where  we  are  seeking  to  minister  to 
the  spiritual,  mental,  physical,  and  social  life  and 
needs  of  36,000,000  people  for  whose  evangelism 
our  church  has  assumed  responsibility.  We  are 
dealing  here  not  with  one  institution  but  with  a 
vast  Christian  enterprise  that  includes  1,234 
schools  in  which  over  45,000  students  are  enrolled; 
also  seven  hospitals  which  last  year  treated  40,- 
000  patients;  with  1,943  outstations  or  preaching 
points,  serving  a  Christian  constituency  of  132,- 
000,  as  well  as  the  support  of  3,720  native  workers, 
who  with  their  families  represent  approximately 
7,000  persons  who  are  employed  in  our  Foreign 
Mission  program. 

Now  is  the  time  to  go  forward.  The  call  comes 
from  across  the  seas  that  Japan  is  singularly  open 
to  the  Christian  Gospel,  following  the  humiliation 


of  her  defeat.  China  is  intensely  friendly  to  the 
United  States  just  now  and  Generalissimo  Chiang 
Kai  Shek  urges  that  this  is  the  time  to  press 
our  Christian  effort  in  that  country.  The  Korean 
Church,  liberated  after  years  of  religious  persecu- 
tion, needs  the  help  and  encouragement  we  can 
give  in  her  work  of  reconstruction.  A  like  need 
comes  from  all  the  other  fields.  Every  where  the 
call  is,  "Come  over  into  Macedonia  and  help  us." 
What  a  privilege  for  the  women  of  North  Carolina 
to  have  a  part  in  this  great  and  blessed  work! 
Let  us  respond  with  all  our  hearts  and  give 
readily  and  liberaly  of  our  means.

could  stand  off  and  view  the  new,  completed 
church.  How  good  the  new  building  must  have 
looked  on  its  commanding  place  of  eminence  with 
its  steeple  pointing  to  Him  to  whose  glory  it  was 
to  be  dedicated. 

"What  shall  we  call  it?"  must  have  been  a 
question.  They  might  have  given  it  one  of  many 
local  or  more  euphronious  names.  To  localize  it, 
it  might  have  been  called  the  Ore  Knob  Presby- 
terian Church,  or  Ridge  Crest,  or  Blue  Ridge.  But 
to  one  looking  upon  the  past  the  naming  had  in 
it  a  wealth  of  spirituality,  a  recognition  of  thank- 
fulness to  Him  whose  it  was.  "Ebenezer"  it  is 
called.  "What's  in  a  name?"  asked  Shakespeare. 
"A  rose  by  any  other  name  would  smell  as  sweet." 
Not  so  with  the  old  Hebrew  words  for  they  have 
a  meaning.  The  significance  of  this  name  is  found

in  1st  Sam  7:12-  "Then  Samuel  took  a  stone  and 
set  it  between  Mizpeh  and  Shen  and  called  the 
name  of  it  Ebenezer,  saying,  Hitherto  hath  the 
Lord  helped  us."  There  is  a  stone  in  one  of  the 
foundation  pillars  on  which  stands  out  in  granite 
letters  "Ebenezer  Presbyterian  Church  1897." 
A  glance  at  the  situation  will  show  to  what 
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a  great  extent  the  Lord  had  helped  those  noble 
workers.  Just  a  little  money,  a  handful  of  Pres- 
byterians, and  a  great  deal  of  opposition  and 
religious  (?)  intolerance.  "Hitherto  hath  the  Lord 
helped  us"  in  one  word  is  "Ebenezer."  For  that 
church  at  that  time  a  no  more  appropriate  name 
could  have  been  found. 

For  a  time  after  the  completion  of  the  build- 
ing the  church  was  not  organized.  But  very  soon, 
perhaps  before  the  final  touches  were  made,  the 
Sunday  School  was  organized.  Her  present  mem- 
bership is  widely  scattered  and  people  in  the  far 
West  can  point  to  the  little  church  on  the  ridge 
away  back  in  Ashe  County  as  the  place  where 
they  came  to  the  cross  and  felt  the  weight  of  their 
burden  of  sin  lifted. 

The  old  red-faced  saint  said  further,  "I  think 
it  has  been  a  great  thing  to  me.  There  is  no 
place  I  have  enjoyed  so  much  as  the  church." 

Old  Mother  Church,  your  history  is  glorious; 
your  work  has  been  great;  your  saints  have  been 
faithful.  May  your  steeple  ever  point  sinners  to 
God.  May  your  members  always  be  witnessing 
for  Him.  May  your  standards  always  have  the 
flag  of  Christ  at  full  mast.  May  you  so  seek  and 
so  receive  the  Spirit's  help  that  every  year  you 
can  say,  "Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us."

Chapels!  Chapels!  Chapels! 
Presbyterian  Program  of  Progress 
Objective 

Each  church  seeking  every  opening  to  preach 
Christ.  250  new  CHAPELS  each  year.  1250  dur- 
ing the  five  year  campaign.  No  area  neglected. 
No  neighborhood  unchurched.  What  a  program! 
What  a  task!  Do  not  say  it  can't  be  done.  Ex- 
perience proves  the  contrary.  The  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  furnishes  striking  examples  of  CHAPEL 
construction  by  ministers  and  communities  of 
vision. 

When  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Greens- 
boro had  less  than  500  members,  Westminister  was 
organized  followed  by  the  Church  of  the  Coven- 
ant and  Glenwood.  Winston  First  had  only  736 
when  George  Lee  Memorial  was  established  and  in 
less  than  four  years  Reynolda  and  Waughtown 
were  organized. 

Wilmington  within  a  period  of  five  years  or- 
ganized Winter  Park,  Pearsal  Memorial,  Delgado 
and  the  Church  of  the  Covenant.  Gastonia  founded 
West  Avenue,  Armstrong  Memorial  and  several 
outposts.  Durham  within  fourteen  years  estab- 
lished Fuller  Memorial,  Blacknall  Memorial  and 
Trinity  Avenue.  Raleigh  within  a  period  of  thir- 
teen years  established  Varina,  Willow  Springs, 
Fellowship,  Ernest  Myatt,  North  Vanguard,  First 
Vanguard  and  West  Raleigh;  and  Charlotte  in 
one  eight  year  period  averaged  a  new  church 
each  year.  Rev.  J.  W.  Luke  has  been,  and  is  now 
a  church  builder  of  note  in  Ashe  and  Wilkes 
Counties. 

After  a  careful  review  of  all  these  activities  in 
Chapel  construction,  our  conclusion  is  that  Rev. 
R.  H.  Stone  deserves  the  credit  of  being  most 
noteworthy  in  this  respect.  We  are  giving  on 
the  following  pages  pictures  of  the  sixteen  build- 


ings he  has  been  instrumental  in  erecting  during 
his  pastorate  in  Ashe  County  and  his  term  as 
Executive  Secretary  of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery. 
Under  the  blessing  of  God  and  the  hearty  co- 
operation he  has  always  been  able  to  enlist,  Mr. 
Stone  has  shown  what  can  be  done  in  meeting 
the  Chapel  challenge  of  the  Presbyterian  Pro- 
gram of  Progress.  May  his  achievements  inspire 
many  others  to  go  and  do  likewise.

through  several  generations  of  classes  both  dur- 
ing study  years  and  after  graduation — a  standard 
that  has  stood  the  test  in  community  standing 
and  in  professional  attainment  of  graduates.  And 
why?  The  answer  is  not  far  to  seek.  Members 
of  the  staff  and  faculty  have  been  hand-picked  for 
leadership  in  the  essentials  of  state  requirements 
and  good  character,  especially  in  reference  to  a 
Christian  foundation;  and  there  have  been  no 
half-way  measures  in  this  respect.  Every  teacher 
and  officer  is  expected  to  do  his  share  in  the 
counselling  and  training  of  individual  and  collec- 
tive deportment.  To  this  end  there  are  besides 
the  ordinary  means  the  daily  Bible  classes  which 
are  required  of  every  pupil.  Also  there  are  three 
religious  services  every  day:  the  morning  watch, 
the  midday  chapel,  and  the  evening  prayer  groups, 
besides  the  blessing  at  every  meal;  and  on  Sun- 
days: Sunday  school, 'a  morning  preaching  serv- 
ice, an  afternoon  quiet  hour,  and  young  people's 
fellowship  in  the  evening.  At  daily  chapel,  Sun- 
day school,  church,  and  fellowship  hour  atten- 
dance is  required;  but  at  the  other  services  it  is 
voluntary.  Although  some  pupils  are  regular 
in  attending  upon  one  or  each  of  these,  happily 
all  come  more  or  less  uniformly. 

Outstanding  among  these  provisions  for  Chris- 
tian growth  have  been  this  fall  the  chapel  talks 
by  the  chaplain  and  several  visiting  ministers, 
all  of  which  have  in  their  exposition  of  the  ele- 
ments of  faith,  grace,  and  good  works  aimed  at 
deepening  spiritual  experience;  and  we  believe 
that  they  have  succeeded.  One  missionary  from 
Brazil  stirred  many  to  a  greater  desire  to  have 
some  part  in  the  Lord's  work.  Herein  lies  the 
secret  of  Glade  Valley's  contribution  to  the 
preparation  of  youth  for  life  and  living. 

Finally,  am  I  happy  to  have  a  part  in  the 
work  of  such  an  institution?  Who  would  not  be, 
if  his  life  were  devoted  to  the  King's  business? 
There  are  fearfully  difficult  problems  that  seem 
past  human  solution,  and  are  without  that  prom- 
ised strength  of  Christ;  there  are  heartbreaking 
disappointments  over  failure  of  some  young  heart 
to  respond  to  all  the  impulse  and  urging  of  united 
effort  in  his  behalf;  and  there  are  daily  minor 
irritations  over  thoughtless  youthful  reactions. 
But  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  joys  unspeakable 
in  intimate  Christian  relationships  with  adult 
helpers  and  young  responsive  hearts,  and  high 
satisfaction  in  that

Another  Every  Member  Canvass  demands  our 
serious  and  immediate  attention.  Our  General 
Assembly,  Synods,  and  Presbyteries  have  given 
this  first  priority.  The  reason  is  self-evident.  The 
financial  obligations  of  all  of  our  Committees  are 
based  on  this  budget.  If  cut,  it  means  a  shortage 
of  funds  to  pay  the  salaries  of  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionaries  and  to  meet  the  financial  obligations 
of  projects  of  every  Aeency  of  our  church.  For 
this  reason  all  other  financial  campaigns,  even 
the  Presbyterian  Program  of  Progress,  are  to  be 
"Over  and  Above"  this  vital  cause  of  the  Every 
Member  Canvass. 

There  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  Benev- 
olent askings  for  the  church  year  1948-1949  due 
to  the  enlargement  of  causes  in  Synod  and  Pres- 
byteries and  the  inclusion  of  three  items  of  the 
Presbyterian  Program  of  Progress,  namely:  Chris- 
tian Education  and  Ministerial  Relief  $150,000., 
Negro  Work  $50,000;  and  Assembly's  Training 
School  $50,000.

Home  for  the  Aged 

When  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  appointed 
a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Home  For  The  Aged, 
it  laid  upon  them  a  tremendous  task.  After  much 
study,  this  group  of  men  and  women  have  found 
the  need  for  such  a  Home  much  greater  than 
they  had  realized.  Scores  of  applications  for  en- 
trance in  the  Home  have  already  been  received, 
even  though  we  have  not  received  anything  like 
enough  money  to  begin  building.  It  has  been  ex- 
ceedingly painful  to  inform  these  people  that 
we  are  unable  to  help  them. 

Old  age  dependency  is  more  than  forlorn,  -  it 
is  tragic.  Age  alone  with  its  infirmities  and  fad- 
ing enthusiasm  is  enough  to  bear,  but  old  age 
plus  dependency  is  a  cause  for  deep  concern  on 
the  part  of  Christian  people. 

We  are  justly  proud  of  what  our  church  has 
done  for  its  youth.  Now  we  should  do  the  same 
thing  for  those  nearing  their  second  childhood, 
who  have  been  an  honor  and  a  blessing  to  their 
communities  and  to  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Many  worthy  calls  have  been  pressed  upon 
the  church  to  the  neglect  of  this  great  cause 
which  is  a  priority,  an  obligation  to  our  aged 
men  and  women  to  give  them  a  refuge  which  will 
alleviate  their  anxiety  and  fears  and  bring  them 
peace  of  mind  and  comfort  of  heart. 

It  has  been  refreshing  to  note  a  growing  in- 
terest when  people  are  brought  face  to  face  with 
the  facts. 

It  is  our  hope  that  every  church  in  the  Synod 
will  make  some  definite  provision  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  Home,  either  in  the  budget  or  by 
special  appeal  and  canvass.  Remember  Paul's 
words,  "If  any  man  provide  not  for  his  own  and 
and  especially  for  those  of  his  own  house  (truly 
these  aged  brethren  belong  to  our  household  of 
faith),  he  hath  denied  the  faith  and  is  worse 
than  an  unbeliever." 

Many  who  would  like  to  give  a  memorial,  more 
lasting  than  flowers,  for  departed  friends  are 
sending  their  gifts  for  our  building  fund.  May 
this  number  increase!

Sixty-four  churches  organized  within  the  last 
ten  years  is  an  encouraging  showing  when  com- 
pared with  the  previous  ten  years,  which  shows 
the  organization  of  only  27  churches. 


Assembly's  Home  Mission  Council 
Takes  Firm  Stand  for  Synod's  Home 
Missions 

The  Council  at  its  stated  meeting  in  1947  ap- 
pointed an  "EVALUATION  COMMITTEE"  to 
study  the  Report  establishing  the  Council  and 
its  Manual  and  to  bring  to  the  Council  of  1948 
recommendations  of  "forward  steps"  for  the 
Council.  The  following  is  a  part  of  the  report  of 
Evaluation  Committee: 

"The  following  statement  was  made  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Home 
Missions  in  his  statement  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Council  in  interpreting  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee's  report  establishing  the  Council.  This 
seems  to  clearly  state  the  above  mentioned  func- 
tion. 

"  'The  report  of  the  Ad  Interim  Committee 
which  was  adopted  without  a  dissenting  voice, 
will  be  your  charter  and  guide.  This  report  dis- 
tinctively declares  that  the  General  Assembly, 
the  Synods,  and  Presbyteries  are  allies  and  not 
competitors  in  the  field  of  Home  Missions.  Each 
Agency  has  its  distinct  place  and  work;  each 
Agency  has  its  constitutional  and  corporate 
rights  which  must  at  all  times  be  observed.  The 
General  Assembly's  Executive  Committee,  over 
which  I  have  the  honor  to  preside,  believes  in 
this  division  of  Home  Mission  responsibility  and 
has  no  desire  to  have  it  otherwise.' 

"The  goal  toward  which  all  shall  work  is 
self-support — beginning  with  the  local  church; 
next  the  Presbytery,  and,  finally  the  Synod — 
meaning  that  no  aid  will  be  asked  unless  and 
until  local  church,  Presbytery  and  Synod  have 
no  other  source  of  aid  to  maintain  the  work 
within  their  respective  areas.  This  leaves  the 
function  of  the  Assembly's  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee: (1)  to  supplement  where  no  other  aid  is 
available,  (2)  to  turn  its  income  more  and  more 
to  the  under-privileged  groups  within  the  scope 
of  Home  Missions. 

"Since  our  plan  of  Home  Mission  operation 
provides  for  the  administration  of  this  cause  by 
three  distinct  agencies,  the  Assembly,  the  Synod, 
and  the  Presbytery,  and  since  we  now  have  in 
each  Synod  a  committee  on  Home  Missions,  we 
earnestly  urge  each  Synod's  Committee  to  func- 
tion, if  possible,  as  a  medium  within  the  Synod 
of  the  strong  Presbyteries  helping  the  weak  both 
in  matters  of  education  and  support  of  work." 

This  method  of  Home  Mission  Work  has  been 
in  operation  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
since  1888,  a  period  of  SIXTY  YEARS.

lations,  my  good  brother!  The  recognition  is 
worthily  bestowed  and  the  Outlook  has  honored 
itself  in  its  wise  selection.  We  can  recall  the  time 
when  the  home  mission  field  was  regarded  by 
many  as  a  dumping  ground  for  the  inefficient, 
but  that  day  has  passed.  The  church  is  coming 
more  and  more  to  such  an  appreciation  of  the 
home  mission  task  that  she  cannot  afford  to  put 
less  than  her  best  in  fields  where  the  young 
church  life  is  in  a  formative  state.

New  building  on  the  campus  is  progressing 
steadily  but  slowly.

We  will  have  to  wait 
until  money  is  given  us  before  we  can  finish  the 
interior  of  the  second  floor.  We  hope  to  be  finan- 
cially able  to  brick-veneer  the  library,  the  chem- 
istry laboratory,  and  the  cafeteria  in  the  near 
future. 

The  next  great  objective,  now  that  the  en- 
dowment goal  has  been  reached,  is  to  renovate- 
and  complete  our  buildings  and  erect  a  dormi- 
tory unit  for  our  preparatory  students. 
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PEACE  COLLEGE

An  unusual  student  body  has  made  this  a 
wonderful  year  for  us  at  Peace  College.  Our  en- 
rollment to  date  stands  at  310,  which  is  just  about 
our  capacity.  We  have  students  from  twelve 
states  and  three  foreign  countries.  They  come 
from  Vermont  to  Florida  in  the  East  and  from 
as  far  west  as  Missouri.  Foreign  countries  rep- 
resented in  our  student  body  are  Cuba,  Mexico, 
and  the  Dominican  Republic.  They  are  more 
representative  and  perhaps  more  cosmopolitan 
than  any  previous  student  body  at  Peace.  At  the 
same  time  we  at  the  school  have  noticed  a  more 
seriousness  of  purpose  and  have  been  happy  to 
observe  a  greater  interest  in  the  spiritual  side  of 
life  than  ever  before  -  a  moral  re-awakening  to 
the  responsibilities  of  a  Christian. 

This  was  more  than  evident  at  our  Christian 
Campus  mission,  January  19-21,  the  most  satis- 
fying we  have  yet  had.  Members  of  the  speaking 
team  were  Dr.  Rachel  Henderlite,  Professor  of 
Religious  Education,  General  Assembly's  Train- 
ing School;  the  Reverend  Carl  R.  Pritchett,  D.  D., 
Pastor  Davidson  College  Presbyterian  Church; 
and  the  Reverend  James  A.  Jones,  D.  D.,  Pastor 
Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 
The  general  theme  of  the  three-day  conference 
was  "Relating  Christian  Convictions  to  Life". 
Considerable  interest  on  the  part  of  the  students 
was  manifested  at  the  informal  discussions  lead 
by  the  visiting  speakers.  Attention  was  focused 
on  the  everyday  problems  of  the  Christian  in 
chosing  a  vocation,  in  marriage  and  in  the  home. 
There  was  evidence  of  serious  thinking  along 
the  lines  of  Christ  and  His  teachings  as  applied 
to  the  modern  girl  of  today.  This  was  a  source 
of  inspiration  to  those  who  were  responsible  for 
the  conference. 

Response  from  our  Loyalty  Week,  December 
8-13,  has  been  gratifying  and  gifts  are  still  com- 
ing to  the  school.  We  hope  and  pray  they  will 
continue  to  do  so.  It  was  decided  at  a  joint  meet- 
ing of  representative  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Alumnae  Council,  of  which 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Todd  of  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C,  is  Presi- 
dent, to  intensify  our  efforts  during  Loyalty 
Week  this  year  and  launch  a  campaign  for 
$150,000  for  the  erection  of  a  Recreational  Build- 
ing. This  is  a  project  which  has  been  on  our 
minds  for  a  long  while.  A  Recreational  Building 
is  our  greatest  need.  It  is  an  urgent  one  with  us. 
We  cannot  do  effective  physical  education  work 
nor  can  we  offer  our  students  adequate  recrea- 
tional and  social  activities  without  this  building. 
Realizing  this  the  Alumnae  Council  at  the  meet- 
ing in  October  voted  to  utilize  Loyalty  Week  this 
year  as  the  springboard  toward  the  eventual 
raising  of  $150,000  for  this  express  purpose. 

Following  up  the  response  from  the  Loyalty 
Week  Letter  which  we  sent  out  in  December,  we 
are  now  engaged  in  organizing  our  Alumnae, 
numbering  almost  4,000,  for  more  intense  work 
on  the  project  in  the  future. 


UNION  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President  Richmond,  Va. 


Capacity  congregations  heard  three  outstand- 
ing lecturers  on  the  Sprung  Foundation  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  February  22-27.  Dr.  Frank 
Wilson  Price,  personal  adviser  to  Generalissimo 
Chiang  Kai-shek  and  a  distinguished  Presbyter- 
ian missionary  to  China,  was  the  principal  speak- 
er, delivering  six  addresses  on  the  subject,  "As 
the  Lightening  Flashes  -  A  New  Era  in  Foreign 
Missions." 

Auxiliary  lectures  were  delivered  by  Dr.  Harris 
Elliott  Kirk,  for  nearly  a  half  century  minister 
of  the  Franklin  Street  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Baltimore,  and  Dr.  Raymond  Irving  Lindquist, 
minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Orange,  New  Jersey.  Dr.  Kirk's  subject  was 
"Preaching  Values  in  the  Book  or  Romans,"  while 
Dr.  Lindquist  spoke  on  "Christian  Sources  of 
Confidence." 

President  Ben  R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  represented  the 
United  States  at  a  conference  called  in  Geneva 
by  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  The  group  met 
to  study  the  rehabilitation  of  war-damaged  theo- 
logical seminaries,  and  heard  three  addresses  by 
Dr.  Lacy.  Delegates  attended  from  17  countries. 

He  also  visited  the  French  Protestant  Semin- 
ary at  Montpelier,  the  student  body  and  faculty 
of  which  have  been  "adopted"  by  Union  Seminary 
and  the  Assembly's  Training  School.  More  than 
$5,000  in  cash  and  pledges  has  been  raised  by 
the  two  institutions,  and  in  addition  many  boxes 
of  clothing  and  ^critical  food  items  have  been 
packed  and  shipped  to  France. 

Dr.  John  Newton  Thomas,  professor  of  sys- 
tematic theology,  began  this  sabbatical  leave  of 
absence,  January  15,  and  is  now  in  residence 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York. 
During  the  summer  months  he  will  be  engaged  in 
advanced  study  and  research  at  the  Universities 
of  Basle,  Zurich,  and  Tubingen,  and  will  repre- 
sent the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  at  the  Al- 
liance of  Reformed  Churches  in  Geneva. 

Dr.  Robert  White  Kirkpatrick,  instructor  in 
speech  and  oral  interpretation,  is  delivering  the 
1948  Seminary  Lectures  at  Austin  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary  in  Texas.  His  subject  is  "We 
Persuade  Men." 

Announcement  has  been  made  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Charles  G.  Reigner  Collection  of 
Ecumenical  Literature  in  the  Seminary  library. 
Mr.  Reigner  is  a  prominent  Baltimore  publisher, 
an  active  member  of  the  Franklin  Street  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  father  of  the  Rev.  Paul  W. 
Reigner,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1943  at  Union 
Seminary  and  a  former  Naval  chaplain.  His  in- 
itial gift  will  make  possible  the  immediate  pur- 
chase of  books  for  this  collection,  and  subsequent 
gifts  will  insure  that  the  finest  available  books 
in  the  field  will  be  made  available  to  the  Semin- 
ary. 

The  Seminary  has  been  designated  as  the  re- 
cipient of  a  fellowship  for  graduate  study  in  hon-

In  December,  the  first  of  a  series  of  religious 
emphasis  chapel  programs  was  presented  by  Rev. 
Neil  McGeachy,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Statesville.  Rev.  McGeachy  used  as  his 
theme  the  first  phrases  of  the  Apostles'  Creed: 
"I  Believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of 
Heaven  and  Earth".  The  next  series  of  talks  will 
be  presented  by  Rev.  Louis  Patrick  of  the  First 
A  R  P  Church  of  Statesville.  He  will  continue  the 
review  of  the  Apostles'  Creed,  taking  the  subject, 
"  .  .  .  and  in  Jesus  Christ  His  Only  Son,  Our 
Lord". 

The  Mitchell  College  A  Cappella  Choir,  com- 
posed of  thirty-two  voices,  under  the  direction  of 
Thomas  G.  Shuler,  is  completing  plans  for  its 
spring  concerts.  The  program,  which  will  be  pre- 
sented in  churches  throughout  North  and  South 
Carolina,  will  consist  of  Negro  spirituals,  Russian 
choral  numbers,  and  American  folk  tunes.  Con- 
certs have  recently  been  scheduled  in  Hickory, 
Valdese,  Charlotte,  Kannapolis,  and  Lenoir,  North 
Carolina  and  in  Florence,  Sumter,  Orangeburg, 
Charleston,  and  Easley,  South  Carolina. 

Other  events  and  accomplishments  during  the 
first  semester  which  are  worthy  of  note: 

In  October,  the  Auxiliary  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Statesville  entertained  the  Stu- 
dent body  at  the  Boy  Scout  camp.  There  an  abun- 
dance of  excellent  food  and  informal  recreational 
activities  were  enjoyed  by  faculty  and  students. 

Mitchell  College  was  host  to  the  Collegiate 
Council  of  United  Nations  which  met  in  States- 
ville in  November.  Outstanding  guests  were  am- 
bassadors from  Argentina,  Yugoslavia,  and  a 
United  Nation  Representative  from  New  Zealand. 

A  new  heating  plant  has  been  obtained  for  the 
gymnasium  and  will  be  installed  shortly. 

In  a  few  weeks  the  library  will  be  transferred 
from  its  old  location  to  its  attractive  and  spacious 
quarters  in  the  new  library  building. 

A  report  from  Miss  Frances  Stribling,  former 
president  of  Mitchell  College,  who  recently  re- 
turned to  her  mission  work  in  China,  states  that 
she  has  successfully  recovered  from  a  serious  op- 
eration and  has  returned  to  her  station  in  Hang- 
chow. 

Twenty-seven  new  students  registered  for  the 
second  semester  and  several  new  courses  were 
added  to  the  curriculum  for  the  convenience  of 
beginning  freshmen. 

Two  additional  faculty  members  were  added 
to  the  College  staff.  Miss  Lillian  Chang,  graduate 
of  Yenching  University,  China,  will  assist  in  the 
Music  Department;  Mr.  Bernard  Jano,  graduate  of 
New  York  University,  who  is  a  member  of  J.  B. 
Rodgers  Co.,  CPA,  will  teach  Accounting. 


or  of  Dr.  John  Allan  MacLean,  which  is  being  es- 
tablished by  the  Ginter  Park  Presbyterian  Church 
in  recognition  of  his  26  years  service  as  their 
minister.  The  fellowship  will  be  available  to  any 
outstanding  minister,  regardless  of  his  seminary, 
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The  second  semester  of  the  academic  school 
year  began  at  Davidson  on  January  27.  Even 
with  fifteen  new  students,  including  seven  vet- 
erans, enrollment  for  this  term  falls  short  of  the 
record  figure  of  971  of  September  for  more  than 
fifteen  have  withdrawn  from  the  college.  Six- 
teen students  completed  the  work  necessary  for 
degrees  and  will  receive  their  diplomas  at  the 
regular  graduating  exercises  on  May  31. 

Two  members  of  the  faculty  who  were  on 
leave  of  absence  during  the  first  semester  re- 
turned to  resume  their  teaching  duties.  One  new 
professor  was  obtained  for  the  Psychology  de- 
partment. 

Two  recent  campus  activities  have  reached  out 
into  distant  areas  and  into  fields  of  our  church 
work.  The  annual  Christmas  Gift  Fund  Drive, 
sponsored  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  resulted  in  contribu- 
tions amounting  to  $5013.  As  a  practical  example 
of  "Love  your  enemies"  the  Davidson  students 
sent  their  money  to  help  rebuild  the  Y.M.C.A. 
building  at  Sendai,  Japan  -  devastated  by  Ameri- 
can bombs  but  restored  with  American  money. 
Early  in  February  a  drive  was  conducted  among 
the  students  for  used  clothing  for  shipment  over- 
seas by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches. 
Contributions,  donated  by  a  most  hearty  re- 
sponse, were  added  to  the  collection  from  all  over 
the  State  and  sent  abroad  on  the  special  ship 
from  North  Carolina. 

Davidson  College  student  delegates  to  the 
fifteenth  Student  Conference  on  Christian  Fron- 
tiers, held  recently  at  the  University  of  Kansas, 
reported  it  a  very  significant  and  successful 
event.  More  than  two  thousand  student  leaders 
met  to  survey  the  work  of  the  church  in  many 
lands  and  to  study  both  the  present  and  future 
plans  of  operation. 

Charles  P.  Taft,  president  of  the  Federal 
Council  of  Churches,  was  a  guest  speaker  on  the 
campus  during  January.  In  February,  Dr.  Mc- 
Dowell Richards,  a  Davidson  alumnus  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  Trustees,  President  of  Columbia  The- 
ological Seminary,  conducted  a  week  of  meetings 
in  the  Davidson  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Trustees  met 
on  February  17,  followed  by  the  regular  mid- 
winter session  of  the  Trustees  on  February  18.

Flora  Macdonald  College  is  in  the  midst  of 
its  fifty-second  year  of  service  to  the  Church  and 
to  young  women  of  North  and  South  Carolina 
and  other  sections  of  the  country.  It  is  enjoying 
an  excellent  year.  The  enrollment  of  317  students, 
of  whom  289  are  boarding  students,  fills  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  dormitories,  and  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  use  thirty  rooms  in  homes  on  and  near 
the  campus  for  the  overflow  of  students  and 
professors.  The  graduating  class  numbers  63  sen- 
iors, which  is  a  larger  number  than  usual. 

The  mid-semester  reports  indicate  excellent 
progress  in  the  class  room. 

Already  the  graduates  are  receiving  offers  of 
positions  in  churches,  public  schools,  and  in  other 
positions. 

Applications  for  next  year  are  being  received 
almost  daily.  Prespective  students  should  apply 
early  since  the  dormitories  have  been  filled  early 
and  students  turned  away  for  lack  of  room  for 
the  past  several  years.  Parents,  pastors,  and 
other  advisors  of  young  people  should  encourage 
those  who  wish  to  go  to  college  to  make  their 
arrangements  early. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  invites  young  women 
planning  to  enter  college  to  consider  the  ad- 
vantages offered  here.  Courses  are  offered  leading 
to  the  B.  A.  degree,  the  B.  S.  degree  in  Home  Eco- 
nomics, and  the  B.  M.  degree  with  majors  in  or- 
gan, piano,  violin,  voice,  and  public  school  music. 
It  also  offers  a  business  course  of  one  or  two 
years.  Training  for  Class  A  teachers'  certificates 
for  public  school  teaching  is  provided.  The  grad- 
uates of  Flora  Macdonald  are  in  great  demand. 
They  have  proved  to  be  well  trained  and  success- 
ful in  many  vocations  for  women.  The  classes  are 
small,  and  the  students  receive  much  personal 
guidance.  Flora  Macdonald  is  a  good  place  for 
a  girl  who  appreciates  Christian  ideals  and  sound 
training.  There  are  fine  opportunities  for  student 
leadership  in  the  many  college  activities. 

Mr.  William  G.  Coxhead  of  St.  Petersburg, 
Florida,  became  Business  Manager  and  Assistant 
to  the  President  on  September  15.  He  has  already 
proven  himself  to  be  a  valuable  member  of  the 
Administrative  Staff. 

Contributions  to  the  Improvement  Fund  con- 
tinue to  be  received.  More  than  $15,000  has  been 
received  recently,  including  two  large  scholar- 
ships. One  was  established  by  Mrs.  J.  Harvey 
White  and  James  White  of  Graham,  North  Caro- 
lina, in  memory  of  Mr.  J.  Harvey  White,  who  for 
many  years  was  an  active  Trustee  and  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Flora  Mac- 
donald College  and  one  of  its  most  loyal  sup- 
porters.

The  statement  released  by  Mr.  Edwin  Pate  of 
Laurinburg,  Chairman  of  the  Board  is  as  follows: 
"It  is  a  pleasure  to  announce  the  success  of  the 
campaign.  We  hope  other  gifts  will  still  be  sent 
in  so  as  to  provide  a  gratifying  margin  above 
the  minimum  goal.  In  the  name  of  the  trustees 
of  Presbyterian  Junior  College  I  wish  to  express 
our  thanks  to  allcthose  who  gave  of  their  means 
and  time.  This  endowment  will  permit  member- 
ship in  the  regional  accrediting  association  and 
gives  the  college  added  stability  and  assured  per- 
manency. The  new  year  opens  a  door  of  oppor- 
tunity for  greater  educational  excellence  and  in- 
creasing service  to  young  people." 

Changes  in  the  aviation  program  have  been 
made  effective  the  beginning  of  the  second  sem- 
ester. When  the  Army  Air  Forces  decided  to  give 
up  the  Laurinburg-Maxton  Air  Base  in  December 
1945,  the  college  asked  the  towns  to  take  over  the 
airport  and  make  it  available  for  flying  our  stu- 
dents. The  towns  declined  to  do  this  because  of 
the  fear  a  loss  of  money  would  result  to  the  tax- 
payers. So  the  college  agreed  to  take  over  the 
airport  and  operate  it  for  the  towns.  Since  that 
time  the  passage  of  Public  Law  289  makes  it  pos- 
sible for  the  towns  to  take  over  adjoining  air- 
base  land  as  well  as  the  airport  and  to  use  in- 
come from  rentals  for  maintaining  the  airport. 
So  the  college  is  relinquishing  the  airport  to  the 
towns.  Students  who  wish  to  learn  to  fly  will  be 
able  to  take  flight  instruction  at  the  airport  and 
the  college  will  arrange  to  give  academic  credit 
for  ground  school  as  previously. 

One  tract,  upon  which  houses  now  being 
used  by  faculty,  staff,  and  married  students  are 
located,  will  be  retained  by  the  college.

Vocational  Guidance  at  Queens 
College 

The  1948  Job  Clinic,  sponsored  by  the  Public 
Relations  Department  of  Queens  College,  was 
held  February  5  to  help  students  make  choices 
of  life  vocations,  preparatory  to  their  selecting 
college  majors.  Twenty-six  representatives  from 
varied  vocations  held  informal  interviews  with 
approximately  two  hundred  students  and  dis- 
cussed with  them  the  advantages,  disadvantages, 
requirements,  and  returns  of  their  particular 
fields.  This  clinic  is  a  part  of  the  Student  Per- 
sonnel Program  of  the  college. 

Recognizing  the  worth  and  importance  of  its 
student  body,  Queens  College  has  built  this  Stu- 
dent Personnel  Program  which  emphasizes  fresh- 
man orientation,  counselling  in  the  selection  of 
courses  of  study,  health  education,  study  habits, 
Christian  usefulness,  and  vocational  guidance. 

At  the  summer  workshop  in  1946,  the  faculty 
of  the  college  studied  the  personnel  program,  im- 
proved its  operation,  and  widened  its  scope. 
Throughout  the  thinking  and  planning  at  this 
workshop,  the  individual  student  was  the  center 
of  importance,  and  the  aim  of  the  program  be- 
came "the  achievement  of  her  maximum  poten- 
tiality." 

In  January,  1948,  vocational  guidance  was 
stressed  as  a  part  of  the  Queens  personnel  pro- 
gram, directed  by  the  dean  of  students,  Chapel 
presentations  of  the  work  of  the  different  depart- 
ments of  the  college  showed  students  for  what 
kinds  of  work  a  particular  field  prepared  them. 
A  moving  picture,  "Aptitudes  and  Achievements" 
was  shown  to  the  entire  student  body  with  a  view 
toward  helping  individuals  make  a  vocational 
choice.  As  another  service  in  the  guidance  pro- 
gram, the  Education  Department  administered 
special  aptitude  tests  to  students  who  desired  to 
gain  information  about  their  own  particular  tal- 
ents; and  the  Job  Clinic  brought  to  the  campus 
persons  with  whom  students  could  discuss  the 
fields  of  their  choice. 

Of  the  twenty-six  consultants  at  the  Job  Clin- 
ic, seventeen  were  Queens  College  alumnae  who, 
having  gained  success  in  their  chosen  work,  re- 
turned to  give  a  picture  of  their  jobs.  Students 
discussed  with  these  consultants  the  following 
vocations:  advertising,  library  science,  nursing, 
personnel  work,  social  work,  religious  education, 
teaching,  government  employment,  music,  home 
economics,  laboratory  technology,  airline  posi- 
tions, general  office  work,  radio,  psychometrics, 
industrial  chemistry,  and  merchandising  and  re- 
tail buying.  The  Veterans  Advisement  Center 
sent  a  representative  to  the  college  to  talk  with 
the  veterans  registered  at  Queens,  and  a  member 
of  the  faculty  advised  students  who  were  inter- 
ested in  doing  graduate  study. 

The  entire  two-week  effort  was  planned  and 
directed  to  give  students  a  chance  to  gain  con- 
crete information  and  to  see  examples  of  work 
in  which  they  showed  an  interest  so  that  the 


A  Home  Mission  Parable 

Ten  years  ago,  in  the  spring  of  1938,  I  became 
the  pastor  of  a  church  in  Winston-Salem  Pres- 
bytery; and  almost  immediately  I  began  to  hear 
of  a  school  supported  by  this  Presbytery.  The  ex- 
ceptional things  I  heard  were  mild  compared  to 
the  striking  things  I  began  to  observe  in  Glade 
Valley  School  before  my  first  year  in  that  pas- 
torate was  done.  The  arresting  observation  was 
how  a  handful  of  persevering  Christians  could 
make  a  miximum  contribution  to  student  life 
with  the  minimum  in  tools  of  educational  equip- 
ment. As  I  recall  the  closing  of  one  of  Christ's 
parables,  I  feel  strongly  that  these  workers  are 
the  best  modern  examples  of  that  parable  known 
to  my  direct  observation.  Christ  said:  "Well  done, 
good  and  faithful  servant;  thou  hast  been  faith- 
ful over  a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over 
many  things."  The  Church  has  given  these  ser- 
vants such  few  things  with  which  to  labor;  but 
their  faithfulness  has  been  perennial;  therefore, 
they  are  worthy  to  be  made  rulers  over  more  and 
better  things  in  the  way  of  school  equipment. 
Mr.  E.  B.  Eldridge  has  persevered  the  longest-- 
30  years  of  service;  his  wife,  Mrs.  Clyde  Bryan 
Eldridge,  has  been  an  unfailing  help-meet  in 
this  perseverance  for  29  years;  the  Rev.  C.  W. 
Ervin  persevered  for  28  years  before  his  recent 
retirement,  with  the  first  portion  of  this  period 
as  pastor  of  the  Glade  Valley  Church  and  the 
latter  portion  as  Bible  teacher  in  the  school;  and 
Mrs.  Ellen  A.  Guerrant,  music  teacher  and  dean 
of  girls  -  cultured  saint  beyond  words  -  is  in  her 
19th  year  of  service.  These  have  served  the  long- 
est; but  there  are  others  who  labored  with  them 
for  shorter  terms  in  service  of  high  quality  with 
a  spirit  that  was  sacrificial.  During  years  of  de- 
pression, teachers  taught  without  salary  for 
months  to  save  the  school  for  the  students  in 
front  of  them. 

"Love  is  sweet  in  any  guise, 
But  it  is  best  in  sacrifice!" 

For  nine  years  I  was  an  interested  friend  of 
the  school  on  the  outside  looking  in;  for  one 
year  I  have  been  an  interested  friend  on  the  in- 
side looking  out.  Sometimes  it  is  discouraging  to 
face  another  sunrise  still  lacking  the  much- 
needed  equipment  we  lacked  at  sunset  (and  that 
the  old  workers  have  lacked  for  more  than  30 
years  of  sunsets) ;  yet  I  feel  honored  to  persevere 
with  those  mentioned  above,  praying  for  a  spirit 
like  unto  theirs.  Having  come  out  of  a  recent 
global  war  which  cost  so  many  lives,  I  feel  an  in- 
tensified eagerness  to  use  my  one  life  which  is 
obviously  a  "spared  life".  (Yet,  daily  this  is  true 
of  every  life--  more  obvious  to  some,  less  obvious 


choice  of  a  life  vocation  would  not  follow  a  "hit- 
or-miss  pattern  but  a  definite  and  intelligent 
course.

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to  others.  However,  the  life  of  each  person  goes 
on  living  only  because  it  is  "spared"  moment  by 
moment.)  At  the  peak  of  such  reflections,  I  often 
say  and  oftener  feel.  "Glade  Valley  School  is 
worth  anybody's  life."  I  have  never  tried  to  do 
anything  for  GOD  that  did  not  bring  joy  beyond 
my  expectations.  Anything  and  everything  at- 
tempted at  Glade  Valley  brings  this  same  high 
joy  plus  a  deep  satisfaction,  unique  to  my  experi- 
ence thus  far.  This  school  seems  a  magnificent 
place  to  pursue  the  deep  meaning  of  the  simple 
couplet, 

"This  one  life,  'twill  soon  be  past; 
Only  what's  done  for  Christ  will  last." 

The  Board  of  Trustees  with  sharp  awareness 
proposes  three  new  buildings  to  raise  the  stand- 
ard of  Glade  Valley's  material  equipment  for 
carrying  forward  her  spiritual  purpose.  To  date, 
friends  of  the  school  in  the  two  supporting  Pres- 
byteries have  answered  the  trustees'  proposal 
with  its  pledges  amounting  to  $130,000.  As  soon 
as  those  gifts  and  pledges  reach  $200,000,  one 
friend  has  offered  a  conditional  gift  of  $100,000. 
This  support  of  fellow  Christians  has  been  heart- 
ening to  the  persevering  Christian  teachers  at 
the  school.  Yet,  there  is  one  point  I  am  sure 
school  friends  would  like  to  know:  as  pledges  are 
paid  to  the  building  fund,  there  has  been  a  no- 
ticeable falling  off  in  contributions  to  the  run- 
ning expense  of  the  school.  Gifts  from  sources 
that  have  been  regular  help  in  other  years  have 
dropped  off  this  year  in  enough  cases  to  make  a 
hardship  for  normal  operation,  especially  in  view 
of  two  facts  (1)  sharp  increase  of  prices,  (2)  no 
increase  of  the  small  charge  to  students  lest  an 
increase  prevent  worthy  students  from  returning 
or  entering.  It  hurt  many  of  us  to  see  the  struggle 
that  our  superintendent  made  to  pay  school  bills 
before  Christmas  when  there  was  such  extrava- 
gance abroad  this  year  in  the  market-place  of 
Christmas  shoppers.  We  have  watched  that  same 
stress  upon  his  shoulders  in  January  and  Febru- 
ary. Friends,  please  remember  this  at  the  time  of 
some  tempted  extravagance.  Friends,  who  have 
made  even  unusual  gifts  for  our  new  buildings, 
please  do  not  let  that  reduce  your  usual  gifts 
for  operating  the  school  that  is  to  go  into  those 
new  buildings.  Not  even  Mr.  Eldridge's  amazing 
skill  at  long  division  can  operate  on  his  present 
low  budget  without  those  same  unfailing  gifts 
that  have  been  regular  in  the  past. 

Glade  Valley  is  not  only  in  acute  need  of  usual 
current  expense  gifts;  but  our  permanent  equip- 
ment needs  a  quick  bolster.  Scarcity  during  the 
war  and  high  price  of  tools  since  the  war  leaves 
our  school  farmer  just  doing  without!  Last  year, 
much  of  our  farm  production  was  severely  dam- 
aged or  lost  on  account  of  "the  wettest  harvest 
season  in  40  years"  according  to  natives  of  this 
mountainside.  But,  much  of  this  produce  could 
have  been  saved  if  we  had  machinery  to  work 
with  modern  speed.  For  example,  one  field  of 
clover  hay  was  lost  because  the  old  mower  simply 
would  not  cut  through  the  thickness  of  the  stand. 
This  meant  the  loss  of  gallons  of  golden  Guernsey 
milk  this  winter.  Our  school  farmer  is  an  indus- 
trious man  with  a  progressive  spirit  and  robust 


muscle,  who  wins  the  admiration  of  faculty  and 
students.  Although  he  puts  many  hours  into  his 
work,  he  could  put  so  much  more  work  into  his 
hours  with  the  aid  of  a  tractor.  The  school  has 
an  option  on  a  tractor  (which  is  an  item  hard  to 
locate  under  present  automobile  scarcity);  but 
the  funds  to  purchase  this  indispensable  ma- 
chine are  not  in  sight  or  prospect.  This  tractor 
involves  a  human  interest,  too.  We  feel  that  a 
mere  machine  would  lengthen  the  days  of  a  good 
man  for  his  family  of  a  wife  and  four  children 
as  well  as  lengthen  the  farm  service  of  Mr.  Fred 
Pruitt  to  other  people's  children  in  this  school. 

Someone  has  said  that  a  parable  is  an  earthly 
story  with  a  heavenly  meaning.  I  feel  that  Glade 
Valley  School's  earthly  story  has  a  heavenly 
meaning;  and  I  pray  that  these  workers,  who 
have  planted  so  much  of  heaven  upon  Glade  Val- 
ley earth  with  its  blessings  reaching  through  its 
students  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth,  may 
live  to  see  the  proposed  new  buildings  planted  on 
the  campus  ground  as  well  as  on  the  architect's 
paper.  But,  even  more,  I  pray  that  their  success- 
ors may  never  let  the  school  lose  its  historic  vis- 
ion that  the  greatest  contribution  to  the  stu- 
dents' life  is  to  plant  their  faith  in  the  Carpenter 
of  Nazareth  who  has  built  for  each  of  them  that 
trust  Him  a  mansion  in  the  Father's  House.  In 
the  name  of  GOD'S  only  Son,  man's  only  Saviour, 
amen.

THE  TITHE 
A  Principle  Not  A  "Law" 

By  ROBERT  E.  SPEER 

Let  us  lay  aside  at  the  outset  all  legal  ideas. 
There  is  no  such  thing  as  the  law  of  the  tithe. 
There  is  a  principle  of  the  tithe. 

The  Tithe  a  Principle 

Let  us  dismiss  from  our  minds  once  and  for 
all  every  legalistic  and  statutory  idea  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.  The  wrong  of  committing  mur- 
der does  not  consist  in  the  fact  that  the  Ten 
Commandments  forbid  it.  The  Ten  Command- 
ments forbid  it  because  it  is  wrong.  Right  and 
wrong  lie  on  fundamental  foundations  beneath 
statutes.  They  are  right  and  wrong  not  because 
God  says  so,  but  because  of  God's  character.  This 
matter  of  tithe  giving  we  are  not  to  think  of  as 
a  symbol  of  legal  Judaism.  Its  claim  upon  us  rests 
upon  moral  considerations  that  would  have  made 
tithe  giving  the  duty  of  man  even  if  the  Jewish 
law  had  not  been  enacted.  Revelation  does  not 
create  moral  ideals;  it  only  expresses  moral  ideals 
that  lie  in  the  will  of  God.  If  the  principle  of  the 
tithe  is  to  be  operative  in  the  present  day  accord- 
ingly, it  must  be  operative  because  of  the  broad 
moral  considerations  that  underlie  it,  which,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  made  the  principles  of  tithe  giving 
operative  long  before  it  was  ever  expressed  in  any 
of  the  legal  enactments  of  the  Old  Testament  leg- 
islation. We  read  in  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews 
that  the  principle  was  held  to  have  existed  in  life 
long  before  the  legislation  came  into  being.  Just 
so  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath  Day  does  not  rest 
for  us  upon  the  fourth  commandment;  it  would  be 
just  as  valid  and  real  to  us  today  if  we  had  never 
had  any  decalogue  at  all.  The  life  principle  and 
privilege  of  the  tithe  is  working  a  scheme  of  pro- 
portionate giving  by  which  we  can  make  the  prin- 
ciple of  stewardship  actual  and  living.  I  should 
like  to  suggest  just  a  few  of  these  practical  moral 
considerations  on  which  it  rests. 

First  of  all,  the  Gospel  ought  to  lead  and  enable 
men  to  do  more  than  pagans  and  Jews.  The  Jew  in 
the  old  dispensation  was  expected  to  bring  his 
tithe  in  addition  to  his  taxes  and  his  various  of- 
ferings. The  generosity  of  many  pagans  equals  the 
old  Jewish  standards. 

Secondly,  The  Jew  and  the  pagan  faced  no  less 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  practicing  a  principle  like 
this  than  we  face.  We  face  no  greater  difficulties 
than  they  faced. 

Thirdly,  we  need  some  practical  abiding  prin- 
ciple like  this  to  make  sure  that  the  principle  of 
stewardship  is  a  reality  in  our  lives  and  that  we 
do  not  inwardly  find  ourselves  swept  into  self- 
deception.  It  is  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  for 
a  man  who  does  not  deal  with  God  in  the  matter 
of  obligation  as  he  does  with  his  fellows  to  find 
that  he  has  not  been  giving  God  his  due.  I  will 
just  ask  any  man  who  is  here  in  this  room  this 


morning  who  has  adopted  the  minimum  principle 
of  the  tithe  if  he  did  not  discover  that  in  the  old 
days  he  was  outrageously  robbing  God.  Just  ex- 
actly as  we  need  the  Sabbath  for  some  such  pur- 
pose as  this  to  make  sure  of  the  recognition  of 
all  time  as  sacred  to  the  Lord  of  Life,  just  so  do 
we  need  the  recognition  of  our  tithe  obligation  to 
God  in  the  matter  of  our  wealth. 

In  the  fourth  place,  God  never  would  have  or- 
dered it,  if  it  had  been  a  mere  transitory  matter;  if 
it  had  not  been  for  our  good.  He  does  not  need 
tithes  for  himself.  All  ten-tenths  of  our  wealth 
He  can  take  away  if  He  pleases.  The  principle  of 
tithe  giving  is  needed  by  man.  He  made  it  clear 
not  as  something  for  that  time  only,  but  as  some- 
thing for  all  time.  Man's  moral  constitution  has 
not  altered.  The  fact  that  it  was  good  for  man 
three  thousand  years  ago  is  an  evidence  that  it  is 
good  for  man  still.  Our  moral  nature  is  the  same 
across  the  lands  and  across  the  centuries,  and  the 
old  principle  was  not  a  principle  that  belonged 
to  a  particular  epoch;  it  was  a  principle  that  lay 
deep  in  human  nature. 

Fifthly,  money  is  the  most  perilous  thing  with 
which  we  have  to  cope,  next  to  the  baser,  sensual 
nature.  It  is  one  of  the  most  dangerous  forces  with 
which  we  have  to  deal.  Money;  we  all  know  how 
perilous  it  is,  how  constantly  through  the  New 
Testament  the  warnings  are  given. 

So  it  was  throughout  all  our  Lord's  teaching. 
He  realized  that  some  of  the  sources  of  deepest 
peril  to  man  in  one  sense  lay  in  money.  In  order 
to  escape  that  peril,  we  need  the  protecting  grasp 
of  some  great  and  secure  principle.  Who  does 
not  know  how  serious  this  need  is?  We  can  think 
of  friend  after  friend  who  in  these  last  years  has 
had  wealth  piled  in  upon  him,  and  we  have  seen 
the  spiritual  atrophy,  unless  he  clung  to  some 
simple  principle  of  action  like  this  to  hold  him 
secure. 

In  the  sixth  place,  our  Lord  Himself  recognized 
and  approved  the  validity  of  the  principle  of  the 
tithe.  He  said  to  the  Scribes  and  the  Pharisees: 
"You  give  tithes,  and  this  you  ought  to  have  done." 
So  many  times  now  do  we  say  that  the  Old  Testa-, 
ment  laws  ar  abrogated  in  Christ.  The  types  and 
shadows  were  fulfilled  and  terminated  in  Christ, 
but  the  moral  law  was  not  terminated  in  Christ. 
None  of  these  moral  ideals  did  Christ  abrogate. 
He  reinforced  and  sanctioned  every  one  of  them, 
and  poured  upon  each  one  of  them  the  burden 
of  a  greater  obligation.  He  explicitly  endorsed  the 
tithe.  "You  give  tithes,  and  this  ought  you  to  have 
done." 

The  Tithe  and  the  Sabbath 
Seventhly,  there  is  no  objection  that  holds 
against  the  principle  of  the  tithe  .  that  does  not 
hold  also  against  the  principle  of  the  Sabbath  day 
Both  rest  on  the  same  ground  of  Old  Testament 
sanction,  New  Testament  recognition,  moral  claim 
and  adaptation.  And,  if  the  Sabbath  had  fallen 
into  neglect  as  the  tithe  has  done,  the  same  argu- 
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ments  would  be  raised  against  its  revival  which 
are  raised  against  the  tithe.  And  the  gains  of 
Sabbath  keeping  are  the  gains  of  tithe  giving,  too. 
I  leave  it  to  every  one  of  you  if  the  scrupulous 
recognition  of  the  Sabbath  Day  does  not  pour  a 
holiness  over  a  man's  conception  of  trusteeship  in 
regard  to  all  his  time.  It  is  said  by  some  that  the 
conception  is  legalistic  and  cramping.  Is  the  law 
of  the  Sabbath  legalistic  and  cramping?  We  look 
back  with  joy  in  our  own  lives  to  the  principle  of 
the  Sabbath;  to  its  emancipation  of  the  soul  from 
the  serfdom  of  trivial  and  visible  things;  to  its 
recognition  of  our  glorious  freedom,  our  right  to 
take  our  hand  off  our  common  tasks  one  day  in 
seven  and  to  use  it  in  the  fellowship  and  worship 
of  God.  Every  argument  for  keeping  the  Sabbath 
Day  holy  upholds  the  principle  of  the  tithe. 

Eightly;  it  is  the  only  sure  way  of  giving  God 
His  right  share. 

One  More  Revival 

I  suppose  we  have  many  times  stumbled  at 
Horace  Bushnell's  word  on  this  subject  and  won- 
dered whether  for  once  one  of  the  greatest  spir- 
itual voices  of  his  time  had  not  missed  the  true 
note  when  he  said:  "One  more  revival,  only  one 
more  is  needed,  the  revival  of  Christian  Steward- 
ship, the  consecration  of  the  money  power  to 
God.  When  that  revival  comes  the  kingdom  of 
God  will  come  in  a  day."  But  may  this  not  be 
true?  Mr.  Gladstone  even  went  so  far  as  to  say:  "I 
believe  that  the  diffusion  of  the  principle  and 
practice  of  systematic  beneficence  will  prove  the 
moral  specific  of  our  age."

Recently  the  remark  was  overheard  at  a  serv- 
ice station,  "Presbyterians  are  certainly  going 
places  in  Eastern  North  Carolina." 

This  advance  is  specially  noticeable  in  build- 
ing operations  affecting  17  different  projects;  in 
the  opening  of  new  Sunday  schools  and  preaching 
points;  and  in  the  organization  of  new  churches. 
Six  new  ministers  have  been  added  to  the  Home 
Mission  roll  during  the  past  year.  The  following 
pictures  illustrate  some  of  our  new  and  promising 
projects: 
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BOYD  MEMORIAL 

Boyd  is  our  youngest  baby  church,  organized 
last  July  with  50  members,  34  of  them  by  profes- 
sion of  faith.  Although  without  a  pastor  since 
their  organization  the  little  group  is  enthusiasti- 
cally carrying  on.  They  report  two  adult  mem- 
bers of  the  community  as  desiring  to  join  their 
ranks,  but  expressing  their  doubts  with  respect  to 
sprinkling  as  the  right  method  of  baptism.  We  will 
attend  to  that. 


BEREA  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 

Here  is  a  church  made  of  aluminum,  surplus 
war  material  secured  from  the  government.  By 
its  side  is  being  erected  the  brick  building  seen  in 
the  picture.  The  congregation,  composed  chiefly 
of  tenant  farmers  fills  the  building  to  capacity 
even  in  the  coldest  weather.  At  a  recent  evange- 
listic service,  besides  adults  in  the  pews,  96  young- 
people  gathered  on  the  platform.  Thirty-seven 
united  with  the  church  at  this  meeting.  There  are 
two  other  Presbyterian  Churches  within  three 
miles  of  Berea. 


WEST  NEW  BERN  PROJECT 


The  Western  suburb  of  New  Bern  offers  our 
most  promising  opportunity.  In  this  new  develop- 
ment of  5,000  people  with  no  church  of  any  denom- 
ination, our  Home  Mission  Committee  has  bought 
lots  and  a  residence  and  plans  to  build  a  church 
at  once.  Under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Rev. 
R.  T.  Baker  a  Sunday  School  and  preaching  serv- 
ices have  been  organized.  The  groups  now  meet 
in  the  Dr.  Pepper  plant  which  at  each  service 
overflows.  A  church  of  30  members  was  organ- 
ized on  May  9.  They  are  having  trouble  selecting 
a  suitable  name;  will  somebody  advise  them? 

And  what  shall  I  more  say?  For  time  would  fail 
me  to  tell  of  Neuse  Forest  country  church,  just 
completing  a  new  brick  church  and  educational 
building— the  folks  who  contribute  $64  per  mem- 
ber; or  of  Hollywood,  another  country  group  who 
built  their  manse  in  6  weeks;  or  of  the  new  Sun- 
day School  at  Black  Creek  which  grew  out  of  a 
visit  at  2  a.m.  by  a  Chinese  missionary;  or  of  our 
new  Sunday  School  in  Rocky  Mount  meeting  in  a 
dwelling  and  overflowing  into  a  chicken  house. 

Yes,  Presbyterians  in  Eastern  North  Carolina 
are  going  places.  Yet  there  are  41  unreached  peo- 
ple to  every  Presbyterian  in  this  Presbytery.  We 
are  still  handicapped  for  lack  of  money  to  build 
and  men  to  preach.  Investments  of  these  made  in 
Albemarle  Presbytery  will  yield  untold  harvests. 
Come  over  into  Albemarle  and  help  us.

Sweetwater  And  Belk  Memorial 
Churches 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  February  Sweetwater 
and  Belk  Memorial  Churches  near  Hickory  began 
their  third  year  as  organized  churches.  The  pastor 
and  members  and  many  other  Presbyterians  thank 
God  for  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  ma- 
terial assets  and  spiritual  enrichment. 

Great  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  evange- 
lism and  religious  education.  Pastoral  work,  a  vis- 
iting church  membership,  gospel  preaching,  and 
active  Sunday  Schools  have  raised  many  in  the 
respective  communities  from  spiritual  lethargy. 
Last  July  each  church  had  a  two-week  Bible 
School,  both  of  which  were  well  attended.  The 
pastor,  Rev.  Jamie  D.  Stimson,  led  an  evangelistic 
meeting  for  a  week  in  August  at  Belk  Memorial 
church,  and  at  the  time  of  this  writing  Rev.  R.  C. 
Clontz  of  Marion  is  preaching  at  a  two-week 
revival  at  Sweetwater  Church. 

Fourteen  new  members  joined  Sweetwater 
Church  during  the  past  church  year,  making  a 
total  membership  of  thirty-eight  on  April  1.  Belk 
Memorial  Church  received  thirteen  members  dur- 
ing 1947-48,  and  reported  a  total  membership  of 
twenty-nine  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Last  August 
Belk  Memorial  Church  elected,  ordained  and  in- 
stalled the  first  elders  of  the  church,  Messrs.  Har- 
vey H.  Green  and  Clyde  Keck.  In  December  Mr. 
Kenneth  Eggers  was  elected  as  a  ruling  elder  and 
was  ordained  and  installed  at  the  January  com- 
munion service.  These  men  also  serve  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  deacons,  until  other  men  can  be  found 
for  this  office,  so  that  the  elders  might  give  them- 
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selves  "continually  to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry 
of  the  word." 

Both  churches  in  the  Hickory  field  have  organ- 
ized and  active  Woman's  Auxiliaries  and  Youth 
Fellowships.  Children  and  young  people  have 
taken  a  keen  interest  in  religious  drama.  Belk 
Memorial  young  people  presented  a  Thanksgiving 
pageant,  and  the  children  of  the  four  Sunday 
School  classes  presented  a  Christmas  program  in 
story,  recitation  and  song.  The  Sweetwater  young- 
people  led  in  a  candlelighting,  musical  service  at 
Christmas,  and  the  Youth  Fellowship  presented 
the  pageant,  "In  the  Bethany  Home,"  at  the  Eas- 
ter evening  service.  Large  crowds  attended  all 
these  services.  The  Sweetwater  young  people  also 
gave  the  Easter  drama  at  a  Youth  Fellowship  meet- 
ing at  the  First  Church  in  Hickory.  Young  people 
from  both  churches  attended  the  Presbytery 
Spring  Rally,  and  several  will  go  to  the  Presby- 
tery Conference  in  June. 

Sweetwater  Church  closed  its  second  year  with 
a  handsome  new  building,  which  was  completed 
last  August.  A  large  crowd  filled  the  little  brick 
sanctuary  at  the  opening  service,  when  Dr.  John 
R.  Hay,  who  began  these  two  churches  with  the 
help  of  the  membership  of  the  First  Church, 
preached  from  the  text,  "I  was  glad  when  they 
said  unto  me,  Let  us  go  into  the  house  of  the 
Lord."  At  present  the  men  of  the  church  are 
building  a  hut  for  educational  and  recreational 
purposes. 

Belk  Memorial  Church  is  at  present  located  in 
an  old  store  building,  where  former  stock  rooms 
now  serve  as  classrooms  in  Sunday  School.  Last 
summer  the  men  of  the  church  and  community 
added  to  the  store  to  provide  needed  space  for 
Sunday  School  and  church  services.  Old  pews 
were  contributed  by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church. 
Both  churches  have  a  continuing  building  fund  in 
order  to  raise  money  for  expansion  of  property  in 
accord  with  the  expansion  in  membership  and  in 
service  to  the  respective  communities. 

This  month  the  churches'  first  pastor,  Mr. 
Stimson,  will  complete  his  first  year  in  his  first 
regular  pastorate.  He  came  to  Hickory  in  June, 
1947  after  completing  his  education  and  training 
at  Davidson  College  and  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary. Sweetwater  and  Belk  Memorial  churches 
still  have  a  great  challenge  to  meet  in  giving  the 
"word  of  the  Kingdom"  to  those  who  know  not 
the  way  of  salvation,  and  to  many  more  who  ig- 
nore it.  Thank  God,  that  to  us  He  has  committed 
the  word  of  reconciliation.

Ahoskie  Presbyterian  Church 

The  Presbyterian  Church  in  Ahoskie,  had  just 
about  dissolved  during  the  four  years  that  we 
were  without  a  pastor.  Thanks  to  the  Grace  of 
God  and  the  hard  work  of  a  few  members,  we  were 
able  to  keep  our  Sunday  School  open,  and  have 
preaching  services  occasionally.  With  the  arrival 
of  our  present  pastor,  Rev.  A.  R.  Martin,  we  were 
ready  to  get  to  work.  During  the  present  year 
our  membership  has  grown  fifty  percent.  We 
have  taken  in  twenty-four  members  by  letter,  and 
six  on  confession  of  faith.  Our  Sunday  School  has 
grown  for  an  average  attendance  of  forty-five,  to 
an  average  of  76.  Our  Women's  Auxiliary  which 


had  disbanded  when  we  were  without  a  pastor, 
reorganized  and  has  a  membership  of  thirty-two. 

With  the  aid  of  Synod's  and  Presbytery's  Home 
Mission  Committees,  a  debt  which  has  been  hang- 
ing over  this  church  from  its  organization  in  1928 
was  paid  off.  We  now  have  a  building  program 
started  to  raise  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for  re- 
modeling our  church.  This  remodeling  will  make 
this  church  building  the  prettiest  in  town,  as  well 
as  adequate  for  our  needs  in  the  worship  and 
Sunday  School  plants.  As  we  are  few  in  number 
this  program  is  progressing  slowly,  but  neverthe- 
less surely.  We  have  repaired  the  roof,  and  are 
now  building  very  needy  washrooms. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Lord  for  His  many 
blessings  during  the  past  year  ,and  look  forward 
to  doing  great  things  for  Him  during  the  year 
ahead.

Selma  Church  Completes  $17,000.00 
Educational  Building 


The  Selma  Presbyterian  Church  has  just  com- 
pleted its  new  $17,000.00  Educational  Building. 
This  addition  includes  two  large  rooms  with  fold- 
ing doors  which  can  be  made  into  a  Social  Room. 
On  the  first  floor  there  is  also  a  kitchen  equipped 
with  cabinets,  electric  stove,  and  serving  facili- 
ties. 

On  the  second  floor  there  is  a  Secretary's 
Room,  Pastor's  Study,  and  four  more  class  rooms. 
During  the  building  the  sancutary  was  remodeled 
and  redecorated,  and  a  new  heating  system  in- 
stalled for  the  entire  plant.  The  new  furnace  is 
automatic  oil  which  heats  the  building  by  thermo- 
static control. 

Since  1944  the  church  at  Selma  has  grown  from 
49  members  to  a  membership  of  149,  including  an 
outpost  chapel  (pictured  in  this  same  issue).

Playground  at  Belleview  Chapel 

Since  its  erection  in  1946  Belleview  Chapel  and 
the  cotton  mill  in  whose  village  it  was  erected 
have  worked  together  in  the  closest  harmony.  For 
example,  when  the  church  was  being  constructed 
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a  large  part  of  the  money  came  from  a  "payroll 
deduction"  plan.  The  company  took  out  each  week 
for  thirteen  weeks  any  amount  which  the  person 
specified  and  it  applied  toward  the  chapel. 

The  chapel  is  located  on  a  specious  lot  150  foot 
deep  and  300  feet  across  the  front.  On  this  lot  the 
chapel  is  going  to  sponsor  a  playground  which  will 
be  modernly  equipped  by  the  company.  This  will 
offer  many  opportunities  to  enlarge  the  work  and 
expand  the  service  of  the  church  there. 

Belleview  Chapel  has  a  large  Sunday  School, 
but  is  still  meeting  in  the  Sanctuary.  Their  next 
project  is  to  build  some  Sunday  School  rooms.

In  the  academic  year  just  closed  Davidson  Col- 
lege has  been  blessed  with  an  opportunity  un- 
paralleled in  its  history.  At  a  time  when  the  plea 
for  trained  Christian  workers  has  been  so  fervent 
and  so  demanding,  Davidson  College  has  enrolled 
111  candidates  for  the  ministry  out  of  a  total  en- 
rollment of  997.  In  addition  to  these  it  is  reason- 
able to  assume  that  many  of  the  175  enrolled  as 
pre-medical  students  will  soon  serve  our  church 
effectively  on  the  mission  field  as  will  indeed  the 
others  at  home. 

Also  enrolled  in  the  Davidson  College  student 
body  have  been  scores  of  men  preparing  them- 
selves for  other  professions  to  which  the  church 
looks  for  leadership  in  its  varied  program  of  serv- 
ice. Those  interested  in  business,  engineering, 
music,  physical  education,  teaching,  foreign  serv- 
ice, and  so  on  down  the  line  have  all  challenged 
the  College  with  the  unique  opportunity  in  train- 
ing for  citizenship  and  life. 

In  these  post-war  years  when  the  G.I.  enroll- 
ment in  the  institutions  of  higher  learning  is  tak- 
ing a  downward  surge,  Davidson  is  being  called  up- 
on to  serve  a  growing  number  of  students.  Already 
more  than  nine  hundred  applications  for  admis- 
sion to  the  1948-49  year  have  been  received.  We 
cannot  possibly  enroll  more  than  225  of  these. 

Every  effort  is  being  expended  to  meet  the 
growing  demand  for  service  in  the  midst  of  in- 
flated costs  with  which  we  are  all  familiar.  The 
teaching  faculty  is  steadily  being  increased.  Plans 
are  still  in  the  making  for  a  new  church  on  the 
campus.  A  contract  has  been  let  for  the  early  con- 
struction of  a  gymnasium  for  which  approximate- 
ly $250,000  was  given  six  years  ago.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  it  will  require  $600,000  to  construct  the 
building  at  this  time.  It  is  hoped  that  the  pro- 
curement of  materials  will  permit  the  beginning 
of  construction  within  the  next  few  months. 

In  examining  the  total  educational  program, 
let  us  note  the  need  for  arousing  our  church  to  a 
more  convinced,  vigorous,  statesmanlike  handling 
of  her  educational  program.  In  North  Carolina 
our  church  has  assumed  ownership  and  control 
of  nine  educational  institutions.  The  old  adage 
that  "one  cannot  make  bricks  without  straw"  ap- 
plies to  all  these  institutions.  Davidson's  total  gifts 
from  the  Presbyteries  of  North  Carolina  and  Flor- 
ida last  fiscal  year  were  enough  to  run  the  College 
for  seven  and  one-half  days — or  a  little  less  than 
enough  to  pay  the  coal  bill  for  the  twelve  months 
period.  An  examination  of  the  general  budget  of 
the  College  for  the  year  1947-48  indicates  the  fol- 
lowing increases  in  operating  costs  over  the  year

Three  ministers  presented 
their  interpretations,  a  Baptist,  Dr.  John  T.  Way- 
land  of  North  Wilkesboro;  a  Presbyterian,  Dr.  Sid- 
ney Gates  of  Salisbury,  and  an  Episcopalian,  Rev- 
erend Robert  Bird  of  Statesville.  These  denomina- 
tional interpretations  were  presented  first  indi- 
vidually, and  on  the  last  day  collectively  having  all 
three  ministers  on  the  platform.  The  results  were 
most  stimulating,  interesting  and  helpful. 

At  the  end  of  the  month,  May  28  and  29,  the 
Mitchell  College  Music  Department  is  presenting 
a  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  opera  entitled  "Patience," 
which  is  expected  to  be  the  climax  of  a  most  out- 
standing season  for  the  College  Choir. 

Baccalaureate  services  was  held  May  30,  5:00 
p.m.,  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  Dr.  Ben 
R.  Lacy,  Jr.,  President  of  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary, Richmond,  Va.,  will  preach  the  Baccalaur- 
eate sermon.  Dr.  Lacy,  previous  to  his  connection 
with  Union  Theological  Seminary,  was  pastor  for 
many  years  at  Central  Presbyterian  Church,  At- 
lanta, Georgia. 

Graduation  exercises  are  scheduled  for  May 
31,  at  10:30  a.m.  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer  will  give  the  com- 
mencement address.  Dr.  Greer  is  Executive  Vice 
President  of  the  Business  Foundation  of  North 
Carolina,  and  is  active  in  a  number  of  outstand- 
ing welfare  organizations  in  North  Carolina.  His 
home  is  in  Chapel  Hill.

Educating  for  the  Family,  the  Home, 
And  the  Community 

While  the  philosophy  of  education  at  Queens 
College  is  based  upon  well-established  principles, 
the  administrators  and  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  are  always  interested  in  new  ventures 
when  these  are  well  planned  and  promise  to  be 
of  service  to  the  students,  the  college,  and  the 
general  cause  of  education.  The  college  is  under- 
taking, therefore,  the  establishment  of  a  new 
program  of  education  for  the  home  and  the  family 
as  related  to  community  living,  believing  that 
there  is  no  more  neglected  nor  more  vitally  im- 
portant field  of  education. 

This  program  will  attempt  to  do  more  than  is 
currently  done  in  home  economics  courses  at 
Queens  and  at  other  institutions.  A  program  will 
be  developed  which  will  relate  the  problems  con- 
nected with  the  home,  family,  and  community  to 
many  courses  now  given  in  other  departments. 
Present  curricular  offerings  in  such  fields  as  socio- 
logy, psychology,  education,  biology,  and  other 
cognate  subjects  will  become  more  vitally  inter- 
esting to  young  women  if  they  are  related  to  a 
subject  which  is  the  concern  of  every  young  wo- 
man. The  program  is  planned  to  develop  within 
the  college — both  through  curricular  and  extra 
curricular  activities — an  understanding  of  the 
problems  and  opportunities  of  the  home,  to  give 
a  philosophy  of  the  home  and  family  to  the  prob- 
lems of  the  community.  Faculty  members  and  ad- 
ministrators believe  that  Queens  College  gradu- 
ates, as  they  go  out  and  establish  their  homes 
throughout  the  nation,  can  be  focal  points  for  the 
understanding  and  appreciation  of  social  prob- 
lems and  leaders  in  their  solution. 

Beginning  in  September  1948,  the  college  pro- 
poses to  start — in  a  very  modest  way  at  first — a 
program  of  adult  education  for  the  city  of  Char- 
lotte, in  the  belief  that  there  is  no  field  which 
offers  greater  opportunity  for  service  and  for  the 
accomplishment  of  tangible  results  for  community 
improvement  than  courses  which  will  lead  to  an 
understanding  of  the  problem  and  opportunities 
mentioned  above. 

As  early  as  possible,  there  will  be  begun  an 
annual  institute  on  the  family,  the  home,  and 
the  community,  to  which  outstanding  authorities 
in  these  fields  will  be  invited  to  help  make  this 
institute  of  great  influence  throughout  the  states 
of  North  and  South  Carolina.  Queens  College,  lo- 
cated in  the  central  city  of  these  two  states,  has 
an  unusual  opportunity  to  serve  the  Southeast  in 
focusing  attention  constructively  upon  some  of 
the  most  vital  problems  which  now  face  the  con- 
temporary social  structure. 

On  April  1,  a  large  committee  made  up  of  lead- 
ing women  in  North  and  South  Carolina  met  at 
the  college  to  discuss  this  program  and  to  plan 
ways  in  which  it  can  be  carried  ou  successfully. 
Thirty-four  of  the  47  women  invited  attended  the 
meeting,  showing  that  there  is  a  considerable 


The  session  of  1947-48  has  been  very  success- 
ful and  closed  May  20th.  The  senior  class  was 
composed  of  eleven  girls  and  seven  boys.  Thirteen 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  three  of  the 
Baptist  and  one  Methodist. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  session  was  the 
Evangelistic  meeting  held  in  April  with  Rev.  Irv- 
ing M.  Ellis  of  Gastonia  the  visiting  minister.  Dur- 
ing the  meeting  ten  students  professed  a  faith  in 
Christ  and  six  united  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

In  the  following  paragraphs  two  seniors  give 
the  reason  why  they  attend  Glade  Valley  high 
school. 

This  is  the  reason  I  attend  Glade  Valley  high 
school.  Two  years  ago  when  I  felt  the  call  to  the 
ministry,  I  looked  around  for  a  Christian  high 
school  in  which  to  complete  my  high  school  edu- 
cation. The  only  Christian  high  school  I  could 
find  in  N.  C,  with  a  reasonable  cost  was  G.V. 
school. 

Since  I  have  been  there  I  can  truthfully  say 
that  I  have  found  what  I  wanted,  Christian  teach- 
ers, Christian  young  people,  and  a  chance  to  do 
Christian  work. 

I  can  say  with  all  sincerity  that  if  any  young 
person  goes  to  G.V.  School  seeking  the  things  of 
God  they  will  find  them  there. 

Why  did  I  come  to  Glade  Valley?  I  came  to 
Glade  Valley  four  years  ago  when  the  war  was  at 
its  height.  My  mother  was  working  every  day. 
And  she  felt  that  I  needed  the  protection  and 
Christian  training  that  I  could  get  at  Glade  Val- 
ley high  school  at  a  moderate  cost.  And  so  I  came 
and  being  happy  and  content  I  decided  to  bring 
a  few  of  my  friends  back  with  me.  Three  of  these 
friends  are  finishing  school  with  me  this  spring. 
In  speaking  for  the  four  of  us,  I  would  like  to 
say  that  we  are  grateful  to  you  and  to  all  the 
friends  of  G.V.H.S.  for  the  training  we  have  re- 
ceived at  your  Church  School. 

The  most  important  question  which  comes  to 
me  now  is,  what  does  God  want  me  to  do  next? 
I  wish  there  was  another  G.V.  where  I  might  get 
further  education. 

I  am  thrilled  when  I  think  of  the  new  build- 
ings which  are  being  planned  for  our  campus.  And 
I  love  to  think  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  will 
find  just  such  privileges  and  opportunities  as  I 
have  enjoyed  for  the  past  four  years. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  friends  for  their 
interest  and  for  the  support  given  for  the  Chris- 
tian training  of  the  girls  and  boys  on  the  G.V. 
Campus. 


amount  of  interest  in  the  plan.  Several  others 
were  unavoidably  absent  from  the  first  meeting 
but  plan  to  attend  subsequent  ones.  An  executive 
committee  was  appointed  at  the  general  meeting 
and  has  already  begun  work,  convinced  of  the 
worth  of  establishing  a  firm  basis  for  the  home  as 
the  most  important  unit  of  society. 
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The  fifty-second  commencement  of  Flora  Mac- 
donald  College  was  held  from  May  29  to  June  1. 
There  was  a  large  graduating  class  of  60  young 
women.  This  was  one  of  the  largest  graduating 
classes  the  college  has  had.  Many  of  these  young 
women  will  become  teachers  in  the  public  schools; 
some  will  go  on  for  graduate  work;  others  have  ac- 
cepted positions  as  full-time  church  workers.  Quite 
a  number  have  plans  to  marry  soon  after  gradua- 
tion. 

The  commencement  exercises  included  a  num- 
ber of  interesting  speakers.  Mrs.  B.  L.  Parkinson 
(nee  Dera  Drye)  delivered  the  address  at  the 
Alumnae  luncheon.  Reverend  George  Mauze,  D.D., 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, preached  the  baccalaureate  sermon. 
Dr.  James  T.  Cleland,  Professor  and  Preacher  of 
Duke  University,  delivered  the  address  to  the 
graduating  class  on  Tuesday  morning.  The  Glee 
Club  gave  a  sacred  concert  at  a  union  service  at 
the  college  on  Sunday  night,  the  23rd,  and  the 
students  of  the  Conservatory  gave  a  recital  on 
Monday  night  of  commencement. 

An  enthusiastic  report  was  made  in  regard  to 
the  progress  of  the  campaign.  Of  the  original  goal 
of  $300,000,  $247,976  has  been  subscribed  and  $217,- 
688  paid.  Of  this  amount  $11,000  has  been  added 
to  the  endowment,  making  now  $275,000;  $25,133 
has  been  added  to  the  Scholarship  Fund,  making- 
it  $80,618.72.  Other  gifts  are  expected  that  will 
bring  the  total  near  the  original  goal. 

Among  unreported  gifts  are  contributions  from 
Fayetteville,  Orange,  and  Wilmington  Presbyterials 
for  refurnishing  dormitories.  Fayetteville  Presby- 
terial  has  contribtued  $3,914  to  refurnish  second 
floor  of  East  Hall  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Flora  Shaw 
Page.  This  hall  will  be  named  for  her  and  will 
have  a  plaque  placed  at  the  entrance,  honoring 
Mrs.  Page  and  giving  the  names  of  donors. 

Orange  Presbyterial  has  given  $1,082  toward 
refurnishing  the  third  floor  of  East  Hall. 

Wilmington  Presbyterial  has  contributed  $1,203 
toward  refurnishing  Vardell  II. 

Other  rooms  will  be  furnished  as  fast  as  funds 
become  available  for  this  purpose. 

The  current  catalogue  gives  a  complete  list  of 
contributions  to  the  Scholarship  Fund,  the  income 
from  which  is  being  used  to  assist  worthy  stu- 
dents to  secure  an  education  at  Flora  Macdonald.

The  building  program  at  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  is  moving  along  slowly  but  steadily.  The 
slowness  is  due  to  the  lack  of  money.  However, 
enough  is  being  given  to  enable  some  progress  to 
be  made.  A  library,  a  cafeteria,  and  a  chemistry 
laboratory  are  being  worked  on  and  the  dormitory 
is  being  renovated.  We  wish  the  money  were 
available  to  complete  these  programs  at  once. 

The  cafeteria  was  begun  by  the  Federal  Works 
Agency  last  spring.  Recognizing  our  need  of  more 
floor  space  for  the  203  veterans  in  college,  the 
government  moved  a  wooden  mess  hall  from  Ten- 
nessee and  spent  $14,000  re-erecting  it  on  our 
campus.  That  gave  us  half  our  food  serving  facili- 
ties in  the  old  dining  hall  and  half  in  the  new 
cafeteria.  Any  housekeeper  knows  two  kitchens 
are  inefficient.  So  we  purchased  another  mess 
hall  at  the  local  air  base  at  95 '/,  discount  or  $47. 
We  cut  it  in  three  pieces  and  moved  it  in  on  a  big 
flat  truck.  It  was  joined  to  the  other  building 
and  gave  us  all  our  floor  space  together.  The 
old  dining  room  became  a  greatly  needed  student 
recreation  hall.  We  have  done  enough  work  to 
enable  us  to  use  the  whole  cafeteria,  but  sealing, 
painting,  extra  heating  radiators,  and  an  asphalt 
floor  are  still  waiting  enough  money  to  enable 
us  to  complete  the  j.ob.  One  end  has  been  brick 
veneered,  and  it  shows  clearly  how  attractive  the 
cafeteria  building  will  be  when  it  is  brick  veneered 
all  over  and  slate  roofed. 

The  library  building  is  a  war  surplus  barracks 
80  by  30  feet.  It  was  transported  from  Tennessee 
by  the  Federal  Works  Agency  and  put  down  on 
our  campus.  It  fhas  been  altered  and  re-erected 
and  the  first  floor  has  been  attractively  finished 
inside  in  order  to  relieve  the  formerly  crowded 
library.  The  books  have  been  moved  to  the  new 
library  and  it  is  operating.  However,  much  re- 
mains to  be  done.  The  steam  heating  plant  must 
be  in  before  winter.  The  second  floor  must  be 
sealed  and  refloored.  The  old  shelving  is  used 
temporarily  but  must  be  replaced.  Eventually  a 
portico  must  be  added  and  the  whole  building 
brick  veneered  and  the  roof  slated.  Then  we  will 
have  a  beautiful  permanent  building  on  the  cam- 
pus serving  adequately  our  library  needs.

nae, was  guest  speaker. 

Monday's  day-time  activities  featured  the 
alumnae.  Mrs.  C.  C.  Todd  of  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C, 
President  of  the  Alumnae  Association  presided  at 
the  business  meeting  held  in  the  morning  hours. 
At  the  Alumnae  luncheon,  the  guest  speaker  was 
Miss  Margaret  Hickey,  Editor,  Public  Affairs  De- 
partment, Ladies'  Home  Journal,  Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania.  Miss  Hickey  adressed  the  college 
graduates  and  assembled  guests  at  the  College 
Graduation  Exercises  that  evening. 

Four  Church  Conferences  are  scheduled  to  be 
held  on  our  campus  this  summer.  The  North  Caro- 
lina Synodical  Training  School  is  to  be  held  here 
the  week  of  June  9.  Granville  Presbytery  Young 
People  will  meet  here  June  14-18.  The  Young- 
People  of  Wilmington  Presbytery  will  gather  June 
21-26.  The  conference  season  closes  with  the 
meeting  of  the  Young  People  of  Orange. 

The  month  of  June  will  be  a  busy  one  for  us. 
We  hope  it  will  also  be  a  profitable  and  enjoyable 
one  for  those  attending  the  conferences.  We  are 
happy  to  be  hosts  to  the  women  and  young  people 
of  the  church  who  utilize  the  summer  months  as 
an  opportunity  to  enrich  the  program  of  Chris 
tian  education  and  we  welcome  them  to  our 
campus. 

The  1948-49  session  of  the  College  opens  Sep- 
tember 14.  Last  year  we  had  a  capacity  enroll- 
ment of  316  students  and  we  are  certain  of  capa- 
city enrollment  this  year.  However,  it  is  the  policy 
of  the  College  never  to  close  the  door  to  students 
whose  records  are  exceptional  and  whose  inter- 
est in  the  church  and  Christian  education  leads 
them  to  seek  entrance.

Forty-eight  students  received  degrees  at  the 
136th  annual  commencement  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  May  15-18.  Seven  men  received  the  Th. 
D.,  twenty-one  the  Th.M.,  and  twenty  the  B.D. 
degree.  The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  delivered 
by  Dr.  John  A.  Redhead,  Jr.,  of  Greensboro,  and 
the  commencement  address  by  the  Rev.  Irving  M. 
Ellis,  of  Gastonia. 

Announcement  was  made  at  commencement  of 
the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Fred  R.  Stair,  Jr.,  as 
assistant  to  the  president.  Mr.  Stair  is  a  native  of 
Knoxville,  Tennessee,  and  received  the  Th.M.  de- 
gree at  the  current  commencement.  He  has  also 
studied  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

The  1948  Summer  Session  will  run  from  July 
28  through  August  25,  being  divided  into  two 
sessions,  the  first  ending  August  10.  Courses  will 
be  offered  by  Drs.  Balmer  H.  Kelly,  James  E. 
Bear,  and  Donald  G.  Miller,  of  the  regular  Semin- 
ary faculty,  and  Dr.  James  F.  Hardie,  of  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  a  visiting  professor.  Dr.  Donald  W. 
Richardson  will  serve  as  director  of  the  summer 
school. 

June  1  will  find  the  student  body  of  the  Semin- 
ary scattered  literally  to  the  four  corners  of  the 
world,  engaged  in  supervised  field  work,  clinical 
training,  summer  school,  and  conferences.  A 
group  of  students  will  attend  the  Institute  of  Pas- 
toral Care  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  while  another 
group  will  travel  in  Europe  in  various  capacities. 
Other  students  will  be  engaged  in  practical  work 
from  the  Atlantic  to  Texas,  and  from  Maine  to 
Florida. 

The  closing  days  .of  the  1947-48  session  were 
highlighted  by  the  Conference  on  Christian  Voca- 
tion, sponsored  and  financed  by  "The  Friends  of 
the  Seminary."

The  Chemistry  Laboratory  Building  was  bought 
at  the  Laurinburg-Maxton  Air  Base  at  95%  dis- 
count. The  cost  was  $48.  Moving  it  cost  just  over 
a  thousand  dollars.  It  needs  to  be  set  on  concrete 
foundations,  have  chemistry  desks  and  equipment 
installed,  be  veneered  and  permanently  roofed. 
Our  present  chemistry  laboratory  is  too  small  and 
is  badly  worn.  The  new  facilities  will  enable  the 
addition  of  sophomore  chemistry. 

The  McLeod  Dormitory  needs  a  new  stair  well, 
into  which  new  shower  rooms  would  be  built. 

For  the  completion  of  this  building  and  reno- 
vation program  we  must  hope  for  gifts  from 
friends  of  Christian  Education.

"This  would  help  in  developing  an  adequate 
program  of  visual  education,  in  providing  a  pub- 
lication reserve,  and  in  helping  to  improve  the 
physical  plant  where  headquarters  are  housed". 

2.  "Likewise,  the  Program  for  Home  Missions 
would  be  put  on  during  the  regular  November 
period,  with  an  objective  of  $300,000.00  a  year. 
This  sum  would  provide  limited  challenge  funds 
for  increasing  the  salaries  of  workers  and  for 
launching  a  few  new  enterprises  in  growing 
areas  of  population". 

Let  us  give  ourselves  whole-heartedly  in  en- 
deavoring to  reach  these  goals  during  the  period 
designated.

First  Service  -  West  New  Bern 
Presbyterian  Church 

The  West  New  Bern  Presbyterian  Church 
building  (educational  unit)  on  the  corner  of 
Chattawka  Lane  and  Lucerne  Way  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  opening  services  were  held  on 
Sunday,  August  22nd,  Sunday  School  at  10:00 
a.m.,  and  the  preaching  service  at  11:00  a.m.. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Gillespie, 
D.  D.,  of  Greensboro,  Superintendent  of  Home 
Missions  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

The  first  service  of  the  Church  was  held  Sun- 
day morning,  December  7,  1947,  in  the  Recrea- 
tion Room  of  the  Dr.  Pepper  Bottling  Works 
Company. 

At  the  regular  spring  meeting  of  Albemarle 
Presbytery  held  in  Farmville,  April  20,  1948,  a 
petition  presented  by  Rev.  R.  T.  Baker  for  a  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  West  New  Bern  was  approved. 
A  Commission  was  appointed  to  organize  the 
Church  on  Sunday,  May  9  at  3:00  p,  m.  The  Com- 
mission met  and  organized  the  West  New  Bern 
Presbyterian  Church  with  30  charter  members. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Hassell, 
Executive  Secretary  of  Albemarle  Presbytery. 


West  New  Bern  Educational  Unit 


On  May  29,  1948,  the  ground  was  broken  for 
the  building.  Work  on  the  building  has  progressed 
rapidly  and  the  beautiful  brick  veneer  building, 
just  completed,  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of  about 
$15,587,  including  water,  lights  and  heating  sys- 
tem. This  amount  has  been  contributed  by  the 
Assembly's  Home  Mission  Committee,  Synod's 
Home  Mission  Committee,  Albemarle  Presbytery, 
the  J.  M.  Belk  Fund,  New  Bern  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Neuse  Forest  Presbyterian  Church,  New 
Bern,  the  West  New  Bern  Presbyterian  Church 
and  special  donations  from  friends  of  the  Church. 

The  membership  of  the  Church  is  at  present 
30,  with  a  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  80.  The 
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Youth  Fellowship  enrollment  is  18  and  a  mid- 
week Bible  Class  taught  by  Mrs.  R.  T.  Baker 
numbers  about  20.

Rev.  M.  B.  Faust  Installed  Pastor 
of  Franklin  Church 

ACTIVITIES  OF  ORGANIZATION 

The  first  full  time  minister  in  the  119  years  of 
the  history  of  the  Franklin  Presbyterian  Church 
out,  of  Salisbury,  was  installed  July  19,  1948,  in 
a  very  impressive  service.  The  minister,  Rev.  Mil- 
ton B.  Faust,  comes  to  the  Franklin  Church  from 
Rockwood,  Tenn.,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.A.  He  had  been  a  Chaplain  in  the  U.S.  Navy 
for  five  years,  previous  to  going  to  Tennessee.  He 
is  a  graduate  of  Catawba  College. 

The  Franklin  Church  has  been  without  a  min- 
ister for  almost  three  years,  Rev.  N.  E.  Oplinger 
being  the  former  minister.  During  the  absence  of 
a  minister  the  church  decided  to  call  its  own 
minister  and  built  a  manse  at  a  cost  of  $13,000 
and  paid  for  it.  The  church  has  been  setting  aside 
money  for  a  new  educational  unit  and  work  on 
this  building  is  planned  to  begin  this  fall.  The 
Home  Mission  Committee  of  Concord  Presbytery 
is  helping  in  this  work  to  a  great  extent. 

Since  the  arrival  of  the  minister,  Mr.  Faust, 
on  the  field,  the  church  has  held  a  Bible  School 
with  Miss  Ruth  Lyerly,  a  presbytery  worker  in

charge  of  the  school.  Sixty-one  were  in  attend- 
ance. The  Men's  Bible  Class,  teacher,  Mr.  John  E. 
Ramsay,  an  elder  of  the  First  Church  of  Salis- 
bury, has  been  doing  a  great  work  in  helping  the 
church  and  the  community  in  the  absence  of  a 
minister.  Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill,  Synod  consultant  on 
architecture  and  Rev.  Robert  Turner,  Concord 
Presbytery  Executive  Secretary,  have  done  much 
to  keep  the  church  together.  The  Elders  of  the 
Church,  Messrs.  John  Thomason,  and  son,  Claude 
F.,  Will  Mowery  and  G.  Spencer  Thomason,  have 
been  giving  much  time  to  the  interest  of  the 
Church.  The  chairman  of  the  deacons,  Mr.  Carl 
Thomason,  has  pushed  the  building  of  the  manse 
with  the  help  of  the  other  men  in  working.  The 
financial  help  by  the  Ladies'  Bible  Class  in  put- 
ting on  suppers  and  rummage  sales  has  helped 
beyond  words  of  expression. 

Eleven  new  members  have  been  received  into 
the  church  at  the  date  of  this  writing  and  others 
have  said  they  will  unite  in  the  near  future.  Of 
the  11  new  members  three  came  by  profession  of 
faith.  A  program  of  visitation  evangelism  is  be- 
ing formed  and  will  be  put  into  use  in  the  fall. 
During  the  polio  ban  the  attendance  by  adults 
has  been  an  average  of  75  each  Sunday. 

The  church  plans  for  many  new  activities  af- 
ter the  new  unit  is  under  roof  -  the  size  being 
30'  by  60'  and  a  connecting  corridor  of  26'  by  20 


finished  in  brick.  Work  will  be  completed  as  funds 
are  available.  The  spiritual  welfare  of  the  com- 
munity will  be  helped  by  this  effort.  The  member- 
ship of  this  church  demands  a  great  amount  of 
credit  for  the  work  of  the  past  and  the  entire 
community  has  helped  in  these  efforts.  The  hopes 
and  prayers  for  the  future  are  for  continued  co- 
operation and  friendly  Christian  fellowship. 

The  Pad  and  Pencil  Church 

A  few  months  ago  a  foreign  missionary  was 
traveling  on  a  train  in  Eastern  North  Carolina, 
bound  for  New  York.  Taking  a  seat  by  a  young 
man  and  addressing  a  remark  to  him,  it  was  dis- 
covered that  he  was  deaf  and  dumb.  The  conver- 
sation from  this  point  was  conducted  with  pad 
and  pencil. 

The  boy  told  the  missionary  that  he  was  18 
years  old;  that  he  lived  on  a  farm  ten  miles  from 
Wilson;  that  his  father  was  dying  with  cancer; 
that  there  were  no  church  or  Sunday  School 
facilities  in  his  community;  and  that  not  a 
member  of  the  large  family  was  a  professing 
Christian.  The  two  separated  with  the  promise 
that  the  missionary  would  sometime  visit  this 
home. 

Several  weeks  after  this  incident  the  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Wilson  re- 
ceived a  telegram  from  this  missionary  saying 
that  he  was  arriving  at  2  a.  m.  Reservation  was 
made  at  the  hotel.  The  next  morning  the  two  men, 
together  with  the  session  of  the  First  Church, 
drove  to  the  farm  home  of  this  boy,  gathered  the 
family  together,  led  several  of  them  to  Christ 
and  baptized  them.  The  father  has  since  passed 
on  to  be  with  the  Lord. 


The  Frank  W.  Price  Sunday  School 


Out  of  this  incident  has  come  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Frank  W.  Price  Sunday  School,  lo- 
cated in  the  same  community  and  at  present  it 
has  an  enrollment  of  about  60.  Thus  far  the 
meetings  have  been  held  in  a  tobacco  packing 
house.  However,  a  lot  of  an  acre  has  been  do- 
nated by  a  retired  Methodist  minister,  where 
within  the  next  six  weeks  a  surplus  government 
chapel  will  be  located  as  the  permanent  home  of 
this  group.  Under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Dr. 
H.  J.  Dudley  and  a  corps  of  his  members  much 
interest  and  enthusiasm  is  being  manifested  in 
the  church  that  started  with  pad  and  pencil. 
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Home  for  the  Aged  in  North 
Carolina  Synod 

Rev.  R.  Murphy  Williams,  Field  Representative 
Over  a  period  of  50  years  in  the  ministry  I 
have  never  seen  a  more  altruistic  attitude  than 
that  shown  by  the  people  of  North  Carolina  dur- 
ing this  polio  epidemic.  It  has  been  heart-warm- 
ing to  see  the  marvelous  response  of  all  classes 
to  the  tragic  need  of  young  mothers  and  children, 
stricken  by  this  mysterious  disease.  Perhaps  it 
takes  a  spectacular  outbreak  of  this  kind  to 
arouse  us  to  immediate  action. 

Never  in  the  history  of  our  State,  perhaps,  has 
there  been  the  building  of  a  hospital  so  quickly 
as  the  erection  of  the  Polio  Hospital  in  Guilford 
County  with  the  voluntary  gifts  of  money,  ma- 
terials and  labor,  not  only  from  individuals,  but 
also  from  contractors,  corporations,  and  labor 
unions. 

All  this  confirms  our  confidence  in  the  innate 
goodness  of  God's  people.  For  many  months  we 
have  been  reminded  of  the  inroads  of  cancer,  tu- 
berculosis, heart  disease  and  the  infirmities  of 
old  age.  These  have  come  so  gradually  that  we 
have  not  been  moved  to  immediate  action. 

In  my  judgment,  one  of  the  most  pressing 
needs  of  our  time  is  the  care  of  old  people,  and 
to  this  end,  I  am  striving  to  arouse  others  to 
the  importance  of  building  a  Home  for  the  Aged 
where  their  declining  years  may  be  spent  in 
quiet  security.  There  are  thousands  of  elderly 
men  and  women  in  North  Carolina  who  are  facing 
the  future  in  fear,  seeking  not  only  physical 
maintenance,  but  also  loving  care. 

We  rejoice  in  all  that  is  being  done  for  unfor- 
tunate youth,  in  an  effort  to  make  strong  bodies 
and  well  trained  hearts  and  minds.  "These  ought 
ye  to  have  done  and  not  to  have  left  the  other 
undone". 

May  we  hope  that  the  attention  of  people  in 
our  State  may  be  turned  to  the  tragic  needs  of 
thousands  of  elderly  persons,  whose  happiness 
would  be  much  more  complete  if  they  could  be 
assured  of  the  future. 

Activities  in  the  Johnston  County 
Field 

Rev.  Denver  S.  Blevins,  Pastor 

The  churches  which  compose  the  Johnston 
County  Field  are  Center  Ridge,  Mizpah  and  Oak 
Grove.  The  one  project  which  has  combined  the 
efforts  of  all  three  churches  was  redecorating 
the  manse.  The  lovely  and  adequate  seven-room 
manse  has  been  completely  redecorated  this 
year.  The  woodwork  on  the  exterior  has  been  re- 
painted. In  the  kitchen  cabinets  have  been  built 
in  and  inlaid  linoleum  put  on  the  floor  with  all 
the  woodwork  painted  white.  The  floors  in  the 
other  rooms  of  the  manse  have  been  sanded  and 
varnished  while  the  walls  in  the  living  room,  din- 
ing room,  hall  and  bath  have  been  repapered.  The 
bath  has  completely  been  redone  with  inlaid 
linoleum  put  on  the  floor  and  imitation  tile  sid- 


ing around  the  wall.  All  this  has  been  done  by 
the  churches  of  the  field.  The  Home  Mission 
Committee  of  the  Granville  Presbytery  has  prom- 
ised to  install  Venetian  blinds.  We  hope  this  will 
be  done  soon. 

The  Oak  Grove  Church  has  a  big  building  pro- 
gram which  consists  of  building  four  new  Sunday 
School  rooms,  a  vestibule,  a  steeple,  and  com- 
pletely renovating  the  sanctuary.  The  first  unit 
of  this  building  program  has  been  completed 
which  included  the  building  of  the  four  Sunday 
School  rooms.  The  remainder  of  the  building  pro- 
gram is  hoped  to  be  completed  this  fall.  The  con- 
gregation has  been  assisted  in  their  building  pro- 
gram by  the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  Gran- 
ville Presbytery  and  of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

The  church  is  growing  spiritually  as  she  en- 
larges and  beautifies  her  physical  su'uccure.  Tne 
Sunday  School  has  recently  been  reorganized  and 
the  attendance  ranges  from  50  upward.  Whereas 
heretofore  the  attendance  ranged  from  25  down- 
ward. The  attendance  of  church  services  show  a 
marked  increase.  One  of  the  largest  daily  vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools  in  the  history  of  the  church 
was  conducted  this  summer  with  around  50  in 
attendance.  The  Young  People  are  clamoring  for 
a  Presbyterian  Youth  Fellowship.  We  are  hoping 
that  this  group  can  be  organized  in  the  early 
fall.  The  men  of  the  church  have  also  expressed 
a  desire  to  organize'  themselves.  This  church  is 
looking  forward  to  having  the  Reverend  M.  O. 
Summers  to  be  with  us  for  our  annual  evangelistic 
meeting  this  fall. 

The  Mizpah  Church  is  dreaming  of  a  brand 
new  church  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  The 
present  church  building  erected  in  1912  is  wholly 
inadequaie  for  the  thriving  and  growing  congre- 
gation and  Sunday  School.  The  Sunday  School 
attendance  is  about  75  and  for  the  first  time  in 
its  history  we  almost  had  to  turn  away  boys  and 
girls  from  Bible  School  for  the  simple  reason  of 
inadequate  facilities.  Unless  our  facilities  are  in- 
creased by  next  year  we  are  going  to  be  forced 
to  have  two  schools  with  half  attending  one  and 
half  the  other.  The  church  is  sponsoring  a  Boy 
Scout  troop  in  the  community  and  a  great  work 
is  being  done  through  this  organization. 

Recently  four  young  men  ranging  from  18-30 
years  of  age  were  elected  and  installed.  This  is 
truly  a  young  people's  church.  The  church  is 
challenged  by  one  of  the  greatest  evangelistic 
opportunities  to  be  found  anywhere.  Our  cry  is 
"We  want  a  new  church". 

The  activities  in  the  Center  Ridge  Church 
are  numerous  and  diversified.  This  is  the  only 
church  in  the  field  with  a  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  Miss 
Mazelle  Godwin  is  president  and  the  group  is 
growing  and  teeming  with  activities.  The  Sunday 
school  is  growing  rapidly  and  has  long  since  out- 
grown our  present  plant.  A  comparatively  few 
years  ago  three  Sunday  School  rooms  were  built 
but  they  have  been  filled  and  are  overflowing. 
The  church  is  now  faced  with  building  addition- 
al Sunday  School  rooms.  One  of  the  largest  Bible 
Schools  in  its  history  was  conducted  there  this

When  Queens  College  opens  for  the  1948-49 
scholastic  year  on  September  20,  Miss  Amy  Ching, 
a  graduate  of  the  department  of  Economics,  Na- 
tional Chengchi  College,  Nanking,  China,  will  be 
registered  as  a  member  of  the  student  body. 
Funds  for  her  college  expenses  were  raised  large- 
ly by  Queens  students  through  the  Student  Chris- 
tian Association,  and  Miss  Ching  was  selected 
by  the  Missions  Committee  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.,  as  the  Chinese  student  to  attend 
this  church-owned  college. 

Miss  Ching  is  the  daughter  of  the  business 
manager  of  the  Goldsby  King  Memorial  Hospital 
in  Chinkiang.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Shanghai 
Community  Church,  a  Christian  group  which  is 
interdenominational  and  international,  and  her 
parents  are  Christians  of  long  standing. 

Since  her  graduation  from  a  professional  col- 
lege a  year  ago,  she  has  been  employed  as  an  ac- 
countant in  a  Shanghai  bank.  In  her  own  time 
she  has  made  statistical  charts  and  graphs  for 
a  chain  of  banks  because  of  the  lack  of  this  type 
of  skilled  worker.  While  at  Queens,  she  will  se- 
lect a  liberal  arts  program  with  emphasis  on 
Bible,  education,  and  English  -  believing  that 
such  studies  will  increase  her  effectiveness  as  a 
Christian  worker  when  she  returns  to  China. 

A  total  of  $1800  has  been  raised  by  Queens 
students  to  pay  the  major  part  of  Miss  Ching's 
college  expenses.  In  addition  to  the  amount  of 
student  funds,  the  Foreign  Missions  Committee  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  has  granted  $750  to- 
ward her  education,  and  the  Queens  College 
Board  of  Trustees  has  allocated  $250  for  the  same 
purpose.  It  is  estimated  that  travelling  expenses 
alone  will  amount  to  $1000. 

The  three-fold  purpose  in  bringing  the  Chinese 
student  to  Queens  is:  To  promote  good  will,  to 
extend  foreign  mission  work,  and  to  equip  a 
Chinese  national  to  do  better  work  in  her  home 
country  by  receiving  training  in  an  American 
Christian  college. 

The  opening  date  of  the  college  has  been 
changed  from  September  14  to  September  20  to 
allow  more  time  for  the  completion  of  the  con- 
struction work  now  being  done  on  the  campus.  A 
new  heating  plant,  that  will  serve  all  buildings, 
has  been  installed  during  the  summer;  and  two 
classrooms  and  several  faculty  offices  will  be 
housed  in  the  first  section  of  the  Student  Union 
which  was  begun  early  in  the  summer.  The  Sci- 
ence Building  is  being  enlarged  and  completely 
renovated  to  include  all  facilities  needed  by  the 
several  departments  of  the  Division  of  Science. 


summer  with  around  60  children  in  attendance.

We  are  looking  forward  to  having  the  Rev- 
erend Joseph  Lansinger,  pastor  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church  in  Smithfield  to  conduct  our  annual 
evangelistic  meeting  this  fall. 


Official  ground-breaking  ceremonies  for  the 
new  $600,000  gymnasuim  at  Davidson  College 
were  conducted  July  23.  A  brief  program  included 
the  singing  of  the  college  Alma  Mater  song,  "All 
Hail,  O  Davidson",  a  responsive  reading  of  the 
Scriptures,  a  prayer,  and  the  shoveling  of  earth 
by  President  Cunningham.  Grouped  about  him 
were  members  of  the  administration,  a  large 
number  of  townspeople,  and  the  students  attend- 
ing the  summer  session. 

The  location  of  the  new  gynasium  is  imme- 
diately north  of  the  stadium  and  on  the  same 
central  north  and  south  axis.  It  will  serve  as  a 
recreation  center,  and  a  social  center  for  the  ap- 
proximately 1000  students  who  are  now  enrolled 
at  Davidson  during  the  regular  term.  The  plans 
drawn  by  H.  Raymond  Weeks,  Inc.,  of  Durham, 
call  for  a  total  floor  space  of  47,000  feet,  and  over- 
all, outside  dimensions  of  134  feet  by  145  feet.  A 
four-lane  swimming  pool  of  regulation  size,  75 
by  28  feet,  will  occupy  the  east  wing  of  the 
structure. 

The  contractors  are  Thompson  and  Street  of 
Charlotte.  It  is  estimated  that  18  months  will  be 
required  to  complete  the  work.  No  long  delays 
are  anticipated  in  securing  the  necessary  ma- 
terials. 

In  1942-43,  alumni  and  friends  of  the  college 
contributed  $280,000  which  was  the  amount  then 
thought  to  be  needed.  Delay  of  construction  has 
been  postponed  to  this  time  because  of  the  shor- 
tage of  materials  and  the  war-time  building  re- 
strictions. College  Trustees  and  others  interested 
in  Davidson  are  confident  that  additional  funds 
for  this  program  will  be  secured. 

The  1948  session  will  open  with  over  a  thous- 
and students  in  attendance,  the  largest  enroll- 
ment in  Davidson's  history.  This  year  more  than 
1,000  applications  were  received  for  the  250  va- 
cancies. A  large  number  of  applications  have  al- 
ready been  received  for  1949,  and  several  for  the 
years  extending  through  1952. 

New  members  of  the  faculty  for  the  1948  ses- 
sion include  Dr.  Charles  Godcharles,  Professor 
of  Psychology;  Mr.  Jay  H.  Ostwalt,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Education;  Mr.  James  Y.  Causey,  Pro- 
fessor of  Spanish;  Dr.  James  S.  Purcell,  Jr.,  As-

The  aim  of  Flora  Macdonald  College  is  "To 
produce  carefully  developed  and  thoroughly  edu- 
cated Christian  women  prepared  to  do  their  life 
work  successfully  in  the  home,  school  room,  or 
wherever  duty  may  call  them".  To  this  end,  it  is 
the  purpose  of  Flora  Macdonald  to  provide  a  well- 
balanced  educational  program  of  excellent  qual- 
ity which  will  develop  young  women  intellectual- 
ly, spiritually,  and  culturally  and  to  prepare  them 
for  useful  vocations  in  life.  For  fifty-two  year^ 
Flora  Macdonald  has  been  engaged  in  this  en- 
deavor, and  thousands  of  her  alumnae  are  use- 
fully and  happily  serving  in  the  homes  and  com- 
munities of  the  country. 

Sixty  members  of  the  Class  of  1948  have  made 
a  fine  beginning  in  the  fulfillment  of  this  aim. 
Seven  are  engaged  in  full-time  religious  work; 
forty  have  accepted  positions  in  the  public 
schools;  and  others  are  engaged  in  various  vo- 
cations or  have  married. 

In  addition  to  the  graduates,  fifty  young  wo- 
men completed  the  one  or  two-year  course.  They, 
too,  are  contributing  to  the  life  of  the  communi- 
ties wherever  they  are  employed. 

Those,  who  for  various  reasons  did  not  gradu- 
ate or  complete  their  college  training  but  who 
enjoyed  the  advantages  of  Flora  Macdonald  Col- 
lege, are  rendering  a  worthwhile  service  to  the 
homes  which  they  have  founded  and  to  the  com- 
munities in  which  they  live. 

The  aim  of  Flora  Macdonald  is  also  delight- 
fully illustrated  by  the  Class  of  1938  in  a  booklet 
prepared  by  the  class  president,  Mrs.  Bea  John- 
ston Gilman,  entitled  "Reunion  by  Mail"  or  "A 
Decade  with  the  Class  of  '38".  Each  member  of 
the  class  was  requested  to  furnish  a  brief  account 
of  her  life  in  this  period.  Of  the  64  graduates, 
52  are  married,  nine  have  done  graduate  work, 
37  have  taught  school,  and  three  have  been  en- 
gaged in  full-time  religious  work,  two  of  whom 
are  missionaries  in  foreign  countries  and  eight 
are  engaged  in  other  vocations.  The  record  is  one 
of  which  any  college  might  well  be  proud.

Peace  College  opens  its  77th  term  the  week  of 
September  13.  Registration  has  been  at  capacity 
figure  since  early  Spring.  We  are  anticipating  the 
new  term  with  a  great  interest  and  enthusiasm. 
Renewed  effort  and  study  has  been  in  progress  at 
the  college  during  the  past  two  years  toward 
strengthening  the  academic  and  social  program. 

Since  we  are  a  small  college  and  limited  in 
our  enrollment,  it  is  to  our  best  interest  to  se- 
lect prospective  students  with  a  great  deal  of 
care.  In  order  to  maintain  a  high  academic 
standing  and  at  the  same  time  secure  an  alert

THE  GREATER  FREEDOM 

A  professor  in  a  state  supported  college  must 
be  very  careful  not  to  express  himself  on  religious 
matters  lest  he  violate  the  separation  of  church 
and  state.  According  to  the  recent  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Champain  Case,  no 
religious  instruction  of  any  sort  can  be  permitted 
on  public  school  property.  The  church-supported 
college  has  the  privilege  of  following  truth  wher- 
ever it  leads  and  passing  on  to  youth  the  highest 
wisdom  attained.  Religion  is  not  taboo.  We  can 
teach  the  truth  as  God  gives  us  to  see  the  truth. 
We  can  teach  that  "the  fear  of  God  is  the  be- 
ginning of  wisdom."  We  can  speak  of  God's  holi- 
ness, justice,  and  glorious  grace.  The  church  col- 
lege must  now  carry  the  torch  of  academic  free- 
dom. Only  an  education  which  includes  religious 
instruction  can  fit  men  for  the  whole  of  life  and 
also  for  the  future  life.

BUILDING  FUNDS  BADLY  NEEDED 

On  July  29th,  at  a  meeting  of  a  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Trustees,  action  was  taken  ap- 
proving an  effort  to  secure  $50,000  in  gifts  from 
friends  of  Christian  Education  to  complete  the 
building  program.  Funds  are  needed  at  once  for 
some  pressing  renovations.  Our  dormitory  needs 
to  have  the  shower  rooms  relocated  because  damp- 
ness has  caused  such  deterioration  to  the  wood 
supports  that  tempoiary  props  have  been  neces- 
sary. A  stairwell  of  concrete  construction  will 
contain  the  new  shower  rooms.  This  is  a  critical 
need  which  will  require  about  $10,000.  Our  Chem- 
istry Department  is  having  to  mark  time  until 
the  new  laboratory  is  completed.  We  have  had  to 
stop  work  on  it  because  the  building  funds  have 
been  all  used  up.  Our  hope  is  that  many  Pres- 
byterian Friends  all  over  the  Synod  can  send  us 
gifts  which  will  permit  this  work  to  go  on.

Forty-six  new  students  will  enter  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  September,  making  the  1948- 
49  student  body  the  largest  in  twenty  years.  The 
total  undergraduate  student  body  will  number 
127  men.  Dormitory  and  dining  facilities  of  the 
Seminary  will  be  taxed  to  the  limit  in  order  to 
accommodate  this  group. 

Another  outstanding  group  of  foreign  exchange 
students  is  expected  this  session,  coming  for  a 
year  of  study  under  special  scholarships.  Students 
will  come  to  Richmond  from  Germany,  France, 
and  Hungary.  Three  foreign  students  from  Hol- 
land and  Czechoslovakia  completed  a  year  of  study 
at  the  end  of  the  1947-48  session. 

The  Seminary  library  has  been  designated  as 
recipient  of  the  bulk  of  the  library  of  the  late 
Dr.  Daniel  J.  Brimm,  professor  of  Bible  at  Pres- 
byterian College  for  forty  years  and  father  of  the 
Union  librarian,  Dr.  Henry  M.  Brimm.  The  library 
numbers  over  7,000  volumes  and  contains  many 
valuable  theological  works.  Among  the  rare  sets 
is  the  Walton  Polyglot,  published  in  1650  in  thir- 
teen languages  and  regarded  by  Biblical  scholars 
as  the  most  accurate  and  valuable  works  of  its 
type. 

The  most  recent  addition  to  the  Seminary 
staff  is  the  Rev.  Fred  R.  Stair,  who  will  serve  as 
as  assistant  to  the  president.  Mr.  Stair  is  a  na- 
tive of  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  a  graduate  of  David- 
son College  and  Union  Theological  Seminary.  He 
served  as  an  infantry  officer  in  World  War  II, 
reaching  the  rank  of  captain.  He  completed  a 
year's  study  on  the  Salem  Church  Fellowship, 
receiving  the  Master  of  Theology  degree  from 
Union  Seminary  in  May,  1948. 

Dr.  John  Newton  Thomas,  professor  of  sys- 
tematic theology,  will  return  from  his  sabbatical 
leave  of  absence  to  rejoin  the  faculty  for  the  fall 
term.  Dr.  Thomas  spent  the  spring  months  in 
residence  at  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York,  and  during  the  summer  studied  at  the  Uni- 
versities of  Zurich  and  Basel  and  attended  the  in- 
augural meeting  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

The  seventh  annual  summer  session  was  con- 
ducted in  August,  approximately  60  ministers  in 
attendance,  according  to  Dean  Donald  W.  Rich- 
ardson. Courses  were  taught  by  Drs.  Balber  H. 
Kelly,  Donald  G.  Miller,  James  E.  Bear,  and  James 
F.  Hardie.  Dr.  Hardie  was  a  visiting  member 
of  the  summer  school  faculty,  coming  from  his 
home  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  where  he  serves 
the  Broadway  Church,  to  teach  a  course  in  Old 
Testament  literature. 

The  Seminary  field  work  program  sent  men 
into  fourteen  states,  where  they  engaged  in  many 
types  of  activity.  Prof.  James  Appleby,  director  of 
the  field  work  department,  reported  that  students 
were  supplying  vacant  churches,  assisting  pas- 
tors of  city  churches,  working  under  the  super- 
vision of  home  mission  committees,  teaching  in 
college,  traveling  for  denominational  agencies,

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Annual  Meeting 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Women  of  the 
Church,  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  will  be  held 
October  19,  20,  21.  Because  of  a  conflict  in  dates 
with  the  Foreign  Missions  Program  of  Advance 
meeting  being  held  in  Charlotte,  a  called  meeting 
of  the  Synodical  Executive  Board  was  held  in 
Montreat  on  July  26  to  consider  ways  of  cooperat- 
ing with  those  in  charge  of  the  Charlotte  meet- 
ing. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  those  present  that  such 
adjustments  as  are  necessary  to  allow  the  women 
to  attend  the  interdenominational  meeting  the 
evening  of  the  19th  should  be  made.  After  pray- 
erful consideration  it  was  voted  to  make  certain 
changes  in  the  usual  schedule.  At  this  writing 
—August  4— the  program  committee  is  working  on 
the  following  plans:  That  the  executive  board 
meet  in  Charlotte  the  afternoon  of  October  19; 
and  as  a  pre-synodical  session,  all  the  women 
entitled  to  entertainment  by  the  hostess  church 
group  be  especially  urged  to  attend  the  evening 
session  of  the  Foreign  Missions  Program  of  Ad- 
vance. This  is  an  open  meeting  and  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  many  others  will  avail  themselves  of 
this  privilege. 

The  usual  double  cards  will  be  sent  out  by  the 
Shelby  Women  of  the  Church  and  it  is  asked  that 
they  be  returned  promptly,  stating  when  enter- 
tainment is  desired.  Those  officers  and  delegates 
who  do  not  prefer  to  arrange  for  their  own  en- 
tertainment for  Tuesday  night  will  be  expected 
to  go  to  Shelby  following  the  meeting.  It  is  a  dis- 
tance of  forty  miles  from  Charlotte  to  Shelby  and 
plans  will  be  made  for  meeting  or  directing  dele- 
gates upon  their  arrival  in  Shelby. 

It  is  regrettable  that  such  changes  in  the 
usual  schedule  of  the  Synodical  meeting  seemed 
necessary,  but  for  a  meeting  of  this  importance 
the  board  felt  justified  in  making  the  changes.  In 
the  schedules  of  simultaneous  Foreign  Missions 


meetings,  Atlanta,  Richmond  and  Birmingham  are 
the  next  nearest  points.  With  the  co-operation 
of  all  concerned  it  is  the  hope  of  the  program 
committee  that  no  great  inconvenience  will  be 
caused  anyone — and  the  meeting  should  prove  a 
blessing  to  us  all. 


The  Training  School  at  Montreat,  July  21-28, 
was  well  attended  and  most  helpful.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  tabulation  of  attendance  from  the  North 
Carolina  Synod:  Albemarle  7;  Concord  32;  Fay- 
etteville  33;  Granville  16;  Kings  Mountain  18;

We  do  not  feel  so  strange  to  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Program  of  the  Synod,  for  we  are  endeavoring 
to  get  in  position  to  care  for  some  of  the  people 
the  workers  will  win  when  they  are  no  longer  able 
to  fend  for  themselves.  We  would  like  for  the 
workers,  as  they  make  their  appeal,  to  be  able 
to  say  that  our  church  has  careful  thought  for 
all  those  in  the  fellowship,  and  that  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave.  The  writer  thinks  it  would 
be  fine  to  enlarge  the  Baby  Cottage  up  at  Bar- 
ium Springs  so  as  to  care  for  real  babies  instead 
of  stopping  at  Knee  Babies!  I  know  the  reasons, 
but  why  should  the  lambs  be  shut  out  because 
they  are  too  young? 

Why  should  the  old  sheep  be  turned  out  on  the 
highway  in  the  time  of  storm  because  they  are 
old?

The  Church  of  the  Covenant,  Cypress  and 
Cameron  Hill  Group  of  Churches 

The  new  Church  building  at  Cameron  Hill  has 
almost  reached  the  state  of  completion.  We  ex- 
pect to  have  the  dedication  service  in  the  near 
future.  The  building  is  a  frame  structure  35  x 
40  feet.  The  carpenter  work  has  been  done  almost 
entirely  by  the  people  of  the  community.  A  new 
heating  plant  has  just  been  installed  in  the 
church.  The  old  church  building  has  been  con- 
verted into  Sunday  School  rooms  and  connected 
to  the  main  auditorium  by  a  school  building,  and 


when  completed  will  give  us  nine  rooms  in  our 
educational  Department.  At  present  we  are  using 
these  rooms  for  classes,  and  hope  to  have  them 
completed  in  six  or  eight  months. 

Our  Sunday  School  has  an  enrollment  of  over 
one  hundred.  We  secured  an  old  school  bus  and 
it  is  being  used  to  transport  pupils  to  and  from 
the  School  every  Sunday.  The  work  at  present 
is  making  steady  progress  and  the  future  is  very 
promising. 

We  have  just  closed  a  very  successful  week's 
meeting.  The  pastor  was  very  ably  assisted  by 
Rev.  Chalmers  F.  McCutchen,  Sanford,  N.  C.  There 
were  fourteen  additions  to  the  church:  four  by 
profession  of  faith  and  ten  by  letter. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  hold  meetings  at  the 
Church  of  the  Covenant  and  Cypress  Churches. 
The  Sunday  School  at  Cypress  is  doing  an  ex- 
cellent work.  Six  new  members  were  received  re- 
cently at  the  Covenant  Church — one  by  profession 
and  five  by  letter.

WHY  SHOULD  SUCH  A  DAY  OF  PRAYER  BE 
OBSERVED? 

1.  The  boys  and  girls  in  State  Schools  and  in  our 
own  Schools  have  a  high  place  in  our  hearts. 
They  need  the  continued  interest  and  prayers 
of  the  Church,  and  they  face  many  problems 
during  the  period  of  preparation  of  this  life's 
work. 

2.  Our  own  Church  Schools  and  Colleges  are  fac- 
ing unusual  problems  at  the  present  time.  The 
problem  of  financing  is  exceeding  difficult.  The 
cost  of  everything  pertaining  to  educations  has 
increased  to  an  alarming  degree.  Fees  cannot 
be  further  increased,  if  the  students  from  the 
average  home  are  to  be  admitted.  The  Presi- 
dents and  their  associates  need  the  earnest 
prayers  of  the  whole  Church. 

HOW  TO  OBSERVE  THE  DAY  OF  PRAYER? 

Pastors  and  church  leaders  will  naturally  work 
out  plans  appropriate  to  local  situations.  How- 
ever, the  listing  of  students  on  the  Church  Bul- 
letin, or  reading  their  names  would  be  helpful 
to  the  congregation.

If  the  entire  Davidson  student  body  wished  to 
go  into  a  church  building  to  worship,  it  would 
have  to  go  off  its  campus  and  twenty  miles  away 
to  do  so. 

And  yet  the  student  body  and  faculty  does  have 
its  corporate  worship  services  five  times  weekly 
and  on  Sunday  evenings.  It  also  has  its  Sunday 
School  classes,  its  Wednesday  night  Prayer  Serv- 
ices, and  carries  forward  a  strong  Y.  M.  C.  A.  pro- 
gram. But  none  of  these  are  in  the  small  Pres- 
byterian Church  building  on  the  edge  of  the  cam- 
pus. The  daily  Chapel  services  and  the  Sunday 
Vespers  are  held  in  Chambers  Auditorium,  which 
was  never  intended  to  be  a  church  building.  The 
Sunday  School  class  meets  in  the  old  library  build- 
ing, now  known  as  the  Guest  House,  and  the 
Westminster  Fellowship  meets  in  the  Music  Hall. 
There  is  no  Chapel  or  room  for  private  devotions  in 
the  Church. 

In  order  to  improve  this  situation,  Davidson 
College  has  embarked  upon  a  Development  Pro- 
gram in  which  it  seeks  additional  funds  to  sup- 
plement those  previously  raised  in  1942  to  build 
the  new  church.  This  new  church,  incidentally, 
was  officially  requested  by  Dr.  Lingle  in  1930.  A 
number  of  other  projects,  of  course,  are  included 
in  the  Development  Program  which  asks  for  a 
total  sum  of  $2,500,000. 

Those  who  love  and  support  Davidson  Col- 
lege are  disturbed  that  this  church-related  school 
has  been  without  adequate  church  support  for 
so  long.  We  all  recognize  that  the  most  important 
fact  about  Davidson  College  is  its  organic  rela- 
tionship to  the  Church  of  Christ.  The  idea  for 
the  organization  of  the  College  was  conceived  in 
the  Church.  The  most  powerful  motivation  for 
the  development  of  the  College  has  been  supplied 
by  the  Church.  The  primary  distinction  of  David- 
son College  as  over  against  other  fine  universities 
and  colleges  is  the  combination  of  a  thorough 
education  with  a  spiritual  motivation  and  pur- 
pose. The  reason  some  members  of  the  faculty 
are  attracted  to  Davidson  is  its  connection  with 
the  Church.  They  remain  with  the  College  when 
more  remunerative  offers  are  made  to  them  be- 
cause they  prefer  to  teach  in  a  Christian  College 
of  this  type.  Many  students  come  to  Davidson 
because  it  will  prepare  them  for  the  preaching 
of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Parents  send  their  sons 
to  the  College  because  they  want  the  Christian 
atmosphere  to  permeate  the  education  which  they 
desire  for  them.  They  want  their  son's  social 
and  athletic  life  to  have  the  elevating  and  purify- 
ing influence  of  Christian  ideals. 

A  recent  study  indicates  that  fully  90  per  cent 
of  Davidson  graduates  are  active  churchmen 
and  that  its  number  of  sons  in  the  ministry  make 
an  impressive  picture. 

Of  the  275  active  ministers  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  Davidson  College  has  trained  130. 

Of  the  1,993  active  ministers  in  the  entire  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  Davidson  College  has  trained  511. 

Of  the  315  individuals  serving  in  key  leader- 
ship positions  on  the  permanent  committees  of 


Queens  College  Begins  Program  of  Adult 
Education 

Again  increasing  its  educational  scope,  Queens 
has  begun  the  EVENING  COLLEGE,  a  program  of 
instruction  for  adults.  The  program  was  begun 
in  October  after  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  pro- 
grams in  other  institutions  and  after  careful  plan- 
ning by  administrators  and  instructors  who  be- 
lieve that  the  college  can  fill  a  need  in  the  adult 
field  by  offering  night  classes.  The  location  of 
the  college  in  Charlotte,  the  largest  city  in  the 
Carolinas,  makes  the  classes  available  to  a  large 
number  of  persons. 

The  courses  this  year  are  few  in  number  be- 
cause Queens  intends  to  do  work  of  a  high  aca- 
demic standard.  There  will  be  opportunity  for  ex- 
pansion as  the  facilities  of  the  college  increase 
and  as  the  public  becomes  acquainted  with  the  new 
program.  Courses  carry  college  credit;  and  classes 
in  general,  meet  one  night  each  week.  Courses 
now  being  conducted  in  the  EVENING  COLLEGE 
are:  Accounting,  English  Composition,  Great  Books 
and  Spanish.  With  the  exception  of  the  courses 
in  accounting,  which  is  taught  by  a  local  account- 
ing expert,  the  courses  are  conducted  by  mem- 
bers of  the  college  faculty. 

Particular  interest  has  been  shown  in  the 
course  in  Great  Books.  This  course,  conducted 
by  three  members  of  the  Queens  faculty,  deals 
with  selections  from  the  outstandingly  important 
books  of  the  past  2,000  years.  These  books  may 
aid  men  in  their  thinking  today  as  they  try  to  see 
this  present  civilization  objectively  and  in  the 
light  of  history.  This  summation  of  the  wisdom 
of  great  minds — in  great  books — is  available  to 
persons  who  are  willing  to  do  the  serious  reading 
required  in  the  prospectus  of  the  EVENING  COL- 
LEGE.

Thanks  to  the  many  contributors  to  the  Im- 
provement fund,  several  substantial  improvements 
were  made  to  the  college  building  during  the 
summer  which  gave  it  "the  new  look"  when  college 
opened.  The  stairways,  completely  worn  out  by 
the  feet  of  several  generations  of  students,  re- 
ceived new  treads,  and  these  were  covered  with 
brown  battleship  linoleum  and  finished  with  alum- 
inum moulding  on  the  edges.  All  of  the  corridors 
in  the  building  were  sanded  and  covered  with  the 
same  type  of  linoleum. 

All  dormitory  rooms  and  corridors  were  painted 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  which  had  been 
painted  within  a  year  or  so.  A  two-bed  isolation 
ward,  which  has  been  greatly  needed  at  times,  was 
added  to  the  Infirmary,  the  Infirmary  floor  cov- 
ered with  green  battleship  linoleum,  and  the  walls 
painted. 

The  Women  of  Fayetteville  Presbytery  refur- 
nished East  Second  Dormitory  with  maple  furni- 
ture, including  Hollywood  beds,  in  memory  of 
Mrs.  Flora  Shaw  Page,  whose  name  the  Hall  will 
bear  hereafter.  The  Women  of  Orange  Presbytery 
refurnished  seven  rooms  of  their  Hall,  East  Sec- 
ond, with  the  same  kind  of  furniture,  and  the 
Women  of  Wilmington  Presbytery,  nine  rooms  on 
their  Hall,  Vardell  Second.  Both  of  these  or- 
ganizations will  complete  their  refurnishing  pro- 
grams during  the  year.  The  gratitude  of  the  Col- 
lege is  hereby  expressed  to  the  Women  of  the. 
Presbyteries  for  their  loyal  and  generous  co-opera- 
tion. 

Linoleum  was  laid  down  the  center  aisle  of 
the  Auditorium,  around  in  front  of  the  stage,  and 
on  the  stairs  to  the  stage.  The  floor  of  the  stage 
was  sanded  and  refinished.  This  was  done  to  be 
in  keeping  with  the  beautiful  dark  blue  velvet  cur- 
tain, which  is  hung  on  a  steel  track,  the  gift  to 
the  College  of  the  Class  of  1948  and  this  year's 
Senior  Class. 

The  College  received  a  fine  group  of  118  stu- 
dents in  September.  Sixty-three  seniors  are  ex- 
pected to  graduate  next  June. 

Flora  Macdonald  College  is  experiencing  a 
change  of  administrations.  In  its  long  history  of 
fifty-two  years,  it  has  had  but  two  presidents,  Dr. 
Charles  G.  Vardell,  President  Emeritus,  now  88, 
was  president  for  thirty-four  years,  and  Dr.  Henry 
G.  Bedinger,  the  past  eighteen  years.  Dr.  Bedinger 
resigned  in  the  summer,  to  return  to  the  pastorate. 
He  severed  his  connection  with  the  College  Oc- 
tober 19,  to  become  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Pineville. 

The  Trustees  honored  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bedinger 
at  a  dinner  the  evening  of  October  14,  attended 
by  students,  faculty,  trustees,  and  a  few  guests, 
350  people  in  all.  Attention  was  called  to  the 
fact  that  Dr.  Bedinger  became  president  in  1930 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Depression  and  brought 
the  College  through  that  difficult  period  success- 
fully, and  also  that  during  his  administration  a 
large  accumulated  debt  was  liquidated,  the  Im- 
provement Fund  Campaign  was  carried  out,  which

Peace  College  opened  its  77th  session  on  sche- 
dule September  13,  1948,  in  spite  of  the  widespread 
concern  over  the  polio  epidemic  and  with  capacity 
enrollment. 

New  members  of  the  faculty  this  year  in- 
clude Ruby  Clarke,  Mitchell,  Georgia,  head  of  the 
science  department;  Belle  Thorp  Oxford,  commer- 
cial subjects;  Alice  Welch  Jones,  Springfield,  Ken- 
tucky, Librarian;  Catherine  Lake,  Lakewood,  Ohio, 
instructor  of  piano;  Mrs.  Sally  Davis,  Greenville, 
school  nurse;  Mrs.  William  Haynes,  secretary  to 
the  President. 

Considerable  repair  and  renovation  work  was 
completed  on  the  campus  this  summer  and  when 
the  girls  resumed  their  studies  this  fall  they 
found  that  the  dining  hall,  the  infirmary,  East 
Dormitory  and  the  Bookstore  had  taken  on  a 
"New  Look". 

Since  the  polio  epidemic  was  still  a  serious 
threat  during  the  month  of  September,  church 
services  for  Peace  students  were  held  on  the 
campus  for  the  first  two  Sundays  of  the  new 
term.  Dr.  James  E.  Bear  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  of  Richmond  and  Dr.  Charles  McRae 
of  Hampden  Sydney  College  were  the  guest  preach- 
ers. This  is  probably  the  first  time  that  Sunday 
morning  services  have  been  held  on  the  campus. 
It  has  been  the  custom  through  the  years  to  re- 
quire church  attendance,  but  the  girls  have  been 
permitted  to  attend  the  church  of  their  choice  in 
Raleigh. 

Mrs.  C.  E.  Bar-rus  of  Clinton,  was  elected  Chair- 
man of  the  Peace  College  Advisory  Board  at  its 
initial  meeting  on  the  campus  November  3  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  college  last  year,  the  Advi- 
sory Board  is  composed  of  four  women  from  each 
of  the  five  Presbyteries  which  own  Peace  College 
— Granville,  Orange,  Wilmington,  Albemarle,  and 
Kings  Mountain.  The  purpose  of  the  board  is 
to  promote  Peace  College  as  a  Church  college  and 
to  assist  the  college  in  furthering  its  emphasis 
on  Christian  Education.  Mrs.  Henry  Walker  of 
Kinston  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  group.

Seven  of 
the  Senior  class,  candidates  for  the  B.  D.  degree 
in  May,  were  recently  nominated  by  the  faculty 
as  recipients  of  fellowships  for  graduate  study. 
They  are  James  L.  Mays,  Louisville,  Ga.;  George 
Thomas  Brown,  Richmond,  Va.;  F.  Wellford  Hob- 
bie,  Roanoke,  Va.;  R.  Davis  Thomas,  Tampa,  Fla.; 
Fitzhugh  M.  Legerton,  Charleston,  S.  C;  Sam- 
uel W.  Newell,  Jr.,  Atlanta,  Ga.;  and  Robert  C. 
Vaughan,  Clarksville,  Va. 

At  a  meeting  on  November  17,  a  representa- 
tive group  of  the  "Friends  of  the  Seminary"  met 
to  take  action  on  a  project  for  next  year.  The 
meeting  was  presided  over  by  Mrs.  E.  C.  Hines  of 
Sanford,  N.  C,  chairman,  and  approximately  140 
Friends  convened  for  a  meeting  held  on  the  semi- 
nary campus.  Next  year's  project  will  be  deter- 
mined through  the  tabulation  of  a  straw  vote  soon 
to  be  taken  among  the  6,100  members  of  the  or- 
ganization. So  far  this  year,  the  Friends  have  pro- 
vided new  furniture  for  the  second  and  fourth 
floors  of  Watts  Hall  and  have  underwritten  the 
Conference  on  Christian  Vocation  conducted  an- 
nually at  the  seminary;  at  their  November  meet- 
ing they  also  voted  to  supply  steel  wardrobes  for 
all  dormitory  rooms  which  are  without  closets,  as 
an  additional  project  for  1947-48. 

President  Ben  R.  Lacy  has  announced  definite 
plans  for  a  drive  to  raise  $150,000  for  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  with  the  actual  solicitation 
period  to  be  January  18-28,  1949.  It  is  hoped  that 
urgent  needs  of  the  seminary's  physical  plant, 
student  athletic  facilities,  and  unrestricted  en- 
dowment will  be  met  by  these  funds,  which  are  to 
be  procured  from  citizens  of  Richmond  following 
up  the  celebration  in  October  of  Union's  50th  an- 
niversary in  Richmond. 

"We  have  a  pressing  need  for  a  professor's 
home,  increased  housing  facilities  for  our  record- 
breaking  student  body,  and  a  social  center  and 
athletic  equipment  for  these  men,"  Dr.  Lacy 
stated.  "In  addition,  we  must  obtain  endov/ment 
funds  sufficient  to  provide  adequate  professors' 
salaries  in  these  times  of  high  living  costs — par- 
ticularly since  the  addition  two  years  ago  of  a 
director  of  field  work,  which  placed  an  unusual 
demand  upon  our  finances,  yet  which,  in  provid- 
ing experienced  supervision  of  practical  student 
training,  is  meeting  the  very  purpose  for  which 
the  school  was  moved  from  Hampden-Sydney  to 
Richmond  50  years  ago."  Lewis  G.  Chewning,  real 
estate  executive  and  past  president  of  the  Rich- 
mond Chamber  of  Commerce,  has  been  appointed 
to  guide  the  campaign  and  together  with  Dr.  Lacy 


NEWS  OF  WHAT'S  NEW  AT  GLADE

NEW  "GYM":  The  old  "gym"  was  the  space  in 
front  of  the  auditorium  platform,  plus  a  bit  more 
space  made  by  pushing  three  rows  of  loose  chairs 
against  the  stationary  seats.

Over  500  alumni,  patrons,  and  students  at- 
tended various  phases  of  the  50th  aniversary  cele- 
bration held  on  October  5.  At  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion, Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  president  emeritus  of 
Davidson  College  and  a  member  of  the  Union  fa- 
culty at  the  time  of  its  removal  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  to  Richmond,  spoke  on  "The  Seminary 
Through  Fifty  Years."  Presiding  was  Dr.  James 
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Gray  McAllister,  professor  emeritus  of  Englisn  Bi- 
ble at  the  seminary  and  a  member  of  the  first  class 
to  enter  Union  after  its  removal  in  1898.  Tours  of 
the  campus,  open  house  in  faculty  homes,  and 
supper  followed  this  meeting.  The  evening  session 
was  devoted  to  addresses  by  Dr.  Douglas  S.  Free- 
man, eminent  historian  who  discussed  "Richmond 
Through  Fifty  Years;"  and  President  Lacy,  who 
spoke  on  "Through  Our  Next  Fifty  Years." 

Dr.  Carl  R.  Pritchett,  pastor  of  the  Davidson 
Presbyterian  Church,  delivered  a  series  of  three 
inspirational  addresses  at  the  seminary  on  No- 
vember 2-3.  A  joint  convocation  of  Union  and  the 
General  Assembly's  Training  School  met  for  each 
of  the  services.  Other  convocations  this  fall  have 
emphasized  the  ecumenical,  world-wide  church 
outlook  and  in  particular  the  Assembly  last  sum- 
mer in  Amsterdam  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches.  These  meetings  were  culminated  No- 
vember 4-6  when  a  delegation  of  18  Union  and  13 
Training  School  students  attended  a  regional  in- 
ter-seminary conference  at  Bethlehem,  Pa.  Two 
Union  seniors,  F.  Wellford  Hobbie  of  Roanoke,  Va. 
and  James  L.  Mays  of  Louisville,  Ga.,  are  cur- 
rently holding  the  offices  of  vice-president  and 
field  representative  respectively  of  the  region  em- 
bracing seminaries  in  the  states  from  New  York 
to  Virginia.

Assembly's  Training 
School,  Christian  Education  and  Negro  Work  de- 
pend upon  the  total  budget  for  their  Program  of 
Progress  "over-and-above."  They  have  been  given 
increased  percentages  in  the  budget.  Aside  from 
that,  the  Program  of  Progress  Stewardship  ob- 
jective is  primarily  concerned  with  raising  the 
level  of  our  sacrifice  of  self,  service,  and  substance. 
Let's  Raise  the  Total  Budget 

WHAT  IS  THE  PROGRAM  OF  PROGRESS 
FINANCIAL  QUOTA  FOR  MY  CHURCH? 

How  often  that  question  is  asked!  The  answer 
is  simple— many  times  given,  but  here  we  think 
it  best  to  give  it  again  that  none  may  need  be 
uninformed. 

The  1947  General  Assembly  Minutes  are  the 
basis.  On  your  church's  financial  report  for  1947: 

1.  Add  the  seven  Assembly  Causes  contribu- 
tions (through  the  column  headed  "Other  As- 
sembly Benevolences"),  Pastor's  Salary  (paid 
direct),  and  Current  expenses.

Church  and  Manse  Building 
In  the  Synod 

The  church  year  drawing  to  a  close  has  been 
a  busy  one  in  the  construction  of  churches  and 
manses  throughout  the  Synod.  Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill 
has  rendered  valuable  service  in  preparing  plans 
and  giving  suggestions  as  to  construction  and 
purchase  of  material.

Also  our  four  circles  of  the  Wo- 
men of  the  Church  have  had  a  record  year.  Jack- 
sonville continues  to  be  a  field  of  opportunity  for 
solid  growth.

Church  Going  Forward 

Synod's  Committee  of  Home  Missions  has  in- 
vested very  liberally  in  this  church  because  it  had 
faith  in  the  project.  Our  confidence  in  it  is  prov- 
ing to  well  founded  and  we  rejoice  with  Rev.  R. 
T.  Baker  its  efficient  and  faithful  pastor  in  the 
wonderful  progress  being  made. 

A  donation  of  $1000  from  the  Belk's  Department

"Believe  it  or  not",  but  the  past  three  weeks 
has  witnessed  a  most  remarkable  transformation 
at  Westminster  Church.  Things  have  been  accom- 
plished that  a  fond  hope  would  have  been  realized 
if  they  had  been  delayed  for  a  year  or  more.  Our 
prayer  has  been  that  the  way  might  be  opened 
for  the  material  progress  of  this  work.  We  had 
in  mind,  of  course,  the  completion  of  our  unfin- 
ished house  of  worship.  The  Lord  often  answers 
by  the  unexpected  way.  For  a  long  time,  the 
grounds  here  have  been  covered  with  an  in- 
describle  assortment  of  rubbish  of  almost  every 
variety,  —  an  eye-sore  to  the  whole  community. 
Suddenly  one  day  a  neighbor  came  with  a  helper, 
mower  and  horse-rake,  and  cleared  the  weeds 
away.  Bright  and  early  the  following  Tuesday, 
here  came  three  trucks  and  a  dozen  men  and 
women  armed  with  rakes  and  shovels  and  a  strong 
determination  to  clean  up  the  place.  Before  they 
left,  about  a  dozen  loads  of  rubbish  had  been 
raked  up,  loaded  and  hauled  away.  We  could 
hardly  believe  our  eyes.  The  impossible  had  really 


this  challenge  about  $3,000.00  was  collected,  in- 
cluding Mr.  Belk's  challenge  gift.  The  Auxiliaries, 
now  the  Women  of  the  Church,  responded  nobly 
to  Dr.  Gillespie's  challenge  and  were  responsible 
for  the  raising  of  over  $1400.00.  The  letters  of  ap- 
preciation from  our  faithful  workers  proved  beyond 
all  doubt  the  need  of  such  a  service  in  behalf  of 
our  co-laborers. 


happened.  They  said,  "We'll  be  back  Saturday." 
The  following  Saturday  morning  five  tractors  with 
road  scoops  and  one  bull-dozer  and  two  dozen 
men  were  on  hand  for  business.  Two  large  mounds 
of  earth  had  to  be  dealt  with.  That  day  you  had 
to  watch  your  step  lest  you  should  be  run  over! 
The  whole  face  of  the  church  and  manse  grounds 
was  "lifted",  thereby  protecting  the  manse  from 
an  overflow  of  surface-water,  and  levelling  and 
improving  the  lawn  of  both  church  and  manse. 
A  smaller  force  came  again  last  Saturday  and 
continued  the  good  work.  They  expect  to  complete 
the  job  on  next  Saturday.  All  of  this  is  volunteer 
labor.  Our  hearts  were  cheered  again  by  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  offer  of  the  local  Home- 
makers'  Club  to  make  the  improvement  and  beau- 
tification  of  these  grounds  as  their  project  for 
the  year  1949.  When  those  shrubs  and  flowers 
get  going,  brethren,  come  to  see  us.  We  have  the 
feeling  that  underneath  all  this  "ground-work" 
here  recorded  there  is  evidence  that  the  Spirit 
is  at  work  preparing  a  fine  seed-bed  that,  in  the 
days  to  come,  will  bud  and  flourish  with  a  new  life 
in  the  things  of  the  Spirit.  Our  Sunday  School 
has  been  reorganized  and  has  more  than  doubled 
in  attendance.

Sowing  and  Reaping 

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson's  treatment  of  the 
Sunday  School  lesson  in  the  OUTLOOK  is  very 
fine  and  we  take  the  liberty  of  giving  our  readers 
the  benefit  of  his  comments  on 

The  Parable  of  the  Lost  Son 

Of  all  the  parables  which  Jesus  taught  none 
is  more  dear  to  the  heart  of  the  Christian  than 
that  of  the  Prodigal  Son. 

We  are  asked  this  week  to  consider  only  a. 
portion  of  the  parable — the  plight  of  the  younger 
son,  who  took  his  journey  into  a  far  country  and 
there  wasted  his  substance  in  riotous  living.  Here 
is  another  illustration  of  the  law  of  cause  and 
effect.  "Any  young  man  who  squanders  his  prop- 
erty will  come  to  want.  Any  young  man  who  en- 
gages in  loose  living  will  come  to  moral  tragedy." 

Since  this  is  our  quarterly  Temperance  Sun- 
day this  truth  should  be  applied  to  the  alcohol 
problem. 

Scientific  investigations  have  made  it  clear 
that  alcohol  is  not  a  stimulant  but  a  depressant, 
a  sedative  and  a  mild  anaesthetic.  Because  it  is- 
absorbed  directly  through  the  walls  of  the  stom- 
ach, it  quickly  reaches  every  tissue  of  the  body. 
Its  effect  on  the  central  nervous  system  is  almost 
immediate.  Physical  reactions  are  slowed  down, 
so  that  men  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  can- 
not drive  cars  safely,  and  cannot  work  in  in- 
dustrial plants  without  greatly  increased  liability 
to  accident,  or  without  making  imperfect  products. 
The  use  of  beverage  alcohol  also  affects  judg- 
ment, discrimination,  will  power.  One  is  less  able 
to  stand  against  the  temptation  to  sin.  One's 
moral  convictions  are  undermined. 

"In  our  country  today  there  are  about  65 
million  users  of  alcoholic  beverages.  Most  of  these 
are  controlled  drinkers  who  will  never  get  into 
serious  difficulty  from  their  drinking.  But  many 
will  overstep  the  bounds  of  moderation  and  from 
time  to  time  find  themselves  in  conflict  with 
friends,  families  and  employers." 

Investigation  reveals  that  about  five  per  cent 
of  those  who  drink  will  become  addicts.  "Science 
has  not  been  able  to  detect  any  type  which  is 
likely  to  become  alcoholic,  nor  any  type  which  is 
immune.  Any  person  who  drinks  may  become  an. 
alcoholic." 

Today  there  are  in  the  United  States  3,750,000- 
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confirmed  alcoholics — men  and  women.  What  is 
to  be  done?  "Law  enforcement  agencies  have 
failed  to  solve  the  alcoholic's  problem.  Imprison- 
ment merely  increases  his  frustration  and  drives 
him  to  more  drink.  Doctors  have  generally  re- 
garded him  as  a  nuisance.  Most  hospitals  refuse 
to  allow  him  a  bed.  The  sociologist  claims  to 
understand  the  causes  of  drinking  but  has  nothing 
to  offer  by  way  of  a  cure.  The  psychoanalyst 
can  achieve  a  few  cures  but  he  requires  three  to 
five  years  of  treatment  at  a  prohibitive  cost.  Medi- 
cine has  nothing  to  offer  save  occasional  sub- 
stitute sedatives  during  his  high  tension  periods." 

The  one  agency  that  is  really  helping  the 
alcoholic  today  is  Alcoholics  Anonymous.  This 
movement,  claiming  now  more  than  65,000  mem- 
bers has  demonstrated  that  the  problem  of  al- 
coholism is  ultimately  a  spiritual  problem.  "The 
alcoholic  must  first  admit  that  he  has  failed,  then 
he  must  turn  to  a  power  greater  than  himself." 
The  cure  begins  when  the  alcoholic  "comes  to 
himself"  and  says,  "I  will  arise  and  go  to  my 
Father". 

"Do  not  be  deceived,"  Paul  warns  us,  "God  is 
not  mocked,  for  whatever  a  man  sows,  that  he 
will  also  reap."  But  we  may  sow  good  seed  as 
well  as  bad,  and  good  seed  even  after  the  bad 
has  borne  its  evil  fruit.  "For  he  who  sows  to  his 
own  flesh  will  from  the  flesh  reap  corruption;  but 
he  who  sows  to  the  Spirit  will  from  the  Spirit 
reap  eternal  life."   (Gal.  6:7-8.)

Burke  County  Field

The  month  of  January  has  been  one  of  progress 
in  the  Burke  County  field.  Our  attendance  at 
Quaker  Meadows,  where  the  manse  is  situated, 
has  shown  signs  of  healthful  growth.

greater  interest  is  being  shown  by  the  people. 

Arrowood  is  showing  increased  interest  and 
we  are  hopeful  of  an  awakening  here. 


Organization  of  North  Wilson 
Church 

February  the  20th  was  a  "Red  Letter"  day  in 
North  Wilson  as  it  marked  the  organization  of 
a  new  Presbyterian  Church,  an  outgrowth  of  a 
mission  established  by  the  first  church  of  Wilson 
just  about  a  year  ago.    A  large  congregation  filled 


the  beautiful  and  commodious  house  of  worship. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Gillespie, 
superintendent  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  The  organization  of  the  church 
was  conducted  by  Rev.  Harold  Dudley,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Wilson  and  Rev.

About  thirty-six 
charter  members  constituted  the  new  organization.

How  We  Do  Student  Work 
In  Chapel  Hill

Student  Work  at  Chapel  Hill  consists  of  many 
things  which  the  outside  observer  would  not  or- 
dinarily associate  with  Student  Work. 

There  are  those  necessary  routines  such  as 
typing,  writing  reports — even  putting  stamps  on 
letters.  You  will  not  find  a  hired  secretary  doing 
this  work.  It  is  the  students,  Student  Worker,  and 
the  local  pastor  putting  in  a  hand  to  get  this 
work  done.  Some  of  our  best  counselling  grows  out 
of  this  doing  of  things  together. 

Sometimes  Student  Work  reaches  into  what 
we  term  on  the  campus  a  faculty  meeting  or 
a  conference  with  University  officials.  Since  the 
University  influences  the  student  for  better  or 
for  worse  regardless,  we  try  to  do  everything 
possible  to  encourage  the  University  to  have  more 
influence  for  good.  One  of  the  most  helpful  activi- 
ties in  this  area  has  been  a  meeting  of  all  re- 
ligious workers,  heads  of  some  departments,  and 
the  Chancellor  and  President  of  the  University. 
Here  we  review  the  general  moral,  and  present 
specific  ideas  to  the  University  and  to  the  Churches 
for  improving  the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of 
the  campus.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  University  with  the  Churches  must 
be  attributed  to  the  deep  respect  which  President 
Graham  and  Chancellor  House  have  for  the 
Churches  and  their  place  in  the  life  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Most  of  the  time  and  energy  of  Student  Work, 
however,  is  spent  guiding  the  various  work  groups 
who  function  through  the  Church.  These  include

Davidson  College  has  been  assured  that  much 
needed  dormitory  requested  in  its  Development 
Program  plans.  The  building  will  bear  the  name 
of  W.  H.  Belk  Hall  and  is  sponsored  by  the  family 
and  business  associates  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk,  a  na- 
tionally known  Charlotte  merchant.  Mr.  Belk  has 
been  a  Trustee  of  Davidson  College  for  more  than 
thirty-six  year,s  and  it  was  here  that  he  chose 
to  enroll  his  five  sons. 

The  Belk  gift  was  announced  by  Irwin  Belk  on 
the  eve  of  the  campaign  to  secure  $750,000  in 
Mecklenburg  County.  Along  with  this  announce- 
ment, two  other  major  gifts  were  made  known  to 
the  friends  of  Davidson  College.  Mrs.  Cameron 
Morrison  pledged  $100,000,  and  Mr.  W.  Z.  Stultz 
$80,000.  Mrs.  Morrison  has  long  been  a  friend 
of  Davidson  College  and  indeed  to  all  good  causes 
relating  to  Christian  Education.  Among  her  other 
gifts  in  the  past  she  has  provided  funds  for  build- 
ing one  of  the  dormitories  on  the  Davidson 
Campus.  Mr.  W.  Z.  Stultz,  a  faithful  member  of 
Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte,  has 
strengthened  many  agencies  of  our  church  through 
his  generous  contributions  and  devoted  service. 

Governor  W.  Keer  Scott  was  the  honor  guest 
at  the  dinner  launching  the  Charlotte  and  Na- 
tional Campaign.  A  goal  of  $2,500,000  has  been 
set  as  the  amount  needed  by  the  College  to  meet 
its  minimum  requirements  for  the  present  and 
immediate  future. 

On  February  10,  Davidson  College  was  incor- 
porated into  the  City  of  Charlotte  by  the  Queen 
City  Mayor,  H.  H.  Baxter— but  only  by  proclama- 
tion and  for  one  day.  Seventy-five  students  went 
into  the  city  to  assume  executive  positions  in  the 
city  government,  banks,  department  stores,  and 
other  concerns.  In  proclaiming  Davidson  Day, 
Mayor  Baxter  said,  "Charlotte  has  always  had  a 
big  stake  in  Davidson's  welfare,  and  we  have  al- 
ways had  a  big  place  in  our  hearts  for  our  col- 
lege of  Highway  21,  even  though  we  probably 
haven't  shown  it  as  we  should.  Davidson  and 
Charlotte  are  one  in  spirit,  and  today  we  want 
to  emphasize  that  relationship.  The  city  is  David- 
son-conscious, and  we  want  to  do  everything 
possible  to  aid  in  the  campaign  in  behalf  of  this 
wonderful  institution." 

Carl  Pahl,  president  of  the  Student  Body,  led 
the  group  of  students  in  the  Davidson  College 
Day  and  assumed  the  honorary  position  of  Mayor 
of  Charlotte.

Queens  College  science  classes  are  now  meet- 
ing in  the  remodeled  Science  Building  on  which 
work  has  recently  been  completed.  Accepting  a 
challenge  gift  of  $15,000  from  the  General  Edu- 
cation Board  of  New  York,  the  Queens  Board  of 
Trustees  has  spent  several  times  that  amount  in 
enlarging,  remodeling,  and  refurnishing  this  build- 
ing which  is  now  one  of  the  most  modern  in  the 
South. 

The  ground  floor  of  the  building  now  houses  the 
biology  department  and  the  newly  established 
Testing  Bureau  in  addition  to  a  projection  room 
for  use  in  audio-visual  education  and  lounges 
for  men  and  women  students. 

The  other  two  floors  are  used  by  the  depart- 
ments of  chemistry,  physics,  psychology,  and  ma- 
thematics. A  dark  room  has  been  provided  for 
the  developing  of  film,  and  adequate  storage  space 
has  been  made  available  to  all  departments.  New 
furniture  and  equipment  has  been  added  to  all 
classrooms  and  laboratories,  halls  and  stairways 
have  been  covered  with  linoleum  tile,  and  modern 
lighting  equipment  has  been  installed. 

The  remodelled  Science  Building,  the  new  heat- 
ing plant,  and  the  first  unit  in  the  Student  Center 
have  marked  the  beginning  of  the  Queens  Program 
of  Advance.  Architects  are  now  preparing  draw- 
ings for  the  chapel  for  which  $160,000  has  been 
given  by  the  associates  of  William  Henry  Belk  in 
honor  of  him  and  of  Dr.  John  M.  Belk.  Drawings 
are  also  being  made  for  the  initial  structure  of 
the  Department  of  the  Home  for  which  an  anony- 
mous donor  has  given  $40,000.  With  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  program  Queens  will  rapidly  be- 
come one  of  the  best  equipped  liberal  arts  col- 
leges in  this  section  of  the  country. 

The  college  endowment  for  1948-50  is  progress- 
ing rapidly.  Prospective  students  are  advised  to 
plan  early  for  entering  college  next  fall.  Queens 
College  invites  parents  and  students  to  visit  the 
campus.  Arrangements  can  be  made  with  the  dean 
of  students,  Miss  Thelma  Albright,  for  prospective 
students  to  be  guests  of  the  college  for  a  week  end 
visit.

"Christ  -  The  Way"  was  the  theme  of  the 
Annual  Christian  Campus  Mission  held  at  Peace 
College  during  the  week  of  February  14.  The  mis- 
sion is  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Faculty  through 
its  Committee  of  Religious  Organizations  of  which 
Miss  Lucy  E.  Steele  is  chairman,  and  the  Peace 
Student  Christian  Association  through  its  cabinet 
of  which  Leonora  Townsend  of  Durham,  N.  C,  is 
president. 

Speakers  during  the  three-day  religious  em- 
phasis conference  were  the  Reverend  John  Grey, 
Pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Charlottes- 
ville, Virginia;  Dean  J.  M.  Godard  of  Queens  Col- 
lege, Charlotte,  N.  C,  and  the  Reverend  E.  D. 
Witherspoon,  Pastor  of  St.  Andrews  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church,  Wilmington,  N.  C.  Dr.  Grey 
served  as  co-ordinator  for  the  visiting  team  of 
speakers. 

Encouraged  by  the  ever-increasing  interest  of 
the  students  in  past  campus  missions,  the  pro- 
gram of  this  year's  conference  was  broadened. 
Time  during  the  regular  morning  academic  sche- 
dule was  devoted  to  discussion  of  the  theme  of 
the  mission  by  student  groups  led  by  the  speakers. 
The  conference  leaders  were  also  available  during 
the  afternoons  for  individual  conferences  with 
students. 

During  the  month  of  February  Miss  Lucy  E. 
Steele,  the  Mary  McNair  Jones  Professor  of  Bible 
at  Peace  College  conducted  a  series  of  four  Bible 
talks  on  the  theme,  "Creed  and  Conduct",  based 
on  the  Book  of  John.  The  series  was  sponsored  by 
the  International  Relations  Department  of  the 
Raleigh  Woman's  Club  and  was  held  in  the  Din- 
widdie  Chapel  on  the  Peace  campus. 

A  total  of  301  girls,  including  day  students 
and  special  students  are  registered  at  Peace  this 
year.  This  figure  represents  a  capacity  enroll- 
ment in  the  boarding  department.  Registration 
for  next  year  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  We 
are  doing  our  best  to  interest  and  encourage  more 
Presbyterian  students  to  attend  their  own  col- 
leges. We  select  our  student  body  not  only  on 
the  basis  of  thorough  scholarship,  but  also  on  the 
basis  of  interest  in  the  church  and  promise  of 
future  leadership  in  the  church. 

For  some  years  the  Betty  Penick  Sunday  School 
Class  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Raleigh 
has  maintained  an  interest  in  and  has  given 
financial  support  to  Peace  through  the  Mary  Fallis 
Educational  Loan  Fund  and  more  recently  by  the 
establishment  of  a  thousand  dollar  scholarship 
in  honor  of  Mrs.  Mary  Burwell  Lacy.  Mrs.  Lacy  is 
a  former  teacher  of  the  Betty  Penick  Class  and 
is  an  Alumna  of  Peace  in  the  class  of  1878.  This 
year  the  Betty  Penick  Class  has  established  a 
fund  of  $250  to  completely  refurnish  a  dormitory 
room  in  Main  Building  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Bates  Sherwood,  Peace  Alumna  of  the  class  of 
1886,  a  member  of  the  Betty  Penick  Class,  and

"The  young  man  saith  unto  him.  All  these 
things  have  I  observed:  What  lack  I  yet?"  "And 
Jesus  looking  upon  him  loved  him."  Matt.  19:20, 
Mark  10:21). 

Jesus  loved  the  young  man.  Jesus  saw  the 
beauty,  ability,  capacity,  and  potential  nobility 
in  a  young  man.  He  also  saw  much  which  needed 
righting.  There  was  callowness  in  this  young  man, 
but  he  had  pressed  up  to  the  Teacher  and  asked 
for  guidance.  There  was  shallow  conceit  and 
heady  self-righteousness  in  this  young  man,  but 
he  was  deeply  sincere  and  direct  and  frank.  He 
must  have  been  capable  of  heroic  self-denial  and 
high  loyalty  for  Jesus  but  before  him  a  great 
test  and  a  summons  to  follow  Him.  He  failed  to 
measure  up  and  sorrowfully  went  away.  We  hope 
he  returned  later.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  fact 
stands  clear:  Jesus  loved  a  young  man  as  he 
saw  him  stand  on  the  threshold  of  life  in  the 
strength  of  his  youth  and  with  his  potential 
power  for  a  life  of  great  service. 

Young  men  are  like  that  today. 

We  at  Presbyterian  Junior  College  are  grate- 
ful for  the  opportunity  we  have  of  working  with 
youth.  We  realize  the  importance  of  young  men 
to  our  society,  to  civilization,  and  to  the  King- 
dom of  God.  We  sympathize  with  them  in  their 
temptations,  problems,  and  in  their  ambitions 
and  aspirations.  We  want  to  share  with  them  the 
best  we  have  found  in  life:  Our  Christian  con- 
fidence; wisdom;  knowledge;  appreciation  of  the 
good,  true,  and  beautiful;  understanding  of  men 
and  of  nature;  self-descipline;  self-development; 
critical  insight;  the  best  in  our  heritage  from 
the  past;  our  expectation  of  the  future.  Education 
is  not  just  passing  out  files  of  well-ordered  facts; 
it  is  drawing  out  the  capacities  and  abilities  which 
God  has  placed  in  each  young  man  and  helping 
him  to  set  free  his  potential  powers  for  great 
living.  We  would  help  him  to  be  tall  enough  to 
reach  to  heaven  and  humble  enough  to  stoop 
down  and  wash  his  fellowman's  feet.  We  would 
have  him  free  of  fear  of  man  because  he  sincerely 
reverences  God.  We  would  help  him  to  be  broad 
and  understanding  but  loyal  and  faithful.  We 
would  train  him  to  think  clearly  and  act  boldly. 
America  needs  such  men.  The  post-atomic  world 
needs  such  men.  God's  kingdom  needs  such  men. 

When  today  God  looks  at  young  men  such  as 
these  attending  Presbyterian  Junior  College,  we 
believe  He  loves  them. 


Some  years  ago  the  English  Parliament  ap- 
pointed a  special  commission  to  study  charity 
in  England.  The  commission  reported  that  money 
given  to  educate  young  people  accomplished  more 
good  than  money  given  for  any  other  purpose.

As  the  result  of  warm  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  Richmond's  most  prominent  civic  and  busi- 
ness leaders,  the  campaign  to  raise  $150,000  in 
the  city  of  Richmond  for  use  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  is  nearing  a  successful  termination.  At 
the  final  report  luncheon,  it  was  revealed  that 
the  solicitation  teams  had  brought  in  pledge  cards 
and  contributions  totaling  $141,000,  and  at  the 
date  of  this  writing  an  additional  $5,000  had 
swelled  the  total  to  $146,000.  The  campaign  of- 
ficially began  January  24  and  extended  through 
February  4,  climaxing  a  period  commemorating 
Union's  50th  anniversary  in  Richmond  since  mov- 
ing from  Hampden-Sydney. 

William  Foxwell  Albright,  internationally-noted 
archeologist  and  Old  Testament  scholar,  has  been 
secured  to  deliver  the  Sprunt  Lectures  this  year 
during  the  week  of  February  27  -  March  4.  Dr. 
Albright,  whose  series  of  addresses  is  entitled, 
"Exile  and  Restoration,"  will  present  six  lectures 
dealing  with  the  general  theme  of  history  and 
theology  in  the  Old  Testament.  Auxiliary  lectures 
will  be  delivered  by  Dr.  Bela  Vasady,  an  out- 
standing leader  of  the  ecumenical  movement  both 
in  his  native  Hungary  and  in  this  country,  who 
will  speak  on  "The  Essence  of  Ecumenism;"  and 
Dr.  Douglas  Van  Steere,  a  national  leader  in  the 
American  Society  of  Friends,  who  will  speak  on 
"Protestant  Piety." 

Two  endowment  memorials,  one  honoring  the 
late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Benjamin  Pollard  Alsop  and 
another  in  memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  David  H. 
Drum,  have  recently  been  established  at  the  Sem- 
inary. The  "Benjamin  Pollard  and  Martha  Tinsley 
Alsop  Scholarship-Fellowship"  is  to  be  used  at 
the  discretion  of  the  faculty  either  as  a  scholar- 
ship to  an  undergraduate  student  or  as  a  fellow- 
ship to  a  graduate  student.  Under  terms  of  the 
"Nelly  Payne  Drum  Fellowship"  for  graduate  study, 
the  recipient  may  pursue  his  course  of  advanced 
study  either  at  Union  or  at  some  other  divinity 
school  in  this  country  or  abroad,  with  the  ap- 
proval and  advice  of  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate 
Department. 

The  Graduate  Department  Dean,  Dr.  Donald 
G.  Richardson,  has  announced  plans  for  Union's 
eighth  Summer  Session.  Candidates  for  the  Th. 
M.  and  Th.D.  degrees,  as  well  as  ministers  coming 
in  for  refresher  work,  will  participate  in  this 
session  extending  from  August  3  through  August 


our  dormitory  and  the  building  of  the  library, 
cafeteria,  and  chemistry  laboratory. 

We  are  slowly  making  progress  in  the  develop- 
ment of  our  campus  as  Synodical  Gardens.

Courses  have  been  offered  in  typewrit- 
ing, business  mathematics,  public  speaking,  music 
appreciation,  and  recreation.  Over  fifty  students 
have  enrolled  in  these  night  courses,  and  the  col- 
lege is  realizing  the  definite  demand  for  greater 
opportunities  to  be  afforded  the  community  in  the 
field  of  adult  education.  Plans  are  underway  to 
enlarge  the  curriculum  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  semester. 

LANDSCAPING  ...  A  considerable  amount  of 
landscape  work  has  been  done  on  the  east  side 
of  the  campus,  including  the  clearing  of  a  two 
acre  garden  plot,  the  use  of  which  was  made 
possible  by  neighbors  of  the  college.  A  number 
of  boxwoods  and  other  shrubs  have  been  planted 
in  various  places  on  the  campus.

It  has  been  announced  that  a  record-breaking 
total  of  $6,200  has  been  pledged  by  members  of 
the  Seminary  family — students,  faculty,  and  ad- 
ministration— to  this  year's  student  benevolence 
project.  This  sum  tops  by  nearly  $1,500  the  pre- 
vious high,  recorded  last  year.  The  current  pro- 
ject is  aimed  at  assisting  the  three  European 
seminaries  of  Gottingen,  Germany;  Montepelier, 
France;  and  Debrecen,  Hungary.  Cash,  CARE 
packages,  food,  clothing,  and  books  are  being  sent 
abroad  as  part  of  the  project  to  alleviate  suffer- 
ing and  fill  some  of  the  great  needs  of  our  sister 
seminaries  abroad. 
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Immeasurable  Fruition 

Now  seems  a  fitting  time  for  bringing  to  the  at- 
tention of  friends,  in  parts  of  the  Synod  distant 
from  our  campus,  a  fact  which  continually  claims 
the  attention  of  friends  on  and  near  to  our  campus. 
Twenty  years  ago  a  tree  was  planted  here  which 
in  our  eyes  has  attained  beauty  and  fruitfulness 
that  wins  admiration  from  passing  visitors;  and 
the  oldest  campus  resident  would  not  venture  to 
measure  the  production  of  fruit  thereof. 

VISION  Before  a  slender  tree  of  potential  fruition 
is  tamped  into  the  good  earth  to  take  root,  some 
far-seeing  spirit  must  have  a  vision  of  verdant 
leaf,  fragrant  blossom,  and  ripened  fruit.  Ellen 
Armistead  Guerrant  of  Farmville,  Virginia,  the 
young  widow  of  John  G.  Guerrant  of  Christians- 
burg,  Virginia,  was  visiting  in  the  home  of  her 
husband's  cousin,  Dr.  E.  O.  Guerrant,  the  famed 
physician-preacher  of  Kentucky  home  mission 
work.  She  was  impressed  by  the  faith  with  which 
he  looked  into  each  day's  mail  to  see  what  the 
ravens  of  the  Lord  had  brought  to  meet  the  need 
of  some  prophet  laboring  for  his  God  along  a 
remote  mountain  brook.  One  morning  an  inci- 
dent occurred  with  the  opening  of  the  mail  that 
brought  her  a  vision  of  what  God  could  do  with 
her  life  planted  in  some  of  His  mountain  mission 
fields. 

DECISION  After  a  gardner  has  had  the  vision  of 
what  a  quality  tree  can  contribute  to  the  orchard, 
there  must  be  added  to  this  vision  the  decision 
to  pay  the  price,  to  expend  the  effort  of  prepara- 
tion, planting  and  harvest.  Before  that  visit  had 
ended,  Ellen  Armistead  Guerrant  made  this  deci- 
sion: If  God  wills  that  I  fulfill  my  natural  re- 
sponsibility in  schooling  my  two  children  for  life, 
I  shall  sow  the  rest  of  my  days  in  some  of  His 
mission  fields. 

FRUITION  After  accompanying  her  daughter  to 
a  conservatory  of  music  and  establishing  satis- 
factory living  arrangements  for  her,  Mrs.  Guerrant 
went  to  a  home  mission  school  in  West  Virginia, 
where  she  taught  for  one  year.  Later  when  visit- 
ing her  daughter,  who  was  teaching  music  in 
North  Wilkesboro,  she  heard  Glade  Valley  needed 
a  dean  of  girls.  She  answered  the  call  to  become 
dean,  and  teacher  of  music.  Her  versatile  abilities 
with  genuine  consecration  have  yielded  at  Glade 
Valley  immeasurable  fruition;  but  here  are  a  few 
measures  of  her  rare  fruits: 

"Kindness,  earnestness,  and  dependability  are 
among  the  many  qualities  of  Mrs.  Guerrant,  who 
gives  so  freely  of  them  to  everyone  with  whom 
she  comes  in  contact."

Christian  Education  Day 

Sunday,  April  10th,  1949 

Our  highest  Church  Court,  The  General  As- 
sembly, has  designated  Sunday,  April  10th  as 
Christian  Education  Day.  The  purpose  of  such  an 
observance  is  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  our 
membership  the  place  and  needs  of  our  Christian 
Educational  Institutions  in  the  life  and  work  of 
the  Church. 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  meeting  at  Mon- 
treat last  fall  took  the  following  action: 

"That  Christian  Education  Day,  April  10,  1949, 


be  recognized  in  some  appropriate  way,  i.  e., 
Sermon  or  a  statement  about  our  Educational 
Institutions,  and  a  special  offering  be  taken  for 
our  Synod's  Institutions  on  this  day."  1948  Min- 
utes, page  98.  The  Educational  Institutions  owned 
by  the  Synod  or  Presbyteries  which  participate  in 
the  cooperative  program,  and  share  in  the  benev- 
olent gifts  are  as  follows: 

Davidson  College,  Queens  College,  Flora  Mac- 
Donald  College,  Mitchell  College,  Peace  College, 
Presbyterian  Junior  College  for  Men,  and  the  Glade 
Valley  School.  The  Synod  is  one  of  the  four  sup- 
porting Synods  of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  and  also  assists  in  the  support  of  the 
General  Assembly's  Training  School,  Richmond. 
The  last  two  are  assigned  separate  per  centages 
in  the  benevolent  schedule. 

HOW  SHALL  THE  DAY  BE  OBSERVED? 

Information  about  our  Christian  Educational 
Institutions  can  be  presented  to  the  congrega- 
tion on  the  Church  Bulletin,  by  preaching  a  ser- 
mon on  Christian  Education,  or  by  the  pastor  or 
a  layman  making  a  short  talk  on  this  work.  In- 
formation will  always  stimulate  interest  in  our 
schools. 

WHAT  ABOUT  THE  SPECIAL  OFFERING? 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  students  through 
fees  do  not  pay  the  whole  cost  of  their  education. 
The  State  Educational  Institutions  receive  direct 
appropriations,  over  and  above  fees  and  income 
from  endowment,  to  meet  the  cost  of  maintaining 
the  colleges.  The  Church  must  also  provide  sup- 
plemental income  to  operate  her  Educational  In- 
stitutions. The  percentage  assigned  this  cause 
does  not  yield  sufficient  funds,  and  the  extra  of- 
fering is  sorely  needed  to  prevent  deficits. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  loose  offering  on  April 
10th  go  to  this  cause.  Special  envelopes  will  not 
be  sent  out  unless  by  specific  request.  Remittance 
should  be  made  through  regular  channels,  but 
mark  "Special  Offering."

THE  invitation  of  Jesus,  "Come  unto  me,  all 
ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will 
give  you  rest,"  would  have  small  appeal  for 
the  young  and  lusty,  the  eager  and  strong  for  whom 
life  was  brimful  of  abounding  energy  and  thrilling 
joys.  Like  a  young  horse  bounding  zestfully  across 
a  meadow  or  a  stream-lined  yacht  skimming  lightly 
over  the  waves,  young  folk  for  whom  life  has  been 
kind,  go  blithely  through  the  years.  But  in  the 
crowds  around  Jesus  there  were  many  whose  faces 
were  strained  with  anxiety  and  care-worn  with  the 
burdens  of  life.  Like  the  burdened  horse  whose 
every  step  calls  forth  hard  effort,  or  like  the  over- 
laden ship  that  wallows  deeply  through  the  waves, 
these  folk  laboured  through  the  heavy  experiences 
of  life.  To  them  Jesus  gave  His  gracious  invitation, 
"Come  unto  me,  and  I  will  give  you  rest." 

Some  were  burdened  with  their  religion.  That 
ought  never  to  be.  Religion  should  be  something 
that  carries  us — not  something  that  we  carry.  But 
religious  observance  at  that  time  tended  to  be  a  mat- 
ter of  keeping  a  multitude  of  rules  and  command- 
ments. It  was  a  discouraging  business.  In  spite 
of  a  man's  best  effort  it  was  inevitable  that  he 
would  fail  at  many  points.  If  favour  with  God  de- 
pended on  success  in  keeping  all  the  commandments 
perfectly,  then  it  was  a  hopeless  business. 

Whether  obedience  to  God's  commandments  is  a 
burdensome  obligation  or  a  glad  privilege  depends 
on  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  regarded.  Boys  will  work 
hard  all  day  building  a  dam  across  a  creek,  carry- 
ing stones  and  logs  and  earth  with  never  a  thought 
of  weariness.  But  the  same  boys  when  required  to 
pile  a  load  of  firewood  or  weed  a  few  rows  in  a 
garden,  quickly  become  exhausted.  Even  an  easy 
task  is  hard  if  imposed  upon  a  resentful  worker, 
while  the  hardest  task  can  become  light  if  the  heart 
is  in  it.  If  we  respond  willingly  to  the  service  of 
Jesus,  then  it  becomes  a  joy  to  bear  the  burden 
for  Him. 

But  if  religion  can  become  a  burden,  so  too  can 
irreligion.  If  we  have  no  living  faith  in  God  or 
the  world  of  the  spirit,  then  life  is  bereft  of  mean- 
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ing  and  purpose.  Of  what  avail  is  all  human  effort 
through  the  years  and  centuries  if  the  future  is  but 
a  blank  nothingness?.  Faith  in  a  God  who  works 
through  the  ages  of  time  to  attain  his  purpose,  is 
necessary  if  life  is  to  bring  satisfying  fulfilment. 
If  we  were  more  convinced  that  from  the  agony 
and  pain  of  this  present  conflict  there  will  come  a 
better  world,  we  could  all  put  more  heart  into  the 
war.  But  remembrance  of  the  high  hopes  and  bitter 
disappointment  o£  the  last  war,  raises  doubts  in 
many  minds  about  post-war  achievements.  If  we 
leave  out  God  it  becomes  impossible  to  build  a  sat- 
isfying faith.  Life  becomes  but  a  meaningless  round 
of  years  with  no  worthy  progress. 

There  is  the  burden  of  anxiety.  Jesus  saw  that 
many  people  were  clouding  the  joy  of  today  by 
cherishing  dark  forebodings  of  what  will  come  to- 
morrow. He  pointed  such  troubled  souls  to  the  lilies 
of  the  field  which  "toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin, 
yet  their  heavenly  father  careth  for  them."  If  only 
men  trusted  in  God's  love  and  providential  care,  this 
burden  would  be  lifted. 

No  burden,  however,  is  heavier  than  that  of  a 
guilty  conscience.  Unforgiven  sin  troubled  many 
hearts.  If  God's  favor  had  been  forfeited  by  long- 
continued  disobedience,  how  could  it  ever  be  re- 
gained? Each  day  some  new  guilt  was  added  to  the 
already  formidable  array,  and  hope  of  re-establish- 
ment in  the  divine  favor  receded  ever  more  distant. 
Jesus  brought  new  hope  to  sinners  by  His  assur- 
ance of  God's  love  and  mercy.  God  hates  the  sin, 
but  loves  the  sinner,  and  is  ever  ready  of  His  free 
grace  to  pardon  fully  and  freely  every  penitent  soul. 

Jesus  promised  rest  to  the  weary — not  ease  which 
is  the  enemy  of  -strength,  but  rest  which  brings  re- 
freshment and  renewal  for  life's  tasks.  The  load 
which  is  heavy  for  the  tired  and  the  discouraged  is 
light  when  the  body  is  refreshed  and  the  spirit  is 
revitalized.  Long  before  this  Isaiah  had  promised, 
"They  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  renew  their 
strength.  They  shall  mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles;

The  annual  meetings  of  the  nine  Presbyterials 
were  held  in  April  with  splendid  programs  and 
very  good  attendance.  Especially  outstanding  were 
the  evening  sessions  held  for  Business  Women  by 
five  of  the  Presbyterials  —  Concord,  Fayetteville, 
Granville,  Kings  Mountain  and  Winston-Salem. 
The  Business  Women  are  contributing  in  a  very 
real  way  to  Woman's  Work  and  we  are  encour- 
aged, whenever  possible,  to  hold  meetings  at  a 
time  convenient  for  them  to  attend. 

Reports  for  the  church  year  1948-1949  were 
generally  encouraging  but  there  was  a  decrease 
in  benevolent  gifts,  which  is  regrettable.  How- 
ever, there  was  a  decided  increase  in  gifts  to 
"local  church."  Probably  the  decrease  in  one  and 
the  increase  in  the  other  may  be  accounted  for 
in  the  fact  that  so  many  churches  have  building 
programs. 

Two  Presbyterials  elected  new  Presidents — 
Orange,  Mrs.  Rufus  D.  Wilson,  711  Church  Street, 
Burlington;  Winston-Salem,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Brown, 
Lexington. 

The  Presbyterials  are  promoting  many  worth- 
while projects,  especially  along  the  lines  of  Chris- 
tian Education.  One  of  these  is  the  gift  of  $3,000 
to  provide  a  living  room  for  girls  at  Glade  Valley 
School.  It  is  hoped  that  this  entire  amount  will 
be  in  hand  soon. 

A  Synodical  project  for  the  coming  year  is 
raising  funds  to  furnish  the  William  Black  Home 
for  Christian  Workers  at  Montreat.  Synod  is 
putting  on  a  drive  to  complete  the  raising  of  funds 
to  rebuild  the  Home,  which  was  burned  about 
three  years  ago.  The  Women  of  the  Synod  have 
given  $9,750.00  to  the  building  fund  and  as  we 
contribute  through  our  church  budgets  we  are 
helping  raise  the  additional  $50,000  authorized 
by  Synod. 

All  of  us  know  the  great  need  for  the  William 
Black  Home  and  we  also  know  the  handicap  the 
Mountain  Retreat  Association  is  working  under 
because  of  the  scarcity  of  rooming  space.  This  is 
especially  true  during  the  larger  conferences  such 
as  the  Woman's  Training  School. 
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Church  and  Sunday  School  Buildings 
Being  Erected 

For  several  years  there  has  been  great  activity 
in  the  field  of  construction  of  suitable  places  of 
worship  and  instruction.  Rev.  O.  V.  Caudill  is 
our  Director  in  the  Church  and  Manse  Planning 
Department.  He  has  more  appeals  for  assistance 
from  this  and  other  Syncds  that  he  can  possibly 
comply  with.  He  is  instructed  to  give  preference 
to  applications  within  our  own  bounds  and  to  re- 
spond to  the  outside  as  time  permits. 

During  the  last  year  our  Synod's  Committee 
has  granted  appropriations  to  church  and  manse 
and  Sunday  school  projects  in  the  nine  Presby- 
teries of  our  Synod  and  eleven  appropriations 
have  been  made  by  Synod's  Committee  within 
the  first  two  months  of  the  new  church  year.  Our 
Committee  is  ever  ready  to  extend  a  helping  hand 
either  through  service  Bro.  Caudill  may  be  able 
to  render  or  in  other  ways  within  its  power.

It  is  recommended 
that  all  the  work  of  the  church  be  carried  on 
under  one  of  the  following  Boards,  viz:  Board  of 
Annuities  and  Relief,  Board  of  Education,  Board 
of  World  Missions,  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
and  Board  of  Woman's  Work.  All  phases  of  our 
work  at  present  are  to  be  placed  under  one  of  the 
above  Boards.  Details  of  the  plan  being  worked 
out  and  the  Boards  as  adopted  will  go  into  oper- 
ation at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

The  Richardson  Case  was  reported  on  by  the 
Judicial  Committee  but  the  Assembly  adopted  a 
substitute  referring  the  whole  matter  to  a  Com- 
mission of  twenty-seven  persons.  This  Commis- 
sion is  to  consider  all  the  facts  and  is  instructed 
to  act  promptly  and.  to  give  wide  publicity  to  its 
recommendations  which  are  to  be  final  and  re- 
corded as  the  action  of  the  Assembly.

Several  other  splendid  blessings  have  come  to 
this  old  church.  The  ministry  of  music  has  been 
enriched  by  the  use  of  a  Hammond  organ  pre- 
sented by  The  Women  of  the  Church  about  two 
years  ago.  Mrs.  W.  A.  Howard,  organist,  and  the 
choirs  are  doing  good  work.  A  church  bus  has 
increased  our  attendance  at  Sunday  school  and 
church  services.  We  hope  by  the  use  of  this  bus 
to  bring  to  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  a 
group  larger  than  the  139  pupils  enrolled  last 
year.

At  Westminster,  by  way  of  preparation  for 
greater  things,  many  things  of  seemingly  minor 
import  have  been  accomplished.

The  attendance  was  good;  and  there  were  many 
requests  for  prayer.

Looking  In  on  Our  College  Work  .  .  . 
A  WOODCUTTING  PARTY 

Intrigued  by  the  stories  of  Paul  Bunyon  and 
his  blue  bull  and  inspired  by  the  necessity  of  heat 
and  an  atmosphere  of  comradeship,  which  only 
a  roaring  fire  can  achieve,  we  took  the  West- 
minster bull  by  the  horns  and  led  him  out  to  the 
great  open  spaces  to  graze  while  the  gang  pre- 
pared themselves  to  revel  in  the  wonders  of 
nature  on  an  autumn  day  and  to  cut  wood  for 
our  winter  fellowship  fireside  hours  and  incident- 
ally to  learn  the  beatitude  of  hunger  satisfied 
with  good  food  and  a  tired  boy  relaxing  in  the 
midst  of  goodly  companionship  about  a  fire. 

The  idea  was  good  and  proved  to  be  a  great 
success  so  that  it  has  become  an  annual  part  of 
the  program.  However,  the  Westminster  bull,  un- 
like "Babe"  of  Bunyon  fame,  refuses  to  do  his 
part  in  toting  wood  but  revels  in  performing  com- 
fortably and  at  ease  during  the  hours  of  relaxa- 
tion around  the  camp  fire  and  then  he  really  per- 
forms to  the  great  enjoyment  of  all  present. 

The  lumberjacks  meet  at  the  church  dressed 
in  warm  clothes,  the  boys  armed  with  axes  and 
cross-cut  saws  and  the  girls  with  powder  puff  and 
lipstick  and  so  they  set  forth  to  face  the  dark 
and  mysterious  wilderness  of  Pappy  Wool's  home- 
stead at  Cary,  N.  C. 

The  enthusiasm  is  high  upon  arrival  and  soon 
the  trees  are  falling  all  over  the  place.  Then  the 
boys,  as  males  have  been  doing  for  centuries, 
inspire  the  girls  to  ride  the  saws  while  they  per- 
form the  more  arduous  task  of  holding  the  log 
on  the  saw  horse. 

Soon  the  enthusiasm  dwindles  before  the  de- 
mands of  aching  muscles  and  three  or  four  eager 
beavers  are  left  to  labor,  unheralded  and  unsung, 
while  the  rest  lose  themselves  in  a  maze  of  trees 
in  search  of  adventure  or  listen  to  the  football 
game  in  Pappy's  parlor  and  make  candy  and  pop- 
corn and  perform  other  equally  laborious  tasks 
which  they  confuse  with  pastimes  of  pioneer  an- 
cestors. 

The  climax  of  the  day  comes  with  the  outdoor 
supper  which  rapidly  disappears  to  satisfy  crav- 
ings awakened  by  nature  in  the  rough  and  then 
the  woodlands  echo  with  laughter,  story  and  song

Approximately  185  Davidson  students  received 
their  diplomas  at  the  113th  spring  commencement 
exercises  of  the  College  May  28-30.  This  was  one 
of  the  largest  graduating  classes  in  Davidson's 
history. 

The  1949-50  enrollment  at  Davidson  College 
will  be  approximately  the  same  as  the  1948-49 
session.  The  lack  of  dormitory  space  and  the 
limited  facilities  have  made  it  impossible  for  us 
to  take  more  than  250  new  students  of  the  850 
applicants. 

The  summer  session  at  Davidson  begins  June  2 
and  continues  through  August  26.  While  the  sum- 
mer session  is  intended  primarily  for  students 
already  enrolled  at  Davidson  and  other  colleges, 
there  will  be  some  high  school  graduates  who 
wish  to  enter  Davidson  in  June  instead  of  Sep- 
tember. 

Approximately  $1,700,000  has  now  been  pledged 
or  paid  in  the  Development  Program  which  was 
launched  last  November.  It  is  expected,  of  course, 
that  the  last  $800,000  in  the  drive  for  $2,500,000 
will  be  the  most  difficult  to  obtain.  Regional 
efforts  are  now  being  made  in  eastern  and  western 
North  Carolina  and  in  the  Philadelphia,  New 
York,  and  Atlanta  areas. 

The  gymnasium  is  rapidly  nearing  completion, 
and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  in  use  before 
Christmas  of  this  year. 

Davidson's  first  professionally  made  album  of 
college  music  is  now  available  to  students,  alumni, 
parents,  and  friends  of  the  College.  The  attrac- 
tively designed  album  contains  three  records  of 
six  sides,  and  includes  music  of  the  Davidson 
Male  Chorus  and  the  College  Band.  The  Alumni 
Office  has  the  album  for  sale  for  $4.50. 

The  annual  Fine  Arts  festival  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege was  held  at  the  college  May  1-6,  featuring 
the  Davidson  College  Male  Chorus;  the  Concert 
Band;  an  exhibit  of  etchings  and  paintings;  lec- 
tures by  Joseph  Hutchinson,  Director  of  the  Mint 
Museum  of  Art,  Charlotte,  and  Hobson  Pittman 
of  Upper  Darby,  Pa.,  the  Festival  Little  Symphony 
Orchestra;  a  student  recital,  and  a  photographic 
exhibit.

WHAT  IT  MEANS  TO  ATTEND  A  CHRIS- 
TIAN COLLEGE 

The  benefits  derived  from  attending  a  Chris- 
tian college  are  innumerable.  Not  only  do  the 
students  of  such  a  college  receive  the  usual  acad- 
emic training,  but  they  also  profit  by  being  a 
vital  part  of  a  college  community  where  Christian 
citizenship  enters  every  phase  of  living.  The  lim- 
ited number  of  students  enrolled  in  a  church 
school  makes  possible  close  contacts  of  young 
people  who  have  similar  interest  and  ideals.  The 
church  college  affords  opportunities  for  continu- 
ing religious  training  which  was  begun  in  the 
homes  and  churches  from  which  those  young 
people  come.  Daily  chapel  services  and  courses  in 
Bible  and  Religious  Education  serve  as  a  means 
of  establishing  in  the  college  student's  mind  Chris- 
tian standards  and  ideals.  Students  are  also  en- 
couraged to  participate  in  the  activities  of  the 
city  churches  and  of  the  Student  Christian  Asso- 
ciation of  which  each  student  is  automatically  a 
member.  _p> 

The  influences  at  Queens  which  lead  to  the 
development  of  citizenship  through  the  building 
of  Christian  character  are: 

Student  Government  which  provides  oppor- 
tunities for  cooperation,  responsibility,  and  leader- 
ship. 

The  Honor  System  which  is  based  upon  the 
personal  integrity  of  the  student  body. 

Classroom  experiences  which  result  in  a  Chris- 
tian emphasis  in  all  fields  of  study. 

Chapel  Services  and  Vespers  which  offer  actual 
participation  in  worship  services. 

Student  activities  which  foster  a  working  to- 
gether for  service,  for  pleasure,  for  professional 
attainment. 

The  Personnel  Program  which  serves  students 
through  individual  faculty  counselling. 

The  relationship  between  the  faculty  and 
students  is  one  of  congenialty  and  mutual  in- 
terest. This  atmosphere  is  evident  in  the  class- 
room, the  dining  hall,  and  in  various  phases  of 
student  activities.  What  a  student  takes  away 
from  Queens  depends  largely  upon  what  she  con- 
tributes. Living  under  the  influence  of  a  church 
college,  students  are  not  just  attending  an  in- 
stitution of  higher  learning,  they  are  living  in  a 
Christian  college-home  of  which  they  feel  they 
are  definitely  a  part.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Presbyterian  Junior 
College  met  in  regular  semi-annual  session  at  the 
College  May  17th  and  heard  reports  from  the 
college  President,  business  manager,  and  other 
officers  and  committees,  elected  the  staff  for  next 
year,  approved  plans  for  the  summer  school,  and 
authorized  a  program  to  expedite  the  campaign 
for  $50,000  for  completion  of  the  building  project. 

Synod  approved  our  efforts  to  secure  $50,000 
for  building  fund. 

The  reorganized  student  government  has  func- 
tioned with  a  praiseworthy  degree  of  smoothness. 

The  application  for  inspection  by  the  Southern 
Association  was  deferred  in  December. 

The  Woman's  Advisory  Board  has  been  re- 
organized under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Margaret  J. 
McGuire,  whose  death  we  mourn.  Mrs.  Julian  B. 
Hutaff  is  now  effectively  leading  the  Board. 
Through  her  leadership  the  Women  of  the  Church 
of  two  presbyteries  have  voted  to  ask  each  woman 
to  give  fifty  cents  to  the  building  fund,  during 
next  year. 

Efforts  to  secure  gifts  to  the  building  fund  have 
not  met  with  very  great  success  --  $8,196.47  has 
been  given  to  April  30.  $1,607.99  has  been  given 
to  endowment.  $12,871.32  has  been  received  as 
gifts  for  operations.  A  map  showing  the  county 
from  which  these  gifts  originated  is  before  us  for 
observation. 

The  academic  program  and  the  student  ac- 
tivity program  have  probably  functioned  on  a 
higher  level  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of 
the  college.  The  printing  of  "The  Sandspur"  is 
a  forward  step. 

The  library  is  becoming  increasingly  the  edu- 
cational center  of  the  campus. 

It  will  be  noticed  the  accounts  payable  have 
been  reduced  since  last  year  from  $24,099.66  to 
$9,647.60,  a  reduction  of  $14,452.06.  On  April  15 
we  had  every  account  for  which  bills  are  in  paid 
to  within  forty-five  days.  This  good  progress  has 
called  for  severe  economy  and  the  repayment  of 
funds  from  the  building  fund  to  operations.  I 
would  like  to  record  commendation  to  our  Busi- 
ness Manager  for  his  patient  and  persistent  help 
in  making  this  good  progress. 

The  resolutions  of  the  Board  was  carried  out 
in  a  special  observance  of  Founders'  Day  which 
honored  the  living  founders,  Mr.  W.  H.  Belk,  Dr. 
Watson  M.  Fairley,  and  Mr.  E.  Hervey  Evans. 

The  new  desks  in  the  chemistry  laboratory 
have  been  installed. 

A  revised  and  improved  catalog  with  a  sepa- 
rate mimeographed  set  of  regulations  has  been 
issued. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  Summer  Schools  to 
begin  June  6  and  June  13. 

Scholarships  to  valedictorians  and  salutator- 
ians  were  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee 
and  announced. 

It  will  be  noted  some  of  these  events  are  en- 
couraging and  some  otherwise.  On  the  whole,  we 
believe  we  have  much  progress  for  which  to  be 
grateful  to  Our  Heavenly  Father  and  to  many  who 
have  helped  make  it  possible.

The  Baccalaureate  sermon 
was  delivered  by  the  Reverend  Armand  L.  Currie, 
D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church, 
Richmond,  Va.  Mrs.  Hall  Morrison  of  Kingsport, 
Tenn.,  an  Alumna  of  Peace  College,  was  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  Sunday  vespers  during  the  Com- 
mencement week-end. 

Highlighting  the  Commencement  program  this 
year  was  the  formal  presentation  to  the  college 
of  an  oil  painting  of  the  late  Mrs.  Josephus 
Daniels,  an  Alumna  of  Peace  and  the  first  woman 
member  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Peace  Col- 
lege. The  portrait  was  a  gift  of  the  four  sons  of 
Mrs.  Daniels. 

At  the  Alumnae  luncheon,  Mrs.  Josiah  Bailey 
of  Raleigh  was  installed  as  the  new  President  of 
the  Peace  College  Alumnae  Association.  Other 
officers  who  will  serve  with  Mrs.  Bailey  for  the 
coming  two  years  are  Mrs.  C.  C.  Todd  of  Rocky 
Mount,  First  Vice-president;  Mrs.  J.  E.  Johnson 
of  Lumberton,  Second  Vice-president;  Miss  Nell 
Hay  of  Raleigh,  Secretary;  and  Mrs.  Frank  Sher- 
wood of  Raleigh,  Treasurer.  Mrs.  Todd  is  the  re- 
tiring president  of  the  association  this  year.  Fea- 
tured on  the  Alumnae  Commencement  program 
was  the  awarding  of  Fifty  Year  Loyalty  Diplomas 
to  the  seven  living  members  of  the  Class  of  1899. 

The  month  of  April  was  designated  as  Chris- 
tian Education  Month  by  the  General  Assembly. 
During  this  month  the  administration  and  stu- 
dents of  the  college  assisted  the  church  organiza- 
tions in  the  surrounding  Presbyteries  in  promot- 
ing the  cause  of  Christian  Education.  Deputations 
of  students  and  faculty  members  participated  in 
sixteen  meetings  of  the  Women  of  the  Church, 
Church  Circles,  and  Presbyterials  in  Granville, 
Orange,  and  Albemarle  Presbyteries.

Among  the  60  men  receiving  degrees  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary  at  the  school's  137th 
graduation  exercises,  held  May  24th,  were  14  men 
from  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

George  Apperson  of  Mocksville,  Everett  Brown 
of  Asheville,  David  Huffmes  of  Cameron,  John 
MacKinnon  of  Maxton,  James  Mann  of  Charlotte, 
Charles  McChesney  of  Asheville,  James  Nisbet  of 
Sanford,  and  George  Ogilvie  of  Oakwoods  were 
the  eight  men  from  Carolina  who  received  their 
Bachelor  of  Divinity  degrees. 

These  men,  some  of  whom  are  already  ordained 
and  the  remainder  planning  to  be  soon,  will  take 
up  work  as  follows:  Apperson  in  Accomac,  Va.; 
Huffines  will  do  graduate  study  until  September, 
at  which  time  he  will  be  open  for  a  call;  Brown 
goes  to  Bryson  City,  N.  C;  MacKinnon  will  be  at 
Kingsport,  Tenn.;  Mann  goes  to  Gate  City,  Va.; 
Nisbet  has  been  called  to  the  Olivia,  N.C.  field; 
McChesney's  plans  are  not  determined  at  this 
writing;  and  Ogilvie  will  serve  in  Roanoke,  Va. 

Among  the  other  31  men  graduated  from  Union 
this  May,  North  Carolina  will  receive  the  follow- 
ing: Gaston  Boyle  to  Sanford;  Hugh  Carter  to 
Charlotte;  Priestley  Conyers  to  Moorehead  City;

"Send  a  revival,  0  Christ,  our  Lord; 
Let  it  go  over  the  land  and  sea ; 
Send  it  according  to  Thy  dear  Word

When  we  returned  from  Christmas  holidays  to 
Glade  Valley,  we  tried  to  fulfill  the  conditions  laid 
down  in  the  Scriptures  for  a  genuine  revival  to 
be  held  in  the  early  spring.  We  prayed  that  the 
Lord  would  make  ready  the  hearts  of  already  pro- 
fessing Christions  for  new  growth  in  grace;  we 
prayed  for  those  who  had  never  accepted  Christ 
to  have  open  ears  and  receptive  hearts;  and  we 
prayed  for  the  Lord  to  send  us  the  messenger  who 
would  be  most  fitted  for  this  group  of  students 
at  this  time.  For  a  long  while,  it  seemed  that  the 
third  part  of  our  prayer  would  not  be  answered 
before  March  was  gone;  but  finally  our  Macedon- 
ian call  was  heard  by  a  minister  who  always 
shows  a  sacrificial  spirit  in  the  face  of  need  which 
he  can  possibly  answer.  Mr.  W.  Creed  Cooper  of 
Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  came  to  us  on  the  20th  of  March; 
and  in  his  coming,  we  feel  that  our  prayers  were 
abundantly  answered.  Every  Christian  made  a 
reconsecration  of  life  and  service  during  the 
meeting;  and  all  the  dormitory  students,  who 
had  not  previously  made  a  profession,  accepted 
Christ  and  were  baptized  as  members  of  the  Glade 
Valley  Church.  We  believe  the  revival  was  genuine 
because  of  some  cases  like  a  particular  student 
who  had  to  be  made  to  study  then  began  to  study 
willingly;  and  an  obvious  grudge  on  the  part  of 
one  person  toward  another  who  had  tried  to  be 
friendly  just  seemed  to  evaporate  after  the  re- 
vival meeting;  other  undesirable  situations  cleared 
up  and  better  conditions  took  their  place. 

Following  the  meeting,  the  Bible  teacher  of 
the  school  gave  a  special  series  of  practical  talks 
for  a  week  at  chapel  on  living  life  with  and  for 
Christ: 

"So  let  our  lips  and  lives  express 
The  holy  gospel  we  profess." 

Then  for  the  sake  of  Christians  old  and  new, 
the  inspirational  note  of  the  Christian  message 
has  been  provided  each  week  since  the  revival 
by  visiting  speakers:  Mr.  Charles  M.  Norfleet  of 
Winston-Salem;  Dr.  Herman  ^tevens  of  Camp- 
bell College;  Dr.  C.  A.  Thompson  (M.D.)  of  Sparta; 
Mr.  W.  H.  Yokely,  pastor  of  the  Sparta  Methodist 
Church;  Dr.  Cothran  G.  Smith  of  Christiansburg, 
Virginia;  Mr.  McCarty  of  Mt.  Airy;  Mr.  Carl  Stark 
of  Pilot  Mountain;  Mr.  Watt  M.  Cooper  of  North 
Wilkesboro;  Mr.  Morris  D.  Warren  of  Winston- 
Salem;  Mr.  J.  K.  Parker  Jr.  of  Boone;  Mr.  W.  P. 
Boyle  of  West  Jefferson;  Mr.  C.  W.  Ervin  of 
Sparta;  Mr.  Thomas  C.  Bryan  of  Winston-Salem; 
Mr.  John  Luke  of  Glendale  Springs,  and  Mr.  John 
L.  Christie  of  Mt.  Mourne. 

On  two  different  occasions  missionaries,  Mr. 
Raymond  Womeldorf  and  Mr.  E.  H.  Hamilton, 
were  with  us  for  chapel  talks  and  informal  con- 
ferences. Several  students  put  their  names  on  the 
inquirers  list  for  mission  service.  One  boy  who 
has  felt  an  interest  in  the  ministry  for  a  year  or 
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so  believes  that  the  interest  has  developed  into 
a  definite  call  Therefore,  we  are  convinced  that 
the  revival  was  genuine  and  that  what  the  Holy 
Spirit  began  at  Glade  Valley  will  spread  over 
both  land  and  sea.

EVANGELISM

Every  Synod  in  the  General  Assembly  received 
fewer  members  on  profession  of  faith  during  the 
church  year  that  closed  March  31,  1949,  than 
during  the  previous  year.  Our  GOAL  was  35,000 
on  profession  of  faith,  we  received  only  19,293, 
being  6,847  less  than  the  previous  year.  In  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  we  received  583  less  than 
during  the  previous  year.  Only  two  of  the  nine 
Presbyteries  received  more  on  profession  of  faith 
than  during  the  previous  year.  Suppose  we  had 
an  orchard  6000  peach  trees  and  2000  of  them 
produced  no  peaches  at  all  and  the  others  less 
than  the  previous  year.  We  would  be  greatly  con- 
cerned and  would  seek  a  REMEDY  and  apply  it. 
Dr.  Donald  W.  Richardson,  a  former  chairman 
of  Evangelism  in  the  Assembly  says  "we  mention 
here  three  of  the  most  effective  methods  of 
Evangelism  in  the  home  church — methods  that 
may  be  employed  in  any  church,  whatever  its 
size  and  wherever  it  may  be: 

I.  PRAYER 

Christ  said  to  his  disciples,  "Pray  ye  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest."  No  revival  comes  without  prayer. 
Pray  without  ceasing,  and  it  should  be  united,  and 
definite. 

II.  PREACHING 

Every  sermon  should  aim  for  some  definite  ver- 
dict, some  decision  on  the  part  of  the  hearers. 
The  greatest  decision  which  any  hearer  of  the 
gospel  can  make  is  the  decision  to  accept  Christ. 
The  preacher  is  a  herald  whose  calling  is  to  pro- 
claim the  glorious  gospel.  Now  is  the  accepted 
time. 

III.  PERSONAL  WORK 

Organize  and  lead  a  group  of  personal  workers 
is  the  best  way  a  pastor  can  promote  evangelism 
in  his  own  congregation.  If  the  pastor  is  himself 
a  winner  of  souls,  he  can  more  easily  induce 
others  to  cooperate  with  him.  Put  on  a  campaign 
of  Visitation  Evangelism  in  connection  with  the 
preaching  of  the  Lord.

Bear  as  the  new  mission  professor,  his  former 
duties  in  the  Biblical  field  will  be  partially  as- 
sumed by  Dr.  Balmer  H.  Kelly  and  Dr.  Bear  will 
continue  with  a  few  of  his  former  courses  such 
as  Romans  and  Escatology. 

Ten  underclassmen  from  the  Seminary  will  be 
serving  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  this  sum- 
mer under  the  direction  of  Prof.  James  Appleby. 
This  work  is  a  pre-requisite  to  graduation  from 
the  school  and  is  done  under  the  supervision  and 
auspices  of  the  Seminary's  Department  of  Field 
Work,  headed  by  Appleby. 

The  last  week-end  in  March,  87  men  came  to 
the  Union  campus  for  a  Conference  on  Christian 
Vocation.  These  men  came  from  22  colleges  in 
the  four  supporting  synods  of  the  seminary  and 
considered  for  a  2y2  day  period  the  challenge  of 
the  Church  and  the  claim  of  Christ  upon  their 
lives  vocationally.  Principal  speakers  were  John 
Oliver  Nelson  of  New  York  City;  W.  A.  L.  Sibley 
of  Union,  S.  C;  D.  Maurice  Allan  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Va.;  and  Donald  G.  Miller  of  Richmond. 
These  conferences  are  supported  and  encouraged 
by  the  enlistment  interest  of  the  "Friends  of  the 
Seminary,"  who  make  this  a  part  of  their  annual 
program. 

Over  60  men  are  entering  the  student  body 
at  Union  in  September,  swelling  the  present 
largest  student  body  in  history  to  greater  num- 
bers. To  house  this  additional  group,  a  hand- 
some house  has  been  purchased  adjacent  to  the 


campus  and  the  "Friends"  are  undertaking  its 
furnishing  as  an  additional  project  during  1949. 
Men  are  forced  to  double  up  in  the  dormitories 
and  classes  are  being  sectioned  in  efforts  to  try 
to  train  adequately  the  ministers  for  which  every 
enterprise  of  the  Church  yearns.
